>H E N the King came to Torkj which »*• Kmi . 
was about the cniddle of Augufi^ he^i^i^M^ 
found no part of either Army disband-y««"0 »•-. 
^d 5 for, though Orders had been if-j^'^*'^* 
fued to that purpofe^ yet the Money, 
without whicn it could not be done, 
was not yet come to hand ; and be- 
caufe fo great a Sum could not be 
prefently procured, as would fatisfy Both, an Ad of Parlia- 
ment had been pafs'd, for the SatisfaAion of the Principal 
Officers of the King's Army, by which they were promiled 
Payment, upon the Publick Faith, in Nevember following; 
till which time they were to refpite it, and be contented that 
the common Soldiers, and Inferior Officers, ihould be fiilly 
Satisfied upon their Disbanding. 

During the time of the King's abode at T^rl^ which 
was not many days, the Earlof i/0fi4iiJ, Lord General, made a 
fuit to him for the making a Baron ; which, at that time, might 
have been worth to him ten thou&nd pounds. Whether the 
King apprehended the making an unfit man, wlio nught 
dififerve him in the Houfe of Peers ; or whether he refolv'd 
to contain himielf from enlarging that number, except upon 
an extraordinary relation to. his Own Service, I know not : 
but he thought not fit, at jthac time, to gratify the Earl: by 
which He took himfelf to be highly Difobliged (as the 
Courtiers at that time, look'd upon wh^tfo^ver was Denied 
to them, as taken from xbttp) and having received fome la- 
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formation, from S' Jacob Ajhlej and S^John Comers^ of fotne 
idle paflages in theJatc tempering with the Army to Petition, 
which had not been before heard of ^ aflbon as the King was 
gone towards Scotland ( though his Majefty hath Cnce told 
me, ** That he thought he had left him at parting in very 
"good humour and devotioa to His Service) the Earl^wrote 
a Letter to the Earl ofEffex, to be communicated in Parlia- 
ment, ^* That he found there had been ftrange attempts made 
"to Pervert, and Corrupt the Army,. but, he doubted not, 
*'he fliould be able to prevent any mifchief : the whole 
Senfe being fo myfierious, that it was no hard matter, after 
it was read in the Houfes, to perfwade men, that it related 
to fomewhat they had yet never heard j and being dated on 
the Sixteenth day of ^ijpij/?, which muft be the tTttethat 
the King was there, or newjy gone thence /for. he took his 
Jouitiey from London on the Tenth) feemd to refled on 
fbmcwnat his Majefty ftiould have attempted. Hereupon 
their Old Fears are awaken'd, and New ones infufed into the 
People ; every man taking the liberty of making what inter- 
pretation he oleafed of that which no man underftood. 
thitf •f >The Pai)ifts were the moft Popular Common-place, and 
^^iSr^" ^ ^^^ againft whom ajl the Arrows were direfted j and fo, 
^ f^. upon this new Fright, an Order was made by Both Houies 
" JEor.Difarming all the Papifts in England: upon which, and 
tjie like Orders, though feldom any thing was after done, or 
t\o matter of moment, yet k ferva to keep up tife Fears and 
Apprehenfions in the People, of Dangers ana Defigns, and 
to difinclinc them from any Reverence or Affedion to the 
Queen^ whom they begun every- day more implacably to 
hate, and confeqoeatly to difbbligev And, as upon thole, 
and the like light occauons. They grew to a licence of Lan- 
guage, without the leaft refoeft of Perfbns of how Venerable 
eftimation foever j ib they departed «om all Order or Regu- 
hrltydn Debate; or Rules and Meafures in Judging; the 
ciiief Rulers amongftthem, iirft defigning whatThcy thought 
Fir to/be done, and the Reft concluding any thing Lawfiil, 
that They tliought, in order to the doing ana compaffing the 
fame : in which neither Laws nor Cuftoms could be adnaitted 
to fignify any thing againft Their lenfe. 

IRbmbmbek, about that time,- in the providing Money 
fon the Disbanding the Armies, upon whicn they were mar- 
velloufly foUicitous, from the time that the King Went to- 
wards the North, there arofe a Queftion, "Whether Wtl- 
^^mot, AJhburnham, and PoUard, fliould receive their Pay due 
*''to them upon their feveral Commands, lying under the 
^'Charge of the Plot, for bringing up, and Corrupting the 
"Army i very many Paffionatcly alledgihg^ " That Such men 
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**6uglit not ta receivetfieir Pay, who had Forfbited their 
" Truft : Yet there wanted not many who alledg'd, " That 
*'They had the Security of an Aft of Parliament for their 
** Paynicnl, and that in Juftice it <:6nld not be detain'd from 
*'them; that, though they lay under the Difplealiire of 
the Hottfe, they were" fo for from a Judgment yet, that 
"there was. not fo much.as a Charge againft them, but that 
** they were at liberty under. Bail ^ and therefore, they could 
**not be laid to have Forfeited any thing that was their own* 
In this Debate the Houfe feem'tj equally divided, till One, 
whb well knew what he faid, told them *' That there could 
** not be any ReaftmaWe Pretence for Detaining their due, as 
*' well for the Re^ni that had bden given, as, that they were 
**abfolutely Pardon d by the late Ad of Oblivion, and Pa- 
" cification, betwrtn the tw6 Kingdoms : the which was no 
fboner ftid, than many of Thofe who were before inclined to 
the Gentlemen, changed their opinitons, and, without fo much 
as calling to have the Statute read, declared, "That they 
** could have no Benefit by that Aft of Parliament, becaufe 
" th^n,.the Same might be as well applied to the Arch-Bi/hop 
^^<if Canttrhurj, And fo, without further weighing the Law, 
or the Reafon, it was thought fufEcient, riot only to exclude 
them from that Benefit, but to bar them from their Moneys 
left they might be. thought to be admitted to it for That 
reafon , which might prove an adifantage to Another , to 
Whom They had hp inclination tobe Juft. Atid no qtieftion, 
Tlicy had^been 6vcrfcen in the penning that Statute; the 
Wbtdsj in their tftie and genuine fignification and extent, 
comptthending as^ WjbII the Arch-Biftiop of Canterbuty, is 
Tfaofe whoat that-tiniic had no contempt of the Security they 
il^aped. thereby. • i 

>o ON after the King wentintdSra*/irffrf, there bdngfbme 
motion *' To Adjourft the Houfes till 'iftcr Michaelmds^'whlch 
feem*d to be generally inclined to, very tnany df both Hbufes 
being willing to refrefli thcmleives;after fo long abfence from 
their Homes (the Summer being far fpent, and the Plague 
increafing, of which ibme Members hid died ; and others 
were in danger, having been in infefted houfes) and con- 
ceiving, that there was no more to be dbne till the return of 
the King, faving' oWy the procuring Money to fini/h the 
Disbanding; went into thfe Country: and others, who ftaid 
in the Town, were leis foUicitous to attend the Publick Ser- 
vice ; but betook themfelves to thofe excrcifes and refreft- 
ments which were pleafaiiter to them : infomuch, as within 
twenty days after the King's remove, there were nor above 
Twenty Lords, nor much above a Hundred Commoners, iti 
both Houfes. But This was the advantage look'd for^

Thofc Pcrfons continuing (efpecially in the Houfe of Com- 
mons) to Whofe care and managery the Whole Reformation 
was ccMnmittcd. They now entred upon the coniiilcation of 
the hlgheft matters, both in Church and State; and made 
attempts and entries upon thofe Regalities and Foundations, 
which have been Since more evident in wider and more no- 
torious Breaches. 

F R o Nf the liberty and fuccefs of advifing what was fit to 
be done out of the Kingdom, with reference to the Levies 
for France and Spain^They aflumed the fame freedom, of con- 
fulting and determining what was. Not fit, within the walls 
of the Church ; and finding their numbers to be fb thin, that 
they might, by art or acgident, prevail with the major part 
to be orTheir mind; and to gratify the more Violent Party 
of the Reformers (who with great ioipatience, fufFer'd 
themfelvcs to be contaln'd within any bounds or limits, by 
Thofe who knew better how to condud their bufinefs] 
They entred upon debate of the Book of Common-Prayer 
(which fure^ at that Ume, was much reverenced throughout 
the Kingdom) and propofed, ''In regard (they iaid) many 
''things in it gavppflfencc, at leaft umbrage, to tender Con- 
"fciences. That there might be liberty to Difufe it: which 
Proportion was fb ungracious, that, though it was made in 
a thin Houfe; and prefs'd by Thofe who were of the greateft 
Power and Authority, It was fo far from being confented to, 
that, by the major part (the Houfe confifting then of about 
Sixfeore) it was Voted, *'That it ihonld be duly obferv'd. 

H o w 6 y fi R, the next day, contrary to all Rules and Or- 
ders of Parlianient, very many being abfent who had been 
adtive in that Debate, They fulpended that Order; and Re- 
fblv'd, "That the Standing of the Communion-Table in all 
"Churches fliould be altered ^ the Rdls (which in naoft 
Places had been fet up for the greater Decency ) " (houid be 
"puird down; that, the Chancels fhould be leveU'd, and 
" made even with all other parts of the Church ; and that no 
;"man /hould prefeme to bow at the Name oi Jefus (which 
was enjoin'd by a Canon, and of long ufe in the Cnurch) 
and having digefted thcfe Godly Refelutions into an Order, 
they carried it up to theXords for Their concurrence; pro- 
mlung themfelves, that from the fmall number which re- 
mained there, they fliould find no diffent. But the major 
grt of the Lords being much fcandalized, that the Houfe of 
mmons (hould not only unfeafonably, and irregularly, in- 
tcrpofe in a matter wherein they had not the leaft juriftii- 
Aion ; but fliould prcfume to difturb the Peace of the Church, 
and interrupt the Settled and Legal Government thereof, ty 
fuch Schiimatical prefumption; not onlyrefufedtojoyn with 
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them, but inftead thereof, direfted an Order, formerlv made 
by theHoufe of Peers (on the Sixteenth of January oefore) 
to be Printed, to this effeft, *'That the Divine Service 
*'fcouldKbc Pefform'd, as it is appointed by the Ads of Par- 
"iiament of this Realm; and that all Such as fhall Difturb 
" that Wholfome Order, (hall be Severely Punifli'd according 
"to Law; and acquainted the Commons therewith: Who, 
toothing (atisfied, purfued their former Order; and, " Com- 
" manding all the Commons of England to Submit to Their 
*'diredion, declared, That the Order of the Lords was made 
** by the Confent but of Eleven Lords, and that Nine other 
*' Lords did diflcnt from it; and therefore, that No Obe- ' 
"dience fhould be given thereunto. Whereas, the Order 
had been made in Pull Parliament feven Months before; 
and was feafonably ordered to be Publi/h'd, by the Major 
Part prefent, upon that Important occaHon. And Such an^ 
Arraigning the Houfe of Peers for Publifliing an Order in 
maintenance of the. Laws cftablifh'd, by. Thofe who had 
no Authority to declare what the Law was, nor a Jurifdi- 
ction over Thofe who fliould infringe the Law, was lb tran- 
fcendent a Prefumption, and Breach of Privilege, that there 
was great expedation what the Lords would do in their own 
Vindication. 

There was one Oaufe in the Ad of Pacification, " Thatu» ordt- 
"there ftiould be a Publick and Solemn Day of Thankfgi-^;;^^;^*;^ 
"ving, for the Peace between the two Kingdoms of £w^/ii»rfDii;./ 
"and Scotland: But no day being appointed for that aft ^f^^^f^',^^ 
Indevotipn, the Lords and Commons aflumed. the Power to ^4J;fn!/rib# 
themfelves of direfting it ; and to that purpofe, made an Or-'*^^'^^'"*' 
dinance (as they call'd itj " That it fliould be obferv'd on the 
"Seventh of September following, throughout the Kingdom 
^* of England and Dominion ofWale^. Which was done ac- 
cordingly : the Faftious Minifters in all Pulpits, taking occa- 
fion then to magnify the Parliament, and the Scots ^ and to 
infofe as much Malignity into the People, againft Tiofe who 
were not of that Faftion,as their Wit and Malice could fug* 
geftj. the Houfe of G>mmons celebrating that day in the 
Cbappel at Lin^o/n's-Inn; becaufe the Biihop ofLmcln, as 
Dean of Weftmmfter, had form'd a Prayer for that occafion, 
and enjoyn'd it to be read on that day, in thofe Churches 
where He h^d JuriiHiftion ; which they liked not : both as 
it was a Form^ ^hd form'd by Him^ and fo avoided ceming 
there. 

A F T s R the Solemnization of that day ; and their making 
their Dedaration againft the Lords, about the Order above ** 
mentioned; and the recommending .'ibme Seditions, Uncon* 
formable Minifters^ to be Lefturefs in CborcSies aj^out Lon^ 
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ioUy whom the Incumbents were coxnpeird to receive: When 

They had great apprehenfion, by their Members leaving 

them, that they fhould not have Forty remaining (lefschan

nePnur, The Houfe of Lords limited their Committee (which 
iineerfTb. confifted of the Earls of Epx, Warwick^ the Lords Whmim, 
B»^* •f Kimhltony and Twelve mc«:e^ but every Three were as able 
^^ • to tranlact as the whole number ) by their Inftrudions^ 
^' Only to open the Letters which fliould come from the Com- 
'^mittee in Scotland, and to return Anfwer to them; with 
^* Power to recall that Committee, when they thought fit j to 
"fend down Moneys to the Armies; and to affift about their 
*' Disbanding; and hk removing the Magazictes from Bnwi^k. 
''and Carli/le. 
^fcJ^nf' ^ " ^ ^^^ Houfe of Commons thouglit this Power too n^r- 
' ^"*^**^' row for their Committee; and therefore, againft Order too 
(for the Power of the Committees of both Houfes ought to 
have been equal) They qualified theirs (which confifted of 
M*- Fjm, W Sam- John y W Strode, S' GUbert Gerrard, S'' 
Henry Mildmajy S' Henry Vane, Alderman Pennington, Captain 
Venn, and Others; every Six having the Authority ot the 
Whole) as well with the Powers granted to the Lords, as 
likewile, " To go on in preparation ot proceedings, againft 
^' fuch Delinquents, as were voted againft, or complain d of 
"in the Houfe; and to receive any offers of Difcovery that 
" They (hould make; To fend to all Sheriffs, and Juftices of 
**the Peace, upon information of any Riots, or Tumults, to 
**llir them up in their Duty in Repr^ng them; and to rc- 
"port to their Houfe any Failing in Obedience to Their 
" Commands; To take the Accounts of any Accountants to 
^'his.Majefty, in order to the preparation of his Majefty's 
"Revenue; To confider of framing and conftituting a Wejl^ 
'^ India Company; and to confider the Fi/hing, upon the 
"coafts o( England J Scotland, and Ireland i and many other 
^Extravagant particulars: which ferv'd to magnify the Autho- 
rity of that Committee ; and to draw Refort and Reverence 
to them from almoft all forts of men. 
Teffkt^ The Houfei being thus Adjourn'd; tlie Committee of 
ctmmittie thc Com^nonsiippointed M' Pjrm to fit in the Chair » who^ 
t!n!,- '"""'forthwith^ witi his own hand, Sigadtl\e Printed Dcdatar 
, . tioqs 
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tlons before mention'd^ of the Ninth of Septembit-y and 
caiiied them to be fo kead in all Churches in London^ and 
throughout the Countries. .Whereupon, the Seditious and 
Fadious perfbns, caufed the Windows to be broken down in 
Churches ^ broke down the Rails, and removed the Cooi' 
munion-Table, (which, in many places, liad flood in that 
manner evqr fince the Reformation) and committed many 
Infblent and Scandalous Difbrders. And when the Minifter, 
and tiie Graver and more SubftahtiaJ fort of Inhabitants, ufed 
any Oppofition, and Refitted fuch their Licence, They were 
immediately required to attend the Committee; and, if they 
could be neither per{waded, nor threatned to Submit, their 
attendance was continued from day to day, to their great 
Charge and Vexation. If any Grave and Learned Minifter 
refufed to admit into his Church a Ledurer recommended 
by Them (and I am Confident, there was not, from the be- 
ginning or this Parliament, one Orthodox, or Learned Man, 
recommended by them to any Church in England) He was 
prefently reouired to attend upon the Committee ; and not 
difcharg'd till the Houfes met again; an^ Then likewi/e,if 
lie efcaped Commitment, continued, to his intolerable Lofs 
and Trouble : few men liaving the Patience to endure that 
Opprefllon, againtt which they knew not whither to Appeal;, 
and therefore in the end Submitted to what they could not 
Refill: And fo all Pulpits were fupplied with Their Sediti- 
ous and Schifinatical Preachers. 

T H B Armies were at iaft Disbanded ; and, about the en^ ihe .ArmUt 
oiSepumbtTy the Earl of Holland, in great Pomp, returned to ^*^*'^' 
his Houfe at Kenfingtcn; where he was vifited and carefs'd, 
with great application, by all the Fadious Party : for he had ' 

now, whether upon the Difbbligation rememhred before, of 
being denied the making a fiaroii ; or upon (bme Informa- 
tion, of Tome fliaro Eicpreflions ufed by the Queen upon bis 
Letter; and the Confcience of that Letter: o^the appre- 
henfions of being Queftion'd, and Profccuted, upon the En- 
ormities of his Office of Chief Juftice in Eyre, and other 
Tranlgreflions, fully declared himfelf of their Party. And 
that They might be the better prepared to keep up the Pre- 
judice to the King, and the keennefs againtt the Court, till 
the coming together of both Houfes; when, they had rea- 
fon to believe, the obfervation of Their Crooked and Indircft 
Coarfes, and their vlfible, unwarrantable Breadies, upon the 
Church, and the Religion eftablifti'd by Law, would reh^ 
der men lefc devoted to them ; his Lordftiip furnifti'd thtai 
with many Inforoiations of what had pa&'d in the late Ar- 
piy^ which might be wrefted to the King's difadvantage : 
told them wh^tfoever th« King himfelf had feid to him, 
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wlien He look'd upon him as a Peribn True to him, and 
when, it is very probable. He was not much delighted with 
the Proceedings at Wefimififieri and of all ^he particulars, 
which S' ^acob Ajhtey and S' ^^bn Corners had informed hira, 
when thev took him to be of entire Truft with his Majefty, 
and whoUy Under that confideration (whereupon. They 
were afterwards examined, andcompell'dto teflify That in 
Publick, which they hadbefore imparted to Him in the great- 
eft Secrecy) ajid added to all this, whatever information he 
had received by the Lady Card/le, of Words or Adions, 
^oken or done by the Queen, which might increafe Their 
lealoufy or Malice to her Majefty. And He himfelf (who 
nad been always believ'd a Creature of the Queen's ; and ex- 
ceedingly obliged, and proteded, by Her immediate and 
fingle grace and favour, againft the Earl of Portland, the Earl 
of Strafford, and the Arch-Bi(hop of Cdnterbarj, in thofe times 
when They had otherwife deftroy'd him) vihted her Majefty 
but once, rrom the time of His return out of. the North, to 
the time of the King's return from Scotland, which was fiiU 
fix weeks. And yet, there were fome Men ftiU at thofe pri- 
vate meetings at Kenfington, who thought the Queens fa- 
vour a likelier means for their Preferment, than die Intereft 
of the Others; and therefore always gave advertifement to 
her of what pafs'd in that Company : which Information, for 
want of due care in the managery, and by reafon of the un- 
faithfulnefs of her neareft Servants, commonly produced 
/omewhat, of which the other Side made greater advantage^ 
than She could do by the knowledge* df Their Counfels and 
Refblutions. 

The fliort Recefs of the Parliament, though it was not 
much above the fpace of a Month, was yet a great Refrefh- 
ment to Thofe who had Sate near a full Year, Mornings and 
Afternoons, with littfe or no intermiflions and in that warm 
Region, where Thunder and Lightning was made. Some 
very Unwarrantable Proceedings, by the Committee that 
Sate during the Recefs, or M' Pym, who fate in the Chair of 
that Committee, and iflued out thofe Orders concerning the 
Churchy gave fo much Offence, and Scandal, that the Mem- 
bers were like to meet together with more Courage, and 
lefs inclinations to Novelties, than they had jparted with. 
But there were feveral accidents fell out, fbme from very lit- 
tle, and fbme from very great Caufes, which had that In- 
fluence upon the Nature and Spirit of Men, and upon the 
Anions of that time, that, for the better underftanding fbme 
particular paflages, which will appear pertinent, it will be 
. even neceflary, briefly, and it ftiallbc t>ut very briefly, to 
^nention fbu^e pf (bole Particulars, 
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When the King went into Scotland ; for the better pre- ^ -^ 
• ferving the Corre{jK)ndencc between the two Kingdoms, as ,/b"1 ** 
was pretended; and to fee all thitigs perform'd, which were '*W«' *f- 
to be done in the Parliament of Scotland^ by the Aft of Paci- ^ ,i ' 
fication; a (mall Gnnmittee (as hath been beforeTaid) wasswimd. 
appointed by the two Houfes, confiding of one Lord, and 
two Commons, to Attend (as the Phrafe was) unon his Ma- 
jefty : but, in truth, to be Spies tipon him; aha to give the 
fame affiftance to the Parliament There, upon any emergent 
occafion, as the ScQtilh Commiflloners had done Here, 

The Perlon appomted by the Lords, was the Lord Ho- 
ward of Efkrukj a youn^r Son of the Houfe of Suffolk: who,{;JJJ 
in the time of the Duke of Buckingham^ married a Neece of ward if 
his; and having his whole dependance upon him, and being ^^"^ 
abiblutely governed by him, was by him made a*Baron; but 
tiiat Dependance being at an end; his Wife dead; and He 
without any Virtue to promote himfelf; He withdrew him- 
felf from Following the Court; and rtiortly after, from Wifli- 
ing it well ; and had now, deliver'd himfelf up. Body and 
Soul, to be difoofed of by that Party, which appear a moft 
Averfe, and Obnoxious to the Court and the Government : 
and only in that Confidence, was defign'd to that Employ- ^•'■'^•^* 
ment; • and to be entirely Diipofed and Governed by the two JJJiUp s». 
. Members, who were joyn'd with liim by the Houfe of Com- P^^^j^' 
mons, who were, S^fbiltp Stapleton^ and M' HanAden. "*" 

The Latter hath been mention'd before, as a Man of great 
Underftafding, and Parts^ and of great Sagacity in difeerning 
Men's natures and manners; and he muft, upon alloccafions, 
ftiil be mention'd as a perfbn of great Dexterity and Abilities, 
and Equal to any truft or employment, good or bad, which 
he was inclined to undertake. 

The Other, S^ Philip Stapleton, was a proper Man, of a 
fair extradion ; but, being a Branch of a Younger Family, 
inherited but a moderate E (late, aboutfive hundred pounds a 
year,in Tork::Jbire; and,according to the cuftom of that Coun- 
try, had (pent much time in thofe delights which Horfes and 
Dogs adminifter. Being return'd to ferve in Parliament, He 
concurr*d with his Neighbours, Hotham and Cholmondley ; be- 
ing much younger tlian they, and govern'd by them in the 
Profecution of the Earl of Strafford; and fo was eafily ite- 
ceiv*d into the Company and Familiarity of that whole Partv 
which took that work to heart; and in a (hort time, appear a, 
a Man of Vigour in body and mind ; and to be rather With- 
out good Breeding, than not Capable of it; and fo he quick- 
ly outgrew his Friends and Countrv-men in the Confidence 
of Thofe who govern'd : They loolcing upon him, as worth 
tbc getting entirely to tbemj and not averfe from being

gottea ; and £o jovn'd him witli M' fLmbden in this their firft 
employment (and the Firft^ that ever a Parliamei^t hadof thar 
kind) to be initiated under fo great a Mailer ^ whoie inftru- 
dion He was very capable of, 
^SSund There had been, even from the time the Scotijb Army 
um€kin/ ' czm^vato Engla^nd^ manv Fa&iqns, and Jealoufies^ amongfl: 
***°7"^ the Principal Peribns of tnat Nation^ bur none io much taken 
^mlkon. notice of, as that between the two Earls, of M^ntrofe^ and 
Argyle. The former took himfelf to have Deferv'd as much 
as any Man> in contributing more and appearing (boner, in 
Their firft approach towards Rebellion ^ as indeed he was 
a Man of the beft quality^ who did (b fbon difcofrer himfelf; 
and it may be he did it the fboner, in Oupofition to Afgjle ; 
who> being then of the King's Council, he doubted not, 
would be of his Majefty's Party. The People look'd upon 
them Both) as Young Men oJt unlimited Ambition; and 
ufed to fay, ^'That tliey were like Ge/kr and Pomfej^ the One 
<^ would endure no Superior, and the Other would have no 
** Equal. True it is, that from the time thzt Aml^ declared 
himlelf againft -the King (which was immediately after the 
Firft Pacification) Muntr^e appeared with lefs vigour for the 
Covenant; and had, by underhand and fecret infinuations, 
made proffer of his Service to the King. But now, after his 
Majefty's arrival in Scotland^ by the introdudion of M'H^/- 
Ham MufT^j of the Bed-Chamber, He came privately to the 
King; and infbrm'd him of many Particulars, from the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion; and '^ That the Marquis of Hamil- 
"^», was no lefs Faulty, and Falfe towards his Maiefty, than 
^^Arffle; and offered "To make Proof of all in the Parlia- 
*' meqt ; but rather defired, '*To have them Both made away ; 
which He frankly undertook to do: but the King abhorring 
that expedient, though for his own Security, advifed, *^That 
^*the Proofs might be prepared for the Parliament. When 
fuddainly, on zSundaj morning, the City o£ Edevboiwgh was in 
Arms ; and fLimltm^ and ArgjU, both gone out of the Town 
to their own Houfes; where they ftood upon their guards; 
declaring publickly, ^' That they had withdrawn themfelves, • 
*'becaufc they knew tliat there was a defign to A/TafCnat^ 
** them ; and chofe rather to abfent themfelves, than by fland- 
'4ng upon their Defence in Edenborougb (which they could 
"well have done) to hazard the Publick Peace, and Security 
"of the Parliament ; which thunder 'd on their behalf. 

The Committee at Eienborougb difpatch'd away an Ex- 
prefs to Lonion, with a dark and perplex'd account, in the 
morning that the two Lords had left the City; with many 
doubtful expreffions, ^* What the end of it woul<l be : not 
without fbme dark infinuations^ as if the defign might look 
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farther than SiuUni. And thefe Letters were brought to 
Z.0iul0if, the day before the Houfes were to come together, 
after die Receis ; all that Party taking Pains to Perfwade 
Others, ^'-Tliat it could not but be a Defiga to Afiaifinate 
*^More Men than tho^ Lords at Edenb^rough* 

A N D the morning the Houfes were to meet, M' HjiU 
being walking in H^#J2i»fiif//r-Hall, with the Earl of HoBani 
and the Earl of Effex, Both the Earls feemU wonderfully 
concerned at itj and to believe, "That other Men were in 
** danger of the like AjOTaultSi the Other, iK)t thinking the 
" Apprehenfion worthy of them, told them merrily, ''That 
**He knew well wJiat opinions They Both had of thofe two 
** Lords, a Year or two before, and he wonder'd how they 
" became fo alter'd ; to which They anfwer'd fmiling, " That 
** the Times and the Court was much alter'd fince. And the 
Houfes were no fooner Sate, but the Report being made in 
the Houfe of Commons, and the Committee's Letter from 
S^Btland being Read, a Motkm was ntiade, '' To fend to the 
*' Houfe of Peers, that the Earl of Effex, who was left by 
'*the King General on this Side Trent^ might.be defir'd to 
^* appoint fuch a Guard, as He thought competent for the Se- Srej^l/ 
^*curity of tjie Parliament, conftantly to attend while thtp»mti s 
*' Houfes fate ; which was done accordingly j and continued, f^'^J^fj 
till They thought fit to have other Guards. All which was rfthe^tx- 
done to Amufe the People, as if the Parliament were in Dan- ''*^«*- 
ger, when in ^^or/W, all things were quickly Pacified; and 
ended in crating the Marquis Hamilton a Duke, and Argjfli 
a Marquis* 

Thehb was a Worfe Accident than all thefe, which fell?X«/{.'i^ 
out in the time of the King's ftay in Scotland, and about the Ireland. 
time of the two Houfes reconvening; which made a won* 
derful imprefBon upon the minds of Men; and proved of in* 
finite Dikdvantage to the King's aiTairs, which were then re-- 
covering newlirc; and that was the Rebellion in JrW^n^c 
which broke out about the middle of 0£Fp^, la Ai parts of . 
the Kingdom. Their Defign upon Duilin was ' miracnloufly 
difcovcr'd, the nigiit before it was to be executed ; and fo the 
Surprizal of that Caflle prevented; and the principal ton- 
fpirators, who had the charge of it, apprehended. In the 
other parts of the Kingdom, They obferv'd the time appoint- 
ed, not hearing'of the Misfortunes of their Friends skiQubliiu 
A general Infiirredion of the Iryh fpread it felf over the 
wboie Country, in fuch an Inhumane and Barbarous manner, 
that there were Forty or Fifty Thoufand of the Ehgll/b Pro- 
tefUnts murder 'd, before they fufpeded themfelves to be in 
any danger, or coutd provide for their Defence, l:^ drawing 
together into Towns, or flrong Hpufe^ 
. . From 
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From DMin, the Lords Joftices, and G^nncil, difpatch'd 
their Letters by an Exprefs (the fame Man who had made the 
Difcovery, one Oconelly^ who had formerly- been a Servant 
to S^John ClBtwmbj ) to Londen^ to the Earl of Leicefter, 
then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. From the Parts of^thc 
North, and Vlfter, an Exprefs was fent to the King himfelf,. 
at Edenborougb'y and the King's Letters from th6nce, to the 
two Houfes, arrived within lefs than two days after the Mef- 
fenger from Dublin. 

I T .was apon a Sunday night, that the Letters from Dir^/iJi 
came to the Earl of Leicefter ; who immediately caufed the 
Council to.be fammon'd, and a{£x)n as it was met, informed 
them of the condition of Ireland ; that is, fb much as thole 
Letters contain'd: which were written, when little more was 
known than the Difcovery at Dublin ; and what the Conipi- 
rators had confefs'd upon their examinations. The Houfe 
of Peers hadthen adjourn'd itfelf to the Wednefdaj follow- 
ing y but the Houfe of Commons were to meet on the next 
day, Mimday morning 5 and the Council refolv*d, ** That they 
*' would in a Body go to the Houfe of Commons, alToon as it 
**Sate, and inform them of it; which they did ; notice being 
firft given to the Houfe, ** That the Lords of the Council had 
*^fome matters of Importance to impart to them, and were 
*' above in the Painted Chamber ready to come to them : 
whereupon, Chairs were fet in the Houfe for them to repofe 
7U urds i/themfelves, and the Serjeant fent to conduft them. Aflbon 
th9 owwi/ as they entcr'd the Houfe, the Speaker defired them t6 Sic 
5J^"^'*'down; and then being cover'd, Littleton, Lord Keeper, told 
CuawMw the Speaker, *'That the Lord Lieutenant of ff^/4«i, having 
itoJ!r'*i# " received Letters frbm the Lords Juftices and Council there, 
H»i^i rf ^'had communicated them to the Council; and fince the 
VAk^ "Houfe of Peers was not then Sitting, They had thought fit, 
^*for the Importance of the Letters, to impart them to that 
*' Houfe ; and fo referred the bufinefs to the Lord Lieutenant j 
who, without any inlargement, onlv read the Letters he had 
received, and fo the Lords departed frotti the Houfe, 

l^H ER E was a deep filence in the Houfe, and a kind of 
Confternation : moft Mens heads having been Intoxicated 
from their Firft meeting in Parliament, with imaginations of 
Plots, and Treafonable Defigns, through the Three King- 
doms. The affair it felffeem'd to be out of their cognifancci 
and the communication of it, ferv'd onlv to prepare their 
thoughts, what to do when more /hould be known ; and when 
they /hould hear what the King thought fit to be done. And 
when the King's Letters arriv'd, they were glad the news 
bad conx^ to him, when he had (o good Council about him 
to advife him what to do» 

The 
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T H B King was not then inform^ of what had been diico- 
ver'd at iHthVm ; bat the Letters out of Vlfter (which he fent 
to the Parliament) gave him notice **Of a general Inforre- 
^^dion in the Nprth ; and dF the Inhuman Murders com- 
*'mitted there upon a multitude of the Proteftants; and that 
** S» Pber$m O NeU appear*d as their General and Commander 
**inchie£ . 

Upon which his Majefty writ to the two Hodes, " That *' ^j4jf 
**he was fatisfied that it was no RaOi Infurredion, but ^^'i^J;!' 
^* Formed Rebellion ;- which maft be Profecuted with a iharp^tu it. 
** War; the condoding, and proiecuting whereof, he wholly 
^^ committed to their Care and Wiidom, and depended 
"upon Them for the carrying it.on ; and that for the pre- 
"fent^ He had caufed a ftrong Regiment of fifteen hundred 
"Foot, under good Officers to be tranfported out oif Scet^^ 
*• land into Vlfier, for the Relief of thofc Parts : which were 
upon the matter wholly inhabited by Sc0ts and hi/h', there 
being fewer Engiifb there, than in any Part oi Ireland. 

This fell out to their wifh ; and thereupon they made a 
Committee of both Houfes, "For the conudera^on of the 
"affairs of Ireland^ and * providing for the -fupply of Men, 
^' Arms, and Money, for the Supprefling that Rebellion; the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland being one of the Committee : 
wliich iate every morning in the Painted Chamber; and' the 
, Lord Lieutenant firft communicated all thcLetters he receiv 'd ^ 
to Them to be coniiiited on, and to be thence reported to the. 
two Houles; which were hereby poflefs'd of a large Power, 
and Dependance; all Men applying themfelves to Them, 
that is to the chief Leaders, tor their Preferments in that 
War: the mifchief whereof, though in the beginning little 
taken notice of, was afterwards felt by the King very fen^ 
fibly. 

These concurrent Circumftances, much alter'd and fup- 
prefi'd that good humour and fpirit the Houfes were well 
difpoied to meet in, and the Angry Men, who were difap* 
pointed of the Preferments they expected, and had promiied 
themlelves, took all occafipns, by their EmiiTaries, to in* 
finuate into the minds of the People, *'That this Rebellion 
" in Irelandy was contrived and fomented by the King ; or at 
-"leaft by the Queen, for the advancement of Popery; and 
" that the Rebels publifli'd and declar'd. That they hadthfe 
" King's Authority for all they did: which Calumqy, thougtr 
without the leaft Shadow or Colour of Truth, made morq 
ImpreiEon upon the minds of Sober and Moderate Men (who^ 
tiU^ that time, had much difliked the PaiEonate Proceedings 
of the Parliament) tlian could be then imagined, or can 
yet be believ'd. So great a Prejudice, or want of Reverence 
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'was'Unlirerfiilly cootrafted^agaiiift the Court : especially the 
Queen } whole Power and Adivity was thoaght too great. 
f^tf ^CS Shortly after the iyeginning of the Parliament, there 
/r iitlmng had been a Committee arppolhted^ ^ To prepdre and draw up a 
^^'"••'"generalR^monftranceoftheftati of the Kingdom, and the 
^'' ** particular Grievances it had &ftain*d; buritfcarce met, or 
was ever after fooken of: . But now, the Houfes no iboner inet 
after the Recefs, than Mr Strode (one of the IPierceft Men of 
the Party J and of the Party only for hisFietcehefs) moved, 
'* That that Committee might be revived, and order'd to 
^* meet j for which of courfe, a time and place was abpointed: 
by which Men eafily difcern'd, that nothing of their Fury 
was abated, but rather inctesdedj in that ^ey found theit 
Credit everyday leffen'd in the Houfe, by the oppofition and 
contradiction they fuftain'd. And they being thusdifquieted ; 
and knowing little; and fi> doubtiilg mttch ; every day 
feem'd to them to produce a new Difcovtiy, of fbme new 
Treafon, and Plot, againft the Kingdom. Oneday^ **ALet- 
?'ter from beyond Seas, of great Forces prepared to Invade 
^England; another, "Of fome Attempt upon the Life of 
*'M' Pym : and no occaiion omitted to fpeak of the Evil, 
Council about the King ; vehen fcarce a Councilor dutft come 
near him ; -Or be fufpefted to hear from him* 
^ntmBiU A F T B R fomc days, a new Bill was prefented to the Houie 
^^clii^al^ of Commons^ "For the taking away tiie BiAiops Votes in 
g0tMkf tm^<t Parliament j and for Difabling them to excrcife any Tem- 
J^f *'poral Qflke in the Kingdom : againft which was objeAed, 
"That h was contrary to the Courfe and Order of Parlia- 
*'ment, that any BiU that had been RejeAed, fliould be again 
^'Preferr'd the lame Seffionj and therefore it oaglit not to 
''be fo much as Read: to which nothing was reply 'd but 
Noife; and " That this Bill varied in fbme Claufes from the 
^'former; and that the good of the Kingdom abfohitely de- 
^'pended upon it: and fo, by the majority of Vdices, it was 
order'd to be read: and afterwards, without any very con- 
fiderable oppofition, Pais'd the Houfe, atidwiu tranfmitted 
to the Lords: the greateft argument being, " Thitt their in- 
•* termeddKng with Temporal Affairs, was inconfiftent with, 
^*and deftruftive to, the exercife of their Spiritual Funftion. 
tV^hilft their Reformation, both in Scotland, and this King- 
dom, was driven on by np Men fo much, as Thofe of their 
Clergy who were their Inftruments. As, without doubt, the 
Arch-Bifliop of Cdnterburj had never fo great an Influence 
upon the Counfelskt Court, as D^Butgefs, ^tid M^ Mdrjbaty 
had then upon thie Houfes j neither did all the Bilhops of 
Scotland together^ fo much meddle in Temporal AfFairi, as 
. Mf Hcndcrfon had <tone* 
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Ther B being at this cime, the Bifcopricks o^Wcrcefitr^'^^^t 
Lincoln, Exeter , Cbkbejler^ and Br^ol, Void by Death, or\„,XscIn$ 
Tranflation ; The King, during the time of his being in Scot- ^ifii^itki 
land, collated to thofe Sees, D* Pridedux, the King's Pro-'"^«'"^ 
feflbr of Divinity in Oxford; D^ Wimiff, Dean of S« PauFs ; 
D' Broumertgg, Matter oi Cathaftne-HiHX in Cambridge; D' 
Henry King, Dean of Lichfield; and I> We^ld of Great 
S' Bartholomews, London : Ail of great Eminency in the 
Church ; frequent Preachers ; and not a Man, to whom the 
Faults of the Then Governing Clergy were imputed, or 
againft whom the leaft Objeftion could be made. 

A s s o o K as the floufe of Commons heard of this defigna* n* ctm^ 
tfonof his Majcfty's (having then newly the Second time^'^'l^^ 
lent up to the Home of Peeri, their Bill to remove BiAiops 
from tiience) They were much troubled, tliat at a time when 
They refblv*d to take away the Old, the King fhould pre- 
fume to make New Biiho^s^ and to create io many Voices 
to affift the others and therefore. They urged very earncft- 
ly, **That the Lords might be moved to joyn with them, in 
** fending to the King, to make no new Biftiops, till the Con- 
** troverfy ihould be ended about the Government of the 
" Church : which appeared fo Unreafonable, that the Wifeft 
of Them who wifh'd it, apprehended ho Poffibility that the 
Lords would joyn with them; or if They did, that the King 
would be prevailed with. However, being glad to find their 
Companions had fo much mettle, after a long Debate, the 
major part carried it. That a Committee ihoiSd be#ppotnt« 
** ed, to draw up Realons to give the Lords to concur with 
^them in that deiire to the King, but, after that, moved 
that Stoqe no further. 

I N all Debates of this nature, where the Law, Reafon, and 
Common Senfe, were dirediy Oppofite to what they pro- 
pofed, Tliey luflfer'd Thofe who aifFer*d from them m opi- 
nion, andpurpofes, to fay what they thought fit in oppofition; 
and then, without vouchfafing to endeavour their fati&dion^' 
caird importunately for the QuelKon ; well knowing, that 
They had a Plurality of Voices to concur with them, in 
whatfbever they defired. I remember, in tJiis laft bufinefs, 
when it was voted that a Committee (hould be named to 
draw up Reafons, many of Thofe who had during the De- 
bate pofitively argued Againft the thing, were call'd upon to 
be ot that Committee; and amongft.tliem, thb Lord Falkland^ 
and M^ Hyde, who ftood up, and ** Defired to be Ezcufed 
*'from that Service, where they could be of no Ufe; having 
*' given fo many reafons againft it, that they could not ap- 
" prehend any could be given for it; therefore thought, the 
^'work would be better done, if Thole who had fetisfied 
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*'1rhemfefvcs with the Reafonablends of what they wifh'd, 
"would undertake the ton verting and di/pofing of Other 
*'Men. There was a Gentleman who fate by (M' Bimd of 
DorcheAeri very Severe, and Refolv'd, againft the Chutcfa 
and the Court) who, with much Paffion, and Trouble of 
mind, faid to them, '*For God's fake be of the Committee, 
"You know none of our fide can giveReafbns; which made 
Thofe that over-heard hinr Smile: though he ipoke it fiid- 
dainly ; and upon obfervation that the Leaders were not then 
in the Houfe. Otherwifc, it cannot be denied, Thofe who 
conduded them, and were the Contrivers of the Mifchief, 
were Men of great Parts, and unfpeakable Induftry^ and 
their Silence in fome Debates, proceeded partly from Pride, 
that it might appear. Their Reputation and Intereft^ liad an 
Influence upon the Senfe of the Houfe, againft any Rhetorick 
or Logick: but principally, from the Policy th«y were 
obliged toufe : for, though they, could have given a pregnant 
reafon for themoft extravagant overture they ever made, and 
evinced it, that it was the prc^r way to Their end j yet, it 
0ot being time to difcover their purpofes (how apparent- fo- 
evcr they were to difceming Men) they were necelTarily to 
give no reafbns at all; or fuch as were not the true ones. 

This Stratagem failing of flopping the creation .of the 
new Bifhops; They endeavour, by all means,* to haften the 
Houfe of Peers'to difpatch the work before them, before 
they fhould be qualified (their Eledions^ Confirmations, and 
Confecmtions, and other Ceremonies, (pending much time) 
to increafe the number of the Oppofers j and for the better 
doing thereof, with great confiaence. They demand of the 
Lords, ^^ That no Recufimt Lord, or any Bifhop, might have 
^'a Vote in the Pailing that Ad : the laft being Parties; and 
^*the other not fiippofed competent Judges on the behalf of 
Vthe Kingdom. Butj when they found diat Logick could 
not prevail Tthe demand being indeed fo Scandalofus, that 
the Houfe ot Peers, if they had not been fatally mifled, mufl 
have refented it as a high Prefumption^ and infolent Breach 
of Privilege) with more Formality and Colour, though as 
Unreafbnably, They prefs'd, "That thofe Thirteen Biihops, 
''whom They had before Impeach'd, for making the late 
'' Canons; and upon whom their Lordfhips themielves had 
**pafe'd Severe Votes ffuch indeed as were fitter for Ac- 
cufers than Judges, Utoarliamentary and Unprecedented) 
'^ might be oequefler'd "from the Houfe, till they (hould be 
** brought to Judgment, And for this. They found Lawyers 
in their Houie, who, proftituting the Dignity and Learning 
of their Profeffion, to the cheap and vileaftedationof Po* 
pular Applaufe, were notafhamcKi, to aver Caflom and Law

fortheir Senieleis Propoiicion. Bat the Hoafe of Peers was 
not Tot deluded efx>ughj or terrified (dioogh too many- a- 
tnongft 'them paid an implicit devotion 'to* khe Houfe of Com-^ 
inons) to cbmpiy in this unreaibnable demand;' ' 

A^^D-faere I cannot 'bat with grief and wonder remeni-T^f ^h/m*- 
ber,.the:Vinilency and Animofity exprefe'd at that time, up-^^/;^^ 
on all occafions/ by. Many of good knowledge in the excel- /•«« r^^^" 
lent ahd wife Protetlion of the Common Law, towards the ^-^^';[;jjf 
Chorch, andChttrch^men; taking all opportunities, uncba^ ii>r» ^rwl-* 
iritaUy to improve Miilakes into Crimes; and, onreafon-J^Jf^JJ^ 
ably, to'transfer arid impute the Follies and faults of Particu*- 
iar menj to the Malignity of their Order and Fundion ; and 
fb, wiiet and (harpen the edge of the Law, to wound the 
Church in its JuriiHidlon; and at lail to cut it up by the 
Roots,, and demoliVh ics Foundation. It cannot be deiiied, 
•chat the Peevifli ipirlts of Ibme^Clergy-men, have taken great 
pains to alienate that profeflion from them; and Others, as 
unskilfully (finding, that in forrn^ times, when the Religion 
of tibe State was a Vital part of its Policy, many Church* 
men were employed Eminently in the Civil Government of 
the King^m) in^puted Their wanting thoie Ornaments their 
Predeceflbrs wore, to the Power and' Prevalency of the 
Lawyers^ of wboi% fome Principal men, in all times, They 
could not but oblerve to have been their avow'd Enemii^ ! 
andfo believ'd, theStraitning and Confining the PrcSfeffibn of 
theCommonLaw, muft naturally Extendatid Enlarge the Ju<t 
titildtion of the Church. Thence arofe Theic bold and iin^ 
warrantable .Oppofing atlid Protsefting againft Prohibitions^ 
and other Proceedings at Law, on the behalf of EoclefialHcal 
Courts ; and the prooiring feme Orders and Privileges from 
the King, on the behalf of the Civil Law, even wkb an esc- 
dufion of the other: as theArch-Biibopof Gfur^^iMy, pre^ 
vail'd with the KIne todiied^ ''That half the Matters of the 
^^ Chancery Aiould be always Civil Lawyers; and to declare, 
'' that no others, ,of what condition; Ibever, ihould ierve him' 
^'as Mafters of Requeft, All which was a great tniftake: ' 

For, befides the ftopping Prohibitiofis was-an envious Breach 
upon the Tuftice of the Kingdom; whkhl at ibme time or 
other, will ftill be too hard for the ftrotifglft Oppofers and 
Opprcflbrs of it ; I could never yet know. Why the Doftor^ 
ot the Civil Law, were more of Kin to the Bi^dp^s,' or the 
Church, than the Common Lawyers #efe. To fay, that 
Tb^ir ^Places were in the Bifhops' dii|>ofill, as Chancelldrs, 
Commiflaries, and the like; ahd therefore, that ^heir Per- 
fbns^'i^^fe mor^ like totbeatTheir diipb^too;:*atieafl:,to 
pay them greater Reverence; conciitdes nothings* ^ the 
Clergy had opportijmty Enough, jiotiUi^^d create «tfJe()QaI 
Vol, L Part. 2. U dependance 
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.dependence from the Prafeflion of the Common Law; and I 
am periwaded, the Sf ewaidAiips to3iih(^s, and of the Lands 
of tbe Church, which were to be managed by the Rules of 
the Common Law, were not much infmor in Profit to all 
the Chancellorfliips in EnglMnd. And then, if where the Po- 
licy may confifl: with Juftice, it k no' ill meafure ia nxsdung 
FriendMps, to look into, and compare, the Power ofdoing 
Hurt, or doing Good; it h apparent, that the Civil Law in 
this Kingdom, had not, in the leaft degree, the ability to 
Help, or to hurt the Church, in any exi^ncy, as the Com- 
mon Law had : Whofe Profeflbrs had always, by their In- 
teisefts. Experience, ind;Reputation^ fb great an Influence 
upon the Cinl. State, upda Court, and Country, that' they 
were notable Friends or Enemies. And the dependence oif 
the Church, as toihelr inheritance, and Eftates (except their 
minute Tythes). was^entirely upon the Law; being. only de- 
terpainable by tho(e. Rjiles, by which They have &ldom re* 
ceivy eihinent Injufticc, And truly, I. have never yet f|>oken 
with one Clergy-tnan, who bath had the experience of both 
litigations, that hath not ingenuoufly confeis'd ** He jiad ra- 
*'<het, in the refped of his trouble, diarge, and ^ItisfaAton 
*'toliis underftanding, have Three Suits depending io Weft-

thoughts and obierv^tions have been cpntrafted to the nar* 
jrow.limiit& of the i&w Books of that Profeffion ; or within 
the aarisoNirer Circle of tihe Bar Oratory : ihould go ^loog 
with the Stream, in the WomaniAi art ot Itiveighing againft 
Pfirfans, .when they ihoald be ILefbrming Things: and that 
fbrne^c^by degrees, having found the BeM&t of being of that 
Opjlnion (for we all remember, wheh Pa|^ift and Puritan 
^ Lawyers got more Mooey than their -Neighbours for tiie 
Private Opinions they were of; not what they delivcr'd in 
Publick) grew at kiit,.to have Fits of Gonfcience in earneft ; 
and tfo believe, tHata Pacity in the Church was neceflary to 
Rieligion ^ and not like to produce a Parity in the St4te : of 
which Do&rine if th^.had been then fufpe^ed, they/ would 
quickly have beeo amuned of fuch Divinity; 

But, that Leotmedand Unbiafe'd (I mean Unprovoked) 
men(, in that Science ;of oar Law, who knew the Frame and

Undi and.Created him likcwife an Earls and conferred the 
other gre^t Offices, as he was diretfted : Then, he made tfce

Hphoufs) Marquis; Their great General, Lejlfj^ Earl of 
laeveni and their Lieutenant-General, Earl ofCMenddnmd 
conferred other Honours on Perfons, accprding to the Capa- 
city jand Ability they had in doing him Mifchief : and laftly 
(leaving IjiH his Own Partjy barely to Live ; for he had pro- 
cured, a Pardon for them from tne Parliamefit, upon.Qondj- 
tion **They came'nQt near the King's pretence; nor rcceiY'd 
**apy Benefit Iroip him i .without TW^ approbation! his 
Majefty gave all the lands' of the Church, wWh ha4 oeea

tend the conclufion) the Debate continued till it. was after 
Twelve of the Clock,: with much Paffion; and the Hoofe 
, being then divided, upon the paiEn'g or'not paifing it, it was 
jt mat tar^ Carried in the Afiirmative, by Nine Vjotces^ and no more : and 
Iw ^"'aflbon as it was declared, M' HdnAJkn moved,.^'That there

that They did not intend to fend it up to the Houfe of Peers, 
for their Concurrence ^ but that it wte upon die mattd: an 
Appeal to the People ; and to infufe Jealoufies into their 
minds.

I N order to wlH/ch, Xjtt? ^^^ '^'^ P*"^^ of the next day , 
ja their private Confultamlis, how to Chaftiie fome of thote 
who offended them the day o^fote; and refolv'd in the firfl:, 
place, not to fuflfer that Precedent to be introduced into the. 
Houfe, "That Men (hould Protcft againft the Senfe of the 
^^ Houfe: which, it is true, had not. been ufed in the Houfe 
of Commons. This Sobje^ yfm the more grateful, to them, . 
becaufe they (hould tieartily. take B^evenge upon M*^ Hjde, 
whom they perfe&iy hated 1 and to whofe adivity, they im- 
puted th^ trouble they had fuftain d the day before ;* aqd He 
was the Firft who made the Proteftation, that is, ask'd leave 
to do it ; which produced the other {iiUequent clamour, that * 
was indeed in £>me diibrder. But here they differ '4 amongft 
themfelves; all the Leading Violent Men» who bore the 
greateft Sway, were moil glad of the occafion, as it gave 
them opportunity to be rid of M' Hyde^ which they PaiE* 
onately defired: but S^ ^obn Hatlum^ CbQlm$ndlejf, and St4- 
plfitM (who nev^ fever'd, and had a numerous Train at- 
tending their amotions) remember'd the Service M*^ flji^ ^^ 
done j^inft the Court o£Tvl^ (the overthrowing whereof 
was their pecidjar glory) and would not confent that they 
Aould qoeftion him; but wer^ ready to concur with them 
id the Profecution of any other of the.

Tlus made (b great a Difference 
amongft tfaemj. that for the piicfeiit they agreed no further^ 
than^ '^That they would tliac Afternoon odiy provide, that

then they migl^confidt together at Night, w^iat.Perfbn 
they would Sacrifice. 

Aaout Tl^ee of the Clocl^ when the Houfe met, M' . 
i^ '^Lamented ^e Disorder of the Night before^, which, 
'* he faid> might probably Imve engaged the Houfe in Blood, 
'^ and had proceeded principally from the offering a Proteftan 
^'tion; which had never bc^re been offered |n That Houfe; 
^'and was a tranfgreffion that ought to be feverely examined, 
'^thac Miichief mijht not i^efult hereafter from that Prece- 
'Ment : and therefore propoj^ That the Houfe would the 
'^ncjet Momiog enter u|K)u that Examination; and in the 
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'^mean time, Men might recolka thetnfelves, and They who 
**ufed tx> tak^ Notes, might perufe their Memdrials; that 
"the Perfons who were the chief caufcs of the Diforder, 
** might benamed, and defend themfel ves the beft difey could : 
and with this refolution the Houfe arofe ; the vcmtion of the 
night before, being very vifibleih the looks and dbuntenance 
of many. Neither that nights Deliberation, notf all the Ar- 
tifice or Importunity that could be rfcd, coul^r remove the 
Obftinate Nortliern Men from their refolution ; They de- 
clared Dofitively, " That if they Ewl^cuted M' Hjie^ They, 
*^and all their Friends, would eh^^e in his Defence: which 
made the Others refolve, not to incur the danger or incon- 
venience of fiich a Schiftxii and fo fliey unanimoufly agreed 
upon another Perfon, whom they would accufe. 

The nejft Morning, They fitft enlarged upon the Offence 
it felfi "Of the Mifchief it had like to Jiave produced; and 
"would unavoidably produce, if the t:ulh>m or liberty of it 
"were ever admitted ; That it Was the Firft time it had ever 
"been offer'd in That Houfe; and that care ought to be 
*' taken, that it /hould be the Laft ; bv the fevere Judgment 
**of the Houfe, upon thofe Perfons wno had begun the Pre- 
"fumption. 

M' H Y D F, who iiad then known nothing of; the Private 
confttltation ; ^nd had m^ny reafons to believe Himfelf to be 
defign'd ; flood up (notwithftandihg fome Signs made to him 
at a dlftance b/his Northern Friends, which he Underftood 
not) and faid *^ It concerned him to Juftify what'he had done, 
*' being the Firft Man who mentionxl the Prot4E|ftatidn : upon 
"which, there was a general Noife and Clamodi- ^To wlth- 
*^draw.; and as great, "To Speak ; He proceeded, and feid, 
"He was not old enough to knoW the Ahcient Cuftoms of 
"That Houfe; but, that He well knew, it was a very An^ 
" cicnt Cuftom in the Houfe tA Peers; and Leave was never 
\ "denied There to any Man, who ask*d that he might Proteft, 
'*and enter his Diflent, againft any Judgment of the Houfe, 
** to which he would not be undefftood to have given his 
"Ojnfent: That He ^li. not underftand any reafon, why a 
** Commoner fhould^ot have the j(ame Liberty, if he defired 
" not to be involv'd in any Vote, Which he thought might 
" poffibly be Inconvenient to him. That He had not ofFer'd 
" nis Protelbtion againft the Remonftrance, though he had 
''oppof^d it all he cbuld, becaqfe it^ remain^ ftili within 
"thofe Walls; That .he had only defiredleaVe- to Proteft 
'* againft the Printing it; which^ He thought, was not in 
**^many refpeds Lawful for Thefn to do; and might prove 
"very Pernicious to the Publick Peacfc. 

They were very much offended with aU he faidj and his 

^fTuranc^ 
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afliirance ^n (peaking; UriA .M^ Strode could riot cbtitain him-^ 
felf from faying, "That'That iSentletnarihad'confefs'dtha;, 
**Hehadfirft propofed the Prbteftation^ and therefore de-, 
"fired. He. might wit hdrkwV which many Others likewife, 
callVlfbr: till S«" John !f:/(?r*4m appear 'd tvith fooie warmth, 
againfl itj and youn^'Hbtham, his Son, accuftdjeffen Palmer 
"Of giving the c^ule of Diforder, by faying, / do proteft, 
"without asking the leave of the HdUfe; and encouraging 
"Others to, cry out every Man, / do protefi: whereupon,. 
They all fell ipto grcgt.Noiie andG>nfufion; an4 fo, without 
mucn more difcourfe,M' Patfnerv/^s call'd upon *To Explain; 
which, as he yas about to do, M' H/de (who lov'd him 
much ; and ha4 rather have fu(Fcr'd Himf^li, than that He 
fhould) (poke to the Orders of the Houfe; and faid " That . 
"it was ag4ii)ft the Orders and Pradice of the Houfe, that , 
"ajiy Man (bould be call'd upon to Explain^ for any thing 
"he faid in thfe Houie two days before; when it could not . 
"be prefumed,that his own Memdry could RetoUeft all the 
"words he had ufed; or, that any body elfe could Charge 
"him with them ; and appealed to the Houl^, whether there 
"was any Precedent of tne like. And there is no doubt, 
there never had been^ and it tvas vAy irregular. But they 
were too pofitively reiblv'd to be diverted ; till, after two 
hours Debate, He himfelf defired, " That, to fave the Houfe 
" further trouble, he might Anfwer, and withdraw ; which . 
he did. When it drew towards Night, after many hours De- 
bate, it was ord?r'd, "That he fliould be committed to the 
"Towef; the Angry Men preiEng, with all their Power, 
'^that he might be Expell'd the Houfe; having born him a 
long grudge; for the Civility he.fliew'd in rthe Profecution 
of th^ Earl of Strajfrd; that is, that He had not ufed the 
lame reproaci^ Language which the Others had done : but 
They were at la^ glad to (ompc^und for his bare C6mmir- 
ment to the Tower; from when<;e he was within few day^ 
enlarged, and return'd a^n to the Houfe. In the clofc ofj2j,ff^ 
that day, and the rifing of the Houfe, without much oppo-<<#r'i i# *« 
fition. They obtam'd an Order for the Printing theii; Re-**""**^ 
monOxance. 

That Remonftrance, after mahv claufes and unbecoming ^Tj^' ^, 
expreffions were call out, contained, "That there had becn^*^*'' "' 
**trom the beginning of his Majefty's' Reign, a Malignant 
"apd Pemicioas Defign, of Subverting the Fundamental 
" Laws and Ptindples^of Government, upon which the Re- 
"ligion and Juftice of the Kingdom wis Eftablifh'd : That 
" the A^rsaiiid Promoters thereof, were the Jefuited Papifts; 
"the Bifliops, and Corrupt part of the Clergy; andfuch 
"Counfellors and Courtiers, as had cngag'd thetofches to 

"Fur- 
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^' Farther the Interefts of fomc Forreign Princes or States, to 
**the Prejudice of the King and State at Home: All which 
*^had endeayour'd to raife Diflferences and Difcontents bc- 
*' twixt the King and his People, lipon queftions of Preroga- 
''tive and tibertjr; to Supprpfs thepiirity of Religion, and 
*'fuch.Mea as were beft affeded to it^ as the Seated. Impe- 
"dinient to that Change which They tWught to introduce; 
"to cheri/h and maintain tbofe Opinions in Religion, which 
"brought Ours neareft and moft. agreeable to the Papifts ; 
**'and to continue, multiply, and enlarge the Pifierences be- 
*^tween the Proteftants themfelves, .diftinguiflikig between 
" Proteftaats and Puritans, by Introducing and countenancing 
"fuch Opinions and Ceremonies, as were fitteft for accom- 
*' modation with Popery ; that fo, of Papifts, Arminians^ and 
"Libertines, Tl\ey might coippofe a Ekxly, fit to ad fuch 
"Counfels and "FLefolutions, as were moft conducibfe to 
•* their Own fndsr And laftly, to render the King Dififlfed- 
*'ed to Parliament;s^ by Slanders and Falfe Imputations^ and

* in Parliament ; or to fpeak Contemptuoufly of Eitner Hou j(e 
•• of Parliament, or Parliamentary Proceedings ; or Such as 
''are fufped^d to get Counfellors Places, or any other of 
''truft concerning Publick Employment, for Money: That 
" all good conrfes may be taken, to Unite the two Kingdoms 
^^ofEf^tdnd knd Scotland ; to be mutually aiding and aflift* 
" ing one another, for the Common Good of the Ifland, and 
•'the Honour of Both: With fome other f>articalars of this 
nature. ' 

Hi^t'b^ I K K o w not how Thofe men have already an^er'd it to 
fanj j^ Their Own Coniciences ; or how they will anfwef it, to Him 
imtbeHmfi who Can difccm their Coniciences; who having afTum'd 
^^'"^^'tlieir Countries Truft, and, it may be, with great Earneftnefi 
laboured to procure that Truft, by their Supine Lazinefs, 
Negligence, and Abfence, were theFirft Inlets to thofe Inun- 
dations; and fo contributed to thofe Licences which have 
overwhelmed us. For by this means, a Handful of men, 
much inferior in the beginning, in number and Fntereft came 
to give Laws to the Major part ; and to (hew that Three Di- 
ligent perfons, are really a Greater and more Significi^nt num- 
ber, than Ten Unconcern'd,*~They by Plurality of Voices, 
in the end, converted or reduced the Whole iBody to Their 
opinions. Iris true, Men of Adivity and Fadion, in any 
defign, have many Advanuges^ that a Compofed and Settled 
Council, though induftrious enough, ufuallv haVe not f and 
fome^^ that jGallant men cannot give ttiemferves-ledve to en-' [ 
tertain : foh l^fides Their Through confidering and forming 
their Counlels before they execute them v They ctotrad a 
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habit of HI Nattire and Difingenuity neceflary to Their affairs^ 
and the temper of Thojfe upon whom they are to work, that 
Liberal-minded men would not perfwade themielves to en- 
tertain, even for the Prevention of all the Mifchief the Others 
intend. And whofoever obferves the ill Arts by which 
Thefe men ufed to prevail upon the People in general; Their 
abfurd, ridiculous Lying> to win the affedions, and corrupt 
the underftandings of the >V^ak; and the bold Scandals, to 
confirm the Wilful; the boundlefs PromifesThey prefented 
to the Ambitious; and Their. grofs, abjed Flatteries, and 
Applications to the Vulgar-fpirited ; would hardly give him- 
felt leave to ufe thofe Weapons, for the Prefervation of the 
Three Kingdoms. 

The King had at that time a greater Diladvantage (befides 
the concurrence of ill and extraordinary accidents) than Him- 
felf,or any of his Progenitors, had ever had before; having no 
Servant of the Houfe of Commons, of Intereft, Ability, and 
Reputation, and of Faithfiilnefs and AffeAion to his Service: 
S^ ThtmM JermjUy who was very Honeft to him, and of good 
Abilities, through his indifpofition of health, and trouble of 
mind for his Son's misfortune, having left the Houfe, and 
the Court, and being retired into the Country : and S' Harrj 
Vane ( who was the other only Privy-CounfeUor ) having 
committed thofe Faults to the King, he knew could not be 
forgiven; and thofe Faults to the Country, could not be for- 
gotten ; gave himfelf entirely to the difpofition of his net? 
Mafters: and M^Saint-^ohn, who at the beginning was made 
Sotlicitor General; and thereby, had obliged himfelf by a 
particular Oath, "to Defend his Majefty's Rights; and in no 
<« cafe to be of Counfel, or give Advice, to the prejudice of 
**the King, and the Crown ; was the Chief Inttrument, to 
Devife and Contrive all the PropofitionJi, and Ads of Undu- 
tifulnefs towards him* So that, whilft Thefe men, and their 
Conferts, with the greateft deliberation, confulted, and dif- 
pofed themfelves to compafs Confufion : They, who out of 
the mod abffraded Senfe of Loyalty to the King, and Duty 
to their Country, fever'd from any relations to the King's 
fervice, or hopes from the Court, preferv'd their own Inno- 
cence, and endeavoured to uphold the good old frame of Go- 
vernment, received neither countenance nor conduft from 
Thofe who were naturally to have taken care of that province. 
And fure, the Raging and Fanatlck Diftemper of the Houfe 
df Commons (to which all other diftcmpcrs are to be im- 
puted ) muft moft properly be attributed, to the want of 
Such good Minifters ot the Crown in that Affembly, as be- 
ing Unaw'd by any Guilt of their Own, could have )vatch'd 
Other men's ; and informed, encouraged, and influenced. 
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Thofc, who flood well inclined to the Publick Peace. 
To which purpofe, if that Stratagem (though none of the 
teft ) of winning men by Places, had been pradifed^ ailbon 
as the refblution was taken at Torl^ to dall a Parliament fin 
which it was apparent, dangerous attempts would be maae; 
and that the Court could not be able to refift thofc attempts) 
and if M' Pjm^ W Hambden, and M' HoUu, had been then 
Preferr'd, with M' Smt-^ohm before they were delperatdy 
embark'd in their defperate deCgns; and had Innocence 
enough about them, to truft the King, and be trufted hv him; 
having y^t contraded no Peribnal animofities againft him : 
it is very pofliblc, that They might either have been made 
Inftruments to have done good Service; or at leaft been re- 
ftrain'd, from endeavouring to Subvert the Royal Building, 
for fiipporting whereof They had been placed as principal 
Pillars. 

But the Rule the King gave himfelf (very reafonable at 
any other time) that Thev fliould Firft do Service, and com- 
pafs this or that thing for him, before they fliould receive Fa- 
vour, was Then Very unfeafonable : fince, befides that They 
could not in truth do him that Service without the qualifi- 
cation, it could not be expefted They would defert that Side^ 
by the Power of which They were lure to make themfdves 
conjfiderable, without an unqueftionable mark of intereft in 
the Other, by which They were to keep up thc^ir Power and 
Reputation : and fo, whiift the King expeded They Aiould 
manifeft tlieir inclinations to His Service, by their Temper 
and Moderation in thole Proceedings that moft ofTenaed 
him i and They endeavour'd, by doing all the Hurt they 
could , to make tvident the Power They had to do him 
Good J He grew fo for Difobliged, and provoked^ that he 
could not in Honour Gratify them; and They fo Obnoxious, 
and Guilty, that they could not think themfelves Secure in 
his Favour : and thence, according to the Policy and Method 
of Injuftice, continued to opprefs that Power They had In- 
jured; and to raife a Security for Themfelves, by Difabling 
the King to queftion their Tranfgreflions. 
TUKjni't Notwithstanding all thefe Contrivances to Lef- 
Jj^J'^^^^fen the Reputation of the Court (to wliich many other par- 
#» bn w- ticulars contributed; which will be touch'd hereafter) The 
scTiiand'^ City of London made great Preparations to receive the King. 
Kov, a;! Goumrfy then Lord Mayor, was a man of Wifdom and Cou- 
rage ; and exprefs'd great Indignation, to fee the City fo 
Corrupted, by x.h& ill artifice of Fadious perfons; and there- 
fore attended upon his Majefty, at his entrance into the 
City, with all the Luftre and good Countenance it could 
fhew; and as great profeiGons o£Dutj)t,.asit£ould mai?e, or 
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the King cxpcd. And on Thurfdaj, the Five and Twentieth 
of November, the King entred into London ; received with 
the greateft acclamations of Joy, that had been known upon 
any occafion; and after a moft magnificent Entertainment by 
S' Richard Gtmrney LovdMsiyor, at the Guild-Hall; where thfl 
King, Qneen, Prince^ and the whole Court, of Lords and 
Ladies, were Feafted ; his Majcfty was attended by the whole 
City to White-Hall ; where he Jodg'd that night 5 and the 
Earl of Ejfex refign'd his CommiflSon, of General on this 
fide Trent -, which had been granted for the Security of the 
Kingdom, at his Maiefty's going into the North. 

The next day, the King went to Hampton-Court; and^rt.t^jft< 
aflbon as he came thither, took away the Seals from ^' ii^^^fj^k!^ 
Vane (having before taken away his Staff of Treafurer of the'^»cr#f4r;*/ 
Hou/hold from him, and conterr'd it upon the Lord SaViUi *^*' 
in lieu of the Prefidentfhip of the North ; which he w.is to 
have had, if Both Houfes had not declared that CommifBon 
to be illegal ) and appointed the Guards, that were kept at 
Weftrninfta for the Security of the two Houfes, ever fince the 
News out q( Scotland^ to bedifmift'dj and fliortly after pub- 
Ilfh'd a Proclamation, " For Obedience to be given to the 
"Laws eftablilh'd, for the exercife of Religion. 

Thbsb proceedings of his Majefty, much troubled the ^ p^/Zrw* 
Managers in the Houfe; and the Entertainment given to himf^^^'^ JJ^ 
by the City of London, in which Their entire confidence^e/**r lii/* 
was, much dejeded them ; and made them apprehend, their Jj^]^^^ 
Friends There were not fb Powerful as Tliey expeded jDecemb.!* 
However, They feem'd to abate nothing of their mettal ; and ^^^'^^ 
ftiortly after his return, refblv'd to prefcnt Their Remon- 
ftrance, lately framed, to him, together with a Petition ; in 
which. They complain'd " Of a Malignant Party, which pre- 
^^vail'd ft) far, as to bring divers of Their Inftrumcnts to be 
*^of his Privy-Council ; and in other employments of truft 
*' and nearnefs abt)ut bis Majefty, the Prince, and the reft 
*^of his Children; to which Malignant Party, amongft other 
**wickednefs. They imputed the infurredion of the Papifts 
*'in Ireland; and therefore, for the Supprelling that Wicked 
** and Malignant Party, They befbught his Majefty, that be 
*' would concur with his People^ in a Pariiamentary way, for 
•* the depriving the Biftiops of their Votes, in Parliament (when 
at that time the Bill to that purpole had notpafs'd theHouic 
of Peers) "and abridging Tneir immoderate power over the 
** Clergy; and for the removing unneceflary teremonics, by 
** which divers weak Confciences . had been fcrupled; That 
"He would remove from his Council Such Perfons, as per-: 
** lifted to favour any of thofe Preffures wherewith the Peo- 
•*ple had been griey'd^ and that He would for' the future 
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" employ Such perfons in the Publick affairs, and take. Such 
*' CO be near him in Places of truft, as his Parliament might 
''have caufe to confide in; and that He would rejed, and 
*' refiife, all mediation and foUicitation to the contrary, how 
*« powerful and near foever ; That He would forbear to alie- 
' '* ndte any of the Forfeited and Eicheated Lands in Ireland^ 
'^ which fliould accrcw to the Crown By reafon of this Rcbel- 
"lion. Which Defires of Theirs being graciouflv fulnU'd 
"by his Majefty (They faid) They would apply themfelves 
'* to fuch G>uribs and Counfels, as fhould iupport his Royal 
" Eftatc, with Honour and Plenty at home, with Power and 
*' Reputation abroad; and by Their Loyal AflFedions and 
*' Service, lay a fure and lading foundation of the Greatnefs 
"and Profperity of his Majefty, and his Royal Pofterity in 
"future times. 

This Petition, together with the Remonftrance,was prc- 
fcnted at Hampton-Ceurty on the Firft day oiDecmbef j and 
within few days after, both the Petition and Remonftrance 
were by Order Printed, and with great induftry Pabli/h'd 
throughout the Kingdom : Albeit the King, at the receipt 
thereof, deHred them not ro publiHi either, till He (hould 
fend his Anfwer; which he dicl fhortly after, expreffiog; 
7h* Kind's '* H o w fenfible He was of that DifrefpeA ; reprehending 
lihtMtitn, " them for the Unparliamentarinefs of their Remonftrance in 
"Print ; whereot ( He faid) "He would referve to himfelf 
'* to take fuch courfe, as He ftiould think fit, in Prudence 
" and Honour; But to their Petition, He told them, ** That 
" if They would make that Wicked and Malignant Partv, 
'* whereof they complaln'd, known to his Maiefty, He would 
^^be as ready to Supprefs and Punifh it, as they could be to 
"Complain ; That by thofe Councilors whom He had cx- 
" pofed to Trial, He had given fiifficicnt tcftimony, that there 
^' was no Man fo near him, in place or afFeAion, whom be 
** would not leave tothejuftice of the Law, if They fhould 
"bring fufficient Proofs, and a particular Charge againft him ; 
^' in the mean time, He wiflx a them to forbear fuch general 
^'.Alperfions, as fince they named None in Particular, might 
"reeled upon All his Council ,• That for the Choice of his 
*'Counfellors, and Minifters of Sute, it was the Natural Li- 
*' berty all Freemen have, and the undoubted Right of the 
*^ Crown, to call Such to his Secret Council, and Publick Em- 
"ployment, as He fliould think fit; yet He would be care- 
^'fiil to make eledion of Such, as fliould have given good 
*'teftimonies of their Abilities and Integrity, and againft 
"Whom there could be no juft caufe of Exception; That 
*' for the depriving the Bifliops of their Votes in Parliament, 
*'Thcy fliould confider, that Their Right, was grounded 
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"upon the Fundamental Law of the Kingdom, and Confti- 
"tiition of Parliament. \ 

"For what concerned Religion, Church Government, 
^* and the removing unneceflary Ceremonies, if the Pam'amcnt 
'* /hould advife him to call a National Synod, He ftiould cpn- 
"fider of it, and give them due fatisfadion therein; decla- 
'*ring His Reibfution, to maintain the Doarine and Difti- 
^'plinc eftablifli'd by Law, as well againfi all kivafions of Fo- 
ppery as from the irreverence of Schifmaticks and Separa- 
'*tifts: wherewith, of late, this Kingdom, and this City 
"abounds, to the great difhonour and hazard both of Church 
"and State, for the Suppreffion of whom, his Majelty re- 
"quired Their timely and A<5tive Affiftance, 

"To their defire concerning Ireland, He told them^ He 
" much doubted, whether it were Sealbnable to declare relb- 
"lutions of that nature, before the events of the War were 
"feen ; however. He thanked them for their advice ; and 
"conjur*d them, to ufe all poflible diligence and expedition 
" in advancing the Supplies thither ; the Infblence and Cruel- 
" ty of the Rebels daily increaiing. 

The gracioufhefs and temper of this An(wer, made no in^* 
preifion on them ; but they proceeded in their ufual man- 
ner ; framing and encouraging, underhand, thofe whifpers, 
by which the Rebellion in Ireland, might be underftood to 
receive fbme extraordinary countenance from the Court of 
England ; the icandal whereof. They knew, would quickly 
&li upon the Queen. 

At this time^ the diligence and tlcxterity of the Lord* 
Mayor, caufed an Addrefs to be prepared to his Majefty, from 
the Court of Aldermen; which was fent by the two Sheriffs, 
and two others of that Body ; by which, " His Majefty was 
" humbly defired to re(ide at Wbke-HaUy which angred the 
Governing Party, as much as their kind reception had done. 
The Petition was gracionfly received ; all the Aldernien 
Knighted; and the Court, within a day or two, rcmov'd to 
WhUe-HalL • 

The Letters oat of IreUnd were very importunate for Re- ^4hi u 
lief, of Men, Money, and Provifions; the Rebels very much^^*^ 
increafing and taking Courage, from the Qow proceeding here 
for their Suppreffion : which indeed was not advanced equal 
to Mens expedatioos; though the King, upon his firft com- 
ing to the Hooles after his return from S€§eland, with great 
eameftne^ recommended it to them. Only, the Propoiitions 
made fiom&#f<M4y^Fortbelendine tenthoufandMen from 
^ thebce, intot;^, to be paid by the Pariiament, were con- 
tented to ^ whereby (bme Soldiers were dilpatch'd thither, 
Xp defend their owb PlanucioD i and did m truth, at our 
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Charj^^ is much Oppreis the Engiyb that were There, as 
the Rebels could have done ; and had upon the matter the 
fole Government of that Province committed to them, the 
chief Towns and Garrifons which were kept by Englijb be- 
ing delivered into their Hands. The Lieutenant himfel^ the 
Earl ofLeicefter (who was now grown gracious to the Maaa« 
gers ) made hot that hafte to his Charge fome Men thought 
neceifary ; pretending ^' That the Rebels had yet fbme ap- 
"prehenfions and terrour of His coming thither with great 
^' Forces and Provifions of all kinds , but. that if they (hould 
^'hear }ie were Landed with fo fmall a Strength as w^s 
^^ yet raifed^ and in no better Equipage than he was yet able 
** to go in , They would take Courage and would Opprels 
*'him, before more Succours could comej by reafon, that 
''They who yet ftood upon their guard, and publickly ikied 
'* not with Either (till, by the refiftance and oppofitionThey 
"found prepared for them, they might guefs who was like 
*'to prevail) would then freely declare, and joyn with the 
*'reft. 
^*»* rj- The flow levying of Men, was imputed to the difliculty 
^^0 'y *of getting Voluntiers ; their numbers, who had Commiffion, 
f^mmsf^r upon bcatiug Drum^, rifing very inconfiderably : and there- 
^Ireland! fore. They, prepar'd a Bill for Prcffing; which quickly pafs'd 
the Commons, and was fent up to the Lords. It cannot be 
fuppofed, that there could be then a fcarcity of Men, or 
that, it could be hard, within three Months after che Disband- 
ing the Northern Army, to bring together as many M^n.as 
tiiey had occafion to ufe : but their bufinefs was to get Power, 
not Men; and therefore this Stratagem was uTed, to transfer 
the Power of Prefling Men from the King to Themfelves; 
and to get the King, that He might be now Able to raiie 
Men for Ireland, to Difabk himielf from Prciling unon any 
other occ4fion. For, in the Preamble of this Bill which 
they ient up to the Lords (as they had done before the firft 
A& for Tonnage and Poundage) they declared, "That the 
^* King had in no cafe, or upon any occafion,, but the Inva- 
**fion from a Forreign Power, Authority to Preft the Free* 
•'born Subjed; which could not confift with the Freedcmi 
^'and Liberty of his perfon. 
^^h^'u* ^^^^ doArine was new to the Lords, and contrary to the 
M '« f^uf^g^ ^d cuftom of all times; and fcem'd to Them a great 
/«» th0 Diminution of that Regal Power, which was necefTary for 
•ir^7;. the Prefervation of his own S^bjeds, and Affiftance of his 
gainfi in the Allies } which itt many cales he was bound to yield. And 
f^ju. ^^^ Atturney General took the Courage, " To defire the Lords 
(as He rtiould often have done in other cafes) "Thft He 
^'inight be h^ard, on the King's behalf, befpreThey con- 
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** fentedco a Claufe fo Prejudicial to the King's Prerogative. 
This ncceflary ftop was no fooncr made^ than the Com- 
mons laid afiae the G>nfideration of Inland; ordered their 
Committee, " To meet no more about that bufinefs; the Le- 
vies which were thai making of Voluntiers, ftood ilill $ and 
They declared, " That the Lofs of Ireland muft be imputed to 
** the Lords. On the other fide, the Lords too well und erftood 
that Logick, to be moved by it ; and were rather fenfible of 
the inconveniencies They had incurred, by their former 
Compliance, than inclined to repeat the fame error. 

In the mean time. Letters came every day from Ireland, 
paflionately bemoaning Their Condition ; and multitudes of 
Men, Women, and Children, who wercdefpoird of their 
Eftates, and forced into this Kingdom for want of Bread, 
fpoke more lamentably than the Letters. In this ftrait, they 
knew not what to do; for whatever diicourfe they pleafed 
themfelves with, concerning the Lords, it was evident the 
Fault would lie at their Qwn doors : befides that, his Ma- 
jefty might make ufe of that occafion, to take the whole 
Duune^ out erf* Their Hands, and manage it Himfelf by his 
Council ; which would both leflen their Reputation and In- 
tereft, and indeed defeat much of what They had projeded. 

Herbufon, M' Saint- Johny the King's SoUicitor (a Man sainc-john 
that might be traded in any Company) went privately to lils^^'J/^^ 
Majefty; and feem'd to Him much troubled, ^^ At the Inter-zJ^ji cJ- 
"niption given by the Commons; and to grant, that the ^''**^** 
*' Preamble was unreafbnable, and ought to be infifted a- 
*' gainft by the Lords, on the behalf of his Majefly's Prero- 
** gative : However, He told him, fince. He thought it impof* 
^'fible to redify the Commons in their underilandings, it 
'^ would be a great bieifing to his Majefiy, if He could offer 
**an expedient to remove that Rub, which muft prove fatal 
^'to Ireland in a (hort time; and might grow to luch a Dif- 
^^ union between the two Houfes, as might much cloud 
^^theHappinefs of this Kingdom; and undoubtedlv, could 
**not but have a verv Popular Influence upon both, when 
^^boih Sides would, be forwarder to acknowledge his Ma- 
** jcftv's great Wifdom and Piety, than they could be now 
'^made to retraA any thing that was Erroneous in Them* 
** felves : and then " Ad vlfed him to come to the Houfes ; and 
**to exprei^ his Princely Zeal for the relief of Ireland; and 
** taking riotice of the Bill for Preffing, depending with the 
^' Lords, and the Difpute raifed, concerning that ancient and 
** aodoabted Prerogative, to avoid further Debate, to offer, 
*«that the Bill /hould pafs with a Saho Jwte^ both for the 
^^ King and People ; leaviog fuch Debates to a time that might 
^< better bear it« ^ 
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The Ki^ Which advice his Majefty follow 'd ; and coming to the 
fJI^i!*!* Houfe iaid the very words he had propo^d to him. But now 
Their Bufineis was done (which truly^ I think, no other 
»« urdt way could have been compafs'd) the divided Lords and G>ni- 
w#w^^/4j» ^^^^ prefently Unite themfelves, in a Petition to the King; 
thhfL^ acknowledging his Eloyal Favour and Protedlon to be a 
pI^ *{u ** great Bleffirtg and Security to Them, for the enjoying and 
n p^iSi" " preierving all thofe private and publick Liberties and Pri- 
.»A»^v. "vileges which belong unto them; and whenfocver any of 
''thole Liberties or Privileges (hould be invaded, They 
'* were bound, with humility and confidence, to refort to his 
^* Princely Juftice for Redrefs and Satisfadion; becaufe the 
** Rights and Privileges of Parliament, were the Birth-right 
•'and Inheritance, not only of Themfelves, but of the whole 
" Kingdom, wherein everv one of his Subjeds was interefs'd. 
''That amongft the Privileges of Parliament, it was Their 
"ancient and undoubted Right, that iis Majeity ought not 
/' to take notice of anv matter in.Agitation and Delate, in 
"either Houfe of Parliament, but by their information and 
"agreement; and that his Majeity ought not to propound 
" any Condition, Provifion, or Limitation, to any Bill, or Ad, 
"in Debate or Preparation, in either Houfe of Parliament ; or 
^' to declare His conient or diflent. His approbation or diflike, 
^* of the fame, before it be prefented to iJim in due courfe of 
"Parliament, They declared. That all thofe Privileges had 
^* been lately broken, to Their great forrow and grief, in that 
"Speech wnich his Majefty had made to them; wherein He 
" tocfk Notice of a Bill tor Prelfing of Soldiers, not yet agreed 
"upon; andolFer'd a Saho Jwe^ and provifional Qaufe, to 
"be added to it, before it was prefented to him : and there- 
"fore they befought Him, by his Regal Power to ProteA 
"them, in Thofe and the Other Privileges of his High 
" Court of Parliament^ and that He would not, for the time 
*'to come, break or interrupt them; and that, for the Re- 
"paration of them in that their Grievance^ and Complaint^ 
*' He would declare and make known the Name of luch Per- 
"fon, by whofe mifinformation, and Evil G^nnfel, hi>Ma- 
^' jefty was induced to the fame, that he might receive con- 
"digtt Punifliment. And this. They did defire, and as his 
"greateft and moft faithful G>uncil, did advife his Majefty 
^* to perform ; as a great advantage to Him, by procuring and 
^' confirming a Confidence and Unity betwixt his Majefty and 
"his People, &c. 

And having deliver-d this Petition, They no more con- 
fider'd Irelimd, till this manifeft Breach /hould be repaired ; 
which they refcJv'd nothing /faould do, but the Pafling the 
Sill : and thereforf^ when tkc King offer 'd^ by aMef&ge fent 

by 
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by the Earl of Egex, ^'That He would take care, by Com- 
^'miifions which he would grant, that ten thoufand ingRJb 
** Volantiers, fliould be ipeedUy railed for the Service of Ire* 
*Udnd, if the Houfes would declare that They would Pay 
"them; th€ Overture was wholly rejefted: They neither 
being willing that fuch a Body of Men fhould be raifed by 
the King's diredion (which would probably be more at Hi^ 
devotion than They defir'd) nor in aiiy other way than 
They propofed: and fo in th6 end (after other ill Accidents wfc*wi.^ii, 
intervening, which will be remembcr'd in order) He ^^^^s ^J^J^* 5J[J^ 
compeird to PaiS the Bill, concerning Preffing, which They^»^|1p4fiX 
had prepared. 

However, for all this, and the better, it may be, for 
all this J the King, upon his arrival at White-H^U, found 
both his Houfes of Parliament of a much better Temper 
than th«y had been; Many having* great indignation, to fee 
his Majefty fo ill treated oy his own Servants, and Thofey. 
who were moft obliged to his Bounty and Magnificence ; and 
likewife to difcern, how much Ambition and Private Intereft, 
was covered under Fublick Pretences. They who were in 
truth Zealous for the Prefervation of the Laws, the Reli- 
gion, and true Intereft of the Nation, were follicitous to 
Prefervc the King's Honour-from any indignit;^, and his Re- 
gal Powef from Violation ; and fo always oppofed Thofe who 
intrenched upon either, and who could compafs their ends 
by no other means than hf trampling upon both. So that, 
in truth, that which was call'd the King's Party, in both 
Houfes, was made up of Perfons who were Strangers, or 
without any Obligation to the Court • of the beft Fortunes, 
and the beft Reputation, in their feveral Countries where , 
they were known; as having always appeared very Zealous in 
the maintenance of their juft Rights, and Oppofed, as much 
as in thetn lay, all illegal and grievous Impofitions: whilft 
His own Pri^y-Council (two or three only excepted*) and 
much the greater number of all his own Servants, either pub- 
lickly Oppofed, or privately Betray 'd Him 5 and fo much the 
more virulently abhorrU all Thofe who now appeared to 
carry on His Service, becaufe^they prefiimcd to undertake, 
at leaft endeavour (for they undertook nothing, nor look'd 
for any Thanks for their labour) to do that which Them- 
felves ought to have done; and fo they weW: upon this dif- 
advantage, that whenever They prefs'd any. thing in the 
Houfe, which feem'd immediately to advance the King's 
Power and Authority, fome of the King's Council, or his 
Servants, tnoft' oppofed it, under the notion *^ Of being Pre- 
** judicial to the King's Intereft: whilft they who had ufed 
to govern ^d^impofe upon the Houfe, made a fliew of be- 
ing 
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ing more moded, aad yet wore more iofblftH; and endea* 
vour'd^ by fetciog new Counfeison foot^ to entangle, and en- 
gage, and indeed over-rcadx tlie Houfe; by cozening them 
into Opinions which might here^ter be applicable to their 
Ends, rather than to purfae their old De^ipsr^ in hope to 
obtain in the End a Succefs by dieir Authority. The Night 
of the Remonftrance had humbled them in that point: and 
from that time. They rather contrived ways to Silence thofe 
who oppofed them ; by traducing them abroad, or taking 
advantage againfl; them in the Houfe> for fny ExpreiEons 
they ufed in Debate which might be mif-lnterpreted> and (o 
calling them to the Bar, or committing them to the Tower : 
which did in truth itrike fuch a Terrour into the minds of 
many, that they forbore to come to the Houfe^ rather than 
expofe themfelves to many uneafin^flfes there. 
iitkl^re '^^^^^ ^^ *^ ^^^ ^^°^^> ^^ thereabout, a Debate flatted 
•/aMM^M^ in the Houfe^ as if by meer chance, which produced many 
f^Md^m- Inconveniences after ^ and, if there had not been too many 
7J!fi7tr'lf concurrent Caufes^might be thought the Ible caufe and ground 
»*• ^^ of ^1 Ac mifchiefs that enfued. Upon (bme report or dif- 
iw«/rib«courfe of {bme Accident, which had happen d upon or in 
*<«^>«4 : ithe Disbanding the late Army, an obicure Member moved, 
*'That the Hoofe would enter upon the confideration, Whe- 
^^ther the Militia of the Kingdom was fo Settled \^ Law, 
"that a fuddain Force or Army could be drawn together, 
** for the Defence of the Kingdom if it (hould be Invaded, or 
''to Suppress any Infurreftion or Rebellion if it Aiould be 
"attempted. . ^ 

The Houie kept a long Silence after the motion, the 
fiewneisof it amufing moft Men, and few in truth uode^ftand- 
ing the meaning of it; until one and another, of the Mem- 
bers, who were leaft taken notice of, leeming to be mov'd, 
by the weight of what had been laid, enlarged upon the fame 
Argument; and In the end it was propofed, ** That a Com- 
**mittee might be appointed, to confider erf the prefent Sutc 
**of the Militia, and the Power of itj and to prepare fiich 
**a Bill for the Settling it, as might provide for the Publick 
*' Peace, and for the Suppreffing any Forreign £neaiy> or Do- 
^'meftidc Infurredion. 
^J^ - H»RBupoN, They were inclined to nominate a Com** 
mittee, to prepare fuch a Bill a$ fliould be thought neceflary : 
Upon which, M' f^de fpoke againft the making any fuch 
^Commlttee) (aid,*' There could be no doubt, that the Power 
of the Milttrarefided in the King, in whom the Right of 
making War and Peace was invefted ; that there bid never 
yet appeared any defeA of Power, by which the Kingdom 
^^ had b^en in Panger, and we might reafott^y wpcft the 
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*' fame Security for the fucore. With which the Houfe feem'd 
well fatisfied^ and compofedi aod idclined to go on upon 
fome other Debate; until Saint-Jfohn, the King's Sollicicor^ 
and the only Man-in the {iouie of his Learned Council, ^ 
ftood up, and laidj. '^He would not fufFer that Debate, in ^»ds$(t. 
"which there had oeen fo many weighty particulars men- ^^; ^*"*''' 
" tion'd^ to be difcontinued without fome Refblution ; That dare, the 
" He W4}iiald be very glad there were that Power in theKing^^.f/li 
'^ (whole R^hts He was bound to defend) as the Gentleman>6« Kj^fs - 
'^ who (poke laft ieem'd to imagine ^ which for his p^rt he 
*^knew there was not; That the queftion was. n0t about 
*' uking away Power from the King, which was vefted in 
" Hina (whica was his Duty always to oppofe) but to enquire, 
'^ whether there be fuch a Power in him, or any where elfe,- 
'^ as is necedary for tiie Prelfervation of the King and the- 
'' People, in many cafes that may fail out; and if there be 
**not, then to fupply him with that Power and Authority; 
and iaid, ^' He aia take upon him with confidence to af- 
"firm. That theirc was a defeftof llich Power and Authority: 
" He put them in mind, " How that Power had been executed 
" in the Age in \yhich we live ; That the Crown; had granted 
'* Commiifions to great Men, to be Lord Lieutenants of 
"Counties; and They, to Gentlemen *of Quality, to be their 
" Deputy Lieutenants; and to Colonels, and other Officers, 
"to condad and lift Soldiers; and then He wifli'd them to 
" confider^ what Votes they had pafs'd, of the illegality of 
"all thofe Comnuffions, and of the unjuftifiablenels ot all 
"the Proceedings which had been by Virtue of thofe Com*' 
"miifioDS; . So that let the Occ^ion or NecefEty i^ wJiat it 
" would. He did prefume, n6 Man would hereafter Execute 
"any fuch Comnuflion ; and if there were any Man fo hardy^ 
•* that no body would Obey them ; and therefore defirM Theoi 
'^to confider, whether there be not a Defeft of Power, ^and 
" whether it ought not to be fupply 'd. 

I T was* now evident enoi^h, that the Debate was not. be- 
gun by ctfance, but had been fully deliberated; and what 
ufe they would make upon occafions^ of thofe Volumes of 
Votes, They had often jpoured out upon all accideotal De* 
bates; and no Man dnrit take upon him to Anfwer all that 
had been aUedg'd, by (aylng all thofe Votes were of no Va^ 
Hdity ; and that the King's Right was^ and would be judged 
the lame it had been before, notwithftandiog thofe Votes ; 
which is very true : But this being urged by the King's own 
Sollicltor,They s^ipointed Him "To bring in and prepare fuch utisM^ 
" a Bill as He thought neceflary ; few Men imaginjng,that fuch ^w'«? »• 
a Sworn Officer would not be very careful and tender of all his ^^nfmh 
Maftejr's Pterp^tiv^jWluch He was expresfly Swwn to defend, tha mMwy 
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Which m W I T H I K few days after. He brought in a Very Aort Bill j 
in which was mention d byway of Prcrace, " That the Power 
^'over th^ Militia of the Kingdom was not Settled in any 
** fuch manner, that the Seturity of the Kingdom was pto- 
*' vided for, in cafe of Invafion or Infurredion, or any fud- 
*'dairi accidents; and then an Enading cTaufe, "'that bcnce- 
** forward the Militia, and all the Power thereof, fhould be 
** vetted in — e^r; and then a large Blank left, for inferting 
** Names; and afterwards,**Theabfolute Authority toExecute 
^-^&c. The ill meaning whereof was cafily underftood; 
and with fome warnjth prefs'd : " That by this Bill, all the 
** Power would be taken out of the Crown, and put into the 
*' hands of Commiffipners. To which the Soliicitor made An- 
iwer, "That the Bill took no Power from any body who 
" had it, but provided to give Power where it was not ; nor 
*'was there mention of any Commiffioners ; but a Blank was 
** therefore left, that the Houfe might fill it up as They 
"thought fit, and put tlie Power into Such hands as They 
"thought proper ; which, for ought He knew, might b<( the 
"King's; ana He hoped it would be fo. 
ThiBiUrt' And with this Anfwer the Bill was received, notwith- 
•^'^ ftanding all opposition, and read : all Thofe perfons who had 
been formerly Deputy Lieutenants, and lay under the Ter- 
rour of that Vote, prefurairig, that this Settlement would pro- 
vide for the Indemnity of all that had pafs'd before; and 
the Reft, who might ftill be expofed to the fame hazards, if 
they fhould be required to aft uppn the like occafions, con- 
curring in thedefire, that Ibmewhat might be done for a ge- 
neral Security ; and They who had contriv'd it, were well 
enoagh contented that it was Once read ; not defining to pro- 
icctlte it, till (bme more favourable conjunftare ihould be of- 
fered: amd Co it retted. 
'j^JiiJ A B o u T this time, the King not being well fatisified in the 
^r William affeftion or fidelity of S^WlUidm Balfour; whom He had 
^^Ln ^^^^ ycf rs beft)re, to the great and general Scandal, and Of- 
LUuiet^t fence of the Ef^lifb Nation, made Lieutenant of the Tower : 
^tbiTnttr. ^jjj finding that the Seditious Preachers every day prevailed 
in the City of Lfndm, and Corrupted the Affedions and 
Loyalty of the meaner People towards the Government of 
the Church and State ; refolv*d to put that Place Twhich fome 
Men fancied to be a Bridle upon tne City) into tne Hands of 
fuch a Man as He might rely upon: and yet. He was willing 
to be quit of the Other, without any Aft of Difobligation 
upon him , and therefore gave him three thoufimd pounds, 
eutnei ^^'^^y Money, which was raifed by the Sale of fome of the 
Lmuferd Queeu's owu Jewels ; and immediately cauled Colonel £«»/- 
'f^*^ fi^d to be Sworn in his place, Lkatonaat of the Tower. 
' • This 
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This was no fboner known, than the Houfe of Com- 
mons found th^mfelves concern d in it; and upon pretence 
" That ft) excellent a Pcrfon, as S' WiUxAm Bdlfour (who in 
trath was -very gracious to them, for the (aik keeping the 
Earl of Sirdf0rd) ^ could not be remov'd from that Charge, 
''but upoix fome emment Defign againft the City and the 
'' Kingdom ; and that the Man who was appointed for his 
''Succeffor was a perfpn of great Licence, and known only 
'* by fome defperatc afts ; for which He had been formerly 
'* Imprifon'd by the State, and having made his efcape, fled 
*' the Kingdom : They defir'd the Lords to joyn with Them 
''in a Petition to the King, to put the Tower into Better 
" hands ; makii^ fuch arguments againft the Perfon of the 
"Man, as before fpoken of. The Lords replied to them, 
" That it was an argument of that nature,'They thought not 
" them&lves competent Advifers in it ; the cuftody of the 
'* Tower being folely at the King's difpoi^, who was Only 
" to judge of the Fitnefs of the Perfon for fuch a Charge : 
But, at the fame time that They refuied to joyn in a Publick 
Defire to the King, They intimated Privately Their Advice 
to him, "That He (hould make choice of a Fitter Perfon^ 
"againft whom no Exception could be made. For indeed, 
S'^ Thamdf Lupsfird was not then known enough, and of re^ii^ cd$Mi 
putation equal to (b invidious a province ; and thereupon^ sffjihn* 
within two or three days at moft. He refign'd the Place, and Byron i# 
the King gave it to S' John Bjrw. ^»* •^ 

This gave them no Satisiadion in the Change, fince it 
had no reference to Their Recommendation ; which They 
only look'd after : but it gave them great delight, to fee that 
the King's Counfels were not fo fix'd, but Their Clamour 
might alter them ; and that doing Hurt, being as defirable a de^ 
gr^e of Power, to fome Men, as doing Good, and likely to gain 
diem more Profelytes, They hadMarr'd a Man, tlioughThey 
could not Make one. And without doubt, it was of great Dis- 
advantage to the King, that That Counfel had not been form'd 
with iiich deliberation, that there would need ho alteration; 
which could not be made, without a kind of Recognition. ^ 

All this time, the Bill depended in the Lords Honfe^Tuuhingtit 
'^For the taking away the Votes of Bifliops, and removing f^^'^ljj^ 
" them from the Houte of Peers; which was not like to make r»M, i#- 
a more profperous progrefs there, than it had fix Months be^JJJ*^^ 
fore; it being evident, that the Jurifdidion of the Peerage f/PMrA. 
was invaded by the Commons ; and •therefore that it was 
not reafonable to part with any of their Supporters. But tbo 
Virulence againft them ftill increafcd; and no Churches fre* 

Jaented , but where They 'ijvere Preached againft as Anti- 
hriftian; The Pi:e0es fweU'd.wtb t^^.^vyi^ virulent In^ 

vedives 
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vedlves againfl: them ; and a Sermon was Preach'd at Wefi^ 
winfter, and afterwards Printed, under the Title of TJr Pro- 
teftatim Frotefted^ by the in&moas Bunm$^ wherein He de- 
clared, "That all Men were oblig'd by their late Proteftation, 
*'by what means fbever, to remove both Bi/hops and the 
"Common-Prayer; BoOk out of the Church of Etig^and, as 
" Impious and Papillical : whilft all the Learned and Ortho- 
dox Divines ofEngUnd^ were look'd upon under the notion 
of Scandalous Minifters ; and if the Meaneft, and moft Vi- 
tious Parifliioner They had, could be brought to prefer a Pe- 
tition againft either of them to the Houfe of Commons (how 
Falfe foevcr) He was fure to be Profecuted as fiich. 
^ Mti$H I N the end, a Petition was Publifli'd, in the name "Of the 
Sf»^ I/" Apprentices, and Thofe whofe Apprentice/hips were latclv 
ffcTM^w-" expired, in and about the City o£ London ^ and direAed^ 
i^iJfl^*' to ^c King's moft excellent Majefty in the Parliament now 
Fr</4»«/. "aflembled ; Shewing, "That They found by experience, 
"both by their Own and Mafters Trading, the beginning of 
"great Miichiefs coming upon them, to nip them in the bud, 
" when they were firft encring into the World ^ the Caufe of 
"which. They could attribute to no others but the Papifts, 
"and the Prelates, and that Malignant Party which adhered 
"to them : That they ftood folemnly engaged, with the ut- 
"moft of their Lives and Fortunes, to Defend his Sacred Ma- 
**jefty, and Royal Iffue, together with the Rights and Liber- 
"ties of Parliaments, againft Papiib, and Popifh Innovators; 
**fuch as Arch-Bi(hops, Biftiops, and their Dependants, ap- 
" pear to be. They aefir'd his Majefty in Parliament to take 
"notice, that, notwithftanding tne much unwearied pains 
"and induftry of the Houfe of Commons, to fubdue Popery, 
"and Popilh Innovators; neither is Popery yet fubdued, nor 
"Prelates arc yet remov'd ; whereby Many had taken en- 
**couragements defperately to Plot againft the Peace and 
"Safety of his Dominions : witnefs the moft Barbarous and 
"Inhuman Cruelties perorated by the Papifts in Ireland^ 
"from whence (They faid ) a new fpring ot Fears and Jea* 
" loufies arofe in them : and therefore They defir*d, that the 
**Popifli Lords, and other eminent and dangerous Papifts, in 
"all the parts of the Kingdom, might be look'd unto, and 
"Secur'd; the Laws againft Priefts andjeluits folly executed; 
«« and the Prelacy rooted up: That fo the work of Reforma- 
•*tion might be profperouily carried on ; Their diftrading 
"Pears remov'd; that the freedom of Commerce and Trade 
•'might pafs on more chcarfolly, for the encouragement of 
"the Petitioners, &c. 

This, and fuchftuft^ being Printed, and fcatter*d amongft 
the People; Multitudes of mean Perfbns flockVi to Wifimth- 
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/rt'-Hall, and about the Lords Hou(e j crying as they went up 
and down> ATt Btfbops^ No Bj/baps^ " That fo they might carry 
"on the Reformation. 

I Said before, that upon the King's return from Scoi\^''^<^*^, 
Idnd, He difcharg'd the Guards that attended upon the Houfesl 1^^^ 
Whereupon, theHoufe of Commons (for the Lords reftifed Kit? /•»•* 
to joyn with them) Petitioned the King "In regard of the ^"^ 
"Fears They had of iomt Defign from the Papifts, that 
"They might continue fuch^ a Guard about them as They 
"thought fit. 

To which his Majcfty anfwer'd, "That He was confi-H«i«-f^*4 
*'dent they had no Juft caufe of Fear j and that They were as"^*** 
"Safe, as Himieir ahd his Children: but, fioce They did 
"avowtfuch an apprehenfion of Danger, that He would ap- 
"point a fufiBcient Guard for them. And thereupon, dircd- 
ea the Train d-bands of Weftminjler and Middlefex (which 
confifted of the moft fubftantial Houflioldersi, and were under 
known Officers) in fit numbers to attend. 

This Security was not liked ; and it was ask'd, — Qm 
cuftodiet ipfis Cu^odes — ? And when the diforderly Rabble, 
fpoke of now, firft came down. They refilled them, and would 
not fufFer them to difturb the Houies; and Some of them, 
with great rudenefs, preffing to the door of the Houfe of 
Peers, their LordAiips appointed the Guards to be call'd up 
to remove them; and the Earl of Darfet, being then Lord 
Lieutenant ofMiddUfex (the Crowd opprefHng him, and re- 
fofing to leave the Room) in feme Paffion, call'd upon the 
Guard "To give Fire upon them; whereupon, the Rabble 
Frighted^ \ck the place, and hafted away. 

Th£ Houfe of Commons, incenfed that their Friends 
fliould be fo uied, much Inveighed againft the Earl ofDnrfeti 
and talk'd, "Of Accufing him of High Treafon; at leaft, 
/'of drawing up ibme Impeachment againft him; for fbme 
Judgment he had been Party to, in the Star-Chamber, or 
Council-Table : and fb giving thefe hints of Their Difplea- 
fure, that He might have the morc care liow he carried 
himielf; They concluded, that fince they could not have 
fuch a Guard « pleafed Them, They would have none at 
all : and fo fent to the Lords **For the Dilcharge of the 
" Train'd-bands that attended : who willingly confented to it ; 
and it was done accordingly : The Houfe of Comibons de- 
claring *' That it fhould be Lawful, for every Member to 
** bring Us own Servant, to attend at the door^ Arm'd with 
"fuch Weapons as They thought fit. 

It was quickly underftood abroad, that the Commons <^««^^ 
liked well the Vifits of their Neighbours : So that the People 3^^ 
aflembled in greater Numben than before, about the Houfe^<tr#. 
. V of 
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of Peers ; (falling ftill oat with one Voice, tJo Bifbifps^ No 
Eopifb Lords ; Crowded and Afllronted ftich Lords as came 
near them, who They knew afFeifted not their ends, calling 
them Rotifn-hidtted Lords, 

Hereupon, the Houfe of Peers defir'd a Conference 
with the Commons; at which. They compiain'd of thofe 
Tumults i and told them, '* That (uch Diforders would be an 
*^ Iznputation upon the Parliament, and make it be doubted 
** Whether they had Freedom ; and fo might haply become a 
*'Blemi(hto thpfe many good Laws They had already Pafs'd, 
**as well as prevent the making more; and therefore defir'd 
**them,that They would^forthe Dignity of Parliaments, joy n 
**with Them in a Declaratfon, for the Suppieffing fuch Tu- 
"mults. This was reported to the Commons; and as ibon 
laidafide, **For the handling of other matters of more im- 
"portance. 

The Tumults continued : and their Infolencies increased; 
infbmuch, as many Diflblute and Prophane People, went into 
the Abby at Weftmnfiety and woUld have puU'd down the Or- 
gans,, and fome Ornaments of the Church; but being re- 
filled, and by force driven out, " They threatened. They 
** would come with greater numbers, and pull down the 
"Church. 

• H E K E u p o N, the Lords fend again to the Houfe of Com- 
mons to joy n with them in their Declaration ; and many Mem- 
bers of that Houfe complain'd, " That they could not come 
"with fafety to the Houfe; and that fome of them had been 
"aflaulted, and very ill entertain'd, by thofe People that 
"crowded about the door. But this Conterence could not be 
procur'd; the Debate being ftill put off to fome other time 9 
after feveral Speeches had been made in Juftification of them, 
and Commendation of their affedions: .Some faying, " They 
*' muft not Difoourage their Friends, This being a time They 
*'muft make ufe of All Friends; W Pjm himielf faying, 
''God forbid the Houfe of Commons fhould proceed, in any 
. ''way, to difhearten people to obtain their Juft Defires in 
"Such a way. 
rh$ urdt In the end, the Lords requir'd the advice of the Judges, 
»^tffkei " W^^^ courfe was Legally to be taken, to Supprefs and Pre- 
Mr'«\^ "vent thofe Diforders; and thereupon, direaed the Lord 
'""Am Keeper of the Great Seal, " To ifTue out a Writ, upon tlie Sta- 
"tute of Northdmfton, to the Sheriff and Juftices, to appoint 
'fftrong Watches In fuch places as They judg'd moft con- 
*'venient, to hinder that unlawful conflux of Pec^le to Weft- 
^^minfieTy to th'e diftmrl)aiice of Their confultations. Which 
' Writ iffuing accordingly, the Juftices of the Peace, in obe- ^ 

'* . ^iencc thereuntQ^ appQlxited the Conft^^ks tg.attend at the ^ 

Water 
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\{rater fide, and places near about Wefimnfier^ with good 
i^atches^ to hinder that Tumultuous relbrt. 

This was no {boner done, than the Conftables were fent ^^^^J^'*/ 
{or, by the Houfe of Commons, and after the view oi xhtlt d$f€t4ffgu 
Warrants, required to Difcharge their Watches. And then'**^* 
tbe Juftlces were convened, and examined; and albeit it ap- 
pear'd, that what They had done wis inf^purfuance of a Legal 
Writ, direfted to them under the Great Seal of England, by 
tlie advice of the Lords in Parliament, without fo much as 
conferring with the Lords upon that Ad of Theirs ; the fetting 
fuch a Watch, was voted to be " A Breach of Privilege : and 
one of the Juftices of the Peace, who according to his Oath 
had executed that Writ, was committed to the Tower fot 
that offence. 

Upon this encouragement, all the Faftious and Schifma-^ 
tical People about the (5 ty and Suburbs, afrembledthemfelvcs 
together with great licence; and would frequently, as well 
in the night as the day, convene themfelves, by the found ot 
a Bell, or other token,, in the Fields, or fome^ convenient 
place, to confult, and receive Orders from Thofe by whom 
they were to be difpofed. A meeting of this kind being about 
the time we fpeak of in Siutbwdrl^ in a place where theii^ 
Arms and Magazine for tliat Borrough was Kept ; the Confta^ 
* ble, being a fobef than, and known to be an Enemy to tho(<i 
afts of Sedition, went aniong them, to obferve what they did ; 
he was no fboner efpied, t)ut he was reproach'd with difdaiiv- 
ful words, beaten and draggM, in fb barbarous a manner^ 
that he hardly efcaped with his life. Complaint was made to 
the next Juftices 3 and Oath of the Truth of the complaint 
made: ^vhereupon, a Writ was direfted to the Sheriff, to 
impanel a Jury according to Law, for the inquifition, and exa- 
mination of that Riot. 

T H I * was complained of In the Houfe of Commons, as an 
aft that concerned Their Privileges; for that it was pretend- 
ed, " That meeting in SQUtbwarkhjid been made by godly and 
** well affeAed men, only to draw up and prepare a Petition 
"againft Bifbops; and that the Conftable, being a Friend 
'^to Bifhops, came amongft them to crofs them, and tp hin- 
"der men from Subfcribing that wholfom Petition. Upon 
this difcourfe, without any further examination, an Order was 
made by that Houfe, "That the Under-Sheriff of 5«rrqr 
" ftiould be enjoyn'd, not to fuffer any Proceedings to be made 
**upon any Inquifition, that might. concern any perfons who 
'* met together to Subfcribe a Petition to be preferr'd to that • 

"Houfe. 

By this, and other means, allobftadesof the Law being re- 

mov*d, and the People taught a way to aflenable Lawfully

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together. In how Tumultuous a manner fbever, and the Chr'^" 
mas Holy-days giving more leave and licence tp all kind of 
People, theConcourfe grewrtore numerous about fr^/»- 
'^Tilfiefy the Rabble forhetimes, in their paflages between the 
^•11/ White- City and IVeftminfiety making a (land before White-HaU, and 
wcfti^t crying out. No Bijhops, No Bt/ho}s, No Fopijh Lords, would 
fter-Hali. fay aloud, " That they would have ho more Porters-Lodge, 
"but would Speak with the King when Tlicy pleafed : and 
when They came near the two Hbufcs, took Papers out of 
their Pockets, and getting upon fome higher place than the 
reft, would Read the Names of jfeveral perfbns, under the 
Title of Difaffelled Members of the HQUje of Commons ^ and 
caird many Lords, Falfe, Evil, and Rotteip-bearted Lords. But 
Their Rage and Fury againft the Bifljpps grew fo high, that 
They threatened to pulldown their Lodgings where they lay 5 
oflfer'd to Force the Doors of the A\)by at IVeftmlnfier, 
which were^kept Lock'd many days, and defended by a con- 
tinual Guar'd within j and Aflaulted the Perfbns ofibme of 
the Bi/hops in their Coaches^ and laid hands on the Arch- 
Biihop ofTorl^, in that manner, that, if he had not becnrfea- 
ibnably refcued, it was believed Tliey would have Murder'd 
m»ireup0» him: So that all the Biftiops, and many other Members, of 
'flU^t^Md Both Houfes, withdrew themfclves from attendin|; in th« 
matiytfhth Houfes, out of a reaUppreheufion of ^dangering their Lites, 
StJf/ *»*" These Infurreftions by this means were fo Countenanced, 
Thtif^* that no induftry or dexterity of the Lord Mayor o( London^ 
ttndsnct. gr Richard Gomnejy could give any Check to themj but 
inftead thereof, Himfclf (with great and very notable courage 
Oppofing all Their Fanarick humours, both in the Court of 
Aldermen and at the Common Council ) grew to be reckoned 
in the Firft Form of the MAttgnat^ts (^hich was the term 
They impofed upon all Thofe They meant to render Odious 
to the People) infbmuch, as His Houfe was no lefs threatned 
^ and difquieted by the Tumults, than the Houfe of Lords : 
and when He apprehended fome of Thofe who were moft 
4iotorious in the Riot, and committed them to the cuftody oF 
Both the Sheriff of London in Perfon to be carried to New^ 
gate^ They were, by the power and ftrcngth of their Compa- 
nions, Refeued from Them in Cheapfidey and the Two Sne- 
rifFs compelled to Shift for their own (afety. And when it 
was offer d to be proved by a Member in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, That the Wife of Captain Venn (having received a 
^ Letter firom Her Husband to that purpoie) who was one of 

the Citizens that ferved for London^ and was known Him- 
felf to lead thofe men, that came Tumultuoufly down to 
Wejimlnjler, and Wnte-Hatt, at tlie time of the PafEng the Bill 
of Attainder of the Earl oi Strafford, had witk great induftry 

SoUicited 
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Sollicited many People to go down with their Axms to Wefi-- 
mnfiefy upon a day (that was joaaied) when Shefaid^ her 
Husband had ient her wocd> that in the Houfe of C^ommoos 
They were together by the Ears, and that the worfer Party 
was lite to get the better of the good Party ; ^nd therefore 
her Hasband defired his Friends to ^ome with their Arm^to 
Weftmmfter to help the good Party ; and tjbiat thereupon ma- 
ny in a ^rt time went thither : They who ofier'd to make 
Pfoof of the fame, were i^pointed to Attend many da vs ; but 
notwithftanding all the importonity that could be u&d^ were 
never admitted to be Heard. 

All this time the King (who had been with gr^ So- 
len\nity invited by the City ciUnimi^ and defii;ed to make 
hb^Leudence nearer to Them than HamptQihCourt) was at 
WUte-Hidl^ where^ bdQdes his ordinary Retinue, and menial 
Servants, snany Officers of the late Disbanded Army, who 
Sollicited Their remainder of Pay fromf the two Houfei, 
which was (ecured to Them by h€t of Parliament, ^d ei- 
pefted fbme farther employment in the Wn^t with Iretrnd, 
upon obfervation, an4 view of the Infblence of tjlie Tnmults, 
and the Danger, that they might poffibly bring to the Court, s^meofitm 
offer'd themfelves for a Guard to his Majelly's Petfon; and j[2il2i^ 
were widi more Foormality and Ceremony: entortained by whtce« 
Him, than upon a Toft coinpotatioti of all .diftempers, was^'^ 
by maby conceived Seaibnafale. And: £rom thefe Officen^ 
warm with indignation at the Infblences of that vile Rabble, 
which every day paf&d by the Court, iirft Words of great 
Contempt, and then^ thofe words commojply Ending a Rq* 
turn of equal Scorni Blows.were fattened upoli Tome of tlie 
ffioik Pragmatical di the Crew. This was iooked npon by 
the Honle of Commdnslike a Levyii^.War by tbe^King, 
and much pity exprefTed by Them, that the pck>r l^eopk 
Aoaid be k> nfed, who came to Them with Petitions (for 
fome few of them had received ibmeX^ts, and Slaihes, that 
had drawn Blood) and that made a great argmnent for Rein- 
forcing their Numbers. And from thofc conteftations^ thi h«« #»t 
two Terms oi Roundnbead zx^CavMier grew to be iecciv'd^^jf 
in difconrie, and were afterwards continued for the moft Soo- Head ^4 
cuia diftinaionofaflfedipns throughout the quarrel: They ^^*^*'* 
who were looked upon as Servants to the King, being .then 
called CavMUfs and the other of the Rabble contcmiwd, 
and de^ifed, under the name o{ Rotuul^idtais. 

The Houfe of Commons being at^this rime without any 
Member, who having Relarton to the King's Service, would 
txprefs anv Zeal for it, and could take npon him to iayj to 
others, wnom he would truft, what the King defired, or to 
whom they who wiflied well, could it^fort ^for ^dvice^ and

They were frequent Speaker^. The Lord Falkland was won- 

' delrfuily belov'd by all who knew him, as a man of Excel* 

Jent Parts, of a Wit fo Sharp, and a Nature id Sincere, that 

^nothing could be more Lovely, The Other was generally 

tefteemed as a good Speaker, being a Man of an Unlverfal Un- 

derftanding, a Qmk Compreheqiion, a Wonderful Memo- 

^ ry, who coOUnomy Spoke at the end of the Debate; when 

. / h<: would recoiled all that had been fakl cf Weight on all 

iides witlr ^eat exadnefi, and etprds his own Senfe with 

much clearnefs, and fuch an application to the Houiie, that no 

man, more, gath^ed a. general Concurrence to his Opinion 

thanrhe j ^hich was the more notableybecaufe his Perfon,and 

maqner of Speaking were ungradous enough; fb chat He 

pre^Earled only ijy theibreng^'of his Keafon, which was in- 

:|bri^ed with Confidence entB%h« 

\ ' The King fcnewThem to be.of good Efteem in theHoufe, 
and good AfFedions to his Service, and the quiet of the King- 
:dom; and was more eafily perfwaded to bellow thofe Pre- 
dGbrments upon Them, than the Lord Falkidnd was to accept 
ithat which was defigned to him. No man could be more 
Surprized than He was, when the firft Intimation was made 
to him of the King's purpofe: He had- never propofed any 
Such thing to himfelf, nor had any Venecation tor the Court, 
but only Such a Loyalty to the King as the Law required 
from him. And lie had naturally a Wonderful Reverence 
&rParliaments, as believing them moft SoUicitous for Jufticc, 
the Violation whereof in the Icaft degree he could not for- 
give any Mortal Power: audit was only his Oblervation of 
•the Defingenuity, and want of lategrity in this Parliament, 
which leflened that Reverence to it, and had difpofed him 
to crofs, an4 oppofe Their defigns: He was fo totally unac- 
tjuainted with bufineft, and the forms of it, thatHe did be- 
^Ixcve xcally he could not Execute the Office with any Suffi- 
ciency. 
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cieocy* Bat there were two confiderations that made moft 
Impreffion upon him ; the One, left the World ihould believe, . 
that his own Ambition had procured his Promotion, and that 
*he had therefore apbeared Signally in the Houfe to Oppofe 
thofe Proceedings, tnat he might thereby render himfelfgra- 
dous to the Court: The Other, left the King fhould expeft 
fuch a Submiffion, and Reiignation of himlelf, and his own 
reafbn, and judgment to his Commands, as he /hould never 
give, or pretend to give; for he was io fevere an Adorer of 
Truth, that he could as eafily have given himfelf leave to* 
Steal as to Diflemble j or to fuffer any Man to think that he 
would do any thing, which he Refolv'd not to do; which 
he thought a more mifchievous kind of Lying, than a pofitivc 
averring what could be moft eafily contradiAed. * 

It was a very difficult task to M' Hjie^ who had moft 
Credit with him, to perfwade him to fubmit to this purpofe 
of the King's chearfolly, and with a juft fenfe of the Obliga- 
tion, by promifing that in thofe Parts of the Office, which re- 
quired moft Drudgery, he would help him the beft he could. 
But above all he prevail'd with him, by inforcing the ilt 
coniequcnce of his refufal to take the Office, which would 
be interpreted to his diflike of the Court, and his Opinion, 
that more would be required from him than he co|uld ho- 
neftly comply with, which would bring great Prejudice to the* 
King: On the other hand, the great Benefit that probably 
would redound to the King, and the Kingdom, by his ac- 
cepting fuch a Truft in fuch a general defeftion, by which he 
would have opportunity to give the King a truer Information 
of his own Condition, and the State of the Kingdom, than 
it might be prefumed had been given to him, and to prevent 
any Counfels or Praftice, which might mope alienate the Af- 
fedions of the People from the Government ; and then, th^t 
by this relation He would be more able; to do the King Ser^ 
vice in the Houfe, where he was too well known to have it 
believ'd, that^he attain d to. it by any unworthy Means or 
Application. In the end. He was perlwaded to fiibmit to the 
King's good Pieafure, though he cOuld not be prevail'd with 
to accept it with fo good a prace, as might raife in the Kii^ 
any nouble Expedadion c)!f his departing from the feverity 
of his own Nature. 

Thus, He and CoUfeppn were both invcfted in thofe Of- 
fices, to the ho imall dilpleafure of the Governing Party, 
which could not diflemble their Indignation, that any of their 
Members (hould prefume to receive thofe Preferments, which 
they had defigned otherwife to have difoofed of. They took 
ail opportunities to e^refs thch- diflike of Them, and to 
Oppole any thing they Propofed to Them. And within fey 

Y 3 days 
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days there came a Letter out in Print, pretended to be In- 
tercepted, as written from a Roman Catholick to another of 
the fame Profirffion, in which he gives an account, ^^That ^ 
*? they had at laft, by the intereft of their Friends, pnjcured ' 
"thofe two Honourable Perfons (before mencbn'd) "to be 
*^ preferred to thofe Offices, and that they were well aflured 
** that Aey would be ready to do theta, and all their Friends, 
•*all good Offices. %^Jo\m Colepepfer thought fit to take no- 
tice of ft in the Houfe, and to make thofe Profeffions of his 
Religion, which he thought neceflary. But the Lord R«/fc- 
. hnd chofe rather to contemn it, without taking notice of the 
Libel, well knowing that he was Superior to thofe Calumnies, 
as indeed he wa^^ all of that Profe/fion knowing that he was 
moft irreconcileable to their Dodrine, though he. was 
always civil to their Perfons. However grievous tliis Prefer- 
ment was to the angry part of the Houfe^ it was very gratc- 
fol to ^1 thofe, both within and without the Houfe, who 
wifhed well to the King, and the Kingdom. 

The King at the fame time Reiblved to remove another 
Officer, who did diflerve him notorioufly, and to Prefer M' 
Bjie to that place ; with which hjs Gracious intention his 
Majefty acquainted him, but he poiitively refufed it, andaf* 
fcred him, " That he fhbuld be able to do much more Service 
•*in the condition he was in, than he fliould be, if tiiatwere 
*' improved by any Preferment, that could be conferred upon 
**him at that time; and he added, "That he had the Ho- 
"nour to have mUch Friendftiip with the two Perfons, who 
^'were very Seafonabty advanced by his Majefty, when his 
** Majefty *s Service in the Houfe or Commons, did in truth 
** want fome Countenance, and Support ; and by his Convcr- 
**fation with Them, he fliould be fo well inftruftcd by 
**Them, that he ftiould be more nfeful to his Majefty^ than 
**if it were under a nearer relation and dependance. The 
King, with a very Gracious countenance, told him,**That he 
*' perceived he muft, for fome time, defer the laying any 
*' Obligation upon hlln ^ but bid him be aflhred he would find 
''both a Proper 1*ime, and a Suitable Preferment for him, 
"which he (hould not refufe. In.the mean time, hefaid, he 
*'fcnew well the Friendftiip bet^^een the two Perfons, whom 
** jie had taken to his Council, and him j which was not the 
'*Jeaft motive to hint to make that choice^ and that he 
**would depend as much uport his Advice, as upon either 
" of theirs j and therefore wi/hed that all Three wdald Gon- 
^'fer together, how to condud bis 'Service in the Hode, and 
"to advife Ihis Friends how to carry tliemfelves ihoft to th<? 
*' advantage of it, and to give him conftant Adveriifement 
f* of what l)ad Pafs'd, indCounfel whca it was fit few: him 
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"to do any thing; and declared, that He would do nothing, 
•that in any degree concerned, or related to his Service in 
*^thc Hotife of CommoBs^ without their joynt Advice and 
•*cAd G>mmunication to them of ail hi$ own Conceptions 5 
which^ without doubt, his Majefty did at that time fted&ftly 
Rcfolve, though in very few days he did Very Fatally fivorve 
feom it. 

B^ what hathbeen (aid before, it appears that the Lord 
Digkf was much trufted by the Kihg, ana he \yas of great fa- 
miliarity, and friend/hip with the other Three, at leaft with 
Two pfthem ; for he was not a man of that Exaftneis, as to 
be in the entire Confidence of the Lord Falkland, who look- 
ed upon his Infirmities with more Severity than the other 
Two did; and he liv'd with more Franknefs towards thofe 
Two, than he did towards the Other; Yet even between 
thofe Two the!*e was a free Converfacion, and Kindneft to 
each other. The Lprd Dlgh was a Man of very Extraordi- 
nary Parts by Nature and Art, and had furely as good and 
excellent an Education as any Man of that Age in any Coun- 
try: a Graceful and Beautiful Perfbn j of great Eloquence 
and Becomlognefs in his Diicourfe (fave that Ibmetimes he 
leem'd a littie affta^d)^and of fo Uaiverfal a Knowledge, 
that he never wanted SubjeA for a Bifcoarfe : He was equal 
to a very good pai^t in the greateft Affairs, but the unfitteft 
Man aliye to conduft the(n, having an Ambition, and Vanity 
iSaperi6f to all hi^ other Pi^rts, and a CJonfidence in himfel^ 
wmch fometimes Intoxiciated, and tranlported, and expofed 
hita. He had from his Youth, by the aifbbligations his Fa- . 
mily had undergone from the Duke of Buckinghatn, and the 

treat Men whp fuccecded bim, and Ibme /harp reprehenfion 
imfelf had met with, which obliged him to a Country Life, 
concraded a prejudice, and ill will. to the Courts and fo had 
in the beginning of the Parliament, engaged himlelf with 
that. Party which d}lcbver"d moft Averfion from it, with a . 
Paffion and Animofity equal to theirs, and therefore very 
acceptable to'Them. But when he was weary of their vio- ' 
lent Counfels, and withdrew himfelf from them with fbme 
circumftances which enough provoked them, and made 4 
Reconciliation, and mutual Confidence in' each other for the 
future, manifeftly impofflble ambngft them^ h^ made private 
and fecret offers of his Service to the King, to whom in fa 
^ncral a deftftion of his Servants, it could not but be very 
fgreeable; and fohis Majeily being fatisfied both in the Dit 
c:overies he made of what had paffed, and jn his Profeffions 
for the future, rcnjov'd him from tl^e \lovik of Commons, 
where, he had rendered hltnfelf marvelloufly ungracious, arfd 
«|11?4 km by Writ tq the Houfe of Peers, where he did 

Y 4 vifibly 
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vifibly Advance the King's Service, and quickly rendered 
himfelf grateful to all'thofe who had not thought too well 
. of him before, when he deferv'd lefsj and Men were not 
only pleafed with the AfEllance he gave upon all Debates^ by 
tis Judgment and Vivacity, but looked upon him, as one, 
who could derive the King's Pleafure to them, and make a 
lively reprefentation of their good demeanour to the King, 
which he was very luxuriant in promifing to do, and officious 
enough in doing as much as was juft. 

H E had been inftrumental in promoting the Three Per- 
fons above mention'd to the King's Favour ; and had himfelf 
in truth fo great an Efteqm of them, that he did very fre- 
quently, upon Conference together^ depart from his own In- 
clinations and Opinions, and Concurjred in theirs ^ and very 
few Men of fo great Parts were, upon all occafions, more 
CounfeJlable than he; fo that he would feldombe in danger 
of running into great Errors, if he would communicate, and 
expoft all his own thoughts and inclinations to fuch ia diC- 
quifition; nor was he uninclinable in his Nature to fuch an 
entire communication in all things which he conceived to be 
difficult. But his fatal infirmity was^ that he too often 
thought difficult things very eafy j and confider'd not pofEble 
confequences, when the Propofition adminiftred fomewhat 
that was delightful to his Fancy, by purfuing whereof he 
imagined he (hould reap fome Glory to himfelf of which he 
was immoderately Amoitious : So that if the confiiltation 
were upon any Aftion to be done, no Man more implicitly 
lentred into that Debate^ or more chearfully reCgn'd m$ own 
conceptions to a joynt detemiination : But when it was once 
affirmatively refolv'd (befides that he might poffibly refervc 
fome impertinent Circumftance, as bethought, the imparting 
whereof would cjiange the nature of the thing) if his Fancy 
fuggeftcd to him any particular, which himfefr might per- 
form in that Aftiqn, upon the imagination that every body 
would approve it if it were prqpofed to them, ho ehofe ra- 
ther to do it, thap con^mupicate it, that he might have fome 
fignal part to himfelf in the Tranfaftion, in which no other 
Perfon might claim a (hare, 

B y this unhappy Temper he did often involve himfelf in 
very unprofperous Attempts. The King himfelf was the dn- 
fitteft Perfon alive to be lerved by fuch a Counfellor, beine 
too eafily inclined to fuddain Enterprizes, and as eafily ftart- 
led when they were entred upon. And from this unhappy 
Compofition irf the One, and the Other, a very unhappy 
Counfcl was prppofed, and Refolution taken, without the lea ft 
communication with either of the TJuee, who bad Been fo 
lately admitted to an entire Trufl:. 

Thb 
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The Bifhops, who had been, in the manner before jfpoken 
of, driven, and kept from the Houfe of Peers, and not very 
S^se in cheir own, could n6t have the patience to attend 
: tlb^DiiloIutlon of this Storm, whlcli in Wii^om They ought 
tcr ihave dope: but confidering Right and Reafen too ab« 
fiiadly, and what in JufUce was due, not what in Prudence 
was to be expefted; fuffer'd Themfelves implicitly to be 
guided by the Arch-Bifhop of Twkj, who was of a refllefs, 
and overweening Spirit; to fuch an Aft of indifcretion, and 
diladvantage to Tnemfelves, that all their Enemies could 
not have brought upon Them. This Biftiop, as is faid, wa3 
a Man of a very Imperious and fiery Temper; D*" Williams^ 
who had been Bi/hop of Lincoln, and Keeper of the Great 
Seal oi England in the time of Kingy^wi^^. After his remo- * 
▼al from that Charge, He had lived Splendidly in his Diocefs, ' 
and made himfelf very Popular amongft thofe who had no 
reverence for the Court; of which he would frequently, and 
in the preience of many, fpcak with too much Freedom, 
and tell many Stories of Things and Perfbns upon his own 
former Experience; in which, being a Man or great Pride 
and Vanity, He did not always confine himfelf to a pYecife 
\ Veracity, and did often prefume, in thofe unwary difcourfes, 
: to metition the Perfon of the King with too little reverence. 
He did afFeft xo be thought an Enemy to the Arch-Bifliop 
r. o£Q49fterburji ; whofe Perfon lie feem'a exceedingly to con- 
\ temn, and to be much difpleaf^d with thofe Ceremonies an4 
Innovations, as<they were then called, which were counter 
nanced by the Other ; and had himfelf publi/hed, by his own 
Authority^ a Book againft the ufing thofe Ceremonies, in 
which there was mu(£ good Learning, and too little Gra- 
vity for a Bifhop. His Paffipn and his Levity, gave every day 
great advantages to thofe who did hot love him, and He pro- 
: voked too many, not to have thofe advantages made ufe of: 
: So that, after ieveral Informations againft Him in the Star- 
[ Chamber, He was Sentenced, and Fined in a great fum of 
Money to the King, and committed PrifonerJ to the Tower, 
without the pity, or comipaflion of any, but thofe, who, out 
of hatred to the Government, were fbrry that they were with- 
out Co ufeful a Champion; for He appeared to be a Man of 
a very corrupt Nature, whofe Paffions could have tranijx)rted 
Him into the moll unjuftifiable Aftions. 

He had a faculty of making relations of things done in 
Jhis own Prefence, and difcourfes made to himfelf, or in his 
own hearing, with all the circuniftances of anfwers, and re- 
plies, and upon Arguments of great Moment; all wliich upon 
'Examination, were ftill found to have nothing in them th^t 
was Real, but to be the pure eflfeft of his own Invention. 

* After 
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After he was Sentenced in the Star-Qiamber« (bine of his 
Friends reforted to him, to lament, and condole with him 
£br his Misfortune, and (bme gf them feem*d to wonder that 
in any Affair of fuch a Nature, He had not found means to 
have made (ovat Submiflion, and Compofition, that might 
have prevented the Pubiick He'aring^ which proved i(y much 
to his Prejudice in point of Reputation, as well a^ Profit. 
Heanfwerd them with all the formality Imaginable, '^Tlut 
''they had reafon indeed to wonder at him upon the Event; 
''but when they /hould know how he had govem'd himfelf, 
'' he belie v'd they would cea(e to think him worthy of blame. 
And then related to them, '' Ttiat aflbon as Publication had 
'' pafled in his CaufcL and the Books were taken out, he had 
^'defircd his Council Twho were all able Men, and fome of 
*'them very Eminent) in the Vacation time, and they at 
•'moft leisure, to meet together, and carefully to look over, 
''and perufe all the Evidence that w^s taken on both fides i 
^'and that then tliey would attend him fuch a Morning, 
^' which he appointed upon their confent, at his own Houfe 
^' at Wefimit^er : That they came at the time appointed ; and 
^ being then fliut up in a Room together. He a$ked diem, 
^' whether they had fufiicientlv perufed au the 9ook$, and 
** were throughly informed of nis Cafe ? To which they all 
^' anfwer'd, that they had not only read thomi ^^ ^^^^ '^^ 
''gether, but had feverally every Man by jiimfelf perufed 
^ them again, and they believ*d they were all weB informed 
*'of the whole. That he then told them hejiad defired this 
''Conference with them, not only as his Council, by whofe 
" Opinion he meant to govern himfelf, but as his particular 
" Friends, who, he was fure, would give him their beft Ad- 
"vice, and perfwade him to do every thing as they would do 
" themfelves, if they were in his Condition. That he was now 
" offer'd to make his Peace at Court, by fuch an himible Sub- 
"miffion to the King, as he was moft inclined, and ready to 
'^make; and which he would make the next day after his 
"Caufe was heard, though he (hould be declar'a to be In- 
"nocent, of which he could make no doubt^ but that which 
•* troubled him for the prefent, was, that the Infamoufiiei& of 
" the Charge againft him, which had been often Expofed, and 
"Inlarged upon in feveral motions, had been (b much uken 
"notice of through the Kingdom, that it could not confift 
"with his Honour to divert the Hearing, which would bo 
" imputed to his want of Confidence in his Innocence, fincc 
"Men did not fufped his Courage, if he dnrft rely upon the 
" other ; but that he was Refolv'd, as he faid before the next 
" day, after he Ihould be vindicated from thofe Qdious A&^r 
" fions, he would caft himfelf at the King's iee^ with all tl^e 
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^'HatniUty, and SubmiiSon^ which the moft Guilty Man 
^' couI4 mzkt profeffion of. It was in this point he defired 
^* their Advice, to which he would, without adhering to his 
*'own Inclination^ entirely conform himfelf; and therefore 
" defired thetn^ finely in order, to give him their Advice. 
He repeated the feveral, and diftind dlfcourfe every Man 
had made> in which he was £> pun<flaal, that he applied 
thofe Phra&s^ and ExpreiEons, and Manner of Speech to 
the Several Men, which they were all taken notice of fre- 

Suetitly to ufe ; as many Men have fome Peculiar Words in 
iicourfe, which they are moft delighted with, or by cu- . 
ftom moft addided to: and in concluuon, '* That they were 
*' Unanimous in their Judgments i that he could not, with 
•'the prefervation of his Honour, and the opinion of his In* 
"tegrity, decline thePublick Hearing; where he muft be 
^'unqueftionably declar'd Innocent; there being no Crime, 
^'orMifdemeanour prov'd againft him in fuch a manner, as 
*' could make him liable to Cenfiire : They all commended 
''his Refblution of Submitting to the King affoon as he had 
'' made his Innocence to appear ; and they all advifed him to 
'' parfiie that Method. This, he faid, had Swayed him ; and 
''made hitn decline the other Expedient, that had been pro* 
"pofedtohim. 

This Relation wrought upon Thofe to whom it was 
niade, to raife a Prejudice in them againft liie Juftice of the 
Caafe^ or 'tiie reputation of the Council, as they v^ere moft 
inclined; whereas there was not indeed the leaft fhadow of 
Truth' in the whole Relation; except that there was fuch a 
Meeting, and Conference, as was mention'd^ and which had 
been cdnfented to by the Bifliop upon die joynt defire, ani 
importunity of all the Council ; who, at that Conference, • 
Unanimoufly advifed and defired him " To ufe all the Means 
"andFrienas he could, that theCaufe might not be brought 
^' to Hearing; but that he fliould purchafe his Peace at any 
"Price ; for that if it were Heard, he would be Sentenced 
"very gricvoufly ; and rfiat there were many things prov'd 
"againft him, which would fo much refled upon his Honour, 
''and Reputation, and the more for being a BiHiop, that all 
"his Friends *rould abandon him ; and be for ever after 
"aihamed to appear on his Behalf. Vl^hich advice, wirh 
great Paflion, and Reproaches upon the Several Perfons for 
their Prefumption, and Ignorance in matters io much above 
Them, he utterly and fcornfiilly xejeded. Nor indeed was 
it poffible at that rinae, for him to have made bis Peace ; for 
though upon finnc former AddrefTes, and Importunity on his 
behaUF by fome Perfons of Power, and Place in the Court, 
in wiuch the Qjiten her folf kid endeavoured to have done 
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him good Offices, the King was inclined to have faved him, 
being a Bi/hop, from the Infamy he muft undergo bjr a Pub- 
lick Trial ; yet the Bifhop's Vanity had, in thofe conjundares, 
lb far tranfported him, tnat he had done all he could to have 
infinuated, **That the Court was afham'd of what they had 
*^ done i and had prevail'd with fbme .of his Powerful Friends 
** To perfwade him to that Compofition : upon which the 
King would never hear more any Perfbn who moved on His 
behalf. 

^ It had been once mentioned to Him, whether by Autho- 
rity, or no, was not known, **That his Peace fliould be made, 
*^if he would rcfign his Bilhoprick, and Deanery of We^-- 
^^mlnfier (for he had That in Commenddm) "and take a good 
"Bifhoprick in Ireland; which he pofitively refafed| and 
laid, "He had much to do to defend himfelf againft the 
"Arch-Bifliop Here ; but if he was in Ireland^ There was a 
*' Man (meaning the Earl o£ Strafford) who would cut off his 
"Head within one Month. 

This Bifhop had been for Ibme years in the Tower, by 
the Sentence ot the Star-Chamber, before this Parliament 
met ; when the Lords, who were the moft Aftive and Power- 
ful, jprefently refolv'd to have him at Liberty. Some had 
much kindnels for him; not only as a known Enemy to the 
Arch-Bifhpp oiCanterhurj ; but as a Supporter of Thofe Opi- 
nions, and Thofe Perfons, which were againft the Church 
it feJf. .And he was no Iboner at Liberty, and brought into 
the Houle, but, as had been before mention'd, he defended, 
and feconded the Lord Say^ when he made an Invedive with 
all the Malice, and Bitterneft imaginable, againft the Arch- 
Bifliop then in Prifon ; and when he had concluded, that 
Bi/hop fiid, "That he had long known that noble Lord, and 
" had always believ'd him to be as well afFeded to the Church 
"as Himfelf; and {6 be continued to make all his Addrels to 
that Lord, and thofe of the lame Party, Being now in fidl 
Liberty, and in fome Credit, and Reputation, He applied 
himfelf to the King ; and made all poflible profeffions of 
Puty to hisMajefly, and Zeal to the Church; protefting 
" To have a perfcd Deteftation of Thofe Perfons, who ap- 
"peared to have nq AfFedion or Duty towards his Majemr, 
"and of all evil intentions againft the Religion Eftabluha; 
*'and that the Civility he had cxprcflcd towards them, was 
*' only out of Gratitude for the good \7ill they had (hew'd 
"to Him ; and cfpecially that he might the better promote 
*'his Majefty's Service. And it being his turn ftiortlv after, 
as Dean oftVeJiminfter^ to Preach before the King; he took 
occafion to fp^ak of the Fadions in Religion ; and mention- 
ing the Presbyterian Difciplinc^ hp faid, ^* It. was a Govern^* 

Vw^nt 
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^^'ment only fit for Taylors and Shoomakers^ and the like> 
-** not for NobleoQen^ and Gentlemen: which gave great Scan^ 
** dal, a^jd QjfFelace to his great Patrons; to whom he eafily 
reconciled himfelf^ by making Them as merry with fbmc 
Sharp Sayings of the Court, and by performing more Sub* 
ftantial Offices for them. 

Wh EN, upon the Tryal of the Earl o£ Strafford, it was 
refolv'd to decline the Judgment of tlje Houfe of Peers, and 
to proceed by Bill of Attainder : and thereupon it was very 
unreafbnably Mdv'd, "That the Bifhops might have no Vote 
**in the paffing that Aft of Parliament 5 becaufe they pre- 
*' tented it was to have tiieir hand in Blood, which was ar 
" gainft an old Canon ; This Bifhop, without communicating 
with any of his Brethren, very Frankly declared his opinion, 
** that they ought not to be prefent j and oiFer'd, not only in 
his own Name, but for the reft of the Bifhops, "To with- 
**draw always when Tliat bufinels was enter 'd upon : and fo 
betray 'd a. Fundamental Right of the whole Order; to the 
great Prejudice of the King, and to the taking away the Life 
of that Perfon, who could not otherwife have Suffered. 

And fliortly after, when the King declared, that he nei- 
ther w:ould, nor could in Confcience, give his Royal Aflent 
to th^t Ad of Attainder; when the Tumults came about the 
Court with Noife and Clamour for Juftice ; the Lord Saj ^■ 
defired the King to Confer with his Bi/hops for the Sat|sfk*« 
dion of his Confcience ; and defired him to fpeak with Tha^ 
Bi/hop il;i the pojbt. After much difcourfe together, and the 
King infKHng upon many particulars, which might induce 
others tp cbn(ent; but were known to Himfelf to be falfe; 
and therefore he could never in Confcience give his own con- 
sent to them J the Bi/hop, as hath been mentioned before, 
amongft other Arguments, told him, "That hemuft con^- 
"fider^ that as he had a Private Capacity, and a^Publick, 
**fo he had a Publick Confcience as well as a Private ; that 
*' though his Private Confcience, as a Man, would not per* 
*'mit him to do an Aft contrary to his own LUlderftanding^ 
" Judgment, and Confcience; yet his Publick Confcience, as 
•'a King, which obliged him to do all things for the Good 
'^ of his People, and to preferve his Kingdom in Peace for 
"Himfelf and his Poftenty, would not only permit him to 1 ^^ 
"do That, but even Oblige,'and Require him. That he fav^ 
"in what Commotion the People. were; that his own Life, 
" and tliat of the Queen's, and the Royal Iflue, might proba- 
" bly be Sacrificed to thatFury ; and it would be very ftrange, 
"if his Confcience /hould prefer the Life of one fingle Pri- 
"vate Perfon, how Innocent foever, before all thofeothe^ 
" Lives, and the Prefervation of the Kingdom. 

This 
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^ This was the argumentation of that uiiliappjr Ca&ift^ 
who truly, it may bc^ did believe himfelf j for towards the 
end of the War, and when the King's Power deciiu'dj he, 
being then an Arch-BiAiop, did in Perfbn affift die Rebels to 
take a Caftlc erf the King's j in which there was a Garrifon,' 
and which was taken by a long Siege ; becaufe he might 
thereby the better enjoy the Profits of his own Eftate^ which 
lay thereabouts. 

U p o N all thefe great Services He had perform'd for the 
Party, he grew every day more Imperious ; and after Ac 
King thought it neceflary to make him Arch-Blftop oSTnkj, 
which, as the time then was, could not qualify him to do 
• more harm, and might po/Iibly difpefe, and oblige bim to do 
fome good^ he carried himf«f fo Infolently, in the Houfe, 
and out of the Houfe, to all Perfbns, that ne became much 
more Odious 'Univerfally, than ever the other Arch*-Kihop 
had been ; having fiire more Enemies than He, and few or 
no Friends, of which the Other had abundaftce. And the 
great hatred of this Man's Perfon and Bebaviour^, was die 
greateft invitation to the Houfe of Commons fo irr^ularly 
to revive that Bill to remove the BUhops,. and was their 
chief encouragement to hope, that -the Lords, who bad re- 
jefted the Former, would now Pafs, and confent to this Se- 
cond BUI- . 

This was one of the BUhops, who was moft rudely treat'- 
cd by the Rabble ; who gathered tliemfelves together afbouc 
the Houfe of Peers, crying out. No Bi/hofs, N$ BiJ^fs: and 
bis Peribn was afTauIted, and Robes torn from his back ; up€m 
which, in veryjuftdifpleafure, heretum'd-tohisHoufe, the 
Deanery at Wefiminfier; and lent for all the Bifhops, who 
were then in the Town ( it being within very few days of 
Chtifimas) of which there were Twelve or Thirteen 5 ttt^A, 
in much PafGon, and with his natural Indignation, He pro- 
pofed as abfolutely necef&ry;"That they mi^t Unanimonfly, 
*'and Prefeqfly prepare a rroteftation, to fend to the Houfe 
"againft the Force that was ufcd upon Tb«n ; and againft 
**all the Aifts, which were, or ftiould be done during the 
•'time that They fhouid by Force be kept from doing their 
••Duties in the Houfe. And immediately, having Pen and 
Ink readv, Himfelf prepared a Proteftation ^ which being 
read to them. They all approved 5 Depending upon His great 
Experience in the Rules of the Houfe, where he had late fb 
many Years, and in fome Parliaments in the place of-Speaker, 
whilft He was Keeper of the Great Seal; and fopreiuming^ 
that He could commit no errour in Matter of Form : and 
Without forther Commnr^ic^tlon, and Advice, which both 
the Importance ofthrSubjeft, and tlie Dxftemper of the 

time 
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time did require ; and that it xnigfat have been c^nfider'd 
as well what was Pit^ as what was Right; without iurther 
delay^ than what was neceiTary ibr the fair Writing ; and 
Ingroffing the Inftrufnent they had prepared ; They all fet 
their hands to it. Then the Arch-Blfhop went to fVlfite-HaH 
to the King, and prefented the Proteltatlon to him ; it be- 
ing direded to his Maiefty with an humble defire^ that He 
would fend it to the Hoofe of Peers, fince They conld not 
prefent it Th^mfel ves ; and that He would command, that it 
/hould be enter'd into the Journal of the Houfe. His Majefty 
calling his^ Eye perfunftorily upon it, and believing it ha4 
been drawn by Mature Adviot, no (boner received it, than he 
deliver'd it to the Lord Keeper^ who unfortunately happen'a 
to be likewife prefent, with nls command that he (hould dcr 
L'ver it to the Houfe as fopn as it m^t ; which was to te 
within two hours after. The Petition contain'd thefe words^ 

To the Kinfs mfi Excellent Majefy^ and tbeLvrds^ gnirkiT^Hium 
Peers mw ^emUed in FarHament. ^h^^^HT 

"The bumble Petition, and Proteftation ofall tie Bifliops, '^ ^ 
'^^and Prelates now called bv his Majefty's Writs to at-#/j>ii«, 
'^tesKi the Parliament, ana prefent moniLfindm and 
*' tVfJbnirfier for that Service* 

**Th AT, whereas the Petitioners were called up by Se- 
" veral a^dReipedive Writs, and under great Penalties to at* 
''tendin Parliament J and have a clear and indubitable Right 
*'to Vote in Bills, and other matters whatfbever Debateable 
"in Parliament, by the ancient Cuftoms, Laws, and Statutes 
"of this Realm; and ought to beProteded by your.Majefty^ 
" quietly <o attend, and p^ofecute that grea^ Service : 

*'The V iumbly Reroonftrate, and Protcft before God^ 
''Your Majefty, and the noble Lords and Peers how affem- 
"bled inParliiamenti that as They have ah indubitable Right 
" to Sit^and Votc'in the Houfe ^ot Lords, fo are they (if they 
''may be proteded firomPorce, and Violence^ moft ready, 
''andf willing toperform their Duties accordingly ; and that 
"they do Abominate all A&ions or opinions tending to Po- 
"pcry, and the maintenance thereof; as alfo all Propenfjon, 
''and Inclination to any Malignant Party, or any C^htr Side. 
"or Party whatsoever, to the which Their own Reafons, and 
"Confcience ftall move them to Adbere. 

"But, whereas They have been at feveral times, violent- 
**ly Menaced, Affironted, and. Affauked by Multitudes of 
"People in their coming to perform their Services in that 
"Honourable Houfe 5 and lately Chafed away, and p^t in 

^' danger 
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'^danger of their Lives> and can find no Redrefs^ or Prote- 
^'ftion upon iundry 0>mplaint$ made to both Hoofes in 
*'Thefe particulars: 

. "They likewife humMy Pioteft before your Majcfty, and 
"tlie nobk Houfe of Peers; that, laving to themfelves all 
/'their Rights, and Intercfts of Sitting and Voting in That 
/'Houfe at other times; They dare not Sit or Vote in the 
y Houie of Peers, until your Majeifty fhall further fecure them 
'5' from all AfFxonts, Indignities, and Dangers in the premifes.* 
*' L A s T L y, whereas their fears are not built upon Fanta- 
*'fies, and Conceits, but upon fuch Grounds and Objefts, as 
f may well terrify Men of goodRefolutions, and much Con- 
*'ftancy; They do in all Duty*and Humility Proteft^ before 
*'your Majefty, and the Peers of That moft Honourable 
f' Houfe of Parliament, againft all Laws, Orders, Votes, Rc- 
**folutions and Determinations, as in themfelves Null and of 
•'none effed; wliich in their Abfence, fince the feven and 
^'twentieth of this Inilant Month of Decefnbn* 164,1, have 
^'alreadypaffed; as iikewife againft all Such, as ftiall hereafter 
*' Pals in That moft Honourable Houfe, during the time of 
*' this their Forced and Violent Abfence from the faid moft 
* ' *' Honourable Houfe ; not denying but if Their Abfenting 
' " Themfelves were Wilful and Voluntary, That moft Ho- 
"nourable Houfe ndight proceed in allThefe Premifes, Their 
"Abfence, or this Their Pi^Oteftation notwithftanding ; 

"And bumbly Befecching your moft excellent Majefty 
"to command the Clerk of the Hoiife of Peers to Enter this 
" Their Petition, and Proteftation amongft the Records : 

" They will ever Pray, &c.

It was great pity, that, though the Arch-Bifhop's PafSon 
tranfported him, as it ufually did; and his Authority impofed 
upon the reft, who had no afFe&ion to his Perfbn, or reve- 
rence for his Wifdom ; his Majefty did not take a litdc time 
to confider of it, before he put it out of his Power to alter 
it, by putting it out of his hands. For it might eafily have 
been difcern d bv Thofe who were well acguainted with the 
Humour, as well as the Temper of both Houfes, that fbme 
Advantage, and ill Ufe would have been made of fbme Ex- 
preffions contained in it 5 and that it could produce no good 
Effeft. But the (ame Motive and Apprehcnfion, that had 

•*preci- 
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precipiuted the Blfhops to fo hafty a l^eiclatxon (wkicli w 
that the Houfe of Peers would WY^.iWidc that uie of the 
Bi/hops being kept from the Houfe^ that fhejr would in that 
time have pafled the Bill it felf for taking away their Votes) 
had its effeds like wife with the. itln^ji who had the fanag 
imagination, and therefore would lofe ,no time in the tranC- 
miffioh of it to thqHpufe. Whereas.it i^ more probable the 
Lords would never have made ufe of that.very Seafbi^, whilft 
the Yumults ftill cpntiwied, for the Pafling an Ad of that 
importance 5 and the S<;andal, if not Invalidity of it, would 
have been an Un^iiiw^rable ground for the King to have re- 
fafed his Royal AfleQt.U) it. 

Ass DON as this Froteftation, vi^hich. no doubt, in tl^e 
time before the Houfe was to mee.t^had bjeen communicated 
to Thofe who were prepared to fpeak upon it, was delivered 
by th^; Lord- ICe^per with his Majedy's Command, and 
readj the Governing tords manifelted a great Satisfadion 
in ill Spme of theni faying, '-That there was Digitus Dei ce 
"bring That fp pafs, which they could not Otherwife have 
"compafledj and without ever Declaring anyjudgmwt or 
Opinion of their own uppn it, which thqy ought to have don^ 
the raiatter only having relation to themlelves, and con- 
cerning their own Members; they fent to deiire a Confbr 
rence pr^fently with the fe[oufe of Commons, upon a bufi- J*»J^^''^ 
ne6 or Importance;. and,»at the Conference, only read, and'K«.»i"^ 
delivered the Proteftation of the Blfliops to them ; which, ^** ^'^ '* 
the tord Keeper told them, he had recelv'd from the King's a»2S? "L 
own Hand^^with a Command to prefent it to the Houie of ^^W«w«». 
Peers. The Houfe pf Commons took very little'time to con- 
fider ofthe matter;, but, within half an hour, they fent up i** ftj»- 
to the Lords; .and, without further Examination, ^ccufed JJ**^ f|^^ 
them all who had Subfcribed the Proteftation, of High T'rea- th^ '^ 
fon; and, by this means, they were all^ the whole Twelve ^'^J'^ff 
of them, committed to Prifon; and remained in the Tower /.2^7»«y 
till thp Bill for the putting them out ofthe Houfe was Pafs'd, ^' ^•r?'* 
which^ was not till many Months ajfter. xw/ 

W n E w the Paffion, Rage, and pury of this time fliall be 
forgotten, and Pofterity (hall find, amongft the Records of 
the Supream Court of Judicature, fo many Orders, and Refo- 
lutionsin vindicatlpn ofthe Liberty of the Subjedagainft the 
Iraprifoningof any^man, though by the King Himfelf, witfv- 
out affignin^fiich a Crime as the Law hathdeterminUto be 
worthy of ImprifotirueQt ; and in the i&ti^^ Year, by this Kigh 
Coi^tr^; (jiall hnd T^^Y^ Biftiops^ Metnbf rs of This jpo\irc^ 
coi^mltted'to^Prlfpn fgr liigh^Treafoni' jbr the Prefentii^ 
This Proteftation ; Men will furely ''wonder at the Spirit pf 
thatReforraatioi>f apd even that Claufe of Declaiing allyAds

And therefore you fhall find In tl^e Journals of the moft 
Sober Parliaments, that, upon any Eminent Breach c^f Their . 
Privileges, as always upon the 0)mmitmcnt of any Mem- 
ber for any thing Said or Done in the Houie, fbmetxmes upon 
lefs occafions, that Houfe^ which apprehended the Trefoafi, 
would fit mute, without debating, or handling any buuneis, 
and then Adjourn; and this hath been ptaftiled many days 
together, till they had Redrefs or Reparation. And their 
Re^n was, beaufe their Body was Lame; and what was 
befallen One Member, threatenM the Reft; and tjie confe- 
quence of one Aft might extend it felf to many other, whic|x 
were not in view; and this made th6ir Privileges, of fo' ten- 
der, and nice a temper, that they were not to be Touched, 
or iti the leaft degree Trenched upon ; and ther^pre that 
in fo apparent ah Aft of Violence, where it is not mdre clear 
that they were committed to Prifon, than that they durft 
not then Sit in the Houfe, and when It Was Lawful In the 
Houfe of Peers for every dilTenter in the moft Tiivial Debate, 
to enter his Proteftation againft that fefife he liked nqt,though 
he were fineic in his opinion; That it /hould not be. Law- 
ful for Thofe who could not Enter ir Themlelves,' to Pre- 
fent this Proteftation to the King, m whom they were ac- 
countable under a Penalty for their Abfence; and unlawful 
to that degree, thafft fliould render them culpable of High 
Treafon; and fo forfeit their Honour, their Lives, their For- 
'tipnes^ expofe their Names to perpetual Infagay, and their 
■Wives and Children toT^niiry ana want of Bread;- will be 
locked upon as a Determination of that,Jnjuftice, Impiety, 
ind -florrour as could not be beliey'd without, thofe ^eep 
Marks, and Prihtj df Confufion that followed, knd Attended 
That Reft^ution* ' * 
^ -^ A'Ni> yet th^ In^ifcrction of Ttolc Kflidps, fwayed by 
^' "^ ^ •' the 
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the Pride, and Paffioi (of that Arch^-Bifhop; in appljring, that 
Remedy at a time^ when tlie7 law*/ mil Forms and; Rmes of 
Judgment impetaouQVdilcllned ^ :anil the power of their Ad- 
verf^es {o great, due the Laws themfehres fubmitted^o tfaeir

Thi^ high, anddxtriaviagantway of^roceedin3i>rought 
no Prejudice toth^ Kadg; and thougfrittnad^ their Tribu- 
nal more terrible ta^Men whojabbured under any Guilt, yet 
u exceedingly leflfededthe Reverence- intt Veneration, thut 
fomierly had becsn entertained for Parliaments: and this laft 
Accu&tienr^ and Commitment of fo many Bithops at Onoe^ 
was looked upon ^ by all Sober men 'with Indignation. For 
whate?ex Indiicretionmight be inches tiling it felf, chough 
Ibme Expreffions in the matter mi^ht be Uo^kilfiil and Un- 
warrantable, and the Form of prefentingand cranfttiitting k, 
Irregalar and Unjuftifittle (for all which the Houfe of l^eeirs 
might puniih their Owh Members, according to th^ir (tifcre- 
tion) vet every Man knew there couid be no Treafota ftt It;

Tho4ns h S' WiBUm Batf^r, who^M akeidV mentiohed,. 

had, from.ihebegtattiAgofthi9*Pa*rtiamfcin,'roi»go(: all His 

• O^Jl^tions to the King ; and'had niade himfejf venr Gracious 

to thole people, whofe glorv it was* to be thought Enemies to 

thi Courts and^ whiUt the £acl of S$rkf^d v^as his IM- 
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Ibner^ <iid many Offices not becomifcig the Traft he had from 
the king, and contribated much to die Tcaloufy, wJiich that 
Party had of his Majefty ; upon which there had been a long 
ftfblution to remove him from that Charge $ but todoit with 
his own Confent^ that there might be no manifelbtion of 
Difpleafore; vet Jt was a very unfeafenable GinjuoAure^ 
which was taken to execute it in; and this whole Txanf- 
aftion was fo fecretly carried, that there was neither notice 
nor fupicicion of it, till it was^heard^ that S' Tbmus Limsfnd 
was Sworn Lieutensint of the Tower; a Man, iRrho, though of 
an ancient Family m St^tXy was of a very imall, and decayed 
Fortune, and of no good Education; having been few years 
before compell'd to flie the Kingdom, to avoid the hand of 
Juftice for lome riotous Mifdemcanour; by reafen whereof,he 
J'pent fome time in the fenrke of the King of Fr^aue^ where he 
got the reputation of a Man of Courage^ and a good Officer 
of Foot ; and in the beginning-of theTiSbbles h^, had ibme 
Command in the. King's Army; but fi) much inferior to 
many others, and wasTo littk known, except upon thedifad- 
vantage of an illCharader, that, in the mdl Dutiful time^ 
the Promotion would have appeared very ungratefiil* He was 
utterly a Stranger to the King, and therefore it was quickly, 
underftood to proceed from the Single eleftion of the Lord 
Diglj, to whom he was likewife very little known; who had 
in tlruth defign'd that Office to his Brother S' Lewii Dhes, 
againfk whom there could have been no exception, but his 
Relation : but He being not at that time in Town, and the 
other having ibme fecret Reaibn to fill that place in the In- 
iUnt,with a man who might be trufted; he fuddainly refblv'd 
upon this Gentleman, as one who would l)e Faittiful to him 
' fot the obligation, and execute any thing ^leihould dcftre, or 
direft; which was a reafon he might eafily have forefeen 
would provoke more powerful Oppofitionr which errour, as 
is faid Wore, was repaired by the fuddafai change, and put- 
ting in S^j9bnBn$ni though it gave little &ti^dion, and 
the lefs, by reaion of another more inconvenient A&ion, 
which changed the whole Face of Affairs, and caufcd This to 
jk0 u^«r-be more reflefted upon.

The Hou(e of Peers was fomewhat appall'd at this Ala^ 
rumj but took time to confider of it, till the/ next .day, that 
they might fee how their Matters the Commons would be* 
have.th^felves; the Lord KinAclum being prefent in the 
Houfe, and making great profefEons of his Innocence ^ and 
no Lord being fb hardy to preis for his Commitment on the 
behalf of the King, . 

At the feme time, a Serjeant at Arms demanded to be u^Smi^sm 
heard at the Houfe of Commons from the King ; and ^emg^^j^^ 
ient for to the Bar, demanded the Peribns of five of theh fyn/umhert 
Members to be delivered to him in his Majetty's Name, his IJ^J;;^;;^ 
Majefty having acrofed them of High Treafon. But the Com- ^^ 
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mons wereinot mocK furprized with t&e Accident ^ibr.befides 
tEat thqyqukklf knew what had p^edwith the Lords, tome 
Servants of the Ki^g, bj efpecial Warrant, had viiited the 
Lodgings of fome of the Accuied Members, and Sealed lip 
their Studies and Trunks^ upon information whereof, be- 
fore that Serjeant canfe to the Houie,\ or Pdbliek nodce \va$ 
taken oF the Accufatioti^kn order tiras made by theOmunons; 
*^ That ifany Perfon-wfaatibever (houMcomcrto the LWgings

^ KPv The next day in the Afcerhgon, the Kiilg, attenHed duly 
^Hklf/Jf" by ^^^ ownuiual G«idrd,and fbme few Gentlemen;'w4io^pirc 
amm»mt themfelves luto their company in the way, came to the Houfe 
" ^'^"^ of Commons f and commanding all his Attendants to -wait 
at the D(k>r, and •giwbflFence to No MaQ; Himi^, wftli 
his Nephew, the Prince Eledor, went into the Hbofe, to the 
greii^ aibazement of ill :iand the Speaker leaving the Chair, 
the King went into it; and tolil the^Houfe, "He w4s forry 
*'for thatoccafion of coming to them; that yefterday he had 
'^fent his Serjeant iat 'Arms to Apprehend fome, that, by his 
** command, were Accufed of High Treafbn; wherennto he 
*^expeded Obedience, but ii^ead thercirfJie had received a 
^' ^MefTage. He declar d to them, that nx> King cXEtigUni had 
^'beoii ever, or (houjd be more careful to' maintain tlieir Pri- 
^'vileges, than He^ould be; \f\it that in Cafes of Treafbn 
''no Nfaij had privilege; and therefore he came to Ice if 
**^atiy bf thofe Perfons, \yhomhe had Accufed, wereThkre; 
*'for he was refblv'd to have them, wherefoever he fhould 
*' find them : and looking then about, andaskiog the Speaker 
"whether they were in the Houfe; and he making no aMwet. 
*'he faid, he perceiv'd the ^Iris wife 4^ Bmfi^hnt exjpcaed 
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" they fliould be fent to him, aflbon as thcy^eturn'd thi%htr j 
^' and aflTur'd them on the Word of a King, that he nj^ver Inr

The Accufed Per/ons, upon information and intelligence 
what his Majcfty intended to do, how fecretly foever it was 
carried at Cburt, having withdrawn from the Houfe abbuTt 
half ah hour before the King came thither ^ the Houfe in 
great difbrder, aflbon as the King was gone, Adjourn'd till 
the next day in the Afternoon ; the Lords being in fo great 
aDorehenfion upon notice of the King's being at the.lloufe 
ot 0>izxaGions, that the Earl o£EJfex exprefled a tender fenfe 
he had of the inconveniences which were like to enfue thofe 
Diviflons ^ and mov'd, ''That the Houfe of Peers, as a work 
"very f>ropcr for them, would interpofe between the King 
''and his People i' and Mediate to his M^ijefty on the l>ehaff 
"of the Perfons Acculed; for which he was reprehended by 
his Friends, and afterwards Laughed at himlelf, when he 
found how much a ftronger Defence they had, than the beft 
Mediation could prove on Their behalf. 

H Q w fccretly ibever this Affair was carried, it was evident 
that the King's KefoJution of coming to the Houfe had been 
difcoyer*d, by the Members withdrawing themfelves, and by 
a Compofednefs, which appe^r'd in the Countenances of ma- 
ny, who ufed to b? difturoed at lefs Surprizing Occurrence^; 
and though the piirpofe of accufing the Members was only 
conliilted between the King and the Lord Digbj ; yet it. was 
generally believ'd, that the King's purpofe or gomg to the 
Houfe,, was communicated to WlllUm Murraj of the Bed* 
Chamber, with whom the Lord Dlgbj had grqat Friendship ; 
and that it was difcover'd by him. And that Lord, who had 
promifed the King to move the Houfe for the Commitment 
of the I^ord Kimbotton, aflbon as the Atturncy General ftiould 
have accufed him (which if he had dori6 would probably have 
raifed a very hot Difoute in the Houfe, where many would 
have joyn'd with himj never fpoke the' leaft word 3 but, on 
the contrary, feem'd the moft lurprized, and perplexed with 
the Attumey's Impeachment; and fitting at that time next 
the Lord KimMton, with whom he pretended to live with 
much Fri^ndfhip, he whifper'd him in the Ear with fome com- 
motion (as he had a rare talent in Diflimulation )^ '*That . . 
*' the King was v^ry Mifchievoufly advifed 9 and that it Should 
*'go very hard, but he would know, \yhence that Counfel 
^^ proceeded ; in order to which, and to prevent further Mif* 
^^ chief, he would go impaediately to his Majefty; and fo 
^ V^Qt out of the Houfe. ' ' . \ ' \ 

WftEB^BAsHcwas the only Perfqn who gave the Cpup- 
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(^, naihcd the Pecllons, and particularly the Lord Kimbolttm 
(agairift whom left cpuld be laid, than againft many others^ 
^nd who was more' generally beloved)' and undercook to 
prove ;?hat the {aid Lord Kiwioftwi told the Rabble, when 
they were about the Parliament Hoofe, that they fliould go to 
White-Hall. When .he found the ill Succcfs of the Impeach- 
nient in both Houies, and ho>v uofatisfied all were with the 
proceeding, he advifed the King the next Morning to go to 
"the Guitd'IlaU, and to inform the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
Grounds of his Proceedings ^ which will be mentioned anon. 
And that People might not believe, that there was Any dc- 
jcftion of mind, or forrow for what was done ; the fameNight, 
the (ame Council caufed a Proclamation to be prepared for 
the (topping the Pprifs 5 that the Accufed Perfons might not 
efcape out of the Kingdom; iind ta forbid all Perfons to re- 
ceive^ and harbour them; when it was well known, that they 
were all together ip aHoijfe iq the City, without any fear of 
their Seciirijy, And all this was done without the l^aft com- 
munication with any body, but the Loxd Digty, whp adyifed 
it ; and it is very true, was fo willing to take the utmoft ha- 
zard .upon bimfcif ; that he did offer the King, when he knew 
in what Houfe they were together, with a fcleft company of 
Gentlemen, who would accompany him, \f hereof S^ Tbmds 
Lunsford was one, tp Seize upon them, and bring them away 
Alive, or leave them Dead in the place : but the King liked 
not fuch Enterprizcs. 
^'•[/•'" That Nignt, the Pcribns Agcufed remov'd themfelves 
53/jiir into their Strong-Hold, the City: not tl^at they durft not 
f^ciij. venture themfelves at their old Lodgings, for no Mart would 
have prefumed to trouble them, but that the City might fee, 
that they relied upon that Place for a Sanftuary of their Pri- 
vileges againft Violence and OpprefEon ; and fb might out 
on an early Concernment for them. And tjiey were not dif- 
. appointed; for in fpight of all the Lord Mayor could do to 
compofe their Dxftempers (who, like a very Wife and Stout 
Magiftrate, befHrr'd himfelfj the City was that whole Night 
in Arpis ; fome People, dengn'd to that purpofe, running 
from one Gate to another, and crying out, " That the Cavaliers 
^' were coming to fire the City ; and fome faying, *' That the 
f'King himfelf was in the head of them, 
^ '^'^h4 "The next Morning, tlie King being informed of much 
aty!"!i!fd ^^^^ ha4 paflfed f bat Night, according to the Advice he had 
fit^ii r. tfi0 received, fept to the Lord Mayor to call a Common Council 
firitcw. ^ in^ip^ii^tely ; and, about ten of the Clock, himfelf, attended 
only by three or four Lords, went to the Guild-Haiti and in 
^the Hooqi, where the PeopJe were afTembled, told tijem, 
'^He was very fbrry to hear of the Apprehcafions, they had 
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"entertain'd of Danger; that He was to come to Them, 
"to Ihew how ^uch he relied lipon their. Affedions for his 
"Security^ and Guard, having brought no other with him^, 
"that he nad accufed certain Men of High Treafon, againft 
"whom he would proceed in a Legal way; and therefore " 
" he prefiim'd they would not flielter them in the City. And 
ufing many other very Gracious ExprefHons of his value kx 
them, and telling one of tlie Sheriffs (who was of the Two 
thought lefs inclin'd to his Service) "That he would Dine 
''with him, he departed without that Applaufe and Chear-^ 
fiilnefs, which he might have expefted from the extraordinary 
Grace he vouchfafed to them. And in his paflage througn 
the City, the Rude People flock'd together, and cry'd out, . 
Prmlfge of Parliament, Privilege of Parliament -, fome of them, 
preffing very near his own Coach, and amongft the reft one 
calling out with a very loud Voice, To jour Tents O IfraeL 
However, the King, tnough much Mortified, continued his 
Refblation, taking little n6tice of the Diftcmpers; and, hav- 
ing Dined at the Sheriff's, returned in the Afternoon to White- 
Hall i and publifti'd the next day, a Proclamation, for the 
Appreheniion of all Thofe, whom he had acfcufed of High 
Treafon, forbidding anv perfbn to Harbour them ; the Arti- 
cles of their Charge being likewife Printed, and difperfed. 

When the Honfe of Commons n^xt met, none of the 

Accufed Members appearing. They had Friends enough, who 

were well inftruftea to aggravate the late proceedings, and 

to put the Houfe into a Thoufand Jealoufies, and Apprehen- 

fions, and every flight Circumftance carried weight enough in 

it to difiurb their Minds. They took very little notice of the 

Accufing the Member? ; but the Ring's coming to the Houfe, 

which had been Never known before, and Declaring, " That 

"he would take Them, whereever he Found Them, was an 

Evidence, that he meant Himfelf to have brought a Force 

into the Houfe to Apprehend them, if they had been there; . 

^nd was look'd upon as the higheft Breach of Privilege, that 

^ould poflibly be imagined. ' They who fpoke moft PalBon- 

atdy, and probably meant as Malicioufly, behav'd themfelvcs 

with Modefty, and feem'd only concern d in what concern*d 

them All; and concluded, after many Lamentations,**' That 

'•they did not think themfelves Safe in that Hoftfe, till the 

" Minds of Men were better Compofed ; that th? City was 

"full of Apprehenfions, and was very Zealous for their Se^- 

''curityj and therefore wilh'd that they might Adjourn the 

"Parliament to meet in fome place in the City. But that 

was found not PraAlcable; fince it was not in^ their own 

Power to do it, ^itbout the Cbnfent of the Peers, and tl^e 

incurrence of tfee King j who were Both like rather tq 
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7heHoufi$fchoo[c a placc more diftant from the City, JSp, with more 
^^^ Rcafop, in the end they concluded, "That th? Houfe Aould 
tbgmfd'M "Adjourn it felf for two 0r thr^e days, «d, nani? ^ Coia- 
dljf^'a^Lu ^'niittce, who Hould fit both Morning and Afterfioon in the 
ac^mitM^CitY ; and All who came to have Voices : ind Merchant-- 
»j^^rwrt# fajiQYS'Hail was appointed fpr the place of tteir meeting i 
They who ferv*d for London, iindectaking, " That it /hoald 
*'bc ready againft the next Morning: no Man oppoCng or 
contradiding any thing that was faid ; They, who formerly 
ufed to appear for all the Rights and Authority which be- 
longed to the King, not knowing what to fay, between Grief 
and Anger, that the Violent Party ijad by thcfe late unskilful 
adions of the G>urt, gotten great Advantage^ and recotrer'd 
tiew Spirits : and the Three Perfons before namjed, without 
Vhole Privity the King had proihifed that he. would enter 
upon no Counfel, were fo much difpleafcd and dcjeded, that 
they were inclined, never mpx^, to uke upon them the Care 
of any thing to be tranladed in the Houfe; fiading already, 
that they could not avoid being look'd upon as the Authors 
of thofe Counfels, to which they were Ip abiblute Strangers, 
and which they fo perfedly Detefted. . 

An D in truth. They had then withdrawn themfelves from 

appearing often in the Houfe, .but upon the abflracjled con- 

fidcration of their Duty an J. Conjfcience, apdof the prefent 

ill condition the King was in ; who likewife felt within him- 

fclf the Trouble and Agony, which ufually attends Generous 

and Magnanimous Minds ppon their having committed Er^ 

rors, which expofe them to Cenfure, and to Damage. la 

fine, the Houie of Commons Adjourn'd for fbme days, to 

confult with their Friends in the City j and the Houfe of 

ThiUrdt Lords held fb good Correfpondence* with them,' that they 

iikfltiftM- ixkewife Adjourn'd to the fame days they knew, by fome In- 

shcfams ,tclligence, the Commons mtended tq meet again. But the

At their firft Sitting, the Committee begun with thq 
ft^tiag the.^^npei- of tlK King's coming to the Houle, and all .. 
he did ther^^ thejfevcral Members mentionii^ all that they 
would take upon theqi to reqiember of his M^efty's Doing 
or S^^aking, both as he came to thi Houfe, and.after he 
was there ;l^^me of them being walking in Wefiminfter-HaU 
when the King walk'd thK>9g£^ and fb came to the Houfa 
wlthhikn, prt^^him^ others reporting, what they heard 
fi>me of the<?ifeat Men, who attended hisMajefty, fay, as 
they pafTed by : every idle j^qrd having it's Commenta^iy ^ 
and the 'Peribns, whoever were named, being, appointed to 
attend, ihey having Power givjen them to fend ^r ail Perfons, 
Imd to Ejoam^ie them touching that Affair. JSfpr bad anv:Mati 
the Couirag^ to refuie to Obey their Sammos^ ; £o. that all

fkb AiH $ ? i:he day the jaoufe w^s to paeef,' the firft Ad- 
journment 
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jotiramest not being for above two or three days, the Com- 
inittce had prepar'd Matter enoHgh jfbr a Repbrt ; a RelaticMi 
of al| they had difeover'd tipontheir Exatninatioos^ and fucii 
Votes, as they thought fit to oflfer upon the breach of theii* 
Privilege; that they might thereby difcover the AffeAions 
of the Houfe, of wmch they could not vtx tako any meafiire^ 
feeing there bad b^en ho Debate fince tnoie Accidents, which 
could diicover the general Temper 3 which they well enough 
knew, was hot before to their Advantage, In the mean time, 
they ufed ail the ways they could to Afperfe thofe, who ufcd 
to Oppofe them, as the Omtrivefs of the late Proceedings 9 
and were willing they fhould know it; which they imagined, 
would reftrain them from taking the fame Liberty they had 
ufed to do. • 
^/i^' A N D fo at their meeting in the Houfe, upon the Rqjort 
cUmmXf of the Committee, they dcclat'd, " That the King's coming 
•Ml tbtir €f to the Houfe, and Demanding the Perfons of Divers Mem- 
•SSr*'*^ "bers thereof to be delivered unto Him, was a high Breach 
**of the Rights and Privileges of Parliament; atnd incon- 
*'iiftent with the Liberty and Freedom thereof; and therc- 
" fore that they could not with the Safety of their own Per- 
*'fbns, or the Indemnity of the Rights and Privileges ofPar- 
**liament. Sit there any longer^ without a foil Vindication 
*'of fo high a Breach, and a fufficient Guard, wherein thev 
^ might Confide ; and for chat Reafon, did Order, that their 
" Houfe fliould be again Adjourned for four days ; and that 
"the Committee ftiould meet in the lame place, to Confider 
*'and Refolve of all things, that might concern tbe'Good and 
"Safety of the City, ami the Kingdom; and particularly, 
"How their Privileges might be Vindicated, and their Per- 
"fons Secured 5 and ftiould have Power to Confult and Ad- 
^vife with any Perfon, or Ptrfons, touchhig the Premifes. 
And, this Order and Declaration being m^e, they Ad- 
joum'd: the laft Claufe being intended to bring their Mem* 
bers to them'. 

At the meeting of the Houfe, the Commifiree had in- 
formed them, Firft of the great Civilities, they had received 
from the City in all the particulars, that they might have 
Order to return the Thariks of the Whole Houfe, which they 
eafily obtained; and, iat their return, they took more Exami*- 
nations than thev had formerly; by which they made a 
foller Relation ot the King's coming to theHoafe, and bis 
Carriage an4 Words there. And becaufe it was vifiUe to 
all Men, ' th^ the King wias fe fer from bringing any Force 
with Him, which thev deiir*d it fliould be bcliev*d he had 
brought, that he hadf only his Guard of Halberdiers, and 
fewer of them, thw uftd to-go with Him on any ordinary

Motion.; and that fewer of his Gendcoien Srar^nts we?e 
Then with^hiai, than ufiially lattoided him^ ^iien he went 
but to valk in the Park ; and .had only their little Swords;

Word^, which had fallen from any Man, that itnaight be 
bclicv'd, that there wasmc^eln the Matter.. As. they care- 
fully inferfedd in their Relsktan, that ocic of the-Waiters, as 
he walked yery near his Mjmftjr throu^brdie ifeU, /iid, "He 
'' had a good^iftol in his Exitcket; and that Another, as they 
wece w^aUdn^ up. «he Std^s towards the Hdofe of Con)monSy 
called ottt^ FjApii', fron^whkh they wQ(^;Jl^t.i,t believ'd» 
that there hadi been very filopdy intentions. 

Then Thcy.^proposy feme Votes to be pflfa'd to the

"uprightneA of his Intentions, and done all he could to ma- 

"nifeft thofe Intentions, He (aid, he could not but confi- 

"dently believe, all his good Subjeds would acknowledge 

" His part to be'fuUy pfrform'd, both in Deeds paft> and pre- 

"fcnt 
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"fent Relbltttions to Do, what with JuAice might be required 
''of him ; and that their Quiet and rrofperity now depended 
''wholly on Themfclvejs, and was in Their own Power, by 
"yeilding all Obedience and due Reveren<;e to the Law^ 
"which is the Inheritance of every Subjed, and the only Se- 
" curitv he can have for his Life, Liberty, and Eftate ; and the 
"which being neglefted or difefteem'd, under what Specious 
"/hews foever,* a great meafure of Infelicity, if not an irre- 
" parable Confufion^ muft without doubt fall upon them. 
"And he doubted not, it would be the moft acceptable De- 
".claration a King could make to his Subjeds, that he was 
"not only refolv'd to keep the Laws himleif, but to aaintaia 
"them againft what Oppoiicion ibever, though with the ha« 
'*zard of his Being. He hoped the Loyalty, and good Af- 
"fedions of all his Subjeds, would Concur with him in the 
'^conilant preferving a good Underftanding between Him 
" and his People ^ and that their own Intereft, and Com- 
"paflion of the lamentable Condition of the poor Protcltants 
"in Ireland, would invite them to a fair Intelligence and

*'and then. He faid. If the Sins of the Nation had not pre-

Though this Declaration had afterwards a very good in- 
fluence upon the People, to his Majefty's advanta^i yet for 
the prefent it gave no allay to their Diftempers. Their Se- 
ditious Minifters were difpatched to inflame the Neighbour 
Counties, and all poffible Art was ufed to inflame the City of 
London 'y which prevaii'd fo far, that notwithftanding all the 
oppofition the Lord Mayor of London^ the Recorder, and the 
graved: and moft fubftantial Aldermen could make, the Ma-. 
jor part of the Common Council prevailed to fend a Petition ^ 
^0 the King, in the name of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council of the City of London-, which was the next-

« divers Members of that Houfe, tb the indangering his 
"own Pcrfon, and the Pcrfons, and Privileges of that Ho- 
"nourable Aflembly. That the effefts of thofe fJsars tended 
*'not pnly to the overthrow of the whole Trade of that City 
"and Kingdom, which they felt already in a deep meafare, 
"but threatened the utter ruin of the Proteftant Religion, 
" and the Lives and Liberties of all his Subiefts ; and there- 
^'fone they pray'd his Majefty, that by the Advice of his 
" great Council in Parliament, the Proteflants in Ireland 
" might be fpeedily reliev'd ; die Tower put into the hands 
*'of Perfons of Truft; thit by removal of doubtful and un- 
" known Pcrfons from about iVblu-HaB, and Wefimtr^er^ a 
*< known and approved Guard might be appointed mt the 
"Safety of his Majefty, and the Parliament; and that the 
"Lord Kimboltcny and the Five MenAers of the lioufe of 
** Commons lately accufed, might not be rdhain'd of Liberty, 
*^or otherwife proceeded againft, dian according to the Privi-

The King very wdl underftood from what Spirit this Pe- 
tition proceeded^ and the inconvenience of giving fo much 
countenance to it, as the very receiving it was, if he Could 
have avoided It. But the Torrent was too ftrong to be re- 
fifted by any direft ftrength he could raifo a^ainft it ; and 
therefore he refolv'd to endeavour to divide and reduce thetn, 
by the moft "gracious defoending to their pretended Fears, 
andApprehenenfions;and the fame day gave them thisAnlwer; 
mMefy't*^ That for the fad bufineis oflretand ; he could not poffibly 
^finr. c<-expj.gf5 a greater fenfe than he had done, there being no- 
**thmg left on His part Unoflfer'd, or Undone. For the 
*' Tower, he wonder*d that having remov-d a Servant of 
''Truft from that (^largc, only to fetisfy the Feirs of the 

"City 
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^' Qty 3 and pot in another of unqueftionable Reputttion and 
^' known ability, the Pedtionen 0iould ftill encertaia thole 
'* Fears $ and whatlbever preparation of ftrength was thers 
^' made^ was with as great an eye of Safety and advantage to 
*' the City, as to his own Perfbn, and ihould be equally im^ 
''ployed to both. 

''For the fortifying Whttt-HM with men, and Ammani^ 
*' tion in an unuiiial way. He doubted not, that they had ob* 
" ferved a ftrange provocation be had received to entertain 
"that; Guards tliat, by the dlforderly and tumuhuoosconfliut 
"of People at fVeftmnfier and Wbite-HM^ his great Cooncil 
" was not only dl^uieted, bat his own Royal Perfbn InDan^ 
"ger^ oioft Seditious language being uttered even under his 
"own windows. And if any Citizens had been wounded, or 
" ill treated, he was confidently afliired, that it had happened 
"by their own evil and corrupt Demeanours. For the Fite'« 
"works in the hands of a Paplft, he knew nothing, nor un^ 
"derftood Whom, or What They meaftt. 

" F o R his going to the Houie of Commons, when his At^ 

'^ tendants were no otherwise armed than as Oendemen with 

"Swords, He was i>errwaded, tliat if thejr knew the dear 

'^grounds, upon which ThpfePeribns ftood accnfed of High 

'^Treaibn, and what would be proved. againft them, with 

" which they fliould in due time be aci^uaintei, and confidered 

"the Gentle way he took for their Apprefaenfion (which he 

"preferred before any courfe of Violence, though that way 

"had been very luftifiable; fince itwasnotorioufly known that 

"no PrivU^e of Parliament can extend to Tcea(bn, Felony 

^or breach of Peace) they would believe his going thither 

"was an Ad of grace and favour to that Houie, and the 

"moft peaceable way of having that neceflary Service per-

Neither will it be here 
QAfeafonable^ to fpand a Uttk tjpie in confidcring how the 
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a/fedioDS and tempers of fo rich and opulent a City, wliich 
could naturally expcd to profper only by Peace, and agree- 
ment, wrre wrought upon, and tranfported to that degree^ as 
to be the chief Inftruments of its own, and the Kbgdom's 
deftrudion. ^ 

v>efi4.te The City of London, as the Metropolis of EngUnd^ by 
tf thTc^j Its Situation the moft capable of trade, and by the moft afual 
•/London rcfidcncc of the Court, and the fixt Station of the Courts of 
Mtfbdttimt. J^(^j[gg^ fo,. jjjg publick adminiftration thereof, throughout the 
Kingdom, the chief feat of trade, was, by the fucceffive coun- 
tenance and favour of Prbces, ftrcngthen'd with great Char- 
ters and Immunities, and was a Corporation governed with- 
in it felf ; the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, Sheriflfs, chofen 
by themfelves; feveral Companies incorporated within the 
great Corporation^ which, befides notable Privileges, en- 
joyed Lands,andperqai(ites to a very great revenue. By the in- 
credible increafe of Trade, which the diilradions of other 
Countries, and the Peace of this brought, and by the great 
licence of refbrt thither, it was,(ince this King's accefs to the 
Crown, in Riches, in People, in Buildings marvelloufly in- 
creafed,infomuch as the Suburbs were almoft equal to theCity^ 
a Reformation of which had been often in contemplation, ne- 
ver puriued, wife men foreleeing that fuch a Fulnefs could 
not be there, without an Emptinefs in other places ; and whilft 
fb many peiibns of Honour and Eftates were fo delighted 
with tte City, the Government of the Country muft be 
neglefted, beudes the excels, and ill husbandry, that would 
be introduced thereby. But fiich forefight was int Apreted a 
Morofity, and too great an oppreffion upon the Common Li- 
berty; and fb, little was apphod to prevent fo growing a Dif- 
eafe. 

. As it had thefe, and many other advantages and helps to 
be Rich, fb it was looked Upon too much of late time as a 
Common Stock not eafy to be exhaufted, and as a Body not 
to be grieved by ordinary Ads of injuftice; and therefore as 
it was a place of refort, in all cafes of neceffity, for tJie fud- 
dain borrowing great fums of money, in which they were 
commonly Merchants, too good for the Crown, fb it was be- 
come a praftice, upon any fpecious pretences, to void the Se- 
curity that was at any time given for money fb borrowed. 

Thus after many queftionings of their Charter, which 
were ever, removed by confiderable fums of mony, a Grant 
niade by the King in the beginning of his Reign (in confi- 
deration of great fums off money) of good quantities of Land 
in Iretdnd, and of the City of Londonderry there, was voided 
by a Suit in the Star-Cb/mbn.', all the Lands, after a vaft ex- 
pcnceiobuilding and planting te&ffledinco the Kihg's hands, 
•:.. • ^ * and 
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and a Fine of Fiftv Thoufand pounds impofed itpon the City. 
Which Sentence being pronounced after a long and publick 
Hearing, during which time, they were often invited to a 
Compofition, both in refped of the fubftance, and the cir- 
cumltances of proceeding, made a general Impre£Bon in the 
minds of the Citizen^ of all Conditions, much to the difadvan- 
tage of the Court; and though the King afterwards remitted 
to them the penalties of that Sentence, they imputed that to 
the Power of tlie Parliament, and i-ather remember'd how the 
benefit of their Grant had been taken from them, than by 
whom it was rcftored ; lb that, at the beginning of the Par- 
liament, the City was as ill aiFeded to the Court as the 
Country was; and therefore chofe fuch BurgeiTcs to fit there, 
as had either eminently Oppoied the Court, or accidentally 
beenOpprclTed by it 

The chief Government and Superintendency of the City 
is in the Mayor, and Aldermen ; which, in that little King- 
dom^ refembles the Houfe of Peers; and the Common Coun- 
cil is tixe reprefentative body thereof, like the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to order and agree to all Taxes, Rates, and liich par- 
ticulars belonging to the Civil Policy. The Common Coun- 
cil are chofen every year, fo many for every Parifli, of the 
Wifeft, and moft Subftatitial Citizens, by the Veftry , and com- 
mon Convention of the People of that Parish; and as the 
Wealthieft,and beft Reputed Men were commonly chofcn,fo, 
though the Eledion was once a year, it was formerly fcarce 
ever knpwnj that any Man once chofen was afterwards re-t 
jefted or left out,except upon difcoveryt)f an enormousCrime, 
and decaying in Fortune to a Bankrupt : otherwife, till he was 
called to be Alderman, or died, he continued, and was evcQr 
year returned of the Common Council. 

After the beginning of this Parliament, when thofe who 
fteer'd at IVeftminfter, found by their Experience in the Cafe 
of the Earl of Strafford, of what confequence the City might 
be to them and afterwards found by the Courage of the pre- 
fent Lord Mayor, S' Richard Goumej, who cannot be too often 
or too honourably mention'd, that it might be keot from be- 
ing diipofed bj them ; and that the Men of Wcaltb, and Abi- 
lity, who at nrft had concurred with them, begun now to 
dilcern that they meant to lead tliem further than they had a 
mind to go; they direfted their Confidents, that at the Ele-* 
ftion of the Common Council-men by the concurrence and ■ ■ ^^ 
number of the Meaner People, all fuch who were Moderate ' 

Men, and lovers of the prefent Government,(hould be rcjededi 
and in their Places Men of the moft adive and Pragmatical 
Heads, of how mean Fortunes focver, fliould be Elefted. And 
fcy this mean^ that Body in great part now confiftcd of Up* ■ 
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ftart, F^ftiotis^ Indigent Companions, who were ready to re- 
ceive all advertifements and direftions from Wefiminfier, and 
/^ as forward to incroach UDon their SuperiDrs, the Mayor, and 
Aldermen. And fb this firebrand orPrivilege inflamed the 
City at that time. 

That They might gratify the Qty in procuring a better 
Anfwcr, than they had received from the King to thiir Pe- 
tition, and that they might more expofe hisMajefty to their 
Affronts, the Houfe refum'd the bafiiiiefs of the Tower again, 
with the old Refledions upon the removal of the former 
Good Lietitenant, and the putting in a Rude Peribn and of a 
defperate Fortune, as they called himythathe might ufe fuch 
Priibners, as there was an intent to fend thither, in fuch a 
manner as he ihould4>e direfted ; and that the Perfon, who 
was iince put in, had put the City into great appreheniions by 
the obfervation that was made, that he took great ftore of 
Proviiions into the Tower,as if he made provifion for a gfcater 
Garrifon, which raifed great jealoufies j and there was a Pe- 
tition brought, and delivcr'd to the Houfes in the Names of 
fcv^ral Merchants who ufed to Trade to the Mint; in which 
they defired thatthere mi^ be foch a Perfon made Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, **As they could Con6de in (an Expref- 
iion that grew from that time to be much lifed) without 
which no Man would venture Bullion into the Mint, and by 
confequence no Merchant would bring it into the Kingdom. 
Whereas in truth there was no Gentleman in the Kingdom of 
a better Reputation amongft all forts of Men, and there had 
been more Bullion br6ught into the Mint in the /hort time 
of his being Lieutenant, than had been in lilany Months be- 
fore; and amongft thofePerfons, which fo folemnly delivered 
that Petition, and had all fubfcribed it, there were very few 
who had ever ftnt any Silver into the Mint. However the 
Houfe entertain'd the complaint as very reafonable, and font 
for a Conference with the Lords, with whom they prevailed 
to joyn with them in a defire to the King, *'That he would 
** remove Si' John Byron from being Lieutenant of the Tower, 
which the lung for fbme time refilled to do, till they prefled 
it in another manner; which /hall be mention'd anon. 
VuCmmit" The Committee, that ttill continu'd to Sit in LontUn, in- 
Om^^^* ifcnded no other bufinefs, but their own Privilege* ; fent for, 
fiuT!^f' ^^d examined, as hath been faid, all Men, who had attended 
J?' M /*# his Majefty, or had been cafualhr prefent in the Hall, or at 
^^'^ tile doors of the Commons Hou(e when the King Was there ; 
and ail fuch Examinations, as teftified any extravagant dii^ 
courfe uttered by any loofe Fellow, who had accidentally put 
himfelf into the company, though it appeared he had no re-^ 
ktion to the JCing's Service, were carefully Biiter'd, and 
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PujbliAi'd ; but fuch as declared the King's ftrld Command 
ag^ioft aoy Violence, or Diforder, and his positive Charge, 
thtf no Mai^ /faould prefume to follow him into the Houfe of 
ComrnQHS ( as fall proof \yas made to them of thoft particu- 
lars) were as carefully Supprefled, and Concealed. 

The SherifB of Lpnion had been direded to appoint a 
Guard ^o attend the Committee, whilft itiAiould continue 
th^re ; and then to Guard the Houfes when thev /hould again 
(it at iVefivmfief. Th^ Accufed Perfons, who lodged all this 
time in the City, were brought to theCoipmittee with much ' 
fiate> and iate with them to deviie iouk'^ way co Vindicate 
themii^Vies. 

Th J5N a Dedaratipp was agreed upon by the Commons ^o#^/4ir#f 

only, in which was fet f<?rth/' That the Chambers, Stu<iies,apd ^^J^^*' 

•' Trunks of M' HolH$j S' Afthur Hi/Uftg^ M'Pm, li'Hmb- ».«c*«x r*# 

^^deuy apd M'5rrW, had been by colour ot his Majefty's^^*^

T B B Y published. that it did fully ^^PPt^ by feveral Exa- 
minations, ^^Tluit many Soldiers, Papifts and others, to the 
. .*^lU^abcl of Jbpttt fiv€ hwdtt^ can^e wiih bi^ Majefty to 
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''{he Hoafe of tommons, arm'd; and that fome of them, 
'* holding up their Piftols cocked near the door of the Houfe, 
"which they kept open, laid, I am a good Markfman, I can 
*'hit right, I warrant you: and faid^ they would have the 
*'door open j and if any oppofition was made, they made no 
"queftion but they fliould maintain their Party; and that 
fome faid, ^' APox take the Houfe of Commons* let thctti be 
" Hanged. And when the King Return d from the Houfe, they 
*'exprclfed great difcontent, asking, When comes the Word^ 
"that fome of them being demanded what they thought the 
"company intended to have done, an(wer'd. That queftion* 
"left in the pofture they were fet in, if the W^4 had been 
"given, they fliould have fallen upon the Houfe of G)mmons, 
"and have cut all their Throats : upon which they faid they 
"were of opinion, that the Soldiers and Papifts coming in 
*'that manner, with his Majefty, was to take away fome of 
"the Members of the Houfe, and if they (hould have found 
^oppofition, or denial, then to have fallen upon the Houfe 
"in a hoftile manner. 

An D they did thereupon declare, "That th^ feme was a 
"Traiterous defig:n againft the King and Parliament. And 
"whereas the Peribns accufed had, with the Approbation of 
"the Houfe, abfented themfelves from the Service oi the 
** Houfe, for avoiding the great and many inconveniences^ 
"which otherwife might have happened; fince which time, 
f *^a Printed Paper in the form of a Proclamation had ifliied 
**out for the Apprehending and Imptifening them, fuggefting, 
"that through the Confcience of thc^ir Guilt they were ab- 
"fent, and fled ; * they did fiirthef ileclare, "That the feid 
"Printed Paper, was falfe, and fcandaloils, and illegal; and 
'*that notwithftanding that Printed Papdr, or iany Warrant 
**iffued out, or any other matter againft them, tney might 
"and ought to attend the Service of the Houfe, and the Com-

And they declared, '?That the publiftiing the Articles of 
" High Treafon againft the Perfons accufed, was a high breach 
"of the Privilege of Parliament, a great Scandal to his Ma- 
"jefty, and his Government, a Seditious aft manifeftly tcnd- 
" ing to the Subverfion of the Peace of the Kingdom^ and an 
*♦ injury, and diftionour to the Members,- and that thePrivi- 
^' leges of Parliament, and Liberties of the Subjeft fb violated 
*^and broken, could not be fully, and fufficiently Vindicated, 
•-J unleft the Kinc would be gradpuQy pleafed to difcover the 
^Ngmcs of tholf P^pfons^ who advifed him to do the par- 
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** ticular A&s before zi!iention'd^ that they might receive Con* 
^* dign Puoi/hment. 

T u I s ftratage Declaration^ fo contrary to the known rules 
and Jadgments of Law, and to the known pradice and pro- 
ceedings of Parliament, was no iboner framed and agreed 
upon in the G>mn:iittee, than it was Printed, and Publiflied. 
throaghout the City, and Kingdom, before it was ConfirmU 
by, or Reported to the Houfe ; which is againft the cuftom 
ot Parliament. For, by that cuftom, no Aft done at any. 
Committee /hould be divulged before the ianae be Reported 
to the Houie. 

The truth is, it cannot be exprefled how great a Change 
there appear'd to be in the countenance and minds of all ibrt$ 
of People, in Town and Country, upon thefe late proceed- 
ings ottl^ King. They, wiio had before even loft their Spi- % 
fits, having loft their Credit, and Reputation, except .anK>ngft 
the mean^ People, who could never have been made ufe 
of by them, when the greater /hould forfake them j and fo. 
defpaiied of ever being able to^ompafs their defigns of Ma- 
lice, or Ambition (and fome of then) had rejGimed their old 
refblations of leaving the Kit^dom ) now again recovered 
greater Courage than ever, and <]uickly found that their Cre- 
dit and Reputation was as great as^ever it had been ; the Court; 
being reduced to a lower Condition, and to more difefteem 
andnegleft than ever it had undergone. All that they had 
formerly £ud of Plots and Confpiracies againft the Parliament 
which had before been laughed at, was i|ow thought true 
and real; and all their fears, and jealoufies looked upon as the. 
effe&s of their great Wifdom and Forefight. All that had 
been Whlfpered of /rfitf»4(, was now talked Aloud and Print-- 
ed; as all pther Seditious Pamphlets ^nd Libels were. The 
Shops of the City generally fcut up, as if a|i Enomy were at 
their Gates ready to enter, and xo plunder. them i'and the 
People in all places at a CUae, a$ if ti^y looked only for di- 
reftions, and were then difpofed to any undertaking. 

On the"ather/fide. They who had, with thegi^eatoftCou^ 
rage and Alacrity, oppofedi all their Seditious pradifes, be^ 
tween Grief and Anger were confounded with the confidera- 
tion ofwhat had been done, ^d what was like to follow. 
They were hx from thinking that the accufed Members had 
received much wrong, yet they, thought it an Unfeafonabie, 
time to call them to an Account for it, That li any thing 
had been to be done of that kind, there /hould have been a fit- 
ter choice of the Perfons, there being many of the Houfe^ of 
more miichievons incHnadons, and deiigns againft the King's 
Pcrfbn and the Government, and were more expofed to the 
FohlickpicjcKiicf^ tiiap lh« Lprd Kimhit^ wasj i^ho was

a Civil, and well natared Man, mA h«l ratlier kept ill Com- 
pany, than drank deep of that infedion and poiibd,^ that had 
- wrought upon many others. Then S^ Arthur Hafiaig^ and 
M>^ Strode, were Peribas of coo Low an account and eftcem» 
and though their Virulence, and Malice, was as confpiaioiiSy 
and tranfcendent as any Mao's, yet their Repucatioc, and In* 
tereft to do mlfchief otherwiie than in concocring in it, was 
fo fmall, that they gained Credit and Authority by being joyn^ 
ed with the rdl, who had indeed a great influence. How- 
ever, (ince there was a Refolution to pftxeed agaioft Thefe 
Men, It would have been much better to have cau&d them 
to have been all feveially Arrefted, and &at to the Tower, or 
to other Prifbns, which might Iiav« been very eafily done be- 
fore fu{pe£ted, than to fend in that manner to the Honfes 
with that Formality, which would be liable to & many ex- 
ceptions. At leaft, thev ought fo far to have impacted it to 
Members in both Houfes, who might have been trofted, ithat 
in the inftant c^the Accuiation, when both Houfes were in 
that Confternation ( as in a great Confternation they were) 
fomewhat might have been preiTed Confidently towards the 
King's {atisfadion; which would have produced fomejoppo- 
lition and contradidion, and might have prevented thatUoi- 
verfal concurrence and dejeddon of Spirit, which feiz'd upon, 
and pofleffed both Houses. 

But above all, the anger, and ind^;nation was very gceat 
and general, that co all the otbor oversights ^iid prelumptiaas 
was added the exposing theDigtiicy, andMajefty, and Safety 
€^ the Kipg, in bis coming inPerlon, in that manner, co the 
Houfe of Commons; and in going the nextdav, as he did, to 
the Guili-H^y and to the Lc^dMavor's, wmcfa drew inch 
Reproaches'upon him to hisl'ace. All wUch was jnftly un- 
puted to the Lord IXgiyy who had before fewer tr^ friends 
than he deierv'd, and hsd now almoft the whole Nation his 
Enemies, being the oaoft Univerially odious of any Man 
in it. 

Wh e n theHouie of Commons had Failed (och Votes from 
the Committee SLtMercbant'TajUrs^Hall, as they thought ne- 
ceflary, and had once more Adjoorn'd tliither, the Comn^tee 
asked the advife of the Home, whether the accnfedJMem-^ 
bers might be prefent with them (who had in tru^ direAed, 
and governed all their proceedings^ from the time they Sate 
there) which was not only approved, but thofe Mesobers re- 
quired to attend the Houfe the nextday it was to Sit,and lb 
to continue the Service of the Houfe, which was then Ad-* 
journ*d for three or four days, that the Qty might appear ia 
fuch a pofture, as fliould be thought convenient.

City to bring the accaied Members in Triumph to the Par- 
liament, and that the whole Militia would accompany them^ 
whilft the Sea-men and Mariners made an appearance in 
Barges, and other Veffels, upon iiitTbdmes to IVeftminfier, that 
the King thought it coAvenient to remove again from White'- 
Hall, and fb on the tenth of^dnudry, which was the Eve to 
that great Feftivai, his Majetty, the Queen, and the Royal i** King 
Children, went from m^'HaUtoHampm-Cmt, waited orij'f^^;^ 
by (bme ftw of their own Houfhold Servants, and thirty ornm^ve u 
forty of thofe Officers, who had attended at IVhite-Hatt for^^f;^"" 
fecurity agalnft the Tumults* 

B^POR^ His going, he fent to the Earls of Efex and 
'Hetldnd to attend him in bis faurney ; who were both hj 
their Places, the or^ being Lord Chamberlain of his Houftiola, 
the other the firft Gentleman of his Bed -Chamber or Groom 
of the Stole, obliged to that Duty. The Earl ofEJfex re- 
vived to go, and, to that purpo(e, was making himfelf rea-' 
dy, when the Earl oiH^Uand came to him, and privately diP 
fwaded bim; aiTuring him, that if they two went, they fhould 
be both Murder'd at MamptM-C^urf ; whereupon they left 
the King to hisfmall retinue in a moftdifcenfblate, perplexed 
Condition, in more need of Comfort and Counfel, than they 
had ever known him; and inftead of attending their Mafter 
in that exigent, they went together into the City, where the 
Committee Satb, and where they were not the lefs wellcom^ 
for being known to have been invited to have waited upon 
their Majefties. They who wifiied the King beft, were not 
forry that he then withdrew fwmWbite-Hdll; for the info- 
lence, with which all that People were tran(porced, and the 
animofity, which was infufed into the Hearts of the People in 
general againft t^e Court, and even againft the Perfon of the 
King, cannot be expreffed. 

Whi t ST the Committee Sate in L^ni$n, the Common 
Council like wife met, as hath been {aid, to the end they might 
be ready to comply in any particulars Ihould be defircd from 
the City ; and fo the Committee having Refolv'd, " That 
•*the adibns of the Citizens ofLanden, or of any other Per- 
•^fon whatfoever for the defence of the Parliament, or the 
** Privileges thereof, or the Prefervation of theMembers there- 
■*of, were according to their Duty, and to their lateProtefta- 
'*^tion, and the Laws of this Kingdom: and if any Perfon 
fliould Arreft, or Trouble any of them for fo doing, he was 
declared *'To be a publick Enemy to the Common-wealth : 
and inthe next place having Refolv'd,^* ThatThat Vote fliould 
'^be ntade known to the Common Council of the City of 
^^Lfndtm, the Accufed Members about two of the Clock in 
the /MtetDPoni OD t^e^^levf nth oifmimfji being the next day 

after 
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2r»T"^'*' after the King went to Hamptof^Court, came from their Lodg- 
^!^T'ii''ings in the City to IVeftminfter, guarded by the Sheriffs, and 
Triumph to Train'd-bands oi London 3indlVeftmlnfter, and attended by a 
fterjwili'i.^^'^fl'^^ of many thoflfands of People befides^ makmg a gr«ic 
clamour againft Bifhops, and Popilh Lords, and for the Pri- 
vileges of Parliament i fbmeofthem, as they paflcd byif'&irr- 
Hall, asking with much contempt, " What Hvas become of the 
^'King and hisCavaliers? and whither he was gone? 

From London Bridge to Weftminftfr^ the Thames was 
guarded with above a hundred Lighters and Long-boats, 
laden with finall pieces of Ordnance, and dreffed up With 
Waft-cloaths and Streamers, as ready for Fight. And that the 
Train'd-bands of London might be under the Command of a 
Perfon fit to lead them, they granted a CommifEon to Captain 
Skifpon, who was Captain of tTie Artillery Garden, to be Ma- 
jor-Gencral of the Militia of the City o( London i an Office 
never before beard of, nor imagined that they had Authority 
to conftitute. The Man had ferv'd very long in Holland^ and 
from a Common Soldier had raifed himfelf to the degree of 
a Captain, and to the reputation of a good Officer; he was 
a Man of order and fobriety, and untainted with any of thofe 
Vices which the Officers of that Army were exercifed in; 
and had newly given over that Service upon fome exceptions 
he had to it \ and, coming to London, was by fome Friends 
preferred to that command in the Artillery Garden, which 
was to teach the Citizens the exercife of their Arms. He was 
^together illiterate, and having been bred always abroad, 
brought difafFe<%ipn enough wjth hith from thence againft the 
Church o£ England, and fo was much carefTcd and trufted by 
;bat Party. 

This Man marched that day in the head of their Tumul* 
tuary Army to the Parliament Houfe j where the accuied 
Members w^re no foonerenter'd, than they magnified** The 
^* great kindnefs and affedion they had found inthe City, 
^'and their zeal to the Parliament ; and if their expreflions 
** of it upon this extraordinary occafion, had been fomewhat 
*' unufud, that the Houfe was engaged in honour to Proteft 
"and Defend them from receiving any damage. Whereupon 
the Sheriffs of London were called into tlie Houfe of Com- 
mons, and thanked by the Speaker for their extraordinary 
care, and love exprefTed to the Parliament; and told, **That 
** they fhouid have an Ordinance of Parliament for their In- 
** demnitv, declaring that all their afti<Mis of refped and kind- 
^'nefs, wnich they had fhew'd to the Lords and Commons in 
*' London, and their attending them to, and at Wfftminier^ 
" was legal and juftifiable. The Matters and Officers of Ships 
w^re lik?wife cillc^d ip, «ad moft bearpily tbaij^ed for theiu 

kindnefs 5 
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kindnefi ; and Serjeant Major-rGeneral Skipp^ appointed 
every day to attend at Weftminfter, with fiich a Guard as he 
thought Sufficient for the two Hou/es. There was onc^circum- 
ftance not to be forgotten in the march of the Citizens that . 
^y, when the ftiew by Water was little inferior to the other 
by Land^ that the Pikenfen had faften'd to the tops of their 
pikes, and the reft in their hats or their bofoms, printed Pa- 
pers of theProteftation which had been tSLkiuy and enjoy ned 
oy the Houfe of Commons the year before for the defence 
of the Privilege of Parliament ; and many of them had the 
printed Votes of the King's breaking their Privileges in his 
coming to the Houfe, and demanding their Members, 

As SOON as the Citizens and Mariners were difcharged, n* Bwk- 
fome BHckingbknhJbire men, who were faid to be at the Door, ^^^^^ 
with a Petition, and had indeed waited upon the Triumph PtsitUm i» 
with a train of feveral thoufand men, were called in ; who de- J.^^^JjJ^*'' 
livered their Petition in the name of the Inhabitants of the 
County o( Buckingham, and faid it was brought to the Town 
by about fix thoufand men. ^' They commended the unwea- 
*'ried pains of the Houfe of Commons, for the redrefs of 
" the preflures they had lain under, but complained that the' 
''fuccels was not anfwerable, their endeavours being fni- 
'* ftrated or retarded by a Malignant fadion of Popifli Lords, 
** Biftiops, and Others ; and now of late, to take all that little 
*^ hope, was left, from them, of a future reformation, the 
"very Being of the Parliament was fliaken, the Privileges 
^'thereof broken in adefperate and unexampled manfier, and 
" the Members thereof unallured of their lives, in whofe fefe- 
" ty, the fafety of Them, and their Pofterity was involved. 
**They held it therefore their duty according to theit late' 
^* Proteftation to defend, and maintain tlie Perfons and Pri- 
**Tileges thereof; to the utmoft power of their Lives and' 
** Eftates 5 to which purpofe, they faid they were then come 
** to make the humble tender of their Service, and would re-- 
^^ main in expedatioh of their Commands and Order; to the 
** execution whereof they would with all alacrltv' addre(s 
** thenjfelvcs, ready to live bv them, or to die at tneir feet, 
^'againft whomfoeVer fliould in any fort illegally attempt 
** upon them. 

"They befought them therefore to affift the ardent Pray- 
"ers of the Petitioners, that the Popifli Lords and Bifhops 
•* might be forthwith outed the Houfe of Peers, that all Pri- 
" vileges of Parliament might be confirmed to them, and that 
"all evil C^ouniellors, the Achans of the Common-wealth, 
"might be given up to the hands of Tuftice; without all^ 
•* which, they (aid, they had not the leaftnope Qilfraels peace, * 
'*or to reap tho& glorious advantages, waich w fourteen 

"Montb$ 
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^Monthftieed-dme of their unparallerd endea? ours had given 
'^ to their an&tisfied expeftations. 

Wb B N they had received thaoks for their wc^erfol affe- 
Aion, and were toid^ that ^' By the great care of the City of 
'^Loff^^ifjtlie Parliament was mfficiently guarded andaiTuredi 
^^and therefore that they might depart to their Hoafes till 
^'fiirther occafion appeared, of whicn they fhould be fare to 
•^ be informed i One of them faid, " They had anothet Peti- 
^' tion, which they meant to prefer to the King; but defired 
''their advice^ whether that Houfe would vouchfafe to re- 
'^commend it, or whether they themfelves (bould deliver it. 
For that, they received mw thanks; and were wift\.ed"Tliat 
'' fix or eight of them (hobld prefent it to his Majefty in the 
'' name of the reft ; ibr the Houfe faw their Wifdom and 
moderation fuch, that they prefumed they of Themfelves 
were very able to manage that bufinefs. 
n#r «//> When they had thus carefled the Commons^ they weat 
lulfilf^' to the Houie of Lords with another Petition, complaining 
urtb. ''of the malignant fadion, which render'^ the endeavours of 
"the Houfe of Commons fuccefslefs; and faid, "That in re-, 
"{bed of that late attempt upon the Honourable Houfe of 
" Commons, they were come to offer their Service, as refolved 
"in their juft defence to live and die. And therefore they 
"did humbly pray, that thatmoft Honourable Houfe would 
" coof&Me with, the Houie of Commons, in ipeediiy perfed- 
" ing t ne moft necei&ry work of Refotmation,bringing to con- 
''dign and exemplary punUhment both wicked Councilors, 
"and other Plotters, and Deiinauents ; and that the whole 
"Kingdom ought be put into inch a prefent pofture of De^ 
" feacej that they might be fafe both £com all pradice^of the 
" maUgnant Par^ at home, and the endeavours of any ill af* 
"fed^ States abroad. The Loid^ were as Civil to them as 
VuyPtihknzhe Commons had been, and gave them great thanks* And 
tkt King, £.^^^ theode they went to find oat the King with their Peti- 
tion to Him; kk which they comphiaed, " That M' Hamt" 
'^den, whom thev dad cholen Knight of their Shire, and ia 
"whom they had ever good caufe to confide^ was^ to their 
^'great amaument, accujfed, aaiOBgft the others^ of High 
^'Treafon. They Odd, that having taken into their ferious 
"oMifidenuion the nuanaer df their Impeachment, they could 
"not but conceive that it did oppugn the Rights of Parlia- 
"ment, to the maintenance wheredF their Proceftati(»i did 
^'bindfthems and they did believe, that the malice, which 
"his, and the others Zeal to his Majefty *s Service, and the 
" State, had raifed in the Enemies of his Majefty^ the Churdi, 
^' and the Comnon-wealth, had occafioned that foul Accufa- 
" tion, rather than any ill de&rts of Theirs i and that through 

"Their 
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^'Th^ir £des dk judgmMt and care of the Petitioners and 

^^ others wereiroiinded^ \Tf wkofe cbdice tbey wezepre&nted 

^ CO the Honfe ; and therefore they did humbly defire his 

^^ Majefty that M'Hamtdtn^ and the reit^ who lav under the 

^' burden of that accufation^ might enjoy the juft Privileges 

''of Parliaixient« So frOm this day we may reafonably dace 

the Levying of War in Et^Und^ wbat£>ever hath been fince 

done being bat the Superftnidures upon thoie foundations^ 

which were then laid. 

T H B Members being in this manner placed again upoon#a<r*/ 
their Thrones, arid the King retired with his poor Family to^^^^JJ^ 
Han^ton-Courti tbey renewed their Votes, which had paiTed r^tttpdr- 
in the Committee in the City> which they had caufed ^^^cLm/n^ 
night to be printed without ftaying for the confirmation cfiTtZ'cit^, 
the Houfe ; and where they had any defeA, as they thought, jJJJjJ^***^ 
or by th* interpretation of others, they fupplied them with***'** 
more Strength and Authority* So they provided and declared, 
^' That no Member of Parliament ihould be arrefted upon 
^' any pretence whatfeeven And becauie it had been iniitted 
on tnar they Would not make ahy Declaration fo much againft 
the known Law, whiclv allowed no Privilege in the c^ of 
Trealbn, Felony, or breach of the Peace^ they now added 
that^' Even in the Cafe of Treafon no Member ought or could 
^^be arrefted, or proceeded againft, without firft informing 
^'the Houfe of which he was a Member, of the Charge and 
*^Bvidencie againft him, and receiving Their leave and dire- 
'^ Aion for the pnxeeding againft him. And that Men might 
hereafter be more wary how they were made Inftrumental in 
bringing any reproach upon them, they Appointed a Com- 
mittee to prepare k Charge againft Herbert the King's Atmr^ 
ney General for prefui^ing to accnfe die Members of High 
Treafon $ which was made readv acccH:dingj[y,andprofecuted 
with wonderful vigour, as will oe temeo^ed hereafter. 

Th fi Y refolved that the Kiag fliouH not enjoy much eaie 

and quiet in his retreat ; and therefore erery day fent fbme 

Cottimiuee or other bo him with Petitions md. Expoftala- 

. dons : a Committee of Loids and Commons attended hioi 

with a grievous comphunt of the Breach of Privikge^dtey had 

fuftained by his Coming to the Houfe y and deiired hon ^'That 

'' he ^jvouldf inform ^hem vriio had given hhte that pernicious 

''Coiuifel, that fiich evil Comxiellors m%fat he brought to 

i ^'jttftice, and receive condign puniflimeat. And when they 

I found that the Lord Digbj^ whom they generally beBetned to 

be the Author and Contriver of all that tran£uftion, though 

, they could have no evidence of it, had withdrawn himlUf 

from Court, and they well enough knew had traa&orted 

I luo^tf bcy^md the Scas^ tbey bronght Witne&s to the Bar» 

: who 
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who affirmed, '*That there werc^W &ch a day, leveral Offi- 
*'cers, whereof the anbeloved Lumfard was one, afTembled 
^Vtogether ztKmgften n^n Thanus ntzx HamptmhCmrti and 
** that the Lord Dtgbi came thither to them in a G>ach with 
?'^^ " ^^ Horfes from liampton-Court^ and conferred with them 
«^,/" "a long time, and then returned again thither. They were 
Higb Trea- ^ell fetisfied with the evidence, and forthwith accafed him 
i^'*»7fci to the Houfe of Peers of High Treafon, for the levying of 
uvjm^mv'^^x againft the King and Parliament; and a Proclamation 
Xm^» was (hortly iflued out for his Apprehcnfion, when ail tlie 
Thamw. Town knew, that he was fafely arrived in ZeaUnd. They re- 
fumed the confideration of the Lieutenant of the Tower; 
and upon new information that much provifion was fent in 
thither every day, they fent for S' ^ahn Bjtm^ who appeared 
. at their Bar, and gave lb full anfwers to all the queftions they 
asked of him, that they could not but difmifs him. However 
they fent again to the King to remove him, and put a fitter 
man into the place, and recommended S' f^n Comers to him, 
as a man in whom they could confide^ and becaufe they did 
not fpecdily receive fuch an Aniwer as they liked, they ap- 
pointed their Major-General Skippon to phce £ich Giiards 
about the Tower, as might prevent the carrying in 'more 
provifion of vidual thither, than would ferve for one days 
confumpdon; notwithftanding which, the King would not 
confent to their defire. 

All Men were now inunion in both Houfes : the Lords 
had not yet recover'd the Courage to diflent in. any one Pro- 

B>fition made to them from the Commons ; and in Their 
ouie no man durft prefume to Debate the matter of Pri- 
vilege, how far it extended, and in what Cafes it was of no 
Moment, left he might be thought to be orivy to, and a Conn- 
felloe of, that heinous Breach, which haa given them all this 
Credit. In this confent and concurrence, all the Votes, which 
had paiTed at the Committee in Lmidm, and which had been 
by them communicated to the Common Council, and Co di- 
vulged throughout the City and Kingdom, were confirmed; 
and thole who objeded a^dnft any expreffions, which were 
not warrantable, reprehended for taxing the difcretion of the 
Committee. 

A N D in one day both Houfes agreed in, and executed 
Aree A€ts of Sovereignty, even of as high a nature as any 
they have fince ventured upon ; the firfl, '' In commanding 
" the Sheriffs ofLmidon, by, and with the advice of their new 
'^ Serjeant-Major-General Sk^pon , to place a Guard upon , 
*Uhat is to befiege the Tower ofLmdan, to hinder the go- 
**iog in of any Provifions, or going out of any Arras or Anx- 
^*munitioti; the fecond, ^^In appointing S^JobnHptbam to 
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''go to ffnB, which wiJl Ije mention'd anon \ the chiird, '*lii 
*' fending an Order to the Govemour ofPortfmoutb, that no 
'^bodv fliould be admitted into that Town and Fort, or iizf^ 
'^fer'd to pafs from thence, or any thing to be di{poGtd<^ ^ 
''there, but by order from the King iignified by both Hoofed 
"of Parliament. . ^ 

Aft BR this, a meflage was refblv'd upon to be fen t Co 
the Governour of the Prince, *' That he fhould not fuffer the 
" Prince to be tranfported out of the Kingdom, a^he would 
"anfwer the breach of Truft repofed in him concerning Re^ 
"ligion, and the Honour^ Safety, and Peace of the three 
" Kingdoms^ and they declared, 'That any Perfon who Ihould 
"perfwade or attend upon him in fuch tranfportation, fhould 
"be under the fame Cenfure. With thefe high Ads of Pa- 
blick Concernment they joyned the vindication of tbemfehres 
from the late Trefpais: and to that end caufed the Attumey7%«rMH 
General to be publickly examined upon Int^m)gatories,^2|J^JJJ*" 
"Whether he did contrive, frame, or advife the Articles of^^titnty 
*' Impeachment againft the Members that were accufed?*Whe- ^JJ^f^ ^ 
"cher he knew the truth of them upon his Own knowledge, il^4«f. 
"or by information ? Whether he would undertake to make ?J^'^J^ 
"diem good, when he fhould be thereunto call'd? From^'. 
"whom be received them, andby whofedire(^on or advice he 
"did exhibit them ? Whether he had afty teftimony or proof 
"of them before the exhibiting? And having received htstf'>.^«^fSMr^ 
Anfwer, ^' That he had neither framed, nor advifed them, nov 
"knew any thing of the truth of them, nor could undertake 
"to juiUfy them, but that he had received them from the 
"King, and was by him commanded to exhibit them ; they 
prefently declared,"That he had broken the Privilege of Par- ^^ ^^ * 
"liament in preferring thofe Articles, aiid that, the fame was^^^^' i^,^ 
'^ illegal, ana he Criminal for fa doing; and that a Charge 
'^fhould be fent to the Lords, in the name of the Houfe of 
''Commons, againft the Attumey General, to have fati&fa^ 
" dion for the great fcandal, and injury to the^ Memben 
" thereof, unl^fs he did within five days bring in his Proof, 
" and make good the Articles agaiof): them. 

S o that they had now raifed to themfelves an unqueftion* 
abfe ftock of fccurity, when they had declared, ** That they 
*' might neither be apprehended by a Warrant under the 
^King's own Hand, noraccufed hy .his Attuiiney General^* 
*' except themfelves were willing: and they who had con- 
cluded it moft exadly juft, that the Hoafe.dF Peers mult Im- 
priibn their own Members, as faft as the Commons accufed 
them of High Treafon, and, by that rule,' had, within kfe 
than a week before, freed themfelves of twelve Bifhops^ wh6 
always oppofed their deflgns (and in a cafe^ where c«ery 
Vol. 1. Part 2. B b Man^s 
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H^Tii Confciencc abfolvcd tBem of the Guilty of which they 
were charged) thought it now Unanfwerable reafoo to con- 
demn the Juftice of the King's proceedings; "Becaufe if a 
^ l^niiao (boiiid be cpmtbitted and Imprifoned aflbon as the King 
*^accufed him of High Treafw, the Parliament might by 
"confequence be Diiiblved; fince he might fiiccefliveiy ac* 
?' cnfc the whole Body ; which Logick, if they had not plcafed 
to Vota the contrary, woald h^e run as well in their own 
cafe, upon their own Licence of accufihg, and more dange- 
roidly in refpcft of the Houfe of Peers, which might poffibly 
indeed have been thereby Diflblved, 

Though tlic King had removed himfelf out of the noife 
/ , piWefiminfiety yet the effeds of it followed him very clofej 

fcir be/ides the Buckjnghdm-Jbhe Petitioners, who alarm'd him 
xhe fame or tlie next day after he came to Hamptm-Cotert^ 
fevsxal of the fame nature were every day prefented to him, 
in the name of other Counties of the Kingdom; all which 
were Printed, and fcattercd abroad with the Declaration of 
the Lord Digtfs Levying War at Kingfton upon Thanus^ and 
the Proclamation for apprehending him ; aU which being fo 
induftrioufly difperfed, and without any colour or ground of 
. . danger, but only that the Kingdom might be inm:ed to the 
ftyle of the two Houfes, and exercifed in their commands 
agaiqft the time that they meant to be in earned, gave the 
jkM tjni King, reaibn to temove in few day^ from Haffiptm-Coart to 
wiiXn bis Caftle at WMf§r^ where he could be more fecure firom 
any fuddain popular Attempt; of which he had reafbn to be 
very apprehenfive, when, after thofe high Ads of Sedition at 
Lofidon and WefinAnfier were declaced to be according to the 
Laws of the Land, and the Proteftation lately taken ; that Pro- 
teftation was by a hew Order enjoyned to be adminifter'd 
throughout the Kingdom, and the Names of all thofe who 
refufed to take it, which there was reafbn to believe many 
would upon Their new GloiTes, retum'd to the Houie of 
Commons, who were as fevere InquilQtors as could be found 
any where. 
rh^i finis From thence his Majeily fent a Meflage to both Houfes, 
Jj/TwfM/i/^Thathe took notice, that his proceedings againft thofe 
^'Perfons, whom he had accuied (^naming them) were con- 
Vceived by many to be illegal, and not agreeable to the Pri- 
^^vilegeof Parmment, and that he was fo defirous to give 
''&tis£aidion to all men in all matters that might feem to 
^* have relation toPrivilege of Parliament, that he would wave 
f^his former proceedings ; and all doubts being by that means 
"fettled, when the minds of Men were compoled, he would 
."proceed againft them in an unqueftionable way; and he 
'' aiTured both Houfes, that, upon ail occafions, he would be 
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^'as careful of their Privileges as of his Life^ or his Crown^ 
^^To wliich he added^ that^ in all his proceedings againft 
'* thofe Pcrfons, he had never th|p leaft intention of violating 
''the leaft PrivHege of Parliament; and in cafe any doubt of 
'* breach of Privilege remain'd, he would be willing to aflerc 
''it hy any reafonable way his Parliament fhould adviie hinv 
*^io; and therefore he dehrcd them forthwith to lay ty all 
" jealoufies, and apply themielves to the publick and prefling 
" Affairs^ and cfpeciaily to thoie of Ireland^ wherein the good 
"of the Kingdom, and the true Religion, which fliould ever 
"be his firft care, were fo highly and io nearly concern 'd. 
"And he defired them, that his care of Their Privileges 
" might increa(e their cart of His Lawfiil Prerogative, which 
"was fo neceflary to the mutual defence of each other, and 
" both would be the foundation of a perpetual and perfed in** 
"telligence between his Majefty and Parliaments, and of the 
"happinefs and profperity of his People. 

But this MeUa'ge was no( fuch as they looked for 9 there 
feem'd ftill to be left a iim%, for pro&ci^iOfi^ and. though the 
errour in Form feem'd to be confented to, yet the Subftance 
and Matter of the accufatioq might be ftill Jniifted on. And' 
therefore they took no notice pf;it;, but pfpceeded in infla- 
ming all Men with thefenfe of :^e breach of Privilege; and 
finding thegeneral mortal fomewhat to abate, that they might 
kecD up the apprehenfion of danger, and the efteem of their 
Darling the City, they confult about Adjourning both Houfes 
into London; but finding fome danger of infringing the AA 
of Parliament, from whence fome advantage might be taken 
to their prejudice, till that power might be <pj[^edhy a Law, 
they were contented to Adjourn their Houfes a jTthey bad done 
for fome days,and to appoint; G^mtpitcei^s, qualified with more 
power than the Houfes had, to nieet in London; which for the 
convenience of the Common CouAcil>wiia^ took up the Gmli* 
HaUj chofe to fit in GroeersrHdU 

I T was wonder'd, that having all places fo much at ^teir^f j*^ 
devotion, they would remove from their more convenient Mi/iX/f^/#. 
feats at Wojlmnfter; where they might tran&& whatfbever^"^'*? 
they defired without intjerruption, and where they were only 
difturbed by their own dire&ion. Buit the advantage they 
reaped by ir was^traordinary; for, befides the fears they 
difperfod abroad, ^nd the confidence they gave their own 
Friends of the City' by being with them, they were fiire, for 
the moft part, to have a Comimttee to their own hearts de- 
fire ^ iince, befides many out of Lazinefsor Indignation would 
not attend the Service in fo inconvenient a place, very many, 
who troubled them moft in their Counfels, Durft not in 
eameft go thither^ for fear of uncomely Affronts, if not 
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danger, their names being publi/hed in the tamults as diC- 
aflFe^led perfons; and They were thofe indeed, which confti- 
tuted the Malignant Party, which they prayed againft: and 
.they found it much eafier to tranfad any thing <ontri?Vl and 
fram'd by fuch a Committee, than originally offer'd and de- 
bated in either Houfe, before the myftery was underftbod by 
their Profelytes, and when thofe, who too well underftood 
it did render their defigns fonietimes ineffeAual. 

The minds of Men throughout the Kingdom being now 

prepared to receive all their Di&ates with reverence, and to 

obey all their Orders, and to believe that all their Safety 

conlifted in, and depended upon their Authority, and there 

being few within the Houfe who had Courage to oppoie and 

contradift them, they fenc to the Lords to quicken them in 

'the Bill they had formerly fent to them concerning removing 

' the Biihops out of their Houfe; which now, when there 

were fo many of them Prifonersin the Tower, they prefumed 

YwOfn^ would not meet with fo great an oppofition. In the Houfc 

••w^#V of Commons they called to have the Bill read, which had 

jdmTwfi layn fo long there, the fame that had been brought in by 

•fthe lAiU' Saint' John for tht fettling theMilitia of theKingdom;to which 

uy -niK' they Now added *'Tlic putting all the Forts, Caftles, and Gar- 

' ^* rifons into the hands of fuch Perfons as they could Cof^di 

" in ; which was the ExprefHon they ufed, when they had a 

mind^to remove any Man from' a place, of which he was 

juftly poffeffed, " That they could not oi^de in hiin, which 

*'thcy thought to be reafon enough to oifplace any Man. 

When this Bill had been with much ado accepted, and firft 

read, there were few Men who imagined it would ever jc- 

ceiVe further countenance: but now there were few,' who did I 

not believe it to be a very neceflary provifion for the Peace j 

and Safety of the Kingdom. So great animpreffion had the j 

late proceedings made upon them; fo that with little op- 

E3(ition it pafTed the Commons, and was font up to the 
ords. 

U p o N the disbanding the late A r my in the North, all the 
Artillery, Arms, and Ammunition, that was provided for that 
Service, had been by the King's Command fent to //id<, where 
it ftill remained } and his Majefty intended it /hoiiid be kept 
there, for Magazine upon all occaiions. And he had a 
little before thefe late Daflages fent the Earl of New-CafiU 
thither, with a private Commiffion to be Governour thereof, 
aflbon as it fliould be fit to publi/h fuch a Command ; and iq 
the mean time by his own Intereft to draw in fiich of the 
Countrv, as were neceilary to Guard the Magazine. ButncH 
thing the King did in the moft private manner, but was quiet 
ly known to thofe from whom it fliould moft have been 
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coQceard. And fo the Earl of New-Cafile was no fooner 
gone, but notice was taken of it; and he had not been three 
days in Ha//, before the Houfe of Peers fent for him, to at- 
tend the Service of that Houfe, which he had rarely ufed to 
do, being for the moft part at Rkhnnmd attending upon the 
Prince o(lVales, whofe Governour he was. He made no hafte 
to return upon the Summons of the^ Houfe, but fent to the 
King to know his Pleafure ; who not thinking matters yet 
ripe enough to make any fuch Declaration, appointed him to 
come away ; upon which he appeared in the Houfe, without 
being asked where he had been. 

Bju t both Houfes rtiortly after mov'd the King " That the s^th ibufi' 
*' Magazine at Hull might be remov'd to the Tower of Lim- ]^ ',^]^ 
^^ don^ which would be very neceflary for the quieting the/fe* Mijfi*- 
'' minds of that Country, and abating the Fears and Jcaloufies^'f'^^JJ^^ 
** in the hearts of very many, who did apprehend fome defign mnvvtd u . 
*' in the keeping fb muchAmmunition in theNorthern parts :'*• "^^^^ 
and his Majefty not giving them a fpccdy Anfwer, they fent 
down S'7ohn Hotbam^ whofe Eltate lay within three or four 
Miles of Hull, and he had fome Command of the Train'd- 
bands, " To be Governour thereof, and to draw in fuch of 
*' the Country as he thought fit for the place. And though J*^' fi»^ . 
Jlotham had concurred witji them in all their violent ways,itothami 
yet they well knew that he was not poiTefled witii theit '•"»"• 
Principles in any degree, but was very well afFeded in hi§ 
judgment to the Government both in Church and State, but 
nad been firft engaged by his particular malice againft the Earl 
o( Strafford, and afterwards terrified by their Votes againft 
Sheriffs and Deputy Lieutenants^ and therefore they fent his 
Son, a Men^ber likewif^ of the Houfe, and in whon^ they more 
Confided, to affift him in that Service, or rather to be a Spy, 
upon his Fatlier, And this was the Firft EfTav they made ot 
iheir Sovereign Power over tiie Militia and the Forts, whilft 
their Bill was yet depending, and was a fufficient manifeft^- 
tion what they intended to do, when it fhould be paffed ; 
towards which they made all the hafte they could, excrcifing 
the King's patience every day with Ibme difagrceable Mef>- • 
lage to him, upon their Privileges, and requiring "Vindi* 
^^catiop, and reparation, and difcovcry of the Perfons who 
*'had promoted that Profecution. And though the Coun- 
cil once 41 week attended upon bis Majefty at WindfiXi hi^ 
could not freely confult with them upon what moil con* 
cern'd him. 

In this (ad Condition was the King at Wlndfor, fallen in 
ten davs from a Height andGreatnefs that bis Enemies fear'd, 
to fucn a Lownef^, that his own Servants durft hardly avow 
the waiting on him* For though^ 'tis true, the Afts of the 
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. Hoafe of Commons, and the Tumults^ were as great afBx>nts, 
to Majcfty, before this laft Ad upon the Members^ as any 
that could be imagin'd poffible to /iicceed, yet the Houie oF 
Peers was then well dilpofed, and might have been managed 
with a little patience, to have blafted all the extravagances 
of the Commons. And the truth is, the greateft extrava- 

fances appeared to the ftanders-by to be but ^ the attempts of 
erfons in Difpair, and the ftruglings of Men at the laft Gafp. 
And, without doubt, if the King could have had the patience 
to have fat ftill a Spedator of the DifTentions between the 
two Houfes, and encouraging the Lords, who were firm ^o 
him, and putting thofe matters in iflue, wherein the Com- 
mons had invaded both His and the Lord's Privileges; if he 
had commanded his Council at Law and the Judges, to have 
proceeded by the ftriA rules of the Law againft Seditious Per- 
Jbns at large, for Preaching arid Printing againft the peace of 
the Kingdom, and put the Commons Houfc either to have 
been quiet, whilft their Champions were exemplarily pu- 
nilhed (which would haveptit a ipeedy end to their Licence) 
or to have appeared the Champions for an Infamous Aft a- 
gainft the Law and the Juftice of the Kingdom, their Jurif^ 
didion would pobably in a Ihort time have been brought 
within the due Limits, and the ftouteft Faftor for the Vio- 
lent Party been glad to have compounded for an Aft of 
Oblivion. \, 

A N D I have heard from Credible Perfons, that the Chief 
of that Faftion afterwards confefled, that if that extraordinary 
Accident had not happened to give them new Credit and 
Reputation, they were finking under the weight of the Ex- 
peftation of thofe whom they had deluded, and the Envy 
of thofe whom they had opprefled. I am fure, they who 
out of Confcience, and Loyalty to their King and Country, 
diligently attended the Puolick Service, were ftrangely {wx^ 

f)ri2ed at the matter and manner of that Accu&tion \ ana fore- 
aw, from the minute, the infinite difadvantage it would bring 
to the King's Affairs. Not that they thought the Gentlemen 
accufed, lefi Guilty; for their extreme diftioneft Aftsin the 
Jloufe were fe vifible, that nothing could have been laid to 
their Charge incredible: but the going through with it was 
a matter of fb great difficulty and concernment, that every 
Circumftance ought to have been fully deliberated, and the 
ifeveral parts diftributed into fuch hands, as would not have 
(h^ken in the execution. And the faying, that the King had 
tiot Competent Perfons enough, whom he might truft in fo 
important a Secret (which I believe was true) is rather aa 
Argument, that the thing was not to be attempted at all, th^n 
that it wj|s to l>e gtt^mptgd in ;l|at ipanncr j for whoever 
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would have betray 'd the Truft, would be fure to find fault 
with it, wlien it was endeavour'd withoat him, efpeclally if 
it miicarried. The truth is, there was little realon to be^ 
lieve that the Houfe of Peers would commit the Lord lBi»- 
Mtm^ upon the accufation of ki' Attarney in that cohjundur^ 
of time ; and lefe that the Houfe of Commons would deli- 
ver up their Members to the Serjeant at AVms, when the;^ 
ihould be demanded; whkh was an irregular thing, dndini- 
plied unreafonably, that they had fome Power to keep them; 
who were defired to deliver them, Yet if the choice had 
been better made, and the feveral Perfons firft Apprehended, 
and put into diftind clo& Cuftodies, that neither any Body 
elfe mould have heard from them, nor they one fr^m and^ 
ther, all which had ;iot been very difficult, the bi^h Spirit 
of both Houfes might po/fibly have be^a io dcjeded, that 
they might have been Treated withal. But even that at- 
tempt had been too great for the Solitary State the King 
was in at that time^ which was moft naturally to have been 
improved by Handing upon his guard, and denying all that ^ 
was in' his Power todenv, and in compelling his Minifter^ t6 
execute the Law in thofe Cafes that demonftrably concern'd 
the Publick Peace. 

The Committee at Grocers-Halt^ very much exdted to find n*c#jiAMf- 
no oppofition in any thing they defired from both Houfej,^^'^JI!jj,jf' 
reiblv d to make what advantage they could of that SoaSonfUfiinsntm 
of their Power; and therefore not vouchfafing to return any jJlJJJJJJJ^ 
Anlwerto the King's Meflage of retradion, they concluded 
upon " A new Remonftrance to be made of the State of the 
*' Kingdom ; in which they would prefent to the King's view 
^' the caufes of the prefent evils and diftradions, and propofe 
**t6 him^ by way of Advice, the Remedies that in their opi* 
*'nion he was to apply to thofe evils. 

** T H B Caufes they agreed to be, the evil Council about lUmiutt 
^* the King and Queen, difoofing all occurrences of State, and l^^/(^ 
^^abufing the King's Authority and Power to the Prejudice 
^ of Religion, the hazarding the Publick Peace, and ftrcngth- 
**nJng a Malignant Party in the Kingdom 5 theinflucnceV 
*• which the Priefts and Jefuits had upon the affedionsand 
*'Counfek of the Queen, and the admiflion of her Majefty 
" to intermeddle with theGreat Affairs of State, and with the 
^^dlfpofing of places and preferments of the Higheft concern- 
•*meljt ill the Kingdoim; whereby thofe lof great Po.wer and 
Authority were engaged \o fevour fuch ddKgns, as werein- 
•' fbfal tttto her Maje% by tibofc of that Rel^ion : the wartt 
*'of a due Reformation of ifhe Church Government, and Ll- 
•* tifergy then ufed^ the Wldtf of a Praching.Miniflry, and a 
** competent Maintenance for them; the orcr ftrid proffing 
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^^of differs Ceremonies in the Liturgy and Rubrick, and the 
f^ preffing other Ceremonies not injoyn'd by Law ; the Votes 
^^ of the Popifti Lords in the Houfe of Peers, which was a 
*f;hindrance of the Reformation, and a protedion of theMa- 
^'lignantParty'; the preferring fuch 9& had adhered to Dc- 
"linquents, and. the dKpleafure fliew'd againft thofe who had 
"been ufed as Witceflnrs in the Profecution of them ^ the 
'* breaohes of the Privileges of Parliament ; and the managing 
**.tlie great Affairs of the Realm in Cabinet Councils by Men 
f' unknown, and not publickly trufted ; the preferring Men to 
** degrees of Honour and Offices^ and difplacing others^ in 
*^ Parliament time, and witliout the confent of that Coacicil, 
^'and many other particulars; to which they thought thefe 
^^Remedics mod natural^ and proper ^o be applied. 

f * T H A T ail. Priwy Counfellors", and others of truft and im- 
^'ployment beyond the Seas, /hoold be remov'd from their 
*• Places, and only fiich admitted, as fliould be recommended 
<'^to the King by both Houfes of Parliament; and that fuch 
*'Counfelldrs and Officers, as fhould be fo diiplaced, and not 
"again recommended, (hould not have accels to the Courts 
**of the King and Queen :. that all Priefts, Papifts, and ill af- 
**feded Perfons, though profeffing the Proteftant Religion, 
"/hould be remov'd from the Queen's Perfon, and from hav- 
*'ingbny Office or Imployment under her, and that all her 
•^'Servants /houldtake fuch an Oath as (hould bedeviled by 
•*' Parliament ; that he, or fbe, would not atany time dirediy 
**or indiredly by^JHim, or Her felf,; Or any other, move or 
"petition, or foUicite her Majefty. in any matter concern- 
*'ing the State and Government of the Kingdom,- or con- 
"cerningany favour or immunity to be conferred upon any

"That the. King would remove from aboiit his own

*• WmAm Murraj, M' Porter, Wjohn Winter, and H' WU- 
•*/wwCr(i/ri,being all Perfons of evil Fame, and DifalFdd;ion 
**tothe Publick Peace and Profperity .of the Kingdom, and 
** inftruments of JeaJoufy and Diicontent between the King 
*'and the Parliament : that the King would not entertain any 
^* advice or mediation from the Queen in matters of Reli* 
"giori, or concerning the Governtpcot of any of hi$ Etomi- 
^^ nions, or for the placing or dif{>lacing of arty grefltt Officers, 
^* Counfellors, EmbaiTadors, or Agents beyond the 5eas, or 
^.lany of his Servants attending hi$ Royal Perfbn either in 
^' his Bed-Chamber; or Privy-Chamber, or atte^dJing the 
.''Prince, oranypf theRoyallflU^afeer (hey fltftjl attiii^ to 
^' the Age of five-years; -:* D..-..r.

**Th AT the Queen fliould take a folemfi Oath, in the 
'* prefence of both Houfes of Parliament^ that flie would not 
** hereafter give any Council, or ufe any mediation to the 
**King3 concerning the difpofing of any Offices or Places 
*' above mentioned, or.at all intermeddle in any Affairs of ' 
'^ State or Government of the Kingdom : that all Officers and 
** Couniellors, that fhould be imploy'd in any qf the Places 
'^before mehtion'd, /hould take a folemn Oath, that they 
*' had not made ufc of any power or mediation of the Queen 
*'dire<^ly, or.indlredly tor their Preferment, or in obtain- 
** ing any fuch Place or Imployment : That the Affairs of the 
^'Kingdom fhould not be concluded or tranfiu^d by the ad- 
** vice of Private Men, or by any unknown or unfworn Coun- 
'*fcllbrs, but iiich matters as were fit for the Council, by the 
*' Privy^ Counfeliors only ^ and fuch as were fit for the Par- 
*' liament, by the Parliament only : 

" T H A T no Perfbn whatfoever, under the Penalty of Trea-» 
'* fon, (hould prefume to folHcite, pr further any propofition 
'*for the Marriage of any of the Kings Children with any 
^^ Prince or Perfon of the Popifh Religion ; and that no Mar- 
*' riagc for any of the King s Children (hould be concluded 
"with any Prince or Perfbn whatfoever, without the Con- 
*'{ent and Advice of both Houfes of Parliament: That none 
"of the King's Children, except the Princds M^ then af- 
.*' fianced, fhould at any time go beyond the Seas, without the 
" confent of both Uouies of Parliament ; and that no Perfon 
"under penary of High Treafgn (hould affifl, or attend any 
"of his Majefty's Children in any fuch voyage beyond the 
"Seas, without the like confent of both the Houfes of Par* 
"liament. - - 

" T H A T no Mafs, or Popifh Service, (hould be faid in the 
"Courts of the King or Queen, or in the Houfe of any Sub- 
" jeft of the Kingdom j and that more Laws (hould be made 
"againft tlie Papifls; and all the Pridfts which were con- 
"demn'd, (hould be forthwith executed. That the Votes of 
"Popi(h Lords might be taken away; and a Reformation 
"made, of the Church Government, and Liturgy by the Par- 
"liament; and that no penalty fhould be incurred for omiC- 
**fion of any Ceremony, till the Reformation (hould be per- 
"feft: That all Delinquents (hould be fubjeft to fuch pe- 
" nalties and forfeitures a$ (hould be agreed on, and impofed 
**by Bill, ia both Houfes of Parliament : That fuch as fhould 
^' be declar^inParliament to adhere to any Delinquents, and 
"had thereupon receiy'd any Preferment from the King, 
"fhould- be removed from liich. Preferment; and fuch as 
"(hould be declared by both Houfes. to have been imployed 
^^^ u^d a^aipft p^UnqueQts^ aod bad thereupon fallen into 
' ^ "the 
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'^ the King's difpleafare, and been put from their Places^fliottld 
•* be reftored to their Places, and nis Majefty's Favour : 

** T H A T every Perfon, who, being a Member of the Houlc 
"of Commons in that Parliament, had been accufcd of any 
*' Offence againft thatHoufe, and, th^Accufation depending, 
**had been called up to the Houfe of Lords in the quality 
'*of a Peer, fliould by Aft of Parliament be put out of that 
** Houfe ; and that iiereaftcr no Member or the Houfe of 
** Commons ihould without their confent be called up to be 
**a Peer, except in cafe of Defcent: That no Perfon, which 
*' fliouId hereafter be made a Peer of the Realm, fhonld be 
** admitted to liave his Seat, or Vote in the Houfe of Peers, 
''without the confent of both Houfcs of Parliament : That 
'*thofe Members of the Houfe of Commons, who had this 
"Parliament been called to the Houfe of Peers, except in cafe 
"of Defcent, /hould be excluded from giving their Votes 
**in the Houfe of Peers, unleis both Houfes of Parliament 
*'/houId aflent thereunto : That no Member of cither Houfe 
*' of Parliament fhould be preferred ordifplaccd, fitting the 
'* Parliament, without the confent of thatHoufe, whereof he 
"was a Member: That fech of either Houfe as had been 
"preferred to any Place or Office, during the Parliament, 
** might be put out of thofe Places: 

"That the King would declare' the Names of thofe 
♦■ who advifed him to the accufation of the Members, and alt 
♦•the particulars that enfued upon that accuiation; and that 
♦'he would make publick Declaration and proniife in Parlia- 
*^ment never more to receive information from any Man to 
♦^ the prejudice of any Member of either Houfe, for any thing 
"done in that Houfe, without difcovering the Name of fuch 
♦'Perfon who gave him fiich information. 

These, and many other particulars of the like nature, 
were the refults of that Committee at Grocers-Hoi i which 
I infert here, being the proper time of their Birth, that the 
World may fee, what their Projeftions were in the infimcy 
of their vifibe power and advantage, though they were not 
digefted into avow'd propofitions till long after, as the efl^fts 
of riper divifions, and fuller grown jealoufies. For by that 
time they had fhaped and framed thefe Devices, they found 
the Eyes of the People not fo univerfally (hut as they had 
been; and that the King's coming to the Houfe of Commons, 
or the accufing dbe Members, was not more fpoken of tlian 
the Tumults, and the driving the King out ofLmion, and 
not fttffering him to be quiet at ffdmptcn-Court. TTfceo the 
Lords begun to take new Courage, apd though tbey were 
fbmewhat intoxicated with the fears and jealoufies concerning 
their Privileges, yet they thought Txcfpafles of that kind ca- 
pable 
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pablc of reparation, and fo were willing to receive any Over- 
ture from the King to that purpofe. It was concluded there- 
fore, ** The time was not yet ripe to do all at once, till more 
*' Men were engaged, and refoly'd, " With more patience to 
" win their ground by inches. 

The King continued at IVtndfur to expeA the end, or the 
ifliic of this Tempeft j and finding that they hardly would take 
notice of his former Meffages, but proceeded in the High- 
ways of Deftruftion, for he had advertifement of their moft 
fecret Combinations, refolv'd to fend fuch a Meflage to the 
two Houfes, whofe United Reputation was yet too great to 
ftruggle with, as might at leaft divide Thofe, who defircd the 
Publick Peace, from the Minifters of Confufion : and fo on 
the zo^oi January fcnt this Propofition and MeflTage to themP''^V' 
in writing *^For preventing thole evils, which the manifold ^^JJ^^, 
•'Diftra&ions threaten d to the Kingdom ; that they would '**»^*»*»- 
"with all fpeed falf into a ferious Confideration of all thofe^"'^'"*^- 
•* particulars, which they held neceflary. as well for the up- 
*' holding ami maintaining the King's juft and Regal Autho- 
" rity, and the Settling his Revenue, as for the prefent and 
"future Eftablifliment of their Privileges, the free and quiet 
''enjoying of their Eftates, and Fortunes, the Liberties of 
'* their Perfons, the fecurity of the true Religion now pro- 
"feffed in the Church of England, and the Settling of Ccre- 
'* monies in fiich a manner, as might take away all juft of- 
** fence; which when they ftiould have digefted, and compofed 
**into one fentire Body, that fo his Majefty and themlelves 
** might be able to make the more clear judgment of them, 
''it (hould then appear, by what his Majefty would do, how 
'*far he had been trom intending, or defigning any of thofe 
"things, which the too great Fears and Jealoufies of fomc 
•^Perlonsfeem'd to apprehend; and ho.w ready he would be 
"to equal, and exceea the greateft Examples of the moft in- 
"dulgent Ptinces in their Ads of grace and Favour to their 
** People; fo that if all the prefent Diftradions, which fo ap- 
" patently threatened the ruine of the Kingdom, did not, by 
"the blef&ng of Almighty God, end in a happy and blefled 
"Accommodation, his Majcflr would then oe ready to call 
''Heaven and Earth, God and Man, to witnefs, that it had 
" not failed on His part. 

This Meflage was received bv the Lords with great figns 
of joy,infomuch that they defirea the Commons tojoyn with 
them in returning their Thanks (o hisMajefty for his gracious 
offers, and to aflure him, " That they would forthwith apply fi^* mm»A^ 
" themfelves to thcrfe confid^rations, he propofed. However ^^^"^Ijj 
the next day they joyned together in a Petition to the King,ifc* ^cufid 
*^TI»t be wOr14, «J ygry f?w ^Jh fe»4 '^^ ^ Proofs, and "'^^^' 

♦'proceed 
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^* proceed againft the Members he had Accufed ofHighTrca- 
"ibn, or declare them to be Innocent, and himfelf to be ill 
^!^^'^' "advifedi to the which he Anfwered, " That he was ready 
"-^^' « to proceed againft tbem^ but that there might be no new 
**mi(takes in the way, and form of the proceedings, he dc- 
*^ fired, that it might be firft refblv'd, whether his Majefty 
^ were bound in relpeft of Privileges to proceed againft tnem 
**by Impeachment in Parliament, or whether he were at li- 
^^berty to prefer an Indidment at Conynon Law in the ufaal . 
''way, or whether he had his choice of either ; before that 
^ was refolv'd, his Majefty thought it unufual and unfit to dit 
'' cover what Proof he had againft them ; but then he would 
"give fuch fpeedy direction for Profecution, as might put 
"determination to the buCnefs. 

This gave them new Offence and Trouble; and if the 
King's G>uncil had had theG>urage to have infilled upon the 
matter of Law, and the Lords would have given them rea- 
ibnable countenance, they would have been much puzzled to 
have procured a Refolution that would have ferv'd their pur- 
pofcs to all parts, and been content to have fufpended their 
judgment, that fo the King might have fufpended his profe- 
cution. For if the Judges had been called to deliver their opi- 
nions in point qf Law, which they ought to have beeiu they 
' could not haVe avoided the declaring, that by the knowTx 
Law, which had been confefied in all times and ages, no Pri- 
vilege of Parliament could extend in the cafe of Treafon; but 
that every Parliament Man was Then in the condition of 
every other Subjed, and to be proceeded againft accordingly. 
In the next place, as they would never have ventured them- 
felves upon the Houfc ot Peers under an Impeachment, and 
thereby made them their Judges, which indeed was incon-^ 
gruous, every Subjed being to be Tr^y'd for his Life per Pit- 
res, vel per Legem Terrs, to both wluch the Lords, arid the 
Impeachment, were direftly oppofite ; fo thev would leis have 
trufted an Indidment at Law, and a well cnofen (bber Jury, 
who had been bound to follow their Evidence of Fad ; and 
were not Judges of the Law, which was fcvere in any Con- 
fpiracy againft the Crown, or the Perfbns of King or Queen. 
But having fhut the doors againft any mention of Law, 
they made no Icruple of refblving,and an{wcrinc his Majefty, 
'*That they were firft to fee the Evidence he had to prove 
*' the guilt, before they could give any diredion for the man- 
** ner of the Profecution, and Proceeding; which they ground- 
ed upon a Maxim, they bad but lately eftablifhed, though 
never till then heard ot^ " That no Member of Parliament, 
** for what Of&nce foever^ could be Arretted, or proceeded 
" agaii\ft, but by the confeot of that Houfe of which he was

*' a Member ; and then, they faid, they could not give, or 
•'deny their confent by any other ipcafiire thaathe Know- 
*' ledge of the Crime and Proof, upon wbich fuch Member 
** flood accufed. Which Conciufion had been rcafonable ha4 
the Premifcs bien juft j whereas- the argument was to be In- 
verted, that Their confent was not to be askedj becaufc they . 
had no Cognilance of the Crime of which their Members were 
accufed, nor were Judges whether their accufation were valid 
in Law, or fufRciently proved in Fad. 

I T is not to be believed how many {bbef,well-mindedMen,cMi/i»^4fMiw 
who were real Lovers of the Peace of the Kingdom, and hadJlJJ^J^^^ 
a full fubmiiSon, and reverence to the Known Laws, vier^fmumm. 
impofed upon, and had their Underilandings confounded, , 
and fb their Wills perverted, by the mere mention of Pri- 
vilege of Parliament; which inftead of the plain, and incelll- 
gible notion of it, was by the dexterity of thofe Boutefeus^ 
and their under- Agents of the Law, and the Supine Sottifli- 
nefs of the People, rendered fiich amyftery, as could be only 
explained by Themfelves, and extended as far as they found 
neceflary for their occafions, and was to be acknowledged 
a good reafbn for any thing that no Other reafbn could be 
given for. ** We are, fay they, and have been always con- 
"fefled, the only Judges of our own Privileges; and therefore 
** whatfoever we declare to be our Privilege, is fuch: other- 
*' wife whofoever determines that it is Not fo, makes bimfelf 
"Judge of tliat, whereof the Cognifance only belongs to Us, ^ 
And this Sophiftical Riddle perplexed many, who, notwith- * 

ftanding the defperate Conlequence they faw muft refult 
from fuch Logick, taking the fim Propofition for true, which, 
being rightly underftood, is fo, have not been able to wind 
themfelves out of the Labyrinth of the Conciufion : I fay the 
Propofition Rightly underftood : They are the onlv Judges 
of their own Privileges, that is, upon the Breach of thofe Pri- 
vileges, which the Law hath declared to be their own, and 
what punifhment is to be infliAed upon fuch Breach. But 
there can be no Privilege, of which the Law doth not take 
notice, and which is not pleadable by, and at Law. 

Th e truth and clearnefs of this will befl appear by Inflance : 
If I am Arretted by Procefs out of any Court, I am to plead 
in the Court, that I am a Member of Parliament, and that, 
by the Privilege of Parliament, my Perfon ought to be free 
from Arrefts. Upon this Plea the Judge is bound to difchargc 
me ; and if h^ does not, he is a Criminal, as for any other 
trefpafs againft the Law : but the puni/hing the Perion, who 
hath made this infringement. Is not within His Power, but 
proper to that Jurifdidion, againft which the contempt is; 
therefore that Houfe, of which I am a Member, upon com- 
plaint 
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plaint made of iiicb an Arreft^ ufiially fends for the Perfons 
culpable^ the party at whofe Suit the Arreft is made^ and the 
Omcers which executed it^ and commits t(iem to Priibn^ till 
they make acknowledgment of t heir Offence. But that Houfe 
never fends, at leafl never did till tjiis Parliament, any Order 
to the G>urt out of which the Procefs ifTued, to flay the pro- 
ceedings at Law, becaufe the Privilege ought to oe legally 
pleaded. So, after the DifTolution of Parliament, if lam 
Arretted within the days of Privilege, upon any plea of Privi- 
lege the Court difcharges me; but then the Party that Arrefls 
me, efcapes punifhment till the next Parliament, the Judge 
having no more power to commit the man that fued or ar- 
retted me, than he hath to imprifbn a man for bringing an 
Adion at Law, when he hath no good Title; neither is He 
Judge of the contempt. 

A G A I N, if a man brings an Information, or an Adion of 
the Cafe, for words fpoken by me, and I plead that the words 
were fpoken by me in Parliament, when I was a Member 
diere, and that it is againft the Privilege of Parliament, that 
I fhould be impleaded in any other place, for the words I 
Ipoke There; 1 ought to be difcharged from this Aftion or 
Iiifbrmation, becaufe this Privilege is knownj and pleadable 
at Law ; but that Judge can neither punifh, nor examine the 
breach of Privilege, nor c^fure the Contempt. And this is 
the true and proper meaning bf the old receiv'd Axiopi, that 
I they are Judges only of their own Privileges. 

And indeed thefe two, of freedom from Arrefts for their 
Perfbns (which originally hath not been of that latitude to 
make a Parliaipent a Sanouary for Bankrupts, where any Per- 
£>n out-lawed hath been declared incapable of being returned 
thither a Member) and of liberty of Speech, were accounted 
their chiefeft Privileges of Parliament: For their other, of 
Accefs to the King, and correfpondence by Conference with 
the Lords, are rather of the Eflence of their Councils, than 
Privileges belonging to them. For that their being Judges of 
their Privileges fhould qualify them to make New Privileges, 
or that their Judgment fhould Create them fuch, as it was 
a dodrine never before Now he^d of, fb it could not bur 
produce all thofe Monftrous effeds we have feen % when they 
nave afTumed to fwallow all the Rights and Prerogatives of 
the Crown, the Liberties and Lands of the Church, the Power 
. and Jurisdidion of the Peers, in a word, the Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties of England, in tl^ bottomlefs and inj&tiable 
Gulph of their own Privileges. And no doubt thefe inva- 
fions, Or pretence of Privilege, will hereafter be judged to 
have been the moft unparalleled, and capital Breach of thofe 
Privileges, that had ever yet been attempted. 

In 
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Im the Addrefs, which the Houfe of Q>aamons prepared 7%«loii^ 
for acknowledgment of the King's Grace and favour in ^^^Jj']^^ 
MeiTage of the twentieth of^anuaiy, they had defired,** That 4^0u$ «^ 
**fof a groujtid of their Confidence^ and removal of Jealoufies, ^l^„{% 
*' that they might apply themfelves to give his Majefty fatif-john Byron 
"fadion in the Method he propofed, his Majefty would pre--^ ^

'fentiy put the Tower of Lwidon into the hands of fuch a 
*' perfoQ^ as Both Houfes^fliould recommend to him ; in which 
the Lord's Differ d with them ; as well for that the diipoial 
of the cuftody thereof was the King's peculiar Right and 
Prerogative^ as likewife that his Majefty nad committed the 
charge thereof to S' John Bjrcn^ a perlbn of a very Ancient 
famil^9 an honourable extradion, and good Fortune, and as 
unblemiftied a Reputation , as any Gentleman of England 
The Commons, much troubled that the Lords fliould again 
take the courage to diflent from them in any thing, refblv'd 
to prefs the King upon their Own icore, and to get the re- 
commendation of fo great an Officer to Themfelves. 

And therefore on the fix and twentieth day oifatman^ ^tJ*^" 
they fent a Petition to him in the name of the Knights, Ci* thgmfiivis 
tizens, and Burgefles, of the Commons Houfe aiffembled in^g^j^'^/^ 
Parliament; in which they tocdc notice "Of the gracious »>. ^mit^ 
"Mefl&gefrom hisMajeftv of the twentieth inftant, for which JJJ^^/jJ; 
** they returned moft humode thanks, refolving to take it into snd the m/- 
'*fpeedy and ferious confideration, and laid to enable them J'^'^'V** 
''with lecurity to difeharge their duties therein, they had cenfidii^ 
'Mefired the Houfe of Peers 4X) joyn with them, in humbly*" 
'' befeeching his Majeily to raife up unto them a fure ground 
*' of Safety and Confidence, by nutting the Tower, and other 
** principal Forts of the Kingaom, and the whole Militia 
''thereof, into the hands of Such perfbns as his Parliament 
" might Confide in, and as ftiould be recommended unto him 
"by Both Houfes of Parliament ; that, all Fears and Jea- 
"loufies being laid afide, they might with cheerfulnefs pro- 
"ceed to fiich Refblutions, as they hoped would lay a fure 
"foundation of Honour, Greatnete, and Glory to hisMa* 
"jefty,and his Royal Pofterity, and of happineis and proi|)e- 
" rity unto his Subject throughout all his Dominions^ where-^ 
. " in the Houfe of Peers had refufed to joyn with them. But 
"they, notwitbftanding, no way difcouraged, but confiding 
'^ in his Majeity's goodneis to his People, did therefore make 
" their humble Addrefs to him to befeech him, that thcTower 
^' of London, and other principal Forts, and the whole Mi- 
"lida of the Kingdom, might be put into the hands of fuch 
"perfbns as (hould be recommenaed to him by the Houfe of 
"Commons; not doubting but they ihould receive a Gra- 
" clous and fpeedy Anfwer to that their humble Defire^ without 

"which 
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''which in all Hamane reaibn, the great Diftradions of the 
''Kingdon^ muft needs overwhelm it with Mifery and SLuine. 
The King was not troubled at the receipt of this Petition^ 
glad, that fince they could not be brought to fuch a degree 
of Reafbnablenefs, as might make up all breaches, thev^ would 
be io peremptorily Unreafonable as might probably fever 
Thofe from them who were not lb Defperate as themfelves; 
and he hoped, that when the People fhould obierve that this 
grafping or the Militia of the Kingdom into their own hands^ 
as an expedient for the compofing their high grown Fears 
and Jealoufies, was no more than they defired the Summer 
before when S^ Arthm Ha/lerlg brought in his Bill into the 
Houfe of Commons, which is before remcmbred, whea that 
title of Fears and Jealoufies was not difcover'd; and when the 
Peers (bould obferve, that the Houfe of Commons infblently 
Demanded, by their own Single Suffrage, the deputing men 
to Places of that vat): Importance, they would both conclude, 
that thofe Immodeft Askers were not only fit to be Denied, 
but Reformed : yet believing that Real and Juft Fears might 
grow up, to difcountenance and fiipprefs thofe Imaginary 
ones, his Majcfly vouchfafcd a very loft and gentle Anfwer 
A \Ujtpfi to that Petition j and told them, " That he hoped his gracious 
^^'''f^' "Meflage would have produced fbme fuch Overture, as by 
*' offering what was fit on Their parts to do, and by asking 
** what was proper for Him to grant, might have begot a 
''mutual Confidence in each other. Concerning the Tower 
^' of London, that He did not expeft, having preferred a per- 
'*lbn of a known Fortune and unqueftionable Reputation, 
**to that Truft, that he (hould have been preffed to remove 
''him without any particular Charge objeded againfl him; 
''however, that if, upon due examination, any particular 
" fhould be prefented to him, whereby it might appear he 
"was mifUken in his good opinion of that Gentleman, and 
" that be was unfit for the Trufl: committed to him, he would 
/'make no fcruple of difcharging him; otherwife, he was 
** obliged in juftice to himfelf, to preferve his Own work, left 
" his Favour and good Opinion might prove a Difadvantage 
"and Misfortune to his Servants, without any other Accu- 
"fation; of which he hoped his Houfe of Commons would 
"be fb tender, as of a bufinels, wherein his Honour was 
" much concerned ; and if they found no material Exceptions 
"againft that perfon, they would ratlier endeavour to latisfy 
"and reform the Fears of other men, than, by complying 
"with them, prefs his Majefty to any thing which did ib 
" much refled upon his Honour and Juftice. 

"For the Forts and CalUes of the Kingdom, that he was 
"refblv'd they fliould always be in fuch hands^ and Only in 

"liich

"fucb, as the Parliament might fafely Confide in ; but the 
" Nomination of any Perfons to thofe Places, being fo prin- 
"cipal and infeparable a flower of his Crown, vetted in him, 
" and derived to him from his Anccftors by the fundamental 
" Laws of the Kingdom, he would referve to himfelf ; in 
"beftowing whereof, .as he would take care that no corrupt 
"or finifter courfes ihould prevail with him, fo he was will- 
** ing to declare, that he ftioiiid not be .induced to exprefs ^ 
" that Favour fo foon to any perfons, as to thofe, whofe 
"good Demeanour fliould be Eminent in, or to his Parliament* 
. " And if he then had, or ftiould at any time, by mil-informa- 
" tion confer fuch a Truft upon an Undcferving Perfon, he 
"was, and would always be, ready to leave him to the Wif- 
"dom and Juftice of the Parliament. 

"For the Militia of the Kingdom, which by the Law was 
"fubje<5t to no Command but of his Majefty, and of Autho- 
" rity lawfully derived from him, he faid, when any particu- 
" lar courfe for ordering the fame fhould be cpnfidercd, and 
" digefted, and propofed to him, he would return liich an 
"Anfwer as fliould be agreeable to his Honour, and the 
" Safety of his People, he being refolv'd only to deny thofe 
"things, the Granting whereof would alter the fundamental 
"Laws, and endanger the very foundation, upon which the 
"Publick happinefs and welfare of hi$ People was founded 
** and conftituted, and which would nourifli. a greater, and 
" more deftrudive Jealoufy between the Crown, and the Sub- 
" jeft, than any of thofe, which would feem to be taken away 
" by fuch a fatisfaAion. 

*'Hb faid, he was not willing to doubt, that his having 
" granted more than ever King had granted, would perfwade 
"Them to ask more than ever SubjeSis had asked : but if they 
"fliould acquaint him with the particular grounds of their 
"Doubts and their Fears, he would very willingly apply Re- 
"medies proportionable to thofe Fears j for he callea God 
"to witnefs, that the prefervation of the Publick Peace, the 
"Law, and the Liberty of the Subjed, was, and fliould al- 
" ways be, as much his Care as his own Life, or the Lives 
"of his deareft Children. 

"And therefore he did conjure them by all the Ads of 
" Favour they had receiv'd from him this Parliament, by 
" their hopes of future happinefs in his Majefty, and in one. 
"another, by their love ot Religion, and the Peace of the 
"Kingdom, in which he faid, that of Ir^/4»t/ was included, 
" that they would not be tranfported by Jealoufies, and ap- 
"prehenfiohs of PoflSble Dangers, to put themfelves or his 
"Majefty, into Real and Prefent Inconveniences ^ but that 
"they would fpeedily purfuc the way propofed by his former 
Vol. L Part 2. Cc "Melfage, 
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**Meflrage, whicb^ in Human Reafbn^ was the only way to 
"compofe the Diftradions of the Kingdom, and, with God's 
**bleffing, would reftore a great mealurc of felicity to King 
"and People. 

This Aniwer being not only a denial, bat fach ah Ex- 
poftulation as would render their Counfels of left reverence 
to the People, if upon thofe reafons they (hould recede from 
what they nad with that Confidence^ and difdain of the Houfe 
of Peers demanded of the Kingi they tlierefore refolv'd to 
fet up their reft upon that ftal^e, and to go through with it, 
or peri/h in the atc(impt. And, to this purpofe, they again 
mufter up their Friencis in the City, and lend their EmiflarieB 
abroad to teach the People a new language. All Petitions 
muft now defire, "That the Kingdom might be put into a 
" pofture of Defence, and nothing elfe would ferve to defend 
** them from the many Plots and Confpiracies againft them, 
N ** or fecure them from their own Fears andjealoufies. More 
Petitions were prefented to the Houfe of Commons by fbme 
Citizens of Londen, in the name of thofe Merchants, that 
. ufually Traded to the Mint with Bullion, who pretended 
" That their Fears and Jealoufies were fo great, that they durft 
" not carry their Bullion to the Tower, being not fatisfied 
"with the prefent Lieutenant there; and therefore defired 
*^that he might be removed ; and more to the like purpoie* 
They had wholly undertaken the managing of the War 
in Ireland^ and really, for many reaibns, neither did ufe, nor 
dcfired to ufe, any great Expedition in that work; yet having 
with great induftry infufed into the minds of the People, at 
Icaft a Sufpicion, that the Court favour'd that Rebellion, they 
always made ufe of the flowneft in thofe proceedings to the 
Th4 a»- King's diladvantage. About that time, they had defired the 
7J"sJ^fm City to furnifli them with one hundred thouiand pounds, for 
money of the Levying, and accommodating Forces to b^ fent into that 
the City. Kingdom, which gave the Common Council, where fuch 
Loans were always tranfaded, opportunity to return their 
opinions, and advice upon the general State of Affairs. They 
The Com* f^id^ "They could lend no more Money by reafon of thofe . 
dps JT* *' obftruftions, which threatned the Peace of this Kingdom, 
fi'^- "and had already rendered it even defperate : that the not 
*'paffing the Bill againft Preffing of Soldiers, which ftill de- 
"pended with the Lords, upon thofe reafons formerly men- 
" tioned at large, put many Men into fears, that there was 
"fome defign rather to lole that Kingdom, and to confume 
*'This in the lofs of it, than to preferve either the one, or 
" the other ; and that the Rebels were grown fo ftrong there, 
'' that they made account fpeedily to extirpate the Britifli 
" Nation in that Kingdom i and that they intended Then, as 

" they 
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^they already bragged^ to come over^ and make This the 
«*Seatofthe War. 

" T H ii T the not patting tLe Forts into fiich hands^ ia 
"whom the Parliament might Confide, the not fettling th« 
"Kingdom in a pofture of Defence, the not^ removing the 
" prefent Lieutenant of the Tower, and putting fuch a Perlbn 
"mto that place, as might be well approved by the Parlia- 
*'ment, comd not but overthrow Trading more and more, 
"and make Monies yet more fcarce in the City and Kingdom* 
"That the miiiindcrftanding between the King and Parlia* 
"ment, the not vindicating the Privileges thereof, the charg- 
"ing fbme Members of Treafon to the deterring of otiiers 
"from difcharging their Duties, and to the deftroying the 
"very Being of Parliaments, did exceedingly fill the minds of 
"Men well affefted to the Publick, with many fears and dif^ 
^couragements ; and fb difable them firom vielding that 
"cheai^l a/EfUnce, which they would be glad to afford. 
^ That by this means there was fuch a decay of Trading, 
*and fucn fcarcity of Money, neither of which could be 
" cured, till the former evils were removed, as it was like, in 
"very fhort time, to call innumerable multitudes of Poor Ar- 
"tfficers into fuch a depth of Poverty and Extremity, as 
" might enforce them upon fbme d angerous and defperate At* 
"tempts, not fit to be ExprefTed, much lefs to be Juftifiedj 
"which they left to tlieHoufe fpeedily to confider, and pre-» 
"vent. Thefe evils, under which they did exceedingly la- 
" bouj: and languifh, they faid, did fpring from the imploy ing 
*'of ill affeded perfons in places of Truft and Honour in the 
" Stare, and near to the Perfon of the King; and that they 
**were flill continued by means of the Votes of Bifliops, and 
"Popifh Lords, in the Houfe of Peers. And fb having faith- 
" fully reprefenred, they faid, the true Reafbns, which really 
** enforced them to return that Anfwer, thev craved leave to 
" proteft before God and the High G>urt of^ Parliament, that 
*'if any further miferies befel their dear Brethren in Ireland^ 
**or if any mifchief fhould break in upon this Kingdom, to 
"the endangering or difturbing the Peace thereof, it ought 
" not to be imputed to Them, but only to fuch, who fhould 
"endeavour to hinder the effedual and fpeedy cure of thofe 
*'cvils before recited, which did fb much dilable anddifcourage 
"them from doing that which the Houfe had defired of 
"them. 

At the fame time, were prefented other Petitions, fub- jj]^^^' 
fcribcd by many thoufand hands, and in the names of the/r»w/»t«rj| 
Knights, Gentlemen and Freeholders, and other Inhabitants, ^„7dJt%f 
ofthe Counties of Aiirfrf/^y^;ir, EffeXy ^nd Hertford ; all which rt# MiV/im. 
fcvcrally inveighed againft the Malignant Party, which ren- 

C c a der'd 
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der'd the good endeavours of the Houfe of Commons fruit- 

lcfs;."Dc(ired that the Votes of the Biftiops, and Popifli 

^ Lords, might be taken out of the Houfe of Peers; that they 

** might be put into a pofture of defence, and the Forts, and 

"Caltles of the Kingdom, into fuch hands as the Parliament 

'* might Confide in j that fo litUnA might be relieved, and 

*' this Kingdom made happy. One of them adding, that the 

•• Malignant Party of Prelates and Papifts, and their adherents, 

"were inconfiftent with the happy fuc^els of the Parliament. 

Theie Petitions, and the Anfwer of the Common Council of 

Londony were thought ample materials for a Conference with 

the Lords, who might be thereby remember'd of their Duty ; 

MrPym de- and to that pujTpofe M' Pym delivered them at a Conference, 

'p^liJnf t*'^^^ after they were read, told them, "That their Lord/hips 

theurds Jt *' might in thofe Petitions hear the Voice, or rather the Cry 

sc^nftnnce. « f^( ^11 EtigUfid J and that they were not to wonder if the 

" urgency, the Extremity of the condition we were all in, 

"did produce fomc carneftneis andvehemencv of expreflion 

" more than ordinary; the agony, terrour, and perplexity, in 

"which the Kingdom laboured, was univer{al, all parts were 

**affeded with it; and therefore in thofe Petitions they 

"might obferve the Groans and miferable Complaints of all. 

After a long difcourfe of the great and notorious dangers the 

Kingdom was in, by Invafions threatened from abroad, and 

Infurredions from within, he told them, " The Obftrudions, 

"that had brought them into that Diftemper, wereprinci-' 

*' pally the obftrudion of Reformation in matters or Reli- 

" gion ; and that there was never Church or State afflided 

*' with more gievances of That kind, than we had been ; and- 

** that though they were partly eafed and dimini/hed by the 

" wifdom of the Parliament, yet many ftill remained ; and as 

*' long as the Bilhops,and the corrupt part of the Clergy, con- 

' ** tinned in their power, there would be little hope of free^ 

" dom, either from the fenfe of thofe that continued, or the 

" fear of thofe which were removed. And of That obftrudion, 

" he laid, he muft clear the Commons, who were in no part 

"guilty of it. Some good Bills they had already paffed, and 

•'others were in preparation, and might have been pafled be- 

" fore that time, if they had not found fuch ill fuccefs in the 

** other Houfe : whatfoever mifchief that obftniAion fliould 

** produce, Thev were free from it; they might have their 

** part of the Mifery, they could have none in the Guilt or 

" Difhonour. 

. He told them, "There was great obftrudion in Trade, 
" which brought food and nouriftiment to the Kingdom ; and 
"then having inlarged himfelf with enumeration of the no- 
" tabic benefits the Kingdom received by the fulnels of Trade, 

"he 
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"he faid, he muft proteft, the Houfe of Commons had given 
**no caufe to that obftrudion : They had cafed Trade of 
"many Burthens, and heavy Taxes, and had freed it from 
"many hard reftraints by Patents and Monopolies; they had 
"fought to put the Merchants into fecurity and confidence 
"in refpeft of the Tower o( London, that to they might be 
"invited to bring in their Bullion to the Mint, as heretofore 
"they had done ; they were no way guilty of the Troubles, 
"the Fears, and Publick dangers, which made Men withdraw 
"their Stocks, and keep their Money by them, to be ready 
"for fuch fuddain exigents, as, in thole great diftraftions, 
"they had tocf great caufe to expcd. 

"There was an obftrudion, he faid, in the relief of 
"Ireland, but he muft declare the Commons were altogether 
"innocent of any ne^left therein j they had agreed to the 
•* Levies of Men and Money, and from time to time, done all 
"for the furtherance thereof,, though in the midft of many 
"diftradions and diverfions -, but the want of Commiffions 
"for Levying Men, that was the Bill about Preilingi and di- 
"vers other impediments, had been the caufes of that obftru- 
"ftion. Nay, he faid, he did not only find impediments to 
"themfelves, butincouragemerit to the Rebels j for many of 
"the chief Commanders now in the head of the Rebels, after 
" both Houfes had flopped the Ports againfl all Irijh Papifls, 
"had bepn fuffer'd to Pafs, by his Majefly's immediate War- 
"rants, much to the difcouragement ot the Lord's Juflrices and 
"Council there, which were procured by fome evil inflru- 
"ments too near his Royal Perfon, and, they believ'd with- 
"out his knowledge and intention. 

He faid "Tliere was an obftrudion in providing for the 
"defeiKC of the Kingdom, that they might be enabled to ' 
"refift a Forreign Enemy^ and to fupprefs all civil Infurre- 
"dipris: what endeavour they had uled to remove them, but 
"hithertb without that Succefs and Concurrence which they 
"expeded, and where their flop had been, and upon what 
"grounds they might proclaim their own Innocency and 
" Faithfulnefs in that particular, they defired no other Wit- 
"nefTes but their Lordfliips, 

He told them,^*The evil influences, which h^d caufed 
''that Diftemper, were the evil Councils about the King, 
"the great Power, that a Fadious and InterefTed Party had 
"in Parliament by the continuance of the Votes of theBifliops, 
"and Popifli Lords, in tiieir Lordfhip's Houfe, and the ta- 
lking in of others out of the Houfe of Commons, and other- 
"wife to increafe their flrength, the fomenting a Malignant 
'^ Party throughout the Kingdom, the Jealoufies between the 
" JCipg, and his Parliament. And after many bitter and Sc- 

C c 3 ditiousi 
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ditioos ezpreflions of theCourt, and of all tbofe who were 
not of his mind, he concluded, "That he had nothing topro- 
*'pofe to their Lordihips by way of reqiieft or defire from 
''theHoufc of Commons I he doubted not, but their Judg- 
^'ments would tell them what was to be done; their Con- 
** fciences, their Honours, their Interefts, would call upon 
•*them for the doing of it. The Commons would be glad 
^' to have their help and concurrence in faving the Kingdom; 
*'but if their LoroAiips (hould fail, it fhould not difcourage 
^' them in doing their Duty; and whether the Kingdom be 
•'loft, or faved, they fliould be forry, that the ftory of this 
*' prefent Parliament /hould tell Polterity, that, in fo great 
** danger and extremity, the Houfe of G>mmons fhould be 
**inforced to five the Kingdom alone, and that the Houfc 
*' of Peers /hould have no part in the Honouf of the prcfer- 
•'vation of it, they having fo great an intereft in the good 
** fuccefs of thofe endeavours, in rcfped of their great Elktes, 
**and high degrees of Nobility. 

Ass DON as this Conference was ended, the Speaker of 
the Houfe of Commons was appointed to give M' ?jm (b- 
lemn Thanks for his fo well pertbrming that fervice, and to 
^^ 2!nt ^^^'^^^ ^^^ ^ deliver his Speech in writing in to the Houfe, 
J^. ^ that it might be Printed; which was done accordingly, to 
the end that the People might underftand, beiides thofe re- 
proaches upon the Kmg, how negligent the Houfe of Peers 
were of their welfire and fecurity. 

The fime day and hour after that Conference, a great 
number of People, in the name of the Inhabitants of the Coun- 
ty oi Hertfwdj prefented a Petition to the Houfe of Peers; 
in which, amongft other particulars, " They complain'd of 
♦* the delay of putting the Kingdom into a pofture of War for 
^* their better defence, and the want of complyance by that 
^'Honourable Houfe with the Houfe of Commons, in enrer-r 
**taining thofe many good Motions, and Pafling thofe necef- 
*'firy Bills. prefented to them from that Houfe for the Com- 
^*mon Gooa. And therefore they defired thepi, for the bet- 
^'ter removing of all the caufes and fprings of their Fears 
^'and Troubles, that the evil CounfeUors, and others hinder- 
*'ing the Publick Good, might be taken from his Majefty, 
*'and the Voting of the Bi/hops and Popifh Lords, to be re- 
^'mov'd out qf that Honouraole Houfe: And that the Peti- 
^' tioners, who would be ever ready to hazard their Lives and 
f* Eftates for the defence of the King and Parliament, the Pri- 
^vilegcs of the fime, and in fpecial thofe noble Lords and 
^'Gentlemen in both Houfes, whofe endeavours were for rhe 
f* Publick Good, might have liberty to Proteft againft all 
^'fhofc, asr Enemies to tlje I^ngdom, w^o refufid to joyn 

' ^^witij 
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"with thofe Honourable Lords and tte Houie of G>mmons, 
"for the putting thd Kingdom into a way of Safety, under 
"the Command of fuch Perfons, as the Parliament (hould 
"appoint. But neither this, nor any of the other Proceed- 
ings were refented by the Houfe of Peers, though their Pri- 
vileges were not only invaded, but the very Freedom and 
Liberty of Parliament abfolutely taken away anddeftroyed 
thereby. 

Wh EN the Houfc of Commons found that none of thcfe 
extraordinary ways would throughly Subdue the Houfe of 
Lords, but that, though they had very fturdy Champions 
there, the Major part, albeit the Biftiops, and all the Re- 
cufant Lords were driven from thence, ftill oppofed them, 
whereby neither the Bill for the taking away the Bifliops 
Votes, nor about Preffing, could Pafs, and that they perem- 
ptorily ftill refufed to joyn in the bufinefs of the Militia j 
they found a new wav, as unpradifed and as unnatural as 
any of thcf former, whereby they would be furc to have an 
infiuence upon the Houfe of Peers. It is an old Cuftom, 
and Privilege of that Houfe, that upon anj folemn Debate, 
whofoever is not {atisfied with the concluuon and judgment 
of the Houfe, may demand leave to enter his Protclhtion, 
which muft be. granted. The original of this was in Jealous 
Times, when Men defired, for avoiding the ill confequence 
of any Aft there, that their Diflents might appear; and was 
very leldom pradiced, but when they conceiv'd Religion, or 
the Crown, trenched upon; infomuch as you /hall not find, 
in the Jcnirnals of many Parliaments/ one Proteftation enter'd j 
and wlhen there was any, there was no more in the Records, 
than, after the Refolution of the Houfe is enter'd, ^That 
"fuck a Lord defired that his Proteftation or Diffent might 
"be enter'd, and oftentimes when feveral have diflcnted from 
the general Opinion, not above one or two have enter'd their 
Proteftation. but fince this Parliament, as they alter'd this 
Cuftom from cafes of high Concernment to the moft trivial 
Debates, the Minor part ordinarily entering their Protefta- . 
tion, to the end that their Opinions might be taken notice 
of, and who were oppofite to them, whereby the Good and 
Bad Lords wtre known and publi/hed; fo they altcr'd the 
form, and inftead of fliort general Entries, caufed the matter 
of Debate to be iiimm'd up, and thereupon their Protefta- 
tion, **That they were not to be anfwerable for any Inconve- 
*'nienciesorMilchiefs,that (hould befal the Common-wealth 
•• by reafon of this or that Refelution. So that from an Ad 
for the particular Indemnity of the Perfbn, that made it, it 
grew fometimes to be a reproacKing and arraigning the fenfe 
of the HotUe by any Fadlous number that diiagreed. Then 
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becaofe the Houfc of Peers is a Court of Record, they con- 
cluded, "That any Man upon any occafion might perufe the 
"Journals i and (b every Night the Houfe of Commons 
could fee how the Debates had been managed and carried all 
the Day, and take publick notice, and make ufe of it accord- 
ingly, which they could not do of thofe difcourfes they re- 
ceived from their Confidents ; for fupplying whereof this un- 
juftifiable method was found out. For though it is a Court 
of Record, the higheft Court, and the Afts' of Judgments 
of Parliament are Records, to which the Subjeft may uoon 
all occafions refbrt, yet they ought not to make ufe of tnat 
Liberty»in order to queftion any Words fpoken, or Ads done, 
and remember d there; of which if the Lords are not the 
only Judges, their Privileges are much lefs than the Com- 
mons in trutJi have, and may juftly claim. 

It happened, about this time, that upon fome Overture in 
the Lorus Houfe, wiiich pleafed them not^ the Violent Party 
tjif re, in a diforderly manner, cry'd out, Adjourn, Adjourn^ 
being not willing the matter fliould then come into debate ; 
others were not willing that the Houfe fliould Adjourn. The 
Duke o£ Richmond troubled at that Tumultuary and indired 
proceeding, faid, without direding himfelf to the Speaker, 
•* If they would Adjourn, he wifhed it might be for fix 
*' Months, or words to that effed ; upon which fome of the 
other Partv immediately moved, " That the Houfe might not 
^'rife, ana that the Duke would explain himfelf, and anfwer 
*' the making fiich a Motion, as, being granted, would be 
" deftrudive to the Common-wealth. Tiie Duke faid, " He 
** made no Motion, but ufed that expreflionj to /hew his dif- 
•'like of the otlicr Motion to Adjourn at that time, when 
•Hhere was bufinefs in agitation of great Concernment ; and 
** that when he fpokc. aU Men being upon their feet, and 
** out of the places^ be conceived the Houfe had been Up. 
Upon this he was required to withdraw j and then they, who 
had long looked upon him with great Envy and Animofity, 
as the only great Perfon, and Officer at Court, who had dif- 
countenanced their power, and their ftratagems, and had 
with notable Courage always oppofed their extravagancies, 
and fervile complying with the Houfe of Commons, and fub- 
mitting to the Tumults, and had with fingular Conftancy 
preferv'd his Duty and Fidelity to his Majefty unviolated, in- 
. veigh'd againft that Motion, *' As of too Serious a nature to 
'* be made a jeft of, and fit to be Cenfiircd as moft pernicious 
"to This Kingdom, and deftrudive to Ireland , the War 
f'wliereof could not proceed, if the Parliament fliould have 
*' been Adjourned for fix Months, as his Lordfliip had pro- 
"pofei 
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O N the other fide^ it was allcdg'd, " That the Motion had 
" never been made to the Houfe; and therefore they ought 
"no more to queftion, or take notice of it, than of every 
" hght or frolickDifcourfe or Expreflion, that negligently, or* 
" cafually fejl from qny Man ^ wnich would takeraway all li- 
''berty of Converiation. However, that if it had been fe- 
"rioufly, and formally made, it could be no Crime, it being- 
"thjB neceflary Liberty and Privilege of every Member to' 
" make any Motion he thought in his judgment fit, which 
" the Houfe would approve, or reied, as it found reafbnabje; ' ' 
*^ And that, fince it was as muco in the Houfc-s Pawer to 
'^ Adjoiun for iGx Months, as for fix Days, it was as lawful 
"to move the one as the other; of which there could nctt be 
" the leaft inconvenience^^ becauie the Houfe would be ifiire 
" to rejed it, if it were not fonrid proper. Afterv a very 
fierce, and eager Debate, in which much BItternefs and Vi- 
rulency was exprefled, it was Refolv'd by the Major part^' 
^'That the Duke had committed no Offence j and lb he was 
^^ as regularly abfol v*d as was poffible. Hereupon thfe Earls of 
Nsrthumberland, Pembroke, Effex, and HcUsni, who thought 
the Duke's Affedion and Duty tp his Matter a.Reproach,and 
his intereft prejudicial to Them, with the reft of that Patty 
entered their Proteftation, "That whereas fuch a Motion had 
"been made by the Duke ofRicbmend, and upon being que- 
'^ {Honed for the fame, he had beto acquitted by the Major' 
"part. They were free frooi the Mifcbiefs or Inconve- 
** niences, which might attend the not puniftiing of an Offence 
*^ tending fo much to the prejudice of King or Kingdom* 

This Proteftation, by the advice of that Nighits queetiag, 
was, the next Day, uken notice of in the Houie of Commons, ' 
and the matter it felf of the Motion inlarged upon, by all pof- 
fible and Rhetorical aggravations, concerning the Perfon, and 
his intereft, according to the licence of that Houfe^.and that* 
People. It was laid, " Here was an evil Counfellpr, that had • 
•'difcover'd himfelf, and no doubt had been: the Author of 
" many of thofe evil Counfels, which had broughp that tiou- 
^^ble upon us; that he had receiv'd his Education in Sfain^ 
"and had been made a Grandee of that Kingdom, and had 
''been ever fince notoriouily of that Fadion; that his Sifters * * 
"were Papifts, and therefore his Affedion was to be guc- 
"ftioned in Religion; that, from the beginning of this rat-' 
"liament, he had been oppofite to all their proceedings, and 
''was an Enemy to Reformation; that he had vehemently^ 
'? oppofed the Attainder of the Earl of Strafford ; was a Friend 
"to Bifliops; and now, to prevent any pollibility of Refor- 
^'matioq, which could not be efJeded without the Concur- 
^'rence of the two Houfes, had defperatcly mov^d in the 
• ''Houfe 
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'' Hoa& of Peers, where be had a great Faftion^ that it would 
'' Adjourn for fix Mouths ; in which time the Malignant Party 
^'of which he might well be thought the Head^ and had 
^the greateft influence upon the King's Affeftions, \^ouId 
'^prevail fb far, that all mture hopes would be tender 'd de- 
^'fperate, and the Kingdom of IrelmA be utterly loi^ and 
**poffefled by thePapifts: that they were therefore to take 
^^chis opportunity, wnich God had given them^ to renx>7e (b 
*^ Malignant and dangerous a Perlbn from the King, and one 
** io fu^>eded, from (b important a Charge as the Cinque 
/^ Ports, of which the Duke was Lord Warden, and to fend 
'^ to the Lords to joyn with them in a defire to the King to 
" that purpofe. 

. Qm the other fide, it was objeded, that ^'Whilil they 
** were fo Sollicitous fof their own Privileges, and fenfible of 
^'the breach and violation of them, they could not more 
*'jnikify tho(e, who had been the Advifersof fiich breaches, 
•^than by offering the like trefpafs to the Privileges of the 
'• Peers: that the life of that Council depended on the liberty 
•'of Speech, and where there was {o different Minds, there 
•^moft be different Expre(fions, and if one Houfe might take 
•'notice what the other Houfe faid, or did, within Thofe 
•'Walls, the Lords would as well queftion Their Members^ as 
••they did now one of the Lords; which would take away 
•'all freedom of Debate: that they could not Examine the 
•'Circumftances, which attended that Motion, if any fuch 
*' was made ; and therefore could not fb much as, in their pri- 
*'vate udderfbndings make a reafbnable judgment of it, out 
•' that they were naturally to prefume the Circumftances were 
•' fuch, as took away the Offence of the Motion; for that the 
•' Major part of that Houfe where the wbrds were fpoken, 
•'and. at the time when they were fpoken, had, upon Solemn 
•'Debace, concluded, that there was no Crime in them; and 
•'tbit they were not only the Proper, but the Only Judges 
"in that Cafe: and if the Commons fhould intermeddle 
^'therewith, it was no otherwife, than, by the flrength of the 
•' Major part of the Houfe of Commons, to make the Minor 
"part ot Lords Superior to the Major part of that Houfe } 
• "which thev woola not fuffer to be offered to themfelveSk 

It was ailedg'd, "That die Duke was a Perfon of great 
••Honour and Integrity, and of fb unblemifhed a Fame, that 
••in all the difcovery of the Court Offences, there was not any 
^ refledion upon him. That his Education had been, accord- 
••ing to thebeft Kulesof the GreatefltPerfons, for fome years 
^' beyond the Seas ; and that, having fbent more time in Vt^n^t 
"and Itdj^ he vifited SpMn^ where nis Great Qgality being 
^•{Luown^ aQ4 flQ ^uefUoa ^ik a Compliment tQ this Kingclom, 

"with 
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** with which it was then in ftreight Allyance and CcMifede- 
•* racy, that King had confcrr'd the Honour of Grandee upon 
•• him I which was of no other advantage or iignification to 
**him, than to be Cover'd In the Prefcnce of that King, as 
** the principal Snbjefts there are. That his AfFeAion to the 
••Proteftant Reh'gion was unqueftionable and very Eminent; 
** and though his Sifters, who had been bred under their Moir 
•*ther, were Roman Catholicks, yet his Brothers, ofwhofe 
** Education He had taken the fole Care, were very good Pro- 
•* teftants. 

**T H AT his opinions in Parliament had been very avow'd, 
** and were to be prefiimed to be according to hisConfcience, 
** in th^ profeffion of which he was fo pubiick, that there was 
**reafon to believe he ufed no ill arts in private; fince he 
^^ had the Courage to do that Aloud, which he had reaibn to 
** believe would difpleafe many. That it would be a great 
•* prejudice, and blemifli to their Cogncils and Difcoveries, if 
^ after fo longdiicourfeof a Malignant Party, and evil Coun- 
^* fellors, of which they had never yet named any, they Hiould 
'^firft brand This Lord with that imputation upon fiich a 
*^ ground and occafion, as muft include ail thofe Lords who had v 
*^ abfolv'd him, which was the Major part of the Lords. In a 
^' word, that it would Idok as if tbey had devifed thofe new 
** words to make Men afraid, and keep them in rcferve to ap- 
*^ply to all thofe with whom they were Angry. 

But notwithftanding all this, and all the reaibn that could 
be fpoken on that part, and that there could be none on the 
other, after a Debate of very many hours, till after nine of 
the Clock at Nieht (the lateft that ever was id the Pariia- 
ment, but that ot the Remonftrahce) in which it was evident, 
that they meant, as far as in them lay, to Confound all thofe, 
whom they could not Convert; it was Refolv'd by the Ma- 
jority of Voices^ not half of the Houfe being prefent at that 
unfeafbnable time of the Debate, **That they fhould accufc the 
'^Duke of Rkbm^ni to the Lords to be one of the Malignant 
*' Party, and an evil Counfellor to his Maiefty ; and to defire 
"them to joyn in a requeft to the King, tnat he might be rc- 
**niov'd from any Office or Imployment about his Perfon; 
which was (blemnly recommended to the Lords accordingly 
and by them fo far received, that though the defire was re- 
jeAed, no diflike or difapprobation of the Matter or the Maa« 
ner was in the leafl difcover'd, or infifted on. 

All things thus prepared, and fb many Lords driven and 
kept fiom the Houfe, befides the Bifhops, and they that ftay'd 
There, by this laffc infbnce, infhufted how to carry themfelves^ 
at leafl how they provoked tBe Good Lords to Protefl, they 
Refblr'4 pn?^ WP^C tp VJ vbetljei: tbf Do^fe ^f Peers would 

be 
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be induced to joyn in the bufinefi of the Militia, which they 
had twice refufed; and to that purpofe, their old Friends of 
the City in the fame numbers flocked to IVeJlminfiety but un-» 
der the new, receiv'd, and allowed, ftyle of Petitioners; but 
as. unlike Petitioners to any of thofe Lords or Commons, 
whom they underftood to be Malignant, as the other Tumults 
had been. From thefe Herds there were two notable Peti- 
tions delivered to the HouCe of Commons, the one from the 
Porters, their number, as they faid, confiiting of fifteen 
Thoufand ; the other under the title of many Thoufands of 
|foor People in, and about the City of London. The Porters, 
with great Eloquence, confeffed "The unexpreffible pains, 
*^that Honourable Houfe had taken for the Good of Church 
*'and State; which deferv'd to be Recorded to their Eternal 
^'Fame, though the EfFeds of thofe unwearied endeavours 
^^ were not produced, by reafbn of the prevalence of that ad- ^ 
"vcrfe Malignant, Blood-fucking, Rebellious Party, by the 
** power of which the Privileges of Parliament, and the Li- 
**Derty of the Subjed was trampled upon, the Rebellion in 
*' Ireland increafed, and all Succours and Relief for that King' 
•Mom obftruded. They faid, "That Trade had been long 
5^1angui/hing, but was now dead by the Fears, Jealoufies, and 
*' Diftradions they lay under, for want of Fortification of the 
"Cinque Pores, which was a great incouragcment to the Pa- 
"pifts to make Infurredions, and did much animate a For- 
" reign Power to invade us: that by the deadnefs of Trade 
*' they did w^nt imployment in fuch a meafure, as did make 
** their Lives very uncomfpstaWe; therefore their Requeft 
"was, that That extream neceflity of theirs might be taken 
" into ferious Confideration, and that the Honourable Hbufe 
** of Commons would fall upon the fpeedicft courfe for aba- 
"ting and quelling the Pride, Outrage, and Infolency of the 
"adverfe Partv at Home; that the Land might be fecured by 
"Fortifying the Cinque Ports, and putting the People into 
"apofture of Defence, that, all their Fears, or as many as 
"could, might be. remov'd, and that Trade might be again 
'.*fet up and opened, that their wants might be in fome mea-* 
"fure fuppUcd. They further dei^red than Juftice mi|ht be- 
"done upon Offenders, according as the Atrocity of their 
"Crimes had deferv'd; for if thofe things were any longer 
** fixlpended, they fliould be forced to Extremities not fit to be 
•* named, and tp make good that faying. That Neceffity hath 
*^no Law. They faid they had nothing to lofe but their 
*' Lives, and thole they would willingly expoie to the utmoft 
"peril, in defence of the Houfe of Commons, according to 
"their Proteftation, d'r. 
The other w^s a Petition in tl^e names of many Thou%4 

of 
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of poor People, and brought by a multimde bffiich, who 
feem'd prepared for any Exploit. I have Thought fit, for the 
rarenefs or it, and the rare E^tSt it produced, to inlert chat 
Petition in Terms as it was prefented. Thus, 

jTb the Honourable the Houfe of Commons now affembleiin 
Farliament. 

*'Thc humble Petition of many Thoufands of poor People 
**in and about the City of London. 

"HuMBiY flieweth, that your Petitioners have lain a 
" long time under great prefliires, and grievances both in Li- 
*'berties and Confciences, as hath been largely, and fundry 
*' times, /hewed and declared, by feveral Petitions exhibited 
'* to this Honourable Aflfembly both by the Citizens, and A{v- 
** prentices of the City of London^ and divers Counties and 
''parts of this Kingdom, from which we hoped long e're this, 
" by your pious care to have been delivered. 

''But now we, who are of the meaneftRank and Quality, 
"being touched with penury, are very fenfible of the ap- 
"proachdng ilorms of Ruine, which hang over our Heads, and 
"threaten to overwhelm us, by reafon of the fad diftradions 
"occafioned chiefly and originally, as your Petitioners hum- 
"bly conceive, by the prevalency of the Bilhops, and the 
"Popifli Lords, and others of that Malignant Fadion; who 
"make abortive all good Motions, which tend to the Peace, 
" and Tranquillity of this Kingdom of Englandy and have 
" hitherto hindered the fending relief to our Brethren inlrr- 
"/rfiirf, although they lye weltering in blood; which hath 
"given liich head to the Adverfaries, that we juftly fear the 
"like calamities inevitably to befal us Here, when they have 
"vented their rage and malice There. 

"All which, occafions fo great a decay and ftop ofTrade, 
"that your Petitioners are utterly impoveriflied, and our mi- . 
*'feries are grown infupportable, we having already ipent all 
"that little means, wliich we had formerly, by God's blef- 
"fing, and our great labour, obtained; and many of us have 
" not, nor cannot tell where to get bread to fuftain our (elves 
"and families; and others of us are olmoft arrived at the 
" fame Port of calamity ; fo that unlefs fome fpeedy remedy 
"be taken for the removal of all fuch obftrudions, whicn 
" hinder the happy progrefs of your great endeavours, your ' 
"Petitioners fhaJl not reft in quietneft, but fhall be forced 
"to lay hold on the next remedy which is at hand, to remove 
"the difturb^rs of our Peace; Want and neceffity breaking ' 
"the bounds of Modefty : and rather than your Petitionees *

'^ will (after them&lvesy and their fainilieSy to perifli through 
^^ Hunger and neceilityy though hitherto patiently groaned 
^^under^ they cannot leave any means oneilayed for their 
''relief. 

** T H B Cry therefore of the Poor, and Needy, vour Poor 
'^Petitioners, is, that fuch Perfbns, who are the<^ihicles of 
''our peace, and hinderers of the hanpy proceedings of this 
"Pafliament, and the enjoyment of the looked for purity of 
** Religion, fafety.of oui: lives, and return of our, welfiires, 
" may be forthwith publickly declared, to the end they may 
" be made manifeft ; the removal of whom we humbly con- 
'^ceive will be a Remedy to cure our miferies, and put a 
" period to thefe diftradions : and that thofe Noble Worthier 
"of the Houfe of Peers, who concur with your happy Votes, 
''may be eamefUy defired to joyn with this Honourable 
" Houie, and to Sit apd Vote as one entire body i wliich we 
"hope will remove from us our deftrudive Fears, and pre- 
"vent that, which Apprehenfion will make the Wifeft aoi 
"Peaceableft men tojput into Execution. 

"For the Locd's fake hear us, and let our Reli^on, Lives, 
;"and Welfares be precious in your iight^ that the loyns of 
" the Poor may blefs you, and pray, &€. 

After this fcandalous and extravagant Petition delivered, 
the Houfe, according to its gracious cuftom, ordered thanks 
to be given for their great kindnefs. To the Which when 
it was delivered hy the Speaker, who told them that the 
Houfe was in confideration of thofe things, whereof they 
complained, fbme ^dbat Rabble, no doubt as they had been 
taught, replied, " That they never doubted the Houfe of 
<< Commons, but they heard all fluck in the Lords Houfe, and 
"they defired to know the Names- of thofe Peers, who hin« 
"dered the agreement between the Good Lords and the 
"Commons: whid) they preiled with unheard of rudenefs 
and importunity, and witii a feeming unwillingneis withdrew^ 
whilft me Houie took the matter into further confideration. 

Yet notwithfbmding this Provocation, apd that it was 
urged by many Members, fbme of which had been alTaulted 
and ill iptreated by that Rabble in their pafTage to theHoufe^ 
"That the countenancing fuch Licentious perfons and pro- 
"ceedings would be a great blemifii to their Counfels, they 
were again called in; and told, "That the Houfe of Com-> 
"mons iiad endeavoured, and would continue thofe endea- 
"yours for their relief; and thev doubted not, when they 
"had delivered their Petition, ana what they had faid, to the 
'* Lords, which they would prefenily do, the caufes of their 
"evils would be found out, and fame fpeedy cour& refolved 

"upon 
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'^upon for tlieir relief; and therefore defired thetD with pa« 
'^ tience to attend a further Anfwer. And accocdiogiy that 
Petition was folefnoly read, and deliirered to tixe Lords at 
a Conference s and tne Conference no fboner ended, diah 
M' HMiy one of thoie Five whom the King Imd accufed a 
Month before of High Treaibn, was ient to the Lords in a 
MeflQ^e to defire thena, "That they would joyn with the 
^'Houie of Commons in their defire to the King about the 
''Militia ; to which he added, '' That if that defire of the 
''Houfe of Commons was not aifented to^ he defired tfaofb 
*' Lords who were willing to concur, would find fome meanb 
'*to make themfelves known> that it might be known who 
'' were againft them, and they might make it known to thofe 
''that fait them. 

After which Motion, and Meflage, the Lords again re- 
faine the Debate; which the Earl oi IhnhunikrlMd begun 

' with a profeflion, "That whofoeyer renifed, inthatparti- 
''cular, to joyn with the Houie of Commons', were, m His 
"opinion. Enemies to the Common- wealth; when the Ma« 
jor part of that Houie had twice before refufed to concur 
with them in it. Yet when his Lordfliip was qiKftion'd for 
that Unparliamentary language, all the other Lords of that 
Fadion joyned with him; and declared^ "That it was Their 
"opinion likewife :-. the Rabble being at the door to execute 
whatever they were direifted: (o that many Lords out of a 
jaft indignation to fee their Honours^ and their Liberties Sja* 
crificed to the People by Themfolves; others, out of real 
fear of t)eing murder'd, if they fliould, in that conjnndure 
of time, infift on their former refblutions, withdrawing them- 
felves ; the Major part of thofo, who ftayed> concluded toiw Urju 
joyn with th^ Houie of Commons in their defire concern- ^j^^^*2 
ing the Militia. . M^i ' 

Within two days after this agreement, and fiibmiffion 
of the Ixsrds, another Petition was prefonted to the Commons, 
in the name of the inhabitants of the County of Smtj^ by 
a multitude of People, who were, ot pretended to be of that 
County, and Subfcribed by above two thouiand hands. Their 
Petition was of the ordinary ftrain, full of devotion to the 
Houie of Commons, and offering to execute all their com- 
mands $ but with it they prefented likewife a Petition, which 
they intended to prefent to the Lords, if They approved it, 

. and was Subfcribed by above two thousand hands; bv which 
it may appear Where that Petition was drawn, ana When, 
however tne hands were procured. The Petition to the Lords 
took notice "Of their happy concurrence with die Houfe of 
"Coomions in fettling the Militia, and Forts, in fuch hands 
^'^s the Common-wealth might Confide in, and the King* 

"dom 
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^^ ddm in inch a poftnre as might be for its defence, and (aSt- 

/^guaid: yec ther complained of the miferable condition of 

^^Ireld$$d, which tney faid, by the delay it had found amongft 

^^ their Lordfhips, notwithftanding the preffing endeavours of 

/' the Houfe of G>mmons, together with many of their Lord- 

/'ihips, had been expofed to the inhuman cruelties of their 

'^mercilefis Enemies. With like grief they apprehended the 

^'Diftra&ions of this Nation, the compofure of which was 

••^altogether hopelefs, {o long as the King's Throne was fur- 

*^ rounded with evil CounfcUors, and fo long as the Votes of 

•'Popifli Lords and BiAiops were continued in their Houfe. 

"Whbrbfokb they did humbly pray, and befeech their 

> •* Lordfhips, that they would go on in a confbnt Union with 

^*the Houfc of Commons, in providing for the Kingdom's 

*^fafety ; (hat allcvil Connfellors might be found out. Ire- 

^^Und rclicv'd; that tlie Votes of the popifli Lords, and 

**Biftiops might be fpeedily removed ; that fb the Peace of 

**thc Kingdom might be eftablifli'd, the Privileges of Parlia- 

*^ ment vit^icated, and the purity of Religion fettled,and pre- 

•^ferved. And, they feid, they fhould be in duty obliged to 

'* defend, and maintain with their Lives and Eftates, tlieir 

^* Lord/hips, as far as they (hould be united with the Ho- 

^' nourable Houfe of Commons, in all their juft and pious 

^^proceedings. 

Which Petition was read in the Houfe of Commons, and 

approved, and tjie Petitioners thanked for their kind expreA 

lions therein; and then it was delivered by them at the Bar 

pf the Houfe of Peers : who, within a day or two, pafTed both 

MifWBtfl/the Bill for taking away the Bi/hops Votes, ana that con- 

J3^^J*' ceming Prdfing, which had lain fo long defperate, whilft the 

mdff^ilhoiAs came, and fat with freedom in the Houfe. And the(e 

Uik tkifu marvellous things done, they again Adjourn both Houfes into 

s^%um *- iMtbrn, to lay the Scene for future Adion. 

^^dmH Upon the fecond day ofFibruaijy fome Members, ap- 

Bf/fc H$ufif poi"^^ ^y ^^ Houfes, attended his Majefty at H^mdfrr, 

Teuti$n ril# with thcit Petition, ** That he would forthwith put the Tower 

gv;*^^*of JLiWiifcii, and all other. Forts, and the whole Militia of 

•r^tns.^^^ih.^ Kingdom, into the hands of fuch perfbns, as Should be 

UiMtu^fiu. ''recommended unto his Majefty by both Houfes of Parlia- 

'*ment; which, they afTured tliemfelves, would be a hope^l 

** entrance into thole courfes, which, through God's bleffing, 

**fliould be effedual for the removing all diffidence, and mil- 

''apprehenfion between his Majefty and his People; and for 

^' eibblifliing and enlarging the Honour, Greatnels, and Power 

**of his Majefty, and Royal pofterity ; and for the reftoring 

"and confirming the Peace, and Happinefs, of his loyal Sub- 

'' jeds in all luaI>omimons. And to ttiat their moft necefTary 

** Petition, 
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/^Petition, they (aid, they did, in all humility, cxpeft his 
'Tpeedy and gracious Anfwer, the great Diftra(9ions, aad 
*' Diftempers of the Kingdom, not admitting anv x^elay . 

At the fame time they iikewife prefented another Petition 
to him, concerning the accufed Members; in which thpy be- 
foaght him, " To gi?e diredions, that the Parliament might 
" be informed before Ftidaj next (which >vas within two days) 
" what proof there was againft them, that accordingly they 
^' might be called to a legal Trials it being ^ the undoubted 
" right, and Privilege of Parliament, that no Member of Par- 
'Miament could be proceecled againft, without the con&nt 
'of Parliament. 

His Majefty now found that thefe perfbns could not be 
compounded with, and that their purpose was, by degrees, 
to get fo much Power into their hands that they need not 
care for wiiat was ie^ in His ^ and that the Lor.ds were in no 
degree to be relied npon to maintain their Own Privileges, 
much lels to defend HisRights; and that they had the p6wer 
generally to impofe upon the People's Upderftanding contra- 
ry to tlieir own Senfes,. and co periwade them, '^ That they 
''were in danger to be invaded by Foreign Enemies, when 
the King was not .only in peace with all Chriftian Princes, 
bat alnraA all other Nations fb imbroyled in War, that they 
alldefired the Friend/hip and Afliftance o£ EngUnd; hone 
was in cafe or condition to difturb it: ^ And that there was 
*'a decay and deadnefs of Trade, and Want and Poverty 
"groiving upon the- whole Kingdom, when no man living 
had ever remen^ber'd the ^ike Pi^ty of er the whole Land, 
and Trade was .at that height, that the like had never be^n 
known. 

H Eraiblvcd therefore to reniove ihimfelf to a greater di-^'^'^ 
fiance from Lonifm^ where the Fears and Jealouiies &^^ 'ymi^^fLm 
and ^onftandy to deny to pa& any. A&, that ihouM be recom- '^^£^ 
mended to him fiom the two Honfes^ except what might '^ 
concern IreUnd, till he migiit have a full profped ofall they 
intended to demand, and an equal afllirance how far they in- 
tended to gratify him for all his condeifcenfions; which refo* 
lation was yery Parliamentary, it having been rarely known, 
till this prefent Parliament, that the King confented to any 
Ads, till the determination of theSeiCon. 

Til B truth is, when his Majefty found theeztream ill fiiC* 
cefs c^ the accu&tion againil the Meoabers, and that the Tu- 
mults, and the Petitioners, were no other than an Anny at 
the diipofal of thofe, in whom he had no reafbn to put his 
coi^dence, and that all fuch who exptcfled any emineiit 
zeal to his Service, would be taken from him under the ii:yie 
* of Delinquents and Malignt|&ts, he refblv^ that tiielQseen,

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who was very full of fears, (hould go to Piortfmmth, Colonel 
Gpfif^y who was Gorernoor thereof, having focmd means to 
make good impreflions again in their Majeitie^ of his Fide- 
lity ; and that Himfelf would go to Hull, where hisMagazine 
of Canon, Arms, and Ammunition was ; and that being ie- 
cured in thofe ftrong places, whither they who wi/hed him 
well, might refbrt, and be proteded, he would fit ftili^ till 
they who were over*aftive, Vifoaid come to reafbn. 

' , But this, though refolved with ib much iecrecy, that it 
was not communicated to three peribns (as I have been iince 
aiTured by thofe who knew ) whether, by the Treachery of 
one of thofe few, or by the Curiofity of others (which I ra- 
ther believe) who found means to over^hear all private dif- 
courfes ( as both Bed-chambers were inhabited, and every 
corner polTefled, by diligent Spies upon their Mailer, and 
Miftreu) was imparted to thofe wlio procured thofe Orders 
before mentioned for hUl rndPortfitrnmh ; by reafon whereof, 
and the advice, and promife of many Lords, ^'Tliat they 
^' would firmly unite themfelves for the joft fiipport of the 
^' Regal power, with the extream ^ppienenfion the Queen 
had of danger, thatCounfcl was laid aiide. That, which 
wrought fo much dpon the Queen's fears, befides the general 
obfenration how the King was betrayed, and how his Rights, 
and Power, were every day wrefted from him^ was an ad- 

' vertifement, that /he had received, of a defign in the preva- 
lent Party to have accufed her Majefty of High Trcafon; of 
which, without doubt, there had been fbme difcourfe in their 
moft private Cabals, and, I am perfwaded, was imparted to 
her upon deiign, and by connivance (for there were ibme 
incorporated into that Fadion, who ezadly knew her na- 
ture, palEons, and infirmities) that the difdain of it might 
tranfport her to (bmewhat which might give Them advan- 
tage. And (hortly after that difcovery to her Majefty, thok 
perions before mentioned were accufed of High Treafi>n $ 
yet afterwards, when they had received the foil fruits^ they 
ibund means to complain, ^' As a great argument a£ the ma- 
*^lignity of thofe perfbns of neamels to both their Majefties, 
^'that an infufion had been made to the Queei\, that there 
^' was apuipofe of accufing her of HighTreafbn, and folemn- 
ly by Meflage ''Befought her to dUcover, Who had done 

-*' that malicious Office^ when they very well knew Who it 
was, and for Whofe fake the Q^cea was brought ta return 

: Anfwer, ''That fhe had heard fuch a difcourfe, but took no 
^* notice of it, as never believing it ; whereas if (he couU have 
been compelled to have difcovered, how thev knew that the 
Qgeen had been informed, all the fecret would have appear- 
ed j ^ fame perlbn iirft telling her what was in projeftion 

againfl 
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againft htt^ and then returning 'Intelligence of any expref* 
fions, and diftempcr, he might eafiijr obferve upon the appre- 
henfion which the other begot. 

But both King and Queen were then upon that diiadvati* 
tage^ that all their words^ and aAions^ which were the pure 
reliilts of their own reafbns^ and judgments upon what they 
faw every day occurred, were called the cffeds of evil Coun- 
fels. that fo tliey might take the liberty to reproach them 
with the more licence; whilft what they received by the moft 
fccret perjury of Bed-Chamber Spies, or what they forged 
themfelves, was urged as the refult of common Fame, or the 
eiOFeds of their Fears and Jealoufies, to the rancor of which 
the moll precious balm of the Crown muft be applied. And 
therefore it was concluded, " That the Queeo fliould take the 
*' opportunity of her Daughter the Princefs Mary's Journey 
"into HoUand ( who had been before married to the young 
l?rincc o( Orange, and wa$ now (blemnly defired by tlie Stares 
Embafladours to come Into that Country) "To tranfport her 
" felf into HoEand, patiently to expcfl: an amendment of the 
"affairs o( England; and that the King ftiould retire into 
"the North, and refide at Torkj, and deny all Particulars, till 
*' the Whole alteration /hould be framed. But the firft refo- 
lation concerning the Queen was only publifhed, the other, 
concerning the King, communicated to very few; both their 
Majefties being reduced to fo great wants, that the Queen 
was compelled to coyn, or fell, her Chamber-Plate for the 
fopply or her moft neceflary occafions, there being no money 
in the Exchequer, or in the power of the Minifters of the Re- 
venue; the Officers of theCuftoms, out of which the allow- 
ance for the weekly fupport of their Majefties houfhold'had 
been made, being enjoy ned by the Houle of Commons, not 
to ifTue out any money> without their particular confent, and 
approbation. 

It was evident now that the accufcd Members were too 
mighty for the King or the Law, and that they would admit 
no 'other Judges of their guilt, than Themfelves, nor rules of . . 
proceeding,tfaan the Plurality of their own voices : and there- 
fore the King refolv'd to give over any more thought of that 
bufinefs. And fo to that Petition he Aniwer'd, "That as he 
*' once conceived that he had ground enough to accufe them, 
" fo Now he found as good caufe wholly to wave any profe- 
" cution of them. The other Petition concerning the Mi- 
litia gave him jcnore trouble; for though he was refolved in 
no degree to confent to it, yet he was willing, till all things 
could be ready for the Queen s Journey, and Co for his own 
remove, rather to Delay it^ than deny it; left the feme Ar- 
fny of Petitioners might come ;o Wlndfir to perfwade hin^ 
% D d a which 
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which had converted, or prevailed over the Houfe of Peers. 
And he was perfwaded by fome, who thought they knew 
the temper ofboth Houfcs^that though they were now united 
in the Matter, they might eafily be divided upon theCircum- 
ftances / and tliat they would not be of one mind in the 
cledion of the Perfons to be Confided in. So that to that 
Petition his Majefty returned this Anfwer : 
rh% King's "That he was willing to apply a remedy not only to 
^"pX«>» ^^^^^^^ Dangers, but to their Doubts and Fears ; and tJiere- 
€%nctnimg "forc that when he fliould know the extent of power, which 
tbtUiiitia. cc^^,^5 intended to be eftabliflied in thoie perfons, whom they 
"defired to be Commanders of the Militia in the feveral 
** Counties, and likewife to what time it ftiould be limited^ 
^that no power fliould be executed by his Majefty alone 
** without the advice of Parliament, Then he would declare 
*'that he would be content to put in all the Forts, and over 
*'the Militia, fuch Perfons as both Houfes of Parliament 
•* fliould either approve, or recommend to him i fo that they 
** before declared the names of the perfons, whom they would 
*' approve or recommend ; and fo that no perfons fliould be 
"named by them, againft whom his Majefty fhould have juft 
**andUnqueftionji>le exception. 

' Wh I Ctf AnfwcT, though it was not a Confent, gave them 
notable encouragemtent, arnd exceedingly united the vulgar 
minds to them j who concurred only with them, as they law . 
them like to prevail in what they went about. And there was 
no danger ot any difunion in the Nomination of Perfons; 
becaufe, though they fliould at firft admit fuch into the Num- 
ber, whom they could not fiifficiently truft, nor plaufibly ex- 
cept againft, yet when they were once pofleflTed of the power 
ofrJomination, they might eafily weed out thofe which 
were not agreeable to- the Soil they were planted in. How- 
ever this would take up fome time j and therefore to keep the 
King's inclination to gratify them ( for fo they would un- 
derftand it ) wiarm, the fame dav they received this Anfwer, 
ihtihufe»fxheY returned a MeflTage of thanks; and defired his Majefty, 
^^JJ^^^Jj^r*"" Whilft they were preparing all other particulars according 
iZl'l^' and'* to his command, that he would confer the cuftody of the 
loh* oSni.^**'^^^^^ ^P^" S^fohnConiers, whom they had lately recona- 
eM«My "i'nacnded to his Majefty as a perfon of great merit. With 
"'^^ ^n ^^^^ being furprized, and delired likewife by S' John Byron 
^Ttmr. '^o free faiKi frooi ^he Agony and vexation cff that place, which 
had expofed his perfon ana reputation to the rage and fury of 
the People, and compelled him to fubmit to fuch reproaches, 
as. a generous Spirit could not brook without much regret ^ 
ibr he had uDon frivolous furmifes beeA fent for as a De- 
linquent, ana been broughr upon his knees at the Bar of 
- • - both 
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both Houfes ; bis Majefty confented to that alteration^ and ti** Kjug 
made S^ John Comers Lieutenant of the Tower, Which was J"^'*" '* 
fuch an inllance of his yielding upon Importunity, that frongi 
that time they thought themfelves even poflefled of the. whole 
Militia of the Kingdom. 

Whilst all diligence was ufed in making preparation 
for the Queen's Journey, to divert their Councils from other 
inquifition, the King {who had received {6 many /harp.cx- 
pollulations for breach of Privileges, and other attempts upon 
their Reputations) refolv'd upon their publication of a bol^ 
fcandal upon Himfelf by one of their principal Members, to 
expoftulate with them, and try what Satisfaction apd Repara- 
tion they were prepared to give Him, who exaded fo much 
from Him. All opportunities had been taken in publick, and 
all licence given to Private and Clandeftine forgeries to lay 
odious, or envious imputation on ,tbe King and Queen, in 
the bufinefe oi Ireland y and to impute the progrefs'and fuc- 
cefs of that Rebellion to a connivance, if not a countenance, 
from the Court : the not Levying Men* and fending Provi- 
fions, imputed to his Majefty ; though he had, as is before 
obferv'd, offered to Levy ten Thouland Voluntiers for that 
Service, and had confented chearfuUy to every Propofitlon, 
that had been made with the leaft reference to the afliftanqe 
of that Kingdom. Indeed he was fb alarm'd with thofe per- 
petual odious fuggeftions, which be perceived wrought very 
pernicious effefts in the minds of the People, that he was 1 

compelled to confent to many things contrary to his Tudg- . '^^ 
ment and Kinglv Policy, to prevent greater inconveniences 
. by .thoie fcanckis, which he faw w^re prepared for him. So 
when feveral Propofiti'ons were recommended to him by the 
two Houfes concerning thofe Supplies, which were to be 
knt oMt oi ScotUndy amongft.the reft, there was one," Th^t 
"the Sans fliould have the Command, and keeping of the 
"Town, and Caftle of OrriiTii^ffr^w J and if any Regiment^, 
" or Troops, in that Province Aiould joyn with them, fh^t 
*' they rtaould receive Orders from the Commander of the 
*' Scotljh Forces. The King confented to all the rejft, though 
there were matters unreafenable enough in favour ox th^t 
Nation ; but, " That, He (aid, " He could not approve of; 
and wirtied "The Houfes to uke that Prp^ofition.again into 
"confederation, as a bufinefs of very great importance, whi(b 
^*he doubted might prove prejudicial to the Crown of £»f- 
'* Und^ and the Service intended* And he fai4 if the Houfes 
*'defired it, he would be willing to fpeak with the Scmfb 
^f Commiffioners, to feie what fatijfaftion he could give tiem 
*' therein. This Anfwer was no fooner read, but both Houfes 
Voted, "That whofoever gave the iCing advicd, .or Counf^l, 

D d ^ "to 
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^to fend that Anfwcr, was an Enemy to the King and King- 
^'donK and a Committee appointed to find out who thofe evil 
Counfellors were. So that, tiie Scvt'tfb Commiffioners prcfling 
him, "That being their Native King, he would not publiih 
•*a IcfsTraft and Confidence in them, than their Neighbour 
^^ Nation had done, his Maiefty thought fit to confent to the 
whole, as the two Houfes had advifed« 

Then, in the carrying oil the War, they allowed his 
l^ajefty (o little Power, that when he recommended (bme 
Officers of prime Quality, Reputation, and Experience in the 
War, to the Lord Lieutenant to be imployed m that Service, 
the Houfe of Commons by exprcfs Order, and after they 
knew that his Majefty had recommended them,rejeded them, 
becaufe they were taken notice of to have attended upon 
the King at Whtte-HaU^ as a Guard to his Perfon. And after 
all this^ they took all occafions to afperfe him with any 
omiiEons that were in that great work, as M^ fjm had more 
particularly done, in that Speech before taken notice of, at 
the Conference with the Lords, upon the delivery of thofe 
Seditious Petitions ; of which the King could not take notice, 
left he /hould be again reproached with breach of Privilege- 
Bu T when that Speech wasPrinted by Order of the Houfe, 
the King tl)pught he had an opportunity to require a vindi- 
cation i and tlicrefore, in a Letter to the Speaker, he fent this 
ft* K^ MefTage: *'Tliat he h^d taken notice or a Speech pretend- 
J!;^2;"ed by the title to have been delivered by M' Pjm in a 
tf»«9^M^^«' Conference, and Pointed by Order of the Houfe of Com- 
%!id!rf!t^^^^^^i "^ which it was affirmed, that fince the ftop upon 
FymV- *'the Ports againft all Irijb Papifts of both Houfes, many of 
f*the chief Commanders, now in the Head of the Rdbels, 
f*hayp been fuffered to pafs bv his Majefty's immediateWar- 
^'rant: and being certain of naving ufed extreme caution in 
^*the granting of Pafs-Ports into Ireland^ he conceived, ci- 
^^ther that iPaper nof to have been fo delivered, and Printed, 
''as is pretended; or that Houfe to have received feme mtf^ 
f' information. And therefore his Majefty defired to know^ 
•* whether that Speecli had been fo delivered, and Printed; 
^ *' and if it had, that the Houfe would review, upon what in- 
^* formation that particular had been grounded, that either it 
*' might be found upon reexamination falfe, and fo both the 
^Houfe, and his Majefty to have been injured by it; or that 
*'his Majefty might kqow, by what means, and by whole 
''fault, his Authority had been fo highly abufed, as to be 
*' made .to conduce to the afl^ftance of that Rebellion, which 
«'he fo much detefted and abhorred; and that he might fee 
^himfelf fullv vindicated from all refleftions rfthe le^ 
^'fufpicion of that kin<j[. 

It 
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It was fome tioie before they would vauchfafc any An-iiieH«i«/<«/ 
fwcr to the King upon thisMeflage; but at laft they retum'd,^JJTJJ'*' 
"that the Speech, meocion'd in that Meffage, was Printed ^' 
"by their Order, and what was therein deliver 'd, was agree- 
f'abte to the fenfe of the Houfe : That they had received 
"divers Advertifejnents concerning the feveral Perfons, Iri/b 
"Pa{»fts, and others, who had obtain'd bis Majefty's jm- 
^'mediate Warrant for their paf&ng into InUnd, fince the 
" Order of reftraint of both Houfes ; ibme of which, as they 
'^had been infbrni'd, fince their coming into luUnd, had 
"joyn'd with the Rebels, and been Commanders amongft 
" them ; and fome others had been ftay'd^ and were yet ia 
•^Ikfecuftody. 

TsjBK they named fbme, to whom Licences had been 
granted before the Order of reftraint, and were dill in £i^«* 
Und^ and faid, "There were others, wbofe names they had 
^^ not vet received, but doubted not, upon examination, they 
"would be difcovered* ^ 

To this the King Rcplv'd^ and told them, " That as He »• K/'v'* 

" had exprefled a great dehre to give Them all po/Eble {adf* ^'^'' 

'^ (a&itMy to all their juft requefts^ and a readinefs to reftify, 

"orretra&, any thing 4^ne by himielf, which might (eem to 

*' mtrench upon their.Privileges by any niiftake of his; {o he 

"hoped,, They would, beroidy, upon all occafions, to ma- 

"niteil an equal tendernefs and regard of his Honour, and 

'^Reputation with his Subjeds : and therefore he expeded 

"thevilK>uld review hisMeflage concerning M'?jf»i'sSpeecb» 

"ana their Anfwer, with which he. could not reft (atisfied. 

" He faid, he was moft aflfured that no Peribn, who had Comr 

'^mand in the Head 6f che Rebels, had paiTed by his War* 

" rant, or Privity. And then, he defired them to confider, 

'^ whether fiich a general Information, and Advertifement^ 

'^as they implied in their Anfwer, without the name of atrv 

^ particular Peribn, was a ground enough for fuch a direft 

^'and pofitlve Affirmation, as was made in that Speech; 

*^ which in refbcd of the Pkce and I^?rfon, and being now 

''^cJuiowleged to b^ according to the fenie of the Houie, 

''was of that Aui^iorityi that his Majefty might fuffer in the 

'^ Affi^dions of n^ny ot hi$ good Subjeds, and fall under a 

^'pofliUe conftrudipn, confidering many fcandaloiis Pam* 

^'pUets.tp fu^h ^ piirpoie, of not being fenfible enough of 

^^ that Rebellion, lo horri4, wd odious to all ChriiUans, by 

'< which, in that diftrad;ion, fuch a danger might po(Cblv 

**enfiie to his Majefty's Pedaq, and Eftate, as he was well 

*^ afftired they would endeavour. t;Q prevent. And therefore, 

^' be thought it very wceSkvj, and expeded that they fhould 

f^mme thofe Pertom who nad paiTed by his Licence, and 
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*^ were then in the Head of the Rebels : <ir if, upon their re- 
^^ examination, they did not find particuiftr Evidence to proire 
**that AfTertion (as he was moft confident thcjr never could) 
*'as that Affirmation, which jeftefted upon his Majefty, was 
^' very Publicic, fo they would public fuch a Deckration, 
^'whereby that £niftake might be difcovered ^ he being the 
'^more tender in tfa^t j>articular which had reference to Ire- 
^'Und, and being OK^ft idTured; that he had been, and was 
^ from his Soul, refolv'd to difcharge his- duty, for the Rdief 
*'of his poor Proteftant Subjefts, sitid the utter rooting out 
**that Rebellion; fo that Service had Heft fufFer'd for the 
''want of any thing proposed to him,* and within his Bower 
^*to grant. 

He faid,/'In this matter he had diligently examined his 
**o*n Memory, and the notes of his Secretaries; and then 
named all the Iriyft i^erfons to whem he had given *aay Li- 
cences to go into that Kingdom, iince the beginning of that 
Rebellion; and laid, ''He was well afliired, none of Tfaem 
*'were with the Rebels;- and though folde' of them mi^ht be 
*' Papifts, yet he had no reafon to have any fuibicion of them, 
''in refped of their Allyance with Perfons of great Honour 
**and Power in that Kingdom, of wiiofe Fidelity to him he 
''had good afTurance; aAd the Lotds Juftices themielves 
T' having declared, that they w^re-fo &rfrom<wniog ajea- 
!"Ibufy of all Papifts there, that they had put Arms into the 
*' Hands of divers Noblemen of that Religion, within the Pale, 
** which the Parliament bad well approved of. And tfaefefbre, 
** unlc^ the firft Affirmation of theHoufe of Commons coald 
**beTnade good by Come particulars- he expefted a irindica- 
"tion by fuch a Declaration as he had proposed; which, he 
faid, i<ras, in Duty and Juftice, due toTiim* 

But this, and any thing dfe coutd.befeid, wasfefar 
from procuring any Reparation, Ibdt «?hen they perceived 
the King ftill preffed for that Juftice, 'aati appreheirfcd tliat 
many would believe it due to him, and that the prejudice 
they had railed to him for ItfidiUl would be remov'd there- 
by, they confidently pabHftied another Dedaracion of ieMial 
perfons Names, to whbm they (aid theKing had^tfaoted 
'Pafies, and wererfien Commanders- in the Rebels Army, of 
* Whole Names hi? Majefty had never before heard,' to'^hom 
tto PaflTes had been granted, neither did he believe that there 
were liid^ M^pn in Nature: and fo left the People to bdieve 
as they found themfelves inclined upon the King's denial, 
or Their fo [articular, and pofitive Affirn^ation, 

T H H s E proceedings of the Farilambiit made a'dem im- 
prtffion upon all Noble and Generous 'perfdns, wbo^focind 
that their Pride, and Ambition 'tv^s fo^reiity*tMt cfaeyw- 
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iblved to remove all peribns^ who \(rerc like to ftand in their 
wajr, by oppofing'^y thing, they deiired, or by filling any 
Place, or Office, which xhey defign'd /hould be executed by 
fome other perfon, in whom thpy could Confide. The Earl 
<£Ntw^C0Jlle, who was Governoar to the Prince, knew very 
well in what prejudice he Hood with the Earls o£ Effex, ana 
HoUd9$d ( two very powerfiil perfbns ) upon the Account of 
the Challenge formerly mentioned to be fent by him to the 
latter of the two, who would be glad of any opportunity tQ 
cxpidk him to an affront j and that they would find otcafions 
enough upon the account of his known Affcdions to the 
King's Service, from wljuch it was not poffible to remove <^ 
ftarcle him. He knew they liked not that he (hould have the 
4 Government of the Prince, as one, who would Infufe fuch 
; :|>f:inci{>les into hin\, as would not be agreeable to their De- 
: ii^i^and would difpofe him to no kindnefs to their Perfons, 
' and tJtat they would not reft, till they iaw another Man in 
that -Province 5 in order to which> they would picTc all Qu,ar- 
tiels they eould, and load him with all Reproaches, which 
ciijght blaft him with the People, with whom he had a very 
good Reputation. Upon thofeconfiderations, and fome other n«£4r< •/ 
i" m^inations upon the proiped of Affairs, he very wifely re- ^^3^ 
mi'^ to retire from the Court, where he had expended much hit fi^ «/ 
•rf his own Fortune, and only made himfelf obnoxious ^^^^^^ 
^ Malice, and Envy of other pretenders j and defired the 
£ing to approve of this his rea{bnable inclination, and to put 
Ifhig^Srince under the Tuition of fome Perlbn of Honour of 
imimeftionable Fidelity to him, and above the reach of Popu- 
lar di&pprob^tion ; and, at the fame time mention'd the Mar- 
:^Qi$ otiienfndy who was indeed Superior to any Tempta- 
^y^« The King could not diflike the Earls Judgment upon 
'^^ own intereft and concernment 5 and did forelee Ukewife 
that he might probably have occaiionto nie his Service uh- 
der.4mother qualification; and therefore was well contented 
to difmifs Iiim: from the Prince- 

TttB Marquis of /fmfi^i was a Maa of great Honour, n#i^f|»^ 
Intereft, and Eftate, and of an univerf^ efteem over the'^^J^^ 
whdie Kingdom; and though he had received nian^,an^<r«w. 
contimied difbbh'ga^ons ^m tbe Cou^rt^ from th^ time of 
» (bis King's coming to the Crown,.as well as during the Reign 
^^a^Kinig 7iiflpf/, in both which feafi>ns, more tlin ordinarjr 
care had oeen taken to difcpuntenance and lefifen his Interefl;; 
vet he had carried himfelf with notable fteadinefs, from the 
DCginnif^g of the Parliament, in the fupport-and defence of 
the King's Power «nd Dignity, notwithftanding^ his Allies, 
and thpie wilh whom he bad the greateft Familiarity and 
Frieodlhip, w^W of the oppoiite Party j ^nd never concurr'd 
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with them againft the Earl of Straf0rd^ whom he was known 
not to love, nor in any other extravagancy. 

And then, he was not to be fhaken in his AfFedion to 
. the Government of the Church; though it was enough 
known that he was in no degree byaiTed to any great incli- 
nation to the Perfon of any Church-man. And with all this, 
that Party carried themfelves towards him with profoand re- 
fpeft, not prefiiming to venture their own credit in endea- 
vouring to leflfen his. 

It is very true, he wanted fome of thofe qnalities, which 
might have been wiAied to be in a Perfon to ht trufted in the 
Education of a great, and hopeful Prince, and in forming of 
his Mind and Manners in (b tender an Age. He was of an 
Age not fit for much Adivitv and Fatigue, and lov'd and 
was even wedded fo much to nis Eafe, that he lov'd his Book 
above all Exercifes; and had even contraded fuch a Laiinefs 
of Mind, that he had no delight in an open and liberal Con- 
verfation; and cared not to difcburfe, and atgue on thofe 
points, which he undcrftood very well,' only for the trouble 
of contending; and could never impofe upon himfelf the 
pain that was neceflary to be undergone in liich a perpetual 
attendance : but then thofe lefler duties might be otherwife 
provided for, and he could well Support the Dignity of a Go- 
vernour, and exad that diligence from others, wiiich he 
could not exercife Himfelf ; and his Honour was Co unble- 
mifhed, that none duril murmur againll the defignation; and 
therefore his Majefty thought him very worthy of the high 
Truft, againft which there was no other exception, bi^t that 
he was not Ambitious of it, nor in truth willing to receive 
and undergo the Charge, fo contrary to his natural Confti- 
tution. But in his pure Zeal and AfFedion for the Crown, 
and the Confcience, that in this conjundure his iiibmiffion 
might Advance the King's S^rvite, and that the refufing it 
might prove diiadvantageous to his Majefty, He very chear- 
fuUy undertook the Province, to the general Satisfadton and 
publick Toy of the whole Kingdom; and to the no litde Ho- 
nour andf Credit of the Court^ that fo imporunt and beloved 
a Perfon would Attach himfelf to it under fach a relation, 
when fo manv, who had fcarcc ever eaten any Bread but the 
Kings, Detached themfelves from their dependtiice,diat they 
might without him, and againft him, preferve and improve 
thofo Fortunes, which they had procuried and gotten under 
him, and by his Bounty. 
fhiK^ N o w the Bill for uking away the Votes of K/hops out 
'^^^•^.^ of the Houfe of Peers, which was called a Bill for taking away 
^linf thl all Temporal Jurifdidion ftom thofo in holy Onlers, was no 
»i^//K#r#/.fooner paffed the Houfe of Pecrs^.tban theiUng w«|s c^mcftly 
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dcfircd " To give his Royal Affent to it. The King rctum'd, 
" That it was a matter of great Concernment : and therefore, 
** He would take time to Advifc, and would return an Anfwer 
"in convenient time. But this delay pleafed not their ap- 

?etitc; thcv could not attempt theii- perfed Reformation m 
ihurch and State, till thefc Votes were utterly aboli/hed; 
therefore they fent the iame day again to the King^ who was 
yet at Windfor, and gave him reafons to pervade him 
** Immediately to confent to it ; One of which was the Griev- 
" ances the Subjefts fuffcr'd by the Bifhops exercifing of Tem- 
^'poral JurifiiiAion, and their making a Party in the Lords 
^'Houfej a Second, the great Content of all forts by the 
"haM)y Conjundion of both Houfes in their abfence: and a 
" Third, tJiat the paffing of that Bill would be a comfortable 
" pledge of his Majqfliy's gracious Affent to the future Reme- 
**dies of thofe Evils, which were to be prefented to him, this 
•*once being pafled. • 

Reasons fiifEcient to have Converted Him, if he had 
the leafl inclination or propcnfity to have Concurred with 
Them^ For it was, upon the matter, to perfwade him to 
ioyn with them in this, becauie. That being done, fcjp /hould 
DC able to deny them nothing. 

However thofe of greateft Truft about the King, and 
who were very feithfiil to his Service, though in this parti- 
cular exceedingly deceiv'd in their judgments, and not fuf- 
ficiently acquainted with the Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
perfwadcd him '*That the paffing this Bill was the only way 
**to prcferve the Church, there being fo united a Combina- 
'* tion in this particular, that he would not be able to with- 
"ftand it. Whereas, by the paffing this Bill, (bmany per- 
"Ibns in both Houfes would be fully fatisfied, that they 
*'wouIdjoyn in no further alteration : but, on the other hand, 
**if they were crofled in this, they would violently endea- 
**vour an Extirpation of Biihops, and a demoli/hing of the 
^ whole Fabrick of the Church. 

The V alledged that he was« upon the matter, deprived 
•* of their Votes already, they being not fiifler'4 to come to ' 

*' the Honfe, and the Major part in Ftifbn under an accafation \ 

'* of High Treafon, of which there was hot like to be anv 
^'Reformation, tiU thefe prefent Diftempcrs,werc compofect; 
'*and then that by his Power, and the memory of the indireft 
** means that had been ufed againft them, it would be eafier 
*'to bring them in again, than to keep them in now. They 
^*told Mm, there wfere two matters of great Importance 
"•'prefled upon him for his Royal Ailent, but thef were not 
•*of egqal confequence, and concernment to his Soveraign 
rPowerj tjte Fiii^ that Bill touching the Bifliops Votes ^ the 
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^ Other, the whole Militia of the Kingdom, the granting of 
"which would abiblutdy divcft him of all Regal Power; 
^' chat Jie .would not be able to deny Both; but by granting 
'^ the former, in which be patted with no matter of Mogient, 
"he would, it mav be, not be prefled in the iecond; or if 
" he were, that as ne could not have a more Popular Quarrel 
" to cak^ ^p Arms, than to defend himfelf,and to preferve that 
"Power in his hands, which the Law had vefted in him, and 
"without which he could not be a King; fb he could not 
<< have a more Unpopular argument for that Contention, than 
" the preiervation of the Bi&ops in the Houie of Peers, which 
'^few Men thought EiTential and moft Men believ'd Preju* 
"diclal, to the Peace and Happineis of the Kingdom* 

These arguments, tl^ough ufed by Men whom he moft 
trufted, and whom he knew to have op^oled that Bill in its 
pafTage, and to be cordially Friends to the Church ofEngUnd 
in Dlfcipline*and Dodrlne, prevailed not {o much with his 
Majefty, as the perfwafionsor the Queen ^ whp was not only 

{^erfwaded to think thofe reafons valid (and there are that be- 
ieve that Infufion to have been made in Her by her own 
Priefts^ by inftrudions from Fr4tU€^ and for reaibns of State 
of that*Kingdom) but that her own Safety very much de- 
>ended upon the King's coofent to that Bill; ^Q^ ^hat, if 
ic /hould refuie it. Her Journey into Holland would be crofled 
. yy the Parliament, and pofEbly her Perfbn in danger either 
>y die Tumults, which might eafily be brought to Windfir 
from Wefimif^efy or by the Infurredion of the Countries in 
her paflage from thence to Dover , where ihe intended to 
take Shipping. Whereas by her Interceflion with the King 
to do it, (he would lay a moft Seafonable and Px>pular Obli- 
.gation npon the whole Nation, and leave a pl^aiant o4our of 
her Grace and Favour to the People behind her, which would 

Erove much to her advant^e in her abiencej and (be ftiouLd 
ave the Thanks for that Ad, as acquired by her goodnefs, 
which otherwife would be eaaorted from the King, when flic 
• was gone. 
thtKj^ ^ These Infinuations and .DKcouries fb far Satisfied the 
^^ Queen, and /he the Kin^ that, contrary to his moft poiitive 
thi'vtktr Reiblution, the King.confented, and lent a Comfniflion fi>r 
^J^^' the Ena<S^ing both that ]|iU, and the other about Preffingi 
which was done accordingly, to the great Triutnph of the 
Boutefeus, the King fending the fame cuy tha; he Pafs'd thofe 
Bills, which was the fourteet^th of Febrnmy^ a Meflage to 
both Houses; "That be was afjured his having Pais'd thofe 
^^ twoBiJfc, being of fb great importance, fb fuddaJnly,would 
" ferve to afTure bis Parliameot^ that he defired nothing more 
'' than th^ $ati$£i,dipQ of hi;^ .|(^ipgdoai«. For frelaiU, he faid» 
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*'as he had Concur'd in all Propofitions made for that Ser- 
" vice by his Parliament, fb he was Refolv'd to leave nothing 
** undone for their Relief, which (hould poffibly fall within 
" his Power, nor would refufe to venture his own Pcrfbn in 
" that War, if the Parliament fhould think it convenient, for 
''xedudlion of that miferable Kingdom. 

The paffing that Bill for taking away the Bifhops Votes, 
exceedingly weakened the King's Party; not only as it Iwept 
away fo confiderable a number out of the Houfe of Peers> 
which were conftantly devoted to him; but as it made im- 
preffion on others, whofe minds were in fufpence, as when 
Foundations are ihaken. Befides, they that were beft ac- * 
quainted with the King's Nature, Opinions, and Refolutions^ 
had reafon to believe, that no exigence cotild hive wrought 
upon him to have confented to fo Antl-Moharchical an Aft; 
and therefor^, never after retained any confidence, that he 
would deny what was Importunately asked ; and fo, either 
abfolutely withdrew themfelves from thofe confultations, 
thereby avoiding the envy, and the danger of oppofing them, 
or quietly fuflfered rhemfelves to be carried by the Stream, 
and to confent to any thing that was Boldly and Luftily at-, 
tempted. 

And then it was fo ftr from dividing the ether Party, 

that I do not remember One man, who vehemently iniiAed 

X)n, or indeed heartily wifhed, the pading of that Bill, that 

ever xleferred them, till the Kiiigdom was in a Flame: bat 

on the contrary, very many, whotordially atid conftantly 

bppofed that Aft, as friencfe rather to Monarchy than Reh- 

gion, after that Bill, nfever cohfider-d or refifted any attempt, 

or further alteration, in the Clwrch, looking on the Bifhops 

las ufelefi to Soveraignty, and ib ndt 6f Importance enough 

to be defended by the Sword. And I have heard the famfc 

^en, who urged Before, "That their places in that Hof& 

"had no relation to the Difcipline of the Church, and their 

•* Spiritual Jurifdiftion, and therefore ought to be Sacrificed 

'* to the Prefervation of the other, upon which die Peace, and 

*' Unity of Religion fo much depended, fincc irgue, "That 

*' Since their Power in that Houfo, which was a gcJod Out- 

^ work to defend the^King*s from Invafion, was taken away, 

"any other form of Government would be equally advanta- 

" gebus to his Majefty ; and therefore, that he ought not to . 

** iniGft on it, with the leaft inconvenience to his conditicM* 

But that which was above, or equal to all this, was th<lt 
by his Majefty enafting thofe two Bills, he had, upon the 
matter approved the Circumftances of their paffage, which 
had been by dired violence, and almoft force of Arms; in 

which cafe, he ought not to have confirm'd themeft Poli- 
tick, 
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tick, or the moft Pious G)nftitations: lAdUftftd eft Lex, 
quA tumultume fffitd eft, was one of tlioie poncions of Ari- 
ftotle^ wiitch liach Never been iince contradided, and was 
an advantage, that, being well managed, and ftoutly infifted 
upon, would, in fpight of all their Machinations which were 
not yet firmly and folidiv formed, have brought them to a 
temper of being Treated with. But I have fivme caufe to 
believe, that even this Argument, which was Unanfwerable 
for the Rejeding that Bill, was applied fot the Confirming 
it I and an opinion that the violence, and force, ufed in pro-, 
curing it, render'd it abfblutely Invalid and Void, made the 
Confirmation of it Icfs confidcr'd, as not being of ftrength to 
make that Ad good, which was in it Self Null. And I 
doubt this Lc^ick had an influence upon other Ads of no 
lefs Moment than thefe : but it was an Erroneous and Un- 
^kilfiil fuggeftion; for an Ad of Parliament^ what Circum- 
ftances foever concuhr'd in the contriving and framing it, 
will be always of too great reputation to be avoided, or to 
be declared Void, by the Ible Authority of any Private Per- 
{bns, or the Single power of the King Himfelf. And though 
the WifHom, Sobriety, and Power, of a future Parliament, if 
God fhall ever blefs the Kingdom with another Regularly 
Cooftituted^ may find caufe to declare this, or that Ad of 
Parliament, Void ^ yet there will be the fame temper requifite 
to fuch a Declaration, as would ferve to Repeal it. And it 
may be Then, many men, who abhorr'd the thing when it 
was done, fb& the manner of doing it, will be of the Civi- 
lians opinion, Fteri nm iebmt^ fdOnm Vdlei; and never con* . 
ient to the Altering of that, which they would never have 
confented to the Eftablifhing of; neither will that fingle Pre- 
fident of the Judges in the Cafe of King Hemy the Seventh^ 
when they declared the Ad of Attainder to be Void by the 
Acceffion of the Crown (though if he had in truth been the 
peribn, unon whom the Crown had Lineally and Rightfulljr 
defcendea, it was good Law) find, or make, the Judges of 
another Age parallel to them, till the King hath as ftrong a 
Sword in his hand, and the People as much at his devotion 
and difpofal ; and then the Making, and DecIaringLaw, wiU 
be of equal Facility, though it may be not of equal Juftice. 
How much foever the King's Friends were, for the reafbns 
aforefaid, dejeded upon the paffing thofe two Ads. it is cer- 
tain. They who thought thev got whatsoever He loft, were 
mightily Exalted, and tliougnt Themfelves now Superior to 
any Oppofition : And what returns of duty and acknowledge* 
. ment they made to the King for that Grace and Favour, is to 
Jbe remember'd in the next place. 

T H fi fame day thofe two Ads were by his Majefty *s Com- 

miifion 
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miffion pafled, and as fboa as a vety /bore Meilaee of thaoks 
for cliac favour, as much importing the Safety ofboth King- 
doffiSy of EngU»d and Jrelsmiy was confented to» an OrcU- 
nance for fi^ctling the Militia was agreed on by both Houfes, 
and, together with a lift of the Names of fuch PerfoDs, as 
for the prelent they meant to Confide in, was ipimediat^- 
Iv fent to the King for his Approl^tion ^ the which» being , 
the moft Avowed foundation of all the Miferies that have 
followed, will be here necefTary to be inferted in the very 
terms and form it was agreed upon, and prefenced i and was 
as foUoweth.

'^Wbereas there hath been of late a moft dangerous

"have already railed a Rebellion in the Kingdom o{ Ireland^ 
'' and, by reaibn of many difcoorfes, we cannot but fear they

"them with Forces from abroad $ ror the fafety therefore 
"of his Mafefty's Perfon, the Parliament, and Kingdom, In

A fecond Aft of the feme day, and the only way they took 
* to return their thanks and acknowlegraent to the Queen for 
her interce/Iion, and mediation in the paf&ng thofe hUXsy was 
the opening a Letter they intercepted, which was directed 
to her Majefly. The Lord Diglrf^ ^tct their Majefty's going 
to Winifoty when he found in what umbrage he ftood with 
the powerful and prevailing Party, and that they were able 
to improve his going through a Town in a Cc^oh and fix 
hories to a Warlike appearance, and ib to ezpofe \aim, to the 
fury of the People, at leaft to the power of the Counties, to 
be iupprefled^ as they had done by their Order, or Prodaima- 
tion of the twelfth ofjaman^ before remember'd, and ap« 
pointed to be read in an Market Towns throughout En^and ; 
concluded for his ownfeicurity, and to free the King's Coun* 
. cils fcom the imputation of his evil influence, to remove him- 
felf into ibme parts beyond the Seas: and fb, by the King's 
leave, and by his licence, was tranfboned into Ooiand, firom 
whence he writ fome Letters to his friends at L$ndany to 
give them an account where he was, and for fiipplying 
himfelf with fuch accommodations asr he ftood ip neea of* 
Amongft thefe Letters there wa$ one to his Brother in Law 
S' Leu/it Dmf, which, by the treachery of that peribn^ to 
whofe care it was intruded for conveyance, was brought to 
the Houfe of Commons : and it being averred, **That it came 
''from the Lord Digiy whom they looked upon as a Fugi- 
tive, they made no fcri^le of opening it; and nnding another 
in it direfted to the Queen, after .a very little paufe they did 
the like; for which they made no other excuie (when upon 

a Mewge 
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iiMdfra» hom the King tbey fent her the tranfcript^ fiirthe 
Original they ftill kept) than^ ''That having opened the other . ^ 
''i»ettbrs^ and jfindlag in them GxtAxy expreifions full of afpe-» 
^'rity, and malignity to the Parliament^ they thought it very 
''probable, that the like might be contained in that to her 
" Majefty ; and that it would have been difhonourable to her 
^'Majefty^ and dangerous to the Kingddm^ if it fliould not; 
^'have Keen opened: and they befought the King to per^ 
^'fwade her Majefty, that (he would-not vouchfafe any coun- 
"tenance to, or correfpondence with, the Lord D^ij^ or 
"any other of the fugitives or Trayfors, whofe of&nces were 
"under the examinatipn and. judgment of Parliament. 

In that Letter to the Queen, were thefe words. If the 
" King betake himfelf to a &fe place, where he may avow 
"and proted his Servants (from rage I mean, and violence; 
"for frona jttilice I will never implore it) I /ball then live in 
'^impatience, and in mifery, till I wait upon you. But ij^ 
" after all he hati^ done of late, he /hall betake him&lf to the; 
'^eaiieft and complyanteft ways of .accommodation, I ami 
'' confident, that tnen I /hall ferve him more by my absence, 
"than by all my induftty. And in thit tjp S^ Lewii^ Dires, 
were thefe words: 'fGod knows, I have; not a thought to 
"make me blulb towards my Country, inuch lefs criminal ; 
"but where Tray tors have fo great a iway, the honefteft 
"thoughts mav prove moft Treafonable. Whick gave thofe, 
that thought themfelves concern d, fb great ofFence,that with* 
in two days after, tiiey ^ccuied him of High Tfeafon; and 
finding no words in the Letter would amount to that ofielace, 
they accafed^'him o( levying War againft the Kingi which 
could have relation to no ASt of bis, but what was before 
mentioned at Kingfion upon Thames, when to the terrour of 
the King's Subje^, he was feen there in a Coach with fix 
Hor£bs. Though this extravagancy of theirs feems to be di-n 
reded againft a particular perfon, I could not omit it in thi$ 
place, be|ng accompanied with thoie drcumftances. And it 
may be, poftecity may look up6n the fevere profecution of a 
young Koble man of admirable parts, and eminent hopes, in 
fo implacable a manner, as a moft pertinent inftance of the 
Tyranny, and Injuftice of^that tinae, not po/fible to end, but 
in fb much wickalneis as hath fince h^en pradifed 



A T H I R D Aft of that day was the carrying up an Im- ^ ^^^^ 
peachment to the Lords againft theKing's.Atturqpy.General,ii imf4M€b*4 
" For malidonfly advifing and contriving the Articles upon^J' ^** ^•*^- 
" which the Lord Kimb$lm, W HMis, W Pym, M' Hamb-"^' 
''den, M^ Strode, and S' Artbnr Hitflerig^ had been accufed 
"by his Majefty of High Treafon; it beinginot thoughtfecu-* 
rity and reparation cjoiowgh, that tbr Ktjbg h^ waved any. 
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fiiirclie^ proceeding ^ahift them, except they left fiich a ino* 
nttment of their power, that upon what occafion or provo- 
cation focvcr, no man Oiould prefumeto obey the King in the 
like command: fb that the fame fbaiteenth of February, that 
was celebrated for the King^s condefcenfion to that Ad for 
patting the BIfliops out of the Houfe of Peers, is famous 
Ukewife for thofe dsree Unparallelled Ads of contempt npon 
the Soveraign power; the demand of the fole power over all 
the MlUtia of the Kingdom ; the opening Letters direded to 
the Sacred peribn of the Queen ; and the impeaching the At- 
enroey General, for performing what he took to be the diity 
of his place, by his Mafter's commands All which were very 
ill infUnces of^that application and ctaipiiance his Majefty 
had reafon to exped, and fome men had promifed him he 
fhould receive. • 
T^ Ki^'t T H o u G H the King was refblved in no degree to confent 
;^2S^^J"to the Propofition for the Militia, yet he thought not the 
Wiitd. time fealbnable for his pofitive Denial> the Queen retaining 
fUll her fears of being Itopped in her Journey, Therefore, 
fpr the prefent^ he returnea Anfwer, **Tbat his deareft Con- 
^'ibrt the C^een, and his dear Dauehter the Princefi Mofj, 
** being then upon their departure Kfr ffcUand, he could not 
''have fb gooa time to confider of a particular anfwer for a 
'^matter of fb great weight, as That was; and therefore, he 
" would refpite the fame till his return: the King Intending 
to accompany the Queen to D^ver, and as fbon as fhe was 
imbarked to return. They received this Anfwer wfth their 
ufual impatience, and the next day fent Meflengers to him, 
with that, which they called an Humble Petition ; in iffhich 
Afar ftfiy.thcy told him,'* That they had, with a great deal of grief, 
'^receiv'd his Anfwer to their juft and neceilary Pfetition con- 
'^cerning the Militia of the Kingdom ; whicn by a gracious 
^'Meflage formerly fent Bt^to them, he had been jpleafed to 
^'promife ihould be put into fuch hands, as his Farliament 
^' Aiould approve of^ the extent of their power, and the time 
''of their continuance^ being likewife declared; the which 
'' being now done, and the perfbns Nominated, his Majefty 
''nevertheiefsrefervcd his refblution to a longer, and a very 
'' nncettain time ; which they faid, w^s as unfatisfadory and 
*'deftrudive as an ahfbkte Denial. Therefore, they once 
^agaln befbught Jiim to take their defire into his Royal 
*' thoughts^ aiPd to give them fuch an Anfwer, as might raife 
'^in them a Confidence, that they (hould not be expofed to 
*' the pradices of thofe wh<> thirft after the mine of this King- 
''domj and the kindling of th^t cumbuition in Englaniy 
"which they had in fb great a meafure eflfeded in Ireland i 
•'fiom whence, as they were informed, they intended to 

^ ''invade 
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^'inyadc this kimgdom^with the affiftance of thePapifts here* 
•*Th€y iiid, nothing coold prevent thofe evils, nor enable 
*' them to fupprefsh the Rebellion in Ireland, and fecure Them-« 
'^felves^ font the Inftant grantingof thic their Petition; whicb^ 
*'they hoped, his Majeihr would not deny to thofe, who 
*'muft, in die difcharge ot their duty to his Mai'efty and the 
^Common- wealth, reprefent unto him, what they found fo 
•'abfolutcly neceffary for the prefervaticm of both;* which 
^'the Laws of God and man enjoytoed them to fee put in exe*- 
''cation^ as (ereral Counties by their daily Petitions defired 
•* Then[> to do, and in fome places begun already to' Do it of 
"Themfelves. Notwithftanding all that importunity, the 
King made no^ other Anfwer than formerly he had done; 
" That he would gi^ a* fhll Anfwer at his return from ThPtr. 

I N the mean t*lmc, the Houfe of Commons, to whom eve- 
fy day Petitions are direfted by the leveral Counties ofEng^ ^ ^ 
land, profe^ng all Allegiance to them, govern AWcrfutely, 
the Lords concurring, or rather fubmitting, to whatfbever i^ 
l^ropofedi infomuch as when they bad bailed the twelve J*f^^ 
Bifhops, who werem tfac Tower for the Treafon of theii^B^/jV* 
PffbtCftation, which they did the next day after the Bill was ^** r«r^, 
paflTed for taking away their Votes, the Houfe of CcftnmonS;^,,^*;^^ 
in great indignation expoilulated with them, and canfed them c0mmi$ ' 
immediately again to be recommitted to the Tower. So**^' 
they gave their private intimationsto their Correfpondents in 
the Counties, tnat they (hould make (mall entries upon the 
Militia ; which was done in many okces,the people choofin^ 
their Officers, and Lifting thenifdve$, and io Training ^nd^^^^^ 
Exerdfing under the name of Voluntiers: whereby they had cJ!i^, g^: 
oppottiinity to united themfelves, to know their Confederates, ^^Jf^VJJ* 
Qblerve thofe who were 6f other opinions, and to provide JJJ^/ ,4^ 
Arms and Ammunitionfagainft they fliould have occafion. *^>>'^ 
The Tower of Londm was at their Devotion, and HuU was 
their own; the Mayor of that place having been latelv fent 
for and ri^prehended, for havlnjj faid, ^'That'thej^ougKt not 
•'to have Soldiel-s Billcttcfd upon them by the Petition of 
** Right, and for refufing tb (ubtoit that Town, which was 
t'His charge, totheGovermneht of M' Htftham; and after a 
tcdiotf s and chargeable attendance, Without being brought to 
a pubiick bearing, he Was |>erlwided to (ibmit; and fo was 
difcharged. * '. 

Then they fell to raifing of money under preten'tt- Of i^^ «*? 
the Irelicf of Ireland, and, for that purpofe, prepared, ** An Aft ^!^^^ 
*'for the payment of four hundred thotifknd pounds to fiich rtUevhf * 
"petfonsaswereNominiicd by theittftlves, and to be dif- ^•^^ 
**Dur/ed and ifTued in fuch mariner, smd to fuch ufes, as the 
!*two Houfes fhould dkeft, ^hich th* King corffirnDted^acJ-' 
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^' cordiftigly ; whereby they had a ftock. of credit to r^fife mo- 
nies, whenfocver they found themielves pat to it : And this 
codd not be preYented ; for the King haying committed the 
Carrying on the War of [r f land to tbem^aod they being engaged 
both for the payment of the atrears to the Officers of the 
Northern Army disbanded ^ the Sumoier before, and of the 
.thoee hundred thou&od pounds to the Scots, his Majefty vcs 
neceflitated to pafs the AA with fuch General claufes^ that it 
might be in their power to divert the money to other ufes 
than thofe to which it was given r ^^ it afterwards fell out 
Tu st^itm The Queen being (hipped for Hoimii his Majefty returned 
•{^{J^f ' ^o Greenwkhj whither he had fent to the Marquis of .Hlrrr- 
tZ Ksn f^^ ^^ hring the Prince of tVdUs from HM^mhComt to 
g^/* meet htm ; of which as foon as the Hoofes were advertifedi 
wiS^wbtn they fent a Meflage to the King, who was upon his way^m 
^^'tSL ^^^^ ^^ ^^^^ ^"°* " ''^^ ^^^ Prince might not be removed 
"^'^from HamptofhCcurt, for that they conceived his removal 
^^at That time, might be a caufe to promote Tealonfies and 
*' Fears jn the hearts of his good Subjeds, which diey thought 
'' neceilary to avoid i and, at the (ame tim^ (ent an ezprefs 
» Order to the Marqiiis of Hertford, "To require Iiim not 
^'to fuffer the Prince to go to Greenwkhj but his Londlhip^ 
choofing rather to obey the King's commands than Theirs, 
carri^ his Highnefs to! his Fathers of which the Hpufes no 
Iboner were infonned/than they fent fomeMembers of both 
Houjfes to Greenfwkh *f To bring the Prince from thence to 
London. But when they came thither, they found the King, 
whpm they did not exped there -, and (o made no attempt, 
. to perform that commands The reaibn of this extravagancy 
{belktes their natural humour to aflFr<Mit the King, and thi$ 
^rning care of the Prince was a Popular thing) was pre- 
tended to be an information they had received froqci aMem-* 
ber o£ the Houfe» 

' Thbrb wasone<rr[^a young WeUh-man, of nojparts 
of reputation, but for eminent Licence \ this youth had long, 
H^ith great boldnefs, followed the G>urt, and pretended to 
preferment there^ and fb in the Houie had always 6ppofed> 
as £u: as not confeuting,. all the undutiful Ads towaras die 
King^ and upon this ftpck of merit, had preiled more confix 
dently for a reward; and, when the Queen was ready to take 
ihipping at Dover for HolUnd, he bare£iced importuned ber 
to mediate to the King, "That he might be forthwith ad- 
" mittcd of the Prince's Bed-Chamber ; the which her Maje- 
fty refufing, he told his Companions, " That fince he could 
•* not render himfelf confiderable by doing the King Service, 
*' h? would h^ confiderable by doing liim Diflervice: and fo 
mM 9^t h|jfte to Lmdm$^ and op^ly in the Houfe told

tfaetxt (the fitne day that the Prii«ce was to go to Greetm/lch) 
**That if they were^not taeadly careful, they would fpeedily 
^Hofe the Prince 5 for, taHis knowledge, there was a de« 
*^figh and reflation immediately to carry him intoFr4fi^f, 
From whidi fenieieis and groundlels information, he was 
taken into tlieh: favour; and, his Malice {applying the defed 
of other parts, was thenceforth taken into Truft, and ufed as 
their Brdto to juffify all their Excelfes in Taverns and Ordi- 
naries. And I faw M^ Hdfnbien, fhortly after this difcovery, 
take him in his Arnis^ telling him, *' His Soul rejoyced to fee, 
*^ that:God had pat it into his Heart to take the right way. . 

To their Meffagc the King fent them word, "That to 
*^thdr Fears and Jealoufies he knew not what Anfwer to 
'•give, not being able to imagine from what grounds they 
'^ proceeded; but if any information had been given to them 
^to Caufe thofe apprehenfions, he much defited the fime 
^n^ht be examined to the bottom ; and then he hoped that 
''their Fears and Jealoufies would be hereafcer continued 
"only with reference to his MajeftyV Rights and Honour. 

Th fi'Queen being gone, and the Prince come to '^i^ Fa-J^^jjp'tf'' 
ther ttOr^enwkb^ the King (ent an Anfwer to the two Houfes^l^,;;^'** 
concerning the Mititia ; *' That having, with bis beft-care and ^r^H '*• 
^ nnderftanding peruled and confidered that, which had been ^'*' 
'' Tent him firom ooth Houfes, for the ordering the Militia to ' 
'^ be taade^B Ordinance<if Parliament by the giving his Royal 
*'Aflent, as he could by no means do it for many reafbns, 
^*{o he did liot conceive himfelf obliged to it by any pro-* 
''*mi(o made totbem hfi his Anfwer to their former Petition* 
'' He £iid he found great caufe to except againft the Preface^ 
''or Introduftion to that Order; whicn confefleda moftdan^ 
"gerous and defecrate defign upon the Houfe of Commons 
" of late, fuppoiled to be an effed of the bloody Couniels of 
"Papift5>ana other illaffeded Perfbns^ by which many might 
" underftand (looking upon other Printed Papers to that par^ 
" pofe) his own coming in Perfon ta the rloufe of Com- 
"monsonthe fourth of yrfjW4r;f, which begot fo unhappy a 
'^mifunderilanding between hin^ and his People. And for 
"that, though he believ'd it, upon the information finct 
"given him, to be a breach of their Privileges, and had of- 
*'^^d, and was ready, to repair the faiiie for the future, by 
"any Ad ihould benefited from his Majefty; yet he mu» 
"decIoiK, and reqoiieto be believed^ that he had no other 
"defign upon that Honfe^ or any Member of it, than to rc- 
"qiifce, aa he did, the; Perlbns: of thofe fifve Gentlemen bo ' 
'*lia4 before accufed of High Treafoh; and to declare tliat 
'^ be meant to proceed ag^nft^them iegallv, and fpeedily; 
"opoo whidi he be|iev'd that Houfe yould have delivered 
?*diem'u^ , ^c 3/ "He 
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^^He c4M the Almighty God m witne^» that h^ yras fb 
^' &r from any intentioti^ or thought, or Force^or Viol^ce>^« 
^though (hatHouie ha4 notddi? ercd them accorditigto his 
'demand^ or in any cafe whatfbever, tJiat)ie gave thofe iiis 
'Servants^ and otliers, who then waited on his M^j^, ex« 
^prefs charge and comtoand, that they (hould give no of-- 
^'fence unto any Man ; pay if they received any provocation 
^'or injury, that they fliould bear it without return ^ and he 
^neither ikw, nor knew, that any Per£>n of his train had anv 
^' other weapons, but his. Penlioner^ and Guard, thoie witn 
^ which they uiiully attend his Peribn to Parliament; and 
^f the other GentleQien^ Swords. And therefore he doubted 
*^not, but the Parliament would be regardful of his Honour 
'^ therein, that he fhould not undergo any imputation by the 
^' ra(h and indi£creet ezprei&ons of any young Men then io his 
*' train, or by any deu>erate word^i utter'd bv others, who 
^' might mingle with them without bis Conient or i^>^o* 
^'bation. 

^' F OR the Peribns nominated to be the Lieutenants of the 
^^ieveral Counties oiEngUnd and W4U$y hefaid Be was con- 
^^ tented to allow that recpoimendation; ooly concerning the 
^^City odjmdrn^ and fiich other CorpqpatioDS as by ancient 
^ Chartej[$ had granted to them the Power c^the Militia, he 
^did not^conceive thai: It could ftand with Tuitice ox Policy 
*'to ajter their Government in that particular. And he was 
^'willing forthwith to grant to every one of ticm, that of 
^'Zftfiy^nand other Corpotations esrceptcd, fiich Com'miffions 
^'as h€l had granted thU Parliament, to fhmt Lords Lieute- 
''p4nts by their advice. But if that Power were not thought 
^^ enough, but that more (hould be thought fit to be granted 
^^to tbofe Perfons named, than, by the I^w, is in theOx>wn, 
*^it felf, he faid, he t;hought it reatooahle that the &me fhoiild

^' Kingdam, had placed in him for the defence of his Pe0^» 
«<and to put 1% into thp hands' of others for ^ny indefini^ 

''UQ>e, Aodfiuce the groufidfef their rcqttcftto.fumwts CO 
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Tccare their prefent Fears and Jealoufies, that thejr might 
" with fefety apply themfelvestohis Meflageoftheio^ofjk- 
" nuarj^ he hoped that his Grace to them fince that time, in 
'^yielding to fo many of their defires, and in agreeing to the 
*'Perfons now recommended to him, and the Power before 
" expreffed to be pJaced in them, would wholly difpel thofe 
"Fears and Jealoufies; and he ^ured them, that as he had 
*' apply 'd tbs unufual remedy to their doubts; fo, if there 
^'/honld be caufe, he would continue the feme to fuch time; 
•'as fliould be agreeable to the fame care he now earprefled 
"towards them* 

"He faid, he was fo far from receding from any thing . 
"he had promifed, op intended to grant in his former An- 
"Iwer, that he had hereby confented to all that had been then 
"asked of him by that Petition, concerning the Militia of 
"the Kingdom, excqpt that of London, and the other Corpo- 
"rationsi which was, to put the fame into the hands of fuck 
" Perfbns, as /hould be recommended to him by both Houfes 
"of Parliament. And he doubted not but they, uponweli 
"weighing the particulars of that his Anfwer, would find 
" the fame more fatisfaftory to their ends, and the Peace and 
"Welfare of all his good Subjeds, than the way propofedby

"A N D whereas he obferv*d by jtheir late I'etition, that in

"That thofe who adviied his Majeftv to give that AnfWer, 
"were Enemies to the State, and mificbievous Projeftors. a**' 
" gainft the defence of the Kingdom : That that denial was' 
^*of that ^ngerous Confequence, that if his Majefty fliould 
"perfift in it, it would hazard the Peace and Safety of att 
"nis Kingdoms, unlefs fbmefpeedy Remedy were apply 'd hf 
*' the Witdom, and Authority of l)Oth Hodes of Parliament^ • 
"An4 that fuch' parts of the Kingdom, as had already put 
"themfelvesinto a pofture of Doencea^inft the CQmoioil 
" Danger^ had done nothing but what was juftiiiablfe, and was 
^'^prov'dby both Houfes. And having caufe^ ^k, und

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fiictt other Refolutions to be immediately puhliflied in Print, 

tiiat their Friends abroad might know what they had to do, 

th^y fent a Committee of both Houfes to the King at The^ 

^Sffe*"* *rf/rfx with another Petition ; in which they told him, **That 

]i$if*iu '•their'^ juft apprehenfions of Sorrow and Fear, in refi>e£t of 

Xhi^dT ** the publick Dangers and Miferies like to fall upon his Ma- 

* '* jefty and the Kingdom, were much ihcreafed upon the re- 
'^ceipt of his utaexpeded denial of their moft Humble and 
f N^eceflary Petition concerning the Militia of theKingdomj^ 
f'and that they were efpeciaily griev'd, that wicked and miP 
*'chievous Counfellors ihould ftiil have that Poij^er with him, 
^'as in that time of approaching and imminent R^ine, lie 
^'ihould rather incline to that, which wias apt to further' the 
^accomplifliment of the defires of the moft Malignant Ene- 

'**mies of God's true Religion^ and of the Peace and Safety 
^ of him(elf, and his Kingdom, than to the Dutiful and Faith- 
^^ful Counfel of his Parliament. Wherefore, thev (aid, they 
^werc inforced in all Humility to proteft, that, it hisMajefty 
^ fhonld perfift in that denial, the dangers and diftempers of 
^^,the Kingdom were fuch, as would endure no longer delav : 
**bur unlefs he fliould be gracioufly pleafed to ailiire them oy 
^tho/e Meflengers, that he would fpeedilv apply his Royal 
^' Aifentto the latisfadion of their former defires, they (hould 
*' be inforced, for the Safety of his Majefty and his Kingdoms, 
"to difpofe of the Militia by the Authotitv of both Houfesj^

** contentment of himfelf, and of his Pfeople : And that tor the 
^difpatfh of the great Affiurs of the Kingdom, the Safety of 
**liis Perfon,'thc Protedion and Comfort of his Subjeds, he 
** would be pleafed to continue his abode near to Dmdm^ and 

* V the Parlianient ; and not to withdraw himfelf to any the 
^ renioter parts, which if he Aiould do, muft needs be a caufe 
^of «reat danger and diftradlion. 

' *^Th A T He would likewife be gracioufly pleaftd to oon- 
*r'pue. dic>rince'& Highncfs in thofe pferts at S^ 7WmrA> 
iL**l . ■: ' *for 
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^'or my other of his Houies near London ; whereby the de^ 
*' figns^ which the Enemies of the Religion, and Peace of the 
"Kingdom might h^ve upon his Perfon, and the Jealoiifies 
^'and Fe9t$ of his Pfeople might be prevented. 

And they befbught him to be mform'd by them, th4tj 
"By the Laws of the Kingdom, the Power of raifnig, ordejv 
"ing, and difpofing of the Militia within any City, Town,^ 
"or other Place, could not be granted to any Corporation by 
^* Charter, "or pthcrwile, without the. Authority and Confeno 
" of Parliament :•■ And that thofe parts ofthe Kingdom, whicb 
"had pur themfelves in a poihire of Defence againft th© 
"Commoh danger, had therein clone nothing but according* 
**to the Declaration and Direftion of both Houfes^^ and what* 
"was juftifiable by the Laws of the Kingdom.^ All which 
"their moft humble Couniel and Defires they prayed him to 
"accept, as th^ efFeft of that Duty and Allegiance, which 
"they owed linto him, and>hich woqld not fui&r them to 
"admit of any thoughts, intentions,, or endeavours, but fuch - - - 
5^ as were nepefl&ry and aflvahtageoiis for his Greatncfs, an4

"For the Militia, he (aid, h^ had thought fo much of it 
"before he fent his Anfwer, and was fo well affured that the 
"Anfi^Cer was agreeable to what, in juftice or realbn, Tliey 
"could ask, or He in Honour grant, that he /hould not alter

"F o R nis Refidence near them, he faid, he wifljed it mighc 
''be {o fafe and Honourable, that he had no caufe to abtenC 
" himfelf from WbUe-HaA : He bid them ask themfelves, wher.

Nonhnm- being High Admik-al of Eiu^Undj " That they had received

^'be Rigged, and put in fuch a readineis, as that they might

*^'naake known to the Mafters^ and Owners of other^hips, 

**in any of the Harbouss of the Kingdom, as might be of ufe 

''for the Publick Defence, that it would be an acceptable

which the Earl return d ati Anfwer full of Submiffion and 

Obedience. 

I Ha VB been afliired from Perfons of very good Credit, 
and converiant with thole G>nncils, that they had in Delibe- 
ration and debate to fend, and take the Prince from his fz-- 
thcr Sit TTfeobalds by force; but that defign was quickly laid 
;a{ide,^ when they beard that tiie Kiog was rcqaoyed from 

' r • ' thence 
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tkence XQ;^eu^TiAdrkst, ^nd was like to make a fiitthcr pro- 
gress. So (bey uied all pofEble expedition in preparing tneir nwV dm^ 
Declaraddo, which they direaed to his Majefty, and'inJ^V**^ 
which they told him, *'That aldiQUgh that Anfwer, he had 
"eiven to their Petition at Tb^oidds, did give juft caufc of 
^^lorrow to them; yet it was not without foine mixture of 
'^Coflfidence and Hope, confideriog thbfe cxprelEons pro-, 
^^ceededfirom the milapprehenfions of their Adions and In- . 
"tentionsi which^ havingrno.groiuiid of truth or reality, 
^^ mighty by his Joftice and Wifdom, be removed, when he . 
^ fhoald Bq fully inform'd, tliat thofc Fears andjcaloufies of 
*^ theirs^ which his Majefiy thought to be Qauleleis, and with-. 
*'out any jaft growd, did iiec^arily and dearly arife froia, 
^'thoie dangers and diftempers. Into which the^ifchievous , 
''and evil Councils dK>ut jiim.had brought the Kingdom... 
'*And that thofe other O^e^s and Jealoiihes, by yhich his 
'^ Favour, his Royal Prefencc:, and Confidence, had been. 
'^ withdrawn from hisParliameat, had no foundatipn, qr iiib*> 
^'fiftence ij;iany Adion, Inte'odon, or Miibarrlage of Theirs >, 
''but were meerly grounded upon the j&Ifehood and malice 
"of thoie who^ for the {upporting and fomenting their own 
''wicked defigns againft their Religion, and Peace of die , 
'' Kingdom^ did feek to deprive, liis Majefty of the ftrength^ . 
" and thf^iaffe^on of hisPeoplei andTnem of his Grace and.

i# " T H A T the defign of altering Religion, in this and his 
^' other Kingdoms, had been potently carried on, by thofe 
'^in greateft Authority about him, for divers years together: 
"and that the Qujsen's Agent at Rome, and the Pope's Agent, 
"or Nuntio, Here, were not only evidences of that defign, 
"but had been great AAors in it<i 

a. " T H At th^ War with Scotland was procured to make 
"wav for tliat intent, and chjeflv fomented by the Papilts, 
"and others Popiflily affefted, whereof they h^ many eyi* 
"dences, efpedally their free and general contribution to it. 

J. "That the Rebellion in IreUnd was framed, and con- . 
*' trived, herein England ^ and that the Englifb Papifts fhould « 
"hav^ rifm iaboitt the £ime time, they had lev'er4l teIl;imo' . 
"nies '4fid advertHTements fsam Ireland; and that it was a 
"commpn Sp^ch amon^ the Rebels (with. which, they 
"iaid, othc^ evidences did concur, as the information of a

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^^ fir am Whmomb in Ireland to his Brother ill Ef^and, and

7. **Th B falfe and (candalous accu/ationagainQ: the Lord 
^^JKimbolton , and the five Members of theHoufe of Com- 
"mons, tendered to the Parliament by his own Command,, 
** and endeavour'd to be juftify*d in the City^ by hi^owa Pre- 
*' fence and Perfwafioh, and to be put in execution ^a^n- their 
''Perfons by his deihand of them m theHoule of Commons, 
'* in fb terrible and violent a manner, as far exceeded all fbr- 
" mer breaches of Privikgcs df Parliament ^^ftcd^by ius Ma- ' 
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"jefty, or any of his.Predeceflbrs: and they fe^d, wliatever 
'^his awn intentions were, diviers bloody and defpcrate Per? 
** fonSy that attended bim, dlfcover'd tfaeir AJflfe Aiohs, and ire^

8» " T H A T, afrcr a Vote had paflfed in the Houfe of <Iom- 
^^mons declaring that,the Lord Digbj had appeared in aWar-t 
"like naanoer at Klngfton upon names ^ to the terrour and 
*^aflFrigh; oif jjis Majefty's good Subjed^, and difturbance of 
" the poblick Peace of the Kingdom, he fhould nevertheleii 
"be in that. credit with his Majefty, as to be fent away by 
*'his Maiefty s own Warrant to S'f. Penmngtm to land hiia 
"beyond Seas:. from whence he vented his own Trayterous 
"conceptions, tfiat his Majefty /hould declare himfelf, and 
"retire to a place of ftrerigth^ as if he could not be lafe. 
" amongft his People. Which falle and malicious counfel, and, 
"adyice, they faid, they had great caufe to doubt, made too 
"deep an impreffion upon his Majefty, confidering the courfe 
*'hewas ple^&d to take of abfehting himfelffrorii his Parlia- 
"mem, and carrying the Prince with him; which feem'd to 
"exprefea purpofe in his Majefty to keep himfelf in a readi«« 
"nets for tnea&ingof ft. 

?• **THfi- many advertifements they had from Kome^ P^i- 
^*ris^ Fml^, and other parts, that they ftill expeAed that his 
"Majefty had fome great defign In hand, for the altering of 
"Religion, and the breaking the neck of his Parliaments. 
"That the Pope!s Nuntio had folUcited the Kings oi France^, 
"and Spain^ to lend his Majefty four thoufand Men apiece, 
"to help to maintain his E^royalty againft the Parliament* » 
"Airi they faid, as that Forreign Fprce was the moft per- 
" nicious^ and Malignant defign of all the reft j fo they hoped . 
"it was, and fhould always be> fartheft from his Majefty's. 
"thoughts; becaufe noMan .would believe he would give 
"up his People; andKingddm, to be fpoi!*d by Strangers, if 
"he did not likewife intend to change both his own Pro-, 
"feffion in Religion, and the Publick profeffidn of the King- / 
"dom, that fbhe might be ftiU more afTured of thofe For- , 
" reign States of the Popifl^ Religion for their future Support, . 
"and Defence. 

" T H B s E, they faid, were fome of the grotonds of their , 
" Fe^rs and Jealoufies, which h^d made them fo earneftly im- , 
"plore hi^ Royal Authority, and Protedion, fot their De-%^ 
' "fence, and Security^ in all tlie-ways of HuftuUty and Sub- 

"miiTioiii 
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^'miflion J which being denied by his Majefly, feduced by 
*'evil Counfel, they did. with Ibrrow for the great and un- 
*' avoidable mifery and aanpet, which was thereby like to fall 
*' upon his own Pcrfon, and h!s Kingdoms, apply themfclves 
**to the ufe of that Power for tlie fccurity iina defence of 
**b6th, which, by the fondametital Laws and ConfHtations 
**6f the Kingdom, refided in them ; yet ftill refblvlng to keep 
*'themfelves within the bounds of Faithfolnefi, andAlle- 
^giance to his Sacred Perfbn, and Crown. 

*^To the Fears and Jealoufies exprefled by his Majefty, 
'^when he faid, that for his Refidence near the Parliament, 
'^he wifhed it might be fo fafe and honourable, that he had 
*^ no caufe to abfent hipafelf from White-Hall : That, they fcid, 
•* they took as the greateft breach of Privilege, that could be 
^offer'd ; as the heavleft mifery to Himfelf, and imputation 
*upon Them, that could be imagined, and the moft roif- 
"chievous effed of evil Cdunfels; it rooted up the ftrongcfi 
*' Foundation of the lafety, and honour, the Crown afforded; 
**it feem'd as much as might be, they laid, to caft upon the 
•* Parliament fuch a Charge, is was inconfiftent with the na- 
'^ture of that great Council, being the Body, of which his 
**Maj^fty was the Head ; it ftruck at the very Being both of 
**the King and Parliament, depriving his Majefty, in his own 
•*apprehenfion, of Their Fidelity, and Them of His Prote- 
. ^ftion; which are the natural bonds and fiipports of Go- 
^^vemment, andSubjedion. 

"They faid, they had according to his Majefty*$ defire, 
•laid their hands upon their hearts: they had asked them- 
. **lelves in the ftrideft examination of their Confciences j they 
*'had fearched their afFedions, their thoughts, confidered 
•'their adions; and they found none, that could give his 
'* Maiefty any juft occafion to abfent himfclf ftom White-Hall^ 
*• and his Parliament^ but that he might, with more hononx 
**and lafety, continue There, tlian in any other place. They 
"faid, his Majefty^laid a General Tax updn them: if he 
"would be gracioufly pleafed to let them know theParticu- 
"lars, ther fliould give a dear and latisfaftory Aniwer. But, 
"they faid, they coiild have no hope of ever giving his Ma- 
"iefty latisfadion, when thofe Particulars, which he had 
*^Deen made believe were true., yet, being produced, and 
"made known to them, apbearea to be falfej and his Ma- 
"jefty notwithftanding would neither punifh, nor produce 
** the Authors, but go on to contrad new Fears and Jealou- 
"fies, upon General and Uncertain grounds; affording them 
*^oo iheans,.or poflibility of Particular Anfwer to the clearing 
"of themfelves', of which they gave him thefe Inftances* 
"i. The Speeches pretcnted to be ipokcn zxKfnJingten con- 
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**cenilng the Qijeen, which had been denied and dUavowfedi 
**yet his Majefty had not named the Authors. 2. The 
" Charee and Accufation of the Lord Kimbolton, and the five 
'* Members, who refufed no Trial or Examination, which 
** might ftaiid with the Privileges of Parliament j yet no Au- 
** thors, no Witneffes, were produced, againft whom they. 
** might have reparation for-the great injury, and infamy caft 
"upon them. ' 

"They belbught his Majefty to confider in what State 
** he was, how eafy and fair a way he had to Happinefs, Ho-* 
" nour,Greatnefs, and Plenty, and Security, if he would joyri 
^*with his Parliament, and his faithful Subjefts, in thede-« 
"fence of the Religion, and the Publick Good of the King* 
^* dom. That, they faid, was all they ezpeded from him, and 
** for that, they would return to him their Lives, Fortunes, 
"and utmoft endeavours to fiipport his Majefty, his juftSo* 
^ veraignty, and a Power over them. But, they fai(^ it was 
"not Words that could fepure them in thofe their Humble 
"defires; they could not but too well and forrowfully re-. 
^' member, what gracious MefTages they had from him the laft 
"Suiiimeri when, with his privity, the bringing up of the 
"Army was in agitation: They could not but with the like 
^^affeftions recall to their minds, how, not two days before 
"he gave direftion for the aforementioned Accufation, and 
*^his own coming to the Commons Houfe, that Houfe re-' 
*'ceiv'd from him a Gracious Meflage, that he ^o\^U always 
"have care of Their Privileges, as of Hs Own reroga- 
•* tive i and of the fafety of Their Perfbns, as of his Owa 
"Children. _ , -^ 

" T H B y faidj that which they expefted, and which would 
"give them aflTurance that he had no thought but of Peace^*^ 
*' and Juftice to his People, mufl be (bmc real efFeft of his 
^' Goodnefs to them, in granting thofe things, wliich the pre- 
'* lent neceffity of the Kingdom did inforce them to delire. 
** And in the fir ft place, that he would be gracioufly pleafed . 
^^ to put from him thofe wicked, and mifchievous Counfel- 
"lors, which had caufed all thofe dangers, and diftraftions; 
^' and to continue his own Refidence, and the Prince's, near . 
^^ £j>riim^ and the Parliament, which, they hoped, would be 
*' a happy beginning of fontentment, and Cx>nfidence between 
** Him and hjs People 5 and be followed with man^ fucceed- 
*^ ing Bleffings of Honour and Greatnels to his Majefty, and 
** of Security and Profperity to- Them. 

I N the Debate of this Declaration, the like whereof h^d 
never before been heard of in Parliament^ in which they took 
liis Majefty 's doubt of bis lafety at White-Hall fb heavily, that, 
they iaid^ ^' It feemed to caft fuch a charge upon the Parlia- 
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- ' '^ment^ u was inccxififtent ii^ith the nature of thtt great 
^^ Council (fo apprebenfive they were'of the lead fiifpicion of 
want of freedom ) the Prevalent Partv carried themfdves 
With that pride, and impetuofity^ that tney would endure no 
Oppodtion or difpute ; inibmuch as S' tuifh Hoftm (who 
indeed was verv grievous to them for not complying with 
them ) for objeoJng againft fome /harp expref&ons in the De* 
claratlon (bdbre it pafled the Hoofe, and when the Que- 
ftion was, whether it fhould pais) as being too diftant from 
that reverence, which ought to be ofed to the King; and for 
faying, upon aCIaufe, in which they mentioned their General 
Intelligence from Rumey Venis, ParU^ and other places, of 
fome defign the King had upon Religion, and the Parliament, 
from whence they feem'd to conclude that the King would 
change his Religion, *^ That (hey feem'd to ground an opinion 
^'of the King's Apoibcy, upon a lefs evidence, than would 
^ ferve to hang a Fellow for ilealing aHorfe, was committed 
to the Tower ofLandon, ^^For laying an. imputation upon 
*^that Committee, which had drawn up the Declaration. 
Notwithftanding which, aiFter thejr bad imprKbn'd him, they 
thought fit to njake Tharexpreffion lels grbfs, and poutive; 
though as it is fet down above (in which words it paUed, and 
was delivered to the King) it was thought by fbuiders by to 
be very unagreeable to the Gravity of a wife Court, aiid to the 
Duty ofSiAjcfts. 

But in |:his particular, in oppre£Sng all thofe who were 
cf differant opinions from them, their carriage was fi> no- 
torious and terrible, that Spies were fet upon, and inouiries 
made upon all private, light, cafiial difcouries^ which fell from 
thoie who were not Gracious to them: As M^TreUwt^^ a 
Member of the Houfe of Commons, and a Merchant of great 
. reputation, was expelled the Houfe, and committed to VrU 
fbn, for having faid, in a Private difcourfe in the City, to a 
Friend, ''That the Houfe could not appoint a Guard for 
^'themfelves without the King's confent, under painofHigh- 
**Treafbn: Which was proved by a Fellow, who pretended 
to overhear him; when thePerfon himfelf, with whom the 
conference was held, declared, "That he i&id, it Might be 
''imputed to them forHigh-Treafon : and it was confelfed on 
all parts, that the words were fpoken long before the difco- 
very^ and fome days before the Houfe had Reiblved, "That 
"they would have a Guard. And afterwards, upon the old 
flock of their diflike, when the War begun to break out, they 
again impriibned this honeft Gentleman ; felzed upon all his 
Eftate, wnich was very good ; and fuffer'd him to dye in Pri- 
fon for want of ordinary relief, and refreftiment. 
An D in this very time^.we fpcak o^ and in the very bu- 
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finefs of the Militia^ when every day very great multitudes of 
Petitions from moll of the Counties of England^ and from 
the City of Landcn, were prefented to both Houfes, to de- 
fire they might be put into a pofture of defence; and that 
tliey would cauie the Ordinance for the Militia to be fpeedi- 
ly executed, which was alledgeJ to be an Infiance of the peo^ 
pie's defire throughout the Kingdom, and the chief ground 
of dieir proceeding; the moft fubftantitl Citizens o£ London 
both in Reputation and Eftate, finding that the Militia of that 
City, with which by their Charter, and Conftant PracStice, 
the Lord Mayor had been always intrufted, was now with a 
Qioft extravagant power to be committed to a Number of 
Fadbus perfons of the City, part of whom confifted of men 
of no fortune, or reputation, refolv'd to Petition both Hou- 
fes '^ Not to alt^r the original conftitution, and right of their 
*Xity : and, to that purpofe, a Petition was figned by fpme 
hundreds, and very probably would in few <iays have been 
fabfcribed by all. orntoft ot the fubftantial Citizens ofLon* 
don. The Hoofe h^ notice of this Petition, which they call-* 
ed another Confpiracy and Plot againft the Parliament, and 
immediately imployed a Member of their own to procure a 
fight of it; who, under a truft of redelivering it, got it into 
his hands, and brought it to the Houfe of Commons; npoti 
which, fbme principal Citizens, who had fubicribed it, were 
examined, and committed to Prifon ; and a diredion given^ 
that a Charge, and Impeachment Aiould be prepared againft 
the Recorder of London, who, they heard, had been of Cooit^ 
oil in the drawing up, and preparing that Petition, and thejr 
knew, was oppofite to their Tumultuary proceedings. So 
whea the chief Gentlemen o( Oxfordflnte hcaxd, that a Pe- 
tition had been delivered to the Houfe of Commons in their 
Name, and the name of that County, againft the eftabliflied 
Government of the Church, and for the exercife of the Mili- 
tia, they aflembled together to draw up a Petition difavowing 
the former, and to defire, "That the fettled Laws might be ob- 
**ferved; of which the Lord Saji haying notice, he procured 
the chief Gentlemeii to be fent f(k 'as DeUnquents, and Co 
fapprefTed that Addr^fs: And this was ther meafure of their 
Julticein many other particulars of the &me nature,receiving 
and cheri/hing all mutinous, and feditious Petions, and dif* 
countenancing fuchas befought the CQutlnuance, and vindi-^ 
cation, of the fo long celebrated and happy Government in 
Church and State ;. the prinie lenders oi that f adion not 
blulhing, in publick Delates in the Houfe, to aver "That 
"no man ought to Petition for the.- <Jovernment eftablifli- 
"ed by Law., bec^ufe he had a^eady his Wifli; but, they 
"that dfffired aa. Akftwition, :cwlA nOit otherwife r h^ye 
Vol L Part 2.- Ff "their 
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''their defires known, and therefore were to be counter 
V nanced. 
n«r /«v- The Committee^ which prefented the Declaration to the 
!*# jCv"^ King at New-Market, prefented likewife additional Reaians^ 
mitk lu^ as they called them, for his Majefty's return, and contimuuice 
^!m!^c€ ^^^ ^"^ Parliament; as a matter^ in their a|^rehenfion^ of 
ZsJ^ta^'' fo great neceiEt v, and importance towards the prefervation of 
rsriimtMt. jjj5 Perfon, andf his Kingdom : and they (aid, 

''They could not think they dilchai^cd their dati» in 
"the fingle expceffion of their detire^ unleis they added Ibme 
"further reaibns to badk it with. i« His Majefty's abience 
^' would caufe men to believe, that it was out of defign to 
"difcourage the undertakers, and hinder the other provifions 
" for raifing mon6y for defence of IteUnL 7.. It would rery 
"much hearten the Rebels There, and difafFeded Perfbns in 
'* This Kingdom, as being an evidence, and efFed of the Jea- 
"loufy and DivHion between his Majefty, and his people* 
" 3. That it would much weaken, and withdraw the Affe- 
"dion of the Subjed from his Majefty ; without which, a 
" Prince is deprived of his chiefeit ftrength* and luftre, and 
" left naked to the greateft dangers and miieries, that can be 
" imagined. 4. That it would* invite, and incourage the Ene* 
*^ mies of our Religion and the State in forxeign parts, to the 
"attempting, and ading of their evil defigns, and intentions 
" towards us. That it did caufe a great interruption in the 
*' proceedings of Parliaments Thofeconfiderations, they £ud> 
^ threatened (6 great dangers to his Peri^n, and to all Jus Do- 
^'mkiions, that, as his Great Council, they held it neceflary 
" to reprefent to him this their faithful Advice, that {6^ what- 
*^ (bever fhould follow. They might be excufed before God, 
^and Man. 

W^H I L s T that Declaration was reading, his Majefty ex* 
prefled fome pafElon upon particular exptcffions; and once, 
when that paflage was read, that takes notice "Of the tranipor* 
"tation ot Wjevmyn by hisMajefty's own Warranty after 
^ he had given his word, that he had commanded that none 
^' of bis Servants Ihould depart from Court, interrupted the 
Earl of i7«//4iM/, who read it, andfaid, "That's Falfe; and 
when he was told, " It related not to the Date, but the Exe- 
"cution of the Warrant, his Majefty faid, "It might have 
"been better exprefled then : It is an nigh thing to tax a King 
*'with breach of Promife. But after both the Declarations, 
and Reafons were read^ the King after a (hort panfe, faid to 
them,

''you fl^ould think This wav of Addreis xo be more convc- 
"nien?, than That propouhojed, by my Meflage of the twen- 
f'tieth ofjanuarj \zk, to both Houfes. As concerning the 
"grounds of your Fears and Jealoufies, I will take time to 
'^ Airiwer them particularly ^ and doubt not but I /hall do it to 
*' the {atisfaftion of all the world. God in His good time will, 
"I hope, difcover the iccrccs and bottoms of all Plots, and 
'^ Treailbns ^ and then X {hall (land right in the eyes of all my 
'Teople. In the mean time 1 muft tdl you, that I rather ex* 
'^peded a vindication for the imputation laid upon me in 
" M' Pjm'% Speech, than that any More General rumors, and 
" difcourfes, fliould get credit with vou. For My fears and 
"Doubts, J did not think they ftiould have been thought fo 
"trivial and groundlels, whilft fo many (editions Pamphlets^ 
"and Sermons, are looked upon, and fo great Tumults re- 
"membcr'd, unpunifti'd and uninquired into. I Itill confefi 
"my Fears, and call God to witneis, that they are greater for 
^' the true Protelkant profeffion, my People and Laws, than , 
" for toy own rights or (afety j though I muft tell you, I con- 
" ceive none of thefe are free from danger^ What would you 
'^have? Have I violated ]^our Laws } Have I denied to pais 
'^any one Bill for the eafc, and fecurity of my Subjeds ? I 
*'do not ask you what You have done for me. Are my Peo- 
/•pie tranfported with Fears and Apprehenfions? I have of- 
"ter'd as free, and general a Pardon as your felves-can de- 
" vile. There is a Judgment from Heaven upon this Nation, 
"if thefe diftradions continue. God £o deal with Me, and 
"Mine, as all my thoughts, and intentions, are upright for 
"the maintenance pf the true Proteftant profeilion, and for 
"the obfervation and prefervation of the Laws of the Land : 
*'and I hope God will olefs, and affift thojfe Laws for my pre- 
"fervation. 

This being fuddainly, and with ibme vehemence, fpoken 
by his Majefty, and he having taken further time to Anfwer 
the Declaration, and the Reafons, the Committee befought 
him, *' Since they were to carry back with them no other An- 
"iwer, that his Majefty would vouch {afc to give them what 
" he had fpoken, in ivriting ; which, the next mornings he 
did: And then the Earl o£ Holland ^ain defired him, "That 
'^ he would reiide nearer his Parliament ; whereunto the^J^ing 
briefly Anfwered, "I would you had given me caufej but I 
"am fure this Declaration is not the way to it, , Then being 
asked by the Earl of Prm^^i^, whether the Militia might not 
be granted, as was defired by the Parliament, for a time? He 
Anlwered, "By God, riot for an hour* , You have asked that 
"of me in this, was never asked of a King, and with which 
'^ I will not truft my. Wife, and Children. He told them^

" he could not have believed the Parliament would have fent 
**him fuch a Declaration^ if he had not feen it brought by 
** iuch Perfons : and iaid he was forry ftn: the Parliament, but 
*'GIad he had it; for by that he doubted not to fatisfy his 
** People. He faid tJiey fpoke of ill Councik ; but he was con- 
"fident They had worfe Information, thin he had Councils. 
•**He told them, the bufinefs of Jrr/-iwi would never be done 
*' in the way they were in, four hundred would never do that 
''work; it muft be put into the hands of One: and, he laid, 
''if He were trufted with it, he would pawn his Head to end 
** that work. 

As sooht as the Committee returned and reported, what 
Anfwer they had received, and in what difpofitioii and tem7 
per they found, and left the King; it was Order'd, that their 
Declaration, which they had fent to him, fhould be ^cdily 
printed, and carefully difpcrfed throughout the Kingdom,that 
the People might fee upon what terms they ftood ; and all 
other poffible courfes were taken to poyfon the hearts, and 
afFedions of the Subjeds, and to fupprefs all thofe, who, in 
any degree, feemed to diflikc their mgh proceedings. Above 
alt, care was taken to place fuch Preachers, and Lefturers, in 
the moft populous Towns and Pari/hes, as were well known 
to Abhor the prefent Government, and temperature of Church 
and State ; many of whom were recommended, and poii- 
tively injoyned,'and impofed upon Pari/hes, by the Houfeof 
Commons; and others, by fuch Faftious Members, whofe 
reputation was moft current: and all Canonical Clergy-men^ 
and Orthodox Divines, were, with equal induftry, di&ounte- 
nanced, imprifbned, or forced to a lotig attendance upon Com- 
mittees, or the Houfe (which was worfe than Impnibnment) 
tinder the notion and imputation of Scandalous Minifters. 
Which charge and reproach reached all men whofe Inclina* 
tions they liked not, or whofe Opinions they fufpeded. And 
that they might be (iire to be as flrong and abiolute at Sea, 
as at Land, they appointed the Lord Admiral to fend the 
Names of all thofe Captains of Ships, who were to attend the 
Fleet for that Summer Service, to them, to the end they might 
have fuch men, in whom they might Confide; which his 
Lord/hip moftpundaally obferved* By which they helped 
to free nim ox thofe Oncers yihom he could not plaufibly 
have difcharged; and ftmck out the names of thofe„ whof^ 
AfFedions, or Relations they thought themfelves not fecure 
in. 
*fc# j^n^v The King thought it now time, according to his former 
y^H* f^ refblution,which he had not communicated to many,to remove 
^l^^ to Twk^ which was a place of good deception, and conveni- 
<» York, ency^ for thofe who were willing to attend him j and to the 
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end that there might b^ publick notice of it^ he (ent from 
Huniingtmy when he«^as upon bis Journey, a Meflage to 
both Houfes^ ^^ That being then in his remove to his City of 
"Tir^ where he intendea to inake his Refidence for iome 
*' time, he thoucht fie to fend that MeiTage to them, and very 
**earneftly to defire them, that they would ufe all pofliblc 
"hwluftry in expediting the bufinefe o£ Ireland -^ in which they 
''uioul4 nnd fo chearful a concurrence from his Maieftv, that 
"no inconvenience. fhould happen to that Service by his ab* 
" fence, he having all that pafljon for the reducing that King-^ 
"doni, which he had exprefled in his former Meffages, and* 
"being, by words, unable to manifeft more affedion to it, 
"than he had endeavoured to do by thofe Meflages: having ^ 
"likewife done all fuch Ads, as he had been moved unto by 
" his Parh'ament. Therefore, if the Misfortunes and Calami- 
" ties of his poor Proteftant Subjcds there fhould grow upon 
" them ( though he (hould be deeply concern'd in, and len» 
"fiblcof their fujfFerings) hefaid, ne fhould wafh his hands 
"before the World from the leaft imputation of flacknefs in 
"that moft necelTary, and pious work. 

"Amd, that he might leave no way unattempted, which 
"might beget a good underilanding between him and his 
"Parliament, he iaid, he thought it neceflary to declare, that, 
"as He had been fi> tender of the Privileges of Parliament, 
"that he had been ready and forward to retrad any Ad of 
^'his own, which he luid been informed had trenched upon 
" their Privileges ; fo he expeftcd an equal tendernefs in 
"them of his known Prerogatives, which are the imqueftion^ 
"able Privileges of the Kingdom y amongft which, he was 
"aifured, it was a Fundamental one, that hisSubjeds could 
"not be obliged to obey any Ad, Order, or Injundion, to 
"which he had not given his Con(ent« 

"And, therefore, he thought it neceflary to publi/h, that 
"he expeded, and thereby required. Obedience from all his 
"loving Subjeds^to the Laws eftablifhed; and that they 
"pre&med not upon any pretence of Order, or Ordinance, i 

" to which his Majefty was no Party, concerning the Militia, 
"or any other thing, to do, or execute what was not war« 
"rantable by thofe Laws; he being reiblved to keep the , 
"Laws himfelf, and to require Obedience to them from all 
"hisSubjcds. 

"He once more recommended unto them the fubftance of 
" his Meflage of the twentieth ofjanw^ laft ; that they would 
" compoie, and digeft with all fpeed, fuch Ads as they Aiould 
"think fit fi>r the prefent, and future efbblifhment of their 
" Privileges, the free and quiet enjoying their Eftates and Forr 
"luaes, the lib«rtie$ of their pertons, the fccurity of the true 
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^^Recligion then profeflfed in the Church of Ef^lani, the 
** maintaining his Regil and Juft Authority, and fettling his 
•'Revenue ; he being moft defirbus to take all fitting and jaft 
^'ways, which might beget a liappy underftanding between 
^ him and his Parliament, in 'whicfa he conceived his greateft 
••Power, and Riches did confift. 
n^tb fhufu I H A V B not known both Houfes in more cholef 9nd rage 
^iJX ^^" "P^" ^^^ receiving this Meffage, which came ea.riy to 
liiUfid. them on Wednefdsn the fixteenrh otMdrch. Now the day 
before had been fpent in preparing all things ready for the 
execution of the Ordinance or the Militia j They had Voted, 
and Refolved, "that it was not any way againft the Oath of 
•' Allegiance, . that all the Commiffions to Lieutenants under 
**the great- Seal were illegal, and void; and that whofoever 
** fhould execute any Power over the Militia by colour of any 
•'Commiflion ofLieutenancy,without confent of both Houfes 
*' of Parliament, fhould be accounted a difturber of the Peace 
•'of the Kingdom. Then they agreed upon this Propofi- 
tion, "That the Kingdom had been of late, and ftill was, 
•'in fb evident and imminent danger, both from Enemies 
•* abroad, and a Popifli and difcontcnted Party at home, that 
*' there was an urgent, and inevitable neceflity of putriiig his 
•*Majefly's Subjefts into a pofture of defence, for the iafc- 
•'guard both of the King, and his People; and that the Lords 
•'and O>mmons, apprehending that danger, and being fen- 
•'fiblc of their own duty to provide a fuitable prevention, 
•* had, in feveral Petitions, addrefled themfelves to his Ma- 
''jefly for the ordering and difpofing the Militia of the 
•'Kingdom in (iich a way, as was agreed upon, by the Wit 
*' dom of both Houfes, to be moft proper for the prcfent cxif 
•'gcnce of the Kingdom: Yet they could not obtain it; but 
"his Majefty did feveral times rcfiife to give his Royal At 
•'fent thereunto. Upon this Propofition, they Refolved, 
•'that in that cafe or extreme danger, and of his Ma jetty's 
•' refufal, the Ordinance agreed on by both Houfes for the Mi-" 
•'litia did oblige the People, and ought to be obeyed, by the 
•• Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom ; and that fuch Perfons 
•'as fhould be nominated Deputy Lieutenants, and approved 
•^of by both Houfes, fliould receive the Commands o( both 
•'Houfes, to take upon them to execute their Offices. All 
which Refblutions were ordered, the fame night, to be Printr 
ed and Publifhed. So that, when the King*s Meflage from 
ffuntington was read the next morning, and feemed to b$ 
flgainft their Votes of the day before, they concluded, "That 
^'it could not b^ fent from the King, but that it had been in- 
^'ferted in blanks left in the Town for fuch purpofes ; and 
Immediately mad? ^ Qomvfikxec^ ^ To find out by whom 
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'^that Meflage was fxamed. But when they, remembered, tfa^t 
they had Voted as mach a week before, and had exami|i'4 
the Gentlemen who brought it, and had receiv'd it from phe 
King's own hand, they proceeded no further in that inquiii- 
tion ; bat fatisfied themfelves with a new Vote, ** That thofe 
** Perfbns, who advUed his Majefty to abfent liimielf from 
*' the Parliament, and thofe that advifed him to that MefTage, 
*'wcre Enemies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and juftly to 
"be fafpeded to be favourers of the Rebellion in Ireland. 
And fch- the matter it felf they refolv'd to infift upon their . 
former Votes; and withall declared, ''That when the Lords 
''and Commons in Parliament, which is the fupreme Court ^ 
" ofjudicature in the Kingdom, (hould declare what the Law 
'^ofcheLand is, to have that not only queftipn'd, ^d con- 
'^ trover ted, but coatradided, and a Command that it fhould 
*'not be obeyed, was a high breach of the Privilege of Par- 
"liament. 

And this likewife they caufed to be fpeedily Printed ^ left 
the King fhould be able to perfwade the Subjeds, chat an Or* ' 
der of- theirs, without His confent,. was no Law to compel 
their Obedience. And from this kft Refblution, by whidi 
the Law of the Land, and confequendy the Liberty of the 
Subjed, was refolved into a Vote of the two Houfes, which 
pafled without any difpute or tefitation, all Sober Men dif- 
cemed the fatal period of both, and iaw a foundation Igid fof 
all the Anarchy and Confuiion, that hath followed. 

I T was now known, that the King was gone to TVribi which n^t ord^ 
made them appreliend their Principalitv of //«// might be in JJ^k"^ 
danger; and therefore they immeaiately Relblve, '* That no 
" Forces whatfoever fhall be admitted in that Town, without 
" the immediate confent of both Houfes ; which Order was 
^' fen t thither by an Exprefs. And having prepared the People 
to be ready for the Militia, by publi£bmg " That, in cafe 
"c^ extreme danger, they were to obey that Ordinance; 
"they were, in the next place, to find the danger to be ex- 
"treme; and, to that purpofe, they produced Letters with- 
out any name, pretended to be written from<^fi^^r^4iii, figni* 
fying '*That they had intelligence there> that there was an 
"Army ready in Denrnsrl^ to be Tranfported into Englamd^ 
^*and was to be Landed at £btf ; which, tiiey faid, had htm 
*' confirmed to them, by a Perfon of Repuution, fromWi^w- 
*'Mir4te/, who confirmed the intelligence of Denmark^: and 
^' added, that there were likewife Forces ready in Ftdmt to 
"be Landed at ffiitf. 

Of tliis, how grofs and ridiculous ibever it appeared to 
VifeMen,they made a double ufe (befides the general impr^ 
fion iivtiie Peqpk) the one to colour and coimtenance their 

F f 4 Orders 
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.Orders to their Governour there ;- tbc other, to toake the 
King's Refidcnce in thofe parts fufpeded and grievous^as if he 
came thither only to bring in Forreign Forces npon them. 
With thefe Alarms otForreign Forces, they mingled other In- 
telligence of the Papifts in Ei^lani/^ That they had a purpofe 
^^ of making an Infurredion ; and therefore they proceeded in 
preparing a Bill to {ecure the Perfons of thofe of the beft Qna- 
lity, and greateft Intereft, and injoyning the Oath* of Supre- 
macy to be taken with great rigour ; and, amongftjother Itra- 
tagems they had to haniblc the Papifts, I remember, upon an 
information that they ufed their Proteftant Tenants worfc in 
the raifing their Rents^ than they did tliofe of their own Re- 
ligion, there was an Order, '^ Tnat they fhould not raife the 
^' Rents of their Tenants^ above the rates that the Proteftant 
^'Landlords adjoyning receiv'd from their Tenants: by vir- 
tue of which, in fbme places, they undertook to determine 
what Rents their Tenants /hould pay to them. But, in this 
zeal againft the Papifts, they could not endure that the King 
fhottld have any Aiare ; and therefore, when tiiey found, that 
his Majefty had publiihed a Proclamation in iiis Journey to^ 
wards 7bri^,"Commandingall the Judgcs,and Juftices ofPeace, 
''and other Officers^ to put in due execution all the Laws, and 
^'Statutes of the Kingdom, againft PopiihRecufants, without 
^'favour or connivance^ they prefently fent for the Sheri£fs o{ 
Jjmion to the Houfe of Commons, and examined them, 
*' Why {even Priefts, who were in Nefi^dte, and had been long 
**^ Condemned, were not executed ? the reafon whereof they 
well knew ; and when the Sheri£& (aid, "That they had re- 
^'ceived a Reprieve for them under the King's hand, they 
publi/hed that with great care in their Prints to take off the 
Credit of the new Proclamation ; and apnointed their Mef- 
fengers,whom they were then fending to the King with a new 
Declaration, to move his Majefty, "That he wcMild takeoff 
** his Reprieve, and fuffer thoic feven Condemn'd Priefts to be 
** Executed, according to the Judgments they had received. 

They proceeded now to provide all nece0ary means for 
the raiHng great fums of Money, by the diligent colleAion of 
•what was granted by former Ads, and by a new Bill for the 
Tailing of four hundred thoufand pounds, for the paymem of 
"the gi^eat Debts <^ the Kingdom. (by which they meant the 
remainder of the three hundred thoufand pounas^ they had 
bountifully given to their Brethren of 5ri9r/4iii) and the fup- 
port of the \Var of Ireland: all which Monies were to be re- 
ceived, and difpofed as the two Houles (hould dired ; of which 
though the King iaw the danger, that might,, and did after 
enfue thereupon, yet he thought that probable incooviemence 
ftnd mifciii^r tp be iefs, than that, which the fcandal of d^ny- 
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ing any thing, upon which the recovery of Jrf/M^Lieem'd to 
dependj would inevitably bring upon him y and £o ratified 
whaclbever they brought to him ot that kind. 

Amongst other Estpedients for raiiing of Money for the ^^^ JJ?Jj|^ 
Wzr oflreUnd, about this time, they made certain Propo- fi^Sd^^ 
fitions ta incourage Men to be Adventurers in that Traffick, JJ'rj^ 
Thus: They concluded "That, in fo general a Rebellion, 
'^ very much Land muft Efcheat to the Crown by the for- 
"fciturc of Treafon, and that, out of fuch forfeitures, {atif- 
'' fadion niigbt be given to thofe, who (hould disburfe Money 
"towards the fuppreiEon of the Rebels; {o many Acres of 
"Land to be allowed for-fo much Money, according to the 
"value of tj^e Lands in thefeveral Provinces, which was fpe-^ 
" cified in the Propofitions; which, having pafled both Houles, 
were prefented to the King, who (it being about the begin- 
ning of Fekudry, when the breach of their Privileges rung in 
all Mens Ears) Anfwered, ^' That as he had offered, and was 
fUll ready to venture, his own Perfbn for the recovery of that 
" Kingdom, if bis Parliament /hould advife him thereunto i 
^^fo he would not deny to contribute any other afliftance ^e 
^'coiild to that Service, by parting with any profit or advan- 
" tage of his own there; and therefore, relying upon SieWiA 
"dom of his Parliament, he did confent to every Propofition.n« K^ 
"now made to him, without talcing time toconfider, and 2^'** 
•'examine, whether that courfe might not retard thereduting 
^'that Kingdom^ by exafperating the Rebels, and rendering 
" them deipcrate ot being received into Grace, if thev fliould 
" return to dieir Obedience. And, he iaid, he would be ready 
" to give his Royal Aflent to fuch Bills, as fliould be tendered 
^^to him by his Parliament for the confirmation of thofe Pro^ 
"poiitions. , , 

Which Anfwer, together with their Proj^fitions, they 
chafed forthwith to be Printed $ made their Committees, in 
all places, to fbllicite Subfcriptions, and to receive the Mo- 
nies, the Principal and moft adive Peribns Subfcribing firft, 
fqr ;he example of others; and delayed the framing, and 

J»rsfe|iting the Bill to the King, till they had received gre^t 
lims of Money, and procured very many Perfbns of all Con- 
ditions to Sttbfcribe^ many coming m out of pure Covetoufnefs 
to raife great Fortunes; five hundred Acres of Land being af* 
fign'd for one hundred pound in ibme Counties,and not much 
under that proportion m others: (bme outi^f p^re fear, and 
to win Credit with the Powerful Party, which made this new 
projed a meafiue of Men's Affedions, and a tryal J|ow far 
they might be trufted, and rely'd on. 

T H B N they fent thofe Propofitions digefted into a Bill to 
tl^e King, vita fuch Claufes of Power to tbeni, and Diminu- 
tion 
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tion of his own, that upon the matter, he put the making a 
J^J^i Peace with the Rebels there out of his Power, though upon 
tithJim- the moft advantageous terms; which he was likewiie neceP 
/•A Stated to pafs. 

BuT^notwithftanding all thefe preparations on this fide 
the Sea, the relief, and provifion was very flowlv Supplied to 
the other fide; where the Rebels ftill increafed in ftrength, 
and by the fame of thefe Propofitions, inlarged their Power, 
very many Perfbns of Honour, and Fortune, who till then had 
fktc ftifl, and either were, or ftem'd to be averfe to theRe^ 
bellion, joyning with them, as being desperate, andconceiv* 
ing the utter iupprefling their Religion, and the very extir- 
pation of their Nation, to be decreed againft them. And with- 
out doubt, the great Reformers here were willing enough to 
drive them to any eztremitv, both out of revenge and con- 
tempt, as a People eafy to oe rooted out, and that the War 
might be kept up ftill ; fincc they feared an Union in that 
Kingdom miglft much prejudice their defigns in this, both as 
it might fupply the King with Power, and take away much 
of theirs; wnereas now they had opportunity, with reference 
to Irelmd, to raife both Men and Money, which ther might 
be able to imploy upon more preffing occafions, as they will 
l>e found afterwards to have done. Neithcrwasitoutorthcir 
expedation and view, that, by the King's confenting to that 
fevere Decree, he might very probably difcourage hfc Catho- 
lickSubjefts, in his other Dommions, from any extraordinary 
Afts of duty, and affbftion: at leaft, that it would render 
blm lefs confidered by moft Catholick Princes. And they 
knew well what ufe to make of any Diminution of his In- 
tereft, or Reputation. Thefe matters thus fettled, for the 
eafe of the two Houfes, who were now like to have much to 
do, they appointed die whole bufinefi of IreUnd to be ma- 
naged by CommifBon under the great Seal ofEngUnd, hj four 
Lords, and eight Commoners, whom they recommenaed to 
the King, and who were always to receive inftru6kions from 
Themfelves. And in this fbite, and difpofidon, were the A^ 
feirs of IrHitnd, when the King went to Tnk^ where let tt$ now 
T^fort to him.

SSOON as the King came to Terk^ 
which was about the end of the Year 
id4i, and found his Reception there 
to be equal to'his expeftation, the Gen- 
try, and Men of Ability of that greart 
and Populous County (Tome very few 
excepted) exprefling great alacrity for 
his Majefty's being with them, and no 
lefs lenfe of the infblent proceedings of die Parliament ; 
thereupoi^ he refolv'd to treat ^ith the two Houfes in ano- 
ther manner than he had done, and to let them clearly know, 
^* That as he would deny them nothing that was fit for Them, 
*^to ask, £> he would yield to nothing that was anreafonable 
** for Him to grant; and that he would have nothing extorted 
**from him, that he was not very well inclined to confeht to. 
So, within few days after his coming thither, he fent them 
a Defclaration (which he caufed to be Printed, and, in the 
Frontifpiece, recommended to the confideration of all his 
loving Subjefts) in Anfwer to that prefented to him at Nifti/- 
Market fome days before: He told them, 

*^That, though that Declaration, prefented m him ^tj^yuj^t 
^'New-Market from both Houfes of Parliament, was <>f fo?^y^/j!' 
♦*ftrange a Nature, in relpeft of what he expefted ( after fb^ch**9. * 
^many Ads of Grace and Favour to his People) and fbme «^i* 
^'expreflions in it jb different from the ufual Language to 
•'Princes, that he might well take a very long time to confi- 
^'der it J yet the cfeamefs and uptightpcfs of his Confcience 

•'to 
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^^ to God and love to his Subjeds, had fupplied him with a 
** ipeedy Anfwer ; and his unalterable alSedion to his People 
'^ prevailed with him to fuppreis that pafEoa, which might 
*'well enough become him upon fuch invitation. He iaid, 
**he had reconfider'd his Aniwerof the firft of that Month 
^^2it Theobalds, which was urg'd to have given juft cauie of 
, *'fbrrow to liis Subjeds; but, be faid, whoever l(>oked over 
*' that Meffege (which was in effeft to tell him, that if he 
*' would not joyn with them in an Ad, which he conceived 
^^ might prove prejudicial and dangerous to him, and the 
''whole Kingdom, they would make a Law without him, and 
"impofe it upon his People) would not think that (addain 
'' Anfwer could be excepted to. He faid, he had little in- 
*' couragement to replies of that Nature, when he was told 
*^of how little value his words were like to be with tliem,^ 
** though they came accompanied with all the Adions of 
*^Love, and Juftice (where there was room for Adions to 
*' accompany them) yet he could not but difavow the having 
**any fuch evil Counfel, or Counfellors about him, to his 
'* knowledge, as were mention'd by them ; and if any flicfa 
^'fliould be difcover'd, he would leave them to tfaeCenfuie, 
''and Judgment of his Parliament. In the mean time he 
''could wifh, that his own immediate Adions^ which he did 
"avow, and his own Honour, might not be Co roughly cen- 
"fiired and wounded, under that common ftile of evil 0)un- 
"fellors. For his faithful and zealous AfTedion to the trtf? 
"Proteftant profeflion, and his Refblution to concur with 
'' his Parliament iq any poifibie <;u>urfe for the propagation of 
" it, and the fuppreffion of Popery, He (aid he cpuld f^y no 
^^more than he bad already Cjcprefled in his Declaration to 
^'all his loving Subjeds, oubliflied in ^Muarj laft, bv the ad* 
" vice of his Privy Council ; in which he endeavour a to make 
''as lively a G>nfefEon of himfelf in that point, as he was 
*'able, being moft aflured, jhat the conftant pradice of his 
'^ Life had been anfwerable thereunto : And therefore, he did 
« rather exped aTeftimony, and acknowledgment of fiich his 
'' Zeal and Piety, than thofe expreilions he met with in that 
' '* Declaration of any defign of altering Religion in this King- 
*'4om. And he laid, he did^ out of the inoocency of hi$ 
/'Soul, wi/h, that the judgments of Heaven might be mani-* 
*'fefted upon thofe, who have, or had, any fuch defign. 

"As for the &tfr^ Troubles, He told them, he had thought, 
*' that thofe unhappy differences had been \vtapped up in per* 
"pctual filence by the Ad of Oblivion; which^ being fo- 
" temnly paiTed in the Parliaments of both Kingdoms, flopped 
" his own Mouth from any other Reply, than to fhew his 
" great diflike for reviving the Memory d^ercqf, H€ faid, if 

**?he 
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" the Rebellion in Ireland^ ib odious to all Chriftians, feem'd 
"to have been framed, and maintained in England, or to' 
*' have any Countenance from hence, he conjured both his 
''Houfes of Parliament, and all his loving Subjefts whatfo- 
"ever, to ufe all poffible means to difcover, and find fuch 
"out, that he might joyn in the moft exemplary Vengeance 
"upon them, that could be imagined. But, h^ told them^ 
"he mai^ think himfelf highly, and caufelefly injured in his 
"Reputation, if any Declaration, Aftion, or Expreffion of 
"the Irijb Rebels j and Letters from the Count R6i.etti to 
*'the Papifts, for Patting and Prayings or from Trlfiram 
^^IVbetcomb, of ftrange Speeches utter«l in Ireland, fhould 
** beget anyjealoufy, or Mifapprehenfion in his Subjeds of his 
" Juftice, Pietv, and Aflfeftion : it being evident to all under- 
" ftahdings, that phofe mifchievdus and wicked Rebels, are 
^'not fo capable of great advantage, as by having their falle 
" difcouries fb far bJiev'd, as to raife Fears and Jealoufies to 
*'thc diftraftion of this Kingdom 9 the only way to their Se- 
" curity. ' He (aid, he could not exprefs a aecper fenfe of the 
"fiiffcrings of his poor Proteftant Subjeds in that Kingdom^ 
"than he had done in his^often Meflages to both Houfes; by ' 
** which he had offer'd, and was ftill ready, to venture his 
^' Royal Perfon for their redemption, well knowing that as 
**he was, in his own Interefts, more concerned in them; Co 
*' he was to make a Arid Account to Almighty God for any 
*' negleft of his Duty, or their Prcfervation. . ' 

**FoR the manifold Attempts to provoke his late Army, 
"and the Army of the Scots, and to raife a Fadion in the 
'*City of London, and other parts of the Kingdom, if it were 
" faia as relating to Him, he could not without great Indigna- 
"tion, fuflfer himfelf to be reproach'd to haveintended the 
**leaft force, or threatning to his Parliament; as the being 
" Privy to the bringing up the Army would impfer. Whereas, 
*'he called God to Witnefs, he never had any fiich thought, 
*^nor knew of any fuch Refolutlon concerning his late Army. 
**For the Petition (hewed to him by Captain Leg, he faia, 
*' he well remember'd the fame, and the occafion of that Con- 
"ference. Captain Leg being lately come out of the North, 
"and repairing to him at IVbite-Hall, his Majefty asked him 
"of the flate of his Army; and^ after forae relation of it, he 
"told his Majefty, that the Commanders and Officers of the 
^•^ Army, had a mind to Petition the Parliament, as others of 
" his People had done, and fhewed him the Copy of a Peti- 
"tion; which he read, and finding it to be very humble, de- 
*^ firing the Parliament might receive no interruption in the 
** Reformation of Church, and State, to the Model of Queeri 
VElU^betys days^ his Majefty told hlm» that he fawno harm 
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**m it; whereupon Captain Leg replied, that he bcliev'd all 
**^ the Officers ot the Army would like it, only, he thought, 
** S^facpb Atllej would be unwilling to fign it, out of fear that 
''it would oifpleafe him. * His Majefty then read the Petition 
'' over again ; and obferving nothing in Matter or Form he 
" conceiv'd could poffibly. givejuft caufe of Offence, he deli- 
*' vered it to him again, bidding him give it to S^J^eb AftUj^ 
^^ for whofe &ti$fadion he writ C. R. upon it, to teftify his 
^' Approbation ; and he wiflied that the Petition \night be 
** fecn and publiflied, and then he believ'd it would appear 
*• no dangerous one, nor a juft ground for the leaft Jealoufy, 
*^ or Mifapprehenfion. . 

'' F o K M^ Jetmjn^ he faid, it was well known that he was 
" gone from White- ILd, before he received the defire of both 
?*Houfcs for the reftraint of his Servants j neither returned 
'^ he thither, or paifed over by any Warrant granted by him 
*' after that time. For the breach of privilege in the Accu- 
'' iation of die Lord KiwiokWy and the five Meoibers of the 
''Houfe of Commons, he told them, he thoi^ht^ he had 
'^ given fo ample fatisfadion in his feveral MeiTages to«that 
. ^^'purpofe, that it fhould have been no more pte&d agaiaft 
**him ; being, confident, if the breach of Privilege had been 
" greater than ever had been before offered, his acknowledge- 
^^ ment and retradion had been greater than ever King had 
** given : befides the not Examining how many of his Privi- 
'* leges had been invaded in defence and vindlcauon of the 
*' other. And therefore, he hoped iiis true, and earned pro- 
**teftation in his Anfwer to their Order concerning the Mi- 
^^litia, would fo far have J&tisfied them of his Intentions then, 
'^ that they would no more have enteruined any Imagination 
•* of any other defign, than he there aprefled. But why the 
*' lifting fo many Officers, and entertaming them at Wbke- 
^' HM, (hou]d be mifconftrued, he faid, he much Marvelled, 
*'when it was notorioufly known the Tumults at IVeftmb^ 
^^ were fo great, and their demeanour fbicandalous and fodi- 
*'tious, that he had good caufe to ftippofc his own Perfon, 
.*^ and thofe of his Wife and Children, to be in apparant dan- 
^* ger ; and therefore he had* great reafoi^ to appoint a guard 
*' about him, and to accept the dutifiii tender of the Services 
*'of any of his loving Subjeas, which was all he did to the 
^'Gentlemen of the Inns of Court. 

*' F o R the Lord Digly, he aiTured them in the Word of 
/^a King, that he had his Warrant to pafs the Seas, and had 
/'left his Court, before ever h< heard of the Vote of the 
^'Houfe pf Commons, or had any caufe to imagine that his 
*' abfence would have been excepted againft. What their Ad- 
f ' vef tifements were from Rfim^ Vm^f, ]?4ru, and other parts. 
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'^or what the Pope sKuocio fellicites the Kings of jr^n^e and 
*^ SfiAny to do ; or from what Peribos fuch informations come 
"to theoi, or how the Credit and Reputation of fuch Per- 
^^foos had been fifted and examined^ he faid, he knew not; 
''but was confident no Sober Honeft Man in his Kingdoms 
'^ could believe, that he was fb defperate, or £b fenieleis^ to 
^ entertain ^uch defigns^as wpuld not only borv this his King-^ 
^dom infuddain diitradion and.ruine, but nis own Name 
^'and Pofteritj in perpetual Scorn, and In^my. And there* 
*'fore, hciaid, he could have wifhed in matters of fb high 
^'and tender a Nature^ wherewith the minds of his gopd 
'^Subjeds muft needs be ftartled, all the expreflions had been 
"ib plain and eafy, that nothing might ftick with them that 
^' refle&cd upon his Majeft)r s fiKe they thought fit to publifli 
"itatalK . - 

''And hating now dealt thus plainly and freely witJi 
''them, by way of Aniwer to the particular grounds of their 
"Fears, .he {aid, he hooed^ upon a due coofideration and 
" weighingof both together, they would not find the grounds 
"to be of that moment to beget, or longer to continue, a 
" mifunderlbnding between them ;• or force them to apply 
^'thcmfelves to the ufe of any other power, than what the 
"Law had given them : the which he always intended fbould 
"be the meafure of his own Power, and ezpeded it fhould 
" be the rule of his Subjeds Obedience. 

"CoKCBRNiNGhis owfi Fears and Jealoufies^ as h^ bad 

^no Intention of accufing them. To he faid, he was. fiire no 

" words ipoken by him on the fuddait^ at Tht^balds would * 

"bear that Interpretation. He had laid, for his Reiidence 

"near then4 lie wKhed it might be fo fafe and honourable^ 

"that he had no caufe toiabient Umfelf from White^Hdl^ 

" and how that could be a breach of Privilege pf Parliament 

"he could not nnderftand. He (aid, he had explained his 

" meaning in his Aniwer at Nfw-Mdrkft^ at the prefentacion 

"of that Oedacation, Concerning the printed ieditibus Pam^ 

" phlets, and Sermons, and the great Tumults at Wifimmfien 

"And he iaid, he mnft appeal to them, and all the \7orld> 

"wiiether he might not juftly fiippofe liimfelf in danger of 

" either. And if he were now at Wbhi-Hally he asked them, 

" what fecurity he had, that the like /hould not be Again t 

"efpecially if any Delinquents of that Nature had been ap^^ 

"prehended by the Minifters of Juftice, and had been re« 

" icued by the people, and fo as yet had efi:aped Unpaniflied. 

" He toldf tbdm, it they had not yet been intormed of the fe- 

"ditions words ufed in, and the circumftances of thole Tu« 

" mnlts, and would appoint Come way for the examination of 

'* them* ht would require fbme cf his learned Council to at« 

^ "tend 
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^'tend with (iich Evidence as might Satisfy them^ and till 
** that were done, or foroc other courfc fhould be taken for 
*'his fecurity, he faid^ they could not with rf^afbn, wonder, 
'*that he intended not to be,' where he naoft defired to be. 

*' H E asked them, whetJief th^re could Yet want evidence 
**of his hearty and importunate defire to joyn with his Par- 
' , •*liament, and all his faithful Subjeds, in ddence of the Re- 
**ligion, and publick good of the Kingdom? Whether he 
^^ had given them no other earneft but Words, c^ iecure them 
•*of thofe defires ? He told them the very Remonftrance of 
•• the Houfe of Commons ( pablifhed in Nfr^tmber laft) of the 
^ State of the Kingdom allowed him a more RcalTeftimony 
-^of his good AiTedions, than Words ; that Remonftrance 
*< valued his A£k$ of Grace and Joftice at fo high a tate, that 
*'it declared the Kingdom to be then a Gainer, though it 
'^had charged it fcif by Bills of Subfidies and Poll-money, 
^* with the levy df fix hundred thouiand pounds; befides the 
^'contrading a debt of two hundred and twenty thoofand 
^^poimds more to his Subjeds of Scotland. He asked them, 
^* whether the Bills for the Triennial Parliament^ for relin- 
^ quifhing hisTitle of impofing upon Merchandize, andjpower 
*^ of preifing of Soldiers, for the taking away the Star-Qiam- 
*'ber, and High-Commidion Courts, for the regulating the 
^ Coucil Table, were but Words ? Whether the Bills for the 
•'Forrefts, the Stannary Courts, the Clarke of the Market, 
*^ and the taking away the Votes of Bilhops out of the Lords 
^ "Houfe, were but Words? Laltly, what greater earneft of 
* <^his Trnft, and Relyance on his Parliament could he give, 
^^than the Pa/fing the Bill for the continuance of this Pre- 
^fent Parliament ? The length of which, he £iid, be hoped, 
«< would never alter the Nature ofiParliaments, and the Con- 
*^ftitution of this Kingdom; or invite his Subjeds fo much 
**to abufe liis Confidence, as to efttem any thing fit for this 
f ^ Parliament to do, which were not fit, if it were in his power 
^'to Diflblve it to Morrow. And after all thefe, and many 
^^ other Ads of Grace on his part, that he might be fure of a 
^^perfed reconciliation between him and all his Subjeds, he 
*^ nad offered, and was ftill ready to grant, a free and general 
*^ Pardon, as ample as themfelves fliould think fit. Now if 
^* thole were not real Ezpreifions of the Affedions of his foul 
''for the Publick good of this Kingdom, he faid, he muft 
^confefs that he wanted skill to ounifeft them. 

''I'o conclude, although he thought his Anfwer already 
^'fiiU to that point concerning his return to Lmdon, he told 
.''them, that he was willing to declare, that he looked upon 
'' it as a matter of fo great weight, as with refisrence to the 
^ Ai&iis of this Kiogdom^. aad to his own inclioations and 
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*'dc{ifcs, that if he could Say, or Do, could raife a mutual 
"Confidence (the only way, with Gods bleffing, to inake 
"them all happy) and, by their incouragement, the Laws of 
"the Land, and tlie Government of the City of.Londdn^ 
"might recover fbme life for his Security ; he wou^dbver- 
" uke their defires, and be afToon with th6m, a$ they could 
"wi(h. And in the mcin time, he would be fur6 that nei- 
" ther the bufinefs of Ireland^ nor any other advantage for 
"This Kingdom fhould fuffer through His Default, or by his 
"Abfence; he being fo far from repenting the Afts of his 
" Juilice and Grace, which he had already performed to his 
"People, that, he faid, he fliould, with the feme ala<;rity, be 
" ftill ready to add fuch New ones, as might beft advance the 
** Peace, Honour, and Prbfperity of this Nation. 

They who now read this Declaration, and remember 
only the inlblent and undutifiil Expreflions in that Declara- 
tion, to which this was an Anfwer^ and the more infblentand 
feditious Adions which proceeded, accoinpanicd,and attended 
it, may think that the ftyle was not anfwerable to the Pro- 
vocation^ nor Princely enough for fuch a Contcft; and maj^ 
believe, that if his Majcfty had then exorefled himfelf wita 
more Indignation for what he had fuffer'a, and moreRefolu- 
tion, *'That he would no more endure thofe Suflfefings, they 
who were not yet grown to the hafdinefs of Avowing the 
contempt of the King*(and moft of themi having d^figns to 
be great With, and fcy Him, whom they provoked) would 
fboner Jiave been checked, and recovered their Loyally and 
Obedience. But. they again who confider and remember that 
junAure of time, the incrcdibiedifadvantage his Majefty fuf-' 
fcr'd by the mifunderftanding of his going to the Houfe of 
Commons, aftd bv the Popular miftakc of Privilege of Par- 
liament, and consequently of the breach of thofe Privilegiss : 
And, on the contrary, the great height and reputation the 
Fadio\l$ Party had arrived to, the ftratagems they ufed, and 
the infufions they made into the People, "Of the King's dif- 
"inclination to the Laws of the Land^ and efpecially, *'That 
" he had confented to all thofe excellent Laws made this Par-r 
'* liament ( of which the People were pofl^fled ) very unwil- 
" lingly, and meant to avoid them : Thkt/the Queen had an 
" irreconcileable Hatred to the Religion profefled, and to the . 
** whole Nation^and that her Power was unqueftionable': That ^ . 
" there was a defign to fend the Prince beyond the Seas, and to ? 
" many him to fbme Papift : Above all (wbkh the principal . 
"of theol, with wcndertul Confidence^, iii all places avowed- 
to be true) "That the Rebellion in Ireland ^z% fomented, and 
"counteoOTced at leaft, by the Qn^en, that good terms might , ^ . . 
**be got for the Cathqlicks in England'. I fay, wh6evcr re- , 
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members all thi$,and, tHat though it might be prcfumed^ that 
the eaporbitancy of the Parliament might be very ofTenfive to 
fomc Sober ^d difcerning Men, yet his Majefty bad no tea- 
Ion to prefume o^ their eminent and vcnement Zeal on his 
behalf, finge he faw all thofe (fomc few only excepted) from 
whom he might challenge the dutv, and faith of Servants 
-ufque ai dras^ and for whofe fiikc he had undergone many 
difficulties, either totally alienated from his ferviwj and in- 
gaged againft Him, or, \ike Men in a Trance, unapplicablc 
to it : He will, I fay, conclude that it concerned his Majefty, 
by airgentlenefsanacondelcen(ion,to undeceive, and recover 
Men to their fobricty and underftanding, before he could hope 
to make them apprehcnfivc of their own duty, or the. reve- 
rence that was due to him; and therefore, that he was to 
defcend to all pofGble Arts, and Means to that purpofe, it be- 
ing very evident, that Men would no fooner oifcern his 
Princgly Juftice and Clemency, than they muft be fenfible of 
the Indignities which were ofler'd to himi and incenfed againft 
thofe who were tiie Authors of them. 

And the truth is (which I fpeak knowingly) at that time, 
the King*s Relblution was to Shelter himlelr wholly under 
the Lawi to grant any thing, that by the Law he was obliged 
to grant J and to deny, what by the Law was in his own 
power, and which he found inconvenient to confcnt to 5 
^nd to oppofe and punifh any extrav^ant attempt by the 
force and power of tne Law, prefuming that the King and 
the L^w togethef would have been ftrong enough for any 
encounter that could happen; and that the Law was fo {en- 
(^ble a thing, that the People wouy eafily perceive who en- 
deavoured to Preferve, ana who to Suppreis it^ and difpole 
themfelves accordingly, 

"1* H B day before this Anlwer of his Majefty came to the 

Members then Sitting at Weftminfia, though they knew they 

(hould fpeedily receive it, left fomewhat in it might Anfwer, 

and fo prevent fome other fcandals they had a Mind to lay to 

his Majefty's Charge, they fent a Petition to him, in th^ 

Name of the Lords and Commons, uponoccafionoftheftiorc 

curfbry Speech he made to their Committee (which is before 

mentioned) at the delivery of their Declaration at New^ 

• Mdtkft^ in which they told him, 

«r<w*L^ *^That the tords and Commons in Parliament could 

Zu c«M. ** not conceive, that that Declaration, which he received from 

T'^hT^ ' ^^'^^^^ ^^ New-Market, was fuch as did deferve'that ccnfiirc 

hUjefyM^'^Ms Majefty was plealcd to lav upon them in that Speech, 

York Mar.** which Kis Majefty made ^o their Committee; their addreis 

a . id^i. «cj.j^^j.gj^^ being accompanied with plainneG, humility, and. 

^^faithfulnefi, they thought more proper for the removing 

"the 
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«< the dtftidiftion of the Kingdom, than if they had then pro* 
'^ ceedcd accojrdlog to hjs Mefl&ge of the twentieth oijmm^^ 
^^ty; bf which he was pk4&d to defite, that thev would de* 
••date, what they inteqded to do for his Maje(ty, and what 
^thcy expeded to be done for Them/elvcsj in both which^ 
** they IkuL they had been very nmch hinder'd by his Maje* 
^^ibf's dedal to fecuie them, and the whole Kingdom, by 
'^difpofing the Militia as thejr had divers times moft Humbly 
*• Peticioired« And yet, they feid, thev had not been altoge^ 
"ther negligent of cither, having lately made good proceed- 
•*kig$ in preparing i Book of Rates, to be paflcd ia a^Bill 
'^ of Tonnage and Pomidage, ^md likewife the moft material 
^' heads of thofe hmmble deiires, which they intended to make 
^' to liis Majefty for the good and contentment of his Maje- 
"fty and his People j but none of thofe could be perfeded 
*^ before the Kingdom be pot in £ilety, by fettling the Mili- 
*^tia: And nntilUs Majefly fliould be pleaied to concur with 
^'his Parliament in thole neceflary things, they held it im* 
^poffible for his M^jefty to give the World, or his People^ 
^'iuch ijdsfadion concerdoig the Fears and Jealoufies, which 
^ they had exprcfi^d, as they hoped his Maiefty had already 
. '^received touching that exception, which he was pleaied to 
•* take to M' Pjmts Speech. As for his Majefty 's Fears and 
*' Doubts^ the ground whereof was from feditious Pamphlets 
* *^ and Sermons, they &id, they flionld be as careful to endear 
*^ voor the lemoval of them, atflbon^as thev fiiould underftand 
^ wiut Pamphlets afnd Sermons were by his ilajefty intend- 
*' ed, as they had been to prevent ail dangerous Tumults. 
'^ And i£any extraordinary Concourfe of Peoplo out of the 
'^City to lVifinn^er.}ad thei^ce and fhew of Tumult and 
^'Dai^er, in his Majefty's apprehenfion, it would appeaf to 
^' be cauied by his h^jelfy's denial of ikt b a Guard to his Par- 
^'liament^ as they mi^t have caufo to Confide in; and by 
*^ taking into Wbite-HaU fuch a Guard for himfelf^ as gam 
<<juftcauie of Jealonfy to the Parliament, and of Terrour 
*^and Oflfence to his People. They told him, they ibugbt 
^ nothing hut his Ma|?fty*s Honour, and the Peace and Pjbo^ 
'* foerinr of his Kingdoms ; and that they were heartily forry, 
^^ they had fuch plentiful matter for an Anfwer to thatQge-" 
«< Aion, whether his Majefty had violated their Laws t They 
*^ befought his Majefty to remember, tint the Govcbimeat of 
'^this Kingdom, ms it was^ in a great part, managed by his 
^' Minlftecs before the beginning of this Parliament^ conUfted 
^'of many contimtedand multiplied Ads of violation of Laws} 
*• the wounds whereof were fcarcely heai'd, when the ti,yt^ 
*' trenoity of all thofe violations was fat exceeded hy the late ' 
^Stxaoae,: and nnheat'd of l«ach of thett Laws in the Ac^ 
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^'cufation of the Lord KimhAun^ anditfae Hvt lAxivchen of 
'^ the Commons Houfe, and in the procppdings thereapon; 
** for which they had yet received no fiiUr (atisfiidion. 
• *' T o his Majefty's next Qoeftion, whether he had denied 
"any Bill for the eafe and iccaritv of his Subjeds? They 
*'wiflied they coald ftop in the miaft of their Anfwer; that 
"with much thankfiilnefs they acknowledged, tfcat his Ma- 
"jefty had pafTed many good Bills iiiil df contentroenc and 
*' advantage to his People: but Truth and Neceffity infbrced 
''them to add thls^ that even in, or about the time of paffing 
**tlio{c Bnis, fomc defign or other had been on foot, which, 
"if it fiad taken effeft, would not only have deprived them 
" of the fruit of thofc Bills, but have redaced them to aworfe 
"condition of Confiifion, than that wherein the Parliament 
"found them. 

" A N D if his Majefty had asked them the third Queftion 
"intimated in that Speech, what They had done for Him? 
"they told him, their Anfwer would have been mnch more 
^'ea{y; That they had pakl two Armies with, which the 
"Kingdom was buk^then'd the laft year, and had ondergont 
"the Charge of the War in IreUni^t this time, when through 
^*many other exceflive Charges and PrefGires, his Subjeds 
"had been exhaufted, and the ftock of the Kingdom very 
"muchdiminifhed; which great mUchiefs, and the diarges 
"thereupon enfuing, had been occafionedby the evil Couri-* 
^*{els fo powerful with his Majefty, which had. and would 
"coft this Kingdom more than two Millions; aU which, in 
^* juftice, ought to have been bom by his Majefty. 

"As fo^that free and general pardon his Majeny»had been 
"pleaied to offer, they &fd, it could be no fecurit^ to their 
"Fears and Jealoufies, for which his Majefty fcem'd to pro- 
" pound it; becaufe they arofe not from any Guilt of their 
"own Aftions, bat from the evil deiigns, and attempts of 
"others. 

"To that theif Humble Anfwer to that Speech, tliejr de- 
" fired to add an Information, which they had lately teceived 
"from the Deputy Covernour of the Merchant Adventurers 
t*at Rotterdam in HoUani, that an unknown Perfon, apper- 
" tainlng to the Lord Digij, did lately foUcit one ^ames Hen- 
"^ a. Mariner, to go to Elfeime^ and to take charge of a 
" Ship in the Fleet of the King of Dwwurt, there prepared ; 
"which he fcould conduft to HuU. In which Fleet likewife, 
•' he faid, a great Army was to be tran'Qwrted ; and although 
**they were not apt to give credit to Informations of tlmt 
" Nature, yet the;^ could not altogedielr think it fit to be neg- 
^' leaed ; but that it might juftly add fomewhat to the weight 
'^of their Fears and Jealoafics^^coniidering with, what cir- 
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'^catnfttoces it was accompanied ^ with the Lord Digbf% pre- 
'* coding ex!{>reflions in ins Letter to Jier Majefty, and S** 
*^ Lm^'u Dhts i and Ins Majcfty's facceeding courfe ofwith- 
^'drawing himfelf Northward from his Parlfament, in z 
'^matfner very fuitabk and correfpondent to that evil Coun« 
^'fel; which^ theydonbced^ would maice much deeper im-' 
** pteffion in the generafity of his People: add therefore, they 
^'moft^humhly ^dvifed, and befougot his Majcfty, for tk^ 
'* procnringand fectling the confidence of his Parliament and 
'^^all his Si^eds^ and for the other impprunt reafons con** 
'deeming the recovery aibeUni^ and fecaring this King^ 
'^dom, whjph hadi)een fijrmerly presented to him, he would 
'^begracioafly pleaied, with all convenient fi)eed, to return' 
*' to thofe Ports, and to cloic with the Couhfel and Defire of 
^5 hiS'Parliament; where he fhould find their dutiful Affefti- 
'* ons :and Endeavours^ ready to attend his Majefty with fuch' 
^^entertaiDtnent, as ihoiild not only give him juft caule of fe-' 
^curity in their faithfidneis, but other manifold evidences 
'^of theirearnefl: intentions^ and endeavours to advance his 
^^M^efty's Service, Honour, and Contentment^ and to efta-' 
'^blSrtf it' upon the furo Foundation of the Peace, and Profpe* 
** rity» of all his Kingdoms. 

T'iris, wJiich they called a^Petidon^ being prefented to 
the King) his Majefty inunediately ceturn'd,by the iameMeA 
(jbagers, his Anfwer in diefe words: ' . 

'^Jf yoiu wocdd have had the patience to have expeftedi^J^V 
**oat Aniwer to yonr laft Declaraticm^ which, confidering*^^^' 
*'tKe natuce of it, hatth not i)een long m coming) We be- 
^^ iieve, you would iiave. iaved your: felves the lahc>ur of iay- ' 
'^ing much of this Mei£ige» And we could wi/h, that our 
'* Privileges on all pajts were fa ftafeed^ that this way of Gor- 
** refpondency might be preferred with that freedom, which ,. 
'^hath been ufed of old^ For we muft tell you, that if you 
^^ may ask any thing of us by Meflage or Petition, and in* 
'^vwhat Language (how unufual foever) you think fit, and 
^'we muft neither deny the thing you ask, nor give a reafoa 
*Vhy we cannot grant it, without being taxed of breaking 
" your Privileges, or being Counfelled by thofe, who are Ene- 
'^mies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and Favourers of the 
"Irj/i Rebellion (for we have fcen your Printed Votes up- 
^'on our Meflage from Huntington) you will reduce all our 
" Anfwers here^er into a very little room ; in plait EngRjb^ * 
**it is to take away the freedom of our Vote; 'which, were 
"We but a SubjeA,.wcre high injuftice, but being your 
"King, we leave all the World to judge what itis. 

*' I s this the wa)i Q> CQinipofe all mifunderfbndings? We 
;* thought, we fliewcdjott toe, by our McjQTage of th^ twen* 
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^^ tieth of Jdmuffj^ if you have a better or readier. We (ImU 
^^ willingly hearken to it, for hitherto you have fliewed us 
^' none. Bat why the refiiial to confeit to your Order, which 
^ you call a denial of the Militia^ flioald foe an^ interrupdoq 
^'to ity we cannot underftand. For the Mibtia, which we 
^' always thought neceiiary to be (etded, we never deiued the 
•* thing (as we told you in our Aniwer of the z%^c(Jd- 
^^nnarj) to the Petiuon of the HoiifeofCoimiiCttS» fiurwe 
^accepted the Peiibns, except for Gmorations; wc only 
^denied the way. You ask it by Way of Ordinance, And wicn 
^^ fuch a Preface^ as we can neither with Juftice to oar Honour, 
^ or Innocency confent to. You exclude us boxaMij Power 
*' in the difpohtion or execution of it together witij you^ and 
^ for a time utterly unlimited. We tell you, we voiud have 
^'the thing done; aJbw the Perions, with that exception; 
^^deiire a Bill, the only good old way of impofing on our 
^' Subje^ : We are extremely uniatisfied what an Ordinaace 
^is, but well iatisfied, that without ofur Confent it is no* 
f ^^ thing, nor binding : and it is evident by the long time (pent 
^'ia*this Argument, the neceffity and danger was not £> im-^ 
^^minent, but a Bill might have been prepared; which if it 
^'(hall yet be done, with that due regard to os and Care of 
*^our People, In the limitfltiort of the Power and other Qr« 
^^cumflances we ftall recede from nothing we formerly ex^ 
^'preflTed in that Anfwer to your Ofder; caherwiie, we muft 
^Meclar^ to all the Wbrhi, that we are not fiuisficd with^ or 
^'/hall ever allow our Sobjeds to be bongid by, yoar Prioced 
** Votes of the fifteenth or fixtecnth of this Month; or chat 
*^ under pretence of declaring what the JUw of the Land is» 
•*you Ihail, without Us, make a new Law, which Uvbdwly 
^^ the cafe of the Militia : and what is this but to intioducc ui 
^^ Arbitrary way of Government? 

'^CoNCCRNiNG jPym's Speech, you will have Aund, bjr 
^'what the Lord 09mptm and M' Bajftttw brought, fiom us 
^'Jn Anfwer to that Meflage they brought to us, thati as yec^ 
** we reft nothing fatisfied in that particular. 

f' As for t|ie Seditious Pamphlets md Sermons, We are 
^' both fbrry and a/hamed (in fb great varie^, and in whid^ 
^•^our Rights, Honour, and Authority, are fb infolently flighc- 
^^ed and vilified, and in which the Dignity and Freedom of 
^'Parliaments is fb much invaded, and violated) it flioohl be 
^'asted pf us to N^ime any. The mentioning of the Prote- 
^'ftation Protefted, the Apprentices Prote&tiop, Tf j«ar 
^^ Tents O Iff A$l^ or any oti^r, ^ould be too great jpiexcofe 
^'fox the reft: If you thinly them no( x^orth your enipiiry» 
•'we have done* But we think it moft ftrange tobe told, 
^'that our deni^ of j| Guard (whict( wcjct fiererdenied, but 
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'^ granted in aiiother manner, and under a Command at that 
"time moft accuftomed m the Kingdom) or the denial^ 
"an^ thing elfe (which is in our Power legally tcf deny) 
^ which in our underftanding, of which God hath lurely given 
'Vus foine ufc, is not fit to be granted, fliould be any excufe 
*^for fo dangerous a Cbncourfc of People; which, not only 
*'in bur apprehenfion,. but, we believe, in the interpretation 
'^of the Law it felf, hath b<icn always held moft Tumul- 
^'tuous^ and Seditious* And we hiuft wonder, what, and 
'^ whence come tht Inftruftions and Informations, that thofe 
•'People have, who can fo eafily think themfelves obliged by 
''the rroteftatioh to Aflemble in fuch a manner for thc'dc-- 
*' fence of Privileges, which cannot be fb clearly known to. 
'' any of them, and fb negligently pafsover the confideration,

''coofideri as likewife, wnether both our Rights andPower$ 
^'may not by (uch means be ufurped^ by hands not trufted by 
'^'the Conftitution of this Kingdom* For our Guard, wc re-* 
•'fer! you to our Aniwer to your Declaration* 

" JB Y that Qjidlion of violating your Laws, by which wc 
^endea]vour'd toexprefs our care, and reiblution.to obierve 
•'them, tif^e did not expeA, you would have been invited to 
''have looked back io many years, ^or which vouliave ha4 
"fo ample reparation i neither looked we to have been re* 
•'proached with the Aftions of^our Miniftcrs then ag4nft 
"the Laws, whilft we exprefi fo great Zeal for the prcfent 
•'defence of them j it being our Refolution, ut>on obferva- 
"tion of the mifchief which then gi:ew by Arbitrary Power 
"(although made plaufible to us by the fuggeftion of Ncce& 
" fity and imminent panger, and take you heed, yoii fall not 
" into the fame error, upon the &mc fuggeftions) hereafter to 
"keep the Rule our felf, and to our Power require the lame 
"from all others. But iabove all, we mufl be moft fenfible 
"of what you caft upon us for re(]^uital of thofe good Bills, 
"you cannot deny. We have demed any fuch defigo^^; and 
" as pod Almighty inuft judge in that point between us, who 
"knows our upright intentions at the pafling thofe L^ws^ 
" fo in the mean time we defy th^ pevil to prove, that there 
" was fny defipn (with our Kno>vIedge, or Privity) in or aibout 
'^the time of nafl^^g thofe Bills, ibat„ had it taken effeiik, 
!f C9^d hajre aeprived ^piu: Subjc^ oif the fruit of them« 
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^* And therefore wc demand full reparation in this point, that 
<*Ve fljpy be cleared .in the fight of all the World, and Chiefly 
*'in the eyes of our Lovirigs Subje<9t§,'5:om fo notorious and 
**falfe an imputation, as this is. 

*' We are far from denying what ypu have done; for w^ 
** acknowledge tht charge our People hath fuftained in keep- 
**ing the. two Armies, arid 'in reiievihg TrW4>ii ; of which 
^*we arc fo (cnfible^ that in regard of thofe great Burthens 
^*6ur People have undergone, we li^vf , and do pariently 
^'fuffer thofe extreftie Perfonal W^nts, as our Predecdflbrs 
*^h4vc been feldom put to, rather than we would prefs upon 
"them; which we hope in time, will be confidercd on your 
•**'parts, . * A 

* ;f' I K our offer of a gcncr^ Pardon, x>ur intent was to com- 
f* pofe and fecure the general condition of our Subjefts, con- 
*^ceivirig that, in thcfe fimes of great (Cftradions, the good 
•*^'Caws of the Land have not been enough obferved j but it 
**]s ^ ftrajige World',, when Princes proffered Favours are 
*^ counted Reproaches ^ yet if you like not this our offer, wc 
^*have done. .; ; ' • . . 

'."Concerning kiiy difcourfes ofForreign Forces, 
•'though we have given yoii a full iVnfwer In ours to yourlaft 
^ETeclaration, yet we niuft tell you, we have neithei; fo ill 
*'an opinion or our owfi Merit, or the Affeftions of out 
Vgood Subjeds, as to think our felf in nded of any Fobfeign 
^''Forces to pirefcrve us from Opprefflon^ and wt fcatl nof 
'*need for any other piirpofc : but ar^ confident; 'tlirougb 
*'Cjod*s Providence, not to want the good Wiftes *and Af- 
^fiftance of the whole Kibgdom, being refolv*d tohiiild upon 
f* that furc Foundation, ' the Law df t}ie L^nd ^ and we tak? 
*^ it very ill , that gencfal difcourfes bttween an unknown 
^'"Pe'rfori 4nd a Mariner, or inferences tipon Letters, fhould 
♦*be able to prevail in matters fb improbable in thcmielvcs, 
"and fcandalous to us- for which we cannot but likHdfc ask 
'* reparation, not Only fot the vindicarion ofourownHo- 
" nour, but alfb thci*eby' to fettle the' ihinds of dUrSubjedts, 
^^'whofe Fears and jealoiifies would foon vani/h, were they 
^' not 'fed and maintained ty fiich falfe and malicious Ru- 
^*moivs as^ thcfe. "^ 

"Tor our return to cfur Parliament, Wchavc given you 
** i. ftill Anf^'er in oiirt,to yoii'r Dedaratibn ; and vou jought 
"to look on us as ngt Gone, but Driven (wc faf not By 
^*y6u, yet) From ybu,. . And if it be not fo eafy for you to 
*'ttikc our refid^te Irx.LondBn foSafe, as wc cpuld ^dcfirc, 
^*WQare and will be tbntcnted, that our Parliament be Ad- 
••• jouru'd to fuch, a place, where we 'may be fitly and.fafely 
♦'with you, For'tboti^h wc ^re *n<St pleafed to be ^t iMsr di- 
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''ftance, yet you are not to expeft our Prefcnce, until you 
** fliall both (ecure us concerning our juft Apprehcnfidns t>f 
'* Tumultuary Infolences, and likcwile give u$ fatisfaftion for 
^^thofe insupportable and infblent Scandals^ that are raifcd 
**upon us* , , 

"To conclude, as we have or fliall notrefufe any agrecr 
**able way to jufticeor Honour, which fliall be ofFcril to us 
**fbr the begetting a right underftanding between us; (b wc 
*'arc refolved that no ftreights or neceflities, to which we 
**may be driven, Ihall ever compel us to do that, which th^ 
**realbn and underftanding that God hath given us, ^nd our 
'^ Honour and Intereft, with which God hath trufted us iai 
**the good of our Pofterity and Kingdoms, fliall render un^ 
*^ pleal^nt and grievous ro us. , And we aiTure you , how 
** meanly foever you are pleafed to value the dilcharge of our 
''Pablick Duty, we are fo Confcious to our felf of having 
•'done our part fincc this Parliament, that in whatfoever 
^^ G)ndirion "^'t liow ftand, we are confident of the continued 
•* Proteftion from Almighty God, and the conftant Gratitude, 
** Obedience, and AfFcdion from our People, And wc fliall 
truft God with all. ' 

Thejb quick Anfwers from 'the King gave them very 
much trouble, and made it evident to them, that he would 
no more beSwagger'd into<^ncefSons that he thought un- 
reafbnable, or perfwaded to them upon general Promifes, or * 
an Implicit Confidence in their future Modefty ; , but that hf 
'demanded reparation for the breach of his Privileges, and ft 
Folight wfth them with their own Weapons, troubled then! 
mtich inoire; apprehending that in aftiOrt time, 'the People 
might beperfwaded to believe, that the King was itithe right, 
and had itot been well dealt with: and though fbme few 
who thought themfelves too fifr ingaged to retire, were glad 
bf the fliarpnels of thefe Paper-Skirmiflies, which they be- 
lieved nfi^de the wound ftill wider, and more incurables yct 
the Major part which had been induced to Joyn ^ith thctri 
out of Conhd^nce that the King would yield, and that thcit 
boldneis, and importunity in asking, would prevail with his 
M^efty fo confent, wiflied themfelves fairly unintangled j 
ana I have heard many of the Fierceft Concurrers, and who 
have ever 6nce kept them Company, at that time profcfs; 
'* Thajt if any C3q>eaient might be found to reconcile tne pre- 
'^fentdlllfercnce about the Militia, they would no more Ad- 
'* venture upon Demands of the like Native: and the Earl of 
Efffx himfelf V^ ftartled, wd confeflcd to his Friends, "That 
*' he defireda more mo^evate proceeding fliould be in Parlia- 
**meiit| ^nd that the Kin^, who had given fo much, fliould 
f'ffccire ibme fetisfedioii, Biic thoie of the Court, who 

thought 
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thought their faults to their Maftcr tnore unpardonable^ could 
. npt endure that the Toungeft Courtier, (hould be the Eldeft 
Convert; and therefore by repeating what the King and 
Queen had faid of him heretofore, ryid bv frefh Intelligence^ 
which they procured from Torh^ of what the King then 
thought othim^ they perft^aded him, "That his Condition 
*'was too defncrate to recede: and all Men were periwaded, 
that this fteady deportment of the King, proceeded from 
ibme new evil Counfellors, who would be as ibon Deftroyed 
asDiicovered i and that then they would fb carry themfelves, 
that the King fhould owe his Greatnefs, and his Glory ( for 
they fiai faid, "He fliould excel all his Predeccflbrs in bbth) 
CD their formed Counfek and Adivity, and not to the 
whiTpers of thpfe who thought to do his bufinefi without 
them. Aqd I am perfwaded that even then, and I was at 
that time no ftraneer to the Perlbas of mpl^ that Governed, 
and a diligent obferver of their Carriage, thev liad rather a 
defign of making themfelves powerful with the King, and 
i^reat at Court, than of leilening the Power of theOne, or 
reforming the Difcipline of the Other: but, no doubt, there 
were fbme few in the number that looked further; yet by 
pretending that, kept up the Mettal of Writing, and inclkiea 
them for their Honour to new Declarations* 

The King found himfelf at fbme eaie^ and moft Perfons 
• pf Quality ot that great County, and of the Counties adja-* 
cent, reforted to him, and many Perlbns of Condition from 
fjondan, and thole parts, who had not the Courage to attend 
upon hhn at IVhite-Hall; fo that the Court appeared with 
{ome Luflre. And now he begun to think of executing fbme 
pf thoie Refblutions^ which hehad naade with the (Wen be* 
£3re her departure ; One of which was, and to be €m done, 
the removing the Earls o(Mtx,uAHoUMA from their Offices 
in the Court, the one of iChambcrlain, the o^her of Groom 
of the Stole^ which hath the reputation and benefit of beins 
^ft Gentleman of the Bed^amber. Indeed no Man could 
ipeak in the juftification ofeirherof them .vet no Man thought 
them equally culpable. The Earl of HolUni was a PedE>n 
meerly of the King's, and hisFath^'s Creation; rglfedfirom 
the Condition of a private Gentleman, a Vounger Brodier 
of an Extradion that lay under a great blemifli^ ^nd* without 
$ny Fortune, to a great height by their meer Favour^ and 
Bounty. And they had not only adorn'd him with Titles^ 
Honours and Oi^ces, ^but inahled him to fupport thoie ia 
the highcft Luftre, and with the largelL Expence : and diis^ 
King Iiad dsawn mat)Tinconveniqnces,! ana great difadvan^ 
tagcs, upon himfelf and his SetvicCj by his prdfercbg him ta 
fomc Trulb, wUch Q^x^ 4i4 90t Qi4y toiak Tb€mielves» 

bm 
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but r^ly were, worthier pf; but cfpecially by indulging 
bim {o&a in the rigorous Execution of his Office of Chief 
Juftice in Eyre, in which he brought more prejudice upon 
the Court, and more diicontent upon the King, frbna the moft 
cooiiderable part of tbeNobiliQr and Gentry in EmUnd^ than 
proceeded from any one Adion, that had its ri(e from the 
King's WiU and PJeafure, though it was not without fbme 
Warrant from Law; but having not been praftifed for fomf 
hundreds of Tears, was looked upon as a terrible Innovation; 
and ExadiioQ upon Per£>ns, who Icnew not that they were in 
any fkttlf i nor was any imputed to them, but the Original 
Sin of their Fore-fathers, even for which they were obliged 
to pay great Peoakies and Ranfoms. .That fiich a Servant. 
(hould iuAer his Zeal to lefTen and decay toward fuch a Mafter, 
and that he /houid keep a^ Title to lodge in his Bed-Chiamber,. 
irom whofe Court he had, upon the matter withdrawn him- 
f^, and adhered to, and affifted thofe^ who affronted and 
contemned, his Majefty £0 notoriouflv) wpuld admit of no 
manner of Interpoution and Excufe. 

L s 5 s w^^ to be obieded againft the Earl ofJBffex, who a$ 
he had i>cen„ aU his Lile, witli^out obligations from the Courts 
and beUey'd he Ittd un<iergone opprcmon there, fo he was, in 
all reipeds, the fame Man he had always profefled himfeif' 
to be, wlien the King put him into that Office ; and in re- 
^iviiig of wliich, many Men believ'd, that he rather gratis 
fiedthe King, than that his.Majefly had obiiged him in con-r 
ferring it^ arid it had been, no doubt, the chief reafbn of 
putting cheSoaff in his hand, becau/e in that Conjundure no 
pther Man, who would in any degree have appeared worthy 
of it^ had the Courage to receive it. However having taken 
die Charge npon him, he. ought, no doubt, to have taken all 
his Matter's Concernments more to Heart, than he had done i . 
find hie can never beexculed. for ftaying in Wblte-HaU, when 
the King was with that Outrage driven from thence, and for 
choofing to behold the Triumph of the Members return to 
Wep^rin/hr, rather than to attend his M^jefty's Perfbn in fo 
great perplexity to HMmpm';Qmrt}^ which had been his duty 
tp have done, and for failing wherein^^ no pther excufe can be: 
inade, but that, after he had t^en fo full a Refblution to have 
waited upon his Majefty thither, that he had drefled himfelf 
in his Travelling Habit, he was diverted from it by the Ear^^ 
ofHdlmis who ought to have accompanied him in the Ser-. 
vice,* and. by lys averment ^'That if ne went, he fhould b^ 
^*AflafSnj^t^; which it was npt nof^bl^ Ihould have ever 
been fi> n^nch i|s diought q£ 

NoiTwithstak'dino all this, the Perfbns trufled by 
tw Ha}«f^ «p4 i^^RMiMo^ tt ^ftl^ M no ^n^r notice of 



it (which his Majcfty fcnt to them, that he might lie tdvifed 
thebcft way of doing it) but they 3id all thej codd to dif- 
fwade the piirfuing it. They did not think it a good Con- 
junfture to make thole two Pcrfons defoerate ; and thcv knew 
that they were not of the Temper, and Inclinations ot thofe, 
who had too much Credit with them, nor did defirc to driTC 
"things to the utmbft Extremities, which could tie?er better 
their Conditions ; and that they did both rather defire to 
find any Expedients, by which they might make a fafe and an 
honourable Retreat, than to Advance in the way they were 
ingaged in* But the Argument they chiefly^ inhfted on to 
the King, wis, "That being deprived of their Offices^ thcv 
** would be able to do more mifeliief, and ready to imbark 
"themfelvcs with the moft de(peratc Perfons, in the moft 
^*delperate Attempts; which fell oat accordingly. And there 
is great reaibn to believe, that if that Refolutioh the King 
had taken, had not been too obftinately purfued at that time, 
many of the mifchiefs, which afterwards fell out, would have 
been prevented i and, without doubt, if the Staff had remain- 
ed ftiU in the hands of the Earl of EJ/tat, by which he was 
Charged with the Defente and Security of the King's Perlbn, 
he woiild n^vcr have been prevailed witit to ha?c taken upon 
hini the Command of that Arm\r, which was afterwtrds raifed 
againft the King, and with whichTo many Battles wereFwght. 
And there cap be as little doubt in kny Man, who* knew well 
the Nature and Tepipcr of that Time, that ith^ b^n very 
difficult, ifnot utterly impoffible, ibr the two H'oufes of Par- 
liament tp *fiave raifed an Array then, if the Earl tiiEffex had 
- not confente^ tb^be General df that Army. , ' ' , 

But the King was inexorable in the poitftj He^wcsob- 
liged by promlfe to the Queen at parting,' whith he would 
not break i and her Majefty had Contrafted fo great an iu- 
dignation againflr the Earl of Holland, whofe ingratitude in- 
deed towards Het V^as very pdioqs, that flie had faid, **Shc 
*' would never live itj the tbuft,' if He kept his plact. And- 
Co the King fent an Order to Littleton the Lord Keener of the 
great Seal, ''That he (hould 'require the St^fFand Key from 
*' the One, and the Other, and receive them into his Cuftody. 
The Keeper trembled at the Office, and had not Courage to 
undertake it. He went prefcntly to the Lord fattsfimd^ and 
defxred him to afBft him in making his excufe to the King. 
jHe made many profcflions of his Duty to the Kitig, ** Who, 
'•'he hoped, would not Command him in an Mhlt foni^it- 
''able to the Office he held under him : that' nb Keeper had 
*'becn ihiployed in filch a Service ; that if he fliould execute 
''the Order he had recciv*d, it would in the Brft place be 
^' Voted a breach of Prinkgc iirhina, being aFeer^ apd the. 

^'Houfc 
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'^Honfe mml4 commit Vhim ta Priion, by which the King* ^ 
** would receive the greateft affront, though He ihould be 
"luin'd; whereas the thing it felfmight.be done by a more 
** proper Officer, without any inconvenidnce. * 

How weai;.ioever the Reaibns were, the Paflion was 
ftroag; and the Lord Falkidnd could not rcfufe to convey his 
Letter to the King, which contained his Anfwer in his own 
words^ with all the imaeinable profeiGons of Duty and Zeal 
for his Service. How ilffoever nis Majefty was fatislied, he 
jQiw the hafinefs would not be done that way 5 and therefore 
he writ immediately a Letter^ ^11 in &is own hand, to the Lord 
Falkland ; in which with ibme gradlous expredions of excu{e 
ibr putting that work upon Him, he Commanded him ^'To 
''require t|ie fiirrendcr of the Enfigns of their Offices from 
^'thofe two Earls. The Lord Falkland was a little troubled 
in receiving the Command; They were Perfbns from whom 
he had alw^s received great Civilities, and with whom he 
had much Credit^ and this harfh Office might have been 
more Naturally, and as Effe&ually performed by a Gentle- 
man Ufher, as the {kmt StaiSfhad been demanded before from 
the Earl ofFemln^ks, within lefs than a Year. However, he 
would make no excufc, beipg'a very punAual and exaft Per- 
Ion in the performances of his Duty; and lb went to both of 
them, and met them coming to the Houfe, and imparted his 
Meilage to them: They defired film very civily, *'That he 
''would give them leave to confer a little together, and thej 
"would, within half an hour, fend for him into the Houte 
'* of Commons; whither he went, and they, within lefs time, 
fent to him to meet them in S^Thomoi Cotton's Garden (a 
place adjacent, w*here the Members of both Houfes ufed fre- 
quently to walk) and there with very few givprds, they deli- ' 
vered the Staff and the Key into his hands, who immediately 
carried them to his Lodging; and They went up to^the Houfe 
of Peers: and presently both Houfes took notice of it, and 
with Pa^on, and bitter ExprefEons againfl the evil Counfel- 
lors, who had given his Majefty that Counfel, they concurr'd 
in a Vote, *' That wholbever prefumed to accept of cither of 
*'thofe Offices, /hould be reputed an Enemy to his Country; 
and then they proceeded with more impetuofity in the bufi- 
nefs of the Militia, and all other matters which moft trenched 
upon the King's Authority. . . 

Wh I l s t they were Co eager in purfuit of the Militia, and 
pretended the neccffity fo imminent, that they could not defer 
the difpofition thereof till, it might be Formally, and Regu- 
larly fetded by Bill, the^ had their Eye upon Another Militia^ 
theRoyal Navy; withoup recovering of Which to their, own 
power (though they were fejisfy'd by thepuUe of the People^ 
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that they would joyn with them, and be gieiierally obedient 
to their G)mmands ) they had no ttund to ventore upon the 
execution of t^eir Land Ordinance. And therefore, in the 
beginning of the Spring, when the Fleet for that Year was 

?rovided, after they bad excepted againft fucb Perfbns to be 
'aptains of Ships, astbey thought not devoted to them (as 
N is before mentioned^ they fen t a formal Meflage to the Lords^ 
^* That the Earl /ytNmhtimteflani Lord Admfral, might be 
*' moved to conftitute the Earl of JF^rw/i^ his Admiral of the 
" Fleet for that Years Service, being a Pfedbn of fuch Honour 
^'and experience, as they might fafelyG)n6de in him; and 
** that the Earl ofJT^fw/^^might be defircd to undertake that 
*' Service. The Lords ttought fit that the King's approba- 
noa might be firft defired, before it was reconmiended to the 
^Atl o{ NonbumierUnd; but the Commons thought thatfu^ 
perfluous, fince the Officers of the Fleet were afcfolutdy ia 
the Earl's difpofal^ and therefore refoied to fendtotfaeKing^ 
but of Themielves fent to both the one Earl and the other; 
and the Earl ofWdtwkk^ being well pleated with theXnifti 
verjr frankly, without waiting the King's confenr, declared, 
•* That he was ready to undertake the imploymcnt. But this 
being fo publickly agitated, the King could not but take no- 
tice of it ; and fiinding that the bufinefi fllduld not be pro- 
pofed to iiimjt thought it necefiary to fignify ftts [rfeafure in 
It, that fo at feaft the Lord Admiral might not pretend inno- 
cence, if ought fhould be done to bis diflervice; and there- 
fore, he appointed M' Secreurv Nicholas to write tathe Earl 
of NmbufnlirUnd, That his Alajefty expefterf that S^^bn 
^^ Penrnngton Oxould Command that Fleet, as he had done two 
*' or thee Years before. This Letter being communicated to 
both Houfes, and the Lord Admind being thereby upon the 
diladvantage of a Single conteft with the King, the Ffoufo 
^f Commons, rather out of kindnefs and re^ed to tlic Earl, 
than of duty to the King, Condeftended to joyn with the 
Lords in a Meflage to his Majefty ; which they font not by 
Members of their own, but direfted the Lord Keeper, ^To 
•'inclofe it in a Letter to the Secretary attending the King, 
"and to fend the fame to Tnkj which he did accordingly. 
The Meflage was: 
•jJWj* " T H A T the Lords and Commons, in this prefcnt Parlia- 
^«f«r/w^i3aeDt a&mUed, having found it neceflaty to provide, and 
^» Mar. "fet to Sea, a'ftrong and powerful Navy for the Defence of 
*t. ««4*. tt tjjig Kingdom againft Forreign force, and for the Security of 
'* his Majefty'a other Dominions, the Charge whereof was to 
** be bom by the Common-wealth : and taking notice of the 
^'indiipofition of the Lord Admiral^ which dmbled bkn, at 
^ that tim^ for Comiaaiiding the Fleet Iniiis ownperfon, did 

' ^' there- 
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*^thereapon recommend unto his Lord/hip the Earl o/llVdr'^ 
**wUk^ a Perfbn of fuch Qualities and AbilJtes, as in whom 
"they might t)eft ConiSde, to fiipply his Lordrtiips room for 
*'this Implpymenti and underftandlng that lys Majefty hath 
*^ fince fignify'4 his Pleafurc concerning that Command for 
^^Jobn Pennington^ they faid, they did hold it their Duty to 
"reprefent to his Majefty the great danger, and miichiet the 
'* Common-wealth was like to fuftain by fuch interruption; 
'* and therefore did humblv befeech his Majefty, that the 
"Noble Perfon, recommencied by botiiHoufe^f Parliament 
"for this Service, might be no longer detained from it, out 
" of any particular re^& to any other Perfbn whatfbever. 

T B £ lame day that this MefTage came to his Majefty, hen« ^i^# 
difpatched an Amwer to the Lord Keeper; in which he told''*''*^* 
him, *^That h^ wonder'd both at the Form, and Matter of 
*^that inciofed ^^t he had ieni; to him, in the Name of 
"both Houles of Parliament : It being neither by the way 
"of Petition, Declaration, or Letter; and for the Matter, he 
"believ'd, it was the firft*tiine, that the Houfes of Parlia:- 
"ment had taken upon them the Nomination, or Recom* . 
"mendation of the chief Sea-Commander ; but it added to 
" the wonder, that S^Jobn tenningtw being already appoint- 
" ed by Him for. that Service, upon the Recommendation of 
" his Admiral, and no fault (b much as alledged againft him, 
"another (hould be recommended to him. Therefore, he 
"laid, his Relblution upon that point was, that he would 
" not alter hi^n, whpm he had already appointed to Com- 
"mand that Years Fleet; whofe every ways Sufficiency wa& 
'*fo Univerlally known, the which he was confident his Ad* 
."miral, if there Ihould be occafion, would make moft evi« 
"dent; againft whole teftimpny he (uppofed his Parliament 
"would not except. And though there were yet None ap- 
"pointed, or the laid S^ Jobn^ through fome accident,. not 
"able to perform the Servic?; yet he laid, the men of that 
^^profellion were {6 well known to him, belides many other 
"reaCons, that (his Admiral excepted, becaule of his place) 
"recommendations of that kind would npt be acceptable to 
"him. 

This Anlwer was no other than they expeftedji^ though 
they feem'd troubled at it, and pretended that they had many 
things of Mjldemeanour to objccft againft S^Jchn Femunpm^ 
at leaft fuch matters as would rend|r him incapable or tha^ 
Jruft; the greateft of which was that he had convty'd the 
Lord Dtf*? over Sea; though they weU knew (as Is before 
mentign'd / that he had the King's Warrant and Command 
for th^t purpQjCe; and therefore/poved the I^ordsiChat he might 
be (cnt lor to be examined upon many particulars : and in 

the 
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the m€9m tmt, vhilft they caufed him to attend their leifure 
to be examined, they proceeded in haftning the Earl of Wir- 
%1/ick^ to make himfelt ready for the Service, who made no 
fcniple of undertaking it ; and the Earl of Nortbumterlani 
receiving the Cfrder, aijd Defire of both Houfes "To grant 
*'ius CommifEon to him to be Admiral of that Fleet, thought 
himfelf fufiiciently excufed towards the King, and did it ac- 
cordingly. The two Houfes in the mean time, without any 
fiinher uiought of procuring the King's Confent, preparing, 
rcafbns to ftdsfy his Majcfty for the Neceffity, or Convc- 
nicncy of their proceeding. 

Many Men, efpecially they who at a diftancc obferv'd 
and difcern'd the Difficulties the King was like to Encounter, 
wonder'd that ilpon fo apparent a breach of Truft, and aft of 
Undutifulnefs, Ixis Majefty did not at that time revoke the 
Lord Admiral's CommitEon, which was but during pleafiire; 
and foput that fureGuarcf of the Kingdom, his Navy, under 
fuch a Command as he might depend upon. But the truth is. 
It was not Then Counfellablci 105 (befides that it was eafier 
to Refolvc, "That it was fit to remove the Earl ofNartbum- 
^* berUnd^ than to find a Man conxpctent for the place ) that 
way it might have been poflible to have oreventcd the going 
out of any Fleet to Sea, which would nave confirmed the 
frantick TealouCes of bringing in Eorreign Forces | but not 
have reduced it to his own Obedience. 
J T H B y had by degrees, fo order'd the Colledion of T6n- 
nage and Poundage, by pafling Bills for fix weeks or two 
months at a time, and puttine thofe, who (hould Receive or 
Pav thofe Duties, otherwife than they were granted by thofe 
Bills, into a Praemunire; and fo terrified the old Cuftomers,^ 
that the King had no other means of fetting out his Fleet, 
than by the Monies arifing by the Cuftoms, which they ab- 
folutely difoofed of; and at this time had Contraded with 
the Viftualler, made the Ships ready, and hired many Mer- 
chants Ships to joyn in that Fleet for the Guard of the Seas. 
And whilft this matter of the Admiral was in fufpcnce, they 
(ufFered the former Bill of Tonnage and Poundage to escpire, 
and did not, till the very Night before, pafs a new Bill i 
which could not have the Royal Afient till many days after^ 
the King being then at Torl^ Yet the Houfe of Commons^ 
to falve all Danger of the Praemunire, on the 24^ of March, 
being the very day that the former Bill expired, lent an Order 
to all the CoUeftors of the Cuftoms, many of which could 
not receive it in ten days after ; 

; ''That the new BUI being pafled by both Houfes for the 
** continuance of thofe payments until the third day ofM^ij 
••{which cooW jttot yet receive the Royal Affent, in regard 
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^ (^ the remoteneis of his Majeftv s Perfbn from the Parlia-» 
^^mcnt) which Monies to be colleded hj tiiat Bill were to 
*' be employed in th^ iiece0ary Gfuarding of the Seas^ and De* 
"fence of ^le G)m|Enon-wealth : It was therefore order*d by 
"the Commons in Parliament, that the feveral Officers be^ 
"longing to the Cuftom Houfe, both in the Port In Lonikn^ 
"and the out-Ports, jfhould not permit any Merchant or othec 
"to Lade^ or Unlade any Goods, or Merchandizes, before 
"fuch Perfons do make due Entries thereof in the Cuftoo^ 
"Houfe. And it was d^lared alfo by the faid Commons^ 
"that fuch Officers, upon the refpedive Entry made. by any^ 
"Merchant as aforeiaid, fhould intimate to iuch Merchant, 
"that it was the advice of the Gomi]aons,for the better^afe 
"of the (aid Merchants^ and in regard the refpedive Duties 
"would relate, aqd. become due as from that day ^ that the 
"faid Merchants upon Entry of their. Goods, as ufually they 
**did, when a Law was in force to that purpofe, would de» 
pofite fo much Money as the feveralCuibjms would amount 
"untojin the hands pHuCjh Officers, to be by then^ account** 
"ed to hisMajefty, as the refpedive Xuftoms due by the 
"fa^d Bill, when the faid Bill ftiould have the Royal Ailent j 
"or otherwiie^ his M^fty. refufing the paffing thereof, the 
"faid Monies to be reitored, upon demand, unto the feverai 
"Merchants reibedively* .^ .j ' 

B J which Oraer,,wl^ich was a more abfolute Difpenfation 
for a Pfdmunirej. than ev^r, any Nm obfiante granted by thq 
Crowo, tlie Cuftoms were as frankly, and fully paid, as if aa 
Ad of Parliament had ^^^^ paifed to that purpofe; and ai^ 
ibon as the CommiiHon could be lent, and returned. fron) 
Torkji the Ad was paflcd. But no doubt they had a f^rthe^ 
defign in fuffering the Bill totally to expire, before they pre** 
pared a new One, than at that time wa^ apprehended; ^nd 
intended, under fuch a Popular neccflity^ >yhieh feem'd t^^be 
occafioned by the JKong's abfence, to bring their own Orders 
in fttcji a.* reputation, . that in anothet neceffity which They 
(hould Declare, they might by the Precedent of this,; whica 
was thi?.Qnly Indemhitv all thoie Merchants who paid, and 
the Officers. who receiv d, .Cu(bms,.had C^r the prefervatipa 
of their Eftates, be c^rently and abfolutely obeyed andiul>- 
mittedjco, • ' ^ ., ,.,*/, .... 

B:^.this it appears the King could npt at that time, with 
conyeuiency or (afety, tp his Aifairs, .di§)lace the EarfJoE 
Northumberlan4i and . He. beliey'd, if his bccafions /hould. 
Hereafter require it, thatjcjie Time would be much more .iea-^ 
fonable, when the Fleet was at Segii ancjl the Thing it felfj 
more pradicable : which was a, true concjufion, Ho^f^ever,^ 
he exhreffed fo n;Hw:h diljike againft the' Earl of Wam>}{k's, 
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Gommahding that Fleets that he was not willing that any 
OfBccrs whom he valued, fliould take imploymeht under 
him ; which he hiad Aortly after cahfe to repent. For, by 
lliis means, the Vkc-Admiralty, which w^s defigifd to Cap- 
tain Cartwri^t, the Controller of the Nary, who hath fince 
fiifficiendy teftify'd how advantageoafly to his Majefty he 
would have managed that Charge, upon His refufel (which 
was occafioned by intimation from his Majefty, as /hall be 
hereafter mentioned) was Conf5?rr'd upon Battftiy an obfcure 
Fellow ; and, though a good Sea-man, unknown to the Navy, 
till he was, two or three Years before, for money, made Sur- 
veyor, who executed it ever fince with great animofity againft 
theiCing's Service, of which more hereaTter. 
• B E I N G, by this means, fecure at Sea, they proceeded v^h 
more vigour at Land; and, though they thought it not Yet 
feafbnablc to execute their Ordinance for the Militia with any 
Form and Pomp, they direfted. Underhand, their Agents 
and Emiflarics, "That the People, of Themfelves, /hould 
•^choofcf Captains and Officers, and Train under the name 
^ of Voluntiers ; in^ch begun to be j)fa(9iled in many places 
of the Kingdom, but only in thofe Corporations, and by 
^hofe Inferiour People, who were notorious f* Faftion, and 
Schiftnin Religion, The King's Declarations, which were 
now carefully publi/hed, gave them fomc trouble, and made 
great impremon, in Sober Men, who- were moved with the 
Keafon, and in Rich Men, who were ftartled at the Com- 
mands in them. But that Claufe in the King's Anfwer to 
their Declaration, prefented to him at New-Market, in which 

, He told them, **That if they had not been informed of the 
*'leditious Words ufed in, and die circumftancesof the Tu- 
•* muks, and would appoint fbme way for the examdnatioa 
*^of them, that lie would require fbme of his Learned Coun- 
«cil to attend with fuch Evidence as might fatisfy them, 

, troubled them much more. For if there were ftill to much 
Courage left in the King's Council, that they durft appear to 
inform againft any of thofe proceedings, which Tlxcy fa- 
voured, they /homd find Men grow more afir^d of the Law 
than of Them ; which would d^ftroy all their defigns. 
Therefore thev Refolv'd to proceed witn all expedition, and 
levcrcly againft the Attumey G/eneral for his Trefpafs and 
Prefiimption upon their Privileges, in the Accufation of the 
fiv^ Members, and the Lord Kimbolton: ofthecircumftances 
of which Proceeding, and Judgment thereupon, being as ex- 
traordinary, and as diftant from xht Rules of Juftice, at leaft 
d{ Pradice, as any thing that then happen'd, it will nor b« 
amifs to fet down two or three parriculars. 
S H cTKT t y after they had Impeached him (which is tnen- 
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•^ooed befoie) aoti the King had^found it neceflary to give 
over any profecimon againft the Others; his Maieffy being 
defirous now he had freed Them, that They /hould faee His 
Atturi^y, writ a Letter from Bjyfim^ when, he was in his 
way to7>r<;^ to the Lord Keeper; in which he tpld him^ 
" That tbe Articles which had been preferred againft the Mem- 
** beis, were, by Hifnfelf delivered to his Atturncy General 
^'eogrofled in Papi^Ci and that he had then commanded him 
** to accttfe tliofe P«fons, upon thofe Articles of High Trea- 
** iba, and other Mifdemeanours j and, in His Name to de- 
^* fire 4; Committee of Lords might be appointed to take the 
''examination of {iich WitneiTes as (houtd be produced, as 
^' formeriy had been done in cafes of Hke nature, according to 
*'the Jttftice of the Houfe, And his Majefty did further de- 
'' cl^e,.That his faid Attorney did not adviie or contrive the 
^'iilid Articles, nor had any thing to do with, or in advifinfo 
*' any breach of Privilege tJiat foUowed after. And for what 
5' he did in obedience to His Commands, he conceived he 
''was bound by Oath, and the duty of his Place, and by thg 
"Trttft.repoiedin iiim by his Majefty, fo to do: and that 
"if he had refuiibd to obey his Majefty therein, his Majefty 
" wo|iM have qiieftioo'd him for breach of Oath, Duty, and 
*' Truft; but now having declared tl&at he found cauie whoU 
"ly to defift from proceeding againft the Peribns accufed, he 
" luid .commanded him to proceed no farther therein, nor to 
^prodt|ce^ nor dlfcover any Proof concerning the fame. 
, T fto uOB this Teftimony of his Majefty 's clearly abfblved 
liim fkom the Guilty with wiu^rh he was charged, yet it rather 
hs&ttk^ the Trial, and fjiarpen'd the edge, that was before 
keen enough againft him , and the day of Trial (^eing come^ 
whpn th^ Members of the Commons, who were appointed 
iot the Prc^ution, found that Counfel was ready (which 
bad been affigned by the Loids) for the defence of the A&- 
tumey General, fbey proffffed, " That they would admit no 
**Couiifil; that it was below the Dignity of the Houfc of 
^'Comxions to. plead againft Fee'd. Council; that whoever 
" prefumed .to be of Council with a Perfon accufed by the 
" Coiflmons of £^^4, fliould.^e taught better to know hk 
'* duty, and fhouldhave canfe to repent it. The Lords feeqi'd 
•much moved with this reproacli, that their Afts of Judica- 
ture flaouldbe queftiomed, and the Cpuficil,, which had been 
juftly, and regularly.aflign'dby theni,;jftioul4 be thrcjaten'd 
•for Ihhmitting to Their Order. But Vh^i: which itroul^led thf m 
moft, was, that the Council, which wf salHgn'd ,by them, upon 
this reprehenfion,' aind threat of the Commons, pp{i.tiveiy rer 
fufed to meddle further in the bufinefs, or to make axiy De- 
fence fos the ^^ro^. [ Hereupon, th^y put oflf the Tnal, 
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' md cdmmit to the Tower o£Lmdon S* thmas BetUinHkld^ 
and S' Thomas Gardiner, fcft their contempt in refofing to be of 
Council with the Atturney upon Their Affignment : ftandets 
by,looking upon the juftice oFParHament with left revertncc, 
to fee the Subjeft, between the contradiaorj, and oppofite 
'Commands of both Moufes (the difpleafureof eitkerbebg 
infupportable) punifhed add imprifoned for doing, by One, 
what he was ftrcightly inhibitea from doltig by the. other. ' 
However, this difference gave only refpitefbr fbroedays 
to the Atturney, who was quickly agatir called before his 
Judges. To what was paiSonately and unreafonably objcfted 
againft him, "Of breach of Privilege and Scandal, he confi- 
dently alledg'd •^The Duty of his place: that his' Matter's 
*Xommand was warrant for what he had done; and that 
•^he had been juftly punifliable if he had refuted to doit, 
*Svhen Commanded; that there had never been a Pretence 
*' of Privilege in Gife of Treafon, the contrary whereof was 
•*not only underftood by the Law, but had been by Them- 
•'felves confefled, in a Petition delivered by them in the be- 
*• ginning of diis King's Reign, upon the imprijfbnment of 
"the Earl of Arundel; in which it was acknowledged, that 
**the Privileges of Parliament extended not to Trcafon, Fe- 
•Mopy, or rem&l to find Sureties for the Peace; that he had 
*^no reafbn to fufpeft the executing-the Duty of his place, 
** would have been imputed to him for any Tte^afe, fin^ 
*' the very lame thing he had now done, and of which he ftood 
**accufea, was done, in the firft year of this King's Reign, 
**by S' Robert Heath, the then •Atturney General; who ex- 
•^hibited Articles of High Treaibn bewre their Lbrdfhips, 
^'againft the Earl of BriftoL which was not then undeirftood 
^'to be any breach of Privilege; and therefore, having fo 
**Iite a Precedent, moft of their Lordfhips being then Judges, 
^'he hoped he fliould be held ezcufable for not beitig al^le 
** to difcern that to be a crime, which they had yet never de- 
*' dared to be fo. The undeniable reafons of his Defence 
(againft which nothing was replied, f But the inconvemence 
^'and mifchief, which wouMattend a Parliament, if the Mcm- 
**bers might be accufed of High Treafon wkhout their con- 
*^fent) prevailed fo far with Ae Mifjor tfart of thetioafe of 
Peers, though die Prosecution was carried oh with all imagina- 
l)le (harpnefs, and vehemence by the Houfo of Conunons, 
and entertained by thofe Peers, who were of that-Party, as 
a matter of vaft concernment to all their hopes, that the Qu?- 
ftions being put. Whether he flioold be deprived of his place 
of Atturney ? Whether he Ihould be Fined to theKing? Whe- 
ther faeftould pay Damages to the Perfons accufed? and. Whe- 
ther he jfhoold be committed to the Toweir? which wcpc the 
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feveral wt$ of the Seotcoce, which many of the Lords h^ . 
prefled n^ ftould undergio, the Negadye prevailed in, every 
one of theParticulars^ fo that the Atturnev was underftood 
by all j^fen, who underftood the Rules WPraAice of Par- 
liament^ to be abiblut;!ely ablblyed &om that Charge and Im- 
peachment^ by the Judgment pf the Hduie of Peers. 

Tlbm Houfe of Con^RK>ns expreifed all poffibk refent- 
menH^ and declared "That they would not reft fatisfy'd with 
"t{ie Judgment J ind Ibme Lords even of thofe who had 
acquitted him, wer^ very de^ro^is R> find out an Expedient, 
whereby the Ho^Ob of Commons might be compounded with; 
and it was believed, that the Atturney himielf was much 
Oiaken ^ith the torrent of Malice and Prejudice, which the 
Houfe of Coimnons feem'd now to threaten him with; con*- 
cefving, " That He and his Offioe now Triumphed over the 
"whole Bodyi «nd,not over, fix Memberis only : and there^ 
.fore^ after fome days, the Houfe of Peers confidering, "Thirt 
"bis Piicharge A^as but Negative, that he ftiould not be pu- 
"pi/hed in tU» and that degree ; and that he had no Abfolu- 
^^tion fr^Qim the Crimes^ with wjiich he was charged, proceed- 
ed tQ b.oew Judgment (contrary tp all courfe and ptaAice of 
Parliamept, or of any Judicial Court) and complying with all 
their other . Voiies, Rj^folv'd, by way of Judgment upon him, 
" That he (hould be dHabled from ever being a Parliament 
f^Mta; Jncapahte tef -any place of Judicatuife, pr other Pre- 
V fe^ment^/than cf Atmrney Geperal ; which they could not 
defjr^ve hiflnc of^ bjB Ifafoft of the former Vote : and ^ That he 
:*-iltfH|Id be cpo^mitted to the Prifon of the F^pet. Which

Uf e ^; tiip Pefijioft fliention'd. befci5», th^t w»s framed .i« 
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DinUn dgaitift their fetding the Militia, they committed one 
Geme Bimetiy ^ Citisea of great Reputation for Veakh and 
XVlfdotp, and who was irtdeed a very Sober Man* After he 
had lain feme time in Prifon, the Lords^ according to Law, 
Bail'd him; but the Commons caufed lUm the next day to 
be recommitted, and preferred an Impeachment againft iiim, 
for no other Crime, but '^ Advifing and contriving that Pc- 
*' tition. The Gentleman defendeid Wrafelf, "That 4c was

A B o u^r tfae^me time, at the General Affixes In K^m, the 
Juftices of Peace, and principal Gentlemen rfthat Coutity, 
prepared a Petition to be pre(ented to thetwo Hoafe^, with 
a defire, ^'That tbeMilitia might not foe otherwife exercifed 
^'^in that County, than the known Law permitted : atid that 
" the Book of Common-Prayer, eflabllflied by Law, miglit be 
**obfcrved. This Petition was Communicated by many to 
their Friends, and Copies thereof fen t abroad, before theSub- 
fcriptlbn was ready; whereupon the Houfe of Peers took no- 
tice of it, as tending to fome Commotion in Kent; and, in 
tlic Debate, the Earl ofBrifid taking notice, •'That he had 
"fccn a Copy of it, and had had fome Conference about it 
*' with Judge HaUet^ who was then Judge of A/fize in Ktnty and 
newly returned out of his Circuit, both the Earl and Judge, 
for haying but feen the Petitfon, were prefently committed 
to the Tower; and a Declaration publiAed, "That none 
**/hould prcfume to deliver that, or the like Petition, to either 
"Houfe. NotwitMandiri^ which, f&me Gentleknefr of Kent, 
with a gre^t nuhibfer of the Subftantiai Inhabitants of that 
County, came io thie Git^^i Which, upon the Alarana, vras put 
In Arms ; ibongGuatds cJaced ^Lmtmlirii$i, wfetrc the 
Petitioners were difarmpci, and only fome few furred to pafs 
wXt*tbaIr Petition to-fr^mi«j/ffr J th^ reft fojrted to return 
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to tbeit Country. And, upon .the delivery thereof to the 
Hottfe of Commons (though* the fame \^as very mode^ and 
in a more dutiful Dialed tJian moft Petitions delivered to 
tksfn) tfee bringers of the Petition were fiiarply reprehend- 
ed j two or three of th^m committed tpfeyerai Prilons; the 
principal Gentlemen of the Country, who hadSubfcribed and 
AdvKed it, (ent for as Delinquents ; Charges, and Articles 
of Impeachment, drawn up againft them ; and a Declaration 
publini'd, "That whofoever fliould henceforth Advife, or ' 

*^ Contrive the like Petitions, /hould be proceeded againft, as 
*' Enemies tQ the CpjQE)mon-wealth» So unlike, and different 
were their Tempers^.and reception of thofe modeft Addrefles, 
which were for Duty and Obedience to the Laws efta- 
bli/hed; and thqfe which preflfed, and brought on Alteration 
and Innovation, fiut that injuftice gave great life, 'and in- 
couragement to their own Profelytcjs and taught others to 
know that their being Innocent would not be long eaiy or 
iafe : $md this kind of Juftice extended it feJf in the ume 
meafiire to their own Members, who oppofed their irregular 
detenminations j who, be^de^ the Agony and Vexation of • • 
having: the moil plain Realon, aQd cpnfefled Law, reje<3:ed, . 
and Qver-ruled with contempt and.noiie, were liable to all 
the Perlbnal Reproaches and Difcountenance, that the Pride 
and Peiulancy of t^^ othgr Party, could lay upon th^ipi and 
.W€^Q^.£3metimes imprifon'd and di^taced, tor freely fpeaking 
cheir Opinions, and Confcience in Debate. 

AtX forts of Mep being thus terFiftr'd, tji^ Cocnmoiis r»^ 
tnsmi^x'di that ajsfZ^t Magazine pf the King's Ampiunition 
laf ftill.at Hull r^^x^dxhcnx^i^ tha( Tp(w^ wa!& in the Cuftody 
of a Confident of their own, yet; they were not willing, to 
ventu^rc fo great a Treafure (o near the King, who continued 
^t Tfrk^y with a great refort of Perfbns of Honour and Quality 
from all parts; and therefore they Refolv'd, under pretence 
of fupplying Ireland^ to remove it fpeedily from thencej and 
moveci the Lords, **To joyn with them in an Ord^rto that 
•' parpoie. The Lords, who proceeded with lefs Fury, and 
more Formality, defired " That it might be done with the 
** King's Confent. After a long Deb^ite, the one thinking they 
Merited much by that Civility, the other contented to gratify 
thofe in the .Ceremony, who, they kn$w, would in t^ioend 
Concur with them, a Petition was agreed upon to be fcnt to 
his Majefty ; in which, that he might the fooncr yipid to 
jhem in this matter, Uiey Refolv'd.to remember him of tliat 
wJhich, .they thought, would refled on him with the Peopk, 
and to "Move him. $q take off thj?.

* This Anfwer was received witk the ufharcircumftances 
of trouble and difcpntenc, the taxmg of evil CouoieHors, and 
Malignant Pedbns about the JCing ; and tfaac Qaufe about 
the Condemi^Vl Priefts exceedingly difplea&d them; for by 
the KingVi«&reace.ofthem^ter entirely CO llirai, he had 
removed the Randal firom Himfelf, and laU it atThetr doors ; 
and though they were imUcouttaXj aqd dtbamSy that they 

ihould 
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fhottld have been Executed by the King's Watmnl hx taking 
off his own Reprieve (whereby they ifaoiUdhaye naade him 
retraft an Aft of his own Mercy^ and undeniably within bh 
own Power; and thereby have lefiened much of the Devotion 
-of that People to him, when they /hould iiaveieen him quit 
his Power of preierving them in the leaft degree) yet, for 
many reafons, diey were not willing to take that.harfh part 
upon Thcmfelves; and fiK^ofe CondemnVl Prieils were no 
more profecuted, and were much iafer under that Reference 
for their Etecution, than they could have been^ at that time, 
l>y a Pardon under the Grieat Seal of England.

^to CMftift thoie wicked and deteibble Rebels^ odious to 
•*God, and all Good Men j thereby fi> to iettie the Peacfe

^name of Fears and JealouKies (Aight be no moise heard of 
^^amongft them. ' 

^Anb He ftM, as he doubted not, bat his' Parliament 
«^would cheerfiiUy give ^'fc^le AlStence to diis good 
**\trork,fo he required th^m, and all his Loving Snbjeds, to 
^ believe^ thac^ie voiikl> upon thbfe wofid^mtioas, as ear^ 

^'neflly 
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•'neftly piirfae that Defign, not declining any hazard of his 
**Perfoiiiit performing that duty, which he ow'd to thede* 
^ Fence of God's true Religion, and his diftrefied Sabjeds, 
^^as lie Undertook it for thofe only ends; to the fincenty of 
** which profeffion, he called God to Witnefi,. with this fur- 
'* ther afliu-ance, that he would never confent, upon what- 
**fbever pnetenc^, to a Toleration of the Popifti Profeffion

^' H I s Majeily further advertifed them » that,, towards this

^" wherebyi lie hopcd^' the'Peiioe Jand Safe.ty .of the Kingdom 

." might be fully Mcured to thegjeoeral &tistejftipn: jdf all Men*, 

"without Violarion of his Majeftyfs juft Rights, kDcpfejwUce 

^Uo theUbeity ofthe Siibje^ If thi$ihoddbsthank^}lj 
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''recrfv'd, he Aid, he rhonid he'gkd dfic^j i£ ife&fcd, he 
*'niuft call God, and all the World, to judge on Whofe part 
''the defaulc was ; only he required^ if the Bill fliould be — 
*' approved of^ that if any Ccx^poration fhould make their . 
^^Lawfiil Mgbts appear, they ought be referv'd to then. 
^ He faid, befi^e he would part from England, he would take , ,

Th BY neither before or after ever received any Meflagte 
from his Majefty^that more difcompoied them; and.£> much 
the more , becauie that which igave them moft Umbrage, 
could not be publickly and fafely avowed by them. For . 
though, to thoie who had a due reverence to the King's Per« 
fon,and an impatient deiire, that all mifiinderftandiags mtight 
be compofed, they urged ''The hazard, and danger to his 
'' Majelty's Perfon, in fuch an Expedition, and the increafe 
^ of Jealoufies and Dlftradiens, that would enfue in this King* 
«dom by his Abfence j and to* others, wlio. from the barbae 
rity, inhumanity^ and unheard of cruelty, exerciied by the 
Rebels in fyeUnd upon- the EnglUb Proteftants ( of which 
they every day received ftelh and bleeding evidence) had 
contraded a great animdEty againft that whole Nation, and 
were periwaded that the work of Extirpation was. not fo di& 
ficult as in truth it was; and to the Adventurers, who had diP 
burfed great iiims <^ Money, and had di%efted a full Aflii^

To this Petition (the Matter whereof finding a general 
concurrence, there was the lefs Debate, and Contradidion 
Qpon the Manner of expreffion) being fent to the King to 
Tifkj and, in the mean time, all preparations being fuf- 
pendedfor theneceilary relief ioj luUnd, inibmuch as with 
the Votes (which were prefeifdy printed) againft the King's

thoagli it had no apjxrobation from either Hoafe^ and fcem'd 
to be angrily interpreted by rhem, and the Printer was or- 
der 'd to be found out and puniflied, yet did wholly flop that 
ScrviQe; and by the no-enquiry, or punifhment of that bold^ 
nefs appeared to be done by defign) his Majefty (peedily re*^ 
turn a this Anfwer. 

^That he was fo troubled, and aftonirtied to find that7*# lOV 






** unexpeded reception, and mifunderftanding of his MeflTagef^^'^ ^. 
"concerning his Irifh JoUmey, that (being fb much dilap-illf. i/el"* 
"pointed of the Approbation, and thanks he looked for to^ 
"that Declaration) he had great caufe to doubt, whether it x 

"were in his power, to fay, or do any thing, which would 
" not fall within the like interpretation : but he faid, as he 
"had, in that Meffage, called God to Witnefe the fincerity 
**of the profeflion of his only ends for the undertaking that 
"journey ; fo he mull Appeal to all his good Subjefts, and 
" the whole World, whether the reafbns alledged againft that 
"Journey, were of Weight to fatisfy his underflanding; or 
" the Counfel, prefented to difTwade mm from it, were full of 
"that Duty, as was like to prevail over his AfFedions. For 
" the refblving of fo great a bufinefs without the Advice of 
" his Parliament, he faid, he mufl remember them, how often^ 
"by his Mefltge, he made the fame offer, if They fliould ad* 
" vife him thereunto; to which they never gave him the leafl 
"Anfwer j but, in their late Declaration, told him, that they 
" were not to be fatisfy *d with Words : fb that he had reafbn 
"to conceive, they rather avoided, out of regard to his Per*» 
"fon, to give him Counfel to run that hazard, than that they 
"difapproved the inclination. And, he asked them, what 
" greater comfort, or fecurity the Proteftants of Chrijiendam 
" could receive, than by feeing a Proteftant King venture, and 
" engage his Perfon for the Defence of that Religion, and 
" the Suppreffion of Popery ? tp which he fblemnly protefled, 
" in that MefTage, never to grant a Toleration, upon what 
" pretence foever, or any abolition of any of the Laws there 
"in force againfl the ProfefTors of it. And, he faid, when 
"he confidered the great Calamities, and unheard of Cruel- 
" ties, his poor Proteftant Subjeds in that Kingdom had un- 
" dcrgone for the fpace of near, or full fix Months ; the 
"growth and increaie of the ftrength of thofe Barbarous Re- 
"bels; and the evident* probability of forreign fupplies, if 
" they were not (peedily fiippreffed j the very flow luccours 
" liitherto fent them from hence : that the Officers of fcveral 
" Regiments, wbo had long time been allowed entertainment 
"from them for that Service, had not raifed any fupply, or 
" fucco'ur for that Kipgdom s that many Troops of Horfe had

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'' long Iain near Chtf^ untranfported i that the Lord Lieate- 
** nant odreUniy on whom he relied priodpalljr for the con- 
'^dud^ and mtoaging of Affairs there^ was (till in this King* 
**dom, notwithftanding his Majefty's eameftnefs ezprefled, 
*' that he ftiould repair to his Command : and when he con- 
^^Hdcr'H the many and great fcandals raiied upon himfelf by 
''report of the Rebels, and not fufiiciently difcoimteDanced 
"Here, notwithftanding fo many profellfions of his Majefty; 
" and had feen a Book, lately printed by the Order of the 
" Houfe of Commons, entituled a Remonftrance of divers rc- 
''markable pafTages concerning the Church and Kingdom of 
^'Iretdndj wncrein fome Examinations were ief down (how 
'' improbable or impoilible foever) which might make an im- 
''prefEon in the minds of many of his weak Sobjeds: And 
*' laftly, when he had duely weighed the di/honoar that would 
** perpetually lie upon this Kingdom, if full and fpeedy relief 
"were not difpatched thither; his Majefty could not think 
*' of a better way to diicharge his Duty to Almighty God, for 
" the defence of the true Proteftant Religion, or to manifeft 
'^ his Aftedion to his three Kingdoms, for their preiervation, 
" than by engaging his Perfbn in that expedition, as many 
^ of his Royal Progenitors had done, even in Forreign Parts, 
' **upon caufes of left importance and piety, with great Ho- 
" nour to themfelves, and Advantage to this Kihedom. And 
"therefore, he expedcd at leaft Thanks for luch his in- 
" clination. 

"For the danger to his Perfon, he faid. He conceived it 
"neceflary, and worthy of a King, to adventure his Life to 
"preierve his Kingdoms; neither couid it be imagined chat 
"he would fit ftill, and fuflfer his Kingdoms to be lofl^ and 
"his good Proteftant Subjeds to be Maflacr'd, without cx- 
" pofing his own Perfon to the utmoft hazard for their relief 
"and prefervation ; his life, when it was moft plea&ot, being 
" nothing fb precious to him, as it was, and ihould be,, to go- 
" vern and preferve his People with Honour, and Juftice. 

"FoK an encouragement to the Rebels, becaufe of the 
" Reports they raiied, he faid. He could not conceive^that the 
** Rebels were capable of a greater terrour, than by the Prc- 
"fence of. their Lawful King, in the head of an Army, to 
"chaftife them. Befides, it would be an unfpeakable aavan- 
"tage to them, if any report of Tf heirs could hinder him 
" from doing any thing, which were fit for him to do, if fuch 
" report were not raifed : that would quickly teach them, in 
** this Jealous age, to prevent, by fuch reports, any other Pcr- 
(bns coming againft them, whom they had no mind fliould 
"be imploy'd. 

"H B ^Id them, that he marvelled, that the Adventurers, 

"whoic 
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*'whofe advantage was a principal motive (next the reaibns 
''before mention*d) to "him, ihould lb much miftake his pur- 
''pofe J whofe intereft he conceived muft be much improved 
*'by the expedition he hoped, by God's bieffing, to ufe in 
"that Service ; that being the moft probable way for the 
''fpeedy Conqneft of the Rebels, their Lands were uifficienc-i 
"ly fecured by Ad of Parliament.* • 

^'Hb told them, he thought himfelf not kindly ufed, that 
"the addition of fo few Men to their Levies (for a Guard to 
''his Perfon in Ireland) Aould be thought kt for their re- 
"fufal^ and much more, that having ufed fb many cautions 
^'in thatMeflage, both in the fmallnefs of thfe number; in 
''his having raifed none, until their Anfwer; in their being 
to be railed only near the place of fliipping; in their be- 




Papifts (all 

^ftroy all grounds of Jealoufy of any Force intended by them 
■ in oppofition to the Parliament, or favour to any Malignant 
Party) any fufpicion ihould, notwithftanding, be grounded 
upon it. 

'^N B 1 T ji H R, he laid, could it be underftood, that when 
he recommended the managing of that War to Them, lie 
intended to exclude himfelf, or not to be concerned in 
their Counfels, that if he found any Expedient (which, in 
bis confcience and underftanding, he thought neceflary for 
"hat great work) he might not put it* in pradice. He told 
rbem^ he looked upon Aem as his great Council, whole 
idvice he always had, and would, with great regard and 
leliberation, weigh and confider : but he looked upon him* 
blf as neither deprived of his Underftanding, or divefted 
>f any Right he had, if there were no Parliament fitting. 
le faid, he called them together, by his own Writ and Au- 
bority (without which they could not have met) to give 
im faithful Counfel about his Great Affairs ; but he re- 
gned not up his own Intereft, and Freedom 5 he never 
ibjeSred himfelf to their abfolute Determination; He had 
Ivi^ays weighed their G)unfels, as proceeding from a Body 
itrufted by him 5 and when he had diflfented from then^, 
e had returnedjhcm the reafons, which had prevailed with 
s confcience and underftanding, with that Candour, which 
Prince /hould ufe towards his Subjeds; and that Affe- 
ion, which a Father could exprefs to his Children. What 
jplication had been ufed to reftify his Underftanding by 
eaf bns, or what Motives had been given to perfwade his 
fe<Stions, he would leave all the world to Judge. And 
en^ he feid, he muft tell them, liowfoever a Kfajor part 

liz ^' might 
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"might bind Them in matter of opinion, he held Himfelf 
*^(and he was fure theXaw and Conttitution of theKing- 
"dom had always held the fame) as free to diffent, till his 
^'Reafon was convinced, for the General Good, as if they , 
«« had delivered No opinion, I 

"For his Joarney it lelf, he told them the circumftances 
"of their Petition were fuch^ as he knew not well what An- 
**fwer to return, or whether he were beft to give Any 3 that 
" part which pretended to carry Reafon with it, did no way 
•' fatisfy him j the Other, which was rather Reprehenfion 
"and Menace, than Advice, could not ftagger him. His 
**Anfwer therefore was, that he fhould be verv glad to find 
"the work oflreUnd fo cafy, as they feem'd to think it; 
*' which did not fo appear by any thing known to him, when 
** he fent his MefTage : and though he would never refofe, or 
*'be unwilling, to venture his Perfon, for the Good and 
** Safety of his People, he was not fo weary of his life, as to 
** hazard it Impertinently ; and therefore, fince they fecm'd 
**to have received Advertifements of fome late, and great 
''{ucceflfes in that Kingdom, he would ftay fome time to fee 
*^the event of thofe, and not purfue his refolution till he had 
^*g;iven them a fecond notice: but, if he found the miferable 
"condition of his poor Subjeds of that Kingdom were not 
"fpeedily relieved, he would, with God's Af&ftance, vifit 
*'th6m with fuch Succours, as his particular credit and in- 
" tereft could fupply him with, if They refixfed to joyn with 
" him. And he doubted not but the Levies he /hould make 
** (in which he would obferve pumdually the former, and all 
** other cautions, as might beft prevent all Fears and Jea- 
*' loufies; and to ufe no Power but what was Legal ) would 
"be fo much to the iadsfaftion of his Subjeds, as no perfon 
^' would dare prefume to refift his G>mmands5 and if they 
•'fliould, at their Peril be it?i In the mean time, he hoped 
'^ bis forwardnefs, fo remarkable to that Service, fhould be 
'^notorious to all the world; and that all fcandals, laid on 
^'him in that bufinefs, (hould be clearly wiped away. 

"He told them, he had been fp cafefol that his Journer 
** into ireUnd fhould not interrupt the proceedings of Par- 
*' liament, nor deprive his Subjeds of any Ads of Juftice, or 
*' further Ads of Grace for the real benefit of his People, tha: 
•*he had made a free offer of leaving fuch power benind, as 
** fhould not only be necef&ry for the Peace and Safety dF 
** the Kingdom, but fully provide for the happy progrels d 
** the Parliament: and therefore he could not but wondci, 
*'fince fuch power had been always left here, by CommifEon 
*^for the Government of this Kingdom, when his Progcni 
"tors had been out of the lame, during the fitting of Parli^a 
* ** ments 
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*' ments ; and fince themfelvesdefired that fuch a power might 
*'be left here by his Majefty, at his laft going into Scotland i 
^* what Law of the Land they had now found to dilbenfe with 
** them from fubmitting to' fuch Authority, legally derived 
•' from him, in his abfence ^ and to enable them to govern 
*^ the Kingdom by their own ineer Authority.* 

** F o R his return to London, he (aid, he had given them 
"fo full Anfwers in his late Declaration, and Anlwers, that 
^' he knew not what to add to, if they would not provide for 
*^his Security with them, nor agree to remove to another 
** place, where there mi^t not be the fame danger to his Ma- 
" jefty. He told them. He expeded, that (fincche had been 
** fo particular in the caufes and grounds of his Fears) they 
*'/hould have fent him word, that they had publi/hed fucn 
" Declarations againft future Tumults and unlawful AfTem- 
" biles, and taken fuch Courfes for the fupprefEng Seditious 
^* Pamphlets and Sermons, that his Fears of that kind ihight 
*'be laida^e, before tliey ftiould prcfs his return. 

^^To conclude, he told them. He coifld wifti, that they 
** would, with the fame ftriftnefs and feverity, weigh and 
" examine their MeiG&ges, and exprciflions to mm, as they 
" did thofe they received from him. For he was very con- 
*^ fident, that if they examin d his Rights and Privileges, by 
'* what Kis Predeceflbrs had enjoy'd ; and their own Addret 
** fes, by the ufual courfes obferved by their Anceftors; they 
''would find many Expreffions in that Petition, warranted only 
** by their own Authority ; which indeed he forbore to take 
** notice of, or to give Anfwer to, left he fliould be tempted, 
"in^a juft indignation, to exprefs a greater ^aflion, than he 
" was yet willing to put on. God in his good time, he hoped, ' 
^' would Co inform the hearts of all his Subje<Sbs, that he /hould 
*' recover from the mifchief, and danger of that diftemper;* 
*'on whofe good pleafure, he faid, he would wait with all Pa-* 
**tience, and Humility. 

From this time the purpofe was never refumed of his 
Majefty 's Perfonal Expedition into Ireland, and fo they wer^ 
freed from that apprenenfion. The truth is, that Counfel 
for his Majefty*s Journey into Ireland was very fuddainly 
taken, and Commuilicated to very few, without confideration 
of the objedions, that would naturally arife againft it-; and 
was rather refolved as a probable Stratagem, to compofe thq .. 
two Houfes to a better Temper and Sobriety, upon the Ap- 
prehenfion of the King's abfence from them, ana the incon-r 
veniences that might thence enfue,' than fufficiently Qonfl- 
dcr'd and digefted for Execution, For none were more vio-» 
lent agaftift it than they who ferved the King moft faithfully 
in the Houfesi who, in the King's abfence, and after fuch a

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Grant of the Militia, as was then offer'd, lcK>ked^pQn them- 
felves as facrificed to the Pride and Fury of tliofe, wliofe in- 
clinations, and temper had begot the Confizfio;is they com- 
plained of. But ir it had been {o diielv weighed and con- 
lolred, and Men fo difpofed, that it might nave l^en executed, 
and the King had taken a At Council, and Retinue about him, 
it would at that time, have been no hard matter fpecdily to 
have reduced Ireland : and by the Reputation, and Authority 
of that, the other two Kingdoms might have been conuincd 
J within their proper bounds. But, as it fell out, the Over- 
ture proved difadvantageous to the King, and gave the other 
Partv new caufe of Triumph, that they had plainly Tbreat- 
ucd nim out of wliat he pretended to have firmly refblved 
to do; which difadvantage was improved by the other Pro- 
portion, th^t attended it, concerning the Militia. For the 
Bill, fent by the King upon that Argument, brought the bafi- 
nefs again into Debate; and though nothing was concluded 
upon it, the King was a lofer by the Propoficion, though not 
jfb much as he fear'd he /hould have been, when he faw bis 

Journey into Jrr/4iw/defperate; upon the fuppofition of which, 
le had only made that tender, 

T H E Bill fent by the King, and preferred to the Houfe of 
Peers, by the Atturney General, granted the Militia, for one 
year, to the Pe^fons firft nominated by the Houfesin their 
Ordinances to his Majefty; and made thofe Perfons, in the 
Execution of that Truft, lubfeA to the Authority of his Ma- 
jefty, and the two Hoafes joyntly, wbilft his Majefty was 
within theNKingdom ; and, in his abience, of the two Houles 
only. What aiterations, and amendments they ntiade in it 
before they returned it a^ain for the Royal affent, will beft 
appear by the King's Anfwer, which he {ent to them at the 
time of his refufal to pafs it: which was, 
f&u*)*fy*t "That he had, with great deliberation and patience^ 
h^'fuJfif *^ weighed and confider'd (as it concern'd him much to weigh 
Apr. i«. "the confequences of every Law before he pafled it ) their 
^li/wi ''Bill lately fent to him /or the fettling the Militia ; and 
' rrfitpu u " though it bad not been ufual to give any Reafon for the re- 
^flrl^ut ^'^^^^ ^^ P^^ ^"y ^^^^y ^^ bcin^ abfolutelv in his power to 
j/r/4. "p^Jfsj or not to paft any hdt fent to him, if he conceived it 
*^ prejudicial to himfelf, or inconvenient to hisSubjcfts, for 
"whom he was trufted, and muft one day give an account; 
"y^t, in that bufineft of the Militia, which, being mifunder- 
^' ftood amonj^ft his good Subjeds, had been ufed as an Argu- 
"menr, as if he were not vigilant enough for the Publick 
^'Safetv, and left he fliould be thought Itk Conftant in his 
^'Refbfutions, and that Bill to be the fame he hai lent to 
^- tbem^ he though? fit %o giv? tljem^ ^nd ^11 tiic World, par- 
ticular 
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'^ticular iatisfadion, why he could not, ought not, moft not 
^'pafs chat Bill, being the firft publick Bill he had refofed 
** this Parliagient ; and therefore, he told them, he muft coni- 
*' plain, that having exprefled himfelf fo clearly and particu- 
*Marly to them in that point, they fhould prefs any thing up-r 
*'on him, which they could not but forelee he muft refiiie; 
*^ except he departed from thofc Refolutlons, grounded upon 
** fo much reaion, he had fo earneftly h^re acquainted them 
'^ with, and agalnft which they had not given one Argument ^ 
" to fatisfy his judgment. 

" He told them. He was pleafed, they had declined the 
'' unwarrantable courle of their Ordinance (to the which, he 
** was confident, his good Subjeds would never have yielded 
** their coaient) and chofen that only right way of impoiing, 
** upon the People, which he would haye allowed but for die • 
'*Rcaibns following : 

'^ H £ iaid, . Hft had refufed to conient to their Ordinance, 
'^as for other things, fb for that the power was put into the 
^* Perlbns nominated therein by diredion of botn Houfes of 
^^ Parliament, excluding his Majefty from any power in the 
*' difpofition, or execution of it together with them : He had 
'' then advifed them, for many Reafbns, that a BUI ftiould be 
^' prepared ; and after in his Anfwer of the 2<J'^ of Maub to 
^^the Petition of both Houfes, he had told them, if fuch a 
" Bill Ihould be prepared with that due regard to his Majefty, 
'^ and care of his People, in the limitation of the power, and 
^ other drcumilances, he ihould recede from nothing he fcMr- 
*'merly exprefled. 

'^WHAT pafled (enough to have difcouraged him from 
'* being further Solicitous in that Ailment) after his full, 
'• and gracious Anfwers, he was content to forget. When 
"he refblv'd on his*Journey into IreUrdy fo that by reafon 
"of his abfence, there might be no want of fettling that 
^* power; befides complying with their Fears; he fent, to- 
" gether with a Meflage of that his purpofe, a Bill for fettling • 
•*the power for a Year; hoping in that time to return to 
"them, and being fure that, in much lefs time, they might 
** do the bufinefs, for which at firft they feem'd to deure this; 
"which was, that they might fecurely coniider his Meflage 
" of the 2o«i> of Jdnuarj laft. By that Bill, which he fent, he 
" confented to thofe Names they propoled in their Ordinance, 
" and to the limitation of the power; provided, that himfelf 
" (hould not be able to execute any thing but by their advice ; 
"and, when he fliould be out of the Kingdom, the fole Exe- 
" cution to be in them ; with many other things, of fo Arbi- ' 
"trary, and uncircumfcribed a pov/er, that he fliould not have 
f* contented to, but with reference to the abfence of his own 

Ii4 ."Perfoa 
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"Perfon out of the Kingdom ; and thought it the more fuf- 
"ferable, in refped the time was but for a Year. Whether 
*^that Bill, they had fent to him to pafs, were the fame, the 
** World would judge. 

'* H B faid. They had, by that Bill tender'd to his Majefty, 
"without taking notice ot him, put the Power of the whole 
" Kingdom, the Life and Liberties of the Subjefts of ail de- 
*'grees, and qualities, into the hands of particular Men, for 
9 ** two Years. He asked them, if they could imagihe he would 
"truft fuch an Abiblute Power in the Iiands of particular 
"Perfons, which he had refufed to commit to /both Houfes 
^' of Parliament ? Nay, if the Power it felf were not too Ab- 
^'folute, too Unlimited, to be committed into any private 
" Hands ? Whether S' John H0tham's high Ipfolence fhewed 
• ^* him not, what he might expeS from an Exorbitant Legal 
'* Power, when he, by a Power not warrantable by Law, durft 
^< venture upon a Treaibnable diibbedience^But his Majefty 
** would willingly Icnow, and indeed fiich an account in otdi- 
**nary Civility, he faid, he might have expeded, why he 
*'was, by that Act, abfolutely Excluded from any Power, or 
" Authority, in the Execution of the Militia. He faid, fure 
*' their Fears and Jealoufies were. not of fuch a Nature, as 
« ''were capable of no other Remedy, than by leaving him no 
" Power in a point of the greateft Importance ; in wliich God, 
'' and the Law, had trufted him Solely j and wliich he had 
''been contested to Share with them by his own Bill, by 
''putting it, and a Greater, into the h^nds of patticular Sub- 
"jeds. He asked them, what all Chriftian Princes would 
^' think of him, after he had pafled fuch a Bill ? How they 
"would value his Soveraignty ? And yet, he faid, SiircHis 
''Reputation with Forreign Princes was fome ground of their 
^'Security. Nay, he was confident, b^ that time they had 
*' throughly conuderd the poffible confequence of that Billj 
^'upon Themfelvcs, and the reft of his good Subjects, they 
"would all give him Thanks for not confenting to it j find- 
" ing their Condition, if it fhould have pafled, would not 
" have been fo pleafing to them. He told them, he hoped 
?' that Animadverfion would be no breach of their Privileges. 
. "In that throng of bufinefs and diftcmper of Affedions, it 
^'was poffible, fecond thoughts might prefefat fbmcwhat to 
f* their G^nfiderations, which efcaped them before. 

"He remembered them, that he had pafled a Bill, this Par- ' 
"llamcnt, at their entreaty, concerning the dptives of^/- 
*'^fi^i, and waved many objedions of his own to the con* 
'' trary, upon information that the bufinefs hgd been many 
^* Months confider'd by themj wjiether it proved fui table to 
•' their intentions, or whether they had not, by fome private 

"Order 
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^' Order fufpended that Ad of Parliament upon view of the 
" miftakes, themfelves beft knew i as likcwife, what other 
^^ great alterations they had made uJbn other Bills^ pafTed this 
'^Seffion. He told them, he could not pafs over tne putting 
^* their Names out of that Bill, whom before they had ren 
" commended to him in their Ordinance, not thinking fit, it 
** fbeqi'd, to truft thofe who would obey no Guide but the 
^'Law of the Land (he imagined thev would not wifh he 
^'Aiould ia his eftimation of others follow that their Rule) ^ 
^'and the leaving out, by fpecial provifion, the prefent Lord 
"Mayor oiLmdmy as a Perfon in their .disfavour j whereas^ 
*' he faid, he muft tell them, his demeanour had been fucb 
*' that the City, and the whole Kingdom, was beholding to 
• * him for his example. 

^* To conclude, he laid, he did not find himfelf poilefled 
^*of fuch an excefs of Power, that it was fit to transfer, or con- 
** fcnt it fliould be in other Pcrfbns> as was direded by that 
•^ Bill y and therefore, he Aonld relv upon that Royal Right 
"and Jurifdiftion, which God, and the Law had given him, 
''for the fuppreffing of Rebellion, and refilling Forreign In- 
"vafion; which had preferved the Kingdom in the time of 
"all his Anceftors, and which, he dQubt^ not, but he fhould 
^'be able to execute. And, not more for his own Honour 
"and Right, than for the Liberty and Safety of his People, 
" he could not confent to pafs that Bill. 

Th o u g h no Sober Man could deny the realbnablenefs of 
that Anfwer, and that there was indeed io great a difference 
between the Bill lent by his Majefty, and that prefented to 
him from the two Houles, that it could, not foberly be ima-. 
gined he would confent to it j yet, it had been better for his 
Majefty, that thefirft Overture firom himfelf had never been 
made ; it giving new life, fpirit, and hopes to them ; and 
they making the People believe (who underftood not the dif- 
ference, and knew dot that the King's Pleafure, lignify'd bv 
bothHoufes of Parliament, was in eflfed the Plealure of both 
Houles without the King) that his Majefty now refufed to 
conlent to what himfelf had offer'd, and propofeJ; whilft his 
own Party ( for io thofe begun now to be called, who pre- 
ferv'd their Duty, and Allegiance intire) was as much trdu- 
bled to find k Soveraign a Power of the Crown offer'd to be 
parted with to the two Houles, as \iis tender'd to them by 
the King's own Bill; and that it was poffible for his Majefty 
to recede from his firmeft Relblves, even in a point, that 
would QQt naturally adnut of the leaft divifion, or dimi- 
nution. 

Th B King, being well pleafed that he had gone through 
one of l)is f^efolutioiis, ana not n^ucl^ irqubled 4t the anger 

it 
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tt'had prodaced^ and finding his Court follof Perfbns of (^a.« 
]ity ot the Country, who made ail cxprefliom of Afieftson 
and Duty, which they tiought would be moil acceptable to 
him, reu>Iv*d to undertake another Enterprife, which was of 
more importance, and which in truth was tiie fole motive of 
his Journey into thofe parts. The great Magazine of Arms 
#n(f Ammunition, which was le& upon the disbanding the 
Army, remained ftill at HuU; and was a nobler proportion 
than remain^ in the Tower ofLomUn, or ail otber his Ma- 
jefty's Stores ; and there had been formerly a putpoie to have 
iecured the fame by the Earl o£ New-CdJUe'sFtcknce there, 
which had been diiappointed, as hath been before mention'd, 
and S^ J9hn Hotham fent thither to look to it: who was now 
there only with one of the Companies of theTrain'd-bands ; 
and fo the King refolv'd that he would Himfelf malv a Jour* 
ney thither, with his own ufual Train ^ and being there, that 
he would fiay there, till he had fecured the place to him. 
Hiis was his purpofe ; which he concealed to that degree^ 
that very few about him knew any thing pf it. 

AssooNasit was known that his Majefty meant to refide 
In TbtI^ it was eaiily fufpeded^ that he had an Eye upon 
that Magazine,* and therefore they made an Order in both 
Houies, *^That the Magazine (honld be remov'd from Htdl to 
*'the Tower; and Ships were making ready for the Tranf- 
portation ; {b that bis Majefty could no longer defer the 
execution of what he defign'd« And, being periwaded, by 
jibme who believ'd themfelves, tliat if he went thither, it 
would neitlier be in S^Jobn Hotbam's Will, nor his Power, 
lo keep him out of that Town; and that, being ppflefled of 
fo confiderable a Poft, and of the Magazine there, he (hould 
find a better temper towards a Modeft and Dutifixl Treaty j 
his Majefty toc^ the opportunity of a Petition preiented to 
him by the Gentlemen o£T§rkJbire (who in truth were much 
.troubled at the Order for removing the Magazine from 
fifUly and were reader to ajppear in any thing for his Service) 
in which, "Tliey defired him to caft his Eye, and Thoughts 
^'upon the fafety of his own Perfon, and his Princely Iffiic, 
^'and that whole County, a great means whereof, they faid, 
^'did confift in the Arms, and Ammunition at IM, placed 
** there by his Princely care and charge; and iince, upon ge- 
^ neral apprehenfions Q#dangers from Forreign Parts, thought 
•'fit to be continued : and they did very eameftlv befeech 
*' him, that he would take fuch courfe, that it mignt ftill re* 
" main there, for the better fccurii^ thofe, and the reft of 
"the Northern parts. Hereupon, he refolv'd to go thither 
himfelf ; and, tne night before ; he fgit his Son the Duke 
of Tar k^ who was lately arnyed {xomB^bnmi^ accompanied 

with 
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with the Pripce Eledor, thither, with iboie other Perfons of 
Honour ; who knew no more, than that it was a Jpurney 
given to tiie Pleafure, and Curi6fity of the Duke. S"^ J^bn 
Hotham receiv'd them with that Duty, and Civility that be- ' 

came him. The next morning early, the King took Hoffe 
from Tnrk^; and attended with two or three hundred of his 
Servants, and Gentlen>en of the G>untry, jK>de thither; and, 
when he can^e within a Mile of the town, fent a Gentleman 
to S' ^obn Hotbam, " To let hiqi know that the King would 
"that day Dine with him; with which he was ftrangely iiir- 
prifed, or feem'd to be fo. 

The Man was of a fearful nature, and perplexed under- 
(landing, and could better refolve upon deliberation than on 
a fuddaih; and many were of opinion, that if he had been 
prepared dexteroufly beibre hand, and in confidence, he would 
nave conformed to the King's Pleafure ; for he was Mafter of 
a Noble Fortune in Land> and Rich' in Moneys of a very 
ancient Family, and well Allied ^ his AfFedions to the Go- 
vernment very good; and no M^n lefs||^fired to fee the Na^ 
tion involved in a Civil War, than He : and, when he ac-* 
cepted'this Imployment from the Parliament, ^e never ima-? 
gined it would engage him in Rebellion ; but believed, that 
the King would find it neceilary to comply with the Advice 
of his two Houfes; and that the preferving that Magazine* 
from being poflefled by him, would likewife prevent any pof- 
fible rupture into Arms. He was now in great Confufion ; and 
calling {bme of the chief Magiftrates, and other Officers to- 
gether to Confult, they perfwaded him^ not to fiiffer the King • 
to enter into the Town. And his Majefty coming within an 
hour after his Meflenger, found the Gate fliut, and the Bridges 
drawn, and the Walls Mann'd ; all things being in a readine& 
for the reception of an Enemy. S*^ ^obn Hotbam himfelf from 
the Walls, with feveral proteffions of Duty, and many ex-» 
prefEons of Fear, telling his Majefty '*That he durft nofopen 
"the Gates, being trufted by the Parliament; the King told 
him, "That he believ'd he had no Order from the Parlia- 
"ment tp /hut the Gates againfl: him, or to keep him out of 
" the Town. He replied, " That his Train was id great, tha? 
** if it were admitted, he fhould :not be able to give a good 
*' account of the Town. Whereupon the King ofFer'd " To 
" enter with twenty Horfe only, and that the reft Hiould ftay 
"without. The which the Other refufing, the King defired 
him "To come to Mm, that he might confer with him, upon 
^*his Princely word of fafety, ana liberty to return. And 
when he excufed himfelf likewife from that, his Majefty told 
him, " That as this Ad of his was unparallerd, fo it would 
^fpro4uce fgrnf ootaWc Effc^} that it \f^s not poffible for 
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"him to fit down by flich an Indignity, but that he would 
" immediately Proclaim him Tray tor, and proceed againft 
**him as fiich ; that this Dirobedience of his would probably 
*' bring many Miferies upon the Kingdom, and much lofs of 
^* Blood; all which might be prevented, if he performed the 
*'Duty df aSubjeft; and therefore advifed him to think 
*' fedly of it, and to prevent the neceflary growth of fo many 
** Gilamtties, which muft lie all upon his 0>nfcience. The 
Gentleman, with much diftradion in his locks^ talked con- 
fufedly of the " Truft he had from the Parliament; then fell 
on his kneesj and wiftied, " That God would bring Confufion 
*^upon Him, and His, if he were not a Loyal and Faithful 
** Subjeft to his Majefty ; fcfut, in conclufion, plainly denied 
to fuffer his Majefty to come into the Town. Whereupon, 
the King caufed him immediately »o be proclaim-d a Tray- 
tor; which the other receiv'd witli fome expreffions ofUn- 
dutifolnefs and Contempt. And fo the King, after the Duke 
of Twk^^ and the Prince Eledor, with their Retinue, were 
come out of the To)», where they were kept fome hours, 
*' was forced to retire that night to Beverly^ four Miles from 
that place ; . and the next day returned to Twk^ full of 
Trouble, and indignation for the Affront he had received ; 
which he forefaw would produce a very great deal of Mif- 
thief. 
i*# Kdm^ The King fent an Exprefs to the two Houfes with a Mef. 
J2;^'^;/age, declaring what had paffed • and "That S'Jdhn Hotham 
ffse^neern^ **had juftify'd hisTrcafon and Difloyalty, by pretence of an 
in^ Httiu « Order and Truft from them ; which as He could not pro^ 
•'duce, fo, his Majefty was confident. They would not own; 
**but would be highly fenfible of the Scandal he had laid 
" upon Them , as well as of his Difloyaltv to his Majefty, 
"and therefore he demanded Juftice of tnem againft him, 
"according to Law. The Houfes had heard before of the 
King's going out of 3Vi^ thither, and were in terrible appre- 
henfion that he had poffeffed himfelf of the Town ; and that 
Srjohn Hotbsm ( for they were not confident of him, as of a 
Man of their own Faith) by Promifes or Menaces, had given 
up the place to Him ; and, with this apprehenfion, they were 
exceedingly dejeded^ but when they ncard the truth, and 
found that Hutt was ftill in their Hands, they were equaUy 
exalted, magnifying their trufty Governour*s Faith, and Fide- 
lity againft the King... In the mean time, the Gentlemen of 
the Notth exprefled a marvellous fcfife and pafEon on his Ma- 
jefty *s behalt ; and offered to raife die Force of the County 
to take the Town by Force. But the King chofe, for many 
Reafons, to fend again to the Houfes another Meflage, in 
which he told them^ 
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"That He was fo much concem'd in the undutiful M-myujtfy^t 
''front (an Indignity all his good Subjefts tmift difdain in hisf^'^^y^- 
" behalf) he had received from S' %te Hotbam at mu, that^'^^^^^I 
"he was impatient till he receiv'df Juftice from them; and"»'»«»ar 
"was compelled to call again for an Anfwer, being confi-"""' 
" dent^ however they had been io careful^ though without his 
" content, to put a Garrifon into that his Town, to fecure it, 
'^ ai^ his Magazine againft any Attempt of the Papifts^ that 
'^thty never intended to difpofe, and' maintain it againft 
" Him, their Sovereign. Therefore, he required them forth- 
'* with (for the bufinefs would admit no delay) to take fome 
'* Speedy courfe, that his faid Town and Magazine might be 
'* immediately delivered up unto him ; and that fuch fevere 
•'exemplary proceedij^s (hould bcagainft thofe Perfons, who 
"had offer a that iniupportable Affront and Injury to him, 
''as by the Law was provided; and, till that fhould be done 
"he would intend no bufinefs whatfbever, other than the 
" bufinefs oi Ireland. For, he faid, if he were brought into 
"a condition fo»much worfe than any of his Subjeds, that, 
"whilfl They all enjoyed their Privileges, and might not 
"have their Poffeffions diflurbed, or their Titles queftioned, 
"He only might be fpoiled, thrown opt of his Towns, and 
" his Goods taken from him, it was time to examine how he 
"had loft thofe Privileges; and to try all poffible ways, by 
"the help of God, the Law of the Land, and the Aftedioa 
"of his good Subjeds to recover them, and to vindicate ^im- 
"ielf from thofe Injuries; and, if he fjiould mifcarry there* 
" in, he fhould be the firft Prince of this Kingdom, wJiich 
."had done fb, having no other end but to defend the true 
"Proteftant Reh'gion, the Law of the Land, and the Liberty 
"of the Subjed ; and he defired God {o to deal with him, 
"as he conunued in thofe Refolutions. 

Instead X)f any Anfwer to his Majefty upon thefc two • 
Meflages, or fadly cgnfidering how this breach might be 
made up, thev immediately publi/h (together with aDedara^ 
tion of their former jealouues of thcPapifts; of the Malignant 
Party; of the Lord Dlgbj's Letter intercepted; of the Earl of 
Ntw-Caftles being fcnt thither, upon which they had firft fent 
down a Governour^ and put a Garrifon into Hull) feveral 
Votes and Refolutions, by which they Declared, 

"That S^ John H^bam had done nothing but in obe- 
" dience to the Command of both Houfes of Parliament, and 
" that the Declaring him a Traytor, being a Member of the 
'* Houfe of Commons, was a high breach of the Privilege 
" of Parliament^ and being without due procefs of Law, was 
"againft the Liberty of the Subjed, and againft the Law of 
J' the Land. 

And 
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And hearing at the fame time, that a Letter coming from 
ttill to them the night after the King's being there, had been 
intercepted by fome of his Majefty's Senrants, they declared 
*^ That all fuch intercepting ofany Letters fent to Them was 
''a high breach of the Privilege of Parliament^ which by cfae 
^* Laws of the Kingdom^ and the Proteftation^ they were 
^ bonnd to defend with their Lives, and their Fortunes^ and 
^' to bring the Violator thereof to condign Punifliment. Then 
they order'd that the Sheriffs, and Juftices of the Peace of 
of the Coantles of 2>fi^, and Lincoln^ and all others his Ma|e- 
fty's Officers, ftiould fuppre/s ail Forces, that (hoald be raited 
or gathered together in thofe G>unties, either to force the 
% Town of //«t//, or flop the pafTages to, and from the fame, or 
in ativ other way to difturb the Peace of the Kingdom. ** All 
whicn Votes, Orders, and Declarations, being printed, and 
diligently difperfed throughout the Kingdom before any Adr- 
drefs made to bisMajefty in Anfwer of his Meflages, and 
coming to his View, the King publiflied an Anfwer to thofe 
Votes and Declaradons, in which he faid: * 
^m yujth^s ''Since his gracious Meflages to both Houfes of Pjirlia- 
*^*^J^^"ment, demanding Juftice for the liigh and unheard of AP- 
Ji/ni/JS*"*' front offered untojiim, at the Gates of Hull, by S' J^bm 
v%utt%n- '^HcthAm, were not thought worthy of an Anfwer; but that 
iSi!^ ** inftcad thereof, they had thought fit, by their printed Votes, 
'' to own and avow that unparaliel'd Aa to be done in obe- 
^' dience to the Command; of both Houfes of Parliament 
''(though at tliat time he could produce tio fuch Command) 
<' and with other Refolutions againft his proceedings there, 
"to publifh a Declaration concerning that bufinefi, as an • 
*' Ap^al to the People, and as if their intercourfe with his 
^'Majefly, and for his iatisfadion, were now to no more pur- 
*' pole ; though he knew that Courjie of theirs to be very un- 
^^ liiit^ble to the modefty, and duty of Former times, and un- 
*' warrantable by any Precedents but«what Themielves had 
^'rnade ; yet, he was not unwilling to Joyn ifTue with them 
•'in That way, and to let all the World know, how necef^ 
•'fary, juft, and lawful all his Proceedings had been in that 
•'point, and that the Defence of thofe Proceedings, was the 
•' Defence of the Law of the Land, of the Liberty, and Pro-" 
•'perty of the Subjeft ; and that by the fame Rule of Juflicc 
••which was now offcr'd to him, all |he Private Irttereft, and 
. •* title of all his good Subjeds to all their Lands and Goods, 
•' was confounded and deftroyed. He remember'd them, that 
•* M' Pym had faid in his Speech againft the Earl of Straf- 
'^fard ( which was publifhed by Order of the Commons 
•^Houfc) The Law is the fafeguard, the Cuftody of all pri- 
•'vate Interefls your Honours, your Lives, your Liberties, 
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^ and Efiates are all in the keeping of the Law^ withoat this 
«^ every Man hath a like Right to any thing. And he faid^ 
''he would fain be Anfwer'd what Title any Sabied of his 
'' Kingdom had to His Houfe and Land, that He cud not to 
^'his Town o£HuU? Or what right anv Sabied had to his 
'^Mooey^PJate^or Jewelsythat IiisMajefty bad not td hisMa* 
^' gazine, and Monition theie ? If he had ever inch a Tide, 
'' be fkid he would know, when he Loft it ? And if that Ma- 
*'gazine andMdnition, bought with his own Money, were 
** evcj: His, when and how that Property went oat of Him ? 
'^He very well knew the great and unlimited power of a 
*' Parliament ; bat he knew as well, that it was only in that 
^'ien&, as He was a Part of that Parliament; without Hlm» 
''and againft His conlent, the Votes of either or both Houfes 
''together, muft not, coald not, (hould not (if he could 
'' help it, for his Sobje^ fake, as well as his own) forbid any 
" thing that was enjoyn'd by the Law, or enjoyn any thing 
"that was forbidden by the Law. But in any fuch altera* 
'^ tion, which mi^t be for the Peace, and Happine£( ^f the 
"Kingdom, he had not, flionld not refufe, to confent. And 
"he doubted not, but that all his good Subjeds would eafiiy 
^'difcern, in what a ndferable Infecurity and Confnfion, they 
" mnfl neceflarily and inevitably be, if Defcents might be al- . 
^'ter'd; Purchafes avoided; AfTurances and Conveyances 
^' cancelled ; the Sovereign Legal Authority defpifed, and re- 
" fxfted by Votes, or Orders of Either, or both Houfes. And 
" this, he faid, he was fare, was his Cafe at Hull; and as it 
" was His this day, by the fame Rule, it might be Theirs to 
*• Morrow. 

"Against any defperate Defign of the Papifts, of which 
" they difiionrfed fo much, he had iufficiently ezprefled his 
"Zeal and Intentions; and (hould be as forward to adven- 
^' tare hisown Life, and Fortune, to oppofe any fuch defigns 
"as the meaneft Subjed in his Kingdoms. ^ 

" Fo It the Malignant Party, he faid, as the Law had not, 
" to his knowledge, defined their Condition, fb neither Houfe 
"had Prefented tlirm to his Majefty, under fuch a Notion, 
"as he might well underftand, wnom they intended ; and he 
" ihould tberefbre only enquire after, and avoid the Malignant 
"Party, under the Charafter of Perfbns difaffeded to the 
" Peace, and Government of the Kingdom, and fuch who^ 
" negle Aingand defpifing theLaw of theLand,had given tf^eOH 
^' ielves other Rules to walk by, and fb difpenied with tbdr 
"Obedience to Authority ; of thofe'Perfons, as Deftrudive 
"to the Common-wealth, he fhoifld take all pofiible caution. 

"Why any Letters intercepted from the Lord Digh^ 
"wherein He mentioned a retreat to a place of Safety, fliouid 

"hinder 
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''iunder him firom vifiting his own Fort, and how he had 
''oppofed any ways of Accommodation with his Parliament^ 
'^ and what Ways, and Overtures had been offer'd in any way, 
''or lilie any deOre of fuch Accommodation; or whether lus 
**Meflage of the twentieth o^Jmumtj laft, fb often in vain 
^'prefled by him, had not (ofiiciently exprefled his eameft 
^'defire of it, he faid, all the world ihould judge; neither 
^' Was it in the power of any Per(bns to incline him to take 
''Arms againft nis Parliament, and his good Snbjeds, and 
^'miferably to imbroil the Kingdom in Civil Wars. He had 
*^ given fiifficient Evidence to the world how much his Af- 
'' fedions abhorred, and how much his heart did bleed at, the 
' *<apprehenfion of a Civil War. And, he faid, God and the 
''World mull; judge, if his Care and Induftry were not, only 
<' to defend and proted the Libertv of the Subjed, the Law 
''of the Kingdom, his own juft Rignts (part of that Law) and 
^' his Honour much more precious than his Life : and if, in 
" oppofition to thefe, any Civil War /hould arife, upon Whole 
"account the Blood and Deftrudion that muft follow, muft 
"be caft : God, and his own Conlcience, told him, that He 
*'was clear. 

"For Captain Leg*s being fcnt heretofore to HuU^ or for 
^'the Earl or New-CaJiU being fent thither by his Warrant 
"and Authority, he laid, he had asked a queftion long ago, 
"in his Anfwer to both Houfts concerning the Magazine at 
^ HuUy which, he had caule to tliink, was not eafy to be An- 
•Twer'd; Why the general Rumour of the delign of Papifts, 
"in the Northern Parts, /hould not be thought fuflkient 
"ground for his Majefty to put fuch a Perfon of Honour^ 
" Fortune, and unbkmifhed Reputation, as the Earl otNew* 
" CafiU was known to be, into a Town and Fort of his own, 
^' where his own Magazine lay; and yet the fame Rumcxir 
"be warrant enough to commit the ume Town and Fort, 
*' without his confent, to the hands of S^ John Hotbsmy with 
^' inch a power as was now too well known, and underftood ? 
'^How his refulal to have that Magazine remov'd, upon the 
^'Petition of both Houfes, could give an ja advantage againft 
"him, to have it taken from liim, and wnether it was a Re- 
^'fufal, all men would eafUy underftand, who read his An- 
" fwcr to that Petition; to which it had not yet been thought 
*'fit, to make any Reply. 

. " ]f o R the Condition of thofe Perfons, who prefented the 
" Petition to him at Tbri^ (whom that Declaration call'd fome 
*'fcw ill Affefted Perfons about the City of Terk) to con- 
" tinue the Magazine at //«//; he faid, he made no doubt, 
" but that Petition would appear to be attefted, both in Num- 
" ber, and Weight, by Perions of Honour and Integrity, and 

" much 
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''much more converfant with the AfFeftfons of the whole 
'* Country, than moft of thofe Petitions, which had been re- 
"ceiv'd with fb much Confent, arid Approbation. And for 
'*tfae Prcfumptlon of interpoiing Their advice, *his Majcfty 
"the more wonde^*d at that exception, when (iichencourage- 
"mcnt had been given, and Thanks declar'd to Multitudes 
*' of mean, unknown People, Apprentices, and Porters who 
"had accompanied Petitions of very ftrange Natures, 

"For the manner of his going to Hull^ he laid, he had 
"clearly fet forth the fame, in his Meflage to both Houfes ^ 
*'of that bufinefs; and for any Intelligence given to S' J^hn 
" Hotham of an intention to deprive Him of his Life, as he 
" knew there was no fuch intention in him y having given 
"him all poffible Affurance of the fame, at his being there, 
" fo he was confident, no fuch Intelligence was given, or if 
"it were, it was by Ibme Villain, who had nothing but Ma- 
'* lice, or Deiign to fright hitn from his due Obedience i and 
"S^yofeii Hotffam had all the reafon to aflure himfelf, that 
"his Life would be in much more danger by refiifing to ad- 
"mit his King into his own Town and Fort, than by yield- 
" ing him that Obedience, which he ow'd by his Oaths of 
*^ AUegiance and Supremacy, and the Proteftation, which he 
"knew was due and warrantable, by the Laws of the Land. 
"For the Number of his -Attendants, though that could be 
" no Warrant for fuch a difobedience in a Subjed, he faid, 
" it was well known (as his Majefty had exprefled in his Mef- 
**fage to both Houfes, to which Credit ought to have been 
^' given ) that he offer'd to go into the Town with twenty 
"Horfe only, his whole Train being Unarmed; and whofo- 
**cver thought that too great an Attendance for fris Majefty, 
^* and his two Sons, had fure an intention to bring him to 
*' a meaner Retinue, than they would yet avow. 

"Herb then, he faid, was his Cafe, of which all the 
"World /houid judge : His Majefty endeavour'd to vifit a 
"Town and Fort of his own, wherein his own Magazine 
"lay; a Subjed, in defiance of him, /huts the Gates againft 
"him; with Armed Mert refifts, denies, and oppofes his En- 
" trance; tells him, in plain terms, hefhould not come in. 
** He (aid, he did not pretend to underftand much Law, yet 
**in the point of Treaton, he had had mucli Learning taught 
"him this Parliament; and ifthefenfe of the Statute of the 
"2 J* Year of Edward the III. Chap. 2. were not very differ- 
"ing from the Letter, S^ John Hotham's A A was no lefs 
"than plain High-Treafon : and he had been contemptibly 
" ttupia, if he had after all thofe circumftances of Grace and 
" Favour then'fliew'd to him, made any fcruple to proclaim 
" him Traytor. And whether he were /o, or no, if he would 
. VoI.LPart2. K k "render 
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"render himfclf, his Majeftv would require no other Trial, 
"than that which the Law bad appointed to every Subjed, 
*'and which he was confident he had not, in the leaft degree, 
** violated in thofe proceedings i no more than he had done 
" the Privilege of Parliament, by endeavouring, in a juft way, 
" to challefige his own unqueftionablc Privileges* So that, 
"in fttch a Cafe, the declaring him Tray tor, being a Member 
^' of the Houfe of Commons, without procels of Law, fhould 
''be a breach of Privilege of Parliament (of which he was 
**iure none extended toTreafon, Felony, or breach of Peace) 
• '^againft the Liberty of the SubjeA, or againil the Law of 
*^ the Land, he muft have Other Reafbns than bare Votes. 
"He faid, he would know liS'^J^hn Hotham had, with the 
^'Forces by which he kept him out of his Town o£HuU, pur- 
"fued him to the Gates of Torkj which he might as legally 
*^have done, whether his Majefty muft hare ftayed from de- 
" daring him Tray tor till procels of Law might have iflued 
**againft him? Would Fears and Jcaloufies dii^nfe with ne- 
" ceflarv, and real Forms ? And muft his Majcfty^ when aftual 
" War IS levied upon him, ob&rve Forms which the Law it 
"felf doth not en]oyn ? The Cafe, he faid, was truly Rated, 
" let all the World judge (unlefs the mere utting of a Parlia- 
'^ment did fufpend all Laws, and his Majefty was the only 
'f Perfon in EngUnd againft whom Treafon could not be com- 
" mitted ) where the fault was.; tod whatfoever courfe he 
^ Aiould be driven to for the Vindication of that his Privi- 
^'lege, and for the Recovery and Maintenance of his known 
^^ undoubted Rigiits, he doth promife, in the prefenceof Al- 
"mighty God, and as he hopes for his Bleffing iahis Succefs, 
*'that h^ would, to the utmoft of his power^ defend and 
*^ maintain the true Proteftant Profeffion, the Law of the 
'' Land, the Liberty of the Subjed, and the juft Privil^c;, and 
•* Freedom of Parliament. 

"For the Order of A(fiftance given to the Committees of 
^' both Houfes, concerning their going to i&//, he faid. He 
'^ (hould fay no more, but that thofe Perfbns, named in that 
^' Order, he prefumM, would give no Commands, or his good 
^^SubjeAs Ooey other, than what were warranted by the 
**Law ( how large and unlimited ibever the Direftions are, 
^'or the Inftrudions might be) for to that Rule he ihould 
^' apply his own Aftions, and by it require an Account from 
"other Men; and that all his good Subjeds might the better 
** know their duty in matters of this Nature, he wiihed them 
"carefully to perufe the Statute of the ii^ Year of King 
"ifwy VIL Qiaf^ 1. He laid, he would conclude with 
" M' Fjm*% own words : If the Prerogative of the King over- 
•* whelm the Liberty of the People, it will be turned to Ty- 
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•^ranny ; if Liberty undermine the Prerogative, it Would 
** grow into Anarchy^ and fo into Confufion. 

B B s I p E s their Declaration, Votes, and Orders in the 
juftification oiS^JtbnHotbAmy for his better Encouragement^ 
and for a ground of his Son's refidence at //$//, in whom they 
had in truth a firmer Confidence than in the Father, they 
Ordered, "That if, by any Torce or Accident, S^JobnH^- 
^^tbatn (hould ioie his Life, or Otherwiie die in that Service^ 
^^that his Son fliould fncceed him in the Government; and 
having thus declared themfelves, they thought fit at Jaft to 
fend ibme particular Anfwer to the King upon that buiinefs; 
which they were the rather inclined to do, that under that 
pretence, they miglxt fend down a Committee of their own 
to refide at Tnrl^i whereby they, might receive conftant 
Aniffiodverfions df what haf^end, And what was defign'd, 
and their Friends, and Dependants in that large. Populous^ 
and Rich County, be the better confirmed fn their affedlons, 
and Devotions to them; and, to that purpofe,.tbey ient 
down the Lord Hvwatd ofEfcrigg, the Lord Fairfax, S' Hugh 
Ofolmlj (a &il friend to S*- fobn tiotbam) S' Philip StapUtim, 
who had likewife married H9tham*s Daughter, and S^ Harry 
Cholfdjy whoprefented their Anlwer in writing to his Majefty ; 
the which, b^ing of a Mould unufual, and a Dialed higher and 
rougher than even themfelves had yet ufed, I have thought 
fit to infert in the fame words it was delivered ; thus. 

The wofi bumble Anfu/er rfthe Lards and Qmmms in Parlia* 
mem to tw$ Mefages from jonr Sacred Majefy eoncexning 
5'' John Hotham'i refufal to give jour Majefy enframe into 
the Town of HnU. 

^' Yo u ji Majefty may be pleafed to underftand, that Wc, ru ^flttr 
**your Great Council, finding manifold evidences of the^*^^^» 
*^ wicked Coiihiels^ and Pradices of fbme in near Truft, andmn/zTI^ 
''Amhority about You, to pnt the Kingdom into a Qom-^^^ ^ 
*'bufUon, by drawing your Majefty into places of ftreugth, c»ivc«ni»^^ 
** irmote from your Parliament, and by exciting your People "»>^^* 
^^toCommotk>ns, under pretence of Serving your Majefty 
"againft your Parliament, left this Mah'gnant Party, by the 
^' advantage of ;he Town, and Magazine at Hull, (houid be 
•'enabled to go through with their mifchievous Intentions, 
^*did, in difcharge of the great Truft that lies upon us, and 
" by that Power which in Cafes of this Nature refides in us^ 
** Command the Town o£HuU to be fecured by a Garrifon 
"of the adjoyning Train'd-bands, under the Government of 
*'S' ^ohn Hotbam j recruiting him to ke«> the j(ame for the 
•* Service of your Majefty and the Kingdom : wixerdn We 
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*' hate done nothing contrary to your Royal Soveraignty in 
**;hatTown, or Legal Propriety in the Magazine, 

*'U?ON confideration of S^ John Hcthams proceeding 
**at your Majefty's being there. We have upon very good 
*^ ground, adjudged, that he could not dlfcharge thcTruft, 
^^upon which, nor make good the end, for which he was 
*' placed in the Guard of that Town and Magazine, if he lud 
*' let in your Majefty with fuch Counfeilors^ and Company as 
** were then about you. 

^'Wherefore, upon full Refblution of both Hoofes, 
*^We have declared S' ^Mm Hothdm to be clear 6rom that 
•'odious Crime of Trealon^ and have avowed, that he hath 
^' therein done nothing but in obedience.to the Commftod of 
"both Houles 9f Parliament ; afTuring our (elves that, upon 
*^ mature Deliberation, vour Majefty will not Interpret his 
^* obedience to fuch Autnority;^ to be an Affront to your Ma- 
'*jcftv, or to be of that Nature, as to require anyJuWce to 
*'be aone upon him, or fatisfadion to be made to your Ma- 
**jefty : but that you will fee juft caufc of jojming with jour 
** Parliament, in preferving and lecuring the. Peace or the 
'* Kingdom; fupprefSng this wicked and Malignant Party; 

V *'who by falfe colours and'pretenfions of maintaining your 
** Majefty 's Prerogative againft the Parliament (wherein they 
•'fully agree with the Rebels in IreUtid) have been tliecaufes 
•' of all our Diftempers and Dangers. 

"For prevention whereof We know no better remedy, 
^'than fettling theMlKtia of the Kingdom, acconling tQ the 
*' Bill, which we have fcnt your Majefty, without any inten- 
"tion of delerting, or declining the validity, or obiervance 
^' of that Ordinance, which paft both Houfes, upon yoar Ma- 
** jetty's former refufal : but We ftill hold, that Ordinance to 
^^De efFedual by the Laws of this Kingdom. And we /hall 

^ *'be exceeding glad, if your Majefty by approving thefe our 
''juft, dutiful, and neceflary pi'oceeditigs, mali be pleafed to 
"entertain fuch Counfel, as We affure our felves, by God's 
** bleffing, will prove very advantageous for the Honour, and 
"Grcaincfs of your Majefty; the Safety, and Peace of rour 
*' People ; amongft which. We know none more likely to 
** produce fiich good efFeds, than a Declaration from your 
^ Majefty of your purpofe to lay afide all t[ioughts of going 
** into Ireland, and to make a fpcedy return into thefe parts, 

" ** to be near your Parliament. Which as it is our moft hum- 
**ble defirc, and earneft Petition, fo Ihall it be feconded with 
^ our moft dutiful Care for the Safety of your Royal Pcrfbn, 
*^and conftiant Prayers, that it may prove Honourable, and 
"Succefsful, in the Happinefi of your Majefty^ and all your 
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T o this Anfwer, with all formality deliTer'd to his Majefty / 
by theCommittee^ the King retum'd a qaick Reply: 

** Th A T he had been in good hope, that the reafon, why Hi M4/r/?;V 
*' they had fo long defcrr'd dieir Anlwer to his Meflages con- **?<»'• 
**cerning Hidly had bcenj that they might the better have 
** given him fatisfadion therein, which now added' the more 
^' to his Aftonifliment^ finding their Anfwer, after io long ad- 
** vifcraent, to be of that nature, which could not but rather 
•'incrcafe, than diminifh their prefent diftraftions, if con- 
" ftantly adher'd to by the Parliament. He asked them, wlie- 
^'ther it was not too much, that his Town ofHsdl had a 
*' Garrilbn put into it, to the great Charge of the G)untry, 
^'and Inconvenience to the poor Inlubitants, without his 
^'Confent and Approbation, under colour at that time of 
'* Forreign Invafioh, and Apprehcniions of the Popi/h Party ; 
*^ but that now the reafons thereof (hould be enlarged with 
^' a Scandal to his Majefty, and his &ithfiil Servants, only to 
** bring in the more fpecious Pretext for the avowing S' jfvbn 
^^Hotbam's InfcJence, and Treafon ? 

*^H B faid. He had often heard of the great Truft, that by 
^^the Law of God and Man, was committed to the King for 
*^ the Defence, and Safety of his Pepple ; but as yet he never 
^' underftood, what Truft or Power was committed to either, 
**or both Houfes of Parliament, without the King ; They 
^' being (ummon'd to Counfel, and Advife the King. But 
"by what Law or Authority, they poffefs themfelves of his • 
^' Majefty 's Right and Inheritance, he was confident^ that as 
^' they had not^ fo they could not ihcw. He told them, that 
**he had not hitherto given the leaft interruption to Publick 
*^Tuftice; but they, rather than fuifer one of their Mcm- 
'* bers, to come fo much as to a legal Trial for the Higheft 
*' Crime, would make ufo of an Order of Parliament to coun- 
**tenance Treafon, by declaring him free from that guilt, 
^^ which all former Ages never accounted other; and that 
^* without fo much as enquiring the opinion of die Judges; 
" for he was confident, they would have mention d their opi- 
'* nion, if they had asked it. 

**THBREFOREhe cxpeded, that upon further and better 
•^confideration of the great, and necefwy coniequence of the 
^'bufinefs of Hull, and ierioufly weighing, how much it did 
** concern the Peace and Qnlet of the Kingdom, tliey would 
*' without further inftance from his Majefty, give him full, and 
^'fpeedv Juftice againft S' 7obn Hotbm. And, he faid, he 
"would leave all his gooa People to think, what hope of 
"Juftice there was left for them, when they Refuled, or 
"Delayed to give their own Sovereign fatisfadion. And, 
"as he had already iaid, till that flmuld be dooe^^ he would 
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'Mntend no bufinefi whatfocfer other tliaii thA oilnUni. 

*' A N D he faid. He likcwife expected that They would not 
''put the Militia in execution, until they could (hew hini 
** oy what Law they had Authority to do the fame^ without 
** his Confent ; or ii^they did, he was confident, thcit he (hould 
** find much more obedience according to Law, than they 
'Vould do againfl: Law. And he fliould efteem all thofe, 
** who (hould obey them therein, to be difturbers of the Peace 
^' of the Kingdom ; and would, in due Sea(bn, call them to 
'^ a Legal- account for the fame. 

'^Concerning his. return, he told them, he never heard 
'' that the flandering of a King's Government, and his faith* 
''ful Servants, the refu£ng of him Juftice, and in a Cafe of 
'* Treafon, and the feeking to take away bis undoubted and 
** Legal Authority, under the pretence of putting the King- 
**dom into a polture of Defence, were Arguments to induce 
^' a King to come near, or hearl^n to his Parliament. 

The King diipatched this Anfwer the fooner, that tht 
Country might be freed from the ImprciEon, the Prefencc and 
Adivity of the Committee made in them i but when be 
delivered it to them, and required them to make all convex 
nient hafte with it to the Houfes, they told him, ''They 
** would fend it by an Exprefs, but that themfelves were re- 
♦^ Quired, and appointed ftillto rcfidc at Tmtk: The King told 
**them, that he liked not fuch Supervifors near him, and 
^'wiftied them to be very careful in their carriage; that the 
** Country was vifibly then very well affeded; and if he found 
^'any declenfion, he well knew to whom to impute it| and 
** ihould be compelled to proceed in another manner againft 
♦*them, than, with reference to their Perfons (for they were 
all then reputed Moderate Men, and had not been diought 
difaffefted to the Government of Church or State) ^^Hc fliould 
^^ be willing to do. They anfwer'd with a fuUcn confidence, 
♦'that they fhould demean themfelves according to their In- 
*'fkrudionSi and would perform the Truft repofedin thcna 
♦^by the two Houfes of Parliament. Yet fuch was the tick- 
liftmefs of the King's Condition, that, though it was moft evi- 
dent that their coming, and (laying there was to pervert, and 
corrupt the Loyalty, and AfFedions of thofe pares, and to in- 
fufe into them Inclinations contrary to their Allegiance, it 
was not thought CounfcUable at that time, cither to commit 
them to Prifon, or to expel them from that City, or to in- 
hibit them the freedom of his own Court, and Prefencej and 
fb they continued, for the fpacc of s^bove a Month, in Ttnrk^ 
even in Defiance of the King. 

The Militia was the Arjjument, which they found made 
deepeft iaipreflion in tfa^Peoplc, being totally ignorant what 
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it was, or what the confequenc^ of it might be; and fb be- 
lieving whatfoever they told them concerning it. And there- 
fore they Refolv'd to drive that Nail home ; and though, for 
want of their Imminent Danger, and during the time of the 
King's Treaty, and Overture of a Bill, they had forborn the 
execution ot their Ordinanctf ; yet the frequent Mufters of 
Volantiers without Order, almoft in all G>untries,bv the bare 
Authority of their Votes, gave them fufficient Evidence how 
open the People were to their Commands ; at leaft how un- 
prepared Authority was to refift, and oppofe them : and there- 
tore, after the King had difplaced their two Favourites, and 
refiifed to pafs the Bill for the Militia, and.S' John Hotham 
had refafed to let the King come into the Town o(Hull, and 
They had juilify'd him for fo doing, they prepared a Decla- 
^tion concerning the whole State of the Militia, as the Re- 
iblutlon of the Lords and Commons upon that matter ; ii^ 
\vhich they faid, 

'* T H AT holding it neceflary for the Peace, and Safety of^» ^«^^ 
^ the Kingdom, to fettle th^ Militia thereof, they had, for ZHilifi^ 
" thatpurpofe; prepared an Ordinance of Parliament, and with ^•/.''^ 
•* aU humility had orefented the fame to his Majefb for his y^y^l 
•^Roval AfTent. who, notwithflanding the faithful Advice «^4»' ' 
"of his Rirliament, and the feveral Reafons offered by them^ 
** of the neccfEty thereof for the fecuring of his Majefly'sPer- 
^' fbn, and the Peace and Safety of his People, did refufe to 
** give his Confent i and thereupon they were n^cefHtated, 
'^''in difcharge of the Truft repofed in them, as the Repre- 
*^fentative Body of the Kingaom, to make an Ordinance, 
*'by the Authority of both Houfes, to fettle the Militia, war- 
** ranted thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land: 
**that Ms Majefty, taking notice thereof, did, by feveral Mef- 
**fages,'%vite them to fettle the fame by Aft of Parliament;. 
** affirming in his MefTage fent in Anfwcr to the Petition of 
'* both Houfes prefented to his Maielly at Tcrk^ March 2(J. 
" Tliat he always thought it neceflary the fame (hould be 
'* fettled, and that he never denied the thing, only denied the 
**Way i and for the Matter of it, took exception only to the 
•* Preface, as a thing not' flanding with his Honour to con- 
•*lent to^ and that Himfelf was excluded in the Execution, 
^ and for a time unlimited ; whereupon the Lords and Com- 
*'inons, being defirous to give his Majefty all fatlsfaftion that 
•* might be, even to the leaft Title of Form and Circum- 
*^ fiances, when his Majefty had pleafed to offer tlicra a Bill 
** ready drawn, had, for no other caafe, than to manifeft their 
'* hearty AfFeftion to comply with his Majefty' s defires, and 
** obtain his confent, entertain'd the fame, in the mean time no 
^way decilning thebr Ordinance; and to exprcfs their carneft 
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"Zeal to correfpond with his Majefty s defires (in all things 
"that might confift with the Peace, and Safety of the King- 
"dom, and the Truft repofed in them) did pafs that Bill, 
''and therein omitted the Preamble infcrted before the Or- 
"dinance; limited the time tolefs than two Years ^ and con- 
"fined the Authority of the Lieutenants to thcfe three par- 
"ticulars, namely. Rebellion, Iniiirreftion, andForfeign In- 
^ vafion; and returned the fame to his Majefty for his Roval 
" Aflent: but all thefc exprefldons of Affeftioii and Loyalty, 
"all thofe defires, and earneft endeavours to comply with lus 
*' Majefty, -had, to their great grief and forrow, produced no 
"better EfFeds than an abfolute denial, even of that which 
" his Majefty by his former Meflages, as they conceived, had 
'" promifed : the Advice of evil and wicked Councils receiving 
"ftill more Credit with him, than that of his Great CouncU 
" of Parliament in a matter of fo high Importance, that the 
"Sdfety of his Kingdom, and Peace of his People, depended 
"upon it. • . 

"But now, what muft be the exceptions to that Bill? Not 
" any fure that were to the Ordinance ^ for a care had been 
" taken to give fatisfadion in all thofe particulars* Then the 
"exception was, becaufe that tlie dilpofing and execution 
" thereof was referr'd to both Houfes of Parliament, and his 
*' Majefty excluded ; and now that, by the Billy the Power 
"and Execution was afcertain'd, and reduced to particulars, 
*' and the Law of the Realm made the Rule thereof, his Ma- 
" jefty would not truft the Pcrfons. The Power was too great, 
*^ too unlimited, to truft them with. But what was th^t Power ? 
*' Was it any other, but, in expre/s terms, to fupprefs Re- 
"bellion, Infurredion, and Forreign Invafion? And who 
** were thofe Perfons? Were not they fuch as were/Kwcninated 
" by the Great Council of the Kingdom, and Aflepijed to by 
** his Majefty ? And was it too great a Power, to truft thole 
" Perfons with the fuppreffion of Rebellion, Infurredion, and 
*^ Forreign Invafion ? Surely, they laid, the.moft wicked of 
" them who adviied his Majefty to that Anfwer, could not 
"fuggeft, but that it was neceifary for thefafety of his Ma- 
*' jefty 's Royal Perfon, and the Peace of the Kingdom, fuch 
''a Power, ftould be put in fome hands^ and there was no 
" pretence for exception to the Perfons. They laid, his Ma- 
"jefty had, for the Ipace of above fifteen years together, not 
" thought a Power, far exceeding that, to be tpo great to in- 
" truft particular Perfons with, to whofe Will the Lives, and 
"Liberties of his People, by Martial Laws, were made Sub- 
^^]^^\ for fuch was the Power given Lord Lieutenants, and 
"Deputy Lieutenants, in cv^ry County of this Kingdom, 
"and that without the copfeac of th^ People, or Authority 
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"of Law. But now in cafe of extreme Ncccffity, upon the 
** advice of both Houfes of Parliament, for no longer ipace 
** than two years, a leflcr Power, and that for the lafety of 
''King and People, was thought too great to trull particular 
"Perfons with, though named bv both Houfcs of Parliament, 
**and approved by hisMajelly nimfelf: and furely, if there 
*' were a nccef&ty to fettle tne Militia ( which his Majefty 
''was pleafed to confeis) the Perfons could not be intruded 
" with lefs Power than thai, to have it at all cffeaual. And 
"the Precedents of former Ages, when there happened a nc- 
"ceffity to raife fuch a Power, never ftreightcn a that Power 
" to a narrower compafs i witncfe the Commiflions of Array 
"in feveral Kings Reigns, and often ifl'ued out by the Con- 
"fent and Authority of Parliament. 

"The Lords and Commons therefore, intrufted with the 
" Safety^ of the Kingdoqj, and Peace of the People ( which, 
"they called God to witnefs, was their only aim) finding 
" themfclves denied thofe their foneceflary and juft Demands, 
"and that they could never be difeharged before God or 
*' Man, if they Ihould fuffer the Safctv of the Kingdom, and 
" Peace of the People, to be expofed to the Malice of the 
" Malignant Party at Home, or the Fury of Enemies Abroad : 
^'and knpwing no other way to encounter the imminent, and 
** approaching D;inger, but by putting the People into a fit 
'^ pofture of Defence, did Rcfolve to put their faid Ordinance 
"in prefent execution^ and did require all Perfons in Autho- 
^^ rity, by virtue of tj|ie feid Ordinance, forthwith to put the 
"feme in execution; and all others to obey it, according to 
^' the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom in fuch cafes, as 
** they tendered the upholding of the true Protcftant Reli- 
*• gion, the Safety of his Majefty 's Pcrfon, and his Royal Po- 
"ftcrity, the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Being of this 
*' Common-wealth. This Declaration ( being in Anfwei: to 
a Meflage from his Majefty) was Printed, and, with the ufual . 
care and dexterity, difperied throughout the Kingdom, with- 
out (b much as fending it to the King ; and , thereupon , 
Warrants and Diredions liTued into all pares, for the £xer« 
cifing the 14)^itia. 

This being the firft Declaration they had in plain terms 
publifhed againft the King, without ever communicating it,. 
or prefenting it to him, as they had done all the reft, his Ma^ 
jefty was the more troubled how to take notice of it ; but 
conceiving, it neceflary to apply fome Antidote to this Poy- 
fon, the violent operation whereof he had reafon to appre- 
hend, he publifhed a Declaration by way of Anfwer to that 
Declaration, in which he»iaid^ /^ ' , 
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*'Th AT be very well nnderftood^ how much it was be- 
**low the High and Royal Dignity (wherein God had placed 
**him) to take notice of, much more to trouble himfelf 
"with Anfwering, thofe many ^Scandalous, Seditious Pam- 
"phlets,and Printed Papers, which were fcatter'd, with fiich 
** great licence throughout the Kingdom ( notwithftanding 
•'his Majefty's earneft defire, (b often in vain preffed, for 
** a Reformation) though he found it evident, that the minds 
** of many of his weak SubjeAs, had been, and ftill were poy- 
^'fon'd by thofe means ; and that (b general a terrour had 
•' poflfeiTed the minds and hearts of all Men, that whilft the 
" Prefles fwarm'd with, and every day produced, new Trafts 
•' againft the eftablifhed Government ofthc Clrnrch and State, 
** moft Men wanted the Courage, or the Confcience to write, 
**or the opportunity and encouragement to publifti fuch 
•'compofed, fober Animadver(ions,#as might eitther prefervc 
•'the minds of his good Subjefts from fuch infeftion, or re- 
•'ftore and recover them, when they were (b infeAcd : but, 
•' his Majefty faid, He was contented to let himfelf {all to any 
•'Office, that mieht undeceive his People, and to take more 
•'pains that way by his own Pen, than ever King had done, 
•'when he found any thing that feem'd to carry theRepu- 
*tation and Authority of eitherj or both Houfes of Parlia- 
"mcnt, and would not have the fame refuted, and difputed 
•'by Vulgar and Common Pens, till he (houldtre throughly 
"informed whether thofe Afts had in truth that Countc- 
•' nance and Warrant, they pretend : which regard of his, 
*' his Majefty doubted not but, in time, would recover that 
"due Reverence (the abfence whereof he had too much rea- 
•'fon to complain of) to his Perfbn and his Meffages, which 
"in all Ages nad been paid, and, no doubt, was due to the 
"Crown ofEngUnd. 

He (aid, he had therefore taken notice of a Printed Pa- 
per, Enti tilled, •'A Declaration of both Houfes in Anlwer to 
" his laft Meflage concerning the Militia, publilhed by Com- 
*'mandi the which he was unwilling to believe (both for 
"the matter of it, the expreffions ih ity and the nunner of 
" publUhing it) could refult from the confent of f^th Houfes; 
*' neither did his Majefty know by what Lawfiil'Command, 
•'fuch Uncomely, Irreverent mention of Him could be pub- 
"lifted to the World: and, though Declarations of that kind 
•'had of late, with too much boldncfi, broken in Upon his 
"Majefty, and the whole Kingdom, when one, or both 
"Houfes had thought fit to communicate their Counfcls, 
"and Refolutions to the People ; yet, he (aid, he was un- 
" willing to believe, that fuch a DeUaration as that could be 
*'pablilhed in Anfwcr to his Meffage, without vouchlafing 
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"at leaft to feini it to bis Majcfty .as their Anfwer. Their 
*'bttfincfs, for which they wer^cDec byJiis.Wric and Aucho- 
"rity, being to Counfel him for tbef good of his People^ not 
"to write againft hitn to bis People ; nor had any content 
^^of his Majefty for their long continuing together enabled 
^^them to do any things but what they were 6rft fummon'd 
" by his Writ to do. At leaft he would believe, though nailP* 
^^ anderftanding and jealouiy ( the Juftice of God^ be &id» 
"would overtake the Fomenters oir that jealoufy, and the 
** Promoters and Contrivers of that mifundcrftanding) might 
"produce, to fay no worfe, thofc verv untoward Exprcflions, 
"that if thoie Hoafes had contrived that Declaration as an 
" Anfwer to his Meflagc, they would have vouchfafed fome * 
" Anfwer to the Queftions pvopofed in his, which, he pro* 
"fefled, did, and muft evidently prevail over his under* 
"{landing; and in their Wifdom and Gravity, they would 
" have been fure to have ftated the matters of Fad, as (at 
"leaft to ordinary underftandings) might be unqueftionable; 
"neither of which was done by that Declaration. 

"His Majefty deiired to know, why he was by that Aft 
^'abiblutely excluded from any Ppwer, or Authority in the 
"execution of the Militia; and, he faid, he muft appeal to 
^^ all the World, whether fucb aa Attempt, were not a greater 
^^ and jufter ground for Fear and Jealoufy in Him, than any 
'^one tliat was avowed for thoie Deftruftive Fears and Jea- 
^^ loufies which were £o pablickly own d, almoft, to the ruine 
^^ of the Kingdom. But his Majefty.had been told, that he 
<< muft not be jealous of his Great Council of both Houies 
"of Parliament: He faid, he was not, no more than they 
" were of his Majefty, their King ; and hitherto they had not 
** avowed any Jeioufy of, or DifafFedion to his Perfon ; but 
^'imputed ail to his evil Counfellors, to a Malignant Party, 
^^ that was not of their nodnds ; fo his Majefty did (and, he 
*^laid, he did it from his Soul) profefs no Jealoufy ox tis Par- 
"liament, but of ibme Turbulent, Seditious, and Ambitious 
^^ Natures; which, being not fb clearly difcem'd, might have 
"an influence even upon the Adions of both Hou&s: and 
"if that Declaration nad pafled by that confent ( which he 
^' was not willing to believe) he laid, it was not impoffible, 
" but that the apprehenfion of fuch Tumults, which had driven 
" his Majefty from his City of Lmdm, for the Safety of his 
^^Perlbn, might make fuch an imprc^on i^pon other Men, 
*' not able to remove from the danger, to make them Confent, 
^* or not to own a Diflent, in matters not agreeable to their 
^ Confcience, or Underfbndingt 

" H B faid. He had mentioned in that his Anfwer, his dif* 

^like of patting their Names oat of the Bill^ whom before 
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''thfey recommeoded to his Majefty, in their pretended Or* 
"dlnance, and the leaving out^ by fpecial ProniioD, rht pre-' 
^^fent Lord Mayor oi London -y to all which the Declaration 
** afforded no Anfwer j and therefore he could not fiippo(e 
''it was intended for an Anfwer to. that his Meiiage, which 
'' whofbever looked upon, would find to be in no degree An- 
'' fwer'd by that Eheclaration ; but it informed all his Majefty s 
'* Subjeds, after the mention with what humility the Ordi- 
" nance was prepared, and prefented to his Majefty (a mat- 
" tcr verv evident in the Petitions, and Meflages concerning 
^ it) and his refiifalto §ive his Confent, notwithfianding die 
''feveral rea(bns offer 'd of the neceflity thereof for the fe- 
" curing of his Pcrfon, and the Peace and Safety of his Pco- 
•* pie ( whether any fuch r^aibns were given, the weight of 
'' them, and whether they were not clearly and candidly An- 
'* (wer'd by his Majefty, f he world would cafily judge ). that 
''they were at laft necefEtated to make an Ordinance by 
"Authority of both Hodes, to fettle the Militia, warranted 
" thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
"Majefty faid, if that Declaration had indeed intended to 
"have Anfwer'd him, it would have told his good Subjeds 
'^ what thofe Fundamental Laws of the Land were, and where 
"to be found i and would, atieaft, have mentioned one Or- 
"dinancc, from the firft beginning of Parliaments to this 
"prcfent Parlian7ent, which endeavourd to impoieany thing 
" upon the Subjed without the King's Confent; fijr of (uch, 
" he faid, all the enquirybhe could make could never produce 
" him one iciftance. And if there were fuch a Secret of the 
"Law, which had Iain hid from the beginning of the Wc^ld 
"to that time, and now was dilcover'd to take away the 
** Juft, Legal Power of the King, he wlfhed there were not 
*^fome other Secret (to be difcover'd when they pleaicd) 
" for the mine, and deftrudion of the Liberty of the Subjed. 
"For, he faid, there was no doubt if the Votes of both 
"Houfes had any fuck Authority to make a new Law, it had 
"the fame Authority to repeal the old; and then, what would 
"become of the long eftablifhed Rights and Liberties of 
" the King and Subjed, and particularly of Mjigna Charta, 
" would be eafily difcern'd by the mou ordinary Under- 
"ftanding. 

" H B Slid, it was true, that he had (out of tendernefs of 
" the Conftitution of the Kingdom, and care of the Law, 
"which he was bound to defend, and being moftafTured of 
"the unjuftifiablenefs of the pretended Ordinance) invited 
"and dcfired both Houfes of Parliament to fettle whatfbever 
"fhoald be fit of that nature Ijy Ad of Parliaanent. But was . 
"he therefore obliged to pais whatlbcvcr fhould be brought 
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'* to him of that kind ? He did fay in his Aniwec to the Pe-' 
*' tition of both Hou^ prefented to him at Tkl^ the .2j6'^ 
'^ of March kft ( and he had faid the fame in other me(&ge9 
V before) that he always thought.it neceflary that the buii- 
'^nefs ot the Militia (hould be fettled, and that he nevef 
** denied the^Thing, only denied the Way; and lie faid the 
*^fame fBil^' and that nnce the many Difputes and Votes» 
'^npon Lord lieutenants and their Commiffions (which had 
^' not been began by his Majefty, nor his Father) had fb dif- 
^^ countenanced that Authoncy, which for many years toge^ 
'^ ther was happily looked upon with reverence, ana obedience 
^' by the People, his Majefty did think it very neceflary, that 
*' fome 'WhoIefi)me Law Ihouldb^ proyided for thatBufi*- 
^'nefsj bat he had declared in his Anfwer to thepretended 
^^ Ordinance, that he expeded, that that neceflary Power 
^'flioold be firft invefted in bis Majefty, before he coniented 
^'totmnsfer it toother men; neitiier could it ever be ima^ 
'^gined that- he would confent that a greater Power ^ould 
^'be in the hands of a Subjed, than he was thought worthy 
'^ to be trafted with Himfelf. And if it ihould not be thought 
'^fit to make a new > Ad or Declaration in the point of the 
*' Militia, he doubted not, but he fliould be able to grant fuch 
" CommifGons as (hould very legally enable thofe he trufted, 
'' to do all Offices for the peace and quiet of the Kingdom^ 
" if any difturbance fliould happen. 

''But it was faid, he haa been pleafed to offer them a 
'^Edll ready drawn, and that They, to ezprefs their earnef^ 
*' Zeal to corre^ond with his dcfire, did pafs that Bill ; and 
''yet all that exprefEoo of AfSedion and Loyalty, all that 
*' earneft defire of theirs to comply with his Majefly, pro- 
*' duccd no better effed than an abfolute denial, even of whstt 
'^ by his former Mei&ges his Majefty* had promifed ; and fo 
^ that Declaration, he faid, proceed^, under the pretence of 
'' mentioning evil and wiclced Councils, to cenfure and re- 
^^ proach his Majefty in a Dialed, that, he was confident, hh 
*' good Subjeds would read, on his behalf, with much Indigna- 
'^tion. But, his Majefty faid, fure, if that Declaration had 
•' pafTed the examination of both Houies of Pariiament, they 
''would never have affirmed, that the BilKfac hadrefulcd td 
''pais, was the fame he had fent to them, or have thought; 
''that his Meflage, wherein the difference, and contrariety 
"between the two Bills, was £o particularly fet down, would 
" be Anfwer'd with the bare Averring them to be one and 
''the fame Bill: nor would they have declared, when his ex- 
"ceptions to the Ordinance, and the Bill, were fo noto- 
*' rioufly known to all, that care being taken to gfve fatif^ 
^'fiidion in all the particulars he had excepted againft in the 
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^* Otdinaoce/ lie had found New exceptions to Ae Bill; and 
^^yet the very Declaration confefled^ that Jiis exception to 
^' the Ordinance was^ that in the difp^ng and execution 
''thereof^ his Majefty was Excladed: and was not that tn 
'^exprefs rcafon in his Anfwer, for his refiifal of the Bill ; 
^^ which that Declaration would needs confote? 

^BuT the Power was no other than tofupprcis Rebel* 
^'lion, Infarredion^ and Forreiga Invafion : and the Pedbns 
" trufted, no other than fizch as were nominated by the Great 
^^ Council erf* the Kingdom, and aflented to by his Majefty: 
.•'and they asked^ if that were too great a Power to truft 
''thofe Perfons with ? Indeed, his Majefty iaid, whilft fo 
** great Liberty was ufed in Voting, and Declaring men to 
''be £nemies to the Common-wealth (a phrafe his Majefty 
'' fcarce underftood) and in cenfuring men for dieir Serrice, 
''and Attendance upon his Majefty s Perfbn, and in' his law- 
"fnl Commands, great heed muft be taken into what hands 
"he committed fuch a Power to fupprefs In&rreAion, and 
"Rebellion; and if Infurreftion and Rebellion had found 
" other Definitions than what the Law had given, his Majefty 
" muft be fnre that no Lawful Power ihould Juftify thoie De- 
' " finitions : and if there were Leamihg found out to make 
'*S'^afr» Hktbam's taking Arms againft him, and keeping his 
" Majefty's Town and Fort irom him, to be'no Treafon or 
"Rebellion, he knew not wb^er a new Difcorery might 
"not find it Rebellion in his Majefty to Defend himlelf 
^'from fuch Arms, and to endeavour to recover what was €o 
"taken from him; and therefore, he (aid, it CQBcetn'd him, 
"till the known Laws of the Land were aliow'd to be Judge 
" between them, to take heed into wiiac hands he committ^ 
"liich power. 

"Besides, hie asked, whether it could be thought^ that 
"becaufe he was willing to truft certain Per£nss, that he was 
"obliged to truft them in Wbatfbever they were willing to 
"be trnfted ? He iaid, no Prirate hands weto fit for fuch 
"a Truft; neither had he departed from any thing, in the 
•'leaft degree, he had ofter'd or promifed before; though He 
^might with as much reafon have withdrawn his Truft from 
"fome Perfens^ whom before he had accepted, as They bad 
•'done from others, whom they had recommended. For the 
** power which he was charged to have committed to p«rti- 
"cukr Perfons, for the fpace of fifteen years, by his Com- 
"miffionsof Licmenancy, it was notorioufly known that it 
"was not a power created by his Majefty, but continued 
"very many years, and in the moft happy times this King- 
"dom had enjoyed, even thofe of his renown'd Predeccf- 
"ibrs^ Qgeen J^isuiirtk, aod^his Father of ^aj^y meau>ry ; 
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^'and whatefer Authority had been granted by thofe Com- 
*' mlfCoos^ which' had beeq kept in the old form$» the fame 
'^was dei;eraiinable at his Ma^efty's pleafure; and lie knew 
'^not, that they produced any of thojfe CsUatnities, which 
'^ might give his good Subjefts caufe to be fo weary of chem» 
'^as to run the hazard of ib much Miichief, as that fiill^ 
''which he hadrefufed might podtbly have produced* 

''For the Precedents of former Ages in the Commiifions 
"of Array, his Alajefty doubted not, but when any fuch had 
" iifued put, that the King s confent was always obuin'd, and 
"the G>inmiifions determinable at His pleafure^ and then 
" what the extent of Power was, would be nothing applicabir 
" to that Cafe of the Ordinance* 

''But whether that Declaration bad iicfuted his Majefty's 
" reaibns for his refoial to pais the Bill, or no^ it reioked^ 
"and required all peribns m Authority thereby to put the 
"Ordinance in prefent execution ; and all Others to obey ic 
" according to the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
"Ma^efty faid. He, whom God had trufted to maintain and 
"defend tho£b Fundamental Laws, which, he hoped, God 
"would blefs to iecure him, did declare, that there was no^ 
" Legal Power in either, o» both Houfes, upon any pretence 
" whatibeyer, without hisMajefly's confent, to G)mmand a»y 
"part of the Militia of the Kingdom ; nor had the like ever 
^'bepn commanded by either, or both Houfes, £nce the firft 
" foundation of the Laws of the Land ; and that the Exe- 
*' cution of, or the Obedience to that pretended Ordinance, 
^' was apainft the Fundamental Laws of the Land, againft di» 
" Liberty of theSubjed, and the Right of Parliaments, and a 
^ High Crime in any that ihould execute the fame : and his 
" Majefty did therefore chai^, and comnund ail his loving 
" Subjeds of what degree or ouality foever, upon their Al« 
^' legiance, and as they tender d the peace of tlie Kingdom, 
" from tt^nceForth not to Mofter, Levy, or Array, or Sum-* 
" man, or Warn any of the Txain'd-bands to BJfe, Mufter, ot 
<' March, by Virtue, or under Colour, of that pretended Oi^ 
"dinance: and to that Declaration, and Command of his 
^' Majefty's he &id, be expefted and rec^ired a foil Submiffion, 
''ana Obedience from all his loving SobjeAs^ upon their Al^ 
"legiance, as they would Anfwer tJic Contrary at their Pe* 
"rUs, and as they tendered the unholding dF the TruePro- 
"teftant Religion, the iafecy of his Perfon, and his Royal 
" Pofterity, the Peace, and Being of the Kingdom. 

Notwithstanding theie fliarp Declarations (infill* 
lible Symptoms of /harper Adions) wnich were wirh equal 
Diligence difperied by either fide among the People, fave that 
the Agentl^or the Parliao^ent took as much care <o Suppreis

the King's, as to Publifti their own j whereas the Kiiig's de- 
fire was that they might be both impartially read and exa- 
. min'd, and to that purpofe always caufed thofe from the Par- 
liament to be Printed with his own. They had the power 
and skill to perlWade Men, who, but by that perfwalion, could 
Itot have been Seduced, and without Seducing of whom they 
could have made but a very forry progrcls in milchief,"Thac 
^'all would be well j that they were well afTured that the 
**King would, in the end, yield to what they defired j at 
"leaft, that they fhould prevail for a good Part, if not for 
f' AH, and that there (hould be no War: though tbemfelves 
"well knew, that the Fire was too much kindled, to be extin- 
guiAi'd without a Same, and made preparations accordingly. 
For the ntifing and procuring of Money ( befides the vail 
Sums coUedfd and. contributed for bcUnd, which they dif- 
burfed very leifurely, the Supplies for that Kingdom, not- 
wthfbanding the importunity and cdlnplaint from thence , 
being not. difpatch'd thither, both in quantity and quality, 
with that Expedition as was pretended ) they fent out very 
ftrift .Warrfints for the gathering all thofe Sums of Monev, 
which had been granted by any Bills of Subfidy, or Poll-Bill s 
in the coiledion of all which tliere had been great negli- 
gence, probably that They might have it the more at their 
own diipofal in their Need ; by which they now recover'd 
great Suras into their hands. For the railing of Men (though 
it was not Yet time for them to avow the railing an Army) 
belides the diipofing the whole Kingdom to furaed them- 
felves to their Ordinance of the Militia, and, by That, lifting 
in all places Companies of Vohmtiers, who would be ready 
when they were called, they made more hafte than they had 
done in the Levies of Men, botli Horfe and Foot, for the 
relief of JrW4iii{, under Officers chofen, or approved by Thcm- 
felves; and propofed the raidng of an Army apart,.of fix or 
eight thou£md, under the G>mmand of thft Lord Whsrtim 
(a man very faft to them) for Munfter, under the ftylc of the 
Adventurers Army, and to have no .dcpendance -upon, nor be 
lubjed to, the Lord Lieutenant oflreUndy but only to re- 
ceive Orders from th& two Houfes, and from a Committee 
to be appointed by them, which fliould be always with that 
Army : but the King, eafily difceming the confeqaence of 
that defign, refiifcd to grant fuch a Commiffion as they de- 
fir'di fo that they were forced to be content, only with the 
advantage of New Exclamations againft the King, **For^hin- 
"dering the Supplies for IteUnd, upon the occafion of his 
denial of that unreafbnable Commiffion, and to proceed in 
their Levies the ordinary way ; which they did with great 
Expedition. To confirm and encourage the F^ious and 
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Schifmatical Party of the Kingdom, which thought the pace 
towards the Reformation was not brisk, and furious enough, 
and was with great difficulty contain'd in {o flow a March, 
They, had, a little before, publifhed a Declaration : 

•* T H A T they intended a due, and neceffary Reformation Tb* tw 
**of the Government, and Liturgy of the Church, and to take^^"^^'^^'" 
^•awav nothing in the One or the Other, but what /hould htc»fuernh,g 
" Evil, and juftly OfFenfive, or at leaft UnneceiTary, and Bur-;^/;;^*-^ 
'^denfomj and, for the better effeding thereof, fpeedily torn^! 
*'have confultation with Godly and Learned Divines: and, 
*'becaufe that would never of-itfelf attain the end fought 
** therein, they would therefore ufe their utmoft endeavours 
** to eftabli/h Learned, and Preaching Minifters, with a good 
*^ and fufficient maintenance throughout the whole Kingdom ;; 
*^ wherein many dark Comers were miferably deftitute of the 
** means of Salvation, and many poor Minifters wanted ne-* 
*^ ceflary provifion. 

This Declaration, Printed, and appointed to 6e publiftied 
by the Sheriffs in their feveral Counties, in all the Market 
Towns within the Kingdom of England^ and Dominion of 
Waifs, was noD more intended to the heartning of thofe who 
were impatient for a Reformation ( who in truth had fo im- 
plicit a Faith in their Leaders, that they expeded another 
manner of Reformation than \yas publicklv promifed) than 
to the lulling thofe afleep, who begun to be awake with the 
apprebcnfion of that confufion, they apprehended from the 
pradice and licence, they law praddfed againft the received 
Government, and DoArine of the Church -, and to be per- 
fwaded that it was time to oppofe that Current, And, ih.diis 
projed, they were riot difappointed: for though this warily 
vrorded Declaration was evidence enough to Wife men, that 
They intended, and Lo^cally comprehended, an Alteration 
as great, as has been fihce attempted, and made; yet to lazy 
and Quiet men, who could not difcern confequences, and 
were not willing to Antedate their miferies, by fufpeding 
worfe was to come, than they felt, or faw in their View ; their 
fears were much abated, and the intentions of the Parliament 
feem'd not fb bad, as they had been told by fome, that they 
were : and as this very Declaration of a due Reformation 
to be made of the Government of the Church, and the Li- 
turgy, would, a year before, have given great IJmbrage and 
Scandal to the People, when, generally, there was a due fub- 
miffion to the Government, and a fingular reverence of the 
Liturgy of the Church of England ; (b Now, when there was 
a General fear and appreheniion inculcated into them, of 
a purpofe utterly to fubvert the Grovcrnment, and utterly to 
abolish the Liturgy^ they thought the taking away nothing in 
Vol. L Part a.

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the One of the pthcr, but what fliould be Evil, and Juftly 
offcnfive, or, at leaft, Unneceflary and Burdenfbm, was an 
eafy G^mpofition; and fo, by degrees, they luffer'd thcm- 
Iclvcs to be ftill prevail'd on towards ends they extremely 
abhorr'd j and what at firft feem'd Prophane and Impious to 
them, in a little time appear'd only Inconvraient^ and what, 
in tht beginning, they thought matter of Conicience and Re- 
ligion, Aiortly after they looked upon, as fomewhat rather 
to be wi(hed than pofitively In(ifted on ; and conleqnefitlv 
not to be laid in the balance with the Publick Peace, whicn 
they would imagin to be endangered by o{^fing the fenfe 
that then prevail'd ; and fo, by Undervaluing many particu- 
lars (which they Truly efteem'd ) as rather to be confented 
to, uian that the gi^neral Ihould iufFer, they Brought, or Snf- 
fer'd the Publick to be brought to all the fuflFerings it ilnce 
•underwent* 
tkt jiffem^ And now they fliew'd what Confultation they meant to 
*fr y^*- have with Godly and Learned Divines, and what Reforma- 
tion they intended, by appointing the Knights and Burgefles 
to bring in the Names of iuch Divines for the fevend Coun- 
ties, as they thought fit to conftitute an AflemUy for the 
framing a new Model for the Government of the Church, 
which was done accordingly; thofe who were true Sons of 
the Church, not fb much as endeavouring the Nomination 
of Sober, and Learned Men, abhorring fuch a Reformation, 
as begun with the Invafion, and Suppreffion of the Church's 
Rights in a Synod, as well known as Mi^a Cbarta: and if 
any well afFeded Member, not enough coniidering the fcan- 
dal, and the confequence of that Violation, did Name an Or- 
thodox, and well reputed Divine, to af&ft in that Aflembly, 
it was Argument enough againft him, that he was nomi- 
nated by a Perfbn in whom they tiad no Confidence ; and 
They only had reputation enough to Commend to this Con* 
fulution, who were known to defire the utter demoli/hing 
of the whole Fabrick of the Church : fb that of about one 
hundred and twenty, of which that Affembly was to confift 
(though, by the recommendation of two or three Members of 
the Commons^ whom they were not willing to difpleafe, and 
by the Authority of the Lords, who added a finall Number 
to thofc named by the Houfe of Commons, a few very Re- 
verend^ and Worthy men were inferted ; yet of the whole 
Number) they were not above Twenty, who were not de- 
clared, and avow'd Enemies to the Dodrine, or Difciplinc of 
the Church of Et^gUnd; fbme of them infamous in their lives, 
and converiations; and moft of them of very mean parts in 
Learning, if not of Scandalous Ignorance; and of no other 
reputation^ than of malice to the Church x>{ England ^ {o that 

that 
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that G>nvention hath not fince produced anv thing, that 
might not Then reafonably have been expeded from it. 

But that which gave greateft power, and ftrength to their 
growing Fadion, was the feverity they ufed againll all thofe, 
of what Quality or Degree foevcr, who oppoled their Coun- 
fels, and Proceedings. If any Lord, who had any place of 
Honour, or Tmft from the King, concurred not with them, 
they made an inquifition into the whole paffages of his Life j 
and if they could find no Fault, or no Folly (for any Levity, 
or Indifcretion, ferved for a Charge) to reproach him with, it 
was enough (That They could not Confide in him: fo they 
threatned the Earl of Portland, who witli extraordinary viva- 
city crofled their Confultations, " That they would remove 
*' him from his Charge and Government of the Ifle oi Wight 
(which at laft they did defaHc, by committing him to Pri- 
ibn without fo much as ailigning a Caufe ) and to that pur- 
pofe, objeded all the Ads of good fellowfliip; all the wafte 
of Powder, and all the wafte of Wine, in the drinking of 
Healths; and other Ads of Jollitv, whenever he had been 
at his Government, from the firft hour of his entering upon 
it : fb that the leaft inconvenience a man in their Disfavour 
was to exped, was to have his Name and Reputation uled, 
for two or three hours, in the Houfe of Commons with what 
Licence and Virulency they plealed. None were perfecu ted 
with more tigour, than the Clergy ^ whereof wholoever pub- 
lickly, or privately, cenfurcd their Adions, or fiifpedcd their 
Intentions, was either committed to prifon, or compelled to 
a chargeable and long Attendance, as inconvenient as Impri- 
fbnment. And this meafiire of proceeding was Equally, if 
not with more animofity, appHea to thofe, who, in former 
times, had been looked upon by that Party with moft reve- 
- rence. On the contrary, whoever Concurred, Voted, and 
Sided with them, in their extravagant conclufions, let the in- 
famy of his former life, or prefent pradice be what it would ; 
his injuftioc and oppreflion never fo fcahdalous, and noto- 
rious s He v^s receiv'd, countenaric'd and proteded with mar- 
vellous demonftrations of AfFedion: fo tiiar, between thofe 
that Loved them, and thofe that Fear'd them 5 thofe that 
did not love the Church, and thofe that did not love fome 
Church-men; thofe whom the Court had opprefled,and thofe 
who had helped the Court to opprefs Others ; thofe who fear'd 
their Power, and thofe who fear'd their Juftice; their Party 
was grown ov^r the Kingdom , but cfpccially in the City, 
juftly Formidable. 

I N the mean time, the King omitted no opportunity to 

Erovide againft the Storm he faw was coming ; and, chough 
e might not Yet own the apprchenfion of that danger he 
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really found himfelf in, he negleftcd not the provifion of 
what he thought moft ncceflkry for his defence; nc caufed all 
his Declarations, Meffages, and Anfwers, to be induftrioufly 
communicated throughout his Dominions ; of which he found 
good effefts; and, by their reception, difcover'd, that the 
People univerfally were not fo irrecoverably poifon d, as he 
before had caufe to fear: He caufed private intimations to be 
given, and infinuations to be made to the Gentry " That Their 
**prefencc would be acceptable to him; and to thoife, who 
came to him, he ufed much gracious freedom, and exprefled 
all poffible demonftrations, that he was glad of their Atten- 
dance: io that, in a fhort time, the refort to Tbri^was very 
great ; and, at leaft, a good face of a Court there. 

B BYo N D the Seas, the Queen was as intent to do Her part; 
and to provide that fb^good Company, as fhe heard was dail^ 
gathered togetiier about the King, (hould not be diflblved for 
want of Weapons to defend one another: and therefore, with 
as much fecrecy, as could be ufed in thofe Cafes, and in thofe 
places where fhe had fo many Spies upon her, fhe caufed, by 
the Sale or Pawning of her own, and fbme of the Crown 
Jewels, a good quantity of Powder and Arms to be in a rea- 
dinefs in HoUand, againft the tine that it fhould be found 
neceflfary to tranfport it to his Majefty : fo that both Sides, 
whilfl they entertained each other with difcourfes of Peace 
(which always carried a fliarpnefs with them, that whetted 
their appetite to War) provided for that War, which they faw 
would not be prevented. 

Hitherto the greatefl ASts of Hoftility, faying that at ' 
Hull, were performed by Votes, and Orders; for there was I 
Yet no vifible, formal execution of the Ordinance for the Mi-j 
licia, in any one County of England : for the appearance oCj 
Voluntiers in fome fadious Corporations was rather Coun-J 
tenanced, than pofitivelv direded and enjoyn'd by the HoafesJ 
and moft places pretended an Authority, granted by the KinJ 
in the Charters, by which thofe Corporations were ered:e(fl 
or confHtuted ; but now they thought it time to fatisf] 
the King, and the People, that they were in Eamefl ( whc 
were hardly perfwaded, that they had in truth the couragi 
to execute their own Ordinance) and Refolved, "That, oi 
" the Tenth of May, they would have all the Train*d-band 
*'of London Muftcr'd in the Fields, where that exercif 
** ufually was perfbnn'd ; and accordingly, on that day, thci 
own new Officer, Serjeant-Major-Gencral Skjppon, appear'^ 
iaTinsburj Fields, with all the Train d-bands o£ London 
confifting of above eight thoufand Soldiers, difpofed inn 
£x Regiments, and under fuch Capuins and Colonels, a 
chey had C9aie to Confide in« At this firft triumphant Muiler 

the 
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the Metxibers of both Houies appeared in groFs; there be- 
ing a Tent purpofely fee up for them, and an Entertainment 
at the Charge of the City to the value of near a thouland 
pounds; all Men prefuming, that this Example o( London, 
with fuch Ceremony and Solemnity, would be eafily followed 
throughout the Kingdom; and many believing, they had 
made no fmall progrels towards the end they aimed at, by 
having engaged the very body of the City in a Guilt equal to 
their own : ror though they had before iufEcient evidence of 
the Inclinations of the Mean, and Common People to them, 
and reafonable affurance, that thofe in Authority would hard- 
ly be able to contain them ; yet, till this day, they had no 
inftance of the Concurrence of the City in an Ad exprefsly 
unlawful. But now they prefumed all difficulties were over; 
and fo fent their Diredions to the Counties adjaqent,''ipeedily 
'' to execute the fame Ordinance ; and appointed all the Ma- 
gazines of the feveral Counties oiEf^Und and IVales, to fiich 
Cuftody, as their Lord Lieutenants, or their Deputy Lieute- 
nants fhould appoint; and that not only the Counties (hould 
increafe thofe Magazines to what proportion foever they 
thought convenient, but that any private Perions, that were 
well Affeded, (hould fnpply themielves with what Arms and 
Ammunition they pleaied. By which means, befides the 
King's Magazines, all which were in their pofTeffion, thev 
cauied great, quantities of all ibrts of Arms to be provided, - 
and difpofed to fiich Places and Perfons, as they thought 
fitted to be trufted ; efpeclally in thofe Fadious Corporations^ 
which bad Lifted moft Voluntiers for their Service. 

The King now faw the Storm coming apace upon him ; 
that (notwithftanding his Proclamation publiAied againft the 
Ordinance of the Militia, in which he fet down the Laws and 
Statutes, which were infringed thereby, and by which the 
execution of that Ordinance would be no lefs than High 
Trealbn) the Votes, and Declaration of both Houfes "That 
•* thoie Proclamations were illegal, and that thofe Ads of Par- 
'Miaments could not Controle the Ads, and Orders of botJi 
**Houfe8 (which the Subjeds were, by the Fundamental 
" Laws of the Kingdom, to obey) prcvail'd fo far, that obe- 
dience was given to them ; that he was fo far from being 
like to have Hull reftored to him, that the Garrifon there 
daily increafed, and forced the Country to fubmit to fuch 
Commands, as they pleaied to lay on them; and thaxS' ^ohn 
Hotbam was more likely to be able to Take Tiri^, than his 
Majefly to Recover Hull; he thought it, therefore, high time, 
by their example, to put himfelf into a poftur^ of Defence; 
the Danger beii^ much more imminent to hisMajefty, than 
to thofe wl)0 had begpt that Ordinance. Hereupon, at a 
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publick meeting of the Country, his Majefty declared, " That 
*' he was Refolv'd in regard of the PublicKi Diftempcrs, And 
" the Neighbourhood of Hull, to have a Guard for his Pcrfon j 
^^ but of fach Peribns, and with fuch Circutnftances, as flioold 
"adminitter nooccafion of Jealoufy to the moft Sufpidoas ^ 
''and wifhed the Gentlemen of Quality, who attended, to 
*'confidcr, and advife of the way: Who Ihortly after (not- 
withftanding the oppofition given by the Committee, which 
ftill refided there ; and the Fadious Party of the County, 
which was inflamed, and governed by thenaj exprefled a great 
alacrity to comply with his Majefty 's deure, in whatlocver 
fhould be propoled to them j andaienfe,^'That they thought 
'*a fufficient Guard was very neceffary for the Security of his 
" Majefty 's Perfon* Hereupon, the King appointed fiich 
''Gentlemen as were willing, to Lift themfelves into a Troop 
of Horfe, and made the Prince of Wales their Captain; and 
"made choice ofone Regiment of the Train'd-Mnds, con- 
fifting of about fix hundred, whom he caufed every Saturday^ 
to be paid at his own Charge; when he had little more in bis 
Coffers, than would defray the weekly Expence of his Table : 
and this Troop, with this Regiment, was the Guard of his 
Perfon ; it being firft declared by his Majefty," That noPcr- 
" fon fliould be fuffcr'd, either in the Troop, or the Regi- 
"ment, who did not, before his Admiifion into the Service, 
*'take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy; that fo he 
might be free from the fcandal of entertaining Papifts for his 
Security. 

But this caution would not ferve; the Fears and Jealoufies 
were capable of no other Remedies, than fuch as were pre- 
fcribed by thofe Phyficians, who were praftifed in the Difcafe. 
AflToon as the intelligence was arrivd at /jmi^y that the 
King adually had a Guard (though the Circumftances were 
as well known that were ufed in the raifing it) both Houies 
publifhed thfefe three Votes, and difperfed them. 

1. " T H A T it appeared, that the King, (educed by wicked 
"Counfel, intended to make War againft the Parltamenc^ 

.*' who, in all their Confultations and Adions, bad propofed 
*' no other end unto themfelves, but the care of his King- 
*Moms, and the performance of all Duty, and Loyalty to his 
^'Perfbn, 

2. "That whenfoever the King maketh War upon the 
'^Parliament, it is a breach of the Truft repofed in him by 
" his People; contrary to his Oath; and tending to the Di/- 
♦* Iblu tion of the Government, 

• 3. "That whofoever /hould Serve him, or Affift him in 
*'fuch Wars, ate Traytors by the Fundamental Laws of tJie 
*^ Kingdom; jtnd have heen fo tdttidged by 'two K&& of 

•^Parlia* 
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** Parliament, 2 Rich. 11. and i Hen. i v. and ought to fufFer as 
** Traytors. 

Th BS B luftjr Votes they fent to the King toTir^t, toge- 
ther with a fhort Petition, in which they told him, 
* ^*That his Loyal Subje&s, the Lords and Commons in^* f^ 
*^ Parliament did him^ly reprefen t unto his Majefty, that not- ^l^'J"^^' 
** withftanding his freauent profeflions to his Pari iament, and King /# 
"the Kingdom, that his defire, and intention was only the ^;j^'^2l! *" 
**prcferving the true Proteftant Profeffion, the Laws of the May a^ 
** Land, the Liberty of iiis People, and the Peace of the King- '^♦*' 
!*domi neyertheleis, they perceived with great grief, by his ^ 
*' Speech .of the Twelfth of M-gf,and the Paper, Printed in his 
"Majcfty's Name, in the form of a Proclamation, bearing 
** date the Fourteenth of M^, and other Evidences, that, un- 
*^der colour of raifing a Guard to fecure his Perfon, of which 
*^ Guard (confidcring the Fidelity, and Care of his Parlia- 
** mem) there coold be no ufe, his Majefty did Command 
** Troops, both of Horfe and Foot to aflemble at Thrk^i thp 
**very beginnings whereof were apprehended by the Inhabi- 
^^ rants of that Conntv to bean Aftrightment, andDifturbance 
^* of his Liege People, as appeared bv their Petition pre- 
'^ fented to him ; the continuing, andf increafing of which 
"Forces, was to his Parliament, and muft needs be, a juftCaufe 
^*of great Jealoufy, and Danger to his whole Kingdom. ' ' 

*^Thbrbfoke, they did humbly befeech his Majefty 
'* to Disband all fuch Forces, as, by his Command, 'wore aA 
"(embled, and relying for his Security (as his Predeceflbrs 
**had done) upon the Laws, and AfFe<%ions of his People, 
*'he would he pleafed to defift from any further defigns of 
^^ that nature, contenting himfelf with his ufual,and ordinary 
"Guards; otherwife, they fhould hold themfelves bound in 
•* duty cowards God, and the Truft repofed in them by the 
" People, and the Fundamental Laws and Conftitiitions of 
"the Kingdom, toimploy their Care, and utmoft Power to 
" iecure the Parliament, and to prefenre the Peace, and Quiet 
"of the Kingdom. 

To this Petition, delivered publickly, and read with an 
equal Confidence, by their Lieger Committee, bis Majefty 
Aniwer'd, 

"That he could not but extremely wonder, that the/ftv i44>. 
" cauielefs Jealou£es concerning his Majefty, raifed and f^-^^^/^'* 
"mented by a Malignant Party in the Kingdom, which de- ""'^ 
•' fired nothing more than to Ihacch to themfelves particu- 
*Mar Advantages out of a general Combuftion (which means 
"of advantage ftiould nev«r be minifter'd to them by His 
^' fault, or feeking) Aiould not only be able to feduce a Weak 
^ Party in the Kittgdom^ but ftiem to 6nd fo B»ick Cqunte* 
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^* nance even from both Houics, as iliat his raifingof aGuafd, 
** without fiirther defign than for the fefety of his Peribn, an 
^^ Adion io legal, in a manner fo Peaceable, upon Caufcs fo 
*' evident and neceflarjr, (hould not only be looked upon, 
«'and Petition'd againllby.them, as a caufe of Jealoufy ^ biit 
** declared to be raifing of a War againft them, contrary to 
**his former profe/Eons of his care or Religion, and I^w : 
** and he no lefs wonder'd,that That Adion of his (hould be 
** faid to bo apprehended by the Inhabitants of that County, 
*'as an AfFrightment, and Difturbance to his People, having 
** been as well received there, as it was every wnere to be 
'^juftify'dj and (he ifpake of the general, not of a few fe- 
** duced particulars) ailiftpd, and fped by that County, with 
'* that Loyal AfFedion and Alacrity, as was a moft excellent 
^* example fet to the reft of the Kingdom, of their care of 
** his fatcty upon all occafions ; and fliould never be foi^tten 
**by Him, nor he hoped, by his Pofterity; but ihould be 
^' ever paid to them, in that, which is the proper expreffion 
"of a Prince's gratitude, a perpetual, vigilant care to govern 
*' tHena jufily, and to preferve the only Rule, by which they 
" can be (o governed, the Law of the Land : and, he iaid, he 
^*was confident, that if they were themfelves Evc-witneffes, 
** they would fo fee die contrary, as to give little prefent 
♦'Thanks, and, hereafter, little Credit to their Informers; 
♦' and, if they had no better information, and intelligence of 
<' the Inclinations, and AfTedions of the reft of the Kiogdonij 
*' certainly the minds of his People (which to fome Ends, 
"and Purpolcs, they did reprefent) were but ill reprefeated 
** unto them. 

"He aslied them, when they had fo many Montlis toge- 
*'ther not contented themfelves to rely for Security, as their 
^' Predeceflbrs had done, upon the Aftedion of the People, 
** but by their own fingle Authority had raifed to them&Ives 
"a Guard (and that Ibmetimes of no ordinary Numbers, 
^^and in qo ordinary Way) and yet all tbofe Pikes, and Pro- 
" teftations, that Armyj on one fide, and that Navy, on the 
♦'other, had not periwaded his Majefty to Command them 
♦^ to Disband their Forces, ^nd to content themfelves with 
** their Ordinary, that was, no Guard; or work in him an 
. '^opinion that they appeared to levy War againft him, or had 
" any further defign ^ how it was po/fible, that the iame Per- 
*' fons fliould be lo apt to fufped, and condemn his Majefty, 
♦*Vfbo bad been fo ungpt, in. the lame matter^ upon much 
♦'more ground, to tax or fufped Them ? This, he faid, was 
?*his Cafcr, notwithftanding the Care and Fidelity of his Par- 
<Miament, his Fort was kept by Arm'd Men againft himi his 
♦'proper Gpods Scft^de^ind iccw him, find th^p, contrary 
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*'to bis Command, by ftrongHand ofFer'd to be carried away; 
** in which, at once, all his Property, as a private Perfon ; all 
'* hi$ Authority, as a King, was wrelled from him : and yet 
** for him to fecare himfelf in a Legal way, that S' John Ho- 
"tham might not by the fame Forces, or by more, raifed by 
** pretence of the ftme Authority (for he daily raifed fbme, 
''and it was no ntfw thing for him to pretend Others, which 
** he could not fliew) continue the War that he had Levied 
•* againft his Majefty ; and as well Imprifon his Perfon, as de- 
"tain his Goods; and as well (hut him up in Tork,, as (hut 
"him out o£ Huk; was now {aid to be elleem'd a caufe of 
"great Jealoufy to the Parliament, a raifing a War againft 
''them, and of'^danger to the whole Kingdom : whilft thefe 
'* Injultices, and Indignities ofFer'd to him were countenanced 
"by them, who ought to be moft forward in his Vindica- 
" tion, and their Puni(hment, in oblervation of their Oaths, 
^* and Truft repofed in them by the People, and to avoid the 
"Diifolution of the prefent Government. Upon which Cafe; 
^' he faid,the whole World was to judge, whether his Majefty 
"had not reafbn, not wholly to rely upon the Care, and 
"^ Fidelity of his Parliament, being fb ftrangely blinded by 
"MaHgoant Spirits, as not to perceive his Injuries; but to 
"lake fome care of his own Perfon, and, in order to that, to 
*' make ufe of that Authority, which the Laws declared to be ^ 
" in his Majefty : and, whether that Petition, with fuch a 
" threatning Conclufion, accompanied with more threatning 
"Votes, gave him not caufe, rather to increafe, than to di- 
" minifh his Guards; efpecially, fince he had feen, before the 
" Petition, a Printed Paper oated the feventeenth of Mrfjr, 
^* un4erwritten by the Clerk of the Houfe of Commons , 
" commanding in the name of both Lords and Commons, the 
*^ Sheriffs of all Counties to raife the power of all thofe Coun- 
^' tics, to fupprcft fiich of his Subjects, as by any of his Ma- 
"jefty's Commands, (hould be drawn together, and put (as 
''that Paper called it) in a pofture of War; Charging all his 
" Majefty's Officers, and Subjefts to aflift them in it, at their ' 
" Perils* Foj: chough^ he faid, he could not fufpeft, that That 
^' Paper;, or any bare Votes, not grounded upon Law or 
"Reafon; or (Rotations of repealed Statutes, as thofe were 
^i<^hhc.zRjcb. 11. and i Hem. iv. ftiould have any ill influence 
^.' upon his good People, who knew their Duties too well not 
*^to know that t6 take Up- Arms againft thofe, who upon a 
"Legal Command of his Majeftv, came together to a moft 
'* Legal end (that was, his Majefty*s Security, and Preferva- 
" tion) were to Lery War againlV his Majefty -, yet, if that 
'^Paper were really the Aft of both Houfes, he could not 
^^ bui look upon it, as the higlicft pf Scorns an4"indi2:nities ; 
" . *^ ^^Firft, 
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^'Firft^ to HTueottt Gimmands of Force agaioft fiiin; and 
^' after thofe had appear'd ufelefi, to offer, by Petition^ to 
^' perfwade him to that which that Force fliould have ef- 
**feaed. 

** H B faid. He concluded his Anfwer to their Petition with 
^^his Couniel to them, that they would jdyn with iiioi in ex- 
^'actiiig fatisfadion for that unparallel'd^atid yet unponiflied 
*' Adion of S' %Jlff Hcthdm; and that they would command 
*'his Fort, and Goods to be rerum'd to his own hands: that 
*' they would lay down all pretences (under pretence of Ne» 
•'ceffity, or declaring what is Law) to make Laws without 
*'his Majefty, and, by coniequence, but a Cipher of his Ma- 
^' jefty : that they would declare efFedually againft Tumults, 
^'and call in fuch Pamphlets (punching the Authors and 
^^Publi/hers of them) as Seditioufly endeavour to di£ible his 
^'Majefty from proteding his People, by weakning, by falie 
*'Afperfions and new felfe Dodrines, his Autborit^r with 
'^thern, and their Confidence in him: the particulars of 
^* which Tumults, and Pamphlets, he faid, he would long 
^' fince have taken care, his Learned Council Aiould have 
*^ been enabled to give in evidence, if, upon his former offer, 
^'his Majefty had received, any return ^encooragement from 
'^them m it: and, he (aid, if they did thai^ they would 
^^ then, and hardly till then, perfwade the World, that they 
^'haddifcharged their Duty to God, the Truft refpofed in 
^* them by the People, and the Fundamental Laws, and Con* 
^ ftitutions of the Kingdom ; andimploy'd their care, and ut- 
*' moft Power, to fecure the Parliament (for, he faid, he was 
^'ftill a part of the Parliament, and fliould be, till this well 
*^ tempered Monarchy was turned to a Democracy) a^id to 
^' prefer ve the Peace and Qoiet of the Kingdom ; which, to- 
*'gether with the Defence of the ProtefUnt Religion, the 
^'Laws of the Land, and his own }q& Prerogative (as a part 
''of, and a defence of thofe Laws) had been the main end^ 
'' which in his Confultations and Adions, be had propcfed 
' ''to Himfelf. 

It will be wonder'd at hereafter, that in a judging and 
difcerning State, where Men had, orfeem'd to have, their 
faculties of Reafbn, and Underftanding at the height; in a 
Kingdom then unapt, and generally unihcHned to War (how 
wantonly fbever it hath fince feem'd to throw away it's 
Peace) thofe Men, who had the skill and cuonii^, out of 
froward and peevifh humours andindifpofitioosto compound 
Fears and Jealoufies, and to animate andinfkme ohofe Fears 
^nd Jealoufies into the moft prodigious, and the boldeft Re^ 
bellion, that any Age, or Country ever brought forth ; who 
very well £nt, and felt that tius King had not only, to a 
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degree^ wound himfelf out of that Labyrinth, in which, four 
Months before, they had involved him, with their Privileges, 
Fears, and Jeaiouhes 5 but had even fb well informed the 
People, that they begun to aueftion both their Logiclc and 
ilieir Law, and to {iifped, ana ceniiire the improvement, and 
gradation of their Fears, arid the extent, and latitude of their 
Privileges J and that they were not only denied by the King, 
what tliey required, but that the King's Reafons of his de- 
nial made very many conclude the unreafbnablcnefs of their 
demands: I lay, it may fecm ftrange, that thefe Men could 
entertain the hope, and confidence to obtrude fuch a Decla- 
ration, and Vote, upon the People, "That the King did 
"intend to make War againft the Parliament ; when they 
were fb far from apprehending, that he would be able to get 
an Army to difturb them^ that they were moft aiTured, he 
would not be able to get Bread to fuftain Himfelf three 
Months, without fubmitting all his G>un{e]s to their Con- 
dud, and Controle: and that the offering toimpofe it, did 
not awaken the People to an indignation, which might have 
confounded them : for, befides their Prefumption in endea- 
voaung to Search, what the Scripture it felf told them was 
Unfearchable, the Heart of the King ; the very Law of the 
Land, whofe defence they pretended, makes no conclufion 
of the intention of the meaneft Subjed, in a matter of the 
higheft, and tenderefl Confideration, even Treafon it felf 
againfl the Life of the King, without fome overt, unlawful 
Aft, from whence, atul' other circumflances, the ill intention 
may be reafbnahly made appear; and therefore, to declare 
that the King intended to make War againft his Parliament, 
when he had neither Ship, Habour, Arms nor Money, and 
knew not how to get any of them, and when he offer'd to 
Grant any thing to them, which they could pretend a jufti^r 
fiabk reafon for asking, was an undertaking of that Nature, 
that even the Almightinefs of a Parliament might have de- 
fpfidr'd to focceed in. 

But, notwithftanding all this^ they very well knew what 
they did, and onderfhxKi what infinite advanuge that Vote 
would ( as it did ) bring to them; and that a Natural way 
would never bring them to their unnatural end* The Poweit 
and Reputation of Parliament, they believ'd, would impli-. 
citly pitvail over many; and amaze and terrify others froi^, 
difputing, or cenfuring whar they did, and upon what 
grounds they did it. The difficulty was, to procure the judg- 
ment of Parliament; and to incline thoie oiflferent Conftitu- 
tions, and different Affedions^ to fuch a Concurrence, as the 
lodgment might not be difcrddited, bv the number of the 
Dififenters » nor .wounded^ or {Prejudiced by the jCcafons, and 
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Arguments given againft it : and then, their judgments of 
tiie Cure being to be grounded upon the nature, and infor- 
mation of the Difeafe, it was neceffary to confine, and con- 
trad their fancies and opinions within fome bounds, and li- 
mits: the myftery of Rebellion challenging the fameencou^^ 
ragement with other Sciences, to grow by ; that there may 
be certain Poftulata, fome Principles and Foundations, upon 
which the main building may fubfift. So, in the caie of the 
Militia, an imminent danger muft be firft fuppoied, by which 
the Kingdom is in apparent hazard, and then the King's re- 
fiifal to apply any remedy againft that danger, before the two 
Houfes would pretend to the Power of difpofing that Militia : 
it being too ridiculous to have pretended the natural and or- 
dinary Jurifdidion over it: but, in cafe of danger, and dan- 
ger fo imminent, that the ufual recourfe would not ferve the 
turn, and for the faving of a Kingdom, which muft other- 
wife be loft, many Good Men thought it was reafbnable to 
apply a very Extraordinary prevention, without imagining 
fuch a fuppofition might pofKbly engage them in any A&ion, 
contrary to their own Inclinations; and, without doubt, 
very many who frankly Voted that imminent neceffity, were 
induced to it, as an Argument, that the King fhould be there- 
fore importuned to confent to the Settlement; which would 
not have appeared fb neceflary a Requeft, if the occafion had 
not been important ; never fiifpeding, that it would have 
been improvra into an Argument to them, to adventure the 
doing it without the King s confent. And it is not here un- 
feafonable { how merry fbever it may feem to be ) as an in- 
ftance of the Incogitancy, and Inadvertency of thofe kind of 
Votes and Tranfadions, to remember that the firft Reibla- 
tion of the Power of the Militia being grounded upon a fup- 
pofition of an imminent neceffity, the Ordinance firft fent 
up, from the Commons, to the Lords, for the execution of 
the Militia, exprefled an emnent neceffity ; whereupon, fome 
Lords, who underftood the difference of the Wbtds, and that 
an eminent neceffitv might be fupplied by the ordinary pro* 
vifion, which, poffibly, an ttmfumnt necemty might not fafbly 
attend , defired a Conference with the Consnons, for the 
Amendment ; which , I remember, was at laft, with great 
difficulty, confenced to: many (who, I prefume, are not yet 
grown up to conceive the difference ) fiippofing it an unne- 
cefTary contention for a Word, and fo yielding to them^ for 
faving of time, ratlier than difpute a thing which to them 
fecm'd of no great moment. 

Thky, who contriv'd this Scene, never doubted, but 
after a Refolution what was to be done upon a Suppofed ne- 
ceffity, they, would eafily^ when they found it convenient, 
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make that neceiEty R^l. It was no hard matter to tnake 
the Fearful, apprehenfive of dangers j and the Jealous, of de- 
iigns ; and they wanted not Evidence of all kinds ; of Letters 
irona abroad, and Difcoveries at home, to make thofe appre- 
henfions formidable enough; and then, though, before the 
Reiblutlon, there was a great latitude in Law and Reafbn. 
what was Lawfully to be done, they had Now forejudged 
themf^lves, and Refolv'd of the Proper remedy, except they 
would argue againft the Evidence y which Ufually would 
have been to difcountenance or undervalue ibme Perlbn of 
notable reputation, or his' G)rrefpondence ; and always to 
have oppoied That that was of fuch an Allay, as, in truth, 
did operate upon the Major Part. So, in the Cafe upon which 
we now difQOurfe, if they had in the moft advantageous Axv 
tide of their fury, profefled the raifing an Army againft the 
jKing, there was yet that reverence to Majefty. and thatSpirit 
of Subjeftion and Allegiance in moft Men, that they would 
have looked upon it with Oppofition and Horrour : but De*- 
fenfive Arms were more plauiible Divinity, and if the King 
fhould commit fuch an Outrage, as to levy War againft his 
Parliament, to deftroy the Religion, Laws, and Liberty of 
the Kingdom, Good men were perfwaded, that fuch a refi- 
fiance might be made, as might preferve the Whole : and he 
that would have argued againft tbisThefis, befides the Imper* 
^ tinency of arguing againft a fuppoiition, that was not like to 
be Real^ and in which the Corrupt confederation of Safety 
feem'd to bribe nooft Men, could never efcape the cenfure 
of promoting Tyranny, and lawlefs Dominion. Then to in- 
cline Men to concur in the Declaration "Of the King's In- 
*'tcntion to make War againft the Parliament, they were 
perfwaded it might have a Good, and could have no ill ef- 
fed::: the remedies, that were to be applied upon an Adual 
levying of War, were not juftifiable upon the Intention; and 
the declaring this Intention, and the Dangers it carried with 
it to the King himfeif, and to all thofe who fhould aflift him, 
would be a probable means of reforming fuch Intention, and 
preventing the Execution : Inconvenience it could produce 
none ( for the difquieting or difpleafing the King was not 
thought Inconvenient ) if there were no progrefs in the fup- 
pofed Intention; if there were, it were fit the whole King- 
dom fhould ftand upon it's Guard, and not be Surprifed to it $ 
confufion. 

B Y tbefe falfe and fallacious Mediums, the clearnefs of 
Men's underftandings were dazled; and upon the matter, all 
their opinions, and judgments for the Future, captivated and 

Erssengaged by their own Votps, and Determinations. For, 
ow eafy a matter is it to ootake it appear to that Man, who 
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confentcd that the King intended to make War againft the 
Parliament ; that when he Ihouid Do it, he had broken his 
Oath, atKl diffolved his Government; and, that whofbever 
fliould affift him were Traytors; I fay, how eafy was it to 
perfwade That man, that he was obliged to defend the Par- 
liament J to endeavour to uphold That Government; and to 
refift Thofe Traytors? and, whofoever confiders that the 
nature of Men, efpecially of Men in Authority, is inclined 
rather to Commit two errours, than to Retrad one, will not 
marvel, that from this Root of unadvifedneft, fo manv, and 
tall Branches of mifchicf have proceeded. And thererore, it 
were to be wifhed, that thofe who have the honour to be 
trufted in Publick Confiiltations, were indued with fo much 
natural Logick, to difcem the confequences of every publick 
Aft, and Conclufion ; and with to much G)n£:lence and 
Courage, to watch the firft impreffions upon their under- 
ftanding and compliance : and tbkt neither out of the Imper- 
tinency of the thmg, which men are all apt to conclude out 
of impatiency of difpatch; or out of Stratagem to make men 
Odious (as in this Parliament many fcM*bore to oppofe unrea- 
fonable refolutions, out of an opinion that they would make 
the Contrivers Odious) or upon any other (though ieeming 
never fb Politick ) confiderations, they confent not to any 
Propofitions, by which Truth or Juftice are invaded. I am 
confident, with very good Warrant, that many meii have, 
from their Souls, abhorred every Article of this Rebellion 5 
and heartily deprecated the mtferies, and delblation we have 
fuffer'd by it, who have Themfelves, with great alacrity and 
induftry, contributed to, if not contrived, thofe very Votes 
and Conclufions, from whence the Evils they abhor, have 
moft naturally and regularly flowed, and been deduced; and 
which rhey could not reafonably, upon their own conceffions, 
contradid and oppofe. 

But to conclude, a man (hall not unprofitably fpend his 
contemplation, that, upon this occafion,coniiders the method 
of God*s Juftice (a method terribly remarkable in many Paf- 
ftges,, and upon many Perlbns; which we ftiall be compelled 
to remember in this difcourfe) that the fame Principles, and 
the fame Application of thofe Principles, fliould be ufed to 
the wrefting all Sovereign Power from the Crown, which 
the Crown had a little before made ufe of for the extending 
it's Authority, and Power, beyond it's bounds, to the pre- 
judice of the juft Rights of the Subjed. A fuppofed NeceA 
Sty was Then thought ground enough to create a Power, and 
a bare Averment of thatNeceffity, to beget a Pradice to im- 
pofe what Tax they thought convenient upon the Subjed, by 
writs of Ship-money nevei: before known; and a fuppofed 
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Neceffity now^ and a bare Ayerment of that Neceffity^ is as 
confideDtly^ and more Fatally^ concluded a good ground to 
exclude tlie Crown frooa the ufe of any Power, by an Ordi- 
nance never before heard of; and the fame Maxim of Salut 
Pofuti &tfraM Z.^x> which bad been ufed to the infringing the 
Liberty of the One^ made ufe of for the deftroying the Rightt 
of the other : cAily that of the Pfalmifl is yet Inverted ; for 
many of tlic^, who were the Principal makers of the firfl 
Pit, are fo far from falling into it^ that they have been the 
chiefef): Diggers of the fecpnd Ditch, in which fb many have 
been confounded. 

Though they had yet no real Apprehenfion,that theKing 
would be able, in the leafl degree, to raife a Force againft 
them, yet they were heartily enraged to find that he lived 
more like a King, than they wifhed he fhould ; that there was 
fo great refort to him from all parts : and that whereas Iktle 
more than two months before, his own Servants durft hardly 
avow the waiting on him. Now the chief Gentledoen of all 
Counties Travelled to him, to tender their Service ; which im- 
plied a Difapprobation at leaft, if not a Contempt of the two 
Houfes carriage towards him. Therefore, to prevent this 
mifchief, they eafily found exception to, and mfbrmatioa 
againft, feme Perfbns, who had refbrted to Tnk^; whom they 
fent the Serjeant of the Houfe of Commons to apprehend, and 
bring them before the Houfe as Delinquents, to Anfwer fiicb 
matters, as fhould be objeded againft them. In this Num-* 
ber there was one Beckf^itb, a Gentleman of Torkjhire, who, 
as S' y§bn Hofham had fent them word, had endeavour'd to 
corrupt fome Officers of the Garrifbn to deliver HuB up to the 
King; this they declared to be a very heinous crime, and 
little lefs than High-Treafbn, and therefore concluded him a 
Delinquent, and to be fent for to attend them : it was thought 
ftrangely ridiculous by Standers by, that S' J^hn Hotham 
fhould be juflify'd for keeping the Town againft the King, 
and another Gentleman be Voted a Delinquent for defigning 
to recover it to it's Allegiance; and that They, who, but few 
days before, when the King had fent a Warrant to require 
Serjeant-Major Skifpon to attend his Majefty at Tttk^ Re- 
folv'd, and publifhed their Refblution in Print (as they did 
all things, which they conceiv'd might diminifh the Reputa- 
tion of the King, or his Authority) "That fuch Command 
^'from his Majefty was againft the Law of the Land, and the 
*' Liberty of the SubjeA, and likewife (the Perfon being im- 
*' ploy'd by Them to attend Their Service) againft the Privi- 
** lege ofParliamentj and therefore,that their Serjeant-Major- 
^' General of the Forces of London (that was his Style) fhould 
*' continue to attend the Service of both Houfeis according ta 
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'^ their fofrmer Com maqds ; flipuld expeft that their Warrant 
ftiould be fubmittcd to by thofe, who were waiting on the 
King, whofe known legal Authority^ fevered from any thing 
that might be underftood to relat,e to the Parliament^ or it's 
Privileges, they had io flatly CQntradided and contenmcd, 
that the fame day on which they, redeem'd their Officer 
Skippon from his Allegiance, and Duty of going to the King, 
being inforc^'d, that the King had ient a Writ to Adjoarn the 
Term (Midlbmmer Term) to Tarl^ from Weftminfter^ which, 
without all queftion, was in his .power legally to do>. they 
declared, '*That the King's removing of the Term to Icrk^ 
.^'from iVeftminfteTy fitting the Parliament, was illegal; and 
Order'd, " That the Lord Keeper (hould no; iffue out anv 
*^ Writs, or Seal any Proclamation, to that purpofe; which 
was by him obferv'd accordingly, notwlthftanding the King's 
Command for the Adjournment* 

When their Officer came to Tnl^ for the apprehenfion of 
the Delinquents, he found xhc fame negled There of the Par- 
liament, as was found Above of the King; and was fb ill 
intreated by thofe, whom he looked upon as his Prifoners, 
that if the King's extraordinary provifion had not been inter- 
pofed, the MefTenger would fcarce have return'd to have rcr 
ported how uncurrent fuch Warrants were like to be in Tmrkt 
and how perillous fuch Voyages might prove to the Adven- 
turers: But how amazed, or furprifed foever they feem'd to 
be with this new contradidlon, it was no more than they 
looked for; for their Dilemma was, if their MefTenger re- 
turned with his Prize, all the refbrt to, and all the glory of 
Torkjwas determined 5 for no man would repair thither, from 
whence the bare Voting him a Delinquent would remove him 
with thofe other inconvenient Qrcumftances of Cenfure^ and 
Imprifonment : if He return'd negleded andaflFrpnted,as they 
prefumed he would, they had a new Reproach for the King, 
" Of protedingDelinquents ageinft thejuflice of Parliament ; 
.which would be a new breach of their Privileges, as Heinous 
and Unpopular, as had yet been made, and for the vindica- 
tion whereof their Proteftation would no lefs oblige them, 
than it had done on th^ behalf of the five Members. And 
fuch Votes thev pafTed upon the return of their Officer; and 
had in read inefs prepared two voluminous Declarations to the 
People, which they publi&'d about the fame time ; the One 
fill a with all the reiterated Complaints, and invenon\d re- 
petitions, of what had been done, or been Thought to have 
been done amifs in the whole Reign of the King, to render 
his Perfbn odious, or unacceptable; the Other undervaluing 
his Royal Power, and declaring againft it^ to make his Au- 
thority dei^ifed, at leaft not Fear'd. 
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The firft was of the nineteenth ofMaj, in which they 
declared. 

That the infinite Mercy, and. Providence of the f^'I^^J^^ 
*^ mighty God bad been abundantly manifefted, fince the be- !^!I/fr^r# 
^^ ginning of this Parliament, in great vatiety of Protedions,*/^'^'^' 
^^andBieffings^ whereby he had not only delivered Them,p^/^ay 
*^ftom many wicked Plots and Defigns, which, if they hadi^-K^i*** 
^^ taken eflfed, would have brought Ruine and Deftrudion up- 
^^ on the Kingdom; but, out of thole Attempts^ had pro^ 
^' duced divers evident aqd remarkable Advantages, to the fur^ 
^'therance of thofe Services, which they had beendefirousto 
** perform to their Sovereign Lord the King, and to the 
" Churdi and State, in providing for the publick Peace, and 
^' Profperi ty of his Majefty, and all his Realms; which, in the 
''pretence of the fame All-feeing Deity, they protefted ta 
''have been, and (Uli to be, the only End of all their Coun- 
"fels and Endeavours; wherein they liad Reiblv'd to conti- 
" nue freed, and enlarged from all Private aims^ Perfonal re* 
"fpeds, or Paffions whatibever. 

"In which Reiblution, they faid, they were nothing dif- 
*' coiiraged, although the Heads of th6Malignant Party dilap^ 
"pointed of their, Prey, the Religion and Liberty of the 
^'Kingdom, which they were ready to feife upon, and de- 
" vour before the Beginning of this Parliament, had ftill per-* 
^' (ifted by new praftices, both of force and fubtility, to re- 
" cover the fame again; for which purpofe they had made 
" fevcral Attempts for bringing up the Army ; they afterwards 
"projeded the falfe Acctdation of the Lord Kmbottpn, and 
" the five Members of the Houfe of Commons, which being 
*'in it felf of an odious Nature, they had yet Co far prevailed 
^' with his Majefty, as to procure lum to take it upon him- 
*'felf 5 but when the unchangeable Duty andi^aithfulnefs of 
^' the Parliament could not be wrought upon, by fuch a Fad as 
^'that, to withdraw any part of their Reverence and Obe- 
*' dience from his Majefty, they had, wiA much Art and In- 
"duftry, advifed his Majefty fo luiFer divers unjuft Scandals^ 
"and ImpQjtations upon the Parlkment, to be piiblifhed in 
"his Name, whereby rfaey might make it odious to the Peo- 
"ple, and, by Their help, deftroythat, which hitherto had 
"been the only means of their own Prefervation. 

"For this purpofe, they had drawn his Majefty into the 
" Northern Parts far from the Parliament; that fo falfe Ru- 
" mours might have time to get Credit, and the iuft Defences 
" of the Parliament find a more tedious, difficult, and difad* 
'Wantagcous Accefs, after thofe falfe Imputations, and Slan- 
" ders had been firft rooted in the apprehenfion of his Majefty, 
"and his Subjcds ; whioh the paore fpeedily to eflfea, they 
Vol. L Part 2. Mm ''had 
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« had raufed a Prcfe to be traoijx)rted to 2)wt, from whence 
** feveral Papers, and Writings of that kind wereconvefod to 
^'all parts of the Kingdom, without the Aathoriiy of the 
*' Great Seal, in an unufual and illegal manner, and witiiout 
** the Advice of his Majeft v's Privy Council ; from the greater 
*^and better part wliereot having withdrawn himielf, as well 
*' as from his Great Council of Parliament, he was thereby ex- 
^^ pofed to the wicked and unfaithful Qwnfels of fuch, as had 
*^ made the Wifdom and Juftice of the Parliament dapgeroas 
** to themfelves ; and that dai^er thty kbour'd to prev^ent by 
^' hiding their own Guilt under the Name, and Ihadow of tte 
*'King; infuiing into him their own Fears, and, a»mach as 
^in them lay, afperfing his Royal Perfbn and Honour with 
^^ their own Infamy; from both which it had always been as 
^^much the Care, as it was tlie Duty, of the ParikuoeDt 
^to preferve his M^efty, and to fix the Guilt of all evil 
^^Adions and Couofels upon thofe who had been the Au- 
^'thors of them. 

^' A M ON G divers Writings of that kind, they faid. They 
^^the Lords and Commons in Parliament, had taken into 
^ their confiderations via printed Papers ; the firft containing 
^a Declaration, which they had received from hisMajefty in 
^ Anlwer to that which had been preiented to liis Mcjefty 
^' from bothHodcs ztHhw-MarkgU the ninth oiMMiit€hi6^i. 
^' the other, his Majefty's Anfwer to the Peddoa of both 
'^Houfes, prefented to his Majefty the 7j6^ otNUfcb T64Z. 
'^Both which were filled with hadh Cenfures, and caofle/s 
^ Charges upon the Parliament; concerning whkh they hdd 
^ it neceflaiy to give iatisfitftion to the Kingdom ; feeing they 
^^ found it very difficult to (atisfy his Majeiiby, whom, to their 
^' great grief, they had fi>und to be ib engaged to, and pofl 
'^feflTed by th6le miiapprehenfions, whkh evil GmnieUors 
*'have wrought in him, that their moft humble and faitJifiil 
'^ Remonftrances had rather irritated and imbitter'd,than any 
*' thing allay'd, or mitigated the fliarp Expreifions, which his 
** Majefty had been pleaftd to make in Anfwer to them; for 
•* the manifeftation whereof, and of their own InnKency,tbey 
** defired that all his Majefty 's loving "SubjeAs might take no- 
•' tice of tiiefe Particulars : 

"They knew no occafion given by them, which might 
"move his Majefty to tell them, that in their Declaration, 
«* prefented at Nau-Market, there were fome Exprdfions dif- 
'* terent from the ufiial Language to Princes: neither did they 
^'tell his Majefty, either in Words or in EfFed, that if he 
''did not jojn with them in an Ad, which he conceived might 
•'prove prejudicial and dangerous toHimfelf, and the whole 
» KingdocDy th^y would iBike a £%w without Hioi^ and Im- 
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"pofc it upon the People. That which they defired^ they 
" faid, was, that in regard of the Imminent Danger of the 
•* Kingdom, the Militia, for the Security of his Majefty and 
*'his People, might be put under the Commandoffuch noble 
*'and faithful Perfons, as they had all caufe to Confide in: 
" and ihch was the neceffity of this Prefervation, that they de- 
*' clared, that if his Majefty fhould refufe to joyn with them 
" therein, the two Houfes of Parliament, being the fupreme 
"0>urtNmd higheft Council of the Kingdom, were enabled, 
*' by theirbwn Authority, to provide for the repulfing of fuch 
^^ Imminent and Evident Danger, not by any New Law of 
^^ their own making, as had been untruly fuggefted to his 
'* Majefty, but by the moft Ancient Law of the Kingdom, 
''even that which is &nda mental and eiTentiai to the Confti* 
''totion and Subfiftance of it. 

** Although they never defired, they iaid, to encourage 
''his Majefty«to fuch Replies as might produce any contefta- 
"tion between him and his Parliament, of which they never 
"found better efFed, than lofsof Time, and hindrance of the 
"Publick Affairs; yet they had been far from telling him of 
" how little value his Words would be with them, much le(s 
" when they were accompanied with Aftions of Love, and 
" Juftice. They faid, he nad more reafon to find &ult widi 
^' thofe wicked Counfellors, who had fo often bereaved Him 
"of the Honour, and his People of the Fruit of many gra- 
"cious Speeches wliich he had made to<hem, fuch as tbofe^ 
"in the end of the laft Parliament; that, on the word of a 
" King, and as he was a Gentleman, he would redrefs tiie 
" Grievances of his People, as well out of Parliament, as in it. 
*' They asked, if the fearching the Studies and Chambers, yea, 
*' the Pockets of fome, both of the Nobility and Commons, 
" the very n^t day; the Commitment of M' BeUacisyS' John 
^^Hatbamy and WCrewi the continued Oppreffions by Ship- 
*' money. Coat and Condud-mony ; with the manifold Im- 
"prifbnments, and other Vexations thereupon, and other en- 
" fuing Violations of thl^ Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom 
" (all which were the effedsof evil Counfel, and abundantly 
" declared in their Remonftrance of the State of the King- 
"dom) were Aftions of Love and Juftice, fuitable to fiich 
'^ Words as thofe? 

"As gracious was his Majefty's Speech in the beginning of 
"this Parliament; that he wasRefolv'd to put himfelf freely 
"" and clearly upon the Love, and AfFedion of his Englifh Sut- 
" jeAs. They asked whether his cauflefs Complaints and 
" Jealottfies, the unjuft Imputations fo often caft upon his 
" Parliament, his denial of their neceflarv Defence by theOr- 
" dinaoce of the MiUtlUj his dangerous abfenting himfelf from 
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**his Great Council, like to produce fuch a mifchievous Di- 
*' vifion in the Kingdom, had not been more (uiuble to other 
"Men's evil Counfels, than to his own Words? Neither, 
•• they {aid, had his latter Speeches been better ufed, and pre- 
•'fervedby thofc evil, and wicked Counlellors: 0>ald any 
"Words be fuller of Love and Juftice, and thofe in his An- 
"fwer to the Meflage fent to the Houft of Commons, the 
"ji^ofDf^fW*. 1^41. We do engage unfo you folemnly the 
"Word of a King, that the Security of all, and every one of 
*'you from Violence, is, and ever fliall be, as much our Care, 
*' as the Prefervation of Us and our Children ? and could any 
" Adions be fuller of Injuftic^ and Violence, than that of the 
"Attumey General, in falfly accufing the {pc Members of 
"Parliament, and the other proceedings thereuoon, within 
"three or four days after that MeiTage? For the full view 
** whereof, they defired the Declaration made of thofe Pro- 
*' ceedings might be perufed ; and by thofe Inftances (they 
"could add many more) the World might judge who de- 
**ferved to be taxed with difvaluing his Maje%*s Words, 
"they who had, as much as in them lay, ftain'd and (hlly'd 
"them with fuch foul Counfels; or the Parliament, who had 
"ever manifefted, with joy and delight, their humble Thank- 
"fiilnefs for thofe gracious Words and Adions of Love and 
"Juftice, which had been conformable thereunto. 
• " T H B King, they faid, had been pleafed to Dilavow the 
" having, any foch^evil Counfel or Counftllors as were mcn- 
**tion'd in their Declaration, to his Knowledge ; and they 
"held it their Duty humbly to Avow there were fuch; or 
" clfe they muft fay, that all the ill things done of late in his 
"Majefty's name, had been done by Himfelf ; wherein thej 
"/hould neither follow the Dire&ion of the Law, nor tJic at- 
"feftion of their own Hearts, which was, as much as might 
"be, to clear his Majefty^from all imputation of Mifgovern- 
** ment, and to lay tlie fault upon his Minlfters. The falfc 
*' accufing of fix Members ot Parliament; the juftifying 
*' M' Atturaey in that falfe accufation ; the violent coming to 
•* the Houfe of Commons ; the denial of the Militia ; the fliarp 
^'Mellages of both Houfes contrary to the cuftoms of former 
"Kings; the long and remote Abfence of his Majefty from 
"Parliament; the heavy and wrongful Taxes upon both 
"Houfes; the cherifhing and countenancing a difcontented 
*^ Party in the Kingdom againft them, were certainly the fruits 
^' of very evil Counfels, apt to put the Kingdom into a Com- 
"buftion, to hinder the fupplies of Jrr/^nd, and to countenance 
"the Proceedings and Pretentions of the Rebels there: and 
♦*the Authors of thefe evil Counfels, they conceived, muft 
^'pe^S b^ ikuQwq to hi; Majefty ^ and they hoped Their la- 
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*' bourmg with his Majefty, to have thofe difcovered and 
'^ brought to a jaft Cenfure, would not fo much wound his ^ 
** Honour in the opinion of his good Subjeds, as his labour- 
*^ing to preferve and conceal them. . 

**And whereas his Majefty had faid. He could wifli that 
''his own immediate Adions which he avow'd^ and his own 
'* Honour might not be fb roughly cenfured under the com- 
*' mon Style of evil Counfellors ; they faid, that they could 
'^alfo heartily wifli that they bad not caufe to make that Style 
''(b common^ but how ofcen, and undutifuUy ibever, thofe 
'^ wicked Counfellors fhould fix their Diflionour u^n the 
**King, by making his Majefty the Author of thofe evil 
*' Adions, which were the efreds of their own evil Counfcls, 
'' They his Majefty's Loyal and Dutiful Subjeds could ufe no 
*' other Style, according to that Maxim of the Law, Thif King 
^*€M do m Wrong ^y but if any ill were committed in matter 
"of State, the Council; if in matter of Juftice, the Judges 
^muft anAver for it. 

*' T H B y faid. They had laid no Charge upon his Majefl^, 
''which fhould put him upon that Apology, concerning his 
'^ faithful and zealous AfFedion of the Proteftant Profeffion : 
''neither did his Majefty endeavour to clear thofe in greatefl 
"Authority about him, by whom they had faid that defign 
" had been potently carried on for divers years ; and they 
"rather wished that the Mercies of Heaven, than the Judg* 
" meots, might be manifefted upon them ; but that there had 
^' been fuch, there were fuch plentiful and frequent Evidences, 
"that they believ'd there was none, either Proteftant or Pa* 
^' pifl, who had had any reafonable view of the Paffdges of 
** later Times, but, either in fear or hope, did exped a fud-p 
*'dain iffiie of that defign* 

^'Thby &id. They had no way tranfgreffed againft the 
" Ad of Oblivion, by remembring the intended War againft 
" ScotUndy as a Branch of that Defign to alter Religion by 
'* thofe wicked Counfels, from which God did then deliver 
'* them, which they ought never to forget. 

"That the Rebellion in Ireland was framed and che- 
" riflied by the Popiflj, and Malignant Party in England, was 
"not only affirm'd by the Rebels, but, they faid, might be 
''clear'd by many other Proofs : the fiime Rebellious Prin* 
" ciples of pretended Religion, the fiime politick Ends were 
"appareqt lo both, and their malicious Defigns and Pfadices 
" were mafqued, and difguifed witJi the fame falfe colour of 
" their earneft Zeal to vindicate his Majefty s Prerogative, 
" from the fuppofed oppreiHon of the Parliament. How much 
'•thofe treacherous Pretences had been countenanced, by 
"fome evil Council aboijt his Majefty, might appear in this 
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**that the Proclamation, whereby they were declared Tray- 
"tors, was fo long withheld, as to the fecond oij^nuitrfy 
"though the Rebellion broke forth in VS^ber before, and 
"then no more than forty Copies appointed to be Printed; 
"with a fpecial Command from his Majefty not to exceed 
'* that number i and that none of them (hould bepabliAied, 
^ "till his Majefty's Pleafure was further fignify'd, as by the 
** Warrant appears, a true Copy whereof was annexed to this 
"Declaration; fb that a few only could take notice of it; 
" which was made more obfervable, by the late contrary Pro- 
" ceedings againft the Scots, who were in a very quick and 
^ fliarp manner Proclaimed ; and thofe Proclamations forth- 
*' with difoerfed, with as much diligence as might be, through- 
" out all the Kingdom, and order'd to be read in all Churches, 
" accompanied with Publick Prayers, and Execrations. An- 
" other Evidence of favour and countenance to the Rrfjels, 
"in fome of Power about his Majefty, was this, that they 
"had put forth, in his Majefty *s Name, a cauiiefs complaint 
"againft the Parliament, which (peaks the lame Language of 
"the Parliament which the Rebels do, thereby to ralfe a be- 
"lief in Men's minds, that his Majefty 's AfFeftions were alie- 
"nated, as well as his Perfon was removed, from that his 
** Great Council • All which, they faid, did exceeedingly re- 
^^tard the fiipplies of Ireland , and more advance thelPro- 
*' ceedings or the Rebels, than any Jealonfy or Mifiippre- 
** henfion begotten in his Subjeds, by the Declaration « the 
"Rebels, Injundion oi Rofetti, or Information ofTrifiram 
^^Whetctmb'y fo that confidering the prefent State and Tcm- 
"per of both Kingdor^s, his Royal Preftnce was fer more 
"neceffary here, than it could be in Ireland, for redemption 
"or protedion of his Subjeds there. 

"And whether there were caufe of his Ma Jetty's great 
"Indignation, for being reproached to have intended Force 
" or Threatning to the Parliament, they defired them to con- 
"fider who fhould read their Declaration, in which there 
"was no word tending to any (iich reproach; and certainly, 
"they faid, they had been more tender of his Majefty *s Ho- 
^*nour in that point, than he, whofoever he was, that did 
" write that Declaration ; where, in his Majefty's Name, he 
"did call God to witnefs, he never had any (uch Thought, 
"or knew of anv fuch Refolution of bringing up the Annv; 
*' which truly, they faid, would feem ftrange » thofe, who 
"ftiould read the Depofition ofM^ Goringy the Information 
"ofM'Pierc;, and divers other Examinations ofM^Wthnot, 
*^M^ Pollard; and others; the other Examination ofCaptain 
*'Leg, S^7acob Ajhlej , and S^ John Conyers, and confidcr 
"the condution and nature of thedPetition, which wa^ lent 
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^^ uiito S^ jM^b Ajbkj^ under the approbation of C. R* which 
**his Majcfty had now acknowledged to be his own Hand; 
^^and^ being full of Scandal to the Parliament, might jiave 
*^ proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom , if the Army 
^'fliottld have interpoied betwixt the King and them, as was 
"dcfired. 

^^Thb V did not afErm that his Majefty's Warrant was 
''granted for the Paffage oiM^^nmjn, after the defire of 
'' both Uoufes for reftraint of his Servants; but only that be 
''did pais over, after that reftraint, by virtue of fucI^aWarr 
rant. They knew the Warrant bore date the day before 
"their defire; yet they iaid, it feem'd ftrange Co thoie, who 
" knew how great refped and power M*" ^ermjn had in Court, 
"that he fhould begm his Journev in fuch hade, and in Ap* 
"parel ib unfit for Travel, as a black Sattin Suit, and white 
" Bpocs, if his going away was defign'd the day before* 

"The Accu]&tion of the Lord KimhUon^ and the five 
"Members of the Houfe. of Commons, was called a breach 
"of Privilege ; and truly ib it^as, and a very high one, far 
"above any iatisfadion, that had been yet given: for, they 
"ask'd, how it could be faid to. be largely fatisfy'd, fo long 
'^as his Majcfty laboured to preierve M' Atturney from pu- 
" nidiment, who was the vifible Ador in it? So long as his 
"Majefty had not only juftify'd him, but by his Letter de- 
"dar'd, that it was his Duty to accu£b them, andjchat he 
" would have puni/hed him, if he had not done it f So long 
"as tfaofe Members had not the means of clearing their In- 
" nocency,and the Aathors of that malicious Charge were un«* 
"diicover'd, though both Houfes of Parliament had i^eral 
" times Petitioned his ^ajeffy to difcover them, and th-^t, not 
"only upon the grounds of Common Juftice, but by Ad of 
" Parliament, his Majefty was bound to do it ? So long as the 
" King refiifed to pais a Bill for their difcharge, alledgij^ 
" that the Narrative in that Bill was againft his Honour ; 
'* whereby he feem'd ftill to avow the Matter of that falfe and 
'^ fcandalous Accufatkm, though he deferted the Profecution, 
"offering to pais a Bill for their Acquitul ; yet with inti- 
" mation that they mnft defert the avowing their own Inno» 
"cency, which wcmld more wound them in Honour, than fe- 
" cure them in I-aw? And in Vindication of that great Privi- 
" lege of Parliament, they did not know that they had in- 
" vaded any Privilege belonging to his Majefty, as had been 
'^alledg'd in that Declaration. 

"But, they faid, they looked not upon that only in the 
"notion of a breach ofPrivilege,.wivch might be, though the 
" Accu^ion wore true or falle j but under the notion of a 
" heinous Criiaean the Ati9irney^ and all other Subjeds, who 
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<'had a Hand in it ; a Crime againft the Law of Nature, 
^'againft the Rules of Juftice ; that Innocent Men ihoaid be 
•*cl^^rged with fo great an Offence asTreafon, i^i the face erf" 
•« the highcft Judicatory of the JCingdom, whereby their Lives 
<'and Eftates, their Bldod and Honour were endangered, 
"without Witnefs, without Evidence, without all pikKbi- 
**lity of Reparation in a legal Courfe; yet a Crime offuch 
"a Nature, that his Majefty's Command can no more War- 
•* rant, than it can any other Ad of Injuftice. Thefe things 
" which were evil in their own Nature, fiich as a falfe Tcili- 
^'rnony or falfe Accusation, could not be the fubjeft of any 
^ Command, or induce any obligation of Obedience upon any 
** Man, by any Authority whatfoever : therefore the Attor- 
*' ney, in that cafe, was bound to have refilled to execute fuch 
<<a Command, unlefs he bad ibme fiich Evidence or Tefti- 
"monv, as might have Warranted him againft the Pardes, 
^'and De lyable to make £itisfadion if it (bould prove falfe; 
"and it was fufficiently known to every Man, and adjodg'd 
^<in Parliament, that the King could be neither the Relator, 
•"Informer, or Witne&« If it (hoidd reft as it was, without 
" further fatisfadion, no future Parliament cotdd be fafe, but 
^'that the Members might be taken, and deftrdy'd, at plea- 
'^fure; yea, the very Principles of Government^ andjofticc 
*^ would be in danger to be aifrolved« 

'^ T fi y (aid, they did not conceive, that Numbers did 
''make an AfTembly unlaw&l, but when either the end, or 
"manner of their carriage fliould be unlawful* Divers juft 
"occaiions, might draw the Citizens to Wtfimnfiity where 
"many publick and private Petitions, ^and other Gin&s were 
" depending in Parliament ; and why that (hould be found 
'* more faulty in the Citizens, than the refort every day in the 
** Term of great Numbers to the ordinary Courts of fuftice, 
** they knew not: that thofe Citizens were notorioufly pro- 
** yoked, and affaulted at Wefimnfter hj Qo\(mA Lumf^rd , 
"Captain Hyde, and others, and by ibme of the Servants of 
"the Arch-Bifliop of Twh^ was fufiidendy prov'd; and that 
^* afterwards they were more violently wounded, and moft 
V batbaroufly mangled with Swords, by the Officers and Sol- 
♦'diers near White-HaU^ many of them being without Wea- 
" pons, and giving no caufc of diftafle, was likewiie proved 
"by feveral Teltimonies ^ but of any Scandalous or Seditious 
" Mifdcmeanours of Theirs, that might give hisMajcfty good 
" caufe to fuppofe his own Perfon, or thofe of bis Royal Con- 
^'fort or Children, to be in apparant danger, they had no 
** proof ever offered to eifhcr Houfe; and if there had been 
"any complaint of that kiqd, it was no doubt the Houfes 
** would have been as forwanji to joyn in an Order, lor the 
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^'fuppreffing of fuch Tumalts, as they were, not long before 
"upon another Occafion, when they made an Order to that 
"purpolc; whereas thofe Officers and Soldiers, which com- 
**mitted that Violence upon fo many of the Citizens at White- 
^HmH, were cheriftied and fofter'd in his Majefty's Houfe ; 
''and when, not long after, the Common Council o( l^fndon 
**prefented a Petition to hb Majefty for Reparation of thofe 
** injuries, his Majefty's An{wer was, without hearing the 
•^ proof of the Complaints, that if any Citizen were wounded 
** or ill entreated, his Majefty was confidently a0urcd, that it 
** happened by their own evil, and corrupt Demeanours. 

"The Y Mid, they hoped, it could not be thought con- 
*' trary to the Duty and Wifiiom of a Parliament, if many 
*^ concurring, and frequently reiterated, and renew'd Adver- 
^' tifements from Rome, Venice, Paris, and other Parts ; if the 
*^Sollicttatk>n$ of the Pope's Nuncio, and their own difcon- 
^* tented Fugitives, did make them jealous, and watchful for 
** the fafety of the State : and they had been very careful to 
^'make their expreflions thereof fo eafy, and fb plain to the 
** Capacity and Underfbnding of the People, that nothing 
*' might juftly ftick with them, with Refle^on upon the Per- 
**fbn of his Majefty : wherein they appeai'd to the Judgment 
"of any indifferent Perfbn, who fhould read and perufe their 
"own words. 

^^ T H E y faid, they mxA maintain the ground of their Fears 
"to be of that moment, that they could not difcharge the 
^^Truil and Duty that lay upon them, unlefs they did apply 
."themfelves to the ufe of thofe means^ to which the Law 
**had enabled them in cafes of that nature, for* the necefTary 
*' Defence of the Kingdom; and as his Majefty did gra- 
^'xioufly declare, that the Law ftiould be the meafiire of his 
** t^ower J fo did they moft heartily profefs, that they (hould 
"always make it the Rule of their Obedience. Then they 
"obfepved, that there were certain Prudent Omiffions in his 
"Majefty's 4nfwer ; and faid, that the next point of their 
'^Deciaratioif, was, with much caution, artificially paflfedover 
**bv him who drew his Majefty's Anlwer j it being indeed 
/*tnc Foundation of aU Tneir Mifery, and his Majefty's 
** Trouble, that he was pleafed to hear general Taxes upon his 
^'Parliament, without any particular Charge, to which they 
^' might give fatisfadion; and that he had often conceiv'd 
^' Dij^leafure againft particular Perfbns, upon Miiinformation; 
''and although thofe Informations, had been clearly proved 
*'to be falfe, yet he would never bring the Accufers to quc- 
" ftion ; whica did lay an impofEbility upon honcft Men of 
** clearing themfelves, and gave an encouragement tofalfc, 
"and unworthy Peribns to trouble him with untrue and 
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'^ groandlefs icfwrnations. Three particokrs they had mea- 
''tion'd in their Declaration, which the Penner o£ his Ma- 
^^ jefty's Anfwer had good cauie to omit : the words fi^»(iofed 
*' to have been ipoken at Ketifwgifmi the pretended Articles 
'^againft the Qaeen; and the groundlefs Accalatioii of the 
^' fix Members of Parliament ^ there beiog nothing to be (aid 
*' in Defence, or Denial of any of them. 

^XoNCEBNiNG his Majefty'sdefife ta joyn with his 

^^ Parliament, and with his mthful SubjeAs^ in defence of 

!^' Religion, and the Publick good of the Kingdom, they {iutA^ 

'^ they doubted not he would do it fullv, when e?il Coun- 

^' fellors flioold be removed from about aim ; and until that 

*^fhould be, as they had fhew'd before of Words, £> mixft 

^^they alfb fay of Laws, that they could not fecure them : 

^^ witnefs the Petition of Right, which had been follow'd with 

^' fdch an Inundation of ille^ Taxes, that they had joft 

^' caufe to think, that the payment of Eight hundred and twen- 

*'ty thoufand Pounds, was an eafy bnrtben to the Common- 

'^wealth in exchange of them ^ and they could not butjuftly 

^' think, that if there were a continuance of fuch ill Coun- 

'' fellors, and Favour to them, they would, by fbme wicked 

'^ device or other, make the Bill for theTxien^^ PariJaaient, 

'^and thofe other excellent Laws mentioned in hisMa|efty's 

^' Declaration, of lefs value than words. That excellent mH 

^'for the continuance of this Parliament, they faid, was fo ne- 

^^ ceflary, that without it, they could not have rai&d £o great 

** Sums of Money for the Service of his Majdly and tKe Com- 

^' mon- wealth, as they had done, and without which the raine 

'' and deftruftion of the Kingdom, muft needs have followed : 

'^and, they were refolv'd, the gracioos favour of hisMi^efty, 

^'exprefTed in that Bill, and the advantage and fecority whjch 

*' thereby they Iiad from being DifTolv'd, fliould not encou- 

^' rage them to do any thing, which otherwife had not been 

^^fit to have been done« And they were ready to make it 

^^good before all the World, that though his^Majefty had 

*' pafied many Bills very advantageous for the Attje&, yet iri 

** none of them had they bereaved his Majefty of any juft, oe- 

•' ceflary, or profitable Prerogative of the Crown. 

^'Th E y faid, they fb earneftly defired his Ma|cf)y's Re- 
ctum to LoHdoKy for that upon it, they conceived, depoided 
^ the very Safety, and Being of both his Kingdoms : and 
"^ therefore they mufl: prote^ that as for the time paft, nei- 
*' ther the Government ofLtrndw, nor an^ Lawsof ttie Land^ 
" had loft their Life and Force for his Security, £6 for the 
'^ future they fhould be ready to do, or fay any thing, that 
"might ftand with the Duty, or Honour of a P^liament, 
"which might raife amuiualCoofidence between Jiis^Majefty 
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''andthtfm, as they did wi£b, and as the Affairs of the King- 
**dom did require. 

"Thu$ far, they {aid, the Anfwer to that, which was 
** called hi* Majefty's Declaration, had led them. Now they 
''came to that, which was entitaled his Majelly's Anfwer to 
"the Petition of both Houfes, prefented to him at Tari^thc 
*'2d* of March 1642.. In the beginning whereof his Ma.- 
•' jefty wUhed, that their Privileges on all parts were fo ftated, 
"that That way of Correipondency might be prefcrvcd with 
^*that Freedom, whiiph had been ufed of old. They faid, 
**tbcy knew nothing introduced by them, that gave any Im- 
" pediment thereunto; neither had they affirmed their Pri- 
**?ileges to be broken, when his Majefty denied them any 
'* thing, or gave a Reafon why he could not grant it ; or 
"that thofe, who advifed fiich Denial, were Enemies to the 
*^ Peace of th« Kingdom, and Favourers of the Irl/b Rebel- 
"lion; in which Aiperiion, that was turn'd to a general Af- 
"ferfion, which, in their Votes, was appUed toa particular 
**caie J wherefore they muft maintain their Votes, that to 
" contradi A that, which both Houfes, in the Queflion con- 
'^ ceraiBg the Militia, had declared to be Law, and Com* 
** mand it fhould not be obeyed, is a high breach of Privilege, 
"and that thofe, who adviied his Majefty to ab&nt himfelf 
** from his P^liament,were Enemies to the Peace of the King- 
**dom, and juftly to be fufpeded to be Favourers of the Re- 
"bellion in Ireland. The reafons of both were evident, be^ 
**canfc, in the Firft^ there was as great a derogation from the 
"Truft and Authority of Parliament; and, in the Second, as 
" much advantage to the proceedings, and hopes of the Re- 
'^bels, as mi^t be; and they held it a very cauflefs Impu- 
" tation upon the Parliament, that they had therein any way 
''impeached, much lefs taken away the Freedom of his Ma- 
*• jefty's Vote ; which did not import a Liberty in his Ma- 
" jcity, to deny any thing how necefiary fbever for the Pre- • 
" fervatfon of the Kingdom, much lefs a Licence to evil G>un- 
•* fellors, to advife any thing, though never fo deftrudive to 
**his Majeffcy and his People. 

"By the Meftge of the twentieth oijannarjy his Majefty 
"had propunded to both Houfes of Parliament, that they 
"would, with all fpeed, fall into a ferious Confideration of 
"all thofe particulars which they thought necellary, as weH 
"for the upholding and maintaining of his Majefty 's Juft, and 
"Regal Authority, wd for the fettling his Revenue, as for 
"the prefent and future eftablifhing their Privileges; the 
"free and quiet enjoying their Eftates; the Liberties of their 
'* Perfonss the Security of the true Religion, profcfTcd in the 
"Church ciEfiglanii and die iettling of Ccmmonics, in fuch 
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^^a manner, as ought take away all juft Offence^ and d^ft it 
"into one entire Body. 

"To that point or upholding, and maintaining his Royal 
"Authority, They faid, nothing had been doneto the pre- 
" judice ot it, tliat (hould require any new Proirifioa: to the 
'^ other of fettHn^ the Revenue, the Parliament had no way 
"abridged, or dilordercd his juft Revenue ; but it was true, 
" that much wafte, and Confuiion of his Majefty's Eftate, had 
"been made bythofe evil and unfaithful Minifters, whom 
^'he had imploy'd in the managing of it^ whereby his own 
"ordinary Expences would have been di&ppoiated, and the 
*' Safety of the Kingdom more endangered, if the Parliameot 
*^ had not, in fome meafure, provided for his Houfiidld^ and 
"for ibme of the Forts, more than they were bound to do; 
" and they were ftill willing to fettle fucn a Revenue upon his 
'' Majelly, as might make him live Royally, Plentifully, and 
*• Safely j but they could not, in Wifdom, and Fidelity to the 
*' G)mmon-wealtb, do nhat, till he /hould choofe fucn Conn- 
^'fellors, and Officers, ks might order and difpoie it to the 
"Publick Good, and not apply it to the Ruine, and Deftm- 
*'dion of his People, as heretofore it had been. But that, 
'*and the other matters concerning themfelves, being works 
''of great Importance, and lull of Intricacy, would require 
^'fo long a time of Deliberation, that the Kingdom might 
*' be ruin d before they could effed them : Therefore they 
*' thought it neceiTary, firfl: to be Suitors to his JMajefty, fo to 
''order the Militia, that, the Kingdom being (ecured, they 
'* might, with more eafe and lafety, apply themfelves to de- 
" bate of that Meflage, wherein they had been intetrapted, 
"by his Majefty's denial of the Otdinancc concerning the 
''fame ; becaufe it would have been in vain for them to La- 
"hour in other things, and in the mean time, to leave them- 
" fekes naked to the Malice of fo many Enemies, both at 
^' Home and Abroad; yet they had not been altogether negli- 
'^ gent of thofe things, which hisMajeftv had been pleafed to 
" propound in that MeiTage: They haa agreed upon a Book 
"of Rates in a larger proportion, than had been grafted to 
" any of his Majefty's Predeceflbrs, which was a Confiderable 
" fupport of his Majefty's Publick Charge ; and had likewife 
"prepared divers Propofitions, and Bills, for Prefervation of 
" their Religion and Liberties, which they intended fliortly 
" to prefent to his Majefty ; and to do whatibever was fit for 
"them, to make up that unpleafant breach between his Ma- 
" jefty and the Parliament. 

"Whereas divert exceptions had been uken concern- 
"ing the Militia; Firft, that his Majefty never denied the 
" Thing,but accepted the Perfons (except for Corporations,) 

"only 
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**only that he denied the Way ; to which they Airfwer'd, 
*' Tliat that Exception took off Lmdotiy and all other greaj. 
** Towns and Cities^ which malce a great part of the King- 
•*doin ; and for the Way of Ordinance, it is ancient, more 
'^fpeedy, naore eafily alterable, and in aU thefe, and other 
**rc(peas, naore proper, and more applicable to the prefent 
^occafion, than a Bill ; which his Majefty called the good 
*^01d Way of impofing upon the Subiefts : it fliould feem^ 
**that neither his Majefty 's Royal Predeceffors, nor their An* 
** ceftors, had heretofore been of that opinion j 37 Edw. IIL 
^^they faid, they found this Record, The Chancellor made 
*^ Declaration ot the Challenge of the Parliament^ the King 
'^defires to know the Griefs of his Subje&s, and to redreis 
** Enormities. The laft day of the Parliament, the King de- 
** manded of the whole Eftates, whether they would have fiich 
•* things as they agreed on, by way of Ordinance or Statute^ 
'*who Anfwer'd by wav of Ordinance, for that they might 
*^ amend the fame at their pleafure ; and fo it was. 

**BuT his Majefty objeded further, that there was fbme- 
**what in the Preface, to which he could not confent with 
^^ juftice to his Honour and Innocence ^ and that thereby he 
** was Excluded from any power in the difpofing of it. Thefe 
^* Objedions, they faid, might ieem fbmewhat, but indeed 
** would appear nothing, when it fhould be confider'd, that 
** nothing in the Preamble laid any charge upon his Majefty^ 
^'or in the bodv of the Ordinance, that excludes his Royal 
** Authority in the difpofing, or execution of it: But only it • 
**was provided, that it /hould be fignll^'d by both Houies 
^' of Parliament, as that Channel, througn which it would be 
^'beft derived, and moft certainly to thoie ends for which it 
**was intended ; and let all the World judge whether they 
^^had not reaibn to infift upon it, that fche ftrength of the 
*' Kingdom Ihould rather be order'd according to the Advice, 
^*or Direftion of the great Council of the Land, intrufted by 
'^the King, and by the Kingdom, than that the fafety of the 
''King, Parliament, and Kingdom, (hould be left at the de- 
" votion of a few unknown Counfellors, many of them not in- 
•* trufted at all by the King in any pubUck way, nor at all Con-^ 
*' fided in by the Kingdom. 

"They wifhed the Danger were not Imminent, or not 
^'ftill continuing, but could not conceive, that the long time . 
**fpent in that Debate was evidence fnfEcient^ that there was 
^'no fuch neceifity or danger, hnf a Bill might eafily have 
^' been prepared ; for, when many caufes do concur to the 
, « danger of a State, the interruption of any one might hinder 
'*the execution of the reft, -and yet the defign beltill kept 
'*on foot, for better opportunities. Who knew, whether the 

*^iU 
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''ill fuccefe of cUe Rebels in IrtUtti had not hindered the In- 
''furredion of tiie Papifts here? Whether the prefervadon 
'* of the fix Members of the Parliament, fdfely accufed, had 
'' not prevented that Plot of the breaking the neck of this 
''Parliament, of which they were informed itomFtan^^ not 
"long before they wese accufed^ Yet fince his Majefty had 
"been pledfed to exprefs his pleaiiite rather for a Bill, than 
"an Ordinance, ana that he lent in one for that purpofe, 
"they readily entertained it; and, with (bme fmali ana ne- 
" ceflary alterations, fpcedily pafled the fame. Bat contrary to 
"the caftom of Parliament, and their expeftation, groamed 
" upon his Majeity's own Invitation of them to that way, and 
"other reafbns manifdlcd in their Declaration concerning 
"the Militia of the fifth of M47, inftead of the Royal Affcnt, 
" they met with an abiblute RefiifiJ* 

"For their Votes of the fifteenth and fixteench of March, 
"they laid, if the Matter of thofe Voces were according to 
"Law, they hoped his Majefty would allow the Subjefts to 
" be bound by them, becaufe he had faid, he would make 
" the Law the Rule of his Power; and if the Queftion were, 
" whether that were Law, which the Lords and Commons, 
" had once declared to be (b. Who Aionld be the judge ? Not 
" bis Majefty ; for the King judgeth not of Matters of Law, 
" but by his Courts ; and his Courts, though fitting by his 
."Authority, expeded not his Afifent in Matters of Law: nor 
"any other Courts ; for they could not judge in that cafe, 
• " becaufe they were Inferjiour, no Appeal lying to them from 
" Parliament, the judgment whereof is, in the eye of theLaw, 
" the King's judgment in his higheft Court, though the King 
" in his Perfon be neither prefent, nor aflenting thereunto. 

" The Vines at which hk Majefij ud^excefikn were ^fe: 

1. " T H AT the King's Abfence Co far remote firom his Par- 
"liament, was not only an ObftruAion, but might pro?e a 
" Deftruaion to the Affairs of Ireland. 

2. "That when the Lords and Commons fhall declare 
"what the Law of the Land is, to have this not only quo- 
" ftion'd and controverted, but contradicted, and a Cominand 
"that it fhoald Not be obeyed, was a high Breach of the Pfi- 

. "vilege, of Parliament. 

z. "That thofe Perfons, who advifed his Majefty to ab- 
" fent himfelf from the Parh'ament, are Enemies to the Peace 
"of the Kingdom, and juftly may be fufpeded to be ^vourers 
" of the Rebellion in Ireland. 

" T H AT the Kingdom had been of late, and fUU was, in * 
" fo Inunioent duger^ both ^m Enemies abroad, and from 

"aPo- 
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'* a Pop! A and Difcontented Party at home, that there was 
^' an orgeoty and inevitable necefBty of putting his Majefty's 
*' Subjeds into a poftore of Defence, for the &feguard both 
*' of his Majefty and his People. / 

**That the Lords and Commons, fully apprehending 
**this Danger, and being fenfible of their own Duty, to pro- 
** vide a fuitable Prevention, had in feveral Petitions, addrefled 
** tbeneifelves to his Majefty for the ordering, and difpoiing 
**thc Militia of the Kingdom in fuch a way, as was agreed 
** apon, by the wifdom of both Houfes, to be moft efFedual, 
** and proper for the prefent Exigence of the Kingdom, yet 
*' coala not obtain it^ but his Majefty did, feveral times, re- 
•^fiife to give his Royal Affent thereunto. 

'*Ts AT, in this Cafe of extreme Danger and his Ma- 
**jefty*s Refiifal, the Ordinance of Parliament, agreed upon 
"by both Houfes, for the Militia, doth oblige thePeople, 
'' and ought to be obeyed, by the Fundamental Laws of thia 
'^Kingdom. 

'^By all which, they faid, it did, appear, that there had 
^^becii no colour of tliat Tax, that they went about to In- 
^' troduce a new Law, much lefs to exercife an Arbitrary 
** power, but indeed to prevent it: for this Law was as old 
*^ as the Kingdom ; that the Kingdom muft not be without a 
" means to prefcrve it felf ; which that it might be done with- 
'^ out confufion, this Nation had intrufted certain Hands with 
** Power to provide, in an orderly and regular way, for the 
** Good and* Safety of the Wliole; which Power, by the Con- 
*^ ftitntion of the Kingdom, was in his Majeft^, and in his 
*^ Parliament together : yet fince the Prince, being but one 
** Perfon, is more fubjeft to accidents of Nature and Chance, 
** whereby the Common-wealth may be deprived of the Fruit 
** of that Truft, which was, in part, repofed in him ; in cafes 
*' of fuch Neceffity, that the Kingdom may not be infbrced 
*' prefcntly to return to it's firft Principles, and every man 
*^ieft to do what is right in his own Eyes, without either 
" Guide or Rule i the Wifdom of this State hath intrufted 
'* the Houfes of Parliament with a Power to fiipply, what 
''fliould be wanting on thp part of the Prince, as is evident 
^^hy the conftant ^Cuftom, and Praftice thereof, in cafes of 
''Nonage, natural Difability, and Captivity; and the like 
*'reafon doth, and muft hold for the exercife of the fame 
'* Power in fuch cafes, where tlie Royal Truft cannot be, or 
'' is not difcharged, ^nd that the Kingdom runs an Evident, 
''and Imminent Danger thereby; which Danger having been 
" declared by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, there 
^' needs not the Authority of any Porfbn or Court to affirm, 

"nor 
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" nor is it in the power of any Perion or Court to rAckc that 
"Judgment. 

"They faid, they knew, the King had ways enough, in 
*' his ordinary Courts of Juftice, to punifh lUch (editious Pana- 
** phlecs and Sermons, as were any wavs prejudicial to his 
"Rights, Honour, and Authority; and if any of them had 
"been fo infoiently violated and vilify 'd, his Majefty's own 
" Council and OfEcers had been to blame, and not tiieParlia- 
"ment: They never had reftrain'd any proceedings of that 
** kind in oflier Courts, nor refufed any Ht complaint to Them. 
" The Proteftation protefted, had been referr d by the Com- 
"mons Hpufe to a Committee, and, the Author being not 
"produced, the Printer committed to Prifon, and the Book 
*' Voted by that Committee to be burn'd j but S*" Eiwdri 
" Deertngy who was to make that Report of the Votes of chat 
** Committee, neglcded to make it. The Apprentices Pro- 
^' teftation was never complain'd of j but the other (editions 
"Pamphlet, To jour Tents ^ O Ifiael, was once queftiond, and 
" the mil profecution of it was not interrupted by any fault 
"of either Houfe, whofe forwardneis to do his Majcfty all 
*' right therein might pbinly appear, in that a Committee of 
" Lords and Commons was purpoiely appointed, to take fuch 
^' Informations as the King's Council mould prelent concern- 
**ing {editions Words, Pcadices or Tumults, Pamphlets or 
" Sermons, tending to the derogation of his Majeftv's Rights 
" or Prerogative, and his Council had been enjoyn d by that 
"Committee, to enquire and prefent them; who ieveral 
^ times met thereupon and received this Anfwer and Decla- 
" ration from the King's Council, that they knew of no fuch 
"thing as yet. 

" T H E V faid, if his Majefty had ufed the Service of fuch 
"a One in penning that Anfwer, who underftood the Laws 
"and Government of this Kingdom, he would hot have 
" thought it Legally in his power to deny his Parliament 
"a Guard, when they ftood in need of it; (ince every ordi- 
" nary Court hath it: neither would his Majefty, if he had 
"been well informed of the Laws, have refuied iiich a Guard 
"as they defired, it being in the power of Inferiour Courts 
^' to command their own Guard ; neither would he have im* 
*' pofed upon them fuch a Guard, under a Commander which 
" they could not have Confided in ; which is clearly againft 
"the Privileges of Parliament, and of which they found very 
^' dangerous effefts ; and therefore defired to have it difchar- 
*'ged J But fuch a Guard, and fo Commanded, as the Houfes 
"of Parliament defired, they could never obtain of hisMaje- 
" fty ; and the placing a Guard about them, contrary to their 
"defire, was not to grant % Qavd (o th^m^ but in cffed to 

"let 
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** fet one Upon them : all w)iich confider'd, tliey bclicv'd, in 
*^ the judgment of any Indifferent Perfons, it would not be 
** thought ftranflfc if there were a more than ordinary reibrt 
** of People to^ftjlminfUfy of fuch as came willingly, gf their 
*^ own accord, to be Witnefles, and Helpers of the f^ty of 
*' Them, whom all his Majefty's good Subjeds are bound to* 
** defend from Violence,, and Danger j or that fuch a Con- 
** coutfe as that (they carrying themfelves quietly and "peace- 
" ably, as they did ) ought in his Majefty's apprehenfwn, or 
*'. could, in the interpretation of the Law, be held Tumul- ' 
*^ tuary and Seditious, 

" T H ^ Y iaid, when his Majefty^ in (ha< Queftion of Vio- 
'* lation of the Laws, had exprefled the obfervation of them ' 
*' ipdefinitely, without any limitation of Time, although they 
^' never faid, or thought any thing, that might look like^ 
*^Reptoach to hisMajefty, yet they had reafbn td.remem- 
*^ bcr that it had been otherwife, left they./hould feeni to dtf- 
*^jfert their former Complaints, and. Proceedings thereupon, ' 
'* as his Majeftv did feem but little to like or 2tppro?e them; 
*^ for though ne did acknowledge heire chat great iod£hief^ 
*' that grew by. that Arbitrary Power chen complained of ^ yet 
^' inch were continually preferred and Countenanced, as were 
** Friends, or Favourers^ or Related toithe chief Author^ and 
** Aftors of that Arbitrary Power, and,.of thofe falfe colours, ' 
^^ and fuggeftions of Imminentjdanger and neceifity^ whereby 
^^ they did make it plaufible unto liis Majefty : and, on the 
^^ other iide, fuch as did appear againf): them were daily dif> 
^' countenanced, andxlifgraced:> which whilft it (houldxie ib, 
** they had no reafbn to believe the difeafe to be yet killed, ' 
^^and dead at Root,.aad therefore no Reafbn to buryJt in 
*^ Oblivion 5 and, whilft they beheld .the Spawns of thofe 
^^ mifcluevous Principles cheri/hed, land fgfter'd in that new 
f* generation of Counfellors, Friends and Abettors of thefor- 
*^iner, or at leaft Concurring with them ki their Malignancy 
**againft the proceeding of this Parliaiment, they could not 
** think themfelves (ecure from the like, or a worfe daqger. 

'* Th b y obferv'd, the Penner of his Majefty's Anfiverlbc- 
*' ftowed here an^ iadmionition upon the Parliament, bidding 
^' th^m take heed They fell not upon the fame errour, upoo 
*'the fame fuggeftions; but, they faid, he might well. have 
''fpared that, till he could have (hewed wherein they, had 
''exercifed any po>^er, otherwife than by the Rufe df the 
"Law; or could have found a more Authen tick, or a Higher' 
"Judge in matters of Law, than the high Court of Plirlia* 
"ment. ' .. \; : 

"I T was declar'd in his Majeftv's Name, that he refblv'd" 
"to keep the Rule^ Htmfelf , tod, to hi$ power, tot^uio^

"thie Ftuit of it in that Gife of the LotdrKinihcUo», and the

*^ Which Cafe had been remembered in their Deckradon, 
^^as a iirange and ui;iheard of Violatioo of their Laws : Bat

«<had> been fb carefully diiperfed, who would not re^ their

\^- Was n B A s, after^ their ample thanli^, and acknowledge 
''•Qient of his 2^jefty's favour in pafljng manv good Bills^ 
'^theyhad &id, that truth and necemty in^rcea them to add 
^^tfais, that in, or about the time of pai^ng tiiofe Bills, fbme 
'^Defigt^x»; other had beea on foot, which, if it had^taken 
*^tSk&, would not only have deprived them of the Fruit of 
^^.tholeBills, b^t .would have reauced them to a worfe con- 
'^di^ipn of confhfion, than that wherein the Parliament found 
'^thern : it was now told them, that the King mnft be moft 
''jfeifit>le of what they had call upon him, for the re<}uital of 
'^.thofe good Bills J whereas, out of their uihal tendemefs of

'^did they give any bccafion for £ach a folemn Afleveration, 
''as tb^jt was; theDetvil was Iflcewife defied to prove there 
'- was^any Defign^ with his Majefty's knowledge or privity. 
'' Tfaa\ might well have been fpared ; for they fpake 'no- 
'^cbing of his Majefty : but fince they were fb »r ujsed, as 
'<t6 h^c it affiraaed,^hat they had laid a falfe, and notorious 
'^ImpuCition upon his Majefty, they thought it necefTary, 
'Ifor-the juft defence Qf their own Innocency, to canfe the 
''CHlthsand Exaiiainaticms, which had been taken, concem- 
**ing theDefign, to be published in a foil Narration, for fa- 
''iQs&Siioa of all his ^fi^dly's Subjeds ; out of which they 
'^would nowofier £>rae &w«Particulars, by which the world 
*' might judge, whether they could proceed with more tender- 
'-nefs towards his Majefty, than they had done. M^ Gmfig 
^^conftifled^ that t^e King fitft asked hiin, whether he were 
'- * *-' engaged 
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engagicd in any Cabal concerning cbe Army? and command'* 
ed him to joyn.with M"" Piercj, and M' fermjiny and fomc 
others whom they ibould find at -M' Piercfs Chamber ; 
wh^e they t&fk the 6ath of Secrecy^ and then debated of 
a deiign proppfed by ^' Jcftnyn^ to* fefure the Tower, and 
to cpnfid^r of bringing up the Army to London: and Cap- 
tski^ Leg confeffed, he had received the draught of a Per 
tition, in th^ King's prefcnce j and his Majelly acknow* 
^^Jedgetb, it was&om his own hajul : and whofoever reads 
" th« Sam of th;it Petition, as it was p/oved by the Teltimony 
^*of S' jdiiohAfiUj^ S' John qmfers, and Captain Leg, will 
*^ eafily perceive iomc Points in it, apt to beget in them ibme 
*^ Difcontents againft the Parliament. And could any Man 
*^ believe there was fio Defign in the Accufation of the Lord 
^^Kitnkokony and the reil, in which his Majefty doth avow 
^^ him&tf to be both a Commander, and an Aftor ? Thefe 
*^ things being fo- jit would eafily appear to be as much a* 
"gaioft the Rules of Prudence, that the Penner of that An<'> 
*'lwer fhould eacaQgie his Majefty in that unneceffary Apo* 
*^logy, as if was againft the Rules of Juftice, that any Repa* 
^^ ration from them ihould^be either yielded or demanded. 

*'It was prpfefled'ip hig Majefty 's Name, that he is truly ' ' 
^^ i^qfible of th^Buttbens pf his People ^ which made; them 
^^ hppe that he would take that courie, which woui^ be moft 
'^eite&ual to c^ethem of thofe burdens, that was, to joyn 
**with his Parliament in preferying the Peace of the King- 
^^dom, whpich, by* l^i$ Abience lEropi them, had been' much 
*^ ea4s|Qger'#<ii ^z^dt which,, by hifiden|ig the voluntary Ad- 
*' ventages for the recovery or htUmd^ and difabling. the Sub«- 
'^ j«d&'fio difchafge the 'great Tax impofed on them, wa$ liko 
''.to naake the War mpch more heavy to the Kingdom. And 
*' for his Majefty's wants, the Parliament had been no caufii 
''of them i They had not diminiifaed his juft Revenue^^ but 
"l^ad much eaied his Publick Charge, and fomewhat his 
" Private ; that they (hould be^ ready iii a Parliamentary way, 
'^to fettle his Revenue in fuch an tlonourable proportion, as 
'^ might be aniwerable to both,, when he Ihould put himfelf 
" into fuch a pofhi^e of Government, that his Subjeds might 
'^ be fecure to enjoy his jutt Protedion for their Religion, 
'^ Laws, and Liberties^ 

"They faid, they never refufcd his Majefty *s gracioiw 

5* Offer, of a free and general- Pardon, only they laid, it could 

•*'be no SccuMt;^ to their prefent Fears and Jealoufies : and 

. *' they gave a Reafon for it; that thofe Fears did not arife 

/'out of atiy Guilt of their own Adions, but out of the evH 

" Defigns and Attempts of others j and rhey left tlie World to 

*' judge, whether T||eY therein hfejdi^^d^jje^ foheavjaTjp: 
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*'and Exclamation ? (That it was a ftrarige World, when 
** Princes profer'd Favours. were counted Reproaches: fiich 
*'were the words of Ms 'Mkjefty's Anfwcr) who did efteeih 
** that Offer as an Ad of Princely Grace and Bounty, which, 
"fince the Parlianaent begiin, they had humbly defired they 
** might obtain, and did ttill hold it very neceflary, and ad- 
^^vahtageous for the generality of the Subjeft, upon whom 
^'the Taxes and Subfidies lie neavieft : but^ they (aid,- they 
**(aw, upon every Occafion, how unhappy they were in his 
**Majefly's mifapprehenfions of their Woi;ds, and Adfons. 

**They faid, they were fully of the King's mind, as it 
** was there declared, that he might reft fb fecurc 6f the Affe- 
"(ftiphs of his Subjeds, that he fliould not ftand in need of 
*' Forreign Force to preferve him from Oppreffion 5 and were 
"confident, that lie fhould never want an abundant evidence 
**of the good Wiflies, and Affiftance of his whole Kingdom; 
*' efpecially if he would be pleafed to hold to that gracious 
^'Refblution of building upon that fore Foundation, the Law 
**of the Land; but why his Majefty fliould take it ill, that 
**they, having received Informations fo deeply concerning 
*' the (afety of the Kingdom, (hould think them fit to be con- 
" •* fider'd of, they could hot conceive ; for although the Name 
**of the Perfon was unknown, yet that which was more Sub- 
'^ftantial to the probability of the report was known, that is, 
"that he was lervant to the Lord Dlgbj ; who, in his prc- 
"fiimptuous Letter to %hc Queen's Majcifty, and other Let- 
*^ters to S' Lewis Dives, had intimated fomc wicked Propo- 
*'fition, fuitable to that' Information ; but that this (hould 
*' require Reparation, they held it as far from Juftice, as it 
**was from Truth that they had mixed any Malice with thofc 
•'Rumours, thereby to feed the Fears and Jealoufies of the 
^'People. 

*' It was affirmed, that his Majefty was driven From them, 
**but not By them; yet perchance, th^y faid, hereafter, if 
<*' there ftiould be opportunity of gaininjj more credit, there 
.** would not be wanting who fliould fuggeft unto his Majefty, 
"that it was done By them : and if his Majefty were driven 
"from them, they hoped It was not by his own Fears, but 
'•*by the Fears of the Lord Dighj, and nis Retinue of Cava- 
** liers ; and thofe no Fears of any Tumultuary violence, but 
** of their juft punifliment for their manifold infblence, and 
^'intended violence againft the Parliament : And this was ex- 
*'prefled bv the Lord Digbj himfelf, when he told thofe Ca- 
** valiers, tnat the principal caufe of his Ma jetty's going out 
** of Town, was to (ave Them from being traoipled in the 
•'Dirt : but ofhisMajefty's Perfon, there was no caufe ofFear ; 
"lin the greateft beat of thePeoplc'slndigaation, after the 
— ' « "Accu- 
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" Accuiation^ and his Majefty's violent coming to tiie Houfe^ 
"there was no /hew of any evil intention againft his Regal 
**^Per£bn5 of which there could be no better Evidence than 
^^this^ that he came the next day without a Guard into tiie 
"City, where he heard nothing but Prayers and Petitions, no 
" Tlir^tnings, or irreverent Speeches, that might give him 
^^anyjuft occaiions of Fear, that they had heard of, or that 
^*his Majefty cxpreffedj for he ftay'd near a week after at 
^^WkifC'Hak, in a fecure and peaceable Condition j whereby 
".thw were induced to believe, that there was no difficulty, 
<^ or doubt at all, but his Majeily 's refidence near London might 
"•be as iafe, as in any/part of the Kingdom. They faid, they 
/'jycfp mofi affurqd of the faithfulncfs of the City, and Sub- 
"urbSi and for themfelves^ they /hould quicken the Vigour 
,"pf the Laws, and Induftry of the JvIagUlrate, the Authority 
"of Parliament, for the (upprefling.of all Tumultuary Info- 
"lefaijy.Whatfodver, apd for the yindlcating of his Honour 
^Ifropa. all infupport^ble and infolent Scandals, if any fuch 
^' Aiall be found to bejfai(ed upon bim^ as were mentioned in 
/* that Anfwer: .an^ therefore they thought it altogether un^- 
^Inecfiflary, and^xceieding inconvenient, to Adjpmn the Par- 
'^liament %o any^therpUce. 

' . ** W^^B K B the defire of a good underftanding betwixt the 
^^ k^g. and Parliament, was on b>otE.{ides io earneft, as was 
" therc^ profefled by his Majefty. t<> Ije iti Him, and they bad 
** Caificiently tpftify'd to be in T^nifeives, it feem'd ftrange 
^* ti^j (hould be, they jpiid, {b lo^ afunder n it Qo^d be no^ 
"thing elfe but evjl and malicious Counlel in miireprefeoting 
^^ th^ir Carriage to his Majefty, ani4 jp difpofing his Favour 
^' to^ them. And as it (hould be ^r from them to .;ake any 
'^adv|tnuge of his Majefty's fupppfed ftreights, as to defire^ 
^^ nottch lej(s compel hun to that, «which bis Honour or lor 
^^tc^reft might render unpleafant, or grievous do him.i ib., 
**they hoped, bis Majeily would not. make his own Un- 
'^deritanaing or Reafon the Rule of his Government; but 
" would fuffer himfelf to be a(Kfl:ed with a Wife and Prun 
"dent Council^ that might deal faithfuUv betwixt Him and. 
^^ his People: and that he. would rememoer, that his Refo 
^^lutions did concern Kingdoms 9 .apd therefore ought iioc 
5* to be moulded by his own, much lefs by any Private Per- 
"£>t\s» which was not alike proportionable to fb great a 
**Tru(l: And therefore they ftiiJ* defired ani hoped, that his 
'^ MajeUiy would not be guided by his own UnderJftanding^ 
'* or tihink thofe Courfes, Streights and Neckties, to which 
!^' be -(hould be advifed by the Wiflbm of both Houfea of 
" Parliament, which are the Eyes in the Politick Body, wherc»- 
**by;his Maj^fty w^ by tljie Conftitutlon of the Kiagdomj^ 
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''to difcem the difference of thofe thihg^i which ccHicem 
*' the Publick Peace and Safety thereof. 

"They iaidj, they had given his MAjeft^ no caofe to /ky, 
**that they did mainlv vahie the difctiirge of his^ Publick 
** Duty; whatfoever Aia:s t>f Grace or Juftice had been done, 
*'thcy proceeded from His Majefty by the Advice and Ci>un- 
'*'fel of his Parliament, yet they had and Ihoald alwity^<An- 
'*fwer them with conftant Gratitade^ ^rtd- Obedience, and 
*' AfFedion^ and alchoogh many things iiad been done, fince 
'^tbis Parliament, of another nature, yet tbeyAKNild not 
'*ccafc to defire the continued Plbte<ai6n of Almighty God 
"upon his Majefty, ind moft humbly Petition him tocaft 
*'from him aU thofe evil, and contrary Gounfels, which had, 
^ in many particulars formerly metitfon'dj much detraded 
'* from the Honour of Jiis Government, the Happinefeof his 
•'own Eftate, andProfperity of his People. • 

*^ An D having pafled fo many dangers from abroad, to 
*' many Conspiracies at Hoifae, j^nd biroag&c'on the Pttblick 
*' Work fo far, through the greateft Diflfcukies that ei^r ftodd 
^In oppofition to aKtrliatnent, toluth a degree of fucccfs, 
•^that nothing feem'd to be left ift the Way able to hinder 
*' the full Accompli/hment of theif defires-,* ajpd Endeiivo&r^ 
«* for the Piibliek Good, tmfcfs God in his Juftice'<Ud ftnd 
*^ a. grievous Curfe upbtf therti, ^ to turn the ftrength of the 
••^ Kingdom againft it felf, and to effeft that by their own 
** Folly and Credulity; which the Pbwer and Subtilty of their 
^^Enetpies could not attain j that was, to divide the People 
**fr6m the Parliament; and to make them ferviceable to the 
. "Ends, and Aims of thofe who woulddeftroy them: Thete- 
f'forp thejr defired tie Kingdom to take notice of that kft 
*' moft defperate, and; mifthievous Plot of the Malignant Party, 
*' that w^ aftcd and profecnted in many parts cJ the King- 
«"dom, under plaufibie nptions of IHrring them up to a care 
" of preferving the King s Prerogative ; maintaining the Dif- 
*'cipline of the Church; upholding and'c^pnrimiing: tiie*.e- 
"•^verence and Solemnity of God's Service; and encourtgfng 
*• of Learning: And, upon thofe gtoundsi divers niutinous 
^* Petitions had been framed in LonHon^ Ktnf, and other Coun- 
■^cies; andiiindry of his Majefty 's Subjefts, had been folli- 
*' cited to declare themfelves for the King againft the Par- 
"liamcnt; and many ifalfe and foul Afperfiohs had been caft 
*'upon their Proceedings, as if they had been not only negii- 
^'gent, but averfe in <hofe Points; whcrcarthey deffiied no- 
**thing more, than to maintain thepuritv and power of R^ 
^* llglon, arid to honour tli^ King m all his juft Prerogatives; 
"^^ and for encouragement and advancement of Piety and 
** Learning, tl^ey had very carnettiy ondcaTOur'd^nd ftili did^ 
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'^totheutmoft of their Power, that all Pariflies might fcive 
^^£;eamed, Pious ^ and Safficient Preachers ^ and all (uoh 
"Preadiers, c6mpetent Livings. . 

^*M A N y other Bills and Propofitions, they faid, were fn 
"preparation, for the King's Profit and Honour, the People's 
"Safety and Pcolperrtv; in the proceedings wbereof,-they 
*' were'much hinder'd by his Majefty's Abfencc fromvthe Par- 
" lianttent ^ which was altc^echer contrary to the nk of his 
•^ Predeceflars,anrfthe Privilege of Parliament, whereby their 
" time was confumcd by -amukitiide of unneceflTary Mcf£ig)eSy 
*'and their Inho^encr: wounded by caufleft ana iharp In- 
** vedives ; tet they doubted not but riiey fhould overcome 
**ali this at laft, if the People fuffcr not themfelves to be de- 
'^luded with falle and fpecious /hews;^and Co drawn to be- 
*' tray Them totheir own undoing, who had ever been wilr 
filing to hazard the undoing of themfelves, that thejf might 
*' tlottbe betrayed, by their negled of the Truft repofed in 
^^rhem: But it it -were not poffible they ihould prevail here- 
*^in, ret they would not fail, through God's Grace, ftill to 
*^peruft fn theiHDaties, and to look beyond their own Lives, 
'f £ftates and Advantages, as thofe who think nothing worth 
•* the emoying without the Liberty, Peace, and Safetv of the 
** Kingdom j not* any thing too good to be hazarded in dit 
**x:harge of their Confciences, fortbe obtaining of it: And 
** fhould always. rcpofc themfelves upon the Proteftion of 
*^ Almighty God, which, they were confident, would never 
-**be wanting to them (while they fdaght His Glory) as they 
** bad found it, hitherto, wondertully going along with tfaeoi, 
^ in all their Proceedings- 

With this Declaration they published the Examinations 
of M' Qcring^ M' Pi^r^y's Letter to the Earl ofNmbutnbet^ 
land; which were^ the great Evidence they had of the Plot 
of bringing up the Army, to awe the Parliament; and feve- 
ral other Letters and Depofitions,or rather fuch parts of De* 
.bofitions, as contributed moft to their purpofe. For the truth 
js, as they never publiflied, fo'much as to the Houfes which 
wiere to Judge, many Depofitions of Witnefles, wfiofe Tefti- 
•monies; in a manner, vindicated the King from thofe Aipef- 
iions, which they had a mind (hould ftick upoh him Tfor many 
iiich there were) fb of thofe which they did publifli, they 
left out many parts, which, being added, would either have 
obfcurfed, or contradifted, or difcredited much of that, out 
ofwhlch they made the People believe much to the King's 
dilftri^ice. And yet with all thofe ill Arts and Omiflions, I 
^refume many, T(^ho without pafSon do now read thofe Dc- 
pofitiorts rfot they are in all hands to be read) do much 'mar- 
vel hts^ mH condiifidns coujd refuit to hUM^j^tty's difad- 
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vanLtage^out of the worft part of all that Evidence^ winch

/ / tiiwe of the Accufing the Membecsj had loft all his Vigour, 

/ .and inftead of making any oppoJuions to any of th'ipir extra- 

' > vagant Debates^ he had lilently fufter'd all thihgs tp be car- 

;? ried; and not only declined the performing the Office the 

\ King had cnjoyn'd him, with reference to the Earls of jEjJtA: 

■ \ and HoUand ( before mention'd ) but \Try much oompiied 

^ withj and com ted that Party of bothHoules, which frequently 

reforrcd to him ; and of late in a queftion, which liad been 

put in the Hotifc of P^rs, in the point of the Militia, he 

\ had given his Vote both againft the King and the Law, to 

the infinite Offence and Scandal of all thofc ^ho ac^ered to 

the King, /. -^ . 

H E was a Man of great Reputation in the profe£bn of the 
'• Law J for Learnings and all othci' Advantages, w4i3i attend 
the moft Eminent Men ; ht was of a very good^xtradion 
in Shwp-Jbtre^ and inherited a fair Fortune^ and JOeieiitance 
from his Father^ he was a handfomCj and a pro^^Man, of 
a very graceful PrefencCj and notorious for Goutage^ which, 
; inJbiiy!wiih,he-had'gMnifefted wi his5word;^ic had taken 
: ^rcat^ains jtt the hardeft, and moft knwty part <ifihe Law, 
as well as that which was more cuftomary, and was not only 
very ready ^nd expert in the Books, but exceedingly verfed 
in Records, in ftudying and examining whereof, he^had kept 
M' Selden compny, with, whom he h^ great frierdAip, and 
who had much a/lifted him ; fo that he was looked upon 
the beft Antiquary of the Profeffion^ who: gave bimfelr up 
to Rradice ; and, upon the meet ftrength of his own Abi- 
lities, he had raifed himfelf intp the firft rank of the Pra- 
fticers in the Cofnraon Law Courts, and was chofeh Recor- 
der of London before he was called to the Bench, and grew 
prefently into the higheft ,Pradice in all the other Courts, 
as well as thofe of the Law, When the King looked more 
narrowly into his bufineft, and found that he fliould have 
much to do in TVeJlmhiJler-HaH; he removed an old, ufelcfs, 
illiterate Perfon, whp had been put into that Office by the 
favour of the Duke of Buckin^h^mj^. 4n4 m^dQ lAttlem his 
;. n ■,. Spjlioito^ 
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S0llicitDr General, much ta his Honour, but not to his Pro- 
fit j the obligation of Attendance upon that Office, depriving 
him of much benefit he ufed to acquire by his Praftice, be- 
fore* he had that relation* Upon the death of my Lord O- 
ventrjy Ftncb being made Keeper, He was made Cliief Juftice 
of the Common Picas, then the beft Office of the Law, ahtl 
that which he was wont to fay, fti his higheft Ambition, in 
his own private wifhes, he had moft defircd; and it was in- 
deed the Sphere in which he moved moft gracefully, and 
with moft advantage, being a Mafter of all that Learning 
and Knowledge, which that Place required, and an excel- 
lent Judge, of great Gravity, and above all fiifpicion of Cor- 
ruption. .' ; ' • 

W H I L s T he held this Place, he was by the favour of the 
Arch-Bi/hop o( Canterburjy and the Earl oi Strafford ^ who 
had a great efteem of him, recommended to the King to be 
called ta the Council Table, where he kept up his good 
Name; and, upcm the Lord fi»rib*s leaving tbeiCingdom, in 
the banning of the Parliament, he was thought Jn many re- 
ipefts^ to be the fitteft td be entrufted in that Office ; and, 
upon the defirt of the Earl of Strafford after he was in the 
Tower, \tas Created a Baron, out of expedation that, by hfe 
Authority and Knowledge of the Law, he would have been 
of great u& in reftraining thofe extraordinary, and unwar- 
rantable Proceedings J but, from the time he had the Great 
Seal, he feem'd to be out of his' Element, and in Ibme per- 
plexity and irrefolution in the Chancery it firff, though he 
had great experience in the pradice^and procee^dings of that 
Court; and made not that difpatch, that was expeded, at tht 
Council Table; and in the Parliament he did not prefervfe 
any dignity j and appear'd ib totally difpirited, that tew Men 
fliewed any refped to him, but they who moft oppofed the 
King, who indeed did exceedingly apply themielves to him, 
and were with equal kindnefs received by him. This won- 
derful altemtion in him^his FricxKis believed to have proceed- 
ed from a great ficknefs, which had feifed upon him quickly 
after he was Created a Baron, infbmuch as every Man be- 
lieved he would die; and by this means, he did not attend the 
Houfe in fbme Months; and lb performed none of thofe Of- 
fices toward the Earl ofStraffordy the expedation whereof 
had been the fole Motive to tlnit Promotion : From that time 
he never did appear the fame Man ; but fure there were other 
Caufes for it,.and he was pofleffed with fome melancholy ap*- 
prehenfions, wi^ich he could not Mafter, and bad no Friend 
:o whom he durft entirely communicate them. 

M' Hyde, one of thofe who was moft trufted by the King 
lo the ItOufe of Commons^ and bad always a great refped 

for

fof the Keeper, was as ohtich troubled at his behatioar, as 
any Man ; aiid iifing frequently to go to him, went upon that 
•occafion ; Snd with great freedom and platonefs, told him, 
**How much he had loft the etteem of all Good Menj and 
*' that the King could not but be exteedingly diflittisfy'd with 
l'^ him J and dilcourfcd over the matter of that Vote. Though 
he did not know, that thelCing did at that time ptif fo great 
-a fecret Truft in M' Hjde, yet he knew very well, that the 
IKing had a very good opinion of him, and had heard his Ma- 
'jefty often, from the beginning of the Parliament, when the 
-difcourfe happen'd to be of the Lawyers of the Houie, take 
an occafion. frohi thence to mention M' Hjie^ as a Man of 
whom be heard very well; which the Keeper had many 
'times taken notice of to him: and theh he ktiew the Friend- 
'fliip that was between the Lord Falkland and lA' Hyde, arid 
'had heard the many Jealoufies which Were conteaAed^ upon 
the great communic4tion he had with the two newOiumel- 
lors ; and fb no doubt believed, that he knew mBch of the 
King's mind. So that aflbon as he had eoter'd upon |liis dif- 
courfe, which he heard with all attention ( thev being by 
thcmfelves in his Study, at Exeter Houfe.) He rote from his 
Chair^ and went to the Door; and finding fome Pedbns in 
the next K.Qom, he bad them to withdraw; and locking both 
the Door of that Room, and of his Study, he fat down him- 
fclf, and making M*^ Hyde fit down too, be begun, "With 
^^giving him many thanks Ibr his Friendfhip to him, which, 
*^he faid, he had ever efteem'd, and he could not more mani- 
^^feft the efteem he had of it and him, thairby ufing that 
"freedom again with him,, which he meant' to do* Then he 
*' lamented his own Condition; and that he h^d been preferr'd 
"from the Common Pleas, where he knewlKxth tHt Bufinefs 
"and the Perfons he had to deal with, to the other high Of- 
^' fice he now held, which obliged him to converle and tranf- 
"aft with another fort of Men, who were not known to him, 
" and in Affairs, which he underftood not, and had not one 
^' Friend among tiiem, with whom he could confer upon any 
"doubt, which occurred to him, 

Hb fpoke then of the unhappy date and cdndition of the 
King's bufinefs; how much be had been, and was ftill, be- 
trayed by Pcrfons who were about him; and with all pebble 
inaignation againft the proceedings of the Parliament ; and 
iaid " They would never do this^ if they wcfe libt refolvcd 
" to do more : that he knew the King too weil, and bbferved 
"the Carriage of particuUr Meii too much, and the whole 
"current of pubHckTranf^Aionsthefe laft five or fix Months, 
" not to forefee that it could not be long) before there Would 
^'bc a War between the |Lifag a^dthe two Houle^s arid of 
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*^tii6 impcMrtaoce, in chat Seafoo, that the Great Seal /hould 

** be wita the King. Then he fell into many expreffions of 

his Duty, artd Afl^ction to the King's Perfon, as well as cq 

his high Degree ; and "That no Man /liouJd be oiore ready> 

*^ CO perilh with, and for hisMajefty, than He wotild be j that 

**the proTped he had of this neceflity, h^ made Jbim carry 

'^ iiimielf towards that Party \idtli {o much complyaiKc, that 

*^ ha might be gracious with them, at leaft, that they might 

^^ Jiave no diftrulfc of him ; which, he knew, many had en^ 

'^deavoured to infufe into them ; and thdt. tbttt had beca 

'^aconfukatidn within few days,whetbery in regard he might 

''be fent for by the King, or that the Seal migfatbe take9 

''from hitti; 'it would not bcbcfV to appoint the Seal to be 

" kept in ibme fiith fecure place^ as that there might be no 

*' danger of lofing*it; and that the Keeper fliould always re^ 

" cciVe it,- ft>r the execntion of -his Office ; they having no 

." piirpofe to difbblige him. And the knowledge he had of 

*' this confahation, and fear he had of the execution pf it; 

" had beeto the reaibn, why in the late Debate upon the Mi- 

"litla, he had given his Vote in fuch a manner, as, he knew; 

^" would midce v^ ill impreflions with the King,: and many 

" ochei^ who didaot know him very well; but that, if be 

'' had not^ in that Point, fiibniitted to th^ir opinion, the Seal 

^had beetl taken 4rom him that Night; .whereas by this 

*^<l||mplyaliC^ ill that Vote,, which could only prejudice him; 

^'felf, and noe the King, he had gotten fa. much into their 

'^Confidence, that he ftiould be aUc to prefetve the Seal in 

^'hisownhai|d$,tili the King required it; and dlienhe would 

'* be 4IS residy to attend his Majefty with it. . . . 

^ M' JHfyd0 was very well pleafed with this difcdurfe ; and 

asked hitti) ** whether be would give him leave,, when there 

i^flioald b^ d fit dccafion, to afikrp she King, that he would 

^' perform thid Service, when the Kingjfboiild reauire it? He 

defired, *' TlSftt he would da fa, and pals his W^ord for the per- . 

^' fbrmance of it^ af&on as iifs M^^fty pleafed ; and fb ihey 

*^parted. 

It was within very few days after, that the Kihg> ex^ 
ceedingiy difpleafed and provoked with the Keeper's beha-^ 
vioar, fent an Order to the Loid FdlkldHd, ^'^To require the 
^ Seal from him ; in which the King was very pofitive^ though * 
he was not reiblved to what hand to commit it. His Ma^ 
efty wished them ( for he always included the other Tw6 
n fuch references ) to cOdifider, ** Whether he fhould give it 
^^ to the Lord Chkf Jftftice £4»i^ (againfl: whom he made 
fome objeftlon himfeif^ •'or into the hands otM.^ Selden ; 
1* and to fisndr th^rr opinions to him. The Order was poli tf ve 
for reottiiping it 6om the prefentO^er^ but tJKry knew not , 
- v/hq 
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who to advife for a Sucxcffpr. The Lord Chi^ Juftice B^a^ 
appeared to be as much afraid, as the other; and not thought 
equal to that Charge, in a time of fb much diiojeder; though 
otherwife he was a Man, of great Abilities, and unblemi/h'd 
integrity: they did not doubt of M^ Seldens AiFedion to the 
King, but withal they knew him fo well, that they concluded 
he would abfolutely refiiie theolace, if it were ofFer'd to 
him. He was in years, and or a tender Conftitution ^ he 
had for jtnany years enjoyed bh eafe, which he' loved ^ was 
Rich ; and would not luvc made a Journey to Tmrk^i or have 
lain out of This own Bed, for any Preferment j 'which be had 
never afFeded. 

B B I M X? alt Three of one mind, that it would not be fit to 
offer it to the one or the oth^r^ hereupon M^fAie told them 
the Conference he had with the Keeper, iand tae profeiSons 
he had made j and was very confident, that he v«>ula verypon- 
ftually perform it; and therefore propof€d,itha6"Thfy might,' 
*f wkh their Opinions of the other Perfons, iikewite advife 
*' his Majefty to fufpend his Refolution concerning the Lord 
" Keeper, and rather to write kindly to feini^ .tP-.bring the 
*'Seal to his Majefty, inftead of fending for the Se^ it felf^ 
"and caft him off; and offer'd to venture his own Credit with 
the King, that ,tbe Keeper would coniplv' with fai^ Maj^y's 
Commands. Neither of them went ofhl^ Mioi^:^ .and h^d 
both no efteem of the Keeper^ nor believed, that he ^9$mld 
go to his Majeft)!^ if he were .fent for, but that iijS would nnd 
fome trick toexcufe himielf; and therefore were nc^^wiUiag; 
that M'^ Hfie ibould venture his Reputation u^osn it. He 
defired them then '*To coiiiid^c how abfblutdy ne^ilary it 
''was, that the King fhoiiki iu^ft refolve into whi^t haod to 
** put the Seal; before he temoved it; fot ((hat ip jcould not 
**be unimploy'd one hour^ibat that the whole Jufticeof tiie 
'^ Kingdom would be put out of order, and draw a greater and 
*^ a jufter clamoui^, than had been yet: That |:here yas as much 
** care to be taken, that it IKould not be in the power of any 
*'Man to refule it; which would be yet more prejudicial *to 
<'his Majefty. He defired them above aU,;.tO wpigh well, 
^'that the bufineis confifted only in having the Great Seal in 
*'the place where his Majefty refolved to bcs and j£ the 
^*Keeperwould keep his prdmife, and defired to ferve the 
♦'King, it would be unqueftionably the beft way, that He 
''and the Seal were both there: if^ on the other fide, he were 
♦^ not an Honeft Man, and cared iiot for dffendiog the King, 
** he would then refufe to deliver it ; and inform t^e Lords of 
" it : who would juftify him for his difob^f^ace, and rewvd 
''and cherifh him; and he muft then hereafter ferve Their 
^' turn ; the nufchief whereof would be greiH:er^ ihan could be 

*'eafil7 
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*^e^ly imagined : and his Majefty's ownCreat Seal fhbuld 
^^be every dav ufed againft Iiim, nor would it be pofiiblc in 
*' many Montlis to procure a New one to be mkde. 

T H E s B Objeftions appear'd of weight to chem ; and they 
Reiblv'd to give an account of the whole to the King, and to 
exped his G¥der : and both the Lord F4lkldnd,andM'Hjde, 
writ to his Majefty, and fent their Iktters away that very 
"Night. The King was fatisfy'4 with the Reaibns, and was 
very' glad that WHjde wds fo confident of the Keeper; 
though, he faid, *' He remaiB'd ftill in doubt; and Refolv'4 
'^that'hc wouW, iuch a day of the Week following, fend for 
** the Keeper and the Seal ,- and that it fhould be, as had been 
«advifed, upon aSuturddj Afternoon, aflbon as the Houie ox 
Lords (hould rife; l^ecaufe then no notice could be taken of 
it till M0ii(Uy. M' Hjde^ who had continued to f^ the Keeper 
frequently, and was confirmed in his confidence of his Inte- 
grity, ^ent now to him; and finding him firm to his Refo* 
lutlon, and of opinion, in regard ofthe high Proceedings of 
^he Houfes, that it fhould not be long d^ferr'd; he told him, 
*^ That be might expe<% a Mefledgcr the next Week, and that 
^' he fhould once more fee him, when he would tell him the 
'^Day ; and thai; he would then go himfeif away be£bre him 
'^to Tarki with which he was much pleafed, and it was agreed 
between the Three, that it was now time, that he fhould be 
gone (the King having fept for him fome time before) after 
a day or two ; in which time, the Declaration of the nine-« 
teenth of M4^ would be pafTed. 

On the SdtufiAj toUowing, between two or three ofthe 
^' Clock in the Afternoon, M'EWor, a Groi^m (tf the Bed>* 
Chamber to the Prince, cameto tbeKeeper, and found him 
alone in the Room where he ufed to fit, and deHn&r'd him z 
Letter from the King in his own hand; wheieiii he required 
him, with, manv expreffions of kindnefs aadi^eem, ''To^ 
*^ make hadetohim ; and if iusindifix>fitbi]g(for he was often 
troubled wilh gravel and fharpnefiot Urine) '* would not fiif<^ 
^^fer him to make fuch hafle upon the Journey, as theoccafioti 
^ required, that he fhould deliver. the StaXto the Potfon wha 
*'gave him «the Letter^ who,, being afltong vbnng Mafl,: 
*^ would make fuch hafte as was neceiTtty ; add that he mighH 
V make his own Journey, by thofe degrees which his Health. 
*' required. The Keeper wasfurprifed with the Meflenger^ 
whom he did n6t like ; and more when he found that he 
knew the contents ofthe Letter, which, he hoped^ would not. 
have l>een communicated tO' any Man, who.ihould be fenc:. 
He Anfwer'd him with much refervation, and when the other* 
with bluntnefs, as he was no |>olite Man, demanded the Seal* 
of him, which he had not thon^r of putting out of his own 

hands: 
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hands: hi Aofwet'd him, ^'That life would tio^^ellter it 
'*into any hands, bat the King's; but pre&ntlf re<^eding 
himfelf, and looking over his Letter again, h^ quickly con- 
fider'd, that it would be hasardods to carry the Seal mmfelf 
fuch a Journey; and that if h^ any poriuitof him, which he 
could not but iufped, he (hould be felfed upon, the King 
would be very unhappily difappointed of the Seal, which he 
had reafon &t lonch to depend upon; and that his misforoine 
would be wholly iinpated to bis own fault and infidelity 
( which without' donbt he abhorr'4 with his h^n) and the 
only way to prevent that mxichief, or to appear tnnocent un- 
der it, was to deliver the Seal to thePcrfoH ti;ufted by the 
King bim&lf to receive it; and fo, without telling him any. 
thing of bis own purpofe, he delivered the Seal into his Iiands ; 
who forthwith put liimfelf on his Horie^ and. with wonderful 
expedition pcelented the Great Seal into hisMaiefty's own 
hands, who >Mas infinitely pleafed with ii^ and with the Mef- 
fenger. ' » 

The Keeper, that Evening, pretended to be indi&ofed, 
and that he would take his reft early, and tlieiefere that no 
body /hould be admitted to fpeak with faim: and then he 
called Serjtant Lee to him, who was the Seneant who waited 
upon the Seal, and in whom he. had great Ccmfidonce, as he 
well might; and told him freel]^, '* That he was refolv'd, the 
**next Morning, to go to the King^ who had fent fbr him ; 
^that he knew well, how. much malice he (houU contra^ 
^^ by it from the Parliament^ wliich would ule all the means 
"^they could to apprehend him; and he himiUf knew not 
^ how he tiould perform the Journey, thsr^ofifr hR put him- 
** felf entiffdy into his haodsi; that he (hould clufe lus Horfes 
^to be reCidy againft the nexi Morning, and only his own 
^ Gioom to attend them, and he to guide oh&beft way,, and 
^ that he wooki not impact it to any other Pei&n,. The 1m> 
neft Serjeant wa^ very dad of dieilefi>lutbn, and cheerfiilly 
undertocflL all tlungs u>ir the jonmey ; and §q fending the 
Horfes one of theTown^ the Keeper put himfelf in lus Coach 
fery early the next Morning, and aflbon as they were out of 
the Town, He and the Serjeant, and one Groon^ took their 
JHorles, and made (b great a loiuney that day, it being about 
the beginning oi^utUy that before the end of the third day, 
be kifled the King's hand at Tnkf 

H E had purpo&ly procured the Houfe of Peers to be Ad* 
journ'd to a later hour, in the Moming for MandMy than ic 
uied to be«. Suni^. paiObi without any Man s taking notice 
of the Keeper's being ab£bnt ; and many, who knew that he 
was not at iris Houfe, thought he had been gone, to Cra^fwrdy 
to his Country Hxm&j,^ whid^er iiie frequently; WiCot on Ssmr- 
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dof lugfhss, and was eiady enough at tbeParKament oM^^^7' 
Mon;^iig»; and io^ the Lords she inoi^ willingly^confented' 
to the ^ter Adjournments for thofe day^l But on Monday 
Moriung, when it was known wiien, ana in what manner he' 
had left bis Houfe, the coA&fioi^ in both Houfes wa; very 
great; and they who ha4 tfaoagbt t;hat tlieiF intereft was fo' 
great in him, that they knew all bis thoughts, and had va^ * 
lued thomfetves, and were valued by others, upon that ac* 
count, hung^down thei]^ heads, ^nd were even diftraded with 
/hame : However they could not but conclude, that he wa& 
out of their reach before the Lords met ; yet to ftiewtheir 
indignation againft him, and k-may be in liope that his Infir- 
nsities woulft detain him long in (he Journey (as nO body in- 
deed thought that he could have perlbrmea it^ with that^x- 
pedition) they iffued ou« inch a Watrant for the apprehending' 
him, as had been in the cafe of the Ibuleft Felon or Mur*' 
derer j and Printed it, and caaftd it to be dl/peried l^ Ex- 
preflibs, over all the Kingdom with great hafte. All which 
circuo^nces both before, and after the Keepers Journey to* 
Terk^ are the more particularly, and at large itt down, out of 
juftice to the memory of that noble Perfon; whofe Honour 
iiiffer'd then much in the opinion of many, by the confident 
report of the Perfon, who was fent for, and received the Seal^ 
and who was a loud and bold Talker, anddefired to have it 
believed, that his Manhood had raviflied the great Seal from 
the Keeper, even in ipight of his teeth; which how impoif-' 
fible foever in it felf, found too much credit ; and is therefore 
cleared by this very true and puiit^ual Relation, which in 
triith is but due to nim. 

But the Trouble and Diftittdion, which at this time pof^ 
feflfed them was vifibly very great; and their dejeftion fuch, 
that the fame day the Earl k$ Northumberland (who had been , 
of another temper) moved> " That a Committee might be ap-' 
'^pointed, to confider how t&ere might be an Accommodation' 
** between tlie King and his People, for the Good, EUppi^^ 
" neft, and Safety of both Kilig and Kingdom; which Com- 
mittee was- appbm^ accordingly. 

This temper of Accommodation troubled them not long, 
new Warmth and Vigour being quickly infiifed into them 
by the unbroken, and undaunted Spirits of theHoufe of 
Commons; which, to /hew how little they valued the Power 
or Authority of the King, though fupported by having now 
his Great Seal by him,, on the 26* of May agreed on a new 
Remonftrance to the People; in which, the Lords concur-' 
ring, they Informed them, n*h^ 

' *^TttAT although the great Afl&irs of the Kingdom, and*H.l/exi?tf- 
" the miferable bleedingConditi<?n of the Kingdom of Irf/nn^t W^*^'** 

" afforded isl^. ' 
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^'afForded them little leifure, to (pend their time inDecIa- 
" rations, and in Aniwers, and Replies, yet die Malignant 
^^ Party ahout his Majefty taking all occa£ons to multiply 
*' Calumnies upon the Houfes of Parliament, and to pubmh 
'^ ifaarp invedives, under his Majefty 's Name againft them, 
^Und their proceedings (a new Engine they hed invented to 
• *5 heighten the Diftradions of this Kingdom, and to beget, 
'^and increafe djiftruft, and difafFedion between the King^and 
** his Parliament,^ and the People) they could not be io much 
** wanting to their own Innocency, or to the duty of their 
** Truft, as not to clear themfekes from thofe falfe afperiions, 
*5 and (which was their chiefeft care) to difabufe the People's 
"minds, and open their Eyes, that, under the. falfe /hews, 
"ap4 pretexts of the Law of the Land, and of their own 
''Rights, and Liberties, they may not be carried into the 
** Road way, that leadeth to the utter Ruine, andSubverfion 
*5 thereof. A late occafion that thofe wicked Spirits of divi- 
**fion liad ukeh to defame, and indeed to arraign the pro- 
^'ceedings of both Houies of Parliament , had been from 
*' their Votes of the x%^ ofAfril, and their Declaration con- 
*' ceming the bufinefs of Hull, wbtch becaufe t^ey put forth, 
** before they could fend thciii Anfwcr concerning that matter 
**.iinto his Majefty, thofe Mifchievous Inlfaruments of diffen- 
"fion, between the.King,and the Parliament, and the People, 
''whofe chief Labour, and Study, was to miireprefent their 
*' Adions to his Majefty, and to the Kingdom, would needs 
*^ interpret this as an Appeal to the People, and a declining 
** of all intercourfe between his Majefty and them ; as if they 
*' thought it to no purpole, to endeavour any more^ to give 
'f his Majefty fatisfadion ; an<^ without expeding apy longer 
*^ their Anfwer, under the Name of a Mefiage from his Ma- 
'' jefly to both Houfes, they themfelves had indeed made an 
*' Appeal to the People, as the Mefiage it felf did in a man- 
^ner grant it to be, ofFeric^ to joyn iflTue with them in that 
*5way, and in the nature thereof did clearly- (hew it felf to 
•*be no other; Therefore They would Ukewife Addrefs their 
** Anfwer to the Kingdom, not by way of Appeal (as they 
^'were charged) but to prevent them from being their own 
^' Executioners, and from being perfwaded under falfe colours 
•* of defending the Law, and their own Liberties, to deftroy 
*lboth with their own hands, by taking their Lives, Libcr- 
"ties, and Eftates out of Their hands, whom they, had cho- 
''fen, and entrufted therewith, and refigning them up unto 
^* fome evil Counfellors, about his Majelty, who could lay no 
** other foundation of their own greatnefs,but upon the Ruine 
^' of this, and, in It, of all Parliaments , and in Them, of the 
. *' true Religion^ and the Freedom of this Nation. And thefe, 

"they 
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*' they (aid, were the Men that would perfwadc the Peopk,. 
**that bpth Houfes of Parliament, containing all the Peer% 
**and reprefenting all the Cbn^mom oi Ei^Und^ would de- 
*' ftroy the Laws of the Land, and Liberties of the People ; 
*^ wherein, befides the Truft of the whole, they themfelves in 
** their own particulars, had fo great an Intereft of Honour, 
** and Eftate, that they hoped it wouidl gain litjcle Credit 
'^ with any, that had the lealt vSk of Reafon, that fuck, as muft 
*'have fb great a fhar^^Jn the Mifery, fhould take lo much 
*' pains in the procuring thereof ^ and fpend fb nauch time, 
^'and run fb many hazards to make themfelves Slayes, and to 
**defttoy the property of their Eftates. But that they might 
** give particular fatisfaclfpn to the fevcral Imputations call ^ 
**.upon them, they would take them in order, as they wero 
^*Iaid upon them in that MeflT^ge. - 

"F J R s T they were charged for the avowing that Adjof 
*^S' John Hotbam^ which was .term'd unparallel'd,. and an 
'.^filgh, and unheard of Affront unto hiS Majefty, and as if 
*' they needed not to have done it j he being able, as was al^- 
*' ledg'd to produce no fuch Comtnand of the Houfes of Par- 
*' Ijamcnt. They faid, although S' John Hotluim had not an 
*^ Order, that did exprefs every Circumftance of th^t Cafb,yec 
** he might have produced an Order of both Houfes, which 
*'did comprehend this Cafc^i not onjy in the clear Intgntibn, 
^'but in. tne v.ery Words thereof; which they knowing in 
" their Confcienccs to, be fo, and, to.be.moft neceflary £ot 
^the Safety of the Kingdom, they cpuld not but in yonpur 
''and Juflice avow that A<9:of His»; which, they were con- 
'^fident, would appeal to al^l tlje World; to be fo farfroo* 
** being an Affront to the King, tfiat it would be found to have 
'* been an Ad of great. Loyalty 'to his Majefty, and to hi* 
^'Kingdom. 

"The next Charge upon them was, that inftead of giving 
^'his Majefly fatisf4aion, they,publifhed a Declaration con- 
cerning that bufinefs, as an .Appeal to the Peopicj,' and as if 
^^ their intercourfe with his Majefty, andfor his fatisfadion, 
*' were now to no more purpofe ; \yhich courfe was alledg'd to 
'^ be very unagreeable to thcModefty andDuty of former times, 
*^ and not .warrantable by any Precedents, but what Them- 
*' felves had made. They fiid, if the Penner of that Meffage 
*^ had expeded a while, or had not expedcd that two Houles 
^'of Parliament (efpecially burthen'd as they were at that 
*'timc, with fo many premng and urgent Affairs) ftiould 
**have moved as faft as himfelf, he would not have laid, that 
** Declaration was inftead of an Anfwer.to his Majefty j which 
"they did difpatch with all the fpeed, and diligence they 
"could, and hadfent it to hisJMajefty by ^Committee of both 
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" Houfesi whereby it appeared, that they did it not upon that 
** ground, that they tbcmght It was no more to any purpofe, * 
" to endeavour to give his Majcfty fatisfacjlion. 

*' A N D as for the Duty and Modefty of former times, frcwn 
''which they are faid to have varied, and to want the War- 
**rant of any Precedents therein, but what Themfelvcs had 
"made : if they had made any Precedents this Parliament, 
"they hati made them for Pofterity, upon the fame, or better 
'* grounds of Reafon and Law, than thofe were upon, which 
*' their Predeceflbrs firft made for Them : and as fome Pre- 
'* cedents ought not to be rujes for them to follow, fo none 
"could be limits to bound their Proceedings; which mighty 
*' and muft vary, according to the different condition of Times. 
"And for that Particular, of letting forth Declarations for 
"the fatisfaftion of the People, who h^ chofen, and en- 
^trufted them with all that was deareft to them: If there 
"were no example for it, it was becaufe there were never 
''any Monfters oefore, that ever attempted to difeffeft the 
** People from a Parliament, or could ever harbour a thought 
"that it might be effefted. Were there ever fuch pradices 
"to poifon the People with an ill apprehenfion of theParlia- 
" mcnt ? Were there ever fuch imputations, and fcandals laid 
"upon the Proceedings t^f both Houfes? Were there ever fo 
•'many, and fo great breaches of Privilege of Parliament? 
" Were there ever fo many, and fo defpetate defigns of force 
'* and violence againft the Parliament,and the Members there- 
"of? If they had Done more than ever their Anccftprs had 
^Done, they (aid, they had Suffered more than ever They 
" had Suffer'd; ahd yet, fn point of Modefty and Duty, th^y 
"would not yield to the Deft of former times; and they 
"would put that in iffue, whether the highcft, and moft un- 
'^ warrantable Precedentsof any of his Majefty's Predeceflbrs^ 
*'did not fall fhort, and much below, what had been do^e 
"to them this Parliament ? And on the other fide, whether, 
"if they Ihould make the higheff Precedents of other Parlia- 
"ments their Patterns, there would be caufe to complain of 
"want of modefty, and duty in Them; when they nad not 
" fo much as fnffered fuch things to enter into rhcir Thoughts, 
"which all the world knew They put in Aft ? 

"Akothhr (pharge which was laid very high upon 
"thetti, and which were indeed a very great Crime if they 
" were found guilty thereof, was, that by avowing that Ad 
"of S' John Hotbam, they did, in confequence, confound apd 
"deftroy the title, and intereft of all his Majefty's goodSub- 
* jcfts to their Lands and Goods ; and that, upon this ground; 
^'that hisMajefty had the fame Title to his Town of /fnfl, 
"which any of Lis Sujjjefts had tQ their Houfes or Lands, 

•'and 
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'^ and the &me to his. Magazine and Munition therd, that any 
*' Man .had to hi* Money, PIate> or Tewiels : And dierefbre, 
**.that th<*y ought opt to have been aifpofe4of, without, or 
*^ agitinft his Confept, no more than the Houfe, Land, Money, 
^' Plate, or Jewels of any Subjedi ought to be, without^ or 
^'againft his Will. .: . • ' 

' "H B R E, they iaid, that. was laid down for a Principle, 
*' which would indeed pull up the very foundation of the li- 
** bcrty, oroperty, artd. intereli o^ every Subjed in particular, 
" j^d oir^W the Subjeds. in general,, if they (hould admit it 
**for a.. truth, that his Majetty had tjiefame right and title to 
*^hi8 Towns, and to his M^gazin^ (bought wit]^ the'publick 
**jMoiiieys, as they conceived that at BuH to have bpen) that 
^^ every particular Man hath to his Houfe^ Lands, and Goods. 
**For Ws Majeftvfs Towns were no. more his own^ than his 
^* Kingdom was ni^-Oyrn i -and his.King4om was np piore his 
*'oM^n,: than >his.,Peoplc are his own^ and if the King had a 
*' prop^ty in, all Ms. Tpvyns, what would become of the Sub- 
^- jeds propriety ii^thfiirjloufes therein ? and if he had a pro- 
*'pi;iety.fn his Kif!g4onji:Vvhat would Jjecpme of the Subjcds 
Vptoperty in their t^s throughout tjbe Kingdom? or of 
"thar Liberties^, iifjihis Majefty had the.fame right in their 
*' Pferfcns, that ey)ery Suhjed hath in his Lands, and Goods? 
^*and what would become of all the S^bieds intercfts in the 
"Tpwos, and Foists of tjie JCiagdpra, and in the King(k)qi it 
. " ielf, tif his Maj^y iftight fell, or give them away, pr dif? 
''poie,of them atjiis; plcafure^ as a particular Man might do 
** with his Lands, and. with his Goods ? This erroneous 
^^Maxicii being infafqd into Princes, that their Kingdom3are 
'' their own, and that jihey may do with them what they will, 
^^ as if their Kingdoms were for Them, and not They for 
.'* their Kingdoms, wa?, they (aid, the Root of all the Suh- 
"jtds mifery, and of Ithe invading of their jail Rights, and 
*^ Liberties J where^, indeed, they are only entruft^cl with 
**their Kingdpms^ awd with their Towns, Aul with their 
** People^ and with the publick Treafure of the Common- 
" wealth, and wharfoeyer is bought therewith; and, by the 
*' knowji Law of this Kingdom, the very Jewels of the Crown 
^'are not the Kiiig s proper Goods, but are only entrufted to 
*'faim, for the ulc'and ornament thereof: as the Towns, 
*^ Forts, Treafure, Magazines, Offices, and the People of the 
"Kingdom, and the whole Kingdom it felf is entrufted unto 
*'him,for the good, and fafety, and beft advantage thereof: 
"and as this Truft is for the u(e of the Kingdom, lb pught it 
/^ to he managed by the advice of the Houles of Parliament, 
"whom the Kingdom hath trufted for that purpofej it being 
^' their duty to fee it difeharged accprding to the condition 
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" and true intent thereof; and las much ds ift riietn lies, by all 
'^poffible means, to prevent the contrary; which, if it had 
** been their chief care, and only aim, in (he difpofing of the 
"Town and Magazine of Huti in fuch manner as they had 
•*done, they hoped it would appear clearly to all the world, 
"that. they had difcharged their own Triift> ^nd hot invs^lded 
** that of his Majdly, much lefs his Property j which, in that 
**cafe, they could not do, 

•"But admittin^his Majefty had indeed a Property |n the 
** TcmTi and Magazine of HuU-y who doubted but that a Par- 
"liament may difpofe of any thing, wherein his Majefty or 
"any Subjcft hatha right, in fuch a way, as that thi King- 
"dom may not be expofed to Hazard, or Danger thereby? 
•^W^hich was Their cafe, in the difpofiiig of the Town and 
" Magarfne of HtUL And whereas, his Majefty did allow this, 
"and a greater power to a Parliament^ but in that fenfe only, 
f^as he himfclf was a Partthereof^' they appealed toevery 
"man's confciencey that had obfe#?'d theif proceediligs, wh^- 
**ther they disjoyn'd his Majefty from has Parliament, who 
^^had in all humble ways fought his cdncurrence with them, 
** as in that particular abobt Hull, and for the remoral of the 
"Magazine there. To al(b in all other* things j or wiiether 
"thote evil-Councils about htm, had not (eparated him from 
*' his Parliament j not only in diftance of place, but alfbln the 
*'difchargc of the joynt Truft with them, for the Peace and 
"Safety of the Kingdom in that, and ibme other Particulars. 
"They hid given no occafion to*, his Majefty, they iaid, 
"to declare with fo much earneftnefs his reiblution, that he 
"would not fuffer either, or both Houfes by their Votes, 
"without, or againft his G>nicnt, to enjoyn any thing that 
*^ was forbidden by the Law, or to forbid any thing that was 
**enjoyn'd by the .L^w; for their Votes had done no fuch 
"thmg: And as they (hould be very tender of the Law 
"(which they did acknowledge to be the fafeguard, and cu- 
*'ftody of an publick and private Interefts) fo they would 
** never allow a few private rcrfons'about the King, nor his 
"Majefty himfelfin his own Perfon, andoutof hisG>arts, 
*'to be judge of the Law, and that contrary to the Judgment 
''of the higheft Court of Judicature. In like manner, that 
"*'his Majefty had not refufed to coo(ent to any thing, that 
" "might be Jbr the Peace and Happinefs of the Kingdom, 
**thcy could not admit it in any other fenle, but as his Ma- 
"jcfty takcth the meafure of what wiJl be for the Peace and 
** Happinefs of his Kingdom, from fome few ill afteAed Per- 
**fons about him, contrary to the Advice, and Judgment or 
"his great Council of Parliament. And becaule the Advice 
*'of both Houfes of Barliamepit had, through t{)e fuggeftion 
i "of 
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**of evil Counfcllors, been fo much undervalued ef-Iate^and 
** fo ab/blutelj rejeAed and refufcd, they faid, they held it fit 
** to declare unto the Kingdom^ whofe Honour and Intcreft 
^'v^as fo much concern'd in it, what was the Privilege of 
''the Great Council of Parliament herein; and what was 
*^the Obligation f bat lay upon the Kings of this Realm, to 
*'pafs fucR Bills, as are ofter'd to them by both Houfes of 
*' Parliament, in the Name, and for the Good of the whole 
'* Kingdom, whereunto they (land engaged both in Con- 
"fclence, and Juftice, to give their Royal Aflent: in Con- 
*'lcience, in regard of the Oath, that is, or ought to be taken 
*' by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation, as well to 
''.confirm by their Royal Aflint fuch good La\ys,as thePeo- 
^* pie /hall choofe; and to remedy by Law fuch inconveniences, 
*f as the Kingdom may fuffer; as to keep, and proteft the 
'* Laws already in being; as may appear both by. the Form 
*'of the Oath upon Record,and in Books of gooa Authority, 
*^and by the Statute of the zy of Edward the IIL Entituled, 
*^the Statute of Prqvifors of Benefices; the Form of which 
*'Oath, and the Claufe of the Statute that concerneth it, are 
*'as followeth:

Whereupon the faid Commons have prayed our faid 

D o 3 ^ Lord 
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Lord. the King; That fith the Right of the Crown* of £if^- 
landy and the Law of ttie faid Realm is fech, that upon the 
mifchiefs and damages, which happen to this Realm, He 
ought, and is bound by his Oath^ with the accord of his Peo- 
ple in his Parliament, thereof to make Remedy and Law, and 
m removing the mifchiefe, and damages which thereof enfue, 
that it may pleafe Him' thereupon to ordain Remedy. 

Our Lord the King feeing the mifchiefs and damages be- 
fore mentioned, and havitig regard to the Statute made in tUe 
time of his faid Grandfithcr, and to the Caufes contain*d in 
the fame, which Statute holdeth always his Force, and was 
never defeated, repealed, or annulled in any point, and by fo 
much he is bound by his Oath to caufe the lame to be kept 
as the Law of Jiis Realm, though that, by fufferanceand negfi- 
gence, it hath been fithence attempted to the contrary : Alfo 
having regard to the grievous complaints made to him by his 
People, in divers his Parliaments ndden heretofore, willing 
to ordain Remedy for the great damages, and mifchiefs which 
have happen'd, and daily do happen, to the Church o£ England 
by the laid Caufe : 

** H E R E, they faid, the Lords, and Commons claim it di- 
' ** redly as the Right of the ^Crown of England^ and of the 
** Law of the Land, and that the King is bound by his Oath 
*' with the accord of his People in Parliament, to make Re- 
^'medy and Law, upon the mifchiefs and damages, which 
'^happen to this Realm ; and the King doth not deny it, al- 
" though he take occafion from a Statute formerly made by 
^*his Grandfather, which was laid as part of the grounds of 
''this Petition, to fix his Anfwer upon another branch of his 
" Qarh, and pretermits that which is claimed by the Lords and 
** Commons, which he wonld not have done, if it might 
''have been e;ccepte5 agair\fl:. 

"In Juftice, tney faid, they are obliged thereunto, in re- 
"fped of the Truft repofed in them; which is as well to 
^'prefervc the Kingdom by the making new Lauds', where 
** there ihall be need, as by obfcrving of Laws already made : 
*^a Kingdom being, many times, as much expofed to ruine, 
**for the wantof a nav^Law, as by the violation of thofc that 
"are in being: and this is fo clear a Right, that, np dpubt, 
*'his Majefty would acknowledge it to be as due to his Peo- 
**ple, as his Protedion. But how far forth he was oblig'd 
""to follow the judgment of his Parliament therein, that is the 
r Queftlon, And certainly, bclides the words in the King's 
'* Oarh, referring untqJuf h Laws as the People fhall choofe, 
*'as in luch things wliich concern the Publick Weal and (Sood 
'^of^he Kingdom, They are the moft proper judges^ who 

**are 
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^^arefent from the whole Kingdom for that very purpofe^ fo 
'^ they did not find, that finc^ Laws have pafled by way of 
*^ Bills (which are read Thrice in both Houfes, and Corn- 
emitted; and every part, and circumftancc of them fully 
"weighed, and debated upon the Commitment, and aftcr- 
'* wards pafled in both Houfes) that ever the Kings of this 
*' Realm did deny them, otherwife than is exprefled in that 
'*ufual Anfwer, Le Rtri S'^vifera ; which fignifies rather a fu- 
*^fpe;ifion, than a Retufal of the Royal Alfent. And in thofe 
"other Laws, whkh are framed by way of Petitions of Right, 
*^ the Houies of Parliament have taken thcm/el ves to be fo f^r 
" Judges of the Right claimed by tjh^m, that when the King's 
** Anfwer hath not, in every point, been fully accordiflg to. 
*' their defires, they have ftill infiftcdupon their claim> ^nd 
** never refted fatisiy'd, till fuch time as they had an Anfwer 
*' according to their demand ; as had been done in the late Pe- 
"tition of Right, and informer times upon the like occafion: 
'^And if the Parliament be judge between the King and bis 
"People in the Q^eiHon of Right (as by the manner in the 
"claim in Petitions of Right, and by Judgmencs in Parlia- 
*^ment, in cafes of illegal Impofitions and Taxes, and the 
"like it appears to be) why (hoiild they not be fo alfo, in - 
** the Quettion of the Common Good, and Neceffity of the 
"Kingdom; wherein the Kingdom hath as clear a Right alfo 
" to have the benefit, and remedy of Law, as in any thing 
^^whatfoever? And yet they did not deny, but that in Pri- 
*'vate Bills', and alfo in Publick Afts of Grace, as Pardons, 
^'and the like Grants of Favour, his Majeily might have 
^'a greater latitude of Granting, or Denyipg, as he ftiould 
•^ think fit. 

"All this confider'd, they faid, they could not but won- 
"der, that the Contriver of that MeflTagefhould conceive, the 
"People of this Land to be fo void of Common fenfe, as to 
'^ enter into fo deep a miftruft of thofe, whom they have, and 
*^his Majefty ought to repofc fo great a Truft in, as to de- 
"fpair of any fccurity in their private Eftates,.by Defcents, 
"Purchafes, Affurances, or Conveyances; unlefs his Majefty 
"fliould, by His Vote, prevent the prejudice, ijiey might re- 
"ceive therein by the Votes of both Houfes of Pariiamcat ; as 
" if They, who are efpecially chofen, and entrufted for that 
^'parpofe, and who themfolves muft needs have fo great a 
"ihare in all Grievances of the Subjeft, had wholly caft off 
"all care of the Subjeds Good, and his Majefty had folely 
"taken it up; and as if it could be imagined, that They \ 

"ftiould, by their Votes, overthrow the Rights of Dcfcents, 
** Purchafes, or of any Conveyance or Aflurance, in whofe 
** Judgment the whole Kingdom hath placed all their parti-' 

O o 4 "culaf 
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^'cuUr Interefts, if ai>y of them (hould be called in queftion, 
*'in any of thofe cafes; and that (as not knowing wlicfc to 
"place them, with greater fecurity) without any Appeal 
**from Them to any other Perfon, or Court whatfoever. 

"But indeed they were very much to feek, how the Cafe 
^*of HuU could concern Dcfccnts and Purchafes, or Con- 
^* veyances and AfTurances j unlefs it were in procuring- more 
'^fecuritj to Men in their Private Interefts, by rhepreferva- 
'^ tion or the Whole from Confufion, and Dellrudiion 5 and 
" much lefs did they underftand, how the Soveraigri Power 
*^was refitted, and defpiftd therein. Certainly noXommand 
" from his Majefty, and his High Court of Parliament (where 
^^ the Soveraign Power refides) was difobeyed by S"" JiJhn 
^^Hothdm-j nor yet was his Majefty *s Aut;hority deriv'd out 
^*of any other Court, nor by any legal Commif&on, or by 
"4ny other way, wherein the. L4W had appointed his Ma- 
^*jefty*s Commands to'bc deriv'd to his Subjeds; and of what 
^Walidity his Verbal Commands are, without any fuch ftamp 
^*of his Authority upon them, and againft the Order of both 
" Houfcs of Parliament, and whether the not fabmitting 
•^ thereunto, be a refitting and dcfpifing of the Soveraign Au- 
*'tIiority,thcy would leave to all Men to judge, that do at all 
^^undcrftand the Government of this Kingdom^ 

*^ T H E y acknowledged that his Majefty had mad^ many 
"ex|)reflions of his Zeal, and Intentions againft the deiperatc 
*Mefigns of the Papift^; but yet it was alfo as true, that the 
*'Counfels, which had prevail'd of late with him, had:been 
"Hctle fuitable to thofe Expreflions, and Intentioas: For 
** what did more advance the open, and bloody' defign of the 
"Papifts in Ireland (whereon the fecret Plots of the Papifts 
^ here did, in all likelyhood depend) than his Majcfty*s ab- 
^ fenting himfelf, in that manner that he did, from his Parlia- 
*^ noent^ and fetting forth fuch /harp Invedives againft them^ 
^' notwit^hftiinding all the humble Petitions, and other means, 
^ which his Pirliament had addrefled unto him, for his re- 
^ftutn, and for his fatisfacfcion concerning their proceedings? 
*♦. And what was more likely to give a rife to the defigns of 
" the Papifts (whc-ic6f there were fo many in the North, near 
*f to the Town of Hull) and of other Malignant, atid ill Af- 
'^fe<fted Perfi^ns (which were ready tojoyn with them) or to 
"the Attempts of Porrcigncrs from abroad, than the conti- 
*^nuingof that great Magazine at //«//, at this time, and con- 
^\trary to the defirc and advice of both Hou(es of Parliament > 
"So that they had too much caufe to believe, that the Pa- 
'f pifts had ftill fome way and means, whereby they had 
"influence upon his Majefty 's Counfels for their own ad- 
'^ vantage. 

"For 
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** F o R the Malignant Party, they faid, his'Majefty needed 
" not a definition of the Law, nor yet a more fiiU Charafter 
^' of them from both Houfes of Parliament, for to find theiii 
*^oat, if he would pleafe only to apply the Cbarafter, that 
*^Himfelf had made of them, to thofe, uhto whofti it doth 
" properly arid truly belong. Who arc ft> much difaffeftcd to 
'*the Peace of the Kingdom, as they that endeavour rodiP 
•'afFeft hiS'Majefty from the Houfes of Parliament, and per- 
yfwade him to be at lucha diftance from them, both iii 
"place and afFedion? Whd are more difaflfefted totheGo- 
•*vernmcnt of the Kingdom, thai* fuch as lead his Majefty 
"away from hearkning to his Parliament ; which by the Con- 
** ftitution of the Kingdbni, is his grcateft atid belt Council'; 
**and perfwade him to follow the malicious Counfelsof fome 
*^ private Men, in oppofing and contradifting the wholefome 
"Advices, and juft Proceedings df that his moft faithful 
** Council, and higheft Court? Who are they, that not only 
'^negleft and defpife, but labour to undermine the Law un- 
** der colour of maintaining it, but they that endeavour to de- 
**ftroy the Fountain and Confervatory of the Law, which is 
"the Parliament? and who are they that fet up other Rules 
"for themfelve^to walk by, than mch as werc^ according to 
"Law, but they that will make other Judges of the Law than 
"the Law hath appointed ;*and fodifpence with their Obe- 
*'dience to that, which the Law calleth Authority, and to 
"their determinations and refoiations, to whom the judg- 
"ment doth appertain by Law;? For, when private Perfons ' 
*'fliall make the Law* to be their Rule according to their own 
" underftanding, contrary to the judgment of thofe that are 
"the competent Judges thereof, they fet up unto thcmfelves 
^* other Rules than the Law doth acknowledge. Who thofe 
**Pcrfons were, none knew better than his Majcfly himfelf: 
"And if he would pleafe to take^ all poflible caution of them, 
**as deftruAive to the Common-wealth and Himfelf, and 
*^ would remove tliem from about him, it would be the molV 
*'efFcdkual means to compofe ail the Diftradions, and to cure 
^'theDiftcmpers of the Kingdom. 

"For the Lord Dlgbj*% Letter, they faid, they did not 
*' make mention of it as a ground to hinder his Majefty from 
^'vifiting his own Fort; butthey appeai'd to the judgment of 
" any indifferent Man, that Aiould read that Letter, and com-' 
" pare it with the pofture that his Majefty then did, and ftil! 
** doth, ftandift towards the Parlianient, and with the circum- 
"ftances of that late Adion of his Majefty's going to Hull^ 
*^ whether the advifers of that Journey intended only a Vifit 
f^of that Fort, and Magazine? 

J* As to the ways and overtures of Accommodation, and 

"the 
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"the Mef&ge of the twentieth of JdnuAn laft, fo often 
" prefled^ but ftill in vain, as was alledg'd : Their Anfwer was, 
^^That although (o often as that Mefiage of the twentieth of 
*^ Janudty bad been preiTed, fo often had their Privil^es been 
^^cleiirly infringed, toat a way and o^echod of proceedings 
f ^ (hould be prefcribed to theoi, as well for the fettling of his 
"Majefty's Revenue, as for the prefenting of their own Ete- 
*' fires (a thing which in former Parliaments had always been 
*^ excepted againft, as a breach of Privilege) yet, in refped 
''to the matter contained in that Meflage, and out of ^eir 
^'earneft defire to beget a good underftanding between his 
^' Majefty and them, tliey fwallowfd down all matters of Cir- 
^'cumftance; and had e re that time prefented the chief of 
'^ their deiires to his Majefty, had they not been interrupted 
^' with continual Denials, even of thole things that were ne- 
^ ceffary for their orefent Security, and Sul^ftence ^ and had 
** not thofe Denials been followed with perpetual Invedives 
"againft Them, and their Proceiedings; and hadnotthofe^ 
'^ Invedives been heap'd upon them fo thick one after another 
"(who were in a manner already taken up wholly with the 
^^ prelSng Affairs of this Kingdom, and of the Kingdom of 
^' IreUnd) that as they had liti^ encouragement from thence, 
•* to hope for any good Anfwers to their Defires, fb they had 
'^ not {o much time left them to perfed them iti fuch a man* 
" ner, as to offer them to his Majefty. 

*' T H E Y confeifed it to be a Refolution moft worthv of a 
*' Prince, and of his Majefty, to (hut his Ears againft any 
*'that would incline him to a Qvil W^t; and to abhor the 
**vety appreheniion of it. Bat they could not believe that 
*'mirui to have been in them, that came with his Majefty to 
'*'the Houfe of Cnnmons; or in them that accompanied 
"his Majefty to HamptOH-Court, and appeared in a Warlike 
*'mamier at Kp^fim upon Thames \ ox in tlivers of them, 
"who foUow'd his Majefty lately to i&fl; or in them, who 
** after drew their Swords in Tork^ demanding. Who woM be 
*^f0r the Kif^; nor in them that advifed his Majefty to dc- 
"clare S' ^obn Hotham a Traytor, before the Meflage was, 
" font concerning that bufinefs to the Parliament, or to make 
'^ Propofitions to the Gentlemen of the County of TVri^to af^ 
"fift his Majefty to proceed againft him in a way of Force, 
** before he had, or pofEbly could receive an Anfwer from 
•^ the Parliament, to whom he had lent to demand Juftice of 
"them againft S' ^obn U^tbam for that Fad: and if thofe 
"Malign^t Spirits ihoold ever force tliem to defend their 
"Religion, the Kingdom, the Privileges of Parliament, and 
" the Rights, and Liberties of the Subjeds, with their Swords ; 
'^thc Bloody and Deflxudioa that (hould enfue thereupon, 

"muft 
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'^maft be wholly caft upon their Account; God, and their 
'^own Cooiciences told them, that they were dear; and thef 
*< doubted not, but God, and the whole World would clear 
** them therem..' 

"For Captain Lffi they had not faid that he was accufed, 
*'or that there was any Cluirge againft him, for the bringing 
**up of the Army i but that he was eraplov'd in that bufincis.* 
'*And for that concerniog the Earl oi Ntw-CaJlUf men-* 
^' tion'd by his Maiefty, which v/e^s faid to have been asked 
**iongfince, and t^at it was not eafy to be Anlwerd: They 
'^conceiv'd it* was a QueiUon of more difficulty, and harder 
*^to be Anfwer'd, why, when his Majefty held it necciFary, 
'*upon the fame grounds that firft moved frotn the Houles of 
'^ Parliament, that a Governour ftiould be placed in that Town, 
^^ S^ John Hothanu a Gentleman of known Fortune and In* 
^^tegfity, and a rerfbn of whom both Houfes of Parliament 
*' had expreifed their Confidence, ftiould be refufed by his Ma- 
*^]dij'y ^d the Earl ofNew-Caftle (who, by the way, was fo 
^'far named in the bufinefs of bringing up tne Army, that al-* 
'though there was not^round enough for a Judicial Proceed- 
ing, yet there was ground of fufpicion ; at leaft his Repv** 
**tation was not left (b unblemi/h'd thereby, as that he fhould 
'^ be thought the fitteft Man in EngUnd for that Employment 
**of i^J fhould be fent down, in a private way from his- 
'^ Majefty to take upon him that Government? And why he 
^* fhould diiguiie faimfelf under another Name, when he came 
** thither, as he did ? But whofoever fhould crafider, together 
** with thofe circumftances, that of the time when S' John Ho^ 
*' tbam was appointed, by both Houfes of Parliament, to take 
"upon hiijx that Employment, which .was prefcntly after his 
'^Majefty's coming to the Houfe of Commons, and upon tlie 
"retiring himfelf to/£wn^rw»-Cai»rr, and the Lord's Di^Ajr's af- 
^^fembling of Cavaliers ztKing^ upon Thames, would find 
** reafbn enough , why that Town of Hull fliould be com- 
" mitted rather to S^Jobn Hotbdm^ by the Authority of both 
''Houfes of Parliament, than to the Earl o(Nn4^-Caftle^ fcnt 
" from his Majefty in that manner that he was. And for the 
"Power, that S' JohnHotham had from the two Houfes c^ ^ 
" Parliament, the better it was known and underftood, they 
"were confident the more it would be approved and jufti- 
**fied: and as they did not conceive, that his Majefty 's re* 
"fiifal to have that Magazine removed, could ^ive any advan- 
" tage againft him to have it taken from him ; and as no fuch 
"thing was done, fo they could not conceive, for what other 
" Reafon any fhould Counfel his Majefty, not to fuft'er it to 
" be remov'd, upon the defire of both Houfes of Parliament ; 
*^ except it were, that they had an intention to make ufe of 
" it againft them. "They 
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*'Th B y faid, they did not acept agaioft cfaofe tlut pre- 
* ^ fented a Petition to hisMajdly at Tark^ for the Continuance 
'^ of the Magazine at Hull, in refped of their Condi tion, or in 
** refpeA of their Number ; becaufe they wcfe mean Perfons, 
**^or oecaufe thcjr were few • 'but becaufe they bdng but a 
•'few, and there being fo many more in the County of as 
•^•good Qoah'tyas themfelves (who had, bv,dieir Petition to 
*^his Majefty, diiavow'd that Ad of theirs) that they (hould 
•'take upon them the Style of all the Gentry, and Inhabitants 
•* of that County; and, under that Title, Should prefuroe to 
•* interpofe their Advice contrary to the Votes <rf both Houlcs 
•*of Parliament : And, if it coula be made to appear, that any 
•*of thofe Petitions, that are faid to have been prefentcd to 
••the Honfes of Parliament, atid to have been of a ftrange 
•^nature, were of fiich a nature as that, they were confident, 
••that they were never receiv'd with their Cpnfent and Ap- 
•• probation. 

' ••Whether there was an intention todefxri^y S'^obn 
^Hotbam of his Life, if his Mi^efty had been admitted into 
*'Hull; and whether the Informatid#were inch, as that he 
••had ground to believe it, they would not bringpintaqueibion; 
•• for that was not, nor ought to have been, the ground for 
•• doing what he did : Neirfier was the Number of his Ma- 
•• jefly's Attendants, for being more or fewer, much confidcr- 
••able in this Cafe $ for although it were true, that if his 
•• Majefty had enlaer'd with twenty Horfe only, he might hap- 
••pily have found means for to have forced the Entrance of 
•• the reft of his Train ; who, being once in the Town, would 
•• not ha^e been long without Arms ; yet that was not the 
••ground, upon which. S^y^knHotbam was to proceed; but 
•*upon the Admittance of the King into the Town at aU, 
•^fo as to deliver up the Town and Magazine unto him^ and 
•* to- whomfocver he fhould give the Command thereof, with- 
•*Qut the Knowledge and Confent of both Houies of Par- 
•Miament, by whom he was entrufted to the contrary: and 
••his Majefty havihg declared that to be his intention con- 
••cerning the Town, in a MefTage that he fent to the Parlia- 
•• ment, not long before he went to Uulli faying, that he did 
••not doubt; but that Town /hould be delivered up to him, 
-••whcnfoever he pleafed, as fuppoiing it to be kept againft 
••him j and in like manner concerning his Magazine, in his 
••Meffdge of the 24*l» otAfril, wherein it is exprefl^, tliat 
••bis Majefty went thither, with a purpofe to take into his 
•• hands the Magazine,<and to difpofe of it ia fuchmannery as 
•* he fhould think fit c Upon thofe Terms, S' J^bn Hotbam 
*' could not have admitted his Majefty, and have made good 
•'his Truft to the Parliament^ though nis Majefty would have 

••enter'd 
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"entered alone^ without any Attendants .at all of liisown» 
"or of the Prince or Duke his Son; which, they did not

"In the clofe df that MeflTage, his Majefty ftated the Caft

^^Hitham was levying War againft the King^; and coofe- 
** quenily, tlat it wasi no Icfcxhan HighTreafon, by the Lci- 
^* ter of the Statute of the ay Eiw* III. ch. a. unleis the.fenie 
"of that Statute were vcfy.far diiFering< grom the Letter 
^* thereof. 

^^ In the fbiring of that Cafe^ they faid, divi^s.Particidaw 
''might beohffsfr'd, wherein it was not rightly fta^d ; As, - 

!• ''That his Majefly /going xo^HuU^ ^i^ctiyi^ax w- 
'*deavour to ?ifit a Town, dnti-Fort of his: whereas it was 
'' indeed taPofTei^ himfelf of <heTown, and M^assine tbw,

**pf that Statute j and fo much the Statute it felf ipeaks (be- 

^*des the Authority of Book-Ca&s j Precedents of divers 

**Traytow coodemn'd upon' that interpretation tlrelreof ) For 

"^ If the Claufc-'of Levying: of W«t had been meant only a- 

'**gainft the King's Perfon, What need had there- been dicrcof 

'^ after the othfer branch of tVeafon, in the fame Statute, of 

^Niompaffing rtie King's De^hy which would neceflfarily have 

^impHed thisl?^ 'And becaufe the former Cade doth imply 

^' this, it feems not at all to bd^iiitetided in this ktter branch ; 

^*but onlv the Levying of War againft the King, that is, 

•^'againft his Laws and Authority : and the Levying of War 

-'^againft his Laws and Authority, though not againft liis Per-

'^ H B R B was then, they'faid, their Cafe : In a time of fo 
, *^mdny fucceflive Plots, and Defigns of Force againft thcPar- 
"^'Jiament, and the Kingdom j in a time of prdbable Invafion 
•*from abroad, and that to begin at /ftfl, atid to take the op- 
'** j)ortuftity of fcizing upon fo great a Magazine there 5 in a 
•* rime of lb great diftance ahd alienation of his Majefty's Af- 
•^fedion from his Parhament (and in Them from hisKing- 
''dom, which they reprefent ) by the wicked fuggeftions of 
•'a few Malignant Perfons, by whofe mifchievous Counlels 
"he was wholly led awav from his Parliament, and their 
*' faithful Advices and Counfels: In fuch a dme, the Lords 
•*and Commons in Parliament command S' Jtlhn Hetham, to 
^'draw in fome of the Train'd-bands of the parts adjacent to 
-*^ the Town ofHully for the fecufing that Town and Maga- 
^*2ine for the Service of his Majefty, and of the Kingdom : 
"of the fafety whereof there is a higher Truft repofcd in 
*'Them, than any where elfc; and they are the proper Judges 
*' of the danger thereof, 
"Thi« Town and Maga;tjtt? being entruftcd to S^fobn 
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'* fAtbdm, with e)cpref$ order not to deliver tliem ap, but by 
'• tlie King's Authority fignified by both Hoafcs of ParHamenti 
**his Majefty, contrary to the Advice andDiredlons of both 
** Houfes of Parliament, without the Authority of any Court, o^ 
** any Legal way, wherein the Law appoints, the King to fpeak 
''and command, accompanied with the i^me evil Cbunctl 
'^ about him that he had befc^e^ by a Verbal command requires 
^'S^7vbn H^ham to admit him into thcTown^ that he might 
'Mii^fe of It, and of the Magazine there, according to his 
•*own, or rather according to lie pleafiire of thofe evil 
^'Connfellors, who are ftili in fo much credit about him; in 
^^ like manner as the Lord Digh had continual recoarle unto^ 
*' and.countenance from, the Queen's Majefty in HMaud ; by 
'^ which means he had opp^rtttnity ftill to cbinmttnicate his 
^'Traiterou^ conceptions, and iuggeftionstoboth their Ma« 
** jetties; fuch as thofe were cohcerning hisMajefty's retiring 
'* to a place of Strength, and declaring himfelt, ^nd his owa 
** advancing his Majefty^s Scfrvice in fuch a way iseyond the 
^' Seas, and after that refbrtihg to' his Majefty la ittchia place 
"of ftrength; and divers other things of that naijure, con* 
** tained in his Letter to the Qgeen's Majefty, and to S' Ltwh 
^* Dives; aPeribn, that had not the leaft part in this late bufi- 
**nefs pi Hull, and was prefently difpatclied away into Hal* 
^Udnd, loon after his Ma j^^ftyV return froitt Hull; for what 
^^Purpoie, they left the wortd to judge, 

*' Upon the refufal ofS'^n Hatham to admit his Ma- 
^^j^J into HmU, prefently, without any due procefs of Law, 
** before his Majelty had tent up the narration of his Fad to. 
*' the Parliament, he was proclaim'd'Traytor 5 and yet it was 
•*faid, that therein was no violation of the Subjeds Rights, 
*'nor any breach of the Law, nor of the Privilege of Parlia- 
'*ment, though S^ jfchn fhth^m be a Member of the Hoafe 
*^ of Commons ; and that his Majefty muft have better irea- 
**fbn than birc Votes, to believe the contrary 5 although the 
" Votes of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the 
*' Great Council of the Kingdom, are the reafon of the King, 
*' and of the Kingdom : yet thefe Votes, they faid, did not 
" want clear and apparent reafbn for them ; for if tlie iblemn 
" proclaiming him a Traytor fignify iiny thmg, it puts a Man; 
**and all thofe thai>any^way aid, affift, or adhere unto him, 
*'in the iamc condition of Tray tors; and draws upon him * ' 
*' all the confeauences of Treafon : And if that might be done 
"by Law, witnout due procefs of Law, the Subjeft hath a 
"very poor defence of the Law, and a very imall, if any, 
"proportion of Liberty thereby. And it is as little fatif^ 
" faftion to a Man, that jfhall be expofed to fuch Penalties, 
'•by that Declaration of him to be Traytor, to fay he /hall 

"have 
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^' hdve a legal Tryal afterwards^ as it i» to condenm, a Maa 
*f firft, and try him afterwards. And if there could be ane- 
'**ceffity for any fuch prodaimii^ a Man a Traytor without 
^f due proceis of Law^ yet theire Was none in this cafe; for 
^^ his Majcfty juight as well have expeded the judgment of 
P Parlianaent (which was the right way) as he had leifure 
fHo fend.tot them to demand }$i(^ce againft S^Jobn Hotbdm, 
ffAnd the breach of Privilege of Parliament w^;s as clear in 
/f this Cafe, as the fubver£on of the Subjeds Common right: 
f ' For, though the Privileges of Parliament do not extend to 
4** thofe Cafesy naention d in the Declaration^ of Treafbn, Fe- 
y lony, and Bi^ch of Peace, fo as to exempt the Members 
f^of Parliamait;^^^ from .puniftxmeai;> nor from all .manner of 
K^ PfoccfeaxwiTryal, a^ it 4oth in other Cafes; yet it doth Pri- 
-^vllege tli^minthe Way, and Method of their Tryal and 
f ' Pumflimeoti aufid that tne Pgrliaooent (hould have the Caale 
i" fir ft brought before theni, that they may judge pf the Fad, 
;^ arid 6f the grounds pf the Accpfation ; ana how £u: forth the 
f^mannerof their Tryal may concern, or not concern the Pri- 
." vilege of Parliament. Otherwife. it would be in the power, 
** not oiiW of hi§ Majefty^ .bat of every Private Man, under 
^' pretenm)ns of Treaibns, or tho/e oth€^ Crimes,- to take any 
-^'Man from his Service in Parliament; and lb as many, one 
"after another^ as he plealeth; and, confequcntly, to make 
" a Parliament what he will, when he will j whicn would be 
-' abreach of ibfifTential a Privilege of Parliament, a^ that the 
."very Being th^rtof depends upon it. And therefore they 
"no ways doubted but every One, that had taken the Pro- 
**teftation, would, according to his Solemn Vow, and Oath, 
^'defend it with his Life, and Fortune. Neither did die fit- 
"ting of a Parliament fuip^nd all, or any Law, in maintain- 
**ing that Law, which upholds the Privilege of Parliaments 
"which upholds the Parliament ^ which upholds the King- 
^'dom. And they were fo far from believing, that his Ma- 
"jefty was the, only Perfon againft whom Treafon could not 
"oe committed, that, in fome fenfe, they acknowledged he 
** was th^ only Perfon againft whom it Could be conunitted ; 
"that is, as he is King : and that Treafon which is againft 
"the Kingdom, is more againft the King, than that which is 
"againft his Perfon; becaufc he is King:, For that veryTrca- 
"fon is not Treafon, as it is againft him as a Man, but as 
"a Man that is a King; and as he hach relation to the King- 
**doro, and ftands as a Perfon entrufted with the Kingdom, 
'^ and difcharging that Truft. 

. f* Now, they faid, the Cafo was truly ftated, and all the 
'^ world might judge where the Fault was; although they 
" muft avow,ihat thsre CQu^d be oq cpropetenf Judge pf this. 
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^^or any the like Ca{e> but a Parliament. And they were as 
^^confiaent, that his Majefty flionld never have cauie to re^^ 
** fort to any other Ojurt, or Courfe, for the vindication of 
'^ his juft Privileges, and for the recovery and maintenance 
''of his known^ and undoubted Rights, if there Ihould be any 
*^Invafion, or Violation. thereof, than lo his high Court of 
** Parlianoent : And, in cafe thofe wicked Coun&Uors ab^ut 
*'him, fhould drive him into any other Courfe from, and 
**againft his Parliament, what ever his Majefty *s ezpreflions, 
^'and intentions were, they ihould appear go all men's Con- 
^' fciences ; and dcfirei that they fhouid lay their hands upou 
••their hearts, and think with themfelves^ whether fuch Per- 
^^ fons, has had of late, and 9ii!i\ did refbrt unto his Majefty, 
''and had his ear, and favour moft^ either had been, or were 
**more Zealous Affertors of the true Proteftant Profefiion 
** (although they believed they were moreearneft in the Pro- 
•' teftant Profoffion^ than in the Proteftant Religion ) or the 
'' Law of the Land, the Liberty of the Subjed, and the Privi- 
*' leges of the Parliament, than the Members of both Houfos 
*'of Parliament; who were infinuaced to be the Deferters, 
•' if not the Deftroy ers -of them : And whether if they could 
'^mafter this Parliament by force, they would not hold up 
*^ the fame power to deprive us of all Parliaments j which are 
"the Ground, and Pillar of the Subjeds Liberty, and that 
^^ which only maketh England a free Monarchy. 

"For the Order of Affiftance to the Committee of both 
"Houfes ; as they had no Diredlons or Inftruftions, but 
*• what had the Laws for their Limit*?, and the Safety of the 
" Land fpr their Ends, fo they doubted not but all Perfons 
^'mention'd in thatOrder, and all his Majefty 's good Sub- 
•^ jeds, would yield Obedience to his Majefty 's Authority, 
*^ fignified therda by both Houfes of Parliament. And that 
'* all Men might the better know their dutv in matters of that 
"nature, and npon how fure a ground They go, that fpUow 
"the judgment of Parliament for their Guide, they wi(hed 
** them judicioufly to confider the true meaning, and ground 
*' of that Statute made in the eleventh Year of King //r».VIL' 
" ch. I. which was print^ at large in the end of his Majefty's 
" McflTage of the fourth of May : That Statute provides, that 
"none who ftiall attend upon the King, and do him trueSer- 
" vice, /hould be attainted, or forfeit any thing. What was 
" theScope of that Statute ? To provide that Men ihould not 
**iuffer as Tray tors, for fcrving the King in his Wars accord* 
"ing to the duty of their Allegiance? If this had been all, 
^*it had been a very needlefs, and ridiculous Statute. Was 
"it then intended (us The v feem*d to take the meaning of it 
^^to be, that caufett it to be printed after bi^ Majefty's Mef- 

VolLPartz. Pp "iige) 
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^^fege) that They (hould be free iirom all Crime and Pe- 
"nalty, that fhould follow the Kitig, and ferve him in War 
«4it any cafe whatfoevcr ; whether it were for, or againft the 
•'Kingdom, and the Laws thereof? That could not be j for 
•'that could not Ibind with the Duty of their Allegiance; 
'^ which, in the beginning of the Statute, was exprefled to be 
*' to ferve the King for the time being in his Wars, for the 
'^defence of Him, and the Land; and therefore if it be 
<* againft the Land (as it cannot be underftood to be oAer- 
**wife, if It be againft the Parliament, the Reprefenutivc 
**'body of the Kingdom) it is a declining from the duty of 
** Allegiance; which thus Sutute fuppofed may be dooe, 
"^though Men fliould follow the King's Pcrfon in the War : 
"Otherwife there had been no need of fuch a Provifo in the 
":end of the Statute, that none fliould take the benefit th^rc- 
*<by, that ftiouid decline from their Allegiance, That thcre- 
**^fore which is the principal Verb in this Statute is. The 
^*-j(crving of the King for tne time being ; which could not 
<*= be meant ofFerkfn Witfbeck^ or any that fliouId call himielf 
'*King; but fuch a One, as whatever his Title might prove, 
<^ cither in Himfel^ or in his Aoceftors, ftiould be received, 
«'and acknowledged for fuch by the Kingdom ; the G>nfent 
*' whereof cannot be difcernd but by Parliament ; the Aft 
^^ whereof is the hSi of the whole Kingdom, by the Perfonai 
"Suffrage of the Peers, and the delegate Confent of all the 
" Commons of England. 

*' A N D Henry the VIL a wife King, confidering that what 
*'was the cafe o(Rkh. IIL his Predeceffor> might, by chance 
'* of Battle, be his own ; and that he might at once, by fuch 
"a Statute as this, fatisfy fuch, as had fetv'd his Predeceffor 
*'in his Wars, and alfo fecure thofe, which would ferve him, 
^^ whonnight otherwife fear to ferve him in the Wars ; left, 
*^by chance of Battle, that might happen to him aUb (if a 
''Duke of r^^il;. had fee up a Title a^inft him ) which had 
''happened to his Predeceffor j he procured this Statute to be 
''made. That no man fliould be accounted a Tray tor for 
'^ferving the King, in his Wars for the time being, that is, 
''which was for die prefent allowed, and received by the 
'Parliament in behalf of the Kingdom: And, as it is truly 
" fuggefted, in the preamble of the Sutute, it is not agreeable 
"to Reafon or Confcience that it fliould be otherwife; fee- 
*^ing Men fliould be put upon an Impoflibility of knowing 
"their Duty, if the judgment of the higheft Court fliould not 
"be a Rule, and Guide to them. And if the judgment there- 
"of fliould be followed, where the Queftion is^ who is King? 
^ '^ much more, what is the beft Service of the King, and King- 
"dom } .^d therefore thofe^ ^ho fliould guide themfelve^ 
' "by 
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*'by the judgment of Parliament ought, whatever happen, 
*' to be fccure and free from all Account and Penalties, upon 
**the Grounds and Equity of this very Statute. 

^'Th E Y faid. They would conclude, that although thofe 
*' wicked CounfcIIors about his Majefty, had prefum'd, uli- 
*'der his Majefty 's Name, to put that diflionour, and affront 
''upon both Houfes of Parliament; and to make Them the 
'^countenancers ofTreafon, enough to have dilTolv'd all the 
'* bands, and finews of confidence between his Majefty, and 
**his Parliament (of whom the Maxim of the Law is, that a 
'^ difhonourablc thing ought not to be imagin'd of them) yet 
** they doubted not, but it fliould, in the end, appear to all 
*^ the world, that their endeavours had been moft hearty and 
^'fincere, for the maintenance of the true Proteftant Reli^ 
''gion; the King's juft Prerogative^ the Laws, and Liberties 
*'of the Land ; ana the Pxivilcees of Parliament : in which 
*' endeavours, by the Grace of God, they would ftill perfift, 
" though they ihoald perifh in the work 5 which if it (hould 
"be, it was much to Be fear'd, that Religion, Laws, Liberties, 
'^ and f arliamcn ts, would not be long lived after them. 

This Declaration wrought more upon the minds of Men^' 
than all that they had done; for the bufinefs at HuU was, by 
very m^fly, thought to be done before projefted; and the Ar- 
gument of the Militia to be enter 'd upon at firft in pafHoii^ 
and afterwards purfucd with that vehemence, infenfibly, by 
d)eing engaged ^ and that both extravagancies had £q muca 
weighed down the King's f tefpafles, in coming to the Houfe 
and accufing the Members, ^hat a reafonable agreement would 
have been the fooner. confented to on all hands. But when, 
by this Declaration, ttiey faw Fpundations laid, upon which 
not only what had been already done, woiild be well jufti- 
fied, but whatfoever they fliould, hereafter^ find convenient 
to fecond what was already done^ and that not only the KiAg, 
but the Regal Power was cither, fuppreflcd^ or dcpofited in 
other hands ; the irregularity, ana monftroufiiefs of whick 
Principles found little oppofition or refiftance, even for the 
Irregularity and Monftroulnefs: Very many thought it as un- 
fafe to be prefent at thofe Coofultations, as to confcnt to the 
Conclufions ; and fo great Numbers oif the Members of both 
Houfes abfenting themfelvcsi and many, efpecially of the 
Houfe of Peers, refortcd to his Majefty at Tork* So that, in 
the Debates of the highcft confequence there was not ufual- 
ly prefent, in the Houfe of Commons, the fifth part f)f their 
jiift Numbers; and very often, not above a Dozen orThir** 
teen, in the Houfe of Peers. In the mean time the King 
had a full Court, and rcceiv'd all Comers with great clemen- 
cy, and grace i calling always all the Peeii to Council, and 
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communicating with them all fuch Declarations, as he thought 
fit to publifh in Anfwer to thofe of the Parliament; and ail 
McfTagcs, and whatever clfc was ncceflary to be done for the 
improvement of his condition : And having now the Great 
Seal with him, iflucd fuch ProclamAtions, as were feafbnable 
for the Prefervation of the Peace of the Kingdom. Firft he 
publifh'd a Declaration in Anfwer to that of the nineteenth 
of M47, in which his Majcfty faid, 
16 lAAjefij't *'T H AT if he could be weary of taking any pains for the 
"^"^" *• fatisfadion of his People, and to undeceive them of thole 
r»#»»/rlT *^fpeciotts, mifchievous infiifions, which were daily inftill'd 
t9th rf "into them to ftiake, and corrupt their Loyalty, and Affc- 
^*^* " ftion to his Majcfty and his Government, after fb fiill, and 
**ample Declaration of himfclf and Intentions, and fo fair 
**ana (atisfadory Anfwers to all iuch matters as had been 
"objcfted to him, by a Major part prefent to both Houfes 
"of Parliament, He might well give over that labour of his 
" Pen ; and fit ftill, till it ftiould pJcafe God to enlighten the 
*^**afFcaions, and underftandings of his good Subjefts on his 
** behalf (which he doubted not, but that, in His good Time, 
'**he would do) that they might fee His fiifferings were 
*' Their fufferings : but fince, inftead of applying themfeUes 
**to the method, prbpofed by hisMajefty, of jaaking fuch 
** fblid particular Propofiticns, as might eilabli/h d good ui>- 
*' derftanding between them, or of following the advice of 
'** his Council of Scotland ( with whom they communicated 
* *' their affairs ) in forbearing all means that might make the 
** breach wider, and the wound deeper ^ they hsA chpfen to 
"purfiie his Majefty with new Reproaches, or rather to con- 
**tinue and improve the old, bv adding, and varying little 
** Circumftahccs and Language^ m matters formerly urged by 
**them, and fully Anfwcr'd by his Majcfty, He had pre vail 'd 
"with himfelf, upon very mature and particular confidera- 
**tion of it, to Anfwer the late printed Book, Entituled, 
**A Declaration, or Remonftrance of the Lords and G>m- 
''mons, which was order'd, the nineteenth of M^jlaft, to be 
*' printed and publiftied ; hoping then, that they would put 
**his Majefty to no more of tliat trouble, but that Tnat 
**fliould have been the laft of fiich a Nature they would have 
*' communicated to his People; and that they would not, as 
** they had done fince, have thought fit to aflault him with 
*'a newer Declaration, indeed of a very New nature, and 
**Leaftiing; which fliould have another Anfwer: and he 
** doubted not, but that his good Subjefts would, in fhort 
*' time, be fo well inft ruded in the differences, and miftakings, 
** between them, that they would plainly difcem, without re- 
*'figning then: reaiR)n and undcritanding to Hi$ Prerogative, 
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"or the Infallibility of a now Major part of both Hou/es of 
''Parliament (infedcd by a few Malignant Spirits) where 
** the Fault was. 

"Hi s Majefty laid. Though he fliould, with all humility 
*^and alacrity, be always forward to acknowledge the Infinite 
** Mercy, and Providence of Almighty God, vouchfafcd, fb 
*'many fevcral ways, to Himfelf and this Nation ; yet fince . 
^'God himfelf doth not allow, that wc fliouId fancy, ,and. 
'^ create dangers to our felves, that we might manifcft, and 
*' publirti his Mercy in our Deliverance; he muft profefs, that 
*'ne did not know thofe Deliverances, mcntion'd in the be- 
*' ginning of that Declaration, from fo many wicked Plots 
*' and Defigns, fince the beginning of this Parliament; which, 
*' if they had taken effed, would have brought mine and dc- 
** ftruftion upon this Kingdom. Hi^ Majefty well knew the 
** great labour and skill, which had been ufed to amu(e, and 
** affright his good Subjeds with fears, and apprehenfions of 
** Plots and Con/piracies ; the feveral Pamphlets publirti'dj^ 
*^and Letters fcatter'd up and down, full ot fuch ridiculous 
*' contemptible Animadverfions to that purpofc, as (though 
**thcy found, for whatend.Gbd knows, very unufual c;ounte- 
*' nance ) no Sober Man would be moved with them. But, 
*'he muft confe/s, he had never been able to inform himfelf 
**of any fuch pernicious, form'd defign againft the Peace of 
** the Kingdom, fince the beginning of this Parliament, as 
** was mention'd in that Declaration ; or which might be any 
** Warrant to thofc great fears, both Houfes of Parliament 
**feem'd to be tranfported with ; but he had grei^t reafbn to 
'^ believe, that more mifchief and danger had been raifqd and 
"begotten, to the difturbance of the Kingdom, than cured 
*^and prevented, by thofe FearSj, and Jcaloufies. And there- 
"fore, however the rumour, and difcoitrfe of Plots and Con-*, 
"fpiracies, might have been.necefiary to the defigns of par-- 
"ticularMen, they fliould do well not to pay any f^lfc Dcvo- 
"tions to Almighty God, who difcerns whether Qut- dangers i 
"are real, or pretended. * . 

" For the oringing up of the Army to Londo^y as his Ma- 
** jefty had heretorore,^ by no other direftipn than the tefti-' . 
"mony of a good Confcience, wll'd God to witnofs that he 
"never had, or knew of any fuch Refolution; Co he faid,, 
"upon the view of the Depofitions now pubJifh'd with tl;at 
" Declaration, it was not evident to his Majefty, that there 
"was ever fuch a Defign; unlefs every loofe Difcourfe, or 
"Argument, be evidence enough of a Defign: And it was 
"apparent, that what had been faid of it, was near three 
"Months before the difcovery to both Houfes of Parlia-r 
" meat ; (o that if there were any danger threatcn'd that way. 
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*'it vanithed without any refiftance or prevention by thcWiC- 
**dom. Power, or Authority of thetn. 

"It feem'd the intention of that Declaration, whatfoevcr 
*' other end it had, was to Aniwer a Declaration, they had 
^' received from his Majefty, in Anfwcr to that which was pre- 
**fented to his Majefty zt New-Market the ninth oi March 
^Maft; and likewife his Anfwcr to the Petition rf both 
•*Houfcs, prefented to him at T^kj, the 7,6^ q£ March: Bat, 
*' before it fell upon any particular of his Majefty s Dccia- 
*' ration or Anfwer, it complained that the Heads df the Ma- 
♦4ignant Party had, with much Art and Induftry, advifed him 
"to fuffer divers unjuft Scandals, and Imputations upon the 
** Parliament, to be publiflied in His Name, whereby they 
** might make it odious to the People, and, by their help, 
•*deftrOy it: but not inftancing in any one Scandal, or Im- 
*• putation, fo publirticd by his Majefty, he was, he faid, ftill 
** to feek for the Heads of that Malignant Party. But his good 
^'Subjeds would eafily underftand, that if he were guilty of 
*'that AfocrCon, he muft not only be aAivc in raifing the 
*' Scandal, but paffive in the mifchief begotten by that Scan- 
**dal, his Majefty being an EfTeritial part of the Parliament; 
^'and he hoped the juft defence of Himfelf and his Autho- 
^.' rity, and the neceflary vindication of his Innocence and 
** Jufticc from the Imputations laid on him, by a Major part 
"then prefent of either or both Houfes, ftiould no more be 
"caird a Scandal upon the Parliament, than the opinion of 
"^uch a part be reputed an A(St of Parliament : And lie hoped 
** his good Subjeds would not be long mifled, by that com- 
^'mon cxpreffion in all the Declarations, wherein they ufiirp 
^^the word Parliament, and apply it to countenance any Re- 
*'fblution or Vote fonip few had a mind to make, by calling 
"it the j^efolution ot Parliament ; which could never be 
•* without his Majefty 's Confcnt; neither could the Vote of 
** either or both Houies make a greater alteration in the Laws 
^* of the Kingdom (fo folemnly made by the Advice of their 
"Prcdeceffors, with the Concurrence of his Majefty and his 
^^ Anceftors) cither by Commanding or Inhibiting any thing 
*'(be{ides the known rule of the'Law) than his nnglc Dirc- 
•' aion or Mandate could dp, to which he did not afcribe that 
"Authority, 

**B u T that Declaration informed the People, that the Ma- 
♦'lignant Party had drawn his Majefty into the Northern 
" parts, far from his Parliament. It might, his Majefty faid, 
" more truly and properly have (aid, that it had Driven, than 
** Drawn hin^ thitner; fpr, he confcfled, his Journey thithpr 
" ( for which he had no other rcafon to be iorry, than with 
^'reference to the Caufe of it) w^s only forced up/on him, by 

"the 
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*'thc trae M^ignant Party 5 which contrived and counte- 
'^^ nanced thofe barbarous Tumults, and other Seditious Cir- 
*^ cuipftances^ of which he had fo often complain'd, and here- 
inafter (hall iay more; and which indeed threatened fo much 
'^ danger to his Perfon, and laid fb much Scandal upon the 
•'Privilege, and Dignity of Parliament, that he wonder'd it 
'* could be mentioned without blufhes or indignation : But of 
** that, anon : But why the Malignant Party ftiould be charged 
*^ with the caufing a Profs to be traofported to Tankj, his Ma- 
** jefty faid, he could not imagine ; neither had any Papers or 
"Writings iffued from thence, to his knowledge, « but what 
'*.had been extorted from him by fuch Provocations,, as had 
** not been before oflfer'd to a King. And, no doubt, it would 
*^ appear a moft trivial, and fond Exception, when all Prcfles 
** were open to vent whatfoever they thought fit to fay to the 
*' People (a thing unwarranted by former cuftom) that his 
**Majefty (hould not make ufe of all lawful means to publifti 
*'his jttft, and neccffary Anfwers thereunto. As for the Au- 
•'thority of the Great Seal (though he did' not know that it 
** had been neceflary to things of that nature) the fame fhould 
** be more frequently ufed hereafter, as occafion /hould re- 
** quire ; to which he made no doubt, but the greater, and 
** better part of his Privy Council would Concur; and whofe 
** Advice he was refolv'd to follow, as far as it ihould be 
^' agreeable to the Good, and Welfare of the Kingdom. 

** B B F o R B that Declaration vouchfafed to infill upon any 
** particulars, it was pleafed to cenfurc both his Majcfty's Dc- 
^'claration and Anfiver to be fill'd with harfti Ccnlures, and 
^'cauflefs Charges upon the Parliament (ftill mifapplying the 
^' word Parliament to the Vote of both Houfes) concerning 
** which they rcfolve to givefatisfa^ion tothcKingdbm, fince 
*^ they found' it very difficuft to fatisfy his Majefty . If, as in 
*' the tt&ge of the word Parliament, they had left his Majefty 
*^out of their thoughts; fo by the word Kingdom, they in- 
** tended to exclude all his People who were not within their 
^* Walls (for that was grown another Phrafe of the time, tfre 
^' Vote of the Major part of both Houics, and fomctimes of 
*^onc, was now called tht^Refolutionof the whole Kingdom^ 
*^hi8 Majefty believ'd, it might not be hard to give fatif- 
**faAion to themfelvesi otherwife he.\va$ confident (and, he 
*'faid, his confidence prgceeded from the updghtnefs of his 
*'own Confcience) they would never be aUe to fever the 
^* AfFe<3;ions of his Majefty and his Kingdom, that what could 
"hot be latisfaaion to the One, fhould be to the Other: 
*' Neither would the ftyle of Huaible, and Faithful, and tel- 
^*U«g his Majefty, that they will make him a Great and G\o^ 
^^riousKing, iathmFQtkiQQS;and Remopftraiiecs^ fa deceive 
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'* his good Subjc^Sb, that they would pafs over the Reproaches^ 
** Threats, and Menaces they were ttuflfed with; which fiirc- 
"ly could not be more gently reprehended by his Majefty, 
«*than by faying, their Expreffions were different from the 
*' ufual Language to Princes ; which that Declaration told 
**him, he had no occafion to fiy : But he bcliev'd,who(bever 
<* looked over that Declaration, prefented to him at New- 
^^Markfty to which his was an Aniwer, would find the Lan- 
^'guagc throughout it to be fo unufual, that, before this Par- 
**liament, it cpuld never be parallel'd; whilft under pretence 
*'of juftifying their Fears, they gave fo much countenance to 
^<the difcourle of the Rebels of Ireland^ as if they had a mind 
"his goodSubjeds ftiould give credit to it: Otherwife, being 
«* warranted by the fame evidence, which they have fince piib- 
«'Hftied, they would have as well declared. That thole Re- 
**bels publickly threaten the rooting out the Name of the 
^^Engltjhy and that they will have a King of their own, and 
**no longer be governed by his Majefty, as that they fay, 
*' That they do nothing, but by his Majefty 's Authority ; and 
"that they call themfclves the Queen's Army. And therefore 
'•'he had great reafon to complain of the abfence of Juftice 
"and Integrity in that Declaration; befides the unfitneis of 
"other Expre/fions. 

"Neithbr did his Majefty miftake theSubftance, or 
•^Loglck of their MeiTage to him, at TheobMsy concerning 
**the Militia; which was no other, and was ftated to be no 
"other, even by that Declaration that reproved him, tlian a 
"plain Threat, That if his Majefty refufedto joyn with them, 
"they would make a Law without him: Nor had the Pra- 
"dice fince that time been other; which would never he ju- 
"ftified to the moft ordinary if not partial underftandings, 
"by the meer averring it to be according to the Fundamental 
"Laws of this Kingdom, without giving any dtredions, that 
"the moft Cunning and Learned Men in the Laws, might be 
" able to find thofe Foundations. A nd he would appeal unto 
**all the World, whether they might not, with as much Ju- 
"ftice, and by as much Law, have fei fed upon the Eftate 
"of every Member of both Houfes, who diffented from that 
"pretended Ordinance (which much the Major part of the 
^*Houfe of Peers did, two or three fevcral times) as they 
" had invaded that Power of His over the Militia, becaafe he, 
"upon rcafons they had not fo much as pretended to An- 
^' fiver, refufcd to Confent to that Propofition. 

'• A N D if no better EfFeds, than lofs of Time, and hinder- 
^'ance of the Publick Affairs, had been found by his Anfwers 
"and Replies, all Good Men might judge by wbofe Default, 
^'and whofe want of Duty^ fuch Etfeds had been; for as his 
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^ End, indeed his only End, in thofe Anfwers and Replies, 
** had been the fcttlemcnt and compc^ire of Publick Affairs ; 
**fo, he was alTared, and mod Men did believe, that if that 
*• due regard and reverence had been given to his words, and 
•* that conlent and obedience to his Counfels, which he ex- 
**peaed, tlierc iiad been, before that time, a chearful calm 
*• upon the face of the whole Kingdom j every Man enjoying 
** his own, with all poiEble Peace and Security that can be 
**imtgin'd ; which furely thofe Men did not defire, who (after 
*'all thofe Afts of Juftice, and Favour paffed by him, this 
'' Parliament; all thofe Sufferings, and Anronts, endured and 
** undergone by him) thought fit ftill to reproach him with 
'^ Ship-money, Coat and Condud-money, and other things 
^*io abundantly declar'd, as chat Declaration it felf confeifcd, ' 
'* in the general Remonftrance gf the State of the Kingdom, 
^'publiftied in November laft; which hi> Majcfty wonder'd to 
"find now avow'd to be the Rcmonftrance of both Houfesj 
*'and which, he was fure, was prefented to him only by the 
" Houfe of Commons ; and did n^ver, and, h^ was confident, 
*'in that time could never have paflfed the Houfe of Peers ^ 
^^thc Concurrence, and Authority of which, was not then 
** thought ncceflary. Should his Majefty believe (hofe Re- 
*' proaches to be the Voice of the Kingdom of England ? That 
**all his loving &ibjeas eafed, refreihed, ftrengthen'd, and 
** abundantly iatisfied with his Ads of Grace and Favour to- 
" wards them, were willing to be involved in thofe unthank- 
"fill ExprefHons? He would appeal to the Thanks, and Ac- 
"knowledgments publiflied in the Petitions of moft of the 
*^ Counties of England; to theTeftimony, and Thanks, he 
^*had received from both Houfes of Parliament j how fea- 
**fonable, how agreeable that ufage was to his Majefty 's Me- 
*' rit, or their former Expreffions. 

"His Majeft V feid. He had not at all fwerved, or departed 
*'from his Refblutions, or Words, in the beginning of this 
** Parliament : he had faid, he was refolved to put himlelf free- 
"ly, and clearly upon the Love and AfTedion of his Englijh 
'^Subjefts; and he faid fo ftill, as far as concerns England. 
''And he call'd Almighty God to witncfs, all his Complaints 
^*and Tealoufics, which had never been cauflefs, nor of his 
•'Hbuies of Parliagient (but of feme fewSchifmatical, Fafti- 
''ous,and Ambitions Spirits; and upon grounds, as hefear'd^ 
'*a ihort time would juftify to the World) his Denial of the 
"Militia, his abfenting himfelf from Londmj had been the 
" cfFeas of an upright,and faithfiil AfFedioa to his Engiyb Sub- 
** jeftsi that he might be able, through all the inconveniences 
^'hc might be compell'd to wreftle with, at laft to pc^ibrve, 
^'and rdtore their Mgion, Laws, and Liberties unto th^m. 
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•* Since the Proceeding a^ainft the Lord ICiiii6#/r«f , ind 
**the five Members, was ftill looked upon, and fo often 
*' preffed, as fo great an advantage againft his Majefly, that 
^'no Retradion made by him, nor no A&ion, iince that time 
^'committed againft Him, and the Law of the Land, under 
^* the pretence of Vindication of Privilege, could fatisfy tte 
** Contrivers pf that Declaration, but that they would have 
*'his good Subjefts believe, the Accu(ation of thofe fix 
*' Members muft be a Plot for the breaking the Neck of the 
** Parliament (a ftrange Arrogance if any of thofe Members 
*^had the Penning of that Declaration) and that it was fo 
"often urged againft him, as if by thatfingie, cafual Mi- 
. *'ftake of his, in form only, he had forfeited all Duty, Crc- 
*'dit, and Allegiance from his People, he faid, he woald, 
•* without endeavouring to excufe that, which in truth was an 
** Error (his going to^hc Houfe of Commons) give his Peo- 
**ple, a full, and clear Narration of the matter of Faft; af- 
•* iiiring himfelf, that his good Subjeds would not find his 
*' carriage in that bufinefs, fuch as had been reported. 

"His Majefty faid. That when he rcfolv'd, upon fiich 
** grounds, as when they fliould be publlflied, would fetisfy 
**the World, that it was fit for his own Safety^^ and Honour, 
*^and the Peace of the Kingdom, to proceed againft thofe 
^^Perfons; though he well knew, there was no degree of 
•' Privilege in that Cafe; yet to (hew his defire of Correfpon- 
*'dence with the two Houfes of Parliament, he chofe rather 
** than to apprehend their Perfons by the ordinary Minifters 
**ofJuftice (which, according to the opinion, and pradice 
"of former times, he might have done) to Command his 
*^ Atturney General, to acquaint his Houfi; of Peers with his 
"intention, and the general matters of his Charge (which 
*^was yet more particular, than a meer Accofiition) and to 
"proceed accordingly; and at the fame time font a fworn 
"Servant, a Serjeant at Arms, to the Houfe of Commons, 
*^to acquaint them, that his Majefty didaccufe,and intended 
"to profecute the five Members of that Houfe for High 
"Treafon; and did require, that their Perfons might be fc* 
*' cured in Cuftody. lliis he did, not only to«fliew that he 
** intended not to Violate, or Invade their Privileges, but to 
"ufe more Ceremony towards*them, than he then conceived 
^'injufticc might be required of him; and expefted at leaft 
^'liich an Anfwer, as might inform him, if he were out of 
"the way; but he recfeiv'd none at all ; only, in the inftant, 
** without offering any thing of their Privileges to his Confi- 
"dcration, an Order was made, and the fameNi^t publifti- 
^'ed in Print, That if any Perfon whatfocver, fliould offer to 
" Arrcft the Perfon crfany Member of that Houfe. without 
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** firft acquainting that Houfe therewith, and receiving further 
** Order from that Houfe, that it fhould be Lawful for fuch 
^'Member, or any Perfon, to refift them, and to ftand upon 
**his, or their Guard of Defence; and to make refiftance, 
^'accoixiing tothe Proteftation taken to defend the Privilege 
*'of Parliament: And this was the firft time that he heard ^ 
**the Proteftation might be wrefted to fuch a fcnfe, or that in 
*'anv Cafe, though of the moft undoubted and unqueftion- 
**ablc Privilege, it might be Lawful for any Perfon to refift, 
^'afid ufe violence againft a Publick Minifter of Juftice,arm'd 
** with Lawful Authority; though his Majcfty well knew, 
^*that even fuch a Minifter might be puniflied ibr executing 
** filch Authority. 

"Upon viewing that Order, his Majefty confeffed, he 
**was fomewhat.amaz'd, having never {^tn^ or heard of the 
•Mike; though he had known Members of either Houfe com- 
^'mitted, without fb much fonnality as he had ufed, and 
*'opon Crimes of a far infcriour nature to thofe he had fug- 
*'gefted; and having no courfc propofcd him for his Pro- 
**cecding, he was, upon the matter, only told, that againft 
** thofc Pcrfons he was not to proceed at all ; that they were 
^^ above His reach,, or the reach of the Law. It was hot eafy 
** for him to refblvc what to do : If he imploy'd his Minifters 
^' of Tuftice in the ufual way for their apprehcnfion, who 
** without doubt would not have refufed to have executed 
*'his Lawful Commands, he faw what oppofition, and re- 
^'fiftance, was like to be made; which, very probably, might 
^^have coft fbme. Blood: If he fat ftill, and defifted upon 
"that Terrour, he fhould, at the beft, have confeffed hi^ 
"own want of Power, and the weaknefs of the Law, In that 
"ftreight, he put on a fuddain Rcfblution, to try whether his 
*^own Prefence, and a clear difcovery of his Intention, which 
** happily might not have been fo well underftood, could rc^ 
^*movc thofc Doubts, and prevent thofe Inconvenicncies, 
** which feem'd to have been threatened; and thereupon, he 
^'Refolv'd to go in his own Perfon, to the Houfe of Com- 
"mons; which he difcover'd not, till the very minute of his 
"going; when he fcnt out Orders, that his Servants, and 
"fuch Gentlemen as were then in his Court, fhould attend 
^'him to Weftmln/ler', but giving them exprdTs Command as 
"he had ezprefled in his Anfwer to the Ordinance, that no 
^* Accidents, or Provocation, fhould draw them to any fiich 
** Adion, as might imply a purpofe of Force in hl^ Majefty > 
**and Himfelf, requiring tnpfe of his Train not to come 
•*widjin the Dopr, went into the Houfe of Commons; the 
^^ bare doing of which, he did not then conceive, would have 
^bcen thought more a breach of Privflege,- than if he had 
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^'gone to the Houfe of Peers, and ient for them to come to 
^'him^ which was the ufual Cuftom. 

"He ufed the beft Expreilions he could, to aflUre them 
• *' how far he was from any intention of violating their Pri- 
"vileges; that he intended to proceed leeally, andfpecdily 
"aea'inft the Perfons he had accufed; and defired therefore, 
** if they were in the Houfe, that they might be de^ver'd to 
** him ; or if abfcnt, that fuch courfe might be taken for their 
"forth coming, as might fatisfy his juft Demands; and fo he 
"departed, having no other purpo/c of Force, if they Ind 
" been in the Houfe, than he had before protefted, before 
"God, in his Anfwcr to the Ordinance, They had an ac- 
"count now of his part of that ftory fully; his People might 
"judge freely of it. What foUow'd on their part (though 
"that Declaration faid, it could not withdraw any part of 
" their Reverence and Obedience from his Majefty i it might 
*^be any part of theirs it did not),he fliould have too much 
*'caufe hereafter to inform the World. 

"His Majefty faid, there would beno end of this difcourfe, 
"and of upbraiding him with evil CounfeUors, if, upon his 
**conftant denial of knowing any, they would not vouch(afe 
*'to inform him of them ; and after eight Months amofing 
"the Kingdom with the cxpedation of the dilcovery of a 
*' Malignant Party, and of evil CounfeUors, they would not 
" at laft name any, nor defcribe them. Let the Adions or 
"Lives of Men be examined, who had Contriv'd, Coun- 
" felled, aftually confented to Grieve, and Burden his Pco- 
**plci and if iuch were now about his Majefty, or any 
"againft whom any notorious, malicious Crime could be 
"proved, if he Ihelter'd and proteded any fuch, let his In- 
**juftice be publilhcd to the world: but till that were done 
"particularly and manifeftly (for he (hould never conclude 
"any Man upon a bare, general Vote of the Major part of 
"either, or both Houfes, till It were evident, that That Ma- 
" jor part was without Paflion or AfFeftion) he muft look 
" upon the charge that Declaration put upgn him, of cherilh- 
" ing and countenancing a Difcontcnted Party of the King- 
"dom againft them, as a heavier and unjufter Tax upon his 
^'Juftice and Honour, than any He had, or could lay upon 
*' the Framers of that Declaration. And now, to countenance 
" thofe unhandfome Expreilions, whereby they ufiially had 
"implied his Majefty's Connivance at, or want, of Zeal againft 
"th^ReboUion o£ Ireland (Co odious to all Good Men) they 
"Had found a new way of exprobr^tion : That the Procla- 
"mation agdinft thofc bloody Traytors came not out, till 
"the hcginnins o£ January, though that Rebellion broke, 
"out in OSqba^ and then, by fpccial Command from hi& 
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**Majefty, but forty Copies were appointed to be Printed, _. 
"His Majefty faid, it was well known where he w^as at that 
** time, when that Rebellion broke forth ; in Scotland : That 
*'He immediately, from thence, recommended the Care of 
*'that Bufinefs to both Houfes of Parliament here, after he 
*' had provided for all fitting Supplies from his Kingdom of 
^Siorland : That after his return hither, he obferv'd all thofc 
** Forms for that Service, which he wasadvifed to by his 
*^ Council odnUndy or both Houfes of Parliament here ; and 
*'if no Proclamation ifliied out fboner (of which, for the pre- 
*'fent, he was not certain; but thought that others, by his "^ 
*^diredions, were ifTued before that time ) it was, becauie 
*'the Lords Juftices of the Kingdom defired them no foonerj 
**atxd when they did, the number they defired was but 
*' Twenty; which they advifed might be fign'd by his Ma- 
** jefty ; which he, for e)cpedition of the Service, commanded 
*' to be Printed ; a Circumftancenot required by them: therc- 
*'upon hie fign'd more of them, than his Juftices defired; all 
''which was very well known to fome Members of one, or 
*'both Houfes of Parliament; who had the more to Anfwer^ 
*' if they forbore to expreft it at the pafEng of that Declara- 
"tion; and if they didexprefs it, he had the greater reafoa 
** to complain, that fo envious an Afperfion /hould be caft on 
*'his Majefly to his People, whqp they knew well how to An- 
•*fwer their own Objedion, 

*^ Wh A T that Complaint was againft the Parliament, put 
*' forth ih his Name, which was fuch an Evidence and Coun- 
*' tenance to tne Rebels, and fpoke the fame Language of the 
''Parliament which the Rebels did ; he faid he could not uh- 
*'derlland. All his Anfwersand Declarations had been, and 
*'were, o\Vn'd by himfelf; and had been attefted under his 
''own hand ; if any other had been publiflied in his Name^ 
"and without his Authority, it ^I'ouldbeeafy for both Houfes 
"of Parliament to difcover, and apprehend the Authors: 
"And he wifhed, that whofoever was trufted with the Draw- 
ling, and Penning that Declaration, had no more Authority, 
"or Cunning to impofe upon, or deceive a Major part of 
"thofe Votes, by which it palled, than any Man had to pre- 
" vail with his Majelly to publifti in his Name any thing, but 
"the Senfe, and Refohition of his own Heart; or that the 
"Contriver of that Declaration could, with as good a Con- 
"(cience, call God to witnefs, that all his Counfels and En- 
"deavours and beeiv free from all private Aims, perlbnal 
" Refpefts or Paffions whatlbever, as his Majefty had done,, 
"and did. That he never had, or knew of any jIuchRciblution 
"of bringing up. the Army to London* 

*^ And fince that new Device was found out, inftead of 
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^^ Anfwering hisreafbns, orfatisfying his juft demands to blaft 
'^ his Declarations and Anfwers, as if they were not his own ; 
*' a bold, fenflefs Imputation : He faid he was fure, that every 
*'Anfwer, and Declaration, publiflied by his Majefty, was 
**much more his own, than any one of thofe bold, theatning, 
'^and reproachful Petitions, and Remonftrances, were the 
** Ads ot either, or both Houfcs. And if the Pcnner of that 
" Declaration had been careful of the Trufl: repofed in him, 
*'he would never have denied (and thereupon found liult 
.** with his Majefty 's, juft indignation) in the Text or Margenr, 
*' that his Majefty Iwd never been charged with the Intention 
**of any Force; and that in their whole Declaration, there 
.** was no one word tending to any fiich reproach j the con- 
*'trary whereof was fo evident, that his Majefty was, in ex- 
^'prels terms, charged in that Declaration, that he hadfent 
"them gracious Mcflages, when, with his Privity, bringing 
^up the Army was in agitation; and, even in that Dedara- 
^ tion, they Ibught to make the People believe fomc fuch 
* thing to be proved, in the Depofitions therewith publifhed ; 
^ wherein, his Majefty doubted not, they would as much foil, 
^as they did in their Cenfure of that Petition, fliew'd for- 
^ merly to his Majefty by Captain Zf^, and (ubfcribed by him 
^ C. R. which, notwithftanding his Majefty 's full, and parti- 
*'cular Narration of the fubftance of that Petition, the cir- 
*'cumftances offering and approving it, that Declaration was 
•*pleafed to fay, was full ot Scandal to the Parliament, and 
5* might have proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom. If 
^' they had that dangerous Petition in their haWHs, his Majefty 
**faia, he had no reafon to believe any tendernefs towards 
*'Him had kept them from communicating it; if they had it 
'* not, his Majefty ought to have been bclicv'd : But that all 
*'good People might compute their other pretended dangers 
" by their clear underftanding of that, the noife whereof had 
"not been inferiour to any of the reft, his Majefty laid, he 
*'had recovered a true Copy ofthe very Petition he nad fign'd 
**with C. R. which fhould, in fit time, be publifli'd; and 
** which, he hoped, would open, the eyes of his good People, 
"Concerning his Warrant for M' ^ermyns Paflage, 
**his Anfwer was true, and fiill ; but for his blackSatten Suit, 
"and white Boots, he could give no Account. 
. "His Majefty had complain'd in his Declaration, and, as 
"often as he (hould have occafion to mention his reuirn, and 
"refidcncc near LcndoHy Ke ftiould complain, ofthe barbirous 
"and feditiousTumults at IVhite-Hall, and WeJInunJIer ;xi^bich 
" indeed had been fo fifll of Scandal to his Government, and 
"danger to his Perfon, that he fliould never think of his re- 
ctum thither» tUl be had Juftice for what was paft,, and Se* 
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*'carity. for the time to come: And if there were {o great a 
''neceflity; or defire of his return, as was pretended; in all 
^' this time, upon to often preffing his defires, and upon cauies* 
^^fo notorious^ he fliould at leaft have procured fbme Order 
*' for the future. But thatDedaration told his Majefty he was^ 
*^upon the matter miftaken^ the refort of tht Citizens to 
^^Wiflmnfier was as lawful, as the refort of great Numbers 
** every clay in the Term to the Ordinary Courts of Jufticc ; 
** They knew Yio Tumults. Strange ! Was the diibrderly ap-' 
^* peaiance of ib many thoufand People, with Staves and 
^'Swords, crying through the Streets, tVeftntinfter-HaU, the 
*' Pailage between bodi HoUfes ( inibmuch as the Members 
'* could hardly pafs to and fro ) No Bijbops^ dawn with tb^ 
*' Bifbufs^ No Tumults ? What Member was there of either 
^^ Houle, that faw not thofe Numbers, and heard not thofe 
"Cries ? And yet lawful AficmUies ! Were not ieveral Mem- 
**bers of either Houfe, aflaulted, threaten d, and «villyen- 
*' treated ? And yet no Tumults! . Why made the Home of 
" Peers a Dedacaf ion, and fent it down to the Houfe of Com- 
"mons for the fupprefling of Tumults, if there were no Tu-. 
'*mults? And if there were any, why was not fuch a Decla- 
'^ration confented to, andpubliflied? When the Attempts 
** were fo vifible, and threats fb loud- to pull down the AbW 
*' at WifiminfteTy had not his Majefty juft caufe to apprehencl^ 
*' that fuch People might continue their work to Wbiu-Hall > 
'* Yet no Tumults? What a ftrange time are We in, that 
^'a few impudent, malicious (to give them no worfe term) 
** Mlen,^ fliould caft fuch a Mift of errour before the eyes of 
'^ both Honfes of Parliament, as that the^ either could not, or 
** would not, fee how manifidUy they injured themfelves, by 
'^ maintaining thofe vifible nnuuths. His Majefty £ud, he 
^^ would fay no more: by the help of God andf the Law, he 
** would have Juftice for thole Tumults. 

"From excepting, how weightily every Man might judge, 
^' to what his Majefly had laid, that Declaration proceeded to 
"cenfure hiin for what he had not faid; for the prudent 
•^Omiflions in his Anfwers: His Majefty had fbrborn to fay 
"any thing of the words fpoken at Kenjingtw^i or the Arti- 
^'cles againft his deareft Confort, and the Accu&tion of the 
''fix Members: Of the laft, his Majefly faid,He had fpoken 
*' often ; and he thought, enough of the other two ^ but hav- 
" ing never accufed any T though God knew what truth there 
'' might be in either) he had no reafbn to give any particular 
*' Anfwer. * 

" H B feid. He did not reckon himlelf bereav'd of any part 
** of his Prerogative j which he <vas pleafed freely, for a time, 
^' to part with by Bill s y?t he muft fay, He-eKprefled a great 
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^'Truft in hit two Houfes of Parliament, when he dtvefted 
'^ himielf of the power of difToInng this PariiameDt; which 
**was a juft, ncceflary, and proper Prerogative. But he was 
^' glad to hear their refblution, that it (hould not encoarage 
V them to do any thing which otherwife had not been fit to 
^^ have been ^ione : If it did, it would be fuch a breach of 
'' Truft, as God would recuire an Account for at their hands. 

^' F o R the Militia, he nad £iid fo much of it before^ aind 
^'the Point was fo well underftood by all Men» that he would 
^'wafte time no more in that Difpnte. He never had i&id, 
^^ there was no fiich thing as an Ordinance, though he knew 
^^that they had been long difufed, but that there was never 
^' any Ordinance, or could be any, wichout the King's con- 
*' fent ; >$ind that was true: And the nnneceflary Precedent, 
^' cited in that Declaration, did not oiler to prove the contra- 
^' rv. But enough of that i God and the Law muft determine 
^4hat bufinefs. 

'^Neither had that Declaration, givtQ his Majefty any 
'' (acisfadion concerning the Votes of tiie fifiieenth and fix- 
'^ teenth of Mdrcb laft ; which he muft declare, and appeal to 
^^ all the World in the Point, to be the greateft violation of his 
*' Majefty 's Privilege, the Law of the Land, die Liberty of 
^' the Subjed, and the Right of Parliament, that could be 
** imagin'd* One of thofc Votes was, and there would need 
'^ no other to deftroy the King and Peo|>le, That when the 
^* Lords and G>mmons (it is well the G>mmons are admitted 
^ to their part in Judicature) (hall declare what the Law of 
*' the Land is, the lame muft be affented to and obey'd : that 
** is the fenfe in few words. Where is every Man's Proper- 
**tyj every Man's Liberty? Ifthe Major part c^bothHouies 
'^declare, that the Law is that the younger Brother (hall in- 
^herit; what is become of all the Families^ and fiftates in 
''the Kingdom? If they declare, that by the Fundamenul 
''Laws of the Land, fuch a raAi Adion, fuch an unadvifed 
^' Word, ought to be puni/h'd by perpetual Imprifonment, is 
'' not the Liberty of the Subjed, ^ante te$$efUcit0, remc- 
*'dilels? That Declaration confefles, they pretend not to a 
''power of making new Laws; that without bis Majefty, th^ 
'^ could not do That: They needed no fuefa power> if their 
^'Declaration could fuipend this Sutute from being obey 'd, 
*'or executed. If tJiey had power to declare the Lord Digly^s 
"waiting upon his Majefty, at Hnmft$n-C$urt, and thence 
^' vi£ting fome Officers at Ki^ftmy with a Coach and Ax 
**Horfes, to be levying of War, and High Treafon; and 
" S' fohn Hctbatnsdcfying his Majefty to his face, keeping his 
" Majefty 's Town, Fort, and Goods againft him, by force of 
^"Arms^ to be u Ad of AffedioP; and Loyalty; What 
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^ needed a power of making new Laws ? Or would there be 
*^ fucii a thing as Law left ? 

'^ H E defired his good Subjeds to mark the reafbn^ and 
•* confequence of thofe Votes 5 the progrefs they had already 
'' made, and how infinite the progrefs might be. Firft, they 
^ Voted the Kingdom was in Imminent danger (it was now 
*' above three Months fince they dilcern'd it) from Enemies' 
^' abroad^ and from aPopifli, and difafTeded Party at homes 
'^ that is matter of Fad ; the Law follows : This Vote had 
^^ given them Authority by Law, the Fundamental Laws of 
^' the Kingdom, to order and difpoie of the Militia of the 
^' K-ingdom ^ and, with this Power, and to prevent that dan-^ 
*'ger, to ei\ter into his Majeftv s Towns, leife upon his Ma- 
*' gazine, and, by Force, keep ooth from him« Was not chat 
'^ his Majefty's (ife ? Firft, they Vote he had an Intention 
^' to Ittvy War againli his Parliament; that is matter of Fad: 
'^ Then they declare fuch as fhall affift him, to be guilty of 
*• High Treafon ; that is the Law, and proved by two Sta- 
*^ tutesThemfelves knew to be repealed. No matter for that, 
** They declare it. Upon this ground they cxercife the Mi- 
*^ lltia ; and fb adnally do that upon his Majefty, which they 
^^ had Voted he intended to do upon Them. Who could not 
*^iee the confufion, that muft follow upon fuch Power of 
'^Declaring? If they fliould now Vote that his Majetty did 
^^ not write this Declaration, but that fuch a One did it, which 
*^was ftill matter of Fad $ and then Declare^ that, for fb do- 
*'ing, he was an Enemy to the Q)mmon-wealth ; what was 
^* become of the Law that nouin was bom to ? And if all their 
'' Zeal for the defence of the Law, were but to defend that 
*^ which They Declared to be Law, their own Votes 5 it 
** would not be in their power to fatisfy any Man of theit 
^^good Intentions- to the publick Peace, but fiich who were 
^'willing to relinauifli their Title to M4^^ Cbartdy and hold 
" their Lives, and Fortunes, by a Vote of the Major part of 
*'both Houfes. In a word, his Majefty denied not, but they 
^' might have power to declare in a particular, doubtful Cafe, 
^'regularly brought before them, what Law is: but to make 
*'a general Declaration/ whereby the known rule of the Law 
** might be crofled or altered, they had no power ; nor could 
***exerci{e any, without bringing the Life and Liberty of the 
*^Sub}ed to a Lawleis, and Arbitrary Subjedion, 

'^ H I s Majefty had complain'd ( and the world might 
'^ Judge of the Juftice, and Neceffity of that complaint) of 
** the multitude of feditious Pamphlets, and Sermons; and 
f< that Declaration told him, they knew he had ways enough 
^'in his ordinary Courts of Juftice, to puniAi tho^; fo his 
f' Majefty faid, he had tppuxu£b Tumults and Biots^ and yet 
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^ they would not fcrve his turn to keep his tomms, bis For^ 
^'reils, and Parks from violence. And it nugbt bf, though 
" thofeCourts had ftill the Power to ptmifli, thejr might have 
" 1(^ the skill to define, what Tamultiatid Riots tie ; ochcr- 
''wife a Jury in S^udm^/trk^ legally impcmneird to examine a 
^'Riot there, would not have been fuperfeded, and the She- 
*'riff enjoya'd not to proceed^ by virtue of an Ooier.of the 
'' Houfe of Commons ; which, it (eemVi^ at that time had the 
*' bit power of Declaring. But it was no wonder that they 
''who could not fee the Tumults, did notconfkier the Para- 
^'phlets and Sermons; though die Author of the Prmefiatiau 
'^Proteftfdj were well known to be Bi$rt0i (that inUmoos 
*' difturber of the P^ace of the Church and State) and that he 
^'Preach'd it at Weftrnkf^tr^ in the hearing of divers Members 
^'of the Houfe of Coomions. But of fuch Pamphlets and ie- 
*' ditlous Preachers (divers whereof iiad been recomnaended, 
'Mf not impofed upon feveral Pariflies, b^ fbme Mendbers of 
5' both Houfes, by what Authority his Maj^ knew not) he 
*' would hereafter take a fiirthcr Account. 

<' H I s Majefty faid. He confefled he had litde skill in the 
^'Laws; and thofe that had had moft, he found now were 
<< much to ieek; Yet he could not underftand or believe, that 
^'eveiy ordinary Court, or any Court, had power to raife 
'^ what Guard they pleafed, and under what vommand they 
^'pleaied. Neither could he imagine^ what dangerous Effcds 
*' they found by the Guard he apfiotnted them ; or indeed any 
** the leail occa£on, why they needed a&y Guard at ail. 

''But of all the Impuutionsy £6 cauflefly and munftly 
^'kid upon his Majefly by that Declaration, he faid. He 
'^mufl wonder at that Clurge £> apnatendy, and endently 
*' Untrue^ That fuch were ccmtmuaUy preferred md coonte- 
^'nanced by him, who were friends or £nronrers or related 
*' unto the chief Authors> and Adors of that Arbitmry Power 
*' heretofore pradifed, and complained of: And on die other 
'' fide, that fuch as did appear againft it, were daily difcoonte- 
^^nancedt and di%raced. He faid, he would Imow One Fer«^ 
<^ fon that contributed to the ills of thofe ttmes^ or bad de- 
^'pendance upon thofe tliat did,jBirhQmhedid,orlateiy had 
*^ countenanced, or preferr'd; n£y he was confident (and he 

V looked for no other at tlieir hands) as thev had l^en always 
'f moft Eminent AfTerters of the poblick Liberties; fb if they 
''found his Majefty inclined to anv thing not agreeable to 
^'Honour andjuftice, they woula leave him to t^rrow. 
^'VE^hether difierent.Perfons had not, and did not receive 
^counienance elfewhere, and upon what grounds, all men 
^ might judge; and whether his Majefty had not been fbiw 

V wai4 enough to hMOur and piefec thole of the moft con« 
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**trary opinion^ how littk comfort foever he had of thofe 
'* Preferments, in bellowing of which, hereafter, he would be 
*' more guided by Men s Adlons, than Opinions. And there- 
" fore he had g:ood caufe to bc(tow tiut admonition (for his 
/'Majefty affurd them, it was an admonition of his Own j 
^^ upon both his Houfes of Parliament, to take heed of in-* 
*^clinii?g, under the fpecious /hews of Neceffity and Danger^ 
** to the exercife of liich an Arbitrary Power, they before com-* 
" plain'd o(\ the Advice would do no harm, ana he fliould be 
" glad to ice it foUow'd. 

*' H I s Majefty asked^if all the fpecious Promiles, and load 
'^ Profdlions, ofmaking him a Gre^ and Glorious King; of 
'^ iettliog a greater Revenue upon his Majefty, than any of 
^'his Ance&ors had enjoy 'd^ of making him to be honoured 
'^at hoftne, and fear'd abroad; were reiblv'd into this. That 
''they would be ready to fettle his Rcv^enue in an Honour- 
*'able proportion, when lie Aould put himfelf in fiich a po- 
^'ftore of Government, that hisSubje&s might be fecure to 
•^enjof his juft Protcdion for their Religion, Laws, and Li- 
'^berties? What pofture of Governoient they intended, he* 
^'knew not; nor could lie imagine what fecurity jiis good 
'^ &ihjeds could deiire for their Religion, Laws, and Liber- 
^' tics, which he had nor offered or fully given. , And was it 
**£uitahle to the Dwy, and Dignity of both Hoafes of Parlia- 
''ment, to Aniwer his particular, weighty ExpreiSons of the 
*' caufes of his remove from iMdm, (o generally kaown xo 
^'che Kingdom, with a ScoflF; That they hoped he was driven- 
^'from thence, not by his own fears, but by the fears c^the 
*^ Lord Digij, and his jretioue of Cavaliers } Sure, his Majeftf 
^'faid the Penner of that Declaration, inferted that UjOgrave 
^^ and ioibleat Expreffion, as he htA, done divers others, with-* 
'^oiLt the content, or examination of both Hoafes ; vrbo 
*' would not ib lightly have departed from their former pto« 
** feflions of Duty to his Majefty. 

*' Whether the way to a good underftanding between 
'^ his Majefty, and his People, had been as zealoufly prefled 
*' by Them, as it had' been profeiTed, and defired by Him^ 
^Svould be eafily difccrn'd by them who obfcrv'd that He 
** had left no publick Aft undone on His part, which, in the 
^'leaft degree, might be necc/lary to the peace, plenty, and 
**fecurity ofhisSubjeds: And that They had not di^tch'4 
**onc AcSt, which had given the leaft evidence of their parti- 
''cularaf£^ion,andkindne(s&othisMajefty^ buton'thecon- 
'^trary, had difcountenancpd and hinder'd the Tettinaony 
*^ other Men would give to him of their affedions. Witnels 
^ the ik)pping^and keeping back db^fiill of Subfidies, grated 
^^hj^ the Clergy alp2pft a year lince^ whioh, though his Per- 
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"(bnal wants were fo notorioufly known, they would not, to 

**that time, pafs, fo not only forbearing to fupply his Ma- 

*' jefty themlelves, but keeping the love and bounty of other 

"Men from him; and affording no other Anlwcrs to all his 

•Mefires, all his realbns (indeed not to be Anfwcr'd) than that 

"he muft not make his underftanding, or reafon, the Rule 

"of his Government; but fuffer himfelf to be afCfted (which 

" his Majefty never denied) by his Great Council. He faid, 

^''he required no other Liberty to his Will, than the meaneft 

**of Them did ( he wifhed they would always ufe that Li- 

"berty ) not lo confent to any thing evidendy contrary to 

"his confcience, and underftanding: And he had, and fhould 

*' always give as much eftimation, and regard to the Advice, 

"and Counfel of both Houfes of Parliament, as ever Prince 

"had done: But be fhouid never, tod he hoped his People, 

"would never, account the Contrivance of a few Fadious, Se- 

" ditious Perfons, a Malignant Party, who would lacrifice the 

"Common- wealth to their own fury and ambition, theWif- 

"dom of Parliament ; and that the juftifying, and defending 

"of fuch Perfons (of whom, and or their particular, finifler 

^*ways, to compals their own bad ends, nis Majefty would 

**ftiortIy inform the world) was not the way to pre&rvc Par- 

"liaments, but was the oppofing, and preferring a few uc- 

" worthy Perfons, before their Duty to their King, or their 

"Care of the Kingdom. They vould have his Majefty re- 

*^ member, that His Reiblutions did concern Kingdoms, and 

"therefore not to be moulded by his own underftanding: He 

"faid, he did well remember it; but he would have Them 

** remember, that when their Confiiltations endeavoor'd to 

**leflen the Office, and Dignity of a King, they meddled with 

"that which is not within their determination, and of which 

"his Majeily muft give an account to God, and his otha 

" Kingdoms, and muft maintain with the Sacrifice of his Life. 

"Lastly, that Declaration told the People of a prefent, 

^Mefperate, and malicious Plot the Malignant Party was thes 

"ading, under the plauiible notions of ftirring Men up to % 

"care of preferving the King's Prerogative; mainuining the 

"difcipline of the Church, upholding and continuing the rt- 

*' vcrence, and folemnity of uod*s Service ; and encouraging 

^'Learning (indeed plaufible, and Honourable notions to ad 

**any thing upon) and that upon thofe grounds divers muti- 

"nous Petitions had been framed in Ijmdon^ Kent, and other 

•* places : His Majefty asked upon what grounds fhefe Mca 

** would have Petitions framed? Had fo many Petitions, even 

^'againft the form, and conftitution of the Kingdom, and the 

''Laws eftablifli'd, been joyfully received, and accepted ? And 

'(hould PctitiomL framed upon thofe grounds be caU'd Mu- 

"tinousi 
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^' tinons > Had a multitude of mean, unknown, inconitdera- 
^ble, contemptible Perfons^ about the City, and Suburbs of 
'* iMion^ had liberty to Petition againft the Government of 
'^ the Churchy againft the Book of Q>mmon*Prayer; againft 
*^theFreedom,and Privilege of Parliament ^ and beenthankr 
*^ ed for it; and fhould it be calFd Mutiny, in the greateft and 
^'beft Citizens o£ London^ and the Gentry and Commonalty 
** of Kent, to frame Petitions upon thofe grounds ; and to de- 
*^fire to be govern*d by the known Laws of the Land, not 
*' by Orders and Votes of either, or both Houfcs ? Could this 
'^ be thought the Wifilom, and Juftice of both Houfes of Par* 
'* liament ? Was it not evidently the work of a Fa<Jian,within 
**or without both Houfes, who deceived the Truft rep^ed in 
'^ them ; and had now told his Majefty, what Mutiny was ? 
^*To ftir men up to a care of preserving his Prerogative^ 
'^maintaining theDifcipllne of the Church, upholding and 
'^ continuing the Reverence, and Solemnity of God s Service> 
*' encouraging of Learning , was Mutiny* Let Heaven and 
** Earth, God and Man, Judge between his Majefty and thefe 
** Men : And however wch Petitions were there called Mu-r 
'^tinousj and the Petitioners threatened, difcountenanced, 
'^cenfured, and impriibn^d ; if they brought fuch Petitions 
"to his Majefty, he would gracioully receive them; and deT 
**fend them and their Rights, againft what Power foever, 
^' with the utmoft hazard of his being. 

"His Majefty (aid, he had been the longer, to his very 
^^great pain^ in this Anfwer, that he might give the World 
^^fitisfadion, even in the moft trivial particulars, which had 
*^been objeded againft him ; and tbat he might not be ag^in 
**reproach'd, with any more prudent Omiifions. If he had 
" been cpmpell'd to /harper Language than his Majefty af- 
'^fefted, it might be-confider'd, how vile, how infuiferable 
^ his Provocations had been : And, except to repel force were 
^'to afTault, and to give piinftual and ncceflary Anfwers to 
^^ rough and infblent Demands, were to make Invedives, he 
^ was Confident tJie World would accufe bis Majcity of too 
^^ much mildneis ; and all his good Subjeds would think, he 
^*was not well dealt with ; and would judge of his Majefty, 
*' and of their own happinefs, and fecurity in him, by his 
" Aftions; which he deared.might no longer Profper, or have 
*'a Bleffing from God upon them, and his Maiefty, than they 
"Ihould be direded to the Glory of God in the maintenance 
"of th^ue Proteftant ProfelHon; to the Prefervation of the 
"Property and Liberty of the Subjed, in tlie obfervation of 
"the Laws; and to the maintenance of the Rights and Free-» 
"dom of Parliament, in the allowance and protedion of all 
*'tiieir juft Privileges. 
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This Declaration was no jfooncr publifbcd; but his Ma- 
jcfty Ifkcwife fet forth an An(wcr to that other Decfctration, 
H#iCw'/ of the 2d*fc d(Maj ; in which he faid, •'That wiiofoever 
^^I! ''looked over the late Remonftrance, Entituled A DecUr^- 
T^tUn.f ^Wton dfthe Ltfrds and Commons, of the ^6^ of May, would 
Jg^*^- *'not think that his Majefty had great feafon to be pleafed 
''with it; yet be could not' bat commend the plain aealing, 
"and ingenuity of the framers, and contrivers of tfcat Decla- 
'* ration (which had been wrought in a hotter and quicker 
'* Forge than any of the reft) who would no longer fuflfer his 
^' Majefty to be Affronted by being told. They would make 
'*him aCrcat and Glorious King; whilft they ufed all pof- 
•''fible skill, to reduce him to extreme want, and indigency; 
** and that they \vouId make him to be loved at Home, and 
^'ftafed Abroad ; whilft they endeavotfr'd, by all poffible 
^ways, to render him odious to his good SubjeJSts, and con- 
^temftible to all Forreign Princes; but, like round dealing 
*• Mcin, told him, in plain EngR/b, That they had done Moa 
•^no wrong, becaiife he was not capable of receiving any; and 
^'that they had taken nothing from him, becaufe he had ne- 
** ver any thing of his own to lo(e. If that DoArine were true, 
♦'and that indeed he ought to be of no other confidcration, 
''than they had informed his People in that Declaration, that 
' ** Gentleman was much more excnfable, that faid pubh'ckly, 
♦'unrcproved. That the happincft of. the Kingdom did not 
*' depend on his Majefty, or upon any of the Royal Branches 
*^ of that Root: And the other, who faid. His Majefty was 
'*not worthy to be Klng^fEt^tand: Language very mon- 
♦^ftrous to bre allow 'd by either Houfe of Parliament; and of 
♦'which, by the help of God, and the Law, he mnft have 
♦^fomc Examination, But, he doubted not, all his good Sub- 
^ *♦ jefts did now plainly dilcern, through the raafqne and vi- 
♦*2ard of their Hypocrify, what their defign was; ^nd would 
•'no more look upon the framcrs ^nd. contrivers of that De- 
•'cUration, as upon both Houfo of Pariiament (whofc Free- 
''dom, and juft Privileges he would always maintain; ^nd 
**fn whofe behalf, he was as much fcandaliz'd as forHimfelf) 
•'but as a FaAfon of Malignant, and SchifinaticaF, and Am- 
♦'bitlousPerfons; whofe defign was, and always had been, to 
•* alter the whole frame of Government, both of Church and 
••State; and to fubjeft both Kitig and People to their own 
•'Lawlefs, Arbitrary Power, and Government : of whole Per- 
•' fons, and of whofc Defigns, his Majeftv faid, he wouW, with- 
•'in a very ftiort time, give his good Subjeds and the world 
•'a full, ^nd, he hoped, a fatisf46kory Narration, 
' ^*The Contrivers and Penners of that Declaration (of 
•^ whom bis Majefty would be only underftood to freak, when 
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'^ be mciittott'd any of their undattfol Ads againft him) &id, 
'^ tbtc the great Aftairs of the Kingdom, and the ntriferable 
*^ bleeding Guidicioii of Ireland ^ would afford then^ little 
^^leifiire to ipeaj their time ia Declarations, Anfwprs, and 
^^ Replies. Indeed, his Majefty faid> the miferable, and de- 
'^ plorahie Condition of botb-Kingdomii, would require fi)me- 
'f what elfe at their hands : But he would gladly know how 
/^thev had fpenc their time fince the vecefs (tlien alnioft 
^^ eignt Moaths) bi|t in Declarations^ Remonllrances, and In- 
'^veftives againft his Majefty, and his Government ; or in 
'f [n^paring matter for them. Had bis 14a(efty invited tliem 
'^to any fncb ^xpence of time, by beginning Arguments, of 
^^that Nature? Their Leifure, or their Inclination, wa& not 
^^as they pretended: And what was their Printing and Pub-' 
^^liifaing their Petitions to him; their Oedarations, aod Re-- 
^'monftrances of him; their odious Votes and Refblutions, 
''fbmetimesof9ne, ibmetiines of both flouies, againft his 
'^Majefty (never in that manner communicated befiKe this 
^^ Parliament ) but an Appeal to the People ? And, in God's 
'^ N«ne, let them Jadge of the Perfons they lud trufted. 

"Their firft Quarrel was ( as it was always, tx> fct them 
^'infio their frank expreffions of his Majefty, and his Adions) 
f' againft die Malignant Party ^ whom they were pleafed ftill 
'' to call, and never to prove to be, his evil Counlellors. But 
** indeed nothing was' more evident by their whole Proceed- 
^^ ings, than that by the Malignant Party, they intended all 
'f the Members of botfaHoufes who agreed not with diem in 
''their Opinions (thence had come their diftinftion of ^x>d, 
''and had Lords ; of Perfons ill affe&ed to the Houfe. of Com- 
"^^mons^ who had been profcribed, and their Names lifted, 
''and read in Tumults) and all the Perfons of the Kingdom 
** who approve not of tneir Aftions. So that, if in truth they 
'' would be ingenuous, and name the Perlbns they intended ; 
"\P'ho would be the Men, upon jM^hona the imputation of 
"Malignity would be caft, but they who had ftood ftoutly, 
'^andimntmtably for the Religion, the Liberties, the Laws; 
"for^all Pablick Intewft? (fb long as there was any to be 
"ftoodfor) They, who had dways been, and ftill were, as 
"zealous Piro£effi>r5, and fbme of them as able, and earneft 
" Defenders of the Proteftant Doftrine againft the Church of 
" Rmi, at any wcr^t ; who had often, and eamcftly befought 
"his Majefty to confent, that no indifferent, and unneccflary 
"Cereibony might be preffed upon weak, and tender Con- 
" fciehces, and that he would agree to a Bill for that pur|x>fe ? 
"They to whofe Wifdom, Courage, and Counfel, the King- 
"dom ow'd asmuchasit could to Subjeds; and upon whofe 
"anblemiih'd Lives, Envy it felf coukl lay no impuurion; 
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^'nor endeaTcmr'd to lay any, until their virtaes btonghc 
^'them to bis Majefly's Knowledge, and Favour ? His Ma- 
*'jefty iaid, if the Contrivers of that Declaration would be 
'' faithful tothemfelves, and confider all tho(e Pefibns of both 
^'Hottfes, whom tliey, in their own Conlciences, knew to 
'^dlfient from them in the Matter, and Language of thatDe- 
^^daration, and in all thoie undutiful Adions of which he 
^^oomplain'd, they would be found in Honour, Fortune, Wit 
*^dom, B^epuution, and Weight, if not in Numbejr, much fa- 
^^perior to them. So much for the evil G>anfellors. 

''T B E N what was the evil Counfel it felf ^ His Maje^'s 
''^coming from London (where He, and many, whofe am- 
** dions to him were very eminent, were in danger every dar 
**to be torn in pieces) to 7\frkj where his Majefty, and all 
'^fuch as. would put themfelves under his Protedion, might 
^^ive, he thanked God and the Loyalty and KSgOooh of that 
*^^ good People, very fecurely : His not fubpiitting hioafelf 
^'abfolutely (and renouncing his own underftanding) to the 
** Votes, and Refblutions of the Contrivers of that Decla- 
^^ ration, when thev told his Majefty, that they were above 
*' him ; and might, by his own Authority, do with his Majefty 
^^what they plea fed : and his not being contented, that aU his 
''gctod Su^eds Lives, and Fortunes, fhould be difpofiwi of 
** by their Votes; but by the known Law of the Land. This 
*^ was the evil Counfel given, and taken: And would noft all 
^'Men believe, there needed much power and skill of theMa** 
'Mignant Party, to infufe that Counfel into htm? And then, 
**fo apply the Argument the Contrivers of that Declaration 
*^made for themfelves, was it probable or pofEble, that fuch 
*^Mcn, whom his Majefty had mentioned (who muft h^ve lb 
''great a (hare in the miiery ) fhould take fuch pains in the 
'♦procuring thereof ^ and fpend fo much time, and run fb 
^'many hazards, to make themfelves Slaves, and to mine the 
*' Freedom of this Nation ? 

^'H I s Majefty faid (with a clear, and upright Confcieoce 
^' to God Almighty) whofqever harbour'd the leaft thought 
^*in his breaft, of ruining or violating the Publick Liberty, or 
^'Religion of the Kingdom, or the juft Freedom and Privi- 
''lege of Parliament, let him be accurfed ; and he fhould be 
"no Counfellor of His, that would not fay Amen. For tlie 
^'Contrivers of that Declaration, he had not faid any thing, 
^' which might imply any inclination in them to be Slaves, 
^'That which he had charged them with, was invading 
'^the Publick Liberty; and bis prefumption might be very 
^'fhong and vehement, that, though they had no mind to be 
^'Slaves, they were not unwilling to be Tyrants: What is 
*' Tynuiny, t)ut tQ admit ao nilcs to govern by, but tbdr own 
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** Wills ? And thejr knew the miferjr of Aibtns was at the 
''higheft, when it fafier'd under the thirty Tyrants. 

'*Hi s Majefty {aid, if that Declaration had told him ( as 
^' indeed it might, and as in juftice it ought to havedone) that 
**the Precedents of anv of his Anceftors did fall fcort, and 
c^much below what had been done by Htm, this Parliament^ 
c«ln point of Grace, and Favour to his People; he (hould not 
c«otherwife have wonder'd at it, than at fuch a truth in fiich 
<<a place. But when to juftify their having done more than 
««ever their Predeceflbrs did, it told his good Subjeds (as 
<<moft injurioufly and infblently it did) that the higheft, and 
<*moft unwarrantable Precedents of any of his Predeceflbrs 
^ did fall /hojrt, and much below what had been done to them 
«thls Parliament by him, he muft confefs himfelf amazed, 
«<and not able to underftand thepti ; and he muft tell thofe 
<^ ungrateful Men (who durffc tell their King, that they might, 
<« without want of Modefty and Duty, Depofe him) that the 
<« Condition of his Subjects, when, by wharibever Accidents 
<'and Conjundures of time, it was at worft under his power, 
<^unto which, by no default of hjs, they fhoidd be ever again 
<* reduced, was, by many degrees, more p^eafant and happf, 
^'than that to which their fiirious pretence cf Reformanon 
«* had brought them. Neither was bis Majefty affraid of the 
^^ higheft Precedents of other Parliamoits, which thofe Men 
^^ boldly (his good Subjeds would call it worfe) tdd him 
**they might, without want of Modefty or Duty, make their 
'< Patterns. If he had no other fecuiity againft thofe Prece- 
<* dents, but their Modefty and Dutv, he was in a miferable 
'< Condition, as all Perfbns would be who depended upon 
«Them. 

"Th AT Declaration would not allow his Inference, that 
«'by avowing the Aft of S^yofcn H»than^ they did deftroy 
^^the Title, and Jntereft of all his Subjefts to their Lands, 
**and Goods; but confeflTcd, if they were found Guilty of 
'^that Charge, it were indeed a very ^ reat Crime. And did 
*'they no^ in that Declaration, admit themfelves Guilty of 
**that very Crime? Did they not fay. Who doubts but that 
**a Parliament may difpofe of any thing, wherein his Ma-^ 
<' jefly, or his Subjefts had a right, in fuch a way, as that the 
^* Kingdom, might not be in danger thereby ? Did they not ' 
•*then call Themfelves this Parliament, and challenge that 
^'Power without his Confent ? Did they not extend that 
^'Power to all Cafes, where the Necef&ty or Common Good 
^*of the Kingdom was concem'd? And did they not arro-* 
^'gate to themfelves alone, the Judgment of that Danger, 
'^that NecefEty, and that Common Good of the Kingdom ? 
^^Wiiat wasj if that were not^ to ui^fettle the Security of aH 
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^^ Men^s Bftates ; and to ezpofe them tp ta Arbictarj Power 
''of thdr.own ^ If a Fafiion flnmld at anv time bf coimmpy 
^'or fbite^ or ahfeaee, or acddent^ prevail orer a Mmr part 
''of both Houfes ; afod pretend that there were evil Coon-^ 
''feilors^ a Malignant Party aboac the King; by wlioni the 
'f Religion, and Liberty of the Kingdom^ were both in dan- 
''ger (this they might do» theyJiad done it then} they ought 
'ftaice away^ be it frooi the King, or People > wliatibever 
''they, in their jodgnients fitoold think fit. This was Law- 
"fiil, diey hadaeclar'd it ib: Let the World judge, whether 
"his Majefty bad charged them anmftly ; and whether they 
"were not Guilty of the Crime, which themielves conftfled 
'^ (being proved) was a great G^e ^ and how fafely his Ma- 
"jefty miglit commit the power, thofe People defired, into 
"their Hands; who, in all probability^ would be no fooner 
"pofTeiTed of it, than they would revive that Tragiedy, whicii 
"Mr Hookff related of the Anabaptifts in GtnuiPf'^ who, 
"talking of nothing but Faith, and of the true Fear of God, 
"and that 'Riches and Honour were Vauitv^ at firft, upon 
"the great opinioti of their Humility,, Zeal, and Devotion, 
"procured much Reverence, and Eftimatton with the Peo{^e ; 
"after, finding how many Pertbns they had eofhared with 
"their Hvpocrify, they begun to propoie to themielves td 
" reform, both the Ecdefiaftical, and Civil Government of the 
"Stat;e: Then, becaufe poffibly they might meet with fbme 
"oppofition, they fccretly enter'd into a League of Aflbcia- 
*'tion; andhfhortly after, findingthe power they had gotten 
^' with the credulous People,enricfa'd themfelves with ail kind 
'^ofSpoiland Pillage, and juilify'd themfelves upon oiir Sa- 
" viour*s promife,7^^ meekJbaU Inherit the Edrtb^ and declared 
"their Tide was the fame which the Righteous Jfraelkes had 
" to the Goods of the WJkrked lEgjjaUns : His Majeftv faid, 
" this ik>ry was worth the reading at large, and needed no 
"applicatk)n. 

"But his Majeftv migfac by no means fa v, that He had 
^ the fame Title to his Town of Hull, and the Anmiunitioa 
" there, as any of his Subjeds had to their Laid, or Money: 
^' That was a principle, that poll'd up the Fonn<iEU:ion of the 
** Liberty, and Property of every SubjeA. WTiy ? becaufc 
^the King's Property in his Towns, and in his Goods bought 
"with the Publick Mor^, as they conceive his Magazine at 
"i£i0 to be, was inambftent with the Subjeds Property in 
"their Lands, Goods, and Liberty. Did thofoMen think, 
"that as they aiTumed a power of declaring Law (and what- 
"focver contradided tliat Declaration broke tlieir PrtwJegcs) 
" fo that they had a power of declaring Senle, and Reaibn, 
" and impofing Logick^ andSyllogiims on cbe Schools^ as well 
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^as lair upon th^ People? Did not all Mankind know that 
** feveral Men might have 6yer») Rights, and Interefts in tfatf 
*^&If fame doirfe and Land, aifd yet fieicherdfifaroy the otbo:? 
*' Was not the Intereft of the Lord Fdt^momt ctntififteht with 
•* that of the Mefne Lord 5 and his with that of the Tenant ; 
•^and yet their Properties or Interefts not at all confounded? 
'*And why might not hfs Majefty then have a full, lawful 
•* Intereft, and Property in his Town of HnU^ and^et hx^Sab- 
•*jeds have a Property in their Hoafcs too? But he could 
••not fell, or give away at hl^Pieafure this Town and Fort, as 
••a private Man might do his Lands or Goods. What then ?• 
^ •• Many Men have no Authority to Ictt, or fet their Leafes, or 
••fell their Land, have they therefore no title to them, or In-^ 
*' tereft in them? May they betaken from them, ibecauie th^y 
'•cannbt fell them ? He faid, the purpofe of his Journey to 
"//«//, was neither to fell, or give it away. 

"But for the Magazine, the Munition there, that he 
•'bought with his own Money, he might (urely have fold that, 
••lent, or given it away. No; he bought it with thePublick 
••Money, and the proof is. They conceive it fo j and, upoilr 
•* that Conceit, had Voted, that it fhould be taken from him. 
•• Excellent Jttftice ! Suppofe his Majefty had kept that Mo- 
'•ney by him, and not Bought Arms with it, would they have 
••taken it from him upon that Conceit : Nay, might they 
**not, wherefoever that Money was ( for through how many 
•• hands foever it hath paflTed, it is the Publick Money ftill, if 
"ever it were) feife it, and take it from the owners^ But the 
•• Towns, Forts, Magazine, and Kingdom, is entrufted to his 
••Majefty; and he is a Perfon trufted. His Majefty iaid, he 
••was fo; God, and the Law had trufted him; and he had 
••taken an Oath to difcharge that Truft, for the good and 
^jfafety of the People. What Oaths they had taken, he knew 
•'not, unlefs thofe, which, in that violence, they had mani* 
••fefth-, malicioufly violated. Might any thing be taken from 
•^a Man, becanfe he is tralkd with it? Nay, may the Perfon 
^himfetf takeaway the thing he trufts, wl»en he will, and in 
•• what manner he will? The Law had been otherwife, and, 
**he befiev'd, would be fo held, notwithftanding their Ete- 
•* clarations. 

'•But that Truft ought to be managed by their Advice, 
••and the Kingdom had trufted them for that purpofe, Im- 
^poffible that the fame Truft fhould be irrevocably com- 
••mitted to his Majefty, and his Heirs for ever, and the feme' 
''Truft, and a Power above that Truft (for fo was the Power 
•'they pretended) be committed to others. Did not the Peo- 
"pie, that fent them, look upon them as a Body but Tempo- 
•'rary, and Diifolvable at his Majefty'i Pleafutel^ And could 
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^^it be believ'd, that they intended them for his Guardians^ 
^ and Controllers in the managing of that Truft, which God 
*^ and the Law had granted to Him, and to his P^erlty for 
^ever ? What the extent of the Commtifion, and Tnift'was, 
^'nothing could better teach them than the Wcit^ whereby 
^'they are met. His Majefly faid, he cali'd them (and with^ 
^'out that call, they could not have come together) to be Jus 
^'Counfellors, not Commanders (for however cbey freouent- 
^My confounded them*, the Offices were feveral ) and Coua- 
^leliors, not in all things, but in fbme things, de^quibufUm 
^drduii, &c. And they would eafily find among their Pre- 
^cedents, that Queen £/ic. upon wuofe time all good Men 
** looked with reverence, conamitted one JVemvwthf a Mem- 
•*ber of the Houfe of Commons, to the Tower, fitting the 
•*Houfe, but for propofing that they might advife theQuecn 
^' in a matter She thought they had nothing to do to meddle 
«in. But his Majefty is Trufted: And is He the only Per- 
'* fon Trufted } And might they do what their own iodina- 
"tion and fury led them to? Were they not Trufted by his 
** Majefty, when he firft fcnt for them j and were they not 
*' Trufted by him, when he pafled them his promife, that he 
^ would not Diflblve them ? Could it be prefumed (and pre- 
^'iumptions go fat with them) that he trufted them with a 
*' power to defhroy himfelf, and to DifTolve his Government^ 
'^ and Authority ? If the People might be allowed to make an 
^^ equitable conftrudion of the Laws and Statutes, a Dodtrine 
*' avowed by them, would not all his good Subjeds fwear^ he 
*' never intended by that AA of Continuance, that they fhonld 
*Mo what they have fince done? Were they not Trufted by 
*' thofe that fent them ? And were they Trufted to alter the 
^Government of Church and State s and to make themfelves 
^perpetual Dictators over the^Rlng, and People? Did they 
^'intend, thit the Law it felf (hould be fubjed to their Votes; 
^and that whatfbever they faid, or did, fhould be Lawful, 
"becaufe they declared it fo? Tlie Oaths they had taken 
'* who fent them, and without taking which, themfelves were 
' '^not capable of their place in Parliament, nude the one in* 
**caDable of giving, and the other of receiving fuch a Truft; 
*^unle(s they could perfwade his good Subjeds, that his 
** Majefty is the only §upreme Head, and Governour in all 
'^Caufes, and over all Perfbns, within his Dominions; and 
•*yet that they had a Power over him to conftrain him to 
"manage his Truft, and Govern his Power, according to 
^ their Difcretion. 

^'•The Contrivers of that Declaration told bis Majefty 
"that they would never allow him (an humble, and dutiful 
**expreffion) to be Judge of th^ Lawi That belonged only 
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** to Them ; They might, and muft, judge and declare. His 
^^Majefty faid, they all knew what power the Pope, under 
*' pretence of interpreting Scriptures, and declaring Articlet 
*' of Faith, though nexlecline the making the one or the other^j 
^*had ufurped over Mon's Confciences^ and that, under co- 
^^ lour of having power of ordering all things for the Good of 
^' Men's Souls, he entitles himfelf to all the Kingdoms of the 
*^ world; He would not accuie the Framers of that Dedara* 
**tion Thow bold foever they were with his Majefty) that 
^'they inclined to Popery, of which another Maxim was^ 
^'that all Men muft lubmit their Reafon and Underftand- 
**ing, and the Scripture it fcif, to that declaring power of 
"his: Neither would he tell them, though They had told 
**Him fo, that they u(e the vciy Language of the Rebels of 
** Ireland : and vet they lay thofc Rebels declare, that what- 
**lbever tiey do, is for the Good of the King and King- 
*^dom. But his good SubjeAs would eafily put the cafe to 
"themfelvcs, whether if the Papifts in Ireland in truth were^ 
"or by Art or Accident, had made themfelves the Major 
•^part of both Houfes of Parliament there ^ and had pre- 
" tended theTruft in that Declaration from the Kingdom of 
^'Ireland; thereupon, had Voted their Religion and Liberty 
"to be in danger of extirpation from ^ Malignant Party of 
** Proteftants and Puritans ; and therefore, that they would 
**put themfelves into a pofture of Defence; that the Forts, 
"and the Militia of that Kingdom were to be put into the 
*' hands of fuch Perfbns, as they could Gmfide inj that his 
** Majefty was indeed trufted with the Towns, Forts, Maga- 
"zines,Trcafures, Offices and People of the Kingdom, for 
"the good, fafety, and beft advantage thereof; but as hi^' 
"Truft is for the ufe of the Kingdom, fb it ought to be ma- 
"naged by the Advice of both Houfes of Parliament, whom 
"the Kingdom had trufted for that purpofe^ it being their 
" duty to fee it difcharged according to the condition, and 
" true intent thereof, and by all pofUble means to prevent 
"the contrary: His Majefty laid, let all his good Subjeds 
"confider, if that Rebellion had been plotted with all that 
"formality, and thofe circumftances declared to be legal, at 
"leaft according to the equitable fenfe of the Law,and to be 
**for the publick good, and jufHfiable by necefHty, of which 
" They were the only Judges, whether, thpugh tiiey might 
" have thought their defign to be more Cunning, they would 
"believe it the more juftifiable. 

"Nay let the Framers of thi^t Declaration ask themfelves, 
"if the evil Counfellors, the Malignant Party, the Perfons 
"ill aflefted, the Popifh Lords and their Adherents, (hould 
"prove now, or hereafter, to-be a Major pan of both Houfes 
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^'{for it dad been declared that a great part of both Hoa£es 
^^ ha4 beea iuch^ and fb migbc liave been the Greater; Nay, 
^^ the greater part of the Houfe of Peers was ^M declar'd co 
*' be fuchy and his JMajefty had sot heard c^any of their con- 
*' veriion ; and thereupon it had been earneftly prellbd, that 
'^ the Major part of die Lords might joyn with the Major 
'^part ot the Hpu(e of Commoms) would his Majefly be 
'^^bound to.conieot to all fuch alterations^ as thoie Men /hould 
'^propofe to him, and ELeiblve to be for the publick Good : 
*^and rtiould the Liberty, Property, and Security of all hit 
*^Subjeds^ depend on what inch Votes Should declare to be 
^^ Law i Was the Order of the Militia unfit, and unlawfiil, 
^^whilft the' Major part of the Lords refuied to joyn in it 
^^(as they had done two or three feveral times, and it was 
"never heard, before this Parliament, that they ihould be fo, 
!'and fo ofce^ prefTed after a Diilent declared) and did ic 
f'grow immediately necefTary fox thepttblickia£ety,andlaw-> 
'^ful by the Law of the Land, aflbon as fo many of the dif- 
*' fenting Peers was driven away (after their Names had been 
"required at the Bar, contrary to. the freedom, and fbun^ 
"dation of Parliament) that the other Opinion prevailed^ 
'^Did the Li&, and Liberty of the Subjed dq>end upon luck 
''Accidents of days, and hours, that it was impolCble for 
** him to know his Right in either ? God forbid. 

^'BuT now, to juftiiy their Invafion of his Majelly's aa- 
^cient, unqueftion'd, undoubted Bight, ilettled and efta- 
" bliih'd on his Majefty and his Poftcrity by God himfelf 9 
'^ confirmed, and ftrengchen'd by all poffible Titles of Com-^ 
"pad. Laws, Oaths, perpetual and uncontradided Cuftom, 
"by his People^ What had they alledg'd to declare to the 
^' Kingdom^ a^ they £iy, the obligation that lieth upon the 
*' Kings of this Realm to pais all fuch Bills, as axe olSer'd 
" unto them by both Hou&s of Parliament } A thing never 
^ heard of till that day : An Oath ( Authority enough for 
"them to break all theirs) tha; is, or ought to be, taken by 
^'the Kings of this Realm, which is as well- to remedy by 
" Law fuch Inconvem'ences the King may fiifFer^ as to ke^, 
"and proted the Laws already in being: And the Form of 
** this Oath, they iaid, did appear upon a Record there cited j 
"and by a Claule in the Preamble of a Sutute, made in the 
^i.x^^Xc2x oi Edw.lll. 

''His Majefty faid, he was not enough acquainted with 
'* Records to know whether that were fully, and ingenuouily 
"cited; and when, and how., and why, the &veral Claufe$ 
"had been inferted, or, taken out of the Oaths formerly ad- 
'^ minifter'd to th^ Kings of this Realmt Yet he codid not 
"poifibly \jm^^ \lk^ a^ertipn cbat Dedarj^tion ipade^ could 

*'be 
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*' be dedoce4 ftom the words^ or the matter of tfaatOath: for 
^^nnlefs they had a power of declariiig Latin^ as well as Law» 
.'^fure, etigirit^ iignmed batif choien^ as well as wiU choofes 
^'and that it Signified, ib there (befides the Authority of the

*'preier than their Votes) it was evident^ by the reference 
^Mt had to cuftoms^ cenfuetudms quas vulgm tlegmt: And 
*' could that be a Cuftoo}, which the People ftioald choofe af* 
^* ter thLs Oath taken ? And /houJd a King be (worn to defend 
^^ fuch Cuftoms ? Beiides could it be iuMgined;^ that he ihould 
'^be bound by Oath to pafs inch Laws (and fuch a Law>urM 
''the Bill they brought to him of the Militia) as Ihould put 
''the power, wherewith he wastrufted, out of Himielf into 
"thenands ofotherMpn^ and (fiveft and difable himfelf of 
"all poflible power to perform the great bufinefi of the Chith % 
. ^ whkh- was to protea them ^ If "bis Majefty gave away all 
" his power^ or if it were taken from him, he couM not pro- 
" teft any Man : And what difcharge would it be for hisMa- 
" jefty either before God or Mao^ when his Good Subjeds^ 
"whom God and the Law had committed to his charge, 
" Aould be worried and ^K>iled, to fay that he irufted others 
" to ftc^St them? That is, to do that Duty for him, whicll 
^was efientially and infep^rabiy his own. Bat that all his 
"good Subjects might fee how faithfully thefe Men, who a^ 
"fomed thisTruft from them^defired to difcharge their Truft; 
"he would be contented to publMh, for their tatis&dion (a 
"matter notorious enough, but what he himfelf never thought 
^to have been put to publifl), and of which the Fmmeis of 
" that Declaration might as well have made^ie,<u c^a Lati& 
" Record they knew many of his good Subjefts could not, and 
" many of themfelves did not underftand^ the Oath it felf he 
"took at his Coronation, warranted ana enjoynVi to it by 
"the Cuftoms, and Direi^ions o( hisPredeccflbrsj and the 
" Ceremony of theirs, and his taking it ; they might find it 
'Mn the Records of the Exchequer 5 This it i$:

T H B things which I before promifed, I (hall perform, and 
keep : So help me God, and the ContentS'of this Book. 

His Majefty faid, *' All the World might judge, whether 
**fuch Podtrine, or liich Conclufions, as thofe Men brought^ 
«^ could follow, or have the lead pretence, from that Oath: 
<* For the Preamble of the Statute they cited, that told his 
** Majefty, that the King was bound to remedy, by Law, the 
<' mikhiefs and damages which happen to his People : bis 
** Majefty faid, he was lb; but asked whether the King were 
** bound by the Preamble of chat Statute, to renounce his 
"own Judgment, his own Undcrftanding in thofe milchiefs, 
** and of thefe remedies ? How far forth he was obliged to 
** follow the Judgment of his Parliament, that Declaration ftill 
** confeffed to be a queftioD. Without queftion, he faid, none 
*^ could take upon thew to remedy even mifchiefe, but by 
^* Law, for fear of greater mifchiefs than thok they go about 
*' to remedy. 

"But his Majefty was bound in juftice to codent to their 
** Propolals, becaufe there was a Truft repofed in his Majefty 
*'to preferve the Kingdom, by making new Laws : He laia, 
^*he was glad there was fo; nbeo he was fare no new Law, 
'^ could be made without His Confeat ; and that the gentle- 
**nefs of his Anfwer, Le R»jS*anfera^ if it be no Denial, it 
*'is no Confent} and then the noatter was not great, They 
^' would yet allow his Maiefty a greater latitude of granung, 
*^'or denying, as be ihould think fit, in puhlick Ads of Grace^ 
** as Pardons, or the like Grants of Favour : Wliy did they 
** fo ? If thofe Pardom, and publick Ads of Grace wei'e for \ 
*^ihe publick Good (which they might Vote them to be) 
*' thev would then be abfolutely in their own difpolal : But 
*^haa they left: that power to his Majefty ? They had Gire, at 
^*leaft, /hared it with him ^ How elfe had they got the power 
**to pardon Serjeant-Major-General Skfffm (a new Officet 
*' of State, and a Subjed his Majeftv had no Authority to lend 
'' to {peak with) and all other Perfons imploy'd by them; ^and 
*^fuch as had imploy'd themfelves for them, not only for 
*• what they had done, but for what they Ihould do ? If ther 
" had power to declare fuch Adioos to be no Treafon, which 
^^ his Majefty would not pardon ^ fuch Adions to be Trealbn, 
^* which need no pardon ^ the I^uitude they alkiw'd his Ma-* 
. yoLLPartz. Rr ^^jefty 
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''jefty of granting, or denying of Pardons, was a Jcw^I thej 
*' might ftill be content to fufFer his Majefty to wear in his 
** Crown, and never think themfelves the more in danger. 

^'All this Confider'd, the Contriver of that Meflage 
** (fince they would afford his Majefty no better Title) whom 
** they were angry with, did not conceive, the People of tills 
*'Land to be lb void of Common Senfc, as to believe his 
"Majefty, who had denied no one thing for the cafe, and be* 
'* neht of them, wliich in Juftice or Prudence could be asked, 
*'or in Honour and Confcience could be granted, to have 
*'caft off all care of the Subjeds Good; and the Fcamers, 
**and Devifers of that Declaration (who had endeavoar'd 
**to render his Majefty odious to his Subjeds, and then dif- 
** loyal to him, by pretending fuch a Truft in Them) to have 
**only taken it up : Neither, he was confident, wcHiId they 
•*be fatlfied, when they felt the miiery and the burdens, 
•'which the fury and the malice of thofe People would bring 
^upon thenv with being told that calamity proceeded from 
*'cvil Counfcllors, whom no body could name; from Plots 
^'andConfpiracies, which no Man could diicover; and from 
" Fears andjealoufies, which no Man underftood: And there-* 
*' fore that the confidcration of it fhould be left to the Con- 
'^fcience, Reafbn, AffeAion, and Loyalty of his good Sub- 
*' jeds, who do underftand the Government of this Kingdom^ 
*'his Majefty faid, he was well content. 

^' H I s Majefty ask*d, wliere the folly and madnefs of thofe 
^ people would end, who would have his People believe, that 
**his abfenting himfelf from Dmdm, where, with his-iafety^ 
*'he could not ftay, and the continuing his Magazine at 
*^Hut, proceeded from the (ecret Plots of the Papiib here^ 
*'and to advance the defign of the Papifts in Ireland 9 But it 
**was no wonder that they, who could believe S' JohnH^ 
^Ubdm's (hutting his Majefty out of HuU^ to be an Aft of 
^ Affedion and Lovaltv^ would believe that thePapifts^ oi 
''the Turk perfwaded nim to go thither* 

''And could any fbber Man think thlit Declaration to b^ 
''the confent of either, or both Hbufes of Parliament, an* 
" awed either by fraud or force ; which (after fo oiany Thanks^ 
"and humble Acknowledgments of his gracious £ivour in 
"his Meflage of the twentieth of^anuaj^ fo often, and fo 
" unanimottflv prefented to his Majefty £fom both Hpufes of 
"Parliament) now told Urn, that the Meflage at firft was, 
"and, as often as it had been fince mention d by him> had 
"been a breach of Privilege (of which they had not ufed to 
"have been fo negligent, as in four Months not to have com« 
" plain'd, if fiich a breach had been) and that their own Me« 
"(hod of proceediiiK fho«ld not he propo&d tq (heiOi as if 
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"his Majefty had only Authority to call them together, not 
**to tell them what they were to do, not fo much as with re- 
** ference to his own Affairs, What their own Method had 
**been, and whither it had led Them, and brought the King- 
"dom, all Men fee; what His would have been, if (eafonably 
"and timelv applied unto, all Men might judge i his Ma- 
*^ jelty would fpeak no more of it. 

"But fee now what excellent Inftances, they had found 
**out, to prove an inclination, if not in his Majefty, in fome 
'* about him , to Civil War : Their going with his Majefty 
** to the Houfe of Commons ( fb often urg'd, and fo fully 
**Anfwer'd) their attending on him to HamptonCourt, and 
*^ appearing in a Warlike manner at Kingfton upon Thames 5 
^ His going to Hull ; their drawing their Swords at Tork > 
** demanding, who would be for the King?* the declaring 
*' S' John Hotham Tray tor before th5 MeflTage fent to the Par- 
•*liament ; the Propofitions to the Gentry in Torkjhire, to 
**a(Eft his Majefty againft S^ John Hotham ^ before he had 
**receiv'd an Anfvvcr from the Parliament: All defperate In-« 
** fiances of an inclination to a Civil War. Examine thenx 
** again; The manner, and intent of his going to the Houfe 
** of Commons, he hadfet forth at large, in his Anfwer to 
** their Declaration of the nineteenth of M47 ; all Men might 
** judge of it. Next, did they themfelves believe, to what 
*^ purpofe foever that Rumour had ierv'd their turn, that there 
**was an appearance in Warlike manner at Kingfton upon 
^^ Thames} Did they not know, that whenfoever his Majefty 
*^had been at Hampton-Court, fince his firft coming to the 
''Crown, there was never a Ipfs appearance, or in a lefs 
'* Warlike manner, than at the time they meant? He faid, 
** he would fay no more, but that His appearance in a War- 
*'like manner at Kingfton upon Thames , and Theirs at King-- 
*^fton upon Hull, was very different? What was meant by 
*' the dra\ving of Swords at Torkj, and demanding, who would ^ 
*' be for the King, muft be enquired at London ; for, his Ma- 
**jefty believed, very few in 2%ri^underftood the meaning of 
** it. For his going to Hull^ whic^h they would by no means 
** endure fhould be called a Vifit, whether it were not the 
*'way to prevent, rather than to make a Civil War, was very 
** obvious: And the declaring Jiim a Tray tor in the very Att 
''of his Treafbn, would never be thought unreafonable, but 
'* by thofe who believed him to be a loving, and loyal Sub- 
" jed; no more than the endeavouring to make the Gentle- 
** men of that County fenfible of that Treafon (which they 
**wcre in an honourable, and* dutiful degree) before he re- 
"ceiv'd the Anfwer from both Houfes of Parliament: For, 
*' if they bad been as Ws Majefty expeftcd they ftxould have 

Rr 2 ^'been. 
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''been, fenfible of that intollerable injury ofFer'd to him, 
"might he not have had occafion to have ufcd the afFe^oa 
"of thefe Gentlemen? Was he fure that S^^ohnHotbam, who 
" had kept him out without their Order (he fpake of a pub- 
" lick Order) would have let him in, when they had forbid- 
"den him ? And if they had not fuch a fenfe or him (as the 
"cafe falls out to be) had he not more reafon to make Pro- 
"pofitions to thofe Gentlemen, whofe readinefs and affe&ion 
"he, or his Poftcrity, would never forget. 

"But this bufinefs o(HuU fticks ftill with them ; and find- 
"ing his Queftions hard, they are pleafed to Anfwer his Ma- 
"jcfty by asking other Queftions of Him : No matter for the 
"exceptions againil the Earl ofNew-Cdftle (which have been 
"fo oTten urged, as one gf the principal grounds of their 
"Fears and Jealoufies ; and which drew that Queftion from 
" him) They asked his Majeffy, why, when he held it necef- 
" fary, that a Governour ftiould be placed in ifirff, S^ John 
^'Hotbam (liould be refufed by him, and the Earl oiNeu/^ 
" CajlU fcnt down ? His Majefty Anfwer'd becaufe he had 
"a better opinion of the Earl o( New-Cafile than o£S' John 
" Hotbam i and dcfired to have fuch a Governour over his 
"Towns, if he muft have any, as (hould keep them for, and 
'^ not againft him : And if his going down were in a more 
" private way than S' John Hotbam\ it was becaufe he had 
" not that Authority to make a noife by levying and billet- 
'* ing of Soldiers, in a peaceable time, upon his good Sub- 
"jetSs, as it feem'd S^Jobn Hotbam carried down with him- 
" And the Imputation which is caft by the way upon that 
" Earl, to make his reputation not Co unblemi/h a, as he con- 
"ceiv'd, and the World believes it to be; and which, though 
"it was not ground enough for Judicial Proceeding (it is 
"wonder it was not) was yet ground enough for fufpicion, 
"muft be the cafe of every Subjed in England (and he wiftied 
" it went no higher) if every vile Afperfion, contriv'd by un- 
"known hands, upon unknown or unimaginable grounds^ 
"which is the way praftifed tot bring any Vertuous and de- 
" ferving Men into obloquy, fliou|d receive the leaft credit, 
"or countenance in the world. 

"They tell him. Their exception to thofe Gentlemen, 
"who deliver'd their Petition to him at Tcrk^ was that they 
"prefiimed to take the Style upon them of all the Gentry, 
"and Inhabitants of that County J whereas, they lay, lb many 
"more of as good Quality as themiclves, of that County, 
"were of another opinion j and have fince, by their Petition 
" to his Majefty, difavowed that Aft. Their Information 
" in that point, his Majefty faid, was np better than it ufetb 
!'to bc» and they would find^ that neither the Number, or 

"the 
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•* the Quality of thofj^ who have, or will difavow that Pcti- 
^' tion, was as they imagine; though too many weak Peribns 
■ 'f were mifled f which they did, and would every day more- 
*'and more underftand) by theFadion, Skill, and Induftry 
"of that True Malignant Party, of which he did, and had 
*' reafon to complain. They faid, they had received no Pcti- 
*'tion offo ftrangea nature: What nature? Contrary to the 
'* Votes of both Hoafes: that is, they had receiv'd noPcti- 
^'tion they had no mind to. receive. But his Majefty had told 
*' them again, and all his good Subjeds would tell them, that 
''they had receiv'd Petitions, with joy and approbation, 
''.againft the Votes of both Houfes ojFthcir Predeceflbrs, con- 
*' firm'd and eftabli/h'd into Laws by the confent of his Ma- 
** jefty, and his Anceftors ; and allow'd thofe Petitions to 
''carry the Style, and to feem to carry the defires of Cities, 
''Towns and Counties, when, of either City, Town or Coun- 
" ty, very few known, or confidcrable Perfbns, had been privy 
"to fuch Petitions: whereas, in truth, the Petitions delivered 
" to his Majeftv, againft which they except, carried not the 
"Style of ali, out fome of the Gentry and Inhabitants; and 
" impUed no other confent, than fiich as went Vilibly along 
"with it. 

'*B u T his Ma|efty was 3II this while in a miftake 5 theMa* 
"gazine at Hull was not taken from him. Who told them 
" fo? They who aflure them ( and whom without breaking 
"their Privileges they muft believe) that S^ ^ohn Hotham's 
•* (hutting the Gates againft his Majefty, and refilling his en- 
" trance with arm'd Men (though he thought it ia defiance 
"of him ) was indeed in obedience to him, and his Autho- 
*'rity J and for His Service, and the Service of the Kingdom. 
"He was to let none in, but fuch as came with his Majefty 's 
"Authority, fignified by both Houfes of Parliament: himfelf 
" and they had ordered it fo. And therefore he kept his Ma- 
*' jefty out, only, till his Majefty or he himfelf might fend for 
"their Diredions. His Majefty fald, he knew not whether 
"the Contrivers of that Declaration meant, thdt his good 
"Subjefts (hould fo fboni underftand, though it was plain 
*' enough to be underftood, the meaning of the King's Au- 
"thority fignified by both Houfes of Parliament: But furethe 
"world would now eafily difcern in what mifejable cafe he 
^' had, by this time, been (it is bad enough as it is) if he had 
"confentcd to their Bill, or to their Ordinance of the Mili- 
" tia, and given thofe Men power to have raifcd all the Arms 
"of the Kingdon^ agaihft him, for the Common Good, by 
"his own Authority; Would they not as they had kept him 
"from/&//, by this time have beaten him from Tark^ and 
"purfiied him out of the Kingdom, in his own behalf? Nay 
^ ^ Kt ) **might 
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^' might not this Munition, which is iy>t taken from him, be 
^'impioy'd againft him; notagainft his Authoritv Signified 
"by both Houfes of Parliament, but only to kill thofe ill 
"Counfellors, the Malignant Party which is about him, and 
^'yet for his Good, for the Publick Good (they would declare 
** it fo) and fo no Treafon within the Statute oi2.%.EAwXl\ ? 
<' which, by their Interpretation, had left his Majefty, the 
**»King o( England, abfolutely left provided for, in point of 
*'fafety,than the meaneftSubjed of the Kingdom: And every 
** Subjed of this Land (for whofe fecurity that Law was made, 
*'that they may know their duty, and their danger in break- 
**ing of it) may be made a Traytor when thefe Men pleaie 
** to {ay, he is lb. But did they think That, upon fuch an 
** Interpretation (upon pretence of Authority or Book Cafes 
•'and Precedents, which, without doubt, ttey would have 
"cited, if they had been to their purpofe) out of which no- 
^' thing can relult, but confufion to King and People, would 
*' find any credit with his good Subjeds ? And that fo ex- 
*'cellent a Law, made both for fecurity of King and People, 
**fliall be fo eluded, by an interpretation no Learned Lawyer 
*' in EngUnd would at this hour, he believed, fet under his 
^'hand, notwithftanding the Authority of that Declaration; 
*' which, he hoped, ihall bring nothing but Infamy upon the 
•*Contriversof it? 

"Now to their Privileges: Though it be true, they (ay, 
**that their Privileges do not extend to Treafon, Felony, or 
" breach of the Peace, fo as to exempt the Members from all 
*• manner of Procefs, and Tryal ; yet it doth privilege them in 
** the way, or method of their Tryal : the Caufe muft be firft 
** brought before Them, and Their confent asked, before you 
*' can proceed. Why then their Privileges extend as far in 
^* thefe Cafes, as in any that are moft unqueftion'd; for no 
•* Privilege whatfoever, exempts them from all manner of 
*' Procefs and Tryal, if you firfb acquaint the Houfe with it, 
*'and they give you leave to proceed by thofe Proceffes, or to 
« that Tryal; But, by this Rule, ifaMember of either Houfe 
** commit a Murder, you muft by no means meddle with 
•'him, till you have acquainted that Houfe of which he is a 
•'Member, and received their diredion for your Proceeding, 
•'afTuring vour felf, he will not ftir from that place where 
•' vou left him, till you return with theij; confent; fhould it 
*'be otherwifc, it would be in the power of c^ery Man, under 
''the pretence of Murder, to take one after another, and as 
" many as he pleafeth; and fo, confequently, bring a Parlia- 
^'rnent to what he pleafeth, when he pleafeth. If a Member 
*' of either Houfe fhall take a Purfe at Torl^ (he may as pro- 
•'bably take a Purfe from a Subjed/as Arms Itgainft the 

"King} 
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•'King) jroa iDuft ride to London, to know what to do, 
*^and He may ride with you, aod uke a new Purfe every 
^' Stage, and miift not be apprehended, or declared a Felon, 
** till you have asked that Houfe of which he is a Member j 
**fliould it be ocberwife, it might be in every Man's power 
*'to accufe as many Members as he would of taking Purfes j 
^'and Co bring a Parliament, and fo all Parliaments to nothing. 
** Would thefc Men be bcliev*d? And yet they make no 
'* doubt but every one who hath taken the Proteftation, would 
"defend this Doftrine with Iris Life and Fortune. Would 
" not his Subjeds believe, that they had impofed a pretty 
'^ Proteftation upon them ; and that they had a very good 
"end in the doing of it, if it obligeth them to fuch hazards, 
"tofuch undertakings? Muft they forget or negled his Ma* 
"jetty's Pcrfon, Honour, and Eftatc, which,, by that Prote- 
*^ftation, they are bound to defend j and, in (bme degree^ 
" do underftand ? And muft they only venture their Lives 
" and Fortunes to juilify Privileges they know not, or cvpr 
** heard of before? Or are they bound by that Proteftafioo 
" to believe, that the Framers or that Declaration have power 
'^ to extend their own Privileges, as far as they think fit ; aufj 
^^ to contrad his Majefty's Rights, as much as they pleafe ; 
"and that they are bound to beh'eve them in either, and to 
** venture their Lives and Fortunes in that Quarrel ? 

" F K o m: declaring how mean a Peribn his Majefty is, and 
" how much the Kingdom hath been miftaken in the under* 
"ftanding of the Statute of the 2^.Edw.IlL concerningTrea* 
**fon, and that all Men need not fear Levying War againf^ 
•' him, fo they have their Order to Warrant them j They 
** proceed, in the Spirit of declaring, to cevtify hisSubjed^ 
*'m the miftakings, which, near one hundred and fifty years, 
" have been receiv'd concerning the Statute of the zHen.YU. 
*'cb. 1. (a Sutute all good Subjeds will read with Comfort) 
*'and tell them, that the fervmg of the King for the time 
"being, cannot be meant oiFtrkin Warheck^ or of any that 
" (hould call himfelf jKing ; but iiich a One as is allow'd, and 
"received by the Parliament in the behalf of the Kingdom: 
" And was not his Majefty (o allow'd? However, through a 
"dark mift of Words, and urging their old Privileges (which, 
" he hoped, he had fufficiently Aniwer'd, and will be every 
**day more confuted by the Adions of his good Subjeds) 
"they conclude, that thofe that (hall guide themfelves by 
*'the judgment of Parliajtnent, which they fay is their own, 
"ought, whatfoever happen, to be fecure, and free from all 
" Account and Penalties, upon the ground and equity of that 
** very Statute : How far their own Chancellors mav help 
^^ them ia that equity^ bis Majefty knew qot i but by the 
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^^help of God, and that good Law, He would allow no (iich 
*'cqmtv: So then, there is the Dodrineof that Declaration j 
^* and thefe are the Pofitions of the Contrivers of it. 

I. That they have an ahfblute Power of declaring the 
Law; and that whatibever they declare to be fo, onght not 
to be queftion'd by liis Majefty, or any Subjed : So that all 
Right and Safety of Him and his People, nrnft depend upon 
their Pleafure. 

a. T H A T no Precedents can be limits to bound their Pro-- 
ceedings: So they may do what they pleafe. 

3. T H A T the Parliament may difpofe of any thing, where- 
in the King or Sabjed hath a BJgh^ for the Publick Good; 
that they, without the King, are this Parliament, and judge 
of this Publick Good; and that his Majefty's Confent is not 
necefiary : So the Life and Liberty of the Subjed. and all the 
good Laws made for the fecurity of th^m, may oe difpoied 
of, and repealed by the Major part of bothHouies at any time 
preient, and by any ways and means procured ib to be» and 
his Majefty had no Power to proted them. 

4. T H A T no Member of either Houfe ought to be trou- 
bled or meddled with forTreafbn, Felony, or any other Crime, 
without the Caufe firft brought before Them, that they may 
judge of the Fad, and their leave obtatn'd to proceed. 

f. T H A T the Soveraign Power refides in both Houfes of 
Parliament ; and that iiis Majefty had no Negative Voice : 
So then his Majefty Himfeif muft be fubjed to th^^ir Com- 
mands. 

6. T H A T the Levying of Forces againft the Perfoml Com^ 
mands of the Kihg, though accompanied with his Prefence, 
is not Levying War againft the King ; but the Levying War 
againft his Laws and Authority ( which they have Power to 
declare and fignify) though not againft his Perfon, is Levy- 
ing War againft the King: And that Treafon cannot be com- 
mitted againft his Perfon, otherwife than as he is entrufted 
with the Kingdom, and difcharging that Truft j and that 
They have a Power to judge, whether he difchaigcs that 
Truft or no. 

7. Th A T if they fhould make the higheft Precedents of 
Other Parliaments their Patterns, there would be no caufe to 
complain of want of Modefty or Duty in them ; that is, they 
may Dcpofe his Majefty wjien they will, and are not to be 
blame4 for fb doipg. 

^'And now (as if the flicer publifliing of their Refolu- 
^'tions, would not only prevail with the People, but, in the 
^'inftant^ deftipy all Spirit^ ai4 Courage in Us Majefty to 
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**prcfervc his own Rights and Honour) they have fincc taken 
^ the boldnefs to aflaolt him with certain Propofitions: which 
" they call the moll neceflary eiFedual means for the remo- . 
** ving thbfe Jealouiies^ and Differences between hi^Majefty 
** and his People, that is, that he would be content to de- 
•* veil himfelfof all his Regal rights, and dignities; be con- 
*^tent with the Title of a King, and fuffer Them, according 
•* to their diicretion to govern Him, and the Kingdom, and 
*' to dif^fe of his Children. How fuitable and agreeable this 
^'Dodnnc, and thefe Demands were to the Affedion of his 
^'loving Subjefts, under whofe Trull thefe Men pretend to 
^^(ay, and do thefe Monftrous Things ; and todefign not 
^*only the mine of hisPerfon, but of Monarchy it felf (which, 
•* he might juilly fay, was more than ever was ofFer'd in any 
**of his Predeceffors times; for though the Perfbn of the 
*^ King had been fbmetimes unjuftly Depofed, yet the Regal 
*^ Power was never, before this time, ftruck at) he believes 
^his good Subjeds would find fome way to let Them, and 
**the World know : And, from this time, fuch who had been 
** mifled, by their ill Counfeis, to have any hand in the exe- 
** cution or the Militia> would fee to what Ends their Service 
♦* was defign'd j and therefore if they (hould prefumc here- 
"after to meddle in it, they muft expeft, that he would imr 
^^ mediately proceed againft them as adual raifers of Sedition, 
"and as Enemies to his Soveraign Power. 

"His Majefty faid, he had done: And fhould now expeft 
*^the worft Adions tliefe Men had Power to commit againft 
" him ; worfe words they could not give him : and he doubt- 
^'ed not, but the Major part of both Houfes of Parliament, 




"that muft grow by it, if believ'd ; as thofe who were ab-r 
*'fent, or involv-d) would fo far refentthe indignity offer'd 
"to his Majefty, the difhonour to Themfelves, and the mif- 
" chief to the whole Kingdom, by that Declaration ; that 
^•they would ipeedily make the foul Contrivets of it inftances 
^* of their exemplary Juffice; and brand Them, and their 
"Dodrine, with the m^ks of their perpetual Scorn and In- 
'^dignation. 

Whilst this Anfwer, and Declaration of his Majefty's 
was preparing and publifhing^ which was done with all 
imagmable hafte, and to which they made no Reply till 
manv Months after the War was begun, they proceeded in 
^1 their Coqnfels towards the leflfening his Majefty, both in 
Reputation, and Power ; and towards the improving their 
PW Jntcr^ : For the firft, ppon the advantage of their 
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former Vote, of the King's Intention to Levy War againft his 
Parliament, in the end ofMdj they publifhed Orders, "That 
^' the Sheriffs of the adjacent Counties /houid hinder, and 
'^ make (by of all Arms and Ammunitian carrying towards 
^^Tcrkjf until they had given notice thereof unto the Lords 
**and Commons; and (hould have rcceiv'd their further Di- 
♦'reftion ; and that they /hould prevent the coming together 
•'of any Soldiers^ Horfe or Foot, by any Warrant ^ his Ma- 
•' jelly, without their Advice or Confent : Which they did, 
not upon any opinion that there would be any Arms or Am- 
munition carrying to his Majefty, they having entirely polV 
ielSed themfelves of all his Stores ^ or that they indeed be« 
liev'd, there was any Commiflion or Warrant to raife Sol- 
diers, which they well knew there was not; but that, by this 
' means, their Agents in the Country ( which many Sheriff^ 
and Juftices of Peace were ; and moft Conftables, and Infe- 
rior Oificers) might upon this Pretence, hinder the Reibrt- 
Ing to his Majefty, which they did with that Induftry, that 
few Perfons, who, fbreieeing the deiign of thofc Orders, did 
not decline the great Roads, and made not pretences of Tra- 
velling to ibme other place, and Travelled in any Equipage 
towards his Majefty, efcaped without being ftay'd by fucb 
watches: And moft that were fo iUy'd, finding it to no pur- 
pofe to attend the Refblution, or Juftice of the Houfes, who 
always commended the Vigilance of their Minifters, and did 
not exped thev (hould be bound np by the Letter of their 
Orders, made fliift to eicape with their own Perfons, and were 
contented to leave their Horfes behind them : They who at- 
tended to be r'epair'd by the Juftice of the Houfes, finding fb 
many delays, and thofe delays to be fb chargable, and them- 
felves expofed to fo many Queftions, and fuch an Inquifition^ 
that they thought their Liberty a great prize^ whatever they 
left behind them. 

Fo R the improving their Intereft,and Dependence, though 
they had as much of the AfFedion of the City as could rea- 
fbnably be expeded ; and by their exercifi! of the Militia, had 
united them in a firm Bond, the communication of Guilt ; 
yet they well underftood their trut ftrength confifted In the 
Kabble of the People $ for the greateft part of the fubftantial, 
and wealthy Citizens, being not of their Party, and except 
fome Expedient were found out, whereby they might be in- 
Tolv*d,and concerned in their Profperity or Ruine,they thought 
themfelves not fb much in truth pofTefTed of that City^ as 
they feem'd to be. They had heard it faid, that Edwdtd the 
Fourth of England recovered the City of Ijmdon, and by that 
the Kingdom, by the vaft Debts that he owed there s Men 
looking upon the helping of Him to the Crown, as the helping 
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Themfelves to their Money, which was elfe defpcrate* Upon 
this ground, they had taken the firft opportunity of borrow- 
ing great Sums of them, in the beginning of this Parliament; 
when the Richeft and beft Affeded Men, upon a Prefumption 
thit hereby the Scuts Army would fuddalniy march into their 
own 0>untry, and the Englifb as foon be Disbanded, cbear- 
fiiUy fumi/hed that Money. Upon this ground they ftill for- 
bore to repay thofe Sums, dilpofing what ^as brought in 
upon the Bills of Subfidy, and other Publick Bills, to other 
parpofes. And now, to make themfelves more fure of them; 
they borrow'd another Sum of Iooooo^ of them, upon pre- 
tence of the great Exigences of Ireland; which was their two- 
edged Swor^ to lead them into the Liberty of laying what 
iiBDUtations, they thought moft convenient for their pur- 
poles, upon the King and Queen ; and to dfaw what Money 
they thought fit from the City ; and fervVl them now to 
another important end, to raife Soldiers; but that Service it 
fclf, in order to iupprefling the Rebellion there, was not, in 
any degree, advanced. Having by theie means, thus provided 
for their main Ends, they made the People believe, they were 
preparing Proportions to fend to the King; and the People 
were yet fo Innocent as to believe, that they would never fend 
Propofitions that were not reafonable : For though the un- 
ufual Ads which had been done by the Kihg, as the going 
to the Houfe of Commons, and demanding the Members 
there, had put them into as unufual apprehenfionsi and thofe, 
by the warmth and heat of Declarations and Anfwers, had 
drawn from them by degrees, another kiofkof Language , 
than had before been ufed ; yet moft Meffoeliev^d, when 
thofe PafEons were difgdled, and that any Propofitions fliould 
be made by them ( which the King had long call'd for and 
invited ) that they could not but be fuch, as would open a 
door for that AfFedion, Confidence, Duty, and Truft, upon 
i9vhich the Peace of the Kingdom might be r^fonably founaed. 
And Propofitions they did fend to the King, in the begin- 
ning ofyme; which were prefented to his Majefty, with great 
Solemnity^ by their Committee refident there; which, in this 
place, ate very neceflary to be inferted in the very terms ia 
which they were prefented, as followeth : 

Tbe humble Petithn, and Advice of both Houfes ofParRa- JJj^^;^ 
ment, with Nineteen Propofitims and tbe Conclufion, /iw^ /sTf/'iV 
unto bis Majeftj tbefecond o/June KJ42. ^uinun 

^YouR Maiefty's moft huncible and faithful Subjcias, the 
''Lords ana Commons in Parliament, having norhing m their 
*' thoughts and dcfires, more precious ancJof higher cftccur, 
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''next to the Honour and immediate Service of God, than 
*'the jufk and. faithful performance of their Duty to your 
''Majefty and this Kingdom : And being very knfibfe of 
''the great diftradions and diftempers, and of the Immi- 
"nent dangers and calamities, which thofe diftradions dnd 
"diftenapers are like to bring upon vour Majefty,and your 
"Subjeos (all which have proceeaed from the fubtle lo- 
" formations, mifchievous Praftices, and evil Counfels of 
"Men difaffeded to God's true Religion; your Majefty's 
"Honour and Safetv 5 and the Fablick Peace, and Proipe- 
"rity of your People) after a ferious Obfervation of the 
"Caufes of thofe mifchiefs, do in all humility and fincerity, 
^'prefent to your Majefty their moft dutiful Petition and 
"Advice : That, out ot your Princely Wiidom for the 
"eftablKhing'your own Honour andSw^ty, and gracious 
" tendernels of the Welfare and Security of your Subjeds 
"and Dominions, you will be pleafed to grant, and accept 
"thefe their humble Deiires and Propoficions, as the moll: 
"neceflary and efFedual means, through God's blefiing, of 
"removing thofe Jealoufies and Differences, which have 
"unhappily fallen out betwixt you and your People, and 
"procuring both your Majefty and them, aconlbtnt courfe 
" of Honour, Peace, and Happinefs. 

The Proftfitlons. 

!• "That the Lords and others of your Majefly's Privy 
"Council, 411^ fuch great Officers and Minifters of State, 
"either at Home or beyond the Seas, may be put from 
"your Privy G>uncil, and from thofe OfEces and Imploy- 
" ments, excepting fucli as fliall be apptoved by both Houfes 
"of Parliament : And that the Perlons, put into the Places 
^'and Imployments of thofe that are removed, may be ap- 
''prov'd of by both Houfes of Parliament: and that Privy 
"CounfcUors fhall take an Oath, for the due execution of 
^' their Places, in fuch Form as fhall be ^reed upon by 
"both Houfes of Parliament, 

9. "That the great Affairs of the Kingdom may not be 
"concluded, or tranfaded by the Advice of private Men, 
"or by any unknown, or uniworn C)unfellors ; but that 
^*fuch matters as concern the Publick, and are proper for 
"the High Court of Parliament, which is your Majefly's 
'* great and fupreme Council, may be debated, refblv'd, and 
"tran&ded only in Parliament, and not elfewhere: And 
"fuch as fhall prefume to do any thing to the contrary, 
"/hall be referv'd to the Cenfure and Judgment of Par- 
■ ^' lisiment : Ancf fuch other Matters of $m^ as are proper 
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^^fbr your Majefty's Privy Council, (hall be Debated and 
** concluded by fuch of the Nobility, and Others, as (hall, 
**from time to time, be chofen for that Place, by appro- 
^^batlon of both Houles of Parliament: and that no pub-* 
^*lick Ad concerning the Affairs of the Kingdom, \vhich 
"are proper for your Privy Council^^ may be efteem'd of 
**any Validity, as proceeding from the Royal Authority, 
^'unlefs it be done by the Advice and Confcnt of theMa^ 
'* jor part of the Council, attefted under their Hands : And 
''that your Council may be limited to a certain Number, 
*' not exceeding twenty five, nor under fifteen ; and if any 
*'CounfeIIor's place happen to be Void in the interval of 
'^ Parliament, it (ball not be fupplied without the AfTent 
"of the Major part of the Council; which choice, (hall 
" be confirm'd at the next fitting of Parliament, or elie to 
"be void. 

3. "That the Lord High Steward of England, LordHigE 
'*Conftable, Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the Great 
''Seal, Lord Treafurer, Lord Privy Seal, Earl Mar/hal, 
"Lord Admiral, Warden of the Cinque Ports, chief Go- 
"vernour of Ireland, Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mafter 
"of the Wards, Secretaries of State, two Chief JuiUces, 
"and Chief Baron, may always be chofen with the ap- 
"probation of both Houfes of Parliament; and in the in- 
"tervals of Parliaments, by the Afient of the Major part 
"of the Council, in fuch manner as is before exprefifed in 
** tho Choice of Counfellors. 

4. "That He, or They, unto whom the Government and 
"Education of the King's Children /ball be committed^ 
*'fhall be approved of by both Houfes of Parliament; and 
^in the intervals of Parliament, By the AfTent of the Ma- 
"jor part of the Council, in fuch manner as is before ex- 
^'prefled in the choice of Counfellors; And that all fucb * 
^* Servants as are now about them, againfl whom both 
^'Houfes /hall have any jufl: exceptions, /hall be removed. 

f- "That no Marriage /hall be concluded, or treated, for 
"any of the King's Children, with any Forreign Prince, 
*' or other Perfbn whatfbever. Abroad or at Home, without 
" the Confent of Parliament, under the Penalty of a Pr»- 
"munire, unto fuch as /hall conclude, or treat of any Mar- 
"riage as aforefaid ; And that the faid Penalty /hall not be 
"pardon'd, or difpenfed with, but by the Confent of both 
"Houfes of Parliament. 

6. "That the Laws in force againfl Jefiiits, Pridls, and 
"Popi/h Recufants, be ftriftly put in Execution without 
"any Toleration, or Difpenfation to the contrary : And 
"that fame more elSedual courfe may be enaAed, by Aii- 
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*^thoritvof Patliament^ todifable tfaetn from making any 
. ** difturbance in the State \ or eluding the Laws by Trufts, 

"or otherwife. 
7. ** T H A T the Votes of Popifli Lords in the Houfe of Peers 
" may be taken away, {o long as they continue Papifts : 
^' And that your Majetiy will conient to fuch a Bill, as Ihall 
"be drawn, for the Education of the Children of Papifts, 
"by Proteltants, in the Proteftant Religion. 
8^ "That your Majefty will be plcafed to confent, that 
" fiich a Reformation be made of the Church Government, 
"and Liturgy, as botH Houfes of Parliament fhali advife; 
^'wherein they intend to have confultations with Divines, 
*^ as is exprefled in their Declaration to that purpofe : And 
*^ that your Majefty will contribute your beft affiftance to 
"them, for the raifing of a fufficient maintenance for 
^Treaching Minifters through the Kingdom : And that 
" your Majefty will be pleafed,to give your confent toLaws, 
" for the taking away of Innovations, and Superftition, and 
^' of Pluralities, and againft Scandalous Minift^s. 

9. "That your Majefty will be pleafed to reft fatisfied with 
^' that courfe, that the Lords and Commons, have appointed, 
^' for ordering of the Militia, until the fame fliall be farther 
"fettled by a Bill : and that your Majefty will recall your 
"Declarations, and Proclamations againft the Ordinance 
^'made by the Lords and Commons concerning it* 

10. "That (iich Members of either Houfe of Parliament, 
" as have, during this prefent Parliament, been put out of 
**any Place and Office, may either be rcftor*d to that Place 
"and Office, or otherwife have fatisfadion for the feme, 
"upon the Petition of that Hooie^ whereof He, or They 
"arc Members. 

XI. ** T H A T all Privy Counfellors and Judges may take an 
*'Oath, the Form whereof to be agreed on and fettled by 
" AA of Parliament, for the maintaining of the Petition of 
"Right, and of certain Statutes made by this Parliament, 
"which fliall be mentioned bv both Houh^s of Parliament ^ 
*^and that an enquiry of all Breaches, and Violations of 
*'thofe Laws, mav be given in charge by the Tuftices of 
"the King's Bencn every Term, and by the Judges of AC 
"fize in their Circuits, and Juftices of the Peace at the Sef- 
" fions, to be prefented and punifhed according to Law. 

12. "That all the Judges, and all the Officers, placed bjr 
" approbation of both Houfes of Parliament, may hold their

13. •* T H A T the Juftice of Parliament may pafs upon all De- 
"linquents, whether they be within the Kingdom, or fled 
^ out of it : Apd ihac all PerjTQiu dte4 by isi^bej: jBoufe of 
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^'Parliameot, may appear^ aod abide the Ceniure of Par-« 
'Mlament. 
14. *'Th A T the General Pardon, offered by your Majeftyi 
^'may be granted with fiich Exceptions^ as ihali be advited 
^* by boih Houfes of Parliament. 
ly. '^Th AT the Forts, and Caftles of this Kingdom, may 
" be put under the Command and Cuftody of fiich Perfons^ 
''as your Majefty fliall appoint with the approbation of your 
'^ parliament i and, in the intervals of Parliament^ with ap-* 
''probation of the Major part of the Council, in fiich maom 
"net as is before exprefled in the choice of Coufi{elIors» 
l(J. "T H AT the extraordinary Guards, and Military Forces 
"now attending your Majefty, may be removed and dif^ 
"charged; and that, for the future, you will raife nofiicb 
"Guards or extraordinary Forces, ^ut, according to tht 
"Law, in cafe of Adual Rebellion^ or Invafion. 
1 7» *' T H A T your Majefty will be pleaied to enter into a more 
"ft rid Alliance with* the States of the Vmuik Prmnces, and 
*' other neighbour Princes and States of the Proteftant Re* 
•'ligion, for the defence and maintenance thereof againi^ 
"all De£gns and Attempts of the Pope, and his Adherents^ 
" to fubvert and fuppreis it ; whereby your Majeity will 
"obtain great accefs offtrength and reputation, ana your 
"Subjefts-be much encouraged and enabled, in a Parlia-* 
"mentary way, for your Aid, and Aififtance, in reftoring 
"your Royal Sifter, and her Princely Iffue to thoieDigni- 
"des and Dominions, which belong unto them; and re<« 
" Jieving the other diftreiTed ProtefUnt Princes, who hav^ 
" fuffer'd in the fame Caufe. 
18. *'That your Majefty will be pleaied by Aft of Parlia-* 
"ment, to clear the Lord Kimbolton, and the fiveMembersr 
"of the Houfe of Commons, in fuch manner that future 
"Parliaments may be fecured &om the Confequence of 
" that evil Precedent, 
xp. "That your Majefty will be gracioufly pleaied to pai^ 
"a Bill for reftraisiing Peers made hereafter, from Sitting, 
"or Voting in Parliament, unlefs they be admitted there« 
"unto with the Confent of both Houtes of Parliament* 

"And thefe our humble Deiires being granted by your Mar 
"jefty. We ihall forthwith apply our felves to regulate 
" vour preient Revenue, in fucn ibrt as may be for your 
"beft advantage; and likewife to fettle fuch an ordinary, 
"and conftant increafe of it, as fliall be fufficientto fupport 
"your Royal Dignity in Honour, and Plenty, bevond the 
"proportion of any former Grants of theSubjeas of this 
^Kin^dprn tp your Majefty 's Royal PredeceiTors : We fliall 

" like- 
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^'likewife put the Tov^n of HM into (ach hands^ as yoor 
^' Majefty (hall appoint with the confent and approbation 
^' of Parliament; and deliver up a juft Account of all the 
^'Magazine; and cheerfully imploy the uttermoft of Our 
"power and endeavours, in the real expreffion^ and per- 
'^formance of our moft Dutiful and Loyal Affedions, to the 
" preferving and maintaining the Royal Honour^ Greatnefs^ 
*'and Safety of your Majefty, and your Pofterity. 

T H B fame day that thefe Articles of Depofition ¥«re pafs'd 
the Houfes, that his Majeftv might fee now unable he was 
like to be to contend with tliem, they declared by an Order 
the fame dayjprinted and carefully dif perfed, ^^ That they had 
'^ received Information (and indeed their Informatioos were 
wonderful particular^ froni all parts beyond Sea> of whatfo- 
ever was agitated on the King's behalf; ^s well as from his 
Court, of whatfoever was deflgn'd, or almoft but thought of 
to himfclf : Befides they could pretend to receive Informa- 
tion of whatfoever would any way conduce to their purpofe, 
true or fal/c ) "That the Jewels of the Crown ( which, they 
'' faid, by the Law of the Land ought not to be alieaed) were 
' ** either pawn'd or {old in AmJUrdam , or ibme other parts 
'^beyond Seas; and thereby great Sums of Money provided 
"to be return d to Torka or to fome of his Majefty's Servants 
^'or Agents, for his Majefty's ufe: And becaufe, they &id, it 
*'was more than probable that great provifion of Moneys, 
''in fuch an extraordinary way, was to maintain^the intend- 
'*ed War againft the Parliament; and thereby to bring the 
< ''whole Kingdom into utter mine, and combuftion: It was 
Of4ifftht " therefore dedar'd, by the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
SiS^ "ment, that whoibever had been, or ihould be, an Kdaor in 
* * ''the felling or pawning of any Jewels of the Crown; or had. 



llilltnmt '*^^ fliould pay, lend, fend, or bring any Money in Specie 
"into this Kingdom for, or upon, any of thoie Jewels; or 
"whoibever had, or ihould accept of any Bill from beyond 
"the Seas for the payment of any Sum of' Money, for or 
" upon any of thofe Jewels, and (hould pay any Sum accord- 
"ing toluchBill, after nociceof that Order, without acquaint- 
"ing that Houfe with the Receipt of that Bill, before he ac- 
"cept the (ame; or if he had already accepted any fuch Bill, 
"then with the Acceptance thereof, before the payment of 
"the Money, everv fuch Peribn fhould be held and accounted 
^'a Promoter of that intended W^ar, an Enemy to the State, 
"and ought to give &tis£idion for the publick damage out 
"ofhisownEftatc. 

Upon this confident Aflumption, " That it was not in the 
" King's power to difpoie theJ^w?U of the Crown » that what- 

"ibcvcr 
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*'fbcver Jewels were ofier'd to be pawn'd or fold, by any of 
*'the Kings Minifters beyond the Seas, were. the Jewels of 
** the Crown, and no other j and that all Money, returned 
*^£rom thence for his Majetty's Service, was Money fo raifed 
** and procured ; they fo mucn terrified Men of all Conditions, 
that tne Queen, having, by the Sale of fome of her own 
Jewels, ai^d by her other Dexterity, procured fome Money for 
the Kii^g's fopply, could not in a long time find any means 
totraiifmit it. However, this made no impref&oD upon the 
King's Refoiution; and though it might have fome influence 
upon Mercbantly Men, yet it ftirr'd up moft Generous minds 
to an indignation on the King's behalf; and was newEvi* 
dence, if there had wanted any, what kind of Greatnels he 
was to exped from complying with fuch immodeft, and ex-< 
traragant Propofors. 

The King was once Refolv'd to have returned no An(wer 
to them upon thofe Propofitions ; but to let the People alone 
to judge of the unreafonablenefs of them,and of the Indignity 
oflTer'd to him in the delivery of them ; and that was the . 
rcafon of the ftiort mention he made of them in: the clofe of 
his Declaration to theirs of the 16^ ofMay : But he was af- ^ 

terwards perfwaded to vouchfafe a further notice«of them, 
there being fome particulars. Popular enough, and others 9. 
that, at the firft View, feem'd not altogctJber fo derogatory 
to fajm, and fo inconvenient to the People, as in truth they- 
were 5 and that therefore it was neceffary to let the People 
know, that whatfoever was reafonable, and might be bene- 
ficial to the Kingdom, had been, for. the moft part, before 
oflfer'd by his Majefty 5 and /hould all be readily grante4 by 
him: and fo to untold the reft to them, that they might 
difcern their own Welfare, and Security, to be as much en- 
dangered by thofe Demands, as the King's Rights, Honour^ 
and Dignity. So that, in a (hort time after he received theoa, 
he fent to the Uvo Houfes, and publiih'd to the Kingdom, his 
Anfwer to thofe Nineteen Propofitions, whereof it will be. 
fufiicient to repeat fome few Particulars. 

** In which he firft remember'd them of their njethod, they The StA^ 
'' had obferv'd in their Proceedings towards him : Th^t tfaevft^^** 
**had firft totally fupprefled the known Laws of the Land,.»^n/»er #» 
**and denied His power to be neceflary to the making New,'p^^^^;!J^^ 
«« reducing the whole to their own Declarations, and fingle . 
"Votes: That they had poffeffed themfelves of his Maga-. 
''zincs. Forts, and Militi^: That they had ib aw'd his Sub- 
** jeds with Purfuivants, longcheargeable Attendance ; heav^ 
" Cenfures 5 illegal Imprifonments ; that few of them durft* 
" offer to prcfent their tenderneis of his Majefty s Sufferings, . 
''their own juft Grievances, and their fenfo of. tj^ofe Viola- . 
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''rions 6f the Law (the Birth-right of every Subjeft of the 
'' Kingdom ) though in ah humble Petition to Both Houfes : 
''and if any did, it wasftifled in the Birth ; cali'd Seditions 
•*and burn'd by the Common Hangman : That they had rc- 
"ftrain'd the attendance of hi$ Ordinary, and Neceflary 
'^Houfhould-Servant$ : and feifcd upon thofe fmall Sums ok 
'^Money, which his Credit had provided to buy him Bread; 
'* with Injunftions that no money fhould be fliflfer'd ro be 
"convey 'd or returned to his Majefty to TJwi^ or to any of 
'^ his Peers, or Sei-van<s with him; fb that, in efFeft, they 
"had block'd him up in that County: That they had fill'd 
'*thc Ears of his People with Fears and Jealoubes (though 
"taken up upon truft) Tale of Skippers, Salt-Fleets, and 
*'fiich like : oy which Alarms thev might prepare them to 
" receive fuch Impreflions, as mignt beft advance their De- 
"fign, when it mould be ripe. And now, it feem*d, they 
^^thought his Majefty fufficiently prepared for thofc bitter 
" Pills i that he was in a handfbme pofture to receive thofe 
'*^^ humble Defires;- which, probably, were intended to make 
** way for a Superfoetation of a vet higher Nature; for they 
•*did not tell hini. This was All. He feid, he muft obferve, 
'^that thofe Contrivers (the better to advance their true ends) 
^^'in thofe Propofitlons, difguifed, as much as they could, 
"their Intents with a mixture of fome things really to be ap- 
"prov'd by every honeft Man ; others. Specious and Popu- 
*^lar; and fome which were already granted by his Majefty : 
"All which were cunningly twitted, and mixed with thofe 
•'other thingsof their main defign, of Ambition and private 
"(ntereft, in hope that, at the firft View, every Eye might 
*^not {b clearly difcern them in their proper Colours. 

"His Maiefty'faid, if the 1,2,3,4, y,9,io,if,i(y,ip, De- 
'^mands had been Writ; and Printed, in a Tongue unknown 
"to his Majefty and his People, it might have been poffible, 
'•that He, and They might have charitably beMev'd the Pro- 
•^pofitions to be fuch, as might have been in order to the 
" Ends, pretended in the Petition ; to wit, the EftabliAment 
*• of his Honeur and Safety j the Welfare and Security of his 
^•Subjefts and Dominions i and the removing thofe Jealoufies 
^^and Differences, which were faid to have unhappily fallen 
*• betwixt his Majefty and his People; and procuring both 
•*his Majefty, and Them, a conftant courle of Honour, 
' ''Peace and Happinefii but being read and underftood by 
**all, he could not but affurc Himfelf, that that Profeffion, 
'^joyn'd to thofe Propofitlons, would rather appear a Mocke- 
**^ry, and a Scorn j the Demands being fuch, that he were 
** unworthy the Truft repofed in him by the Law, and of his 
*f DefcQot from b many Great ^nd Famous Anceftors, if he 
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•' could be brought to abandon that Power, which aloftc could 
•^enable him to perform what he ^as Sworn to, in proted^ 
** ing his People, and the Laws ; and fo affume others into it, 
**as to diveft Himfelf of it, although not only his prefent 
*^ Condition were more Neceffitous than it was ( which it 
•'could hardly be) and he were both Vanquiftied, and a Pri- 
•'foner, and in a worfe Condition than ever the moft unfor- 
** tunate of his Predci^cflbrs had been reduced to, by the moft 
*' Criminalof their Subjedsi and though the Bait laid to draw 
^' him to it, and to keep hisSubjeAs from Indignation at the 
*' mention of it, the Promifes of a plentiful and unparallcl'd 
** Revenue, were reduced from Generak (which fignify no- 
*'thingUo clear and certain Particulars ; fincefucha bargain 
** would have but too great a refemblance of that of Efatt\ if 
^* lie would part witlr fuch flowers pf his Crown, as were worth 
*' all the relbof the Garland, and had been tranfmitted to him 
*'from fo many Anceftors, and bad been found fo uieful and 
" rieceffary for the Welfare and Security* ofhisSubjeas,for any 
*' prefent Neceffity, or for any low and fordid Confiderations 
** of Wealth and Gain, And therefore, all Men knowing > 
•' that thofe Accommodations arc moft eafily made, and moft 
** exadly obierved, that are grounded upon reafonable and 
*' equal conditions, his Majefty had great caufe to believe 
*' that the Contrivers of thole Propoficions, had no Intention 
**of fetding any firm Accommodation ^ but to increafe thofe 
*• Jealoufies, and widen that Divifion, which not by his Ma- 
'*jefty*s fault, was now unhappily fain between Him and 
**both Hooits. 

** I T was asked, that all Lord$ and others of his Privy 
" Council, and foch gteat Officers and Minifters of State, 
♦** either at liome or beyond the Seas (for, he faid, care was 
** taken to leave out no Perfon, or Place, that his diflionour 
"might be fure not to be bounded within this Kingdom) 
**fliottld be put from his Privy Council, and from thofe Of- 
** fices and Imployments, unlefs they (hould be approved by 
•• both Houfes of Parliament, how faithful foever nis Majefty 
** had found them to Him, and to the Ptiblick ; and how far 
"foever they had been from offending againft any Law, the 
*'only Rule they had, or any Others ought to have, to walk 
" by. His Majefty therefore to that part of that Demand re- 
** turn d this Anfwer, That he was willing to grant, that they 
"/hbuki take a larger Oath, than they themlclves defir'd ia 
** the eleventh Demand, for maintaining not of any Part, 
**but the Whole Law, And, he faid, he had, and did afliire, 
''them, that he would be carefiil to make Eleftion of fuch 
**Perfons in thofe Places of Truft, as had given good Tefti- 
" monies of their Abilities and Integrities, and againft whom

''there could be nojuft caufe of Exception, wheteon realbii'- 
^'ably to ground a Diffidence: That if be had^or (hooldbe 
'* miftaken in his Eledion^ he had, and did afTore them, that 
. '' there was no Man fo near to him, in Place or AfFeAion, 
•' whom he would not leave to the Juftice of the Law, if they 
" ^ould bring a particular Charge, and fufficient Proof againft 
' '^ him : That he had given them a Triennial Parliament (the 
*^beft pledge of the EflFeds of fuch a Promife on His part, 
*' and the beft Security for the performance of their Duty on 
" Theirs) the apprchenfion of whofe Juftice, would, in all 
" probability, make Them wary how they provoked it, and 
•^his Majefty wary, how he cliofe fuch as by the difcovery 
** of their faults, might in any degree feem to difcredit his 
^'Eledion; but that without any (hadow of a fault objeded, 
^'only perhaps becaufe they follow their Coniciences, and pre^ 
" i'erved the eftabliihed Laws, and agree not in fuch Votes, or 
'^ aiTent not to fuch Bills, as fome Peribns, who had then too 
'' great an Influence even upon bothHonies,judged^r ieem'd 
'^ to judge, to be for the publick good, and as w^e agreeable 
''to that new. Utopia of Religion and Government, into 
^' which they endeavoured to transform this Kingdom (for, he 
^^&id, he remember'd whatNames^ and for what Reafbns, 
''they left out in the^ill ofFer'd him concerning the Militia, 
''which they had themfelves recommended in the Ordinance) 
" he would never confent to the difplacing of any, whom 
" for their former Merits from, and AfFedion to his Majefty 
'^ and the Publick, he had entrufted ; fince, he conceiv'd, that 
*'to do fo, would take away both from the AfleAion of his 
'' Servants, and care of his Service, and the Honour of his 
"Juftice : And, he faid, he the more wonder'd, that it ihoald 
"be asked by tbem, fince it appears by the twelfth Demand, 
*' that Themfelves counted it reafonable^ after the preient 
"Turn was ferv'd, that the Judges and Officers who were 
"then placed, might hold their Places, nuum diufe hinegefft^ 
"rim: And he was Refblv'd to be as careful of thofe whom 
"He had chofen, as they were of thofe They would choofe 9 
'^and to remove none, till they appeared to him to have 
" otherwife behaved themfelves, or (faould be evi&ed, by Le- 
"gal Proceedings, to have done fo. 

"But, his Majefty faid, that Demand, as nnreafonaUe as 
"it was, was but one Link of a great Chain, and but the firft 
"Round of that Ladder, by which his Majefty 's Juft, Anci- 
"ent. Regal Power, was endeavour'd to be fetch'd down to 
^ "the ground J for it appeared plainly that it was mot with 
y " the Perfons now cholen, but with his Malay's Choofing, 
" that they were difpleafed. For they demanded, that the Pcr- 
'^'fons put into the Places and Imploymenu of thofe, wiio 

"fliould 
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^^/hoiild be removed, might be approved by both Houfcs ; 
** which was fo far from being left tnan the power of Nomi- 
^* nation, tbat'of two things, ofwhichhe would never grant 
*' either, he would fboner b& contented, that They /hould No- 
'^minate, and he Approve, than They Approve, and his Ma- 
*'jefty Nominate j the mcer Nomination being fofar from . 
** oeing anv thing, that if he could do no more, he would 
^* never take the pains to do that; when he ftiould onlj ha- 
'*2ard whom he eftcem'd to the Scorn of a Refufal, it they 
*' happened not to be agreeable not only to the Judgment, 
'* but to the Paflion, Intereft, or Humour of the prefent Ma- 
** jor part of either Houfe : Not to fpeak of the gre^t Fafti- 
'^ons, Animoiities, and Divifions, which that Power would 
*• introduce in both Houfes, and in the feveral Counties for 
** the choice of Perfons to be fent to that Place, where that 
** Power was; and between the Perfons that were fo chofen. 
** Neither, was that ftrange Portion prefcribed to him only for 
** once, for the Cure of a prefent prefling, defperatc Difeafe; 
**but for a IVet to Him, and his Pofterity. It was demand- 
"'ed, that his Counfellors, all Chief Officers both of Law * 
*^ and Sute, Commanders of Forts and Caftles, and all Peers 
'* hereafter made, be Approved of, that is Chofen, by Them 
**from time to time: And raiJier than it fhould ever be left 
** to the Crown {to whom it only did, and fbpuld belong) if 
^^any place fall void in the intermiffion of Parliament, the' 
^' Major part of the approved Council was to approve them.' 
^^ Neither was it only demanded that hisMajefty ihould quit 
^^ the Power, and Right, his Predeceflbrs had had of appoint- 
*Mng Perfons in thoie Places; but for Counfellors, he was 
** to be reftrain'd, as well in the Nuoober as in the Perfons; 
^^and a Power muft be annexed to thofe Places, which their 
" Predeceflbrs had not. And mdeed, if that Power were 
^pafTed to them, he faid, it would not be fit He fhould be 
'^trufted to choofe thofe who were to be trufled as much as 
**Himfelf. 

^H B told them. To grant their Demands in the manner 
*' they propofed them, that all matters that concern'd the Pub- 
**lick, &c. fhould be rcfolv'd, and tranfaiSed only in Parlia- 
**ment, and fuch other matters of State, &c. by the Privy* 
** Counfel fo chofen, was in effed at once to depofe Hirofelr, 
*^and his Pofterity. He faid, many expreffions in their De-' 
"mands, bad a greater Latitude of fignification, than they' 
**feem'dto have; and that it concern'd hisMajefty therefore 
«the more, that they (hould fpeak out; that both He, and 
** his People, might either know the bottom of Aeit De- 
^^maads, or know them to be bottomlefs. Nothing more 
*^ OQOCero'd the Puyick, and was indeed more proper for jthe 
^ Sfi . ^^High 
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^'High Court of Parliament^ than the making of Laws; 
"which not only ought there to be f ranladed, but could be 
''ttanfaded no where elfe. But then they muft admit ills 
" Majefty to be a part of the Parliament ; they muft not (a« 
"the fenfe was of that part of that Demand, if it had any) 
. ^' deny the freedom of nis Aniwer, when He had as much 
^' right to rejed what he thought unreafonable, as They had 
" to propofe what they thought convenient^ or neceflary. 
^^Nor was it pofliblc his Anlwcrs, either to Bills or any 
"other Propofitions, fhould be wholly free, if he might 
"not ufe the liberty, that every one of Them, and every 
"Subjeft took to receive Advice (without their danger who 
*' fhould give it) from any Perfon known or unknown, fworn 
"or unfwprn, in thofe matters ip which the manage of his 
"Vote is tripled, by the Law, to his own. Judgment and 
^' Conibience ; which how beft to inform was, and ever 
** fliould be, left likewlfe- to Him. He faid, he would always 
'*^with due Confideratioo, weigh the Advices both of his 
^' Great, and Privy Council ; yet he fhould likcwife look cm 
*' their Advices, as AdviccSy not as Commands, or Impc^- 
" tions 9 upon them^ as his Couniellors, not as his Tutors, 
" or Guaralans ; and upon Himrelf,as their Kiiig» not as their 
^* Pupil, or Ward: For, he faid, whatfoever of Regality was, 
"by the model^ of Interpretation, left in his Majefty,in the 
"firft part of the fecond Demand, as to the Parliament, was 
"taken from him, in the fecond part of die fame, and placed 
"in that new fangled kind of Counfellors, whole power was 
** fuch, and fo exprefled by it, that in all Publick Ads con- 
^'cerning the Affairs of the Kingdom, which are proper for 
^'the Privy Council (for whole Advice all Publick Ads are 
"fometimes proper, though never neceflary) they were de- 
" fired to be admitted joynt Patentees with his Majefty in 
^* the Regality. And it was not plainly exprefled, whether they 
" meant his Majefty ibmuch as a fingle Vote in thofe AflEairs; 
^^but it was plain they meant him no more, at moft, than a 
" fingle Vote in them ; and no more power, than every one 
^' of the reft of his fallow Councilors. 

A N D lb after a fharp difcourft, and explanation of the un- 
rcafonablenels of the leveral Demands, or the gteaiteft part 
of them, and the coofufion that, by confenting ..thereunto, 
would redound to the Subjcd in general, as well as the dif- 
honour to his Majefty (which inay be read at large by it 
felf)Hc told them, "To all thofe unreafonable Demands, his 
"Anfwer was, nriumm Leges AngUd mutarii But resiewed 
'^his Prolnife to them, for a vciy pundual and ftrid obfer- 
" vation of the kno^-n Laws efta&Uflied ito which purnofc he 
"iiras willing an Omh ftiould be framed by theoi^ ma. taJccn 
. i "by 
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**by all this Privy Counfellors, And for any AjlCfation in 
*^the Government of the Church, that a National Synod 
*'/hould be call'd^to Propofe what fhould be found neccflarjr 
*'or convenient: Ana that for the Advancement of the Pro- 
^^teftant Religion againft the Papi%, thev had not propofcd 
*^fo much to his Majcfty, as he was willing to grant, or ds 
'^he had himfelf offer 'd before. He concluded with conju- 
^^ring Them, and all Men, to reft facisfy'd with the truth of 
*' his Majefty's ProfclHons, and the reality of his Intentions j 
'^and not to ask fuch things as denied themfelves : That they 
** would declare againft Tumults, and punifh the Authors: 
**That they would allow his Majefty nis Property in his 
*^ Towns, Arms, and Goods ^ andf iiis /hare in the Legifla- 
**tive Power; which would be counted in him not only 
^' breach of Privilege, but Tyranny, and Subverfion of Parli^- 
** ments, to deny them : And when they fliould have given 
** him fatisfeftion upon thofe Perfons, who bad taken fiway 
*^ the One, and recall'd thoie Declarations ( particularly that 
*' of the 7.6^ of May ; and thpfe in the point pf the Militia, 
^^ his mil Rights wherein he would no more part with, than 
" with his Crown, left he enabled others by them to take 
**that from him) which would take away tlie Other i and 
** declined the beginnings of a War againft his Majefty, under 
*' pretence of his intention of making one againft Them ; 
**as he had never oppofed the Firft pari; of the thirteenth 
** Demand, fo he would be ready to Concur with them in the 
*' Latter j and being then confident that the Credit of tho.fe 
^^ Men who defire a geoetal Gombuftion,^ would be ib weak- 
**en*d with them, that they v^ould not be afcle to do this 
** Kingdom any more hurt, he would be willing to grant his 
** General Pardon, with fuch Exceptions as (homd be thoi^ght 
*' fit J and fl^ould receive much more joy in the hope of a fell, • 
**and conftant happinefe pf his People in the true Religion, 
'^ftnd under the protedion of the Law, by a blefled Union 
^'between his Majefty and hif Parliament, than in any fuc(i 
^^increafe of his own Revenue, how much foever beyond 
"former Grants, as (when his SobjeiSis were wealthieft) his 
^'Parliament could mve fettled uppn his Majefty* i 

Though the Kjng.now liv'd ^iTorl^in a much n|or^ 
Princely Condition, than he ?ould have hop^d to hav4<done 
near I^^kitfv; and bad fo great a Train andKefort of cheNo^ 
bility and Gentry, that there was not left a^fth partof thfe 
Houle of Pters at iVefimn0€r:^^nd truly I dp %ot believe, that 
there was nfar a Moiety ^ tb^ HoujCe of Commons who coi»* 
tinned chere^yet hisMajefty made np other uie,for the prefent, 
of their prefence with Him, and of theinabfence from the two 
Houfesy thaa to have £> many the rnc^e, an4 the mgre cre^ 
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dible Wiftieffes of his Counfels and Carnage; and to unde- 
ceive the People by his clear Anfwers to all the Scandals and 
Reproaches which were laid on him, and by his ample pro- 
fcmons and proteftations of his fincere Zeal to Religion^ and 
Juftice i and to make iiAippear to them, how far the Qoalitv 
and the Number of thofe who thought, or fcem*d to think: 
otherwife, was, from what they might imagine it to be. And 
it cannot be denied, but the People were every day vifibJy 
reform 'd in their underftandings, from the Superftitious Re- 
verence they iiad paid the two Houfes; and grew (enfible of 
their Duty to the King, and of thofe Invafions which were 
"ofFer'd to his Regal Dignity. 

On the other fide, the two Houfes flacken'd not their pace 
a jot, proceeded with great and unufual fharpnefs againil tno/e 
Members who were gone to the King ; Proclaiming fbmc of 
them by Name " To be Enemies to the Kingdom, and, by a 
Formal Judgment, Sentencing Nine Peers together, "To be 
^' incapable of idtting again in Parliament, whilft this ftiould 
*' continue : The Houfe of Commons having carried up an 
Impeachment of Mifdemeanours againft them ( which was 
as illegal in point of Juftice, and as extravagant in point of 
Privilege, as any thing they could do) "for being abient and 
*'refufing to attend, upon a Summons from the Houfe of 
"Peers: And upon their own Members they impofed a fine 
of 100^ apiece, on every one who was gone to the King, and 
upon thofe, who being in other places, thev thought were 
well afFeAed tb his Service : Yet, left they mould upon this 
proceeding return again, to difturb,and crofe their Counfcls, 
they provided, "That no Man upon whom that Sentence fell, 
"fhould fit again in the Houfe (though he paid his fine) till 
•*he had been examined by a Committee, and fo given the 
** Houfe (atisfedion in the caufe of his abfcnce. And, by 
thofe means, they thought both to remove the Scandal, that 
fo many Members were abfent, and to prevent any inconve- 
nience too, that might befall them by their return. For they 
tvell knew, if the Members of both Houfes were d^liged to 
a conftant and ftrid Attendance, it would not be poffible that 
they could compafs their mifehlevous Defigns. 

Th B P* they profecated their great Bufinefs of the Militia^ 
not only near Lowrfaw, where they were in no danger of op- 
pofition, but In thofe Northern Counties near his Majefty, 
as Leicefter-Jh^e , Chejhire y Lincoln-^ire , where whoK)c?er 
refiifed to giv* Obedience to them, or published the King's 
Proclamations againft their proceedings (for the King had yet 
prat^hted no Expedient to prevent the growth of thatmiA 
chief, butthe;publifhing'his Proclamation againft it) were 
fcnt for as Delii^uentSi add not &tigfi$d herewith^ that they 

might 
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might be as well able to Pay an Army, as they found they 
/hould be to raife one, on the tenth o\ June (for the time 
will be very neceflfary to be rcmember'd, that it may be the 
better ftated. Who took up the Defenfive Arms) they pub- 
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Propofitions, ** For the bringing in of Money or Platep^,.^,,,^^ 
laincain Horfe, Horfe-men, and Arms, for the Prefer- -a^orier/,/

vation of the PubUck Peace, and for the defence of the);;*^;*;*^^ 
**King and both Houfes of Parliament; the Rcafons andw lAtn^ 
** Grounds whereof they declar'd to be the King's Intention f'^*'^^ 
*^to make war againft his Parliament; That, under pretence M/nwf 
'*of a Guard for his Perfon, he had aftually begim to Levy ^'^^'^^J^** 
'' Forces, both of Horfe and Foot ; and fent out Summons i^'*' 
** throughout the County of Tork,, for the casing together of 
" greater Numbers ; and fome ill affefted Perfons, in other 
'^ parts, had been cmploy'd to raife Troops, under the co- 
*^iour of his Majefty s Service; making large offers of reward 
•*and preferment to fuch as would come in: That hisMa- 
*' jefty did, with a high and forcible hand, proteft, and keep 
*^ away Delinquents, not permitting them to make their ap- 
*^ Dearance to Anfwer fuch Affronts and Injuries, as had been 
**by them offer 'd to the Parliament; and thofe Meffengers, 
** which had been fent from the Houfes for them, had been 
**abufed, beaten, and imprifbn'd, fo as the Orders of Parlia- 
** ment, the higheft Coutt of Juflice in the Realm, were not 
**obey'd ; and the Authority of it was altogether fcorn'd, and 
*' vilined ; and fuch Perfons as ftood well affeded to it, and 
** declar'd themfelves fenfible of thofe Publick Calamities, and 
"of the violations of the Privileges of Parliament, and Com- 
*^mon Liberty of the Subjeft, were baffled, and injur'd by 
"feveral forts of Malignant Men, who were about the King; 
**fome whereof, under the name of Cavaliers, without ha- 
** ving refpeft to the Laws of the Land, or any fear either of 
** God or Man, were ready to commit all manner of Out- 
*^rage and Violence ; which muft needs tend to the diflb- 
*'lution of the Government ; the deftruftion of their Reli- 
^'gion, Laws, Liberties, Properties; all which would be ex- 
*'pofed to the Malice and Violence of fuch defperate Per- 
•*lbns, as mufl be imploy'd in fo horrid and unnatural an 
** Aft, asthe overthrowing a Parliament by Force; which was 
"the fupport, and prefervation of them. Thofe particulars, 
** thiy laid, being duly confidcr'd by, the Lords and Com- 
*'mons, and how great an obligation lay upon them, in Ho- 
•*nrtir, Cbnfcience, and Duty, according to the high Truft 
"repofed in them to ufe all pofEble means, in fuch cafes, to 
** prevent fo great and irrecoverable Evils, they had thought 
•*fit to publifh their fenfc, and apprehcnfion of that Immi- 
^^ncflt danger; thereby to excite all well affeded Perfons, to 

** con- 
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^'contribute their beft aiEfta»ce,according to tlieir ibiemn vow 
'' and Proteftation, to the Preparations neceflary for the op- 
'^pofing, and fuppreffing of the Trayterous Attempts of thole 
^^ W^icked^ and Malignant Counlellors, who ibugbt to engage 
*^ the King in io dangerous and deftrudive an enterprlfe^ and 
'' the whole Kingdom in a Civil War ; and deftroy the Privi- 
^'kges and Being of Parliaments. 

''This recourfe to the good afFedions of tbofe, that ten* 
^'der their Religion and juft Liberties, and the enjoyment of 
*' the bleiTed fruits of this prefent Parliament, which were 
" almofl: ready to be reaped, and were now as ready to be 
*'niin'dby thofe wicked hands, being, they j(aid, the only 
" remedy left them under God 9 and without which they 
*'were no longer able to prefcrve Themfelves, or Thofe by 
"whom they. were entruftcd : Therefore they declared that 
*' whofbever would bring in any proportion or ready Money 
** or Plate, or would underwrite to furniih and maintain any 
•"number of Horfe, Horfe-men, and Arms, for the prefer- 
"vationof the Publick Peace, and for the defence of the 
" King^ and both Houfes of Parliament, from force and Vio- 
"lence, and to uphold the Power and Privileges of Parliament 
" according to his Proteftation ; it fhould be held a good and 
^ acceptable Service to the Common-wealth, and a Tcfti- 
** mony of his good affedion to the Protcftant Religion, the 
^' Laws, Liberties, and Peace of the kingdom ; and to the 
^* Parliament, and Privileges thereof. And they further de- 
^* clared, that whofoever brought in money or Plate, or fiir* 
" nifh'd and Maintained Horfc, Horfe-men, and Arms, upon 
f ' thefe Propoiitions, and to thofe purpoles, fliould be repaid 
^' their Money with intereft of eighty rr Our i for which they 
^' did engage the Publick Faith, and they appointed the Guild- 
^'Hall in London for the Place whither, this Money, or Plate^ 
" ftiould be brought ; and four Aldermen of lAnd$n to be 
" their Treafurers for the receiving the fame ; and likewife 
** other Confiding men to receive, and Prize fuch Horfes and 
'' Arms, as fliould be brought in for their Service. And 
" laftly, for their better encouragement, the Mtmbersof both 
"Houfes appointed a Solemn Day tofet down their own Sub- 
f* fcriptious ; which they performed liberally* 

M 0$ T of thofe who abborr'd their impious Deiigns, not 
thinking it lawful for them to be prefent at fuch Confulta* 
tions, withdrew before the day ^mc, or abfented themfelves 
then. But many had the Courage to be prefent^ and ftoutly 
to refuie what they thought they could not hpnefliy coofent 
to. S' Hemj Killigrew, who was a remarkable Encoa^ to all 
their devices, being call'd upon, told them^ *' If there were 
^•'occafion^ he would proviae a good H^rfe^- and a good 
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''Sword; and mude no queftton but he /hould find a good 
** Caufe, But, within very few days, both He, and all thofe 
who were taken notice of for refiifing, found it fafeft for 
them to leave the Town ; there being very vifibly great Ani- 
moficy againA them both within, and without the Walls. And 
a Gentleman of good Quality aflured me afterwards, that, 
within few days after he had refufed to Subfcribe, he was pri- 
vately advifed by one of the other Fa^ion, who yet retained 
fbme kindnefs to him, "To leave the Town, left his Brains 
"were beaten out by the Boys in the Streets. And many of 
thofe who too impotently defired not to he look'd upon as 
SLefradlory Perfons, and had pleafed thcmfelves with Subfcri- 
bing more Articulately for the defence of the King's Perfonu 
found it afterwards neceffary to fupply whatibever they bad 
Subfcribed, to be employed that way, as was declared to be, iot 
the defence of the King's Perfon, whacfocver their intention 
was at firft, or their opinion after. And it is hardly credible^ 
what a vaft proportion of Plate was brought into their Trea* 
furers within ten days; there being hardly Men enough to 
receive it, or Room to lay it in ; and the Throng being fo 
great of the Bringers, that, in- two days attendance, many 
^ould not be difcharged of their Seditious Offerings. And,the 
very next day after thefe Propofitions, they further Order'd, 
" That there fliould be a ftrid fearch and examination made, 
"by the Juftices of Peace, Mayors, BayliflFs, and Conftables, 
"near all the Northern Roads, for the feifingall Horfesfor 
"Service in the Wars, or great Saddles, that (hould be carried, 
" towards the North parts of England^ without the Privity or 
^'Diredion of one or both Houfes of Parliament; which 
was a great improvement of their former Order, which ex- 
tended only to Arms and Ammunition ; though, the truth 
is, the Dexterity and Spirit of their Minifters, who knew 
their Meaning, made the former almoft as inconvenient and 
dangerous to PafTengers, as the latter* 

It was bj many impatiently wonder'd at then, and, nq 
doubt^ will be nwre cenfured hereafter, that notwithftanding 
all thefe Invafions, and Breaches upon the Regal Power^ 
and all thefe vaft Preparations to deftroy him, Jthe King, hi- 
therto, put not himielf into a pofture of Safety ; or provided 
for the refiftance of that Power, which threatcn'd him; and 
which, be could not but^now, intended whatfoever it hath, 
fince dont; And though they had not yet form'd an Army, 
and chofeiiA General, vet, he well koifW; they had Materials 
abuadantly ready.fi>r me Firft, aad particular, digeftedRefo- 
lutions, in the Second; which they could reduce to publick 
hAi whenibevei: they pleafed. It is very true, he did know 
all this, jU)id.dbisJinrpea!uble hazards jte run, in pot preparing 
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againft it. Bat the hazards, which prciented themfelves onto 
him on the other fide, were not lefs Prodigious : He had a 
very great appearance of the Nobility ; not only of thofe, 
who had from the beginning walked, and govem'd them- 
felves by the Rules the Law prefcribed, and, in that refped, 
were unblameable to King and People: But of others who 
fcad pafKonately and peeviflily to (ay no worfe) concurr*d in 
all the moft violent Votes^and Adions, which had been done 
from the beginning : For bcfides the Lord Sfencer (who had 
been chofen their Lieutenant of Nortbamptw-Jbire^ but was 
recovered to a right underftanding, of which he was very ca- 
pable, by his Uncle the Earl of simthampten) the Lord Pdget 
Ukewife, who had contributed all his Faculties to Their Ser- 
vice , and to the prejudice of the King's fh>m before the 
beginning of the Parliament; had been one of their Teizers 
to broach thofe bold high Overtures, Soberer Men were 
not, at iirft, willing to be feen in ; and had been, as a Man 
moit worthy to be Confided in, chofen Lord Lieutenant of 
one of the moft Confiding Counties, the Countv of Bkcking- 
bam (where he had, with great Solemnity ana Pomp, exe- 
cuted their Ord!nance,in defyanceof theKing'sProclamation) 
and had Subfcribcd a greater number of Horfes for their Ser- 
vice, upon their Propofitions, than any other of the fame 
Quality ; convinced in his Confciencc, fled fix>m them, and 
befought the King's Pardon : And, for the better manifefting 
the tendernefs of his Compundion, and the horrour he had 
of his former Guilt, he frankly difcover'd whatfoever he had 
known of their Counfels ; and aggravated all the ill they had 
done, with declaring it to be done to worfe and more horrid 
Ends, than many good Men believ'd to be poffible fi>r them 
to propofe to themfelves. 

Notwithstanding, this Glorious Convention was 
rather an Ornament to his Court, than any great Advantage 
to his Counfels; and the ufe of them more to di(credit the 
fmall remainder at tVefimit^tr, and that the People might 
fee the Number and Quality of the Dififenters, than that they 
contriv'd any thing to the adivc improvement c^ his Affairs ; 
every Man thinking it high merit in him, that be abfented 
himrelf from the Company and Place^ where all the mifchief 
was done; and that the keeping himfelf Negatively inno- 
cent, was as much as he ow a his King and Cbuntry. I am 
. willing to impute it t6 the drowfy and anadive Genius of 
the Kingdom (contraded by long eafe and quiet) whidi fo 
much abhorr'd the thoaghtsof a Civil War, that it thought 
a lively and vigorous Preparation againft it, was to invite it ^ 
and there were very few of all the great Lords, who did at- 
tend upon the Ki6g, who did not declare, ^That the Parlia- 
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^* ment darft not in truth (whatever fliews they made in hope 
'* to fhake his Majefty's cooftancy) make a War » and if they 
*' /hooid attempt it, the People would unanimouily rife for 
''the King, who would be moft iafe by not intending his 
" own fafety . Whereas, if he railed Forces, the ParliamenC 
•'would procure them (elves to be bcliev'd, that it was to 
.*' overthrow Religion, and fupprefs the Laws, and Liberties 
*'of the People. They who were of another opinion^ and 
could have fpoken more reafdn, held it not fafe to expreis 
themfelves but in the King's own Ear^ there being iathe 
great Council of the Peers, who, for ftatc, were frequently At- 
iembled, and by whom in truth the King the|i defir'd to have 
tranfaded all things of Moment, fbme who were not good 
Cbunfel-Keepers, and others wjio were look'd upon, and be* 
liev'd to be Spies upon the relh But that which made the 
thought of raifixig Forcqs (whatever Arguments there were 
for it ) abfolutely uiireafbnable, was, that the King had no 
po/Ebility to procure either Arms, or Munition, but from ^JU« 
iand; from whence he daily expeded iiipply : And till that 
arriv'd, let his Provocations and Sufferings be wiiat they 
could be, he was to iiabmit and bear it patiently. 

In the mean time, for a ground of further proceeding 
upon occafion, the King deiir'd the Peers in G>uncil, to fee 
down in writing the Affronts, and Violence^ which had been 
offer'd to them at London^ by which their Prefence in the 
great .Council of the Kingdom was render'd both unfafe, and 
di/honourable i the which they the more willingly conde* 
fcended to, for that the London Patnphlets already afperfed 
them, as Deferters of the Parliament, and Betrayers of the Li- 
berty of their Country : An Ipftrument being drawn up, and 
agreed upon between them> in which they fet down "The 
^'Tumults, and the Violence ofier'd to particular Perfons in 
'^thofe Tumults 9 the Threats and Menaces of the Rabble^ 
^' at the doors of the Houfe, when tiiey had a mind any Ex- 
^' orbitant thing /hould pafs; the Breacn and Violation of the - 
'^old Orders, and Rules of Parliament, whilft Matters were 
^^ in Debate, and the refuming Matters again in a thin Houfe j| 
'^and reverflng, waving, or contradidi^g Refplutions made 
'* in a fuU Houfe : And, lafUy, M' HoUis's coming to the Bar, 
^^and demanding the Names of thofe Lords who relufed to 
'^ confent to the Militia, when the multitude without, me* 
^ naced and threaten d all thofe Diflenters : after which, they 
faid " They conceived, they could not be prefent there, wita 
** Honour, Freedom, or Safetv; and theref(n:e forbore to be 
''any more prefent; and fo all thofe Votes, Conclufions, and 
*' Declarations had pafTed, which bad begot thofe EHflradions 
'^ throughout the Kingdom. And this t.hey delivered to the 
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King, figned under their Hands. And yet (which is a fuffi- 
cient Inllance how unendewed Men were with that Spirit 
and Courage, which was requilGtC; the next day after the de- 
livery, many Lords came to his Majetty, and beibaght him 
•* That he would by no means pubiiih that Paper, but keep it 
*'in his own hands ^ fome of them faying, "Thar, if it were 
**publiftied, they would difavow it: fo that material and 
weighty Evidence, which Then might have been ofSoveraigti 
ufe to the King, was render 'd utterly ineflFeftual to his Ser- 
vice ; his Majelly finding it neceflary to engage his Princely 
word to them , ** Never to make it publick without Their 
"^^confent; which he performed moft punftually^ and fo, to 
this day, ix was never divulged. 

T o make fome little amends for this wa,nt of mettle ( for 
it proceeded from nothing elfe, They being moft fliy in fub- 
Icribing, and moft paflionate againft publlifaing, who were 
of unqueftionable Affection to hisMajefty, and Integrity to 
his Caufe ) and that the World might fee, there was a Com- 
bination among good Men, to affift his Majefty in the defence 
bf the Law, as well as there was aeainft both by Others : 
Upon the King's declaring himfelf hilly in Council, where 
MiKLirWxali the Peers were prefent, "That, as He would not require 
^'^^'^^^*or exad any obedience from them, but what fhould be 
Mtwiing ''warranted by the known Law of the Land ^ fb he did ex- 
YrriTTune *'P^<* ^'^^ They wouid not yield to any Commands not le- 
\%.it^^ "gaily grounded, or impofed by aity other: That he would 
" defend every one of them, and all liich as fhould refufe any 
"fuch Commands, whether they proceeded from Votes, and 
** Orders of both Houfes, or any other way, from all dan- 
*'gers and hazards whatfoever. That his Majefty would de- 
•*fend the true Proteftant Religion, eftabliflicd by the Law 
"of the Land ; the Lawful Liberties of the Subjeds of £ii^- 
^^lani ; and juft Privileges of all the three Eftates of Parlia- 
" ment; and would reauire no further Obedience from them, 
"than as accordingly he fhould perform the fame : and his 
•* Majefty did further declare, that he would not^ as was falfe- 
" ly pretended, engage them, or any of them, in any War 
** againft the Parliament ^ except it' were for his neceflary 
"defence and fafety, againft fuch as did infolently Invade 
"or Attempt againft his Majefty, or fuch as fhould adhere to 
"his Majefty: All the Peers engaged themlelves, **Not to 
Thepnmifi "obey any Orders, or Commands whatfoever, not warranted 
^dllhJif ''^y ^^ ^^^"^^ Laws of the Landi and to defend his Ma- 
i^fTvi^i. "jeftv'sPerfon, Crown, and Dignity, together with his juft 
"and. l^gal Prerogative, againft all Perfons and Power what- 
"foever : That they would defend the true Proteftant Reli- 
^gion, eftablifliedby tbeL^w of ^eLaodi the jLawfol Li* 
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'^bercies of the. Subjed to£ ErfglAndi and juft Privileges of 
'' his Majefty^y and bocli hisHquies orParliament : AndkiUy^ 
" They engaged chemielvles not to obey any Rule, Otder, or 
*' Ordinance whatfotftcr, coi^cerning any Militia^ that had* 
" not the Royal Afftnt : ^ 

This being Subfc^ibed by their Lordihips, was, with their 
'^ cooTenc imnsediately Prints, ahd carefully divulged over 
the Kingdom, bearing date at Tork^ thirteenth of ^ung 
1642. with the Names of ihe Subfcribcrs. Two days aftcr^ ' 
his Maiefty in Council taking notice of the Rumours fpread, . 
and Informations given^ which might induce many to be* . 
lieve that his Majefty intended to make War againft his Par- 
liament, ''Profeffcd before God, and faid, he declared ^o^^^^h^ 
^^ all the World, that he always bad, and did abhor all fuch ^,^1 *r^^ 
'^ Defljgns, and defired all his Nobility and Council, who were •» •/ J«»e 
*^ there upon the place, to declare, whether they had not jjj-J^^ 
" been Witnefles of his frequent and eameft Declarations and •»; J»^«* 
" Profeffions to that purpofe : Whether they faw any Colour Jf^^**^ 
•'^ of Preparations or Counfels, that might reafonably beget a 
** belief of any fucK Defign; and whether they were not 
*' fully jperfwaded, that bis Majefty had no fuch Intention : 
" But that al! his Endeavours, according to bis many Profef- 
'* fions, tended to the firm and conftant Settlement ot the true 
"Proteftant Religion; the juft Privileges of Parliament ; the 
** Liberty of the Subjed; the Law, Peace, and Profperity 
** of this Kingdom : 

WhbrHujpon all the Lords, and CounfeUors prefent, 
unanimoufly agreed, and did fign a Paper ih thefe words : 

*' W 8 whofe Names are under written, in Obedience to the Dtei^ 
"hisMajefty's deCre, and out of the Duty which tv^e owej;^^^ 
**to his Majefty's Honour, and to Truth, being here upon «*#L#ri# 
"the place, and Witneffes of his Majefty's frequent, and Jl^f/'jf- 
*^earneft Declaratiohs and Profeffions of his abhorring ^IpuiHifftS. 
*' Defighs of making War upon his Parliament j and not fee- 
*^ ing any colour of Preparations or Counfels, that might 
'^ reafonably beget the belief of any fbch Defigns, do profels' 
'* before God, and teftify to all the World, that we are fully 
" perlwaded that his Majefty hath no fuch intention : But 
** that all his Endeavours tend to the firm and conftant fcttle- 
** ment of the true Proteftant Religion ; the juft Privileges of 
** Parliament; the Liberty of the SubjeA; the Law, Peace, 
«'and Profperity of this Kingdom. Which Teftimony, and 
Declaration was Subfcribed by. 
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Earl of D«ryb.

This Teftimony of the Lords and Coonfellors was imme- 
diately printed, and published, together with a Dedacatioiv 
of his Majefty s; in which he laid, 
HiiiAAjf "That though he had, in the laft feven Months, met 
^in^ni^" with fo many feveral encounters of ftrange and unufuaJ De- 
'^clarations, under the Name of both his Hoafes of Parlia- 
** ment, that he Should not be amazed at any neiJ^ Prodigy of 
" that kind; and though their laft of the z6^ o£Maj gave 
*'him a fair warning, that the Conttiyers of it having fpent 
''all their ftock of bitter and reproachful Language upon him, 
*' he was now to exped they fliould break out into fbme bold, 
''and difloyal Anions againft him: And, haWng by that De- 
'^ claration, as far as in them lay, devefted his Majefty of that 
'^Praseminence and Authority, which God, the Law, the 
''Cuftx>m and Con&nt of this Nation had placed in hitn, and 
^ aiTumed it to Themfelves, that they ftiould likewife, with 
'^ expedition, put forth the fruits of that Supreme Power, for 
''the violating and fiiprelfing the Other which they defpiied 
^'(an effed of which refoiation, he faid, their Declaration 
"againft his Proclamation concerning the pretended Ordi- 
^^ nance for the Militia, and their punishing ot the Proclaimers 
*^ appeared to he) yet, he maft confefs, in their laft Attempt 
'^^he faid, he Ipoke of the laft he knew; they might proba- 
^'bly (ince, or at that prefent, have outdone That too) they 
'^had outdone what his Majefty hadconoeiv'd was theit pre- 
^'icnt intention. And whoioever heard of Propoiitioas, and 
'^Orders, for the bringing in of Monev or Plate to maincaia 
" Horfe, and Horfe-men, and Arms, tor the pr^ervation of 
"the Publick Peace, or for Defence of the King and both 
''Houfes of Parliament (fuch was their Declaration, or what 
"they pleafe to call it, of the tenth dfy«iif) would Cirely 
^''believe the Peace of th« Kingdpm to be exuemely fliaken; 
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^^aqd.at kaft» tke Kine himfelf to be coofiiitcd ufitb, wd 
*'privy^ to thofe Ptopouciotis« But he laid, he hoped, that 
^' when hi^ good Subjeds /hould find, that that goodly Pre- 
**tence. of defending the King, was but a fpecious bait to fe- 
*'dace weak^ and inconiiderate Men into the higheft Ads of 
^'diibbedience and difloyalry againft his Majefty, and of vlo- 
'^ lence and deftnidion upon the Laws and Conftitutioii^ of 
*':thp Kingdom, they would no longer be captivated by an 
'^iisplicic reverence to the Name of both Houfes of Parlia- 
^^ ment ^ but would carefully examine, and coniider what Num- 
^^ber of Perfbns were preient; and what Perfbns were pre- 
^' valent in thofe Confiutations ^ and how the Debates were 
^^ probably managed, from whence fuch horrid and monftrous 
^* Goncluuons did relult ; and would at leaft weigh the Repu- 
'' tatjoo, Wiidom, and Affe&ion of thofe, who were noto* 
**rioufly known- out pf the very horror of their Proceedings 
'^tahave withdrawn themfelves; or, by their skill and vio« 
*' lence to be driven from Them, and their G>uncils. 

**H I s Majefty faid, whilfl their Fears and Jealoufies did 
''arife, or were infufed into the I^ople, from diicourfes of the 
*^ Rf^s in kfLudy of Skippers at Roterddm, of Forces from 
** Denm m r kj, Frame , or l^ln (how improbable and ridicu- 
*^lous fbever that bundle of InK>rmation appeared to all wife, 
^' and knowing Men) it was no wonder if the eafinefs to de^ 
•' ceive, and the willingnefs to be deceiv'd, did prevail over 
^^many of bi& weak Subjeds to believe, that the dangers, 
^* wlucb they did not foe, might proceed from caufes which 
*' they did not underfUnd : But for them to declare to all the 
^' world, that his Majefty intended to make War againfl his 
'^ Parliament (whilft he fat fllll complaining to God Almighty 
*^of tbcihjwry. offer*d to Him, and to the very Being of Par- 
^Miaments; aod that he had already begun adually to levy 
^^ F^orces both of Horfe and Foot ( whilft he had only, in ft 
^4egal way, provided a fmaller Gnard for the fecurity of his 
^^own Perfoa fo near a Rebelliaa at i^/, than They had, 
^^ witboat Lawful Authorityj above theie eight Months^ upon 
^' imaginary and impoffible dangers) to impofe upon his Peo« 
^' pies Scnfe, as wdl as their UndetAanding, by. telling them 
'^ his Majefty was doing that which they £iw be was not do* 
^' iog, : ami intending that, . they all knew, as much as Inten-* 
^' tiaA$ could he known, Ke was not insetiding, was a^cJdneis, 
** agreeable to no power but the Qmnipotency of thofe- Votes, 
'^ whole abfolui;^ Supremacv had almoft brought, confufion 
^'upon the King and People ; and agatnil^^hich no koow- 
<< l^ge in mauer of Fad, or Confeht and Authority in mat« 
*^ ter of ILaw,* they woidd endure fhouki be oppoied* 
''His Majefty faid> be had, upoa all occaiioos, with ^ 
. VoIJ.Partz. T t "poflible 
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^'poffible expreifiotis, profeHed his finn and unfliflken rdolo- 
*^cions for Peace. And, be {sidy he did again^ in the pre- 
^' fence of Almighty God, his Maker and Redeemer^* aflore 
''the world, that be had no more thought of Makikg War 
'< againft his Parliament, than againft his own Children : That 
''he would obferve, and maintain the Afts aifented to by hioi 
"this Parliament without violation; of which. That for tlie 
"frequent Aifembling of Parliaments was one: And that he 
"Iwd not, nor would have, any thought of ufing any Force j 
'•unlefs he (hould be driven to it, for the (ecurity oi iiis Pcr- 
" fon, and for the defence of the Religion, Laws^ and Liberty 
<'of the Kingdom, and the jufl Rights and Privileges of Par- 
'^lament : and therefore he hoped the Malignant Party, who 
"had fo much defpifed his Peribn, and uiurped his Office, 
^'(hottld not^ by their ipecious fraudulent infinuations, pre- 
"vail with his good Suojeds to give credit to their wicked 
" Aflertions; and (o to .contribute their Power, and Affiftance 
"for the mine and deftrudion of Themielves^ and his Ma- 
"jefty. 

"For the Guard about his Perfbn (which, he (aid, act £> 
"much their Example, as their Provocation had enforced hini 
"to take) it was known it confided of the prime Gentry, in 
^'fortune and reputation, of that Country; and of One Re- 
*' giment of Train'd-bands ; who had been fb far fit>mo(Ferh)g 
"any Affironts, Injuries, or Difturbance to any of his good 
"SuDJefts, that their principal End was to preventv£ich| and 
"(b, might be Security, could be no Grievance to his People. 
"That Ibme ill affeded Perfbns, or any Perfoos, had been 
" imploy'd in other parts to raife Troops, under colour of his 
" Majefty's Service ; or that iiich had made large^ or any, of- 
*'fers ox reward, and preferment to fuch as wonld conie in, 
"which had been alledged by them, was^ he fiiid, for oaghc 
"he knew, or bellev'd, an untruth devi&d by the Contrivers 
*'of that faUe Rumour. His Majeily difavow'd it^ and £dd, 
^'he was confident theiE would be no need of any foch Art, 
"or loduftry, to induce his loving Subje£b> when they flionld 
"fee his Majeftv oppreffed, and their Liberties and Laws con- 
" founded (ana till Then he would not call on them) to come 
"in to him, and to affift him. 

"For the Delinquents, whom his MajefW was faid with 
"a high and forcible hand to prote^, he wkhed they might 
" be named, ud their Delinquency : And if his Majefty gave 
"not fadsfa&ion to Juftice^ when he fliould have ceceiv'd 
"fatisfaftion coiiceming S'^plmHotbam by his legal Tryal, 
^ Then let him be blamed. But if die defign wet«, as it was 
"well known to be, after his Majeftv had been driven by 
force from his City of jUmtui, and kept by foice ftom his 
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•*Towti of HuU, to proteA all tliofc who were Delinquents 
'* againft him, and to make all thofe Delinquents who attended 
"on him, or executed his Lawful Commands, he laid, he 
*'had great reafbn to be fatisfied in the truth and juftice of 
**fuch Accufation, left to be his Majefty's Servant, and to be * 
^z Delinquent, grew to be Terms fo convertible, that, in a 
**fhort time, he were left as naked in Attendance, as thejr 
** would have him in Power; and fo compel him to be waited 
"upon only by fuch whom they (hould appoint, and allow i 
"and in whofe preftnce he fliould be more miferably done 
"than in defblation it felf. And if the feditlous Contrivers 
"and Fomcnters of that Scandal upon his Majefty^ (hould 
'^have, as they had had, the power to miflead the Major part 
"prefent of either or both Houfes to make fuch Orders; and 
"lend fcch MefTages and Mcflengers, as they had lately done, 
"for the apprehenfion of the great Earls and Barons of JSijf- 
•' land, as ifthey were Rogues or Felons; and whereby Per- 
**lbns of Honour and Quality were made Delinquents, meer- 
'My for attending upon his Majefty and upon his Summons: 
*^whilft other Men were forbid to come near him, though 
**oblig*d by the duty of their Place and Oaths, upon his Law- 
"ful Commands : It was no wonder if fiich Meflengers were ' 
"not very well intreated : and fuch Orders not well <Aey'd; 
** neither could there be a furer, or a cunninger way found 
**out to render the Authoritv of both Houfes fcorn'd and vi* 
"lified, than to afliime to tnemfelves (meerly upon the Au* ' 
"thority of the Name of Parliament) a Power monftrous to 
"all nnderftanding; and to do Adions, and to make Orders, 
*' evidently and demonftrably contrary to all known Law, 
"and Reafbn (as to take up Arms againfl his Majefty under 
** colour of defending him ; to caufe Money to be brought ia 
"to Them, and to K>rbid his own Money to be paid to his 
"Maiefty, or to his ufc, under colour that he would imploy ' 
*'it ill; to beat him, and ftarve him for his own Good, and 
"by His Power and Authority) which would in fhort time 
" make the greaieft Court, and greateft Perfon, cheap and of 
"ooeftimation. 

** Wh o thofe fenfible Men were of the publick Calamities, 
"of the violations of the Privileges of Parliament, and the 
"Common Liberty of theSubjed, who had been baffled, and 
" injured by Malignant Men, and Cavaliers about his Majefty, 
"his Majefty faid, be could not imagine. And if thofe Ca- 
" valiers were fb much without the fear of God and Man, and 
"fb ready to commit all manner of outrage and violence, as 
"was pretended, his Majefty's Government ought to be the 
** more efteem'd, which had kept them from doing fb; info- 
^^mucb as he believed, no Perfon had caule to complain of any 
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''injury, or of any damage, in the Icaft degree, hf any Man 
•'about his Majefty, or who had offcr'd his Service to hini. 
*' All which being, he faid, dulv confidcr'd, if the Contrivers 
*'of thofe Propoutions and Orders had been truly fenfible of 
"the obligations, which lay upon them in Honour^ Con- 
"fcience, and Duty, according to the high Truft repofed in 
"them by his Majeity, and his People, they would not have 
"publiflied fuch a fenfe and apprehcnfion of Imminent Dan- 
«*ger, when themfelves, in their Q>nfcicnces, knew that the 
*'greateft, and indeed only danger, which threaten'd the 
"Church and Sure, the bleflfed Religion and Liberty of his 
"People, was in their own defperate and feditious I>efigns; 
*'and would not have endeavoured, upon fiidi weak and 
" groundlcfs Reafons, to ieduce his good Subjeds, from their 
•' AfFedion and Loyaltv to him, to run themfelves into Adiobs 
*' unwarrantable, and aeftrudive to the Peace andF<Muidatian 
"of the Common-wealth. 

"And that all his loving Subjeds might jfee, how caufleis 
"and groundlefs that fcandalous Rumour, and Imputation of 
"his Majefty 's raifing W^ar upon his Parliament, was, he had, 
*'with that his Declaration, cau(ed to be printed the Tefti- 
" mony of thofe Lords, and other Perfbns <n his Council, who 
^'were there with him; who, being upon the pkce, could 
^' not but difcover fuch his Intentions and Preparations; and 
"could not be fuipeded for their Honours and Interdb to 
"combine in fiich mifphievous, and horrid refolutions, 

**' An D therefore, his Majefty faid, he ftreigktly chaiged 
"and commanded all his Loving Subjeds, upon their Alle* 
^'giance, and as they would Aniwer the contrary at their 
•'Perils, that they fhould yield no obedience, or conient to 
"the iaidPropofitions ana Orders; and thattheypreiiime not 
"under any fiich Pretences, or by colour of any iuch Orders, 
"to raife or levy any Horie or Men, or to bring in any Mo- 
" ney or Plate to fucn purpoie. But he faid, if notwithftand- 
*'ing that clear Declaration, and Evidence of his intentions, 
•' thofe Men ( whofe defign it was to compel his Majefty to^ 
"raife War upon his Parliament; which all their skill and 
"malice /hould never be able to eiffed) (hould think fit, by 
^ thofe Alarms, to awaken him to a more neceflary care of the 
''defence of Himrelf,and his People; andfhouldThemfekes, 
" under colour of Defence, in fo unheard of a manner provide 
•'(and feduce others to do fo too) to Offend his Majefty, 
•'having given him lb lively a Teftimony of their Afiedions, 
•'what they were willing to do, when they fhould once have 
••made themfelves Able; all his good Subjeds would thii^ ic 
••xicceflary for his Majefty to look to Himfelf. And he did 
^'Cbertifotc excite all liis well affpded People, ^omtdiog to 
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^^theirOadisof AUegi^Mice, and Supremacy^ and according 
«io their (blcmn Vow, and Proteftation (whereby they were 
"oblig'd to defend his Perfon, Honour, and Eftate) to con- 
^^tiibute their beft AfBftance to the Preparations neceflfary for 
«* the oppo{ing, and fupprefGng of the Tray terous Attempts of 
<< fuch wicked and malignant Perfons ; who would deftroy his 
•'Perfon, Honour, and Eftate, and engage the whole King- 
*'doBa in a Civil War, to fitisfy their own lawlefs Fury and 
*• Ambition; and fo rob his good SubJeAs of the blefled fruit 
•* of this prefent Parliament; wliich they already in fome de- 
•*grce had, and might ftill reap, to the abundant ^tisfaftion 
•* and joy of the whole Kingdom, if fuch wicked hands wese 
^*not ready to mine all their pofTeffions, and fruftrate ail their 
•'hopes. And, in that cafe, his Majcfty dcclar'd, that who- 
**foever, of what Degree or Quality foever, Hiould then, upon 
••fo urgent and vifibie nece/lity of His, and &ch apparent 
••diftra&on of the Kingdom, caufed, and begotten by the 
*• malice and contrivance of that Malignant Party, bring in 
••to his Majefty, and to his ufe, ready Money, or Plate; Or 
•* fliould underwrite to furnifli any Number of Horfe, Horfe- 
••men, and Arms, for the prefcrvation of the Publick Peace, 
••and defence of his Perfon, and the vindication of the Pri- 
••vilege and Freedom of Parliament, he would receive it as 
•* a moft acc^table Service, and as a Teftimony of his Angular 
•• Aflfedion to the Proteftant Religion, the Laws, Liberties, 
•'and Peace of the Kingdom; and would no longer delire the 
•'continuance of tliat Afledion, than he would be ready to 
^ juftify, and maintain the other with the hazard of his Life. 

And fo concluded with the fame Overtures they had 
done, in their Propofitions ^r the Loan of Money at in- 
tereft; •'Offering for the fecurity thereof, an Affurance of 
••fuch his Lands, Forefts, Parks, and Houfes, as Hiou/d be 
••fufficient for the feme ; a more real fecurity, he feid, than 
*• the Name of Publick Faith, given without him, and agaitffl: 
••him ; as if his Majefty were not part of the Publick; And 
••befides, he would always look upon it as a Service moft af-» 
••fedionately, and feafonably perfonn'd for the prefervati<Jn 
••of his Majefty, and the Kingdc^n. But, he faid, he ftonkl 
♦•be much gladder that their fubmiflion to thofe hisCom- 
•* ipands, and dieir defifting from any fuch attempt of raifin^ 
••Horfe or Men, might eafe all his good Subje<fts of that 
•• Charge, Trouble, and Vexation, 

I T wai be wondered at hereafter, when, by what hath bc^ 
faid, the Nambeir and Quality of the Peers is confider'd, 
who, by abfenting themfelves trom the Hode, and their re- 
fort to his Majefty, fofficierttly decUired, that they liked not 
cliofe Conclouons wUcb bqgot thofe Dtftoadionsi why botfa 
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V thole Peers and likewife iuch Members of the Cdmoions, 
ivho then, and afterwards appeared in the King's Service, and 
were indeed full, or very near one Moiety of that Houfe, did 
not rather, by their diligent and faithful Attendance ia the 
Houfes, according to their feveral Trufts repoied in them^^ dis- 
countenance and refiiltbofe pernicious and&tal Tranfitftions, 
than, bv withdrawing themlelves from their proper Sutions, 
leave tne other ( whoie ruinous intentions were fufficienrly 
difcover'd) pofleiied of the Reputation, Authority, and Power 
of a Parliament j by which, it was evident, the People would 
be eafily, to a great degree, feduced« And thougJi the ob- 
ferving Readir may, upon the colledion of the feveral paf^ 
fages here fet down, be able to anfwer thofe objeftions to 
b^felf ; I am the rather induced, in this place, to apply my 
felf to the clearing that Point, becau/e not only many Honeil: 
Men, who at a diftgnce, have confider'd it, without being 
Privy to the Paflages within the Walls, and thofe breaches 
which fatally dcftroyed, and took away the Liberty and Free- 
dom of thofe G>uncils, have been really troubled or unfa- 
tisfy'd with that Defertion, as they call it, of the Service to 
which they were incumbent, and chofen ; but that I liave 
beard fome, who were the chief, if not the fole Promoters 
of thofe Violations, and the moft violent Defigns, and have 
fince (out of the Ruptures, which have proceeded from their 
own Anioio^ties} either been, or been thought to be^ more 
moderately inclined, complain, "That the withdrawing of 
"fo many Members from the two Houfes, was the principal 
**Caufe of all Calamities. And they who have been the true 
Authors of them, and ftill continue the iame Men, have taken 
pains to make and declare the others '*Deferters of their 
** Country, and Betrajers of tiTeir Trufts, by their Voluntary 
**wlj;h4rawing th<?mi^lves from that Council, 

I K the dpiRg wherepf, I (hall not, I .cannot, make any tx^ 
cufc for thofe (of whoo) fpmewhat is befoie (boken) who, 
from tl^e beginning of this Parliament, and in the whole pro- 
greft of it, either put pf lazinefs, or negligence, or incogi^ 
fancy, or wesjrinefs, forbore to give their Attendance there, 
when the Number of thofe who really intended thofe prodi- 
ffioijs Alterations was very incoqfiderable ; and daily drew 
many to fheir opinions, upon no other ground than that^the 
Number of the piflenters appeared not equally diligent,'and 
Intent upon their AflTertions: Neither can I cxcufe tfa^ Peers, 
; the moderate part whereof being Four for One, fu|f(?r'd them- 
felves to be coufen'd, and perft^aded, and chreate^ 4 oi^t of 
their Rights by a handfiil of Men, whom dicy might, in the 
beginning, eafily h^ve cruflied; whereas in the Houfe of Coca-- 
ffiQR^ the gr^t M«MgW were Mca«f OOtiUePwts, tupcli 
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Reputation 9 ddoiirable Dexterity; Pretenders to fevere 
juflKCt and regularity ; and then tlie Number of the weak, 
and the wilful, who naturally were to be guided by them, 
always made up a Major part; fo that, from the beginning, 
they were always able to carry whatfbever they fet their 
Hearts vifibly upon ; at lead, to difcredit, or difgrace any 
particular Man againft whom they thought neceflary to pro- 
ceed, albeit of the mod unblemiflied Reputation, and upon 
the mod frivolous fuggeftions; fo that they could not but 
lie very formidable, in that Houfe, to all but the moft ab- 
ftraAed Men from all vulgar Confiderations. 

B u T, I am confident, wholbever diligently revolves the fe-f 
yeral pdlages in both Houfes, from the time of the publiHi* 
ing the firft Remonftance,^ upon his Majefty's Return from . 
ScailMd^ to the time of which we lad fpeak, mud be of opi- 
nion, that the reforting of fb many Members then to nis 
Majeily (from whom all the Lords, and fome of the Com* 
mons, received Commands to that purpofe) or to fuch places, 
where they thought they might be or greated ule to his Ma- 
jedy in preiervation of the Peace of the Kingdom, was not 
only an Aft of Duty, but of fuch Prudence and Difcretion, as 
Sober and Honed Men were to be guided by. In the Houfe 
of Peers, the BiHiops, who had as much Right to fit there^ 
and were as much Members of Parliament as any Lord there, 
were fird, by dired Violence and Force, a great part of them, 
driven and kept from thence, till the Bill for the total Ex- 

fmlfion of the whole Order from thofe Seats, was pafTed ; 
iich of the Peers, who were mod remarkable for adhering to 
the Government of the Church, being, in the mean time^ 
threatened publickly by the Rabble; and fome of theit Pcr- 
fons Aflaulted. The bufinefs of the Militia had been twice, 
upon folemn Debate in a full Hpufe, rejeded there; till fUch 
Force and Violence was brought to the very doors, fuch Expo*- 
ffailations and Threats deliver'd within the doors againd thofe 
who refufed to*Concur with them in that bufineis, that no 
Man had reafbn to believe his Life out of danger from thofe 
rude hands, who was uken notice of for an Oppofer of their, 
uareafbnabledefires; fome of them having beendeclai:*dEne-»>. 
mies to their Country, for having refufed what wa( in their. 
power lawfidly to refuie; and others having been Criminally 
accofed by the Commons, for words fpoken by them in De*^, 
bates of the Houfe of Peers ; after which many of theia. 
were lent for» bvfpecial Letters, to attend his Majefty (which 
Letters were .always thought to be a good, and warrantable, 
and fufficient ground to be abfent from the Houfe ; nor had 
£(ch Summons^ from the be^nning of Parliaments to this 
prcfent^ ever b^en nqgiefted) with whom they bad not been 
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many weeks, bat two of thenl, as hath been mestion'd be* 
fore, npon an untrue and estravagant itiformatlon, witfaout 
further examination, were declar'd Enemies to the Kingdom ; 
and nine others by folemn judgment, udbh an Impeachment 
brought up* by the Commons againft them, only for beiDg 
abient, and for what only concerned the Privilege and Juril- 
didion of the Peers, were di&bled to fit in the Hoafe again 
during this Seffion 5 fo that, if they would have retum'd^ tLey 
were adually excluded that Council. 

I N the Houfc of Commons, the cafe was worfe : Firft, they 
who had, with that Liberty which is eflential to ParUaments, 
and according to their underftandings, diilented or dedaLr'd a 
diflike of what the VlolentParty fbveiiemently parfued,\vere, 
as hath been faid befere, declared Enemies to their Coun- 
try ^ and their Names pofted up in Paper, or Parchment, 
at moft eminent places, under fbme opprc^rious Chara&er ; 
which, though it was not avow'd, and had no Authority 
from the Houfe by any Publick A3t, yet, being complained 
off was neither redrefled, nor was the complaint fo counte- 
nanced, that ic could be concluded the Violadon was anac* 
ceptable : fo, though the Tumults were not dire&ly fom- 
mon'd or aflemWed, it is evident, by what hath been before 
fet forth truly and at large, that they found there vifible coun- 
tenance, and encouragement. 

Then what had been upon full and folemn Debates in 
a foil Houfe rejeded, was many times, in a thin Houfe, and 
. at unufual and unparliamentary Hours, refum^d, and deter- 
min'd contrary to the former Conclufions: Yet Men fatisfied 
themfelves with doing what they thought their |>aty, and 
reafonably oppofing what the Major part order'd tobe done; 
hoping that Men's underftandings would be fliortly better in- 
forito'd; and that though high and irreverent Expre(&>ns and 
Words were fometimes ufed againft the King, there would 
be abfeaining from unlawful and dangerous AAions; and that 
the Houfe of Peers, at leaft, would never be brought to joyn, 
or concur in any Ad prejudicial to the Soveraign Power. But 
when they faw a new way found out by the dexterity of the 
Major jpart in the Houfe of Commons, to make tlie Minor 
V2LrtX)tmc Lords too hard for the Major; and fo, whttft all 
Men were tranfoorted with jcaloufy of the breach of Privilege 
of Parliament by the King, that there was, by the Houfes 
thbmfelveS, an abfolute rooting up of all Privileges: That 
from Metbphyfica} Confiderations, what might be done in 
cafe of necefflty, the Militia of the Kingdom was Adually 
feifed on ; and put under a Command contrary to, and agamft 
the King's Command: That there was then a Refolution 
t^ken, by thofe who could Aft their ftefolutiofis when they 
•* ** pleafed^ 
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plea&d^ to make a General^ and ^to oblige all the Members 
to Ihe and die with that General ^ which will be anon more 
pardcalarly mentioned (for thatRcfolution was well knowii 
before the time that thofe many Members removM to /ari^i 
and withdrew to other places I and was executed within three 
or four days after) Men thought it high time to look to their 
innocence, and (fince by theCdPurie and Orders of thatHoufe^ 
they could leave no Monument or Evidence of their DiiTent^ 
ing, as the Lords might, by their Proceftations upon any un-> 
lawful Ad, or Refolution) to declare their diflike of what 
was done, by not being prefent at the doing: And it was 
reafbnably thought, there being no other way peaceably and 
lecurely to do it, that the Kingdom, anderftanaing theNum* 
ber of thofe that were prefent at fuch new Tranfadions, and 
weighing the Quality, Number, and Reputation of thofe who 
were abfent, would be bell induced to prefigjr the old Laws 
of tlie Kingdom, before the new Votes (deftrudive to thofe 
Laws) of thofe few Men, who called themfelves the two 
Houfes of Parliament; and that'it would prove a good Expe- 
dient to work upon the Confciences, and modelty of thofe 
who ftay'd behind, to conclude it neceffary, by feme fair Ad- 
drefles to his Majefty, to endeavour fuch a general good un- 
derftanding,*that a perfeft Union might be made ; and the 
Privilege, Dignity, and Security of Parliament, beeftabli/h'd 
according to the true, and juft Conftitution df it. 

It is true, how re^onably foever it might be expeded, \% 
produced not that Ingenuity; bat they who had been trou- ^ ' 
bled with the company of them that afterwards withdrew, •' 
and, by the oppofition they made, could not make that expe- 
dition IB the mifchief they intended, were glad they wej?e 
rid of them ; yet, fliortly, confidering what influence, indeed 
it might have upon underftanding Men, they found a w^ to 
caft a reproach upon thofe who were abfent, and yet tq pre- 
vent any inconvenience to themfelves by their return^ pub- 
liflrine an Order, "That all the Members abfent fliould/iafppear 
^ at wch a day under the Penalty of paying eadh a ido' Fine 
*' for Ms abfence ; and whosoever did not appear at fliat daj* 
(wMch gave not time enough to any who were at ^iftancel 
*^ShouW not prefeme lo fit in the Houfe, before he had 
*' paid his ^'Ine, Md fatisfied the Houfe with the caufe of hi4 
"abfence; So that all thofe who were witfc the ifeing, mA 
very many more, who had really withdrawn themfelves to re-^ 
frem their'minds, or upon nedeflary Afiairs of their own, with 
a purpofe tp return, clearly difcem'd themfelves excluded 
from fitting any more there; it being fufficiently manifeft> 
fhat the Caufe of their abfence would never be approv'd, if 
iheir Perfons were dSfllkedi and their Opiflidns ^lik^^to^^Ai 

Which 
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Which appeared qoicklv ; for the day was oo (boner paft» bat 
they^ without the leaft warrant of Precedent or cidour of 
Right, expeird very many, {bmetimes twenty a day, not only 
of thofe who were with the King, but of odicrs who had 
given them equal diftafte; and ordered new Writs to ifliie oat 
to choofe other Members in their Rooms. 

It cannot be denied but {bme very honeft and endrc Men 
ftay'd ftiU there, and oppofed all their anjuftifiable proceed* 
ings with great Courage, and much liberty of Speech ^ which 
was more frankly permitted to tiiem than haa been before, 
when the Number of the Diflenters was greater; and it may 
be there are ftill (bme who fatisfy themfelves that they have 
performed their Duty, by always having denied to give their 
confent to whatfbever hath been feditioufly, or illegally con* 
eluded. But I muft appeal to the G>nfciences of thofe very 
Men, whether they have not been manj times, by ftaying 
there, compell'd, or terrified to do, and (ubmit to many Ads 
contrary to their Confcience, in cafes of Conicience ; and con- 
trary to their Judgment and Knowledge, in matters of Law, 
and Right; and contrary to their Oaths and Duties, in mat- 
ters of Allegiance; and whether if they bad ^eiufed (b to do, 
they fhould not have been plundered, expelled, and committed 
to Pri£>n? And then they cannot be thought to have pro- 
ceeded unreafonably, who to preferve their Innocence, and 
their Liberty, chofe to undergo all the other Cenfures and 
DliSculties which could befal them, and which have been 
^ fince plentifully pour*d upon them. But to return. 

T H B King bad at this time call'd to him fomc Judges, 
and Lawyers of Eminency ; bv whole Advice he publifhed a 
Pedaration concerning the Militia, and aflerted'^ The Right 
^bf the Crown in granting Commiflions of Array, for the 
*' bd^ter ordering and governing thereof; and, at the lame 
time IfTued out thofe CommiiBons to all G>unties, '^Expref- 
^*lj fbrbidding any Obedience to be given to the Ordinance 
*'for the Militia by both Houfes, under the penalty of High 
** Treaipn. This only improved the Paper-combate in Decla- 
rations; either Party iniifting "That the Law ^as on their 
^'fide; and the People giving Obedience to either, accord- 
ing to their conveniences : And many did believe^ that if the 
King had reforted to the old known way of Lord Lieutenants, 
and Deputy Lieutenants, bis Service would have been better 
carried on^ the G>gimi^on of Arrav being a thing they had 
not before heard of, though foanded upon an Ancient Ad of 
Parliament in the Reini offfin. IV. and {o was received with 
jealoufy, and eafily dilcr^it^ by the gloiTes andfi^^ions 
of the Houfes, 

6 9 s J D B3 that foQK McR*of very good Affeftions to the 

Crown, 
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Crown, and averfe t noagh to the extravagant pretences and 
proceedings of the Parliament, did not conceal their prejudice 
to tbeCommiiSon of Array^ as not warranted by Law; which 
did very much work upon other Men, and made the Obe* 
dlence lefs cheerful that was given to that Service. M' SeUeu 
had, in the Debate uilon that Subject in the Houfe of G)m- 
mons, decllir'd himfelf very pofitively, and with much (harp- 
ne(s againlt the Commiffion of Array, as a thing exprefly 
without any Authority of Law; the Statute upon which it 
was grounded being, a« he (aid, repealed ; and dilcouried very 
much of the ill Confequences, which might reiiilt from ful>- 
ixiltting to it : He anfwer'd the Arguments which had been 
ufed to fupport it; and eafily prevail'd with the Houfe not to 
liic^ a proceeding, which they knew was intended to do them 
hurt, and to lefTen their Authority. But his Authority and 
Rf^putation prevail'd much further than the Houle,* and be- 
got a prejudice againft it in many well afFeded Men without 
doors : When the King was inform 'd of it, he was much trou- 
bled, having looked upon M*" Selien as well diipofed to his 
Service, And the Lord Falkiand, with his Majefty's leave, 
writ a friendly Letter to M' Seldetiy ** To know his reafon^ 
**why, in fuch a conjundure, whatever his Opinion were, 
** he would oppofe the fubmiffion to the Commiffion of Ar- 
''ray, which no body could deny to have had it's original 
'' from Law, and which many Learned Men ftill believed to 
*'be very Legal, to make way for the eftablifliment of an 
^^Ordinan(:e, which had no manner ofpretence to Right. He ^ ' 
Anfwer'4 this Letter very frankly ^ as a Man who believed 
himfelf in the right upon tbffCommiflion of Array, and that 
f he Arguments he had uied againft it cpuld not be Anfwer'd i 
jfiimming up fome of thofe Arguments in as few words ^$ 
they could be comprehended in : But then he did as frankly 
inveigh againft the Ordinance for the Militia, ''Which' he 
*'faid, was without any Ihadow of Law fir pretence of P/ecer 
*' dent, and moft deftruftive to the Government of the King- 
*^dom/And he did acknowlege, that he had been tbcrmore 
**inclind to make that difcourfe in the Houfe agai6ft the 
^^CommiiEon^ that he might with the more freedodi argue 
'' againft the Ordinance; which was to be coniider '(( upon a 
^May then appointed : And was moft confident, that be mould 
^Mikewiie overthrow the Ordinance: which^ he ccfofeiled, 
^^ could be leis fupported; and he did believe, tharfit would 
*^ be much better, if both were rejeded, than if eithet of them 
^^ fliould ftaod, and remain uncontrolled. But his confidence 
Received ,bims and he quickly found, that they who fuflfer'd 
theixifelve^ Wbc intirely goverp'd by his Reafon, \>hen thofo 

CmMoM J«ioUe4 Um it vbicb CQnuibu^sd tcf their own 
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defigns, would not be at all guided by it^ or fubmit to it, 
when it perfwaded that which contradided, and would dif- 
appoint tbofe defigns: And fojUpon the day appoiuted fox the 
Debate of their Ordinance, when he applied all his Faculries 
to the convincing them of the illegality and moBftroufnefs 
of it^ by Arguments at Jea^ as clear and demonflrable as his 
former nad been, they made no impreiHon upon tfaem $ but 
were eafily Anlwer'd by thofe who with moft raffion lofifted 
upon their own fenfe. He had fadsfied them very well, 
wnen he concurred with them in Judgment ; but his Rea- 
Ibns were weak, when they croflTed their Refblutions* So 
moft Men are deceived in l:>eing too reafonable ; concluding 
that Reafpn will prevail upon thoie Men to fiibmit to what 
is Right and Juft, who iuve no other confideration of Right 
or Juftice, but as it advances their Intereft, or complies with 
their Humour, and Paifioii. And fb eafy it hath always been 
|:o do harm, and to miflead Men, and {o hard to do good, 
and reduce them to reaibn. 

These Paper-skirmiflies left neither fide better indin'd to 

the other ; but, by fharpning each other, drew the matter 

nearer to an Iffiie. The King had written a Letter to the 

Mayor and Aldermen ofLandoHy and to the Mafters and War* 

dens of each Company ; by which, *' He aflured them, of his 

"defire of the Peace of the Kingdom; and therefcMPe requir'd 

*'them, as thev tendered their Charter of the City, and their 

*^own particular Welfares, not to bring in Hortes, Money, 

% ^or Plate, upon the Propofitions of the Houfes; whereby, 

** under pretence of raiung a Guard for the Parliament, 

*' Forces would be levy'd, and m truth, imploy'd againft his 

"Majefty : Of which the Houies taking notice, publiAi'd a 

niPdHU- Declaration to the City, **That thev could not be fecur'd by 

«t^iJ«fJI*'Hfs Majeftv's Proteftations, that his defires, and porpofes 

/<r# ciij up- «^ >x^re for the Publi^k Peace j fince it appeared, by divers ex- 

fitH^bl^ *' pr^flions, and proceedings of his Majefty, that be intended 

Ki^ u iA#*'to Ufe Force againft tbofe who fubmitted to the Ordinance 

«?JJ2l' '*of Ae Militia; and that he had likewife fomc intention of 

*' maklpg an Attempt upon HuU. In both which Cafes^ they 

**did delate, that whatfoeverVicJence Aiould be ufed, either 

*' againft thofe who exercife the Militia, or againft HnU, They 

*'could not but believe it as done againft the Pailiamerit* 

V They told them, that the dangerous, and miichievous in- 

•'tentions offome about his Majefty were (ucb, that what- 

"foever Avas moft precious to Men of Conieience and Ho- 

"nour, ds Religion, Liberty, and Publick Safety, were like 

*'to be overwhelmed and loft in the general Coi^ufioii and 

*' Calamity of tfie Kingdonj; which would not Only queftion, 

** but overthrow the Charter of the City of Imi^i acpofc 

J<the 
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•*thc Citixens, tiieir Wives and Children, to* violence and 
^* viUlny i and leave the Wealth of chat £imoas Citv, as a 
*' Prey to thofe defperate^and necefEtous Perlbns : And there* 
*'fore they forbid all the Officers to publilh that Pap^r, as 
^' they would, anfwer their Contempt co the Parliament; by 
''the Power and Authority of which, they afliir'd them, thcf' 
** fhonld be proteded, and fecured In their Perlbns, Liber- 
*' ties, and Eftates, for whacibever they (hould do by Their 
** advice or p^rfwafion. 

T o this the King replied, ^' That he wonder'd fincc they n* Ki^* 
**had ufurped the fupreme Power to themfelves, they had not *^** 
*^ taken upon them the Supreme Style too ; and direded their 
** very new Declaration to their Trufty and Well-beloved^ 
^* their Subjeds of the City of lMi9n : For it was too great 
^' and palpable a Scorn, to perfwade them to take up Arnas 
**againft nis Perfon, under colour of being loving Subjefts 
*' to his Office ; and to deftroy his Peribn, that they might 
^' preferve the King': Tliat he was beholding to them, &ie 
** they had ezpkin'd to all his good Subjefts the meaning of 
*^ their Charge againft his Majefty, that by his intention of 
'^ making War againft his Parliament, no more was pretended 
*^ to be meant, but his refblution not to fubmit to the high 
^'Injuftice and Indignity of the Ordinance for the Militia. 
*^ and the bufinefs otHM. He (aid, he had never conccal'a 
'^ bis intentions in'either of thofe Particulars (he wiffa'd They 
^^ would deal as clearly with Him) but had always, and did 
*^ now dedaire^ That tiiat pretended Ordinance wasagainft the 
*^ Law of the Land ; agbinft the Liberty and Property of the 
•* Subjed; deftrudivc to Soveraignty; and therefore not con- 
'< fiftent mth the very Conftitution and Eflence of the King« /' 
'Mom, and the Right and Privilege of Parliament: That hf 
'^ was bound by his Oath (and all his Subjeds were bound by 
'^ theirs of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and their own P/o* 
*^ teftation lately taken, to affift his Majefty) to oppofe mac 
'^ Ordinance, which was put already in execution againft Aim^ 
^not only by Training and Arming his Subje^b, but hj 
^^ forcibly removing the Magazine, from die place truf^d by 
''the County, to their own Houfes, and guarding i/ their 
''with Arm'dMen: Whither it would be ntot removql, and 
" how ufed by fuch Perfons, he knew not. ) 

"That the keeping his Majefty out of ffe« by^' Jdm ' 
^^Ehtham^ was an Ad of High Treaibn againft his K|ajefty; 
" and the uking away his Magazine and Munition from hioi^ 
"was an hdt of Violence upon his Majefty, by what hands 
•*or by whofe direftion foever it was done : And,Jn both 
'^ cafes^ by the help of God, and the taw, his Ma|flly faid, 
^'he would baye JofticCi or l<^e hl$ Itfe in the rehiring it{ 

«*thc 
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^' the which he did not vahie at that rate, as to pieferve it with 
^Hhe Infamy of fuffiering himfelf to be robbed, and fpoilkd of 
'^ that Dignity be was bom to. And if it were poffible for 
^* his ^opd Subjcds to believe, that fuch a Defence of himlelf, 
*^ with the utmott power and ftrength he could raiie, was 
*^ making a War againft his Parliament, he did not doubt, 
<' however it fliould pleafe God to difpofe of him in that con- 
^^ tentlon, but the juftice of his Caufe would, at the laft, pre- 
*^ vail againft thofe few Malignant Spirits, who, for their own 
*^ends and ambitious defigns, had fo milled and corrupted 
'* the underftandings of his People. And fince neither his own 
*^ Declaration, nor the Teftimony of (b many of his Lords, 

V then with his Majefty, could procure credit with t^oleMen, 
*?but that they proceeded to levy Horfe, and to raifc Money 
^'and Arms againft his Majefty, he faid, he was not to be 
^* blamed, if after fo many gracious expoftulationswith them, 
^ upon undeniable principles of Law and Reafbn (which they 
**anfwer'd only by Voting that which his Majefty faid, to be 
^' neither Law, nor Reafbn ; and lb proceeded a£bially to levy 
^'VTar upon his Majefty, to juftlfy that which could not be 
'^otherwife defended) at laft he made fuch provifion, that as 
**he had been driven from London, and kept from HuB, he 

V might not be furprifed at Tnl^i but be m a condition to 
^^ refift, and bring to juftice thofe Men, who would perfwade 
*'his People that their Religion was in danger, becaafe his 
'' Majefty would not confent it (hoald be in Their power to 
'^alter it bv their Votes; or their Liberty in danger, becauft 
^'he would allow no Judge of that Liberty, but the known 
^Law of the Land : Yet, he £ud, whatever provifion be 

\'' fliould be compelled to make for his fecurity, he would be 
^•ready to lay down, ailbon as they fhould revoke the Orders 
**by wliich thev had made Levies, and fubmitted thofe Per- 
**fans, who had detain d his Towns, carried away his Arms, 
^UiA} put the Militia in execution contrary to his Prociama- 
^' tiob, to that Trial of their innocence, which the Law had di* 
**re£lijd, and to which they wtfre bom : If that were not fiib- 
^* mitr^'to, he fliould, with a good confcience, proceed ^ainft 
^* tholc^who fhould fMrefume to exercife that pretended Ordi- 
^^nance for the Militia, and the other who fliould keep his 
**Towii of Hull from him, as he would refift Perfons who 
*^ came to take away his Life, or his Crown frofti him. 

"An© therefore his Majefty ^ain remember'd and re- 
**qiiire^ his City of London to obey his former Commands, 
**an(i n6t to be mifled by the Onition of thofe Men, who 
*' were made defperate by their Fortunes, or their Fortunes 
^by Than i who toli them their Religion, Liberty, and 
"Propert/, was to be preferv'd no other w«y, but bv their 

Dilloyalty 
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**DIfloyalty to his Majefty : That they were now at the brink 
^' of the River, and might draw their Swords (which was an 
•'expreffion ufed at a great convention of the City) when no- 
" thing pnrfued them but their own evil Confciences. He 
^^ wifhed them to confider, whether their Eftates came to them^ 
''and were fettled upon them, by Orders of both Houfes, or 
•* by that Law which nis Majefty defended : What fecurity they 
'^coul^ have to enjoy their own, wlien they had helped to roa 
^'his Majefty; and what an happy conclufion That War was 
**likc to have, which wasraiied to opprels their Soveraign: 
''That the wealth and glory of their Ciry was not like to be 
*'deftroyed any other way, but by Rebelling againft his Ma-- 
*' jetty ; and that way inevitably it muft ; nor their Wives and 
''Children to be expofeJ to violence and villany, but bv thofe 
"who make their Appetite and Will the meafiire, ana guide 
" to all their Adions. He advifed them not to fancy to them* 
"felves Melancholy apprehenfions, which were capable of no 
"fatisfedion ; but ferioufly to coniider what fecuriry they 
"could have, that they had not under his Majefty, or had 
" been ofTer'd by him : And whether the Dodrine thofe Men 
"taught, and would have them defend, did not deftroy the 
" Foundations upon which their fecurity was built ? 

The great conflux that hath been* mentioned, of Men of 
all Conditions, and Qualities, and Humours, could not con-* 
tinue long together at Tifrk^ without fome impatience, and 
commotion ; and moft Men wonder 'd, that there appeared no 

ErovilSons to be m^e towards a War, which they (aw would '' 
e inevitable : And when the Levies of Soldiers under the Earl 
of fj^AT, were haften'd with fh much vigour, that the King 
Ihould have no other Preparations towards an 4lrmy, than w' 
iingle Troop of Guards made up of Gentlemen Voluntier/$ 
who, all Men fore&w, would auit the Troop, when there 
ihould be an Army : And many do yet believe, that the I^ng 
too long deferred his recourfe to Arms ; and that if h&had 
raifed Forces upon his firft repulfe at H«S, his fervice tjbuld 
have been very much advanced i ami chat the Parliament 
would not have been able to have drawn an Army to^ther« 
And (b men ftill reproach the Councils which were xhtA about 
the Ki^g, as they were cenfiired by many at that titne; but 
neither They then, nor Thefe now do underftand die true 
reafbn thereof. The King had not, at that time, ot^ Barrel 
of Powder, nor one Mufquet, nor any other provifion necei^ 
fary for an Army ; and, which was woHe, was not fu^ of an^ 
Port, to which they might be fecurely ai&gnM; nor had lie 
Monev for the fiipport of his own Table for the term of one 
Month. He expeded, with impatience, the arrival of all 
thofe neceflaries^ by the care anda^vity of theQj^een]^ who 

was 
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was then in ^W, and by the fale of her oira, as weUasof 
the Crown Jewels, and bv the friendrhip oi Hmj?tvofx. of 
Orame did all flie could to piwide all that was necefl&rvj 
and^eKinghad newly direded her tofendalltoWw-C^f, 
which was but then fecured to him by the diligence of the 
Earl of that Name. In the mean time both the King himlelf, 
and they who beft knew the ftate of his Affairs, feem'd to be 
without any thoughts of making War i and to hope, Aat the 
Parliament would at laft incline to fome Accommodation j 
for which both his Majefty, and thofe Peifons wese expofed 
to a thoufand reproaches. ,.^ , , j -. r 

The Queen had many difficulties to contend with j tot 
though the Prince oi Orange had a very fignal affedion for the 
' King's Service, and did all he could*to difpofe the St«es to 
concern themfdves in Ms Maiefty's Qaarrel j yet his Aatho- 
ritv and IntertA, was much dimini/h'd with the vigour of his 
BodV and Mind: And the Sates of £6//«i were lb far from 
being indin'd to the King, that they did him aU the mifdiief 
they could. They had before aflifted the Rebellion m Sat- 
laud with giving them credit for Arms and Ammunition, 
before they had money to buy any ; and they did afterwards, 
fcveral ways, difcover their affeiaions to die Parliament j 
which had fo nimy Spies there, that the Queen could do no- 
thing they had not prcfent notice of j fo that it was no eafy 
matter for the Queen to provide Arms and Ammunition, but 
Che Parliament had prcfent notice of it, and of the ways which 
> were thought upon to tranfport them to the King: And then 
tjicif Fleet, under the Command of tW Earl aiWdorw'ukj, 
lay ready to obftruA and intercept that Communication j nor 
was any remajy in view to remove this mifchieif }, ihfbmuch 
^ it was n0 ealy thing foi; the King to fend to, or to receive 
Letters from the Qs.een. 

%n E iLB was a finall Ship of aS or 30 Guns, that was part 
of the Fleet that wafted her Majefty laxo HtlUMi from D»- 
yet which was called the Frtvldentft under the Command 
of 'ciuin Strdngbmt when the F.leet was coinmaoded by 
S' 9b*4P*B»»»^»»» and before the Earl o£ lV^twick.vis fu- 
penndSced into that Charge againft the King's WiU. That 
Ship tKe CMitain whereof was known to be faithful to his 
Majefty, was, by the Queea, detain'd, and kept in H»fl4i»rf 
fiom the time of her Majefty's Arrival, under feveral pre- 
tences, 6f which the Captain made ufe, when he afterwards 
receivecTOrders from the Earl ofWartmlC' To repair to the 
"Fleet fn the Dmrnt; until, after man? promiles and ex- 
cafes, it was at laft difcem'd that he had other Bufinefs and 
Commands; and fo was watthed, by the other Ships, as an 
Enemy. Thisveffel the QapeftrtfoJv'd to fend to the King, 
' prwci- 
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principally to inform his Majefty of the ftreights /he was in; 
of tlie provifions fhe had made, and to return with fuch par- 
ticular Advice, and Dire<aions from his Majefty, that flic 
might take further relblutions : And becaufe the VeflTel was 
light, and drew not much Water, and (o could run into any 
Creek, or open Road, or Harbour, and, from thence, eaCly 
fend an exprefi to the King; there was put into it about two 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and two or three thoufand Arms 
with feven or eight Field- Pieces; which, they knew, would be 
very welcome to the King,and ferve for a beginning and coun- 
tenance to draw Forces together. The Captain was no fooner 
put to Sea, but notice was fent to die Commander of the 
Fleet in the Downs \ who immediately fent three or four Ships 
to the North, which eafily got the Providence in View, before* 
it could reach thatCoift; and chafed it with all their Sails, till 
they faw it enter into the River ofHumbet; when, looking 
upon it as their own, they made lefs hafte to follow it, being 
content to drive it before them into their own Port of Hull i 
there being, as they thought no other way to efcape thcmj 
until they plainly faw the Ship entring into a narrow Creek 
out o(Humber, which declined Hull, and led into the Country 
fomc Miles above it ; which was a place well known to the 
Captain, and defign'd by him to arrive at from the beginning. 
It was in vain for them then to haften their purfuit j for they 
quickly found that their great Ships could not enter into that 
paflage, and that the River was too fliallow to follow him ; 
and, fo, with ftiame and anger, they gave over the Chafe ; 
whilft the Captain continued his courfe ; and having never 
thought of faving the Ship, run it on Shore on that fide to- ' 
w^rds Burlington i and, witn all expedition, gave notice to the 
King of his arrival ; who, immediately, caufed the PerfbqS 
of Quality, in the parts adjacent, to draw the Train'd-bands 
of the Country together, to fecure the incurfions from Hull; 
and by this means, the Arms, Ammunition, and Artillery were 
quickly brought to Terl^. 

The King was well content that it fliould be generally 
believed, that this fmall Ship, the fize whereof was kn6wn to 
few, had brought a greater quantity and proportion of Provi- 
fions for the War, than in truth it had^ and therefor^, though 
it had brought no Money, which he expeded, he fcrthwith 
granted Commiflions, to raife Regiments of Horfe a|(d Foot, 
to fuch Perfons of Quality and Ijptereft, as were abld to com- 
ply with their obligations. He declared the Earl oiLlndfej^ 
Lord High Chamberlain o£ England, his General of the Army 5 
a Perfbo of great Honour and Courage, and generally beloved ; 
who many years before had good Commands in Hollandy 
apd Germanj, and had been Admiral gt jSea in fever^l Ex^edi- 

V0I.L Partz. Uu . tion:^. 
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tions. S' jAC^h AJbiej was declar'd Major General of the Foot, 
a Command he was very equal to, and had exercifed before, 
and executed after with great approbation. The Generaifhip 
of the Horfe, his Majcfty prcierved for his Nephew Prince 
Rupert'^ who was daily expefted, and arrived ibon after: And 
all Levies were haften'd with as much expedition as was pof- 
fible in fb great a fcarcity, and notorious want of Money ; of 
which no more need be faid, after it is remembered that all 
the Lords, and Council about the King,with feveral other Per- 
Ibns of Quality, voluntarily made a Subfcriptiori for the payr 
mcnt of fo many Horie for three Months ; in which time they 
would needs believe that the War Ihould be at an end ; every 
one paying down what the three Months pay would amount 
to, into the hands of a Treafurer appointea to receive it 5 and 
this Money was prefently paid for the making thofe Levies 
of Horfe, which were defign'd ^ and which could not have 
been made but by thole Monies. 

And now the King thought it time to execute a Refolution 
he had long intended, and which many Men wonder'4 he neg- 
leded fb long; which was as much as in him lay, to take the 
Admiralty into his own hands. He had long too much caafe 
to be un(atisfied,and difpleafed with the Earl o£ Nmbumber- 
land', whom he thought be had obliged above any Man what- 
foever. His delivering the Fleet into the hands and Command 
of the Earl oiWarwisk^ after his Majefty had cxprefly refufed 
it to the Parliament, the King could not eaiily forgive ; how 
ever he thought it not Then feafonable to refent it, becaufe 

. he had nothing to objed againft him, but his complyance 
with the Command of the Parliament, who would have own'd 

. it as their own quarrel ; and muft have obliged that Earl to 

fbt his whole Intereft into Their hands, and to have run Their 
ortune ; to which he was naturally too much inclin'd: And 
theh his Majefty forefaw, that there would have been no Fleet 
at all, fet out that year, by their having the Command of all 
the Mpney, which was to be applied to that Service. Where- 
as, bVihis Majefty's concealing his refentment, there was a 
good Fleet made ready, and fee out; and many Gentlemen 
fettled iy the Command of Ships, of whofe AffeAion and Fi- 
delity h|s Majefty was affured, that no Superior Officer could 
corrupt it; but that they would, at all times, repair to his 
Service, '.whenever he required it. And, indeed, his Majcfty 
had an opinion of the.devotion of the whole body of the Com- 
mon Seajmen to his Service, becaufe he had, bountifully, fb 
much mended their Condition, and increafed their Pay, that 
he thought they would have even thrown the Earl of JTkrwkJ^ 
over Board, when he (hould Command themi and fb the re- 
f^iting the doing it would be of little imporUnce. But now, 

thac 
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that a Ship of his own, in the execution of his Commands, 
Aould be chafed by his own Fleet as an' Enemy, made fuch a 
noife in all places even to his reproach and diftionour, that he 
could no longer defer the doing what hft had fb long thought 
of. He refolv'd therefore, to revoke the Earl ofNorthumber* 
land's Commiflion of the Office of High- Admiral of England, 
and to fend the revocation to him under the Great Seal of 
Emland: Then, to fend S^John Pennington, who was then at 
Tork, on board the Fleet, and to take the Charge of it: and 
Letters were prepared, and fign'd by the King, to everv one of 
the Captains ; wnereby they were required. To obierve the 
" Orders of S' ^ohn Pennington. And all this was carried with 
all poffible Secrecy, that none, but thofe few who were truft- 
ed, knew, or fufpcded any fuch Alteration. 

B u T the King thought fit, firft to advife with S' ^ohn Pen- 
nington ; of whofe Integrity he was confident,and whofe Judg- 
ment he always principally relied on in all his Maritime Ani- 
ons; and tjxought him the only Perfon fit immediately to take 
the Fleet outof the Earl o(lVaru/ickj poffeflion j who had dif- 
poflefled Him of the Command that year, which he had ufually 
excrcifed. S'' ^ohn Pennington, finding the matter full of diffi- 
culty, and the execution like to meet with fome interniptions, 
expreffed no alacrity to undertake it in his own Perfon ; al- 
ledging, "That himfelf ftood in the Parliament's disfavour,and 
*^ jealoufy (which was true) and that therefi:)re his motion, and 
** journey towards the D<?w/»j, where the Fleet then lay, would 
** be immediately taken notice of; and hisMajcfty's Defign be 
** fo much guefled at, that there would need no other Difeo- 
'* very : but he pi'opounded to his Majefty, " That he would 
*^(end a Letter to S' Robert Manfel, who lived at Greewu/ich, 
^^ fpeedily to.^ to the Fleet, and to take charge of it,and that 
^* His Authority, being Vice- Admiral of England , and his 
*' known and great Reputation with the Sea-men, would be 
** like to meet with the ieaft refiftance. HisMajeftyi imparting 
this'Counfel to xhofe whom he had made Privy to his purpofe, 
enter'd upon new confiderations; and concluded, **That S' 
" Robert Manfel's age T though his Courage and Integrity were 
^' unqueftionable) ana the accidents that depended upoJ that, 
** would render that Expedient moft hazardous; and that, in 
^' truth, there needed no fuch abfolute and fupi;eme Officer, to 
^'be appointed in the fiirft Article ^ but rather, that his Majc- 
** lly ftiould dircd his Special Letter to the Captain of every 
''Ship, requiring him immediately to weigh Anchor, and to 
" bring away his Ship to fuch a place as his Majefty might ap- 
^' point, where he fhould receive further Orders: And to that 
f* place he might fend fuch an Officer, as he thought fit to truft 
J' with the Command of the whole Navy fo aflembled. At:- 

U u a cording 
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cording to this Refolutiofi, the whole Difpatch w^s prepared. 
Firft a Revocation of the Earl of NorthumberUnd's Commif^ 
fion of Admiral, under the Great Seal o( England ^^ of which 
there was a Duplicat^; the one to be (ent to his Lord/hip ; the 
other to the Earl o( IVaru/ickj whofe G>inmifEOn was found- 
ed upon, and fo determined by, the other. Then a particular 
Letter to each of the Captains of his Ships, informing them 
**Of his Majefty's Revocation of the Admiral's Patent, and, 
**con(equently, of the determination of the Earl odVaru/icl^s 
•*Commiffion to whom his Majefty likewlfe writ, to**inhi- 
*'bit him from further meddling in that Charge) and there- 
fore commanded them to yield no further obedience to either 
of their orders J but tha^ immediately upon the receipt of 
thofe his Royal Letters, he rtiould weigh Anchor; and with 
what fpced he might, repair to Barlington-Bsiy ujpon the Coaft 
of Tcrkjhirei where he (hould receive his Majefty's further 
pleafurc : And fo each Commander, without relation to any 
other Commands, had no more to look after but hi^own Ship, 
and his own Duty ; by which the King might expeft, at leatt, 
(6 many Ships as were under the Command of thole who had 
any Affeftion or Fidelity to^his Service. 

Accordingly, all things being prepared, and figned 
by the King, and fealed,what immediately concerned the Earl 
of Northumberland was delivered to one of his Majefty's Pages, 
to be given to the Earl of NartbumierUnd at London ; and 
the whole difpatch to the Fleet to M' Edward ViUierSy whofe 
diligence and dexterity his Majefty found fit for any Tmft ^ the 
former being direded *' Not to make fuch hafte, out that the 
^^ other might be atleaft asibonattheDmw,asHeati>ifi0»;i 
and M' VUllers again being appointed what Letters he flioaU 
firft deliver to the Captains; "And that he fhonld Vifit tW 
**Earl oflVarwUl^in the laft place; that his Adivity migh^ 
have no influence upon the Sea-men to prevent their obedience 
to his Majefty. And furely if this reibiution had been puti 
fucd, it is very probable, that the King had been Mafter 
very many of his Ships again. But, when the MeiTengers w( 
difpatched, and welt inftruded, and he that was for Lom 
jgoneon his Journey, there was a fuddain and unezped 
change of the whole diredion to the Fleet, by S' ^obn Ft 
ningtons repair to his Majefty; and upon fecond thought 
offering " To go Himfclf to the Downs^ ajid to take charge < 
**the Fleet; which changed the Forms of the Letters to tb 
ieveral Captains; and, inllead of leaving every one to ufe hi 
beft expedition to bring away his own Ship to Burlingtoi 
*' Required them only to obferve fuch Orders, as they ftiou 
** receive by S' ^ohn Fennmgton ; who thought not fit (for rf 
*• rea&ns formerly given of his being taken noticcofl to go wic 
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M'Rfli^i; but by him, writ to S^ Henv) ? aimer, to whom 
likewife his Majefty fent a Letter to that purpofe, being an Of- 
ficer of the Navy, and who li v'd by the Dtnt/ns, " Immediately 
** to go aboard the Admiral ; and that he Himfelf would make 
**all poffible hafte to him, fetting out at the fame time with * 
*^M^ViUiers'^ but journeying a further and more private way. 
M'ViUicrs, left, by his ftay for the alteration of his difpatches, 
the Page's coming to London fooner than was intended at his 
fetting out, might produce fome inconvenience to the Service, 
flept not till he came to S' Henry Palmer -y who, being infirm 
In his Health, and furprized with the Command, could nojtr 
make that expedition aboard, as might have been requifitci 
though he was. Loyally and Zealoufly affeded to his Majefty's 
Service. However M^ Fi//if ri haften'd to the Ships which lay 
then at Anchor, and according to his Inftrudions, (leliver'a 
his feveral Letters to the Captains; thegreateft part whereof 
jeceiv'd them with great exprefBons of d^ty ana fubmifllon, 
cxpeding only to receive S' John Pennington s Orders, for 
which they ftay'd; and, without doubt, if either the firft Let- 
ters bad been fent, or S^ John Pennington been prefent, when 
thefe others were delivered, bis Majelly had been poffciTed of 
the greateft part of the Fleet ; the Earl of Warwkkhtivi% at 
that time, according to his ufual Licences, with fome Officers 
whofe company he liked, on (hore making mtrryj fo thatthere 
was only his Vice-Admiral, Captain Batten, on board; who 
was of eminent di&fFedion to his Majefty : The Rear-Admi- 
ral S^John Mennes, being of unqueftionable Integrity. 
. But after five or fix hours (in which time nothing could 
beaded, for want of advice and diredion; enough being ready 
to Obey, but none having Authority to Command) the Earl 
of IFarwick^c^mc aboard his Ship, to whom M' VilUers like- 
wife gave his Majefty 's Letters oi his Difcharge; who, with- 
out any Declaration of difobeying it, applied himfelf to the 
confirming thofe who he thought true to his Party, and di- 
ligently to watch the reft; perfuming, that he ftiould foeedily 
hear from thofe by whom he had been originally trufted. • 

I N the mean time, the Captains expeded Orders from 
S'Jobn Pennington-y who likewife privately expeded fuch an ac- 
count from S^ Henry Palmer, as might encourage him to come 
to' the Ships. But this unfortunate delay difappointed all : For 
the other Gentleman, according to his Inftrudions, having 
reached Jjondon in the evening after the Houfes were rifen,7*# Byi^ 
delivered the King's Letter, and the Difcharge of his Commif-'^,^^'^^^ 
fion, to the Earl of ifortbumberland; who^ with all (hews ofjhamber* 
Duty and Submiffion, expreffed '^His Rcfolution to obey hisj;;^^;^ 
^'Majefty J and a hearty forrow, that he had, by any Misfor-urfwir-i^ 
^' tune, incurred his Majefty's difpleafure. How ingeuous fo- 
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ever this demeanour of his Lordfhip's was, the bufinefs was 
quickly known to thofe who were more concerned in it ; who 
were exceedingly perplex'd, with the apprehenfion of being 
difpoffefled of lb great a part of their ftrengrh, as the Royal 
Fleetj and earneftlyprefled the Earl o£ NorthumberUnd, "Thar, 
*' notwithftanding luch his Majefty*s Revocation, he would 
^' ftill continue the execution of his Office of Lord High Ad- 
'* miral; in which they would aflift him with their utmoil and 
^'fuU Power, and Authority. But his Lord/hip allcdging, 
** that It would ill become Him, who had received that Charge 
''from the King with fo notable circumftances of Truft and 
^'Favour, to continue the poffeffion thereof again 11 his exprels 
*' Pleafure, there beinga Claurc in this Grant,»that it /hould be 
*'only during fuch time as his Majefty thought fit to ufc his 
^* Service; and fb, "Utterly refufing to meddle further in it^ 
aflbon as they could get the Houfes together the next morning, 
they eafily agreed to pafs an Ordinance, as they call it, ** To 
" appoint the Earl odVarwtckjo be Admiral of that Fleet, with 
*'as full and ample Authority, as he had before had from the 
" Earl of Northumberland. Which Ordinance, together with 
Letters, and Votes of encouragement to his Lordftiip and to 
the Officers and Sea-men, they fpeedily fent, by a Member of 
their own ; who arrived therewith, the next morning, after 
WViUlers had delivered the King's Letter ; S^ John Penning- 
ton in the mean time neither coming, nor fending any further 
Advice. ♦ 

The Earl of Wani/kky being thus arm'd, found himfelf 
Matter of his Workj and immediately fummon'd all the Cap- 
tains, to attend him on board his Ship in Council ; the which 
all but two did (Captain Slingsbj, and Capuin IVd^e) who, 
being by his Majefty 's Letters, as the reft were, exprefly 
charged to yield no further Obedience to the Earl ofWarwkk^ 
rcfufed to repair to him j making themfelves ready to rcfift any 
Violence, and putting their Ships in order to go out to Sea, 
that they might be at Liberty to attend his Majefty 's Com- 
iiiands j but they were (o encompafled by the whole Fleet, 
and the dexterity of the Earl's Minifters was fuch, and the de- 
votion, generally, of the Sea-men fo tainted, and corrupted 
from the King's Service, that, inftead of carrying away the 
Ships, the Captains themlelves were feifed, taken, and carried 
by their own Men to ^he Earl; who immediately committed 
them to cuftody, and fent themup Prifoners to theParliar 
ment. Then the Earl communicated (he Ordinance, Letters, 
and Votes from the two Houfes, -to the reft of the Officers; 
pf whom only Vko more refufed to continue their Charge 
againft the fignification they had received from the King (Sf 
^ohn Mcnnesj^ and Captain Burlj) who were quickly diicharged, 

and 
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-^nd {et on Shores and the reft^ without any fcruple or befita- 
tion, ''Oblig'd themfelves to obey the Earl of Warwick, in the 
** Semce of the Parliament ; fo that the Storm was now over, 
and the Pajliament fully, and entirely poflcflcd of the whole 
Royal Navy, and Militia by Seai for they quickly difpofed of 
two other honeft Captains, Kettlebj, and Stradlin (whom they 
could not corrupt) who guarded thclrifb Seas; and got thole 
Ships likewife into their Service. And thus his'Majefty was 
without one Ship of his own, in his tJiree Kingdoms, at his 
Devotion. 

A s this lofs of the whole Navy was of unfpeakablc ill con- 
fequcnce to the King's AfFairs, and made hisG>ndition much 
the le/s coniider'd by his Allies, and Neighbour Princes; who 
iaw the Soveraignty of the Sea now in other hands, that were 
like to be more imperious upon the apprehenfion of any diC- 
courtefies, than regular and lawful Monarchs ufe to be; lean-* 
not but obferve (bme unhappy circumftances, and accidents iir 
this important bufinels ot the Navy, which looked like the 
hand or Providence to take that ftrength, of whichTiis Majefty 
was moft confident, out of his hands. When the rcfolution of 
the Houfe of Commons, and the concurrence of the Lordswas 
peremptory, and the Earl of Northumberland had declar'd his 
complyance with them, '* For the fending the Earl oi Warwick^ 
"Admiral of that Fleet, in the place of S^ John Petmtngm, 
^*upon whom the King depended; it was refolv'd likewife by 
them, "That Captain Carteret, Controller, of his Majefty*$ 
*'Navy, a Man or great Eminency, and Reputation in Naval 
^^ Command, (hould be Vice-Admiral; who thinking it became 
his near relation to his Majefty's Service, to receive his Royal 
Pleaiure before he engaged himfelf in any imploymentof that 
Nature, addreffed himfelf for his diredions. But the King, 
looking upon the Fleet in a manner taken from him, whcfl an- 
other, whofe difaffedion to his Service was very notorious^ 
was, contrary to his exprefs PIeafure,'prefumptuoufly put into 
the Command of it, and his own'Minifter difplaced for no 
other reaibn (his fufficiency, and ability for Command being 
by all Men confeffed ) but his Zeal and Integrity to Him, 
would not countenance that Fleet, and that Admiral, with 
fuf&ring an Officer of his own to Command in it under the 
other ; and therefore ordered Captain C^itw^^r to decline the 
imployment, which he, prudently, and without noife, did} 
and thereupon, another Officer of the Navy, the Surveyor 
General, Captain Batten, a Man of very different inclinations 
to his Matter, and his Service, and furious in the new fancies 
of Religion, was fubftituted in the place: Whereas if Captain 
Carteret had been fuffer'd to have taken that Charge his In- 
tcreft and Repuutioa in the Navy was. fo great, andlus dili- 

U u 4 S«c^ 
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gcncc and dexterity in Cooimand fo eminent, that it was ge- 
nerally believ'd, he would, againft .whatfocver the Earl of 
IVarwicl^could have done, have preferv'd a Major part of the 
Fleet in their Duty to the King. The misfortunes which hap- 
pened after, and are mentioned before, are not in juftice to be 
imputed to S^ Joint Pennington j who, fure, was a very honeft 
Gentleman, and of unftiaken Faithfulnefs and Integrity to the 
Kingi but to the little time he had to think of it : And the 
perplexity he was in (befides his true Zeal to the Service) to 
confider that fo great a work, as the recovery of the Royal 
Navy, was to be done by his own Perfonal-engagement, made 
him look fo little to hfs own fecurity, tiiatinftead of taking 
the Fleet from the Earl ofWarwUk,y he was Himielf taken by 
the Earl, and fent to the Parliament; where the carrying over 
the Lord Di^Jy, and fome other Jealoufics, had left a great 
^rrtar of difpleafure againft him. 

Th e truth is, the King w^as (o confident upon the general 
Affections of the Sea-men, who were a Tribe of People more 
particularly countenanced and oblig'd by him,than other Men, 
nis Majefty having increafcd their allowance, in Provifion 
and Money, above the old eftabli/hment of the Navy, as hath 
been mentioned} that he did believe no Adivity of ill Of- 
ficers could have corrupted themi but that, when the Parlfa- 
nient had fet out and Vidualled the Fleet, it would, upon any 
occafidn, declare it fclf at his Devotion. But, on the other 
fide, they had been taught to believe, that all the King's boun- 
ty, and grace towards them, had flow'd from the mediation of 
thofe Officers, who were now engaged againft the King; and 
that, the Parliament having feifed the Cuftoms, and all other 
the Revenues of the Crown, they had no other hope of Pay 
or Sjjbfiftence, but by abfolutely devoting themfelvcs to their 
Service : fb that a greater, or more general defcftion of any 
one Order of Men was never known, than that, at this time, 
of the Sea-men ; though many Gentlemen, and fome few of 
the Common fort, to their lafting Honour and Reputation, 
cither addreffed themfelvcs to the Aftive Service of their So- 
yeraign, or fiiffer'd Imprifonment, and the lofs of all they had, 
for refufing to ferve againft him. 

Th b News of this diminution of his Majefty's Power, and 
terrible addition of Strength to his Enemies, was a great allay 
fo the brisk hopes at Tbrk^ upon the arrival of their Ammuni- 
tion; and Wife Men cafily difcern'd the fatal Confequence of 
it in oppofitiofi to the King's moft hopeful defigns : yet, in a 
very /hort time, all vifiblc fenfe of it fo much vanifti'd, that 
(as there was a marvellous alacrity, at that time,' in de^ifing 
alladva^ages of the Parliament) fome Men pablickly, and 
^'ith great confidence, averr'd, "That the King was a Gainer 

' <*by 
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" by the Io(s of his Fleet; Bccaufe he had no Money to Pay . 
" the Sea-men, or keep them together ; and that one Vidory 
'* at Land, of which there was no doubt, would reftore him 
" to his Dominion at Sea, and to whatlbever had been un- 
*' juftiy taken from his Majefly. 

The King found it was how time to do more than write 
Declarations, when the Parliament was now entipely poflefled 
of the Militia by Sea, and made fnch a progrefs in the attempt 
to obtain the fame at Land, that though the People generally 
(except in great Towns and Corporations, where, befides the 
natural Malignity, the Faftious Lefturers, and Emiffarfes from 
the Parliament, had poyfon'd their Affedions) an4 efpecially 
thofe of Quality, were Loyally inclined; yet, the terror of 
the Houfe of Commons was lo great, which fent for and 
grievoufly puniftied thofe Sheriffs and Mayors, who publifticd, 
according to their Duties and exprefs Oaths, his Majefty*s Pro- 
clamation, and thofe Minifters, who, according to hi& In- 
jundions, read and divulged his Declarations, that all (uch^ 
and, indeed, all others eminently affefted to the King, were <? 

forced to fly to Torl^ for Proteftion ; or to hide themfelves in 
Corners from that Inquifition, which was made for them. And 
therefore his Majefty, in the firft place, that he might have one 
Harbour to ro/ort to in his Kingdom, fent the Earl of Neu^ 
. Caftle, privately, with a Commiffion to take the Government 
oi New-Caftle; who againft the little oppofition, that was pre- ^ 

pared by theSchifmaticalPartv fn the Town, by his Lordfhip's 
great Intereft in thofe parts, the ready comply ance of the beft 
of the Gentry, and the general good Inclinations of the place, 
fpeedily anddextroufly affur'd that moft important rich Town, 
and Ha;*bour to the King; which, if it had been omitted but 
very few days, had been feifed on by the Parliament ; who 
haa then given direftion to that purpofe. Then for the Pro- 
teftion ot the general parts of the Kingdom, and keeping up 
their AfFfeAions, his Majefty appointed and fent many of the 
Nobility and prime Gentlemen of the feveral Counties, who 
attended him, into their refpedive Counties to execute the 
Commiffion of Array; making the Marquis of Hertford, by 
Commiffion under the Great Seal of England (which he was 
tokecpfecret in referve, till he found, either by the growth, 
or extraordinary pradice of the Parliament in raifing Forces, 
that the Commiffion of Array was not enough) ^' His Licute- 
*^nant Genera! of all the Weftern Parts of the Kingdom, with 
** Power to Levy fuch a Body of Horfe and Foot, as he found 
•^necefllary for his Majefty 's Service, and the containing the 
^ People within the liniits of their Duty. With the Marquis 
went the Earl of S4rfr (thought then to be in notable Power 
and Intereft io DtVQnJbke) the Lord t^wUu the Lord Seytnouf^ 

• S^Ralfh 
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Sr jR4/j>i /fo^rw, S' John Berkleu «' i^«j;* F<>i/4ri, and others, 
¥erv good Officers, to form and Array if it fliould be found ex- 

Kaien t. And lb, much of the luftre of the Court being abated, 
the remove of fo mafiy Perfons of Honour and Quality, 
the King began to think of encreadng, and forming Ills Train 
into a moreufeful pofture, than it was yet; and, without any 
noife of railing an Army, to make the Scene of his firft Adion 
to be the recovery ot Hull (whither new Forces were lent 
from London ) by the ordinary Forces and Train'd-baods of 
that G>unty ; by colour whereof, he hoped to have liich re- 
ibrt, that he /hould need no other induftry to raile liich an 
Army, as fhould be fufficientto prelerve hinalelf from the vio- 
lence, whfch threatened hisfafety; and accordingly, that the 
People might fully underftand his intentions, he fummon'd 
fbmeof theTrain'd-4>ands to attend him at £fVfr^, a Town 
within four Milesofiftf// J whither he remov'd his Court, and 
J** A|"^'^publi/h'd a Proclamation, briefly contaim'ng, *'The Rebellion 
ri^T^ "of ^^ John Hotbamy in holding that Town by a Garrilba 
^Beverly, '^againlt hinii his demanding Juttice from the two Houfes 
^'without efied; thefeifing his Fleet at Sea; and the hoftile 
*' Ads o£S^ John Hotbam upon the Inhabitants of that Town, 
** many of whom heturn'd.oatof their Habitations; and upon 
** the Neighbour County, by imprifoning many, and driving 
*' others for fear from their Houfes: and therefore that he 
**was refolv'd togreduce the lame by Force; inhibiting all 
''Commerce or Traffick with the laid Town, whilft it con- 
^'tinued in Rebellion. 

Which Proclamation he likewife fent to both Houfes of 
Parliament, with this further fignification, "That, before he 
** would ufe force to reduce that place to it's due Obedience, 
'* he had thought fit, once more, to require them,* that it 
^' might be forthwith deliver'd to him; whereinif they fliould 
^* conform themfelves, his Majefty would be then willing toad* 
'^ mit fach AddrefTes from them, and return fuch'Propofitions 
*' to them, as might be proper to fettle the Peace of the King- 
*'dom, and compofe the prefent Dlftmdions. He wiflied 
" them to do their Duty, Land to be aflured from Him, on the 
^'word of a King, that nothing fliould be wanting on His 
''part, that might prevent the Calamities which threaten d 
*' the Nation, and might render his People truly happy ; but 
''if that his gracious Invitation fliould be dedin'd, God and 
"all Good Men muft judge between them: And afEgn'd a 
^ Day, by which he would exped their Anfiver at Beverlj. 

I N tne mean time, to -encourage the good AfFeftions of 
Nottingbam'/hirij which feem'd almoft intirely to be devoted 
to his Service ; and to countenance and give tome Life to his 
friends inJJncoln'Jbire, where in Contempt, pf hisProclama^ 

tion. 
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tion, the Ordinance of the Militia had been boldly execated 
by the LoxAWlUougbbj of Parham, and fome Members of tJ^e 
Houie of Commons, his Majcfty took a {hon Progrefs to 
Newark^y and, after a days ftay, from thence to Lincoln ; and 
fo, by the day appointed, return'd to Beverly i having, in 
both thofe places, been attend'ed with fuch an Appearance of 
the Gentlemen, and Men of Quality, and fo full a Concourfe 
of the People, as one might reafonably have gueflTed the Af- 
feftions of both thofe Counties would have feconded any 
juft, and regular Service for the King. 

They at London "wqtc not lefs Adive; but, upon their 
Succels in the bufinefs of the Navy, proceeded to make them- 
felves ftrong enough, at leaft, to keep what they had^ and 
therefore, having, by their Ordinance of the Militia, many 
voluntary Companies form'd of Men according to their own 
Hearts; aind, by their Subfcriptions, being fupplied with a 
good ftock of Money, and a good number of Horfe; before 
the King's Meflage from Beverly came to them, on the twelfth 
of yiftljr, being the fame day the Meffage went from the King, 
both Houfes Voted, and Declared, "That an Army flioold ]^;^^^'' •{ 
'^ be forthwith raifed for the Safety of the King's Perfon^ De-/*r rsipng' 
*^ fence of bothHoules of Parliament, and of thofc, who had-^-^^J- 
" obey'd their Orders, and Commands ; and preferving of the 
*^true Religion, the Laws, Liberty, and Peace of the King- 
*Mom. That the Earl of Effex (hould be their General, and 
** that they would Live and Die with him. And, having 
put themfelves into this pofture of Treating, the fame day 
they agreed that a Petition fliould be framed, "To move the 
*^King to a good accord with the Parliament, to prevent a 
^ Civil War ; the which was purpofely then confentcd to, 
that the People might believe, the talk of an Army and a 
. General, was only to draw the King to the more reafonable 
Conceflions. And it is certain, the firft was confented to by * 
many, clpecially of the Houfe of Peers (in hope the better 
to compais the other) with the perfcd horrour of the thought 
of a War. Though the King's Meflagc came to them before 
their own was difpatch'd, yet, without the leaft notice takeo 
of it,and leaft the contents of their Petition might be known 
before the arrival of their own Meflengers, the Earl of //(?/- 
land^ Sr^fobn HolUnd, and S' Philip Stapleton^ being the Com^ 
mittee appointed foj: the fame, made a fpeedy and quick 
Journey for Beverly; and arriv'd, in the fame minute that 
the King came thither from Lincoln : So that his Majefty no 
fooner heard of the raifing an Army, and declaring a General 
againft him, bat he was encountered with the Meflengers for 
Peace; who reported to all whom they met, and with whom 
they convci;{fd, **That they had brought fo abfelute a Sub- 
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''tniiHon from the Parliament to the King, that there coald 
*' be no doubt of a firm and happy Peace : And when the 
Earl o( Holland prefented the Petition, he firft made a Aort 
Speech to the King; telling him, " That the glorious Motto 
^ of his blefled Father, King J^fncs, was Beati Pac'^, which 
*• he hoped his Majeftjr would continue ; that they prefented 
•* him with the humble Duty of his two tioufes of ParKa- 
*'ment, who defired nothing from him but his confent, and 
•'acceptance of Peace; they aiming at nothing but his Ma- 
^'Jeftv s Honour, and Happinefs : And then read their Meflage 
aloud, in thefe words:

"Although We, ydur Majefty's moft humble and 
"faithful Subjefts, the Lords and Commons in Parliament af- 
"fembled, have been very unhappy in many former Peti- 
"tions, and Supplications to your Majefly ; wherein wa have 
" rcprefenced our moft dutiful AfFedions in advi{ing,and de- 
**finfg thofe things, which we held moft neceflary for the 
" prefervation of God's true Religion ; your Majefty s Safety, 
"and Honour; and the Peace of the Kingdom: And, with 
^*much forrow, do perceive that vour Majefty, incenfed by 
** many f^fe Calumnies and Slanacrs, doth continue to raite 
" Forces againft Us, and your other Peaceable and Loyal Sub- 
** jefts ; and to make great Preparations for War, both in the 
"Kingdom, and from beyond the Seas; and, by Arms and 
*' Violence, to over-rule the Judgment and Advice of your 
"Great Council; and by Force to determine the QuelUons 
" there depending, concerning the Government and Liberty 
** of the Kingdom : Yet, fuch is our eameft defire of difchar- 
*' ging our Duty to your Majefty and the Kingdom,to prcferve 
"the Peace thereof, 'and to prevent the Miferies of Civil 
"War amongft your Subjefts; that, notwithftanding we 
** hold our felves boun4 to ufe all the means and power, 
•* which, by the Laws andConftitutions of this Kingdom, we 
"are trufted with for the Defence and Protedion thereof,and 
"of the Subjefts from Force and Violence: We do, in this 
^'our Humble and Loyal Petition, proftrate our felves at 
"your Majefty *s Feet ; befeeching your^Royal Majefty, that 
"you will be pleafed to forbear and remove all Prcpara- 
**tionsand Aftions of War; particularly the Forces from 
"about HuU^from New-Cafile^ linmouth, Lincoln, and Lincoln^ 
^^Jbire; and all other places^ And th^t your Majefty will 
"recall the CommifEons of Array, which are illegal; difmifs 
"Troops, ^nd extraordinary Guards by you rai^: That 

•^your 
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•• jroor. Majefty will come pearer to your Parliament, and 
•'hearken to their faithful Advice and humble Petitions; 
•'which /hall only tend to the defence, and advancement of 
•* Religion i. your own Royal Honour, and Safety; and the 
" prefervation of our Laws and Liberties. And we have been, 
•' and ever fliall be, careful to prevent, and punifh all Tu^ 
•' mults, and feditious Adions, Speeches, and Writings, which 
•*may give your Majefly juft caufe of diftafte, or apprehen- 
•'fion of danger. From which publick Aims and Rcibludons, 
•*no iinifter. or private refpeA fliall ever make us to Declines 
" That your Majefty will leave Delinquents to the due courfe 
•'of Jufticcj and that nothing done, orfpoken in Parliament^ 
•*or oy any Perfbn, in purfuance of the Command and Di^- 
*'rcdion of both Houles of Parliament, be queftion*d any 
"where but in Parliament, 

"And We, for Our parts, fhall be ready to lay down all 
"thofe Preparations, which we have been forced to make for 
*' our defence. And for the Town of Hull, and the Ordinance 
** concerning the Militia, as we have, in both thefe Particu-* 
"lars, only fought the prefervation of the Peace of the King- 
"dom J and the defence of the Parliament from force andvio- 
^'lence : fo We fliall moft willingly leave the Town o( HuU 
*' in the ftate it was, before S' ^obn Hotbatn drew any Forces 
^*into it J delivering your Majefty 's Magazine into the Tower 
^*6£Lond(m, and fiipplying whatsoever hath, been difpofed by 
"us for the Service of the Kingdom. We fliall be ready to 
^'fettle the Militia by a Bill, in fuch a way as fliall be honou- 
^* rable, and {afe for your Majefty ; moft agreeable to the Duty 
*' of Parliament, and eftedual for the good of the Kingdom; 
«*that the ftrength thereof be not imploy'd againft it (elf, and 
** that which ought to be for our Security, applied to our Dc-* 
**ftrudion; and that the Parliament, and thofe who profefs^ 
^'and defire ftill to preferve the Proteftant Religion, ooth in 
"this Realm, and- in Ireland, may not be left naked, and in- 
'Mefenfible to the mifchievous DeGgns, and cruel Attempts 
"of thofe, who are the profefled, and confederated Enemies 
"thereof in your Maiefty's Dominions, and other neighbour 
" Nations. To which it your Majefly 's Courfes and Counfels 
*'fhall from henceforth concur. We doubt not but We fhall 
" quickly make it appear to the world, by the moft eminenc 
*^ eflfeds of Love ana Duty, that your Majefty's Perfbnal Safe- 
^* ty, your Royal Honour, and Greatnefs/are much dearer to 
^^ us than our own Lives and Fortunes ; which#^e do mott 
"heartily dedicate, and fliall moft willingly imploy for the? 
"fupport, and maintenance thereof, 

A s s o o N as this Petition was read by the Earl oiHoUdnd, 

the 
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the King told them '^ That the reproaches caft upon him by 
^Mt, were not aniwerable to the Expreffions his Lordfliip had 
^' made \ ^nd that he was forty that chey thought theexpoling 
** Him, and his Honour to fo much icandal, was theway to 
** procure, or preferve the Peace of the Kingdom : That they 
*'fhould fpeedily receive his Anfwer; by which the world 
•' would eafily dilcern. Who dcfircd Peace moft. And accord- 
ingly, the fecond day, his Majefty deli ver'd them, in publick, 
his Aniwer to their Petition, which was likewife read by one 
of his Servants, in thefe Words : 

uii^ Mtfje. 'His Majefy*s Anfwer to the Petltm of the Lords and Com- 
J^*t w4f- ^0f^s aff^mbled In Parliament. 

"Though his Majefty had too great reaibn to believe 
*' that the diredions fent to the Earl oi Warwick^ to go to the 
"River Humbery with as many Ships as he (hould think fir, 
" for all poffible afliftance to S^Jobn Hotbam { whilft his Ma- 
'^jcfty expeded the giving up of the Town unto him) and to 
*' carry away fuch Arms from thence, as hisdiicretion thought 
** fit to fpare out of his Majefty *s own Magazine : The cboof^ 
"ing a General by both Houies of Parliament, for the de- 
'* fence of thofe whohave obeyed their Orders and G>mmands, 
**be they never fo extravagant, and illegal: Their Declara- 
"tion, that, in that cafe, they would live and die with the 
*^ Earl oiEffex their General (all which were Voted the fame 
" day with this Petition) And the committing the Lord Mayor 
'* of London to Prifon, tot executing his Majefty's Writs, and 
*'Lavvfiil Commandsi were but ill Prologues to a Petition, 
"which might compofe the miferabie Diftraftions of the 
*' Kingdom J yet his Majefty's paflionate dafire of the Peace 
** of the Kingdom, together with the Preface of the Prefen- 
**ters. That they had brought a Petition fiill of duty and fub- 
**miffion to his Majefty; and which defir'd nothing of him, 
" but his confent to Peace fwhich his Majefty (ionceiv'd to be 
"the Language of bothHpufes too) begot a greedy hope,and 
** expedation in him, that this Petition would have been fuch 
*'an Introduftion to Peace, that it would, at leaft, have la- 
** tisfied his Meflage of the eleventh of this Month, by deli- 
^Wering up Hull unto his Majefty. But, to his uiii|4akable 
** grief, his Majefty hath too much caufe to believe, that the 
" End of fbme Perfbns, by this Petition, is not in truth to give 
"any real latisfadlon to his Majefty; but, by the fpccious 
"pretences0f making offers to him, to miflcad and fcduce 
"nis People, and lay fome imputation upon him*of denying 
"what is fit to be granted; otherwife,- it would not have 
^'thrown thofe unjuft reproaches, and fcandals upon his Ma- 
" jefty, for making a ncccflary and juft defence for his own 

"fafety^ 
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"(afctjr; and fo peremptorUy juftified fach Anions againft 
^*hiin, as by no rule of Law or Juftice can admit the leaft co* 
**lour of Defence : And, after fo many free and unlimited 
*' Afts of Grace pafTed by his Majefty without any condition 
^^have propofei fucb things which, in juftice, cannot be de-- 
^^nied unto him, upon fuch conditions as, in honour, he can- 
*'not grants However, that all the world may fee how willing 
"his Majefty would be to embrace any overture that might 
'* beget a right undcrftanding between Him and his two Houfes 
*' of Parliament (with whom, he is fure, he Ihall have no con- 
"tention, when the private pradices, and fubtle infinuations 
"of fbme few Malignant Perfbns fhall be difcover'd; which 
**his Majefty will take care /hall be fpeedily done) he hath> 
*'with great care, wei^ied the Particulars of this Petition, 
" and returns this Anfwer : 

"That the Petitioners were never unhappy in their Pe- 
"tions of Supplications to his Majefty, while they defired 
*'any thing which was neceflary, or convenient for the pre- 
*'fervation of God's true Religion j his Majefty 's Safety, and 
"Honour 5 and the Peace of the Kingdom : And therefore, 
**when thofe general envious Foundations are laid, his Ma- 
*' jefty could wi/h fbme particular Inftances had been applied* 
" Let Envy and Malice objeft one particular Propofition for 
"the prefervation of God s true Religion which liis Majefty 
"hath refufed to confentto j what Himftlf hath often made, 
" for the eafe of tender Confciences, and for the advancement 
" of the Proteftant Relj^on, is notorious by many of his Met- 
•*fages and DedaratioiW* What regard hath been to his Ho- 
*^nour and Safety, when he hath been driven from fome of his 
" Houfes, and kept from other of his Towns by Force : And 
'* what care there hath been of the Peace of the Kingdom, 
•'when endeavours have been ufed to put all his Subjeds in 
'* Arm^s againft him, is fo evident, that, his Majefty is con- 
'* fident, he cannot fuiFer by thofe general Imputations. It is 
"^ enough that the world knows what he hath granted, and 
**what he hath denied. 

"For his Majefty's raifing Forces, and making Prcpara- 
"tions for War (whatfbever the Petitions, by the evil Arts 
^'of the Enemies to his Majefty's Perfon and. Government, 
" and by the calumnies, and llanders raifed againft his Majefty 
•* by them, are induced to believe) all Men may know what is 
*' done that way, is but in order to hi^ own defence. Let the 
"Petitioners remember, that .(which all the world knows) 
"his Majefty was driven from his Palace ofWTjite-Hatt, for 
"fafety of his Life: That both Houfes of Parliament, upon 
"their own Authority, raifed a Guard to themfelves (having 
"gotten the Command of all the Train'd-bands of Lpndan to

''that purpofe) without the leaft colour^ or (hadow of danger: 
*' That thev ufurped a Power, by their pretended Ordinance, 
'^againft all Principles and Elements of Law, over the whole 
*' Militia of the Kingdom, without, and againft his Majefty s 
*' confent : That they took pofleflion of his Jown, Fort, and 
"Magazine pfHully and committed the fame to S'7ohn Ho- 
** thAtn i who (hut the Gates againft his Majefty, and, by Force 
"of Arms, denied entrance thither to his own Perfbn: That 
" they juftified this Ad which they had not direded i and took 
^^S^JobnHQtham into their protedion for whatsoever he had 
" done, or /hould do againft his Majefty. And all this, whilft 
'^ his Majefty had no other attendance than his own Menial 
•*Seivants. Upon this, the Duty, and AfFedion of thisCoun- 
*' ty, prompted his Subjeds here to provide a fmall Guard for 
"his own Peribn ; ^hich was no iboner done, but a Vote 
"fiiddainly pafled of his Majefty 's intention to levy War 
*' againft his Parliament (which, God knows, his heart abhor- 
•'reth) and notwithftancfing all his Majefty's Profeflions, Dc- 
"clarations, and Proteftations to the contrary, feconded by 
" the clear Teftimony of fo great a Number of Peers upon the 
"place, Propofitions and Orders for Levies of Men, Horfe, 
*^and Arms, were fent throughout the Kingdom j Plate and 
*' Money brought in, and receiv'd; Horfe and Men raifed to- 
" wards an^Army, Mufter'd, and under Command; and all 
"this contrary to the Law, and to his Majefty 's Proclama- 
"tion: And a Declaration publi/hed, that if he (hould ufe 
" Force for the recovery,of//«il/, or ^preflSng the pretended 
"Ordinance for the Militia, it (hoRl be held levying War 
*' againft the Parliament: And all this done, before hisMa- 
"jefty granted any CommUEon for the levying, or railing a 
"Man. His Majefty's Ships were taken froni him, and com- 
" mitted to the cuftody of the ^zxloiWarwickj who prefumes, 
"under that power, to ufurp to himfelf the Soveraignty of 
** the Sea, to chafe, fright, and imprifon fuch of his Majefty 's 
*' good Subjeds, as defire to obev his Lawful (Commands ; al- 
^' though he had notice of the legal Revocation of the Earl 
"of Ncrtbumberlan^i CommKfion of Admiral, whereby all 
** power deriv'd from that Cdmmi(Eon ceafed. 

"Let all the world now judge who begun this War, and 
" upon whofe account the miferies, which may follow, mud 
"be cafts what his Majefty could have done lels than he hath 
"done; and whether he were not compell'd to make provi- 
"fion, both for the defence of himfelf and recovery ot what 
*'is [o violently, and injurioufly taken from him ^ and whether 
*' thefe injuries and indignities, are not juft grounds for hh 
" Majefty *s fears and apprehenfions of further mifehief, and 
" danger to him. WbeoCQ th^ km wd jealoudes of the Peri- 
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** tioners have proceeded,hath never been difcover'd ; the dan- 
*'gers they have brought upon his Subjcfts are too evident ; 
*'what thofe are they have prevented, no Man knows. And 
*/ therefore his Majefty cannot but look upon that Charge as 
^' the boldeft, and the moft fcandalous, hath beep yet laid upon 
** him ; That this neceflary provifion,made for his own fafety 
"and defence, is to overrule the Judgment, and advice of 
*' his great Council j and by force to determine the Queftious 
** there depending, concerning the Government and Liber- 
"ty of the Kingdom. If no other force had been raifed tode- 
" termine thofe Queftions, than by his Majefty, this imhappy 
^* mifunderifanding had not been : And his Majefty no longer . 
"defires thebleffing, and protedion of Almighty God up- 
" on Himfelf and his Pofterity, than He, and They, ftiall fo- 
"lemnly obferve the due execution of the Laws, in the de- 
" fence of Parliaments, and the jull Freedom thereof. 

"For the Forces about //«fl, his Majefty will remov« 
" them, when he hath obtain*d the End for which they were 
*' brought thither. Wlien HuU Ihall be again reduc'd to his fub- 
" jedion, he will no longer have an Army before it. And when 
*'he /halite aflur'd, that the fame necefEty and Pretence of 
" Publick Good, which took Hull from him, may not put a 
** Garrifon into New-Caftle to keep the fame againft him, he 
*' will remove His from thence, and from Tmmoutbi 'till when, 
"the example oi HuU will not out of his memory. 

*^Fo R the Commiflions of Array, which are legal, and arc 
" fo proved by a Declaii^tion now in the Prefs, his Majefty 
^* wonders why they (hoiSd, at this time, be thought grievous, 
" and fit to be recall'di if the feari of Invafioh and Rebellion 
^* be fo great, tliat, by an illegal pretended Ordinance, it is ne- . 
** ceflary to put his Subjeds into a pofture of defence, to Ar- 
** ray. Train, and Mufter them, he knows not why the fame 
*' ftiould not be done in a regular, known, lawful way. But if, 
"in the execution of that Commiflion, any thing fhall be un- 
*' lawfully impofed upon his good Subjeds, his Majefty will 
*^take alijuft, and neceflary care for their redrefs. 

"For his Majefty 's coming nearer to his Parliament, his 
*' Majefty hath expreffed himfelf fo fully in his feveral MeC- 
*'fages, Anfwers, and Declarations; and fo particularly a- 
*' vow'd arealfearofhis (afety,uponfuchinftances as cannnot 
** be Anfwer'd, that he hath realon to take himfelf fomewhat 
*' negleded. That, fince upon fo manifeft reafons it is ncft fafe 
**for his Majefty to come to them, both hisHoufesof Parlia- 
** men twill not come nearer to his Majefty; or to fuch a place 
*' where the freedom, and dignity of Parliament might be pre- 
*^ ferved. However, his Majefty ftiall be very glad to hear of 
*^fome fuch example in their puniftiing the Tumults ^which. 
** he knows not how toexped^ when they have declar a. That 
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" they knew not of any Tumults ; though the Hoafe of Peers 
** dehr'd, both for the Freedom and dignity ofPiirIiament,that 
** the Houfc of Commons would joyn with them in a Dcclara- 
«*tion againft Tumults; which they refiifed,that is negleded 
**todo) and other feditious Aftions, Speeches, and Writings, 
•'as may take that apprehenfion of danger from him j though, 
"when he remembers the particular complaints Hinafeif bath 
'* made of bufinefles of that nature, and that, inftead df inqul- 
** ring out the Author$,negled of examination hath been, when 
** oflferhath been made to both Houfes to produce theAuthors; 
**as in that Treafonable Paper concerning the Militia : And 
•*when he fees every day Pamphlets published a^ainft his 
** Crown, and againft Monarchy it fclf j as the Obfervations 
•'upon his late Meflages, Declarations, and ErprcfTes ; and 
** fomc Declai-ations of their own, which give too^cat encou- 
•* ragement, in that Argument, to ill afFeded Pcrfonsi his Ma- 
*'jefty cannot, with confidence, entertain thofe hopes which 
"would be moft welcome to him. 

"For the leaving Delinquents to the due courfeof Jufticc, 
** his Majefty is moft affurea there hath been no fhelter to any 
"fiich. If the tedioufneft ai)d delay in profecutioR^ the vaft 
"charge in Officers fees, the keeping Men under a General 
" accufation, without Tryal, a whole year and more, and fo al- 
" lowing them no way for their defence and vindication, hath 
"frighten'd Men away from fo chargeable and uncertain at- 
" tendance, the Remedy is beft provided, where the Difeafe 
" grew. If the Law be the meafiire of Delinquency, none Such 
*'are within his Majefty's Protedion : But if by Delinquents 
^* fuch are underftood, who are made fo bv Vote, without any 
*' Trefpais upon any known, or eftabli/h a Law : If by Delin- 
"quents thole nine Lords are underftood^ who are made De- 
** linquents for obeying his Majefty's Summons to come to 
"him, after their ftay there was neither {afe,nor honourable, 
*'by reafon of the Tumults, and other Violences; and whofe 
"Impeachment, he is confident, is thegreateft breach of Pri- 
" vilege, that, before this Parliament, was everofFer'd to the 
" Houie of Peers : Ifby Delinquents fuch are underftood, who 
*' refufe to fubmit to the pretended Ordinance of the Militia; 
"to that of the Navy; or to any other, which his Majefty hath 
"not confented to; fuch who for the Peace of the Kingdom, 
"in a^j humble manner, prepare Petitions to Him, or to both 
"Hbufes, as his good Subjefts ofJJndon and K<»f did; whilfl: 
"feditious ones, as that ot EJfex, and other places, are allow'd 
*'and cherifh'd: If bv Delinquents fuch are underftood, who 
*'are call'd fofor publi/hing his Proclamations, as the Lord 
" Mayor of London ; or for reading his MefTages and Declara- 
"tions, as divers Minifters about L<^mf(?» and elfe*herc; when 
•' thofe againft him are diiperfed with all care and iuduftry, to 
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^'potlbo and cormpc the Loyalty and Affeftion of his Peo*« 
^'ple: if by Delmquents (uch are underftood^ ixrho have, ot 
"ihall lend his Majefty Money, in the Univerfities, or in any 
*^ other plaices : His Majefty declares to all the world That he 
'^willproced Sacfa with his utnioft power and Strength; and 
^'dii^ds, that, in thefe caies, they lubmit not to any Meifen- 
"geri, orViTarrant ; it being no left his Duty to ProteA thofe 
^'who are innocent, than to bring the Guilty to condign Pu- 
"niftimcnt J of both ^hich the Law is to be judge. And if 
^^both Hoo&sdo thin^ iicto make a General, and to raife an 
" Army for defence of thofe who obey their Orders, and 
"Comoiands, his Majefty muft not fitftill, and fiifFer fuch wh6 
^'fabmit to his juft power, and are fbllicitous for the Laws of 
"the Land, to periA),and be undone, becaufe they are called 
^' Delioqaents. And when Thev Aiall take upon them to di- 
*Mpenfe wi4A the attendance or thofe who are call'd by bis - 
*' Majefty 's Writ, whilft they fend them to Sea, to rob his Ma- 
" jefty of his Ships; into the federal Counties, to put his 
Subjeds in Arms againft him; his Majefty (who Only 
** hath it) will not lole the power to difpenfe with them to at- 
" tend hisown Peribn; of to execute fuch Offices as arcnecefr 
*' lary for the prefervacion ofHimfelf, and the Kingdom j but 
'^mtift proteA them, though they are call'd Delinquents. 

** For the Manner of the proceeding againft Delinquents, 
** his Majefty will proceed againft thofe who have no Privilege 
*' of Parliament, cm- in fuch cafes where no Privilege is to bfe 
'^allow'd, as be ftiall be advifed by his Learned G>uncil, and 
** according to the known, and unqueftionable Rules of the 
"Law=j k being unrea(bnable^ that he ftiould be compell'd to 
^^ proceed againft thofe who have violated the known and un* 
''doubted Law, only before Them who have direded fiich 
^Wiolatioft ^ ' 

"H A V I K G faidtbus much to the Particulars of the Peti- 
'^ tioii, though his Majefty hath reafon tocbmplain, that, fince 
*'the lending this Petition, they have beaten their Drums for 
** Soldiers againft him ; Arm'd their own General with a power 
'Mei&uAive 14> the Law, and Liberty of theSubjedrs ; and 
*'chofen a General of their Horfe: His Majefty, out of his 
** Princely love, tendernels, and compaffipnofhis People, and 
** defire to preferve the Peace of the Kingdom, that the whole 
** force and ftrength of it may be united for the defence of it 
*'lclf, and the rdicf of Ireland (in whofe behalf he conjures 
** both his Houfes of Parliament, as they will anfwer the con- 
*'trary to Almighty God, his Majefty, to thofe who truft 
^* them, and to that bleeding miferable Kingdom, that they 
'^fttfFer not any Moneys granted, and colleded byAdof Par- 
^*liament, to be diverted or imploy'd againft his Majefty 5 
*^ whilft his Souldi^j:? in that Kingdom are ready to mutiny, or 
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'*' peri(h £bf want of pay; and the barbatoas Hebels prevail by 
''that encbaragemenc) is gracioufly pkafed once oaore, to 
** propofe and require. 

''That His Town of Huil be inimediacely deli?er'd up 
*' to him: Which being done (though his Majefty hath been 
''provoked by unheard of Infolences oi^^jAn Hnbdm^ 
''iince his burning and drowning the G>untry9 in ieizing his 
''Wine, and other provifions for his Houle, and fcorofully 
"ofing his Servant, whom be fent to require them ; &ying, 
" it came to him by Providence, and he will keep it; and {o 
" refufing to deliver it, with threats if he, or any other of his 
"fellow Servants, fhould again repair to Hull about it; and 
"in taking, and detaining Prifoners; divers Gentlemen, and 
" others, in their paflage over the Hmnher into Uncdn-fbxu 
" about their neceuary occafions ; and (iich other indignities, 
" as all Gentlemen muft refent in his Majefty 's beiialf ) his Ma- 
"jefty, to ftiew his earneft defire of Peace, for which he will 
"difpenfe with his own Honour, and how fiir iie is from de- 
"(ire of Revenge, will grant a free and general Pardon to all 
"Pcrfons within that Town, 

" Th A T his Majefty's Magazine, taken from i^//, be forth- 
"with put into fuch hands, as He (hall appoint. 

" T H AT his Navy be forthwith delivered into fuch hands, 
"as he hath direded for the Government thereof: The de- 
"taining thereof after hisMajefty'sDiredions, publiih'd and 
''received, to the contrary; and lm(>loying his Ships againft 
"him in fuch manner, as they are now ufed, being notorious 
^'High Treafbn in the Commanders of thofe Ships. 

"That all Arms, Levies, and Provifions tor a War, 
." aiade by the confent of both Houfes (bf whofe Ezaoitde his 
"Majefty hath beenforcedtomakefome Preparations) be im- 
"meaiately laid down; and the pretended Ordinance for the 
"Militia, and all Dower of impofing Laws upon the Subjed 
. ^ without his Majetty's confent, be dUavow'd ; without which, 
" the fame Pretence will remain to produce the fame Mifchief. 
"All which his Majefty may as lawfully demand as to live, 
. "and can with no more jufixce be denied him, than his Life 
"may be taken from him. 

" Th BS fi being done, and the Parliament adjourn'd to a 
" fife and fecure place, his Majefty promifej, in the prefence 
"of God, and binds hunfelf by all his Confidence and Af- 
"furancein the AfFedionofhis People, that he willinftantly, 
"and moft chearfolly, lay down all the Force he (hall have 
"raifed, anddifcharge alibis fiitureandintendedLeviesi that 
" there may be a general face of Peace over the whole King- 
"dom; and will repair to tl^em: And defircs, that all Dif- 
"ferences may be freely debated in a Parliamentary way; 
*' whereby the Law i^y recover it's due reverence, the Sub- 
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^ jcft his juft Liberty, and Parliaments thcmfelvcs their fdi 
^* Vigour and Eftimation j and fo the whole Kingdom a bleffed 
** Peace, Quiet, and Profperity. 

" If thefe Propofitions /hall be rejeded, his Majefty doubts 
"not of tlic Protedion and Afliibnce of Almightv God, and 
" the ready Concurrence of his good Subjeftss who can have 
"** no hope left them of enjoying their own long, if their King 
'* may beopprefled, and fpoiled^ and muft be remedileft. And 
*' though his Towns, his Ships, his Arms, and his Money, 
*^be gotten, and taken from him, he hath a good Caufe len, 
^'and the Hearts of His People; vhich, with God's bleffing, 
. **he doubts not, will recover all the reft. 

^^l^ A s T L y. If the prefervation of the Proteftant Religion, 
*'the defence of the Liberty and Laws of the Kingdom, the 
"Dignity and Freedom of Parliament 9 and the recovery, and 
"th§ relief of bleeding and milerable Ireland, be equally pre- 
*' clous to the Petitioners, as they are to his Majefty (who wifL 
*' have no Quarrel but in the defence of thefe) there will be a 
''chearful and fpeedy confent to what his Majefty hath now 
*' propofed, and defir'd : And of this his Majefty expects a full 
•'and pofitive Anfwer, by Wednefddj the 27* of this Inftant 
^'y^> till when, he fhall not make any attempt of Force up« 
•'on Hull, hoping in die AfFedion, Duty, aqd JLoyalty of the 
" PetitioncK : And in the mean time, expefts thatno fupply 
•'of Men be put into Hdl^ nor any of his Majefty's Good$ 
•'taken from Uience. 

• Th e whole Court, upon the hearing that Petition from the 
two Houfes read, exprefled a marvellous Indignation at the 
intolerable Indignities offer'd to the King by it; and feem'd 
no better &tisfi^ with the MefTengers ; who had pofelTed, that 
tJiey brought an abfolute fubmlfEon to his Majefty ; when in 
truth, what they brought, appeared to be a full Judificationof 
whatfoever they had done before, and an imply'd Threat of 
doing worfe, and fixing all the fcandals upon bis Majefty, 
which they had fca tter'd abroad before : infbmuch that all Men 
expeded, and believ'd his Majefty to be engaged, for the vin- 
dication of his Princely Dignity and Honour, to return a much 
fharper Anfwer to them, than he had ever fent. So that, when 
this which Is before let down (and which had been before 
confented to, and approved in the full Aflembly of the Peers, 
and Cbuniellors^ wa& re^d publickly, it was generally thought 
that the King had not enough relented the Infolence, and, 
Ufurpation of the ParUamient ^ or appear'd fenfible enough of 
the Provocations: Yet the thought of a War, which Wife 
Men fiiw aduijly Levied upon the King already^ was fo much 
obhorr'd, and Men were fo credulous of every expedient 
which w«s pretended ft>r Ptace, that, by the next morning 
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("the Anfwer being delivered in the evening) chefe adive Mef- 
Icngers for the Parliament pcrfwadcd vcanj "That tlic King's 
*' Anfwer was too fharp, and would provoke the Hooics, who 
** were naturally paflionate, to proceed in the high ways they 
** were in ; whereas, if the King would abate that fevcricy of 
^^ L^guage, and would yet take off the Preamble of his An- 
*' fwer, they were confident, and the Earl ofHMand privately 
*' offer 'd to undertake, that fatisfadion (hould be given toau 
^' that his Majefty propo/ed. And, by this means, fbm^ were 
{b far wrought upon, as they earnelUy importuned the King; 
" That, he would take his Anfwer, which he hadpublickly de- 
"liver'd the night before, from the Meflfengcrs; and, inllead 
*^ thereof^ return only the Matter of lits ownPropofition^, in 
^*the moft foft and gentle Language; without the Preamble, 
^^ or any mention of the anjultifiable, and unreaibnable de- 
'\meariour of the Parliament towards him. 

B uT his Majefty reply 'd, **That he had for a long time, 
'* even after great provocations, and their firft general Remon- 
*^ llrance to thePeopIe,treated with all imaginable compliance, 
*'andlenitv of words with them ; and difcover*d<heirunjufti- 
^' fiable aiid extravagant proceedings with and agai&fthim,and 
^* the confcquences that would inevitably attend their Pnogrcfs 
**in them, with fuch tender exprefSons, as if he believM 
** whatever was amifi to. proceed from miiinfbrmation only, 
" and unskilful miftakes: That this gentienefs, and regard of 
" his, was fo far from operating upon them, that their Info- 
^^ lence, and Irregularities increafea ; audit might be from that 
'* reafon, that their Meilages and Dedamtions were writ in (6 
** high a Dialed, and with that Soveraignty of Language, as if 
5* He were fubjed to Their Jurifdidion; and did not know 
f * but it might have fome influence upon his People to hlsdif- 
*' advantage, that is, raifc terror towards Them, and ieifea 
" their reverence towards his Majefty, when all their Petitions 
"and Propofitions were more Imperative than His juft, and 
•'neccflaryKefufals: Which Condefcenfion his Majefty had 
"brought himfcif to, in. hope, that His example, and Their 
** natural fhame, would have reform'd that new Licence of 
*' words: That ihSs laftAddrefs, under the name of a Petition 
" (a few days after they had violently rairifli'd his whole Fleet 
** from Him ; and nrepar'd the fame day, that they had chofen 
*'a General, to whom^ey had iworn Allegiance, to lead an 
*' Army againft him) cohtain'd a peremptory Jultification of. 
5* whatfoevcr thcv had dpne : and as peremptory Threatning 
"of \vhatfover rhcy could do: and tiierefere, if he fliould 
"nowretrafthisAnftvcr, which had be6iifol:emnlyconfidcr'd 
" in Council before all t% Peers, and which in tmth implied 
" rather aPrincely fefentmeptof thelildigirftiesoiflfec'd to him, 
?*than flow'd with aftjr /harp or bitter tkpbefflo^Sjj heihould 
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•*by {uch yielding, give encouragement to new Attempt^; 
and coold not but much difcourage thofe,, upon wliofe Af- 
feftions and Loyalty he was principally to depend; who 
*' could not think it (afe toraife themlelves to an indignation 
**on his behalf, when H^ exprefled fo tender, or fo little fenft 
*'of his own Sufferings: befides, that he was then upon an 
''avow'dHoftileEiiterprife for the redudion of //«//; towards 
'* which he was to ufc all poffible means to draw a Force to- 
'« gether, equal tq that Defign 5 and by fuch a Retradion as thi? 
*'propofed, and a feeming declenfion of his Spirit, and de- 
^^ pending upon their good natures, who had done all this mif- 
''chicf, he fliould not only be enevitably difappointed of the 
*' refort of new ftrengtb, but, probably, deferted by thofe few 
** whom he had brought togetner : That he could not reafon^^ 
^^ably, or excufablv depend upon the undertaking of the Earl 
^^o£ Holland i who had lb grolly dcceiv'd him in other under- 
** takings, which were immediately in bis own Power to have 
•* performed : whereas neither he, nor either of the other two 
^'Gentlemen, who were joyn'd with him ip this imployment, 
''had fo much intereft with the Aftive and Prevailing Party, 
^'as to know more of their Intentions than was at prefent ue- 
"ceflary to be difco?er*d for their Concurrence. 

" H B faid, that he had never yet confented to any one par- 
''ticuiar, iincethe beginning of this Parliament, by which he 
*' had received prejudice, at the doing whereof he had not the 
'' folemn undertakings and promifes of thofe, who were much 
*' abler to juftify their undertakings, than the Earl of Holland ; 
''and upon whom he only depended, that it Ihould be no « 
"diifervice to him, and would be an infallible means to com- 
"pafs all that his Majefty defir d : But he had always found 
" thofe Promifers and Undertakers, though they could emi- 
*'nently carry on any Counfel, or Conclufion, that was againft 
'^Ltw, Juftice, or His Right, had never Power to reduce, or 
^'reftrain thofe agitations within any bounds of Sobrietv, and 
^' Moderation : And when they found, that many would no^ 
^' be guided by them, that they might teem ftill to Lead, them- 
" felves as furioufly Follow'd the others; and reforted again to 
" his Majefty with fome new Expedient, as deftrudive a« the 
" former. So that he was refolv'd to rely upon God Almighty, 
^'and not fo much to depend upon what might po(Hbly pre* 
<^ vail upon the Affeftions of thofe, from whom, reaibnaolv, 
" he could not exped any good, as upon fuch plain and avow d 
^'courfes, as, let the fiiccels be whajt it would, muft, to all 
^'judging Men, appear to beprudently, and honourably.rely'd 
"on: And thereforje he poijtively rcfufed to make the leaft 
"alteration in his Anfwer: And fo the McfTenger departed, 
leaving the Court wdCoaptry worfegfFeded than they found 
Itj wd branding fpme partkular Perfons^wbom tbey found 
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kfs inclined to be turd by their profefEons and proifaifes, ''As 
"the Authors of a Civil War : And making them as odious ^ 
they could, where ever they came. 

And fure, from that time, the Earl of Holland was more 
tranfported from his natural temper and gentlenefs of diipofi- 
tion, intoPaifion and Animofity againft the King^, and bis Mi- 
niftersj and, having been nothing pleafed with his own Con- 
dition at Landon, finding the Earl ofEjfex (whom he did not 
fecretlylove, and did indeed contemn) to draw all Men's Eyes 
towards him, and to havetlie greateft Intereft in their Hearts, 
he had ferioufly intended, under colour of this Meflage to the 
KingjtodifcQver if there were anyfparks yet lefrin his Royal 
breaft, whi<ph might be kindled ihtoaflfedion, or acceptation 
of his S9rvice; and hoped, if he could get any Credit, to re- 
deem his former Trefpafles: But when he not only found his 
Majefty cold towards bim, but eafily enough difcern'd^ by 
his reception, that ^11 former inclinations were dead, and more 
than ordinary prejudices growp up towards him in their places, 
and that his Adyipcs were rejected, he returned with rancour 
ecjual to the moft furious he went to ; and heartily joyn'd and 
toncurr'd towards the fuppreffing that j^ower, in the Admini- 
ftration whereof he was not like to bear any part. 

His Majefty having, by his Anfwer, oblig'a himfelf not to 
make any forcible Attempt upon HdU till the 27^ of ^§^> by 
which time he might reaionably expeA an Anfwer to hisPro- 
pofitions, in the meantimeherefblv'dto make fomcftiortpro- 
grefs into the Neighbour Counties ; and accordingly, the fame 
• day the MefTengers departed, the King went to Dmcafier; 
and the next day to Notif^hAm; and fo to Lekefier; where 
he heard, the Earl of Stamford, and fbme other Parliament 
Men, were eieecudng the Ordinance of the Militia: But, be- 
fore his Majefty came thither, they remov'd themfelves to 
Northampton I a Town fb true to them, as, if they had bccm 

{mrfttcd, would have /hut their Gates againft (he King him- 
elf, as Hull had don^. 

^T Leicefier the King was received, with great expref&ons 
of Dutv and Loyalty^ by the appearance of the Train a-bands, 
and full Acclamations of the People ^ vet there were two Ac- 
cidents that happen'd there, which if they be at all remem- 
bered, will mariijfeft, that if the King were Lov'd there as he 
pught to be, that the Parliament was more Fear'd than He. It 
happen'd to be at the time of the general Affixes, irid Tufticc 
l^eeve (a Man of a good reputation for Learning, and Inte- 
grity J and who, in good Times, would have been a good 
Judge) fate there as Judge; and M*" Henrj Haffings, younger 
^on to the Earl ofHuntingtonyW^s purpofely made High SheriflT, 
%o contain the County within the limks of their Duty bv the 
Ppwcr of that Qffice, las well {js by t|ie Intcrdft, aod Re«tion 
' '-' ' '"'•'• ' of 
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of his Family. The Earl of Stamford^ and his AflGftants, had 
departed the Town but few hours before his Majcfty's en- 
trance ^ and had left their Magazine, which was indeed the 
Magazine of the County, in a little Store-houfe at the end of 
the Town, guarded by fome inferior Officers whom they had 
brought down to Train and Exercife the Militia, and other 
zealous and devoted Men of the County, in all to about the 
Number of if, who had barricadoed the door of the Houfe ; 
and profcfled " To keep it againft all demanders ; having pro- 
vifions within it of all forts. The King was very unv^illing 
(coming in fb peaceable a manner, af fo peaceable a time) to 
take any notice of it. On the other hand, it was an Ad of tdo 
great In folence to be fufFer'd; and, upon the matter, to leave 
a Garrifbn of the Rebels in pofteflion of the Town ; and there- 
fore he fent word to the Judge **That if He took not fome 
"legal way to remove fucn a Force fo near his Majefty, his 
" Majefty would do it in fome Extraordinary courfe : Which, 
upon the.fuddain, would have puzzled him to have done; ' 
having neither Soldier, Cannon, nor Powder to effeft it ; the 
want of which as much troubled the Sheriff. In the end, the 
Gentlemen of the Country, who had not yet otherwife declared 
themfelves on either fide, than by waiting on his Majefty, find- 
ing that the King would rtot go from the Town, tUl that 
Nuifence was remov'd; and that It might bring Inconveniences, 
Charge, and Mifcbief to the County of a high nature; &> pre- 
vailed, that, as his Majefty was contented to take no notice of 
it, fo they within the Houfe, in the nigh^ upon afliirance of 
Safety, and Liberty to go whither they would, removed and 
left the Houfe ; and fo that matter was quieted. 

The other Accident was, or was like to have proved, 
more Ridiculous: Some of the King's Servants, hearing that 
the Earl of Sumfni^ and the othef Militia Men were newly 
gone out of the Town, had of themfelves coming thither be- 
fore the King, Galloped after them; intending to have ap- 
prehended them, and brought them before the King; andj^ 
though die other were too Fleet for them, had,in the way,over- 
taken D^Bdftwick, a Man well known, who had been a prin- 
cipal Officer with them Jit Leicifter, and fled at the fame time, 
but could not keep pace with his Commanders : Him they 
brought to the Town, where, by the Sheriff, he was committed 
toPrifon ; having confeffed enough Treafon,and juiUfying it, 
as would ba?e juftly hanged any SubjeA. The King thought 
once to have bad himlndifted then, at the Aifizes, upon the 
plain Stttute ofay. Edw. III.* But the Judge befought his Ma- 

{efty not to pat a niatter of fb great moment, upon which the 
^ower of the two Houfes of Parliament, and a Parliament fit- 
ting, muft be detcrmin'd, before one fingle Judge, whofc Re- 
put^tioA W3S not enough to he^r fo great a burden ^ however, 

he 
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bedeclar'd his own opinion folly to his'Majefty, " That it was 
•'Trcafon; which, hebeliv'd, all the other Judges muft ac- 
'' knowledge ; andif Conven'd tc^ether by hisMajefty to that 
** purpofe, he thought a joynt Declaration, and Reiblationnf 
*'all togethermighc be of great ufe to the King; whereas the 
" publi/hing of his particular opinion could only deftroy him- 
"felf, and nothing advance his Majefty's Service: Befides, 
^'he had no reafon to be fo confident of the Country, as to 
'* conclude that a Jury, then fuddainly Summon'd, would have 
'* Courage to find the Bill; and then their not doing it, if it 
** were attempted, would prove a greater countenance to the 
^Ordinance, than the Votes of the twoHoufes had yet given 
^* it. This laft reafon gave his Majefly fatisfadion ; fo that he 
was contented that the fellow Ihould be kept in Prifon, and the 
Tryal be deferred, till he could conveniently Summon more 
Judges to be prefent. 

His Majefty was no fooncr perfwaded to be content that 
this Profecution might be fufpended, but the clofe.Agents for 
the Parliament's Service, who were not yet difcover'd, but ap- 
peared very entire to theKing,(b dextroufly carried themfelves^ 
that they prevail'd with thofe Gentlemen of the Country, 
whofe Zeal to his Majefty was moft eminent and unqueftion-' 
able, and even with the Judge himfelf,"To wifli, that his Ma- 
^* jefty would freely and gracioufly difcharge the Dodor of bis 
^' Imprifonment; or give the Judge leave to do fo upon a Hor 
^^beas Corpus (which he was advifed to require) '* And that it 
** would be fuch an Ad of Mercy, and fingular Juftice, that 
^' would not only work upon the People of that County to 
^^his Majefty's advant;age, but muft have a great influence 
^^upon the whole Kingdom, and even upon the Parliament it 
^* felf. And with this ftrange defire the gobd Judge, and tbofc 
principal Gentlemen, confidently came to the King, the night 
before he intended to return Northwards His Majefty told 
fthem, " He would think of it till thi next morning. And, in 
the mean time, concluding by what he heard, that though he 
fliould refufe to diicharge him, or to confent that he /hould be 
difcharg'd, his reftraint would not be long in that place after 
His departure, the People already reforting to him with great 
Licence, and the Dodor, according to his Nature,talking Sedi- 
fioufly and Loudly, he direded"A Meffenger of the Chamber 
**very early, with fuch affiftance as the Sheriff fhould give 
^*him, to carry, him away to N^ttir^bdmi and by the help of 
^*that Sheriff, to the Goal at Tnk^f Which was executed ac« 
cordingly with expedition, and fecrccy ; if cither €*f which had 
been ablent, it is ceruin theCommon People hadrefcued him; 
which, of how trivial a moment foever it ftaU be thought, I 
could not but mention as an inflanceof the Spirit and Temper 
of that time, and the great Qiiadvf ntage tlie Kiag w^ apon^ 

that 
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that {o many very good Men thought fit, at a time, when very 
many hundreds of Perfons of Honour, and Quality, were Ini- 
prifon'd with all ftridneisand fcverity by the Parliament,uppn 
the bare fufpicion that they meant to go to the King, or that 
they wiflied well to him, or.for not fubmitting toibme illegal 
Order, or Command of Thefrs, that the King fliould difcharge 
an infamous Perfbn, taken in ad of High-Treafon, and who 
inore frankly and avowedly profelTed Sedition^ than he did the 
Science of which he pretended to be Dodor. 

The King according to his appointment, returned towards 
HulU in expectation ofanAnTwer from the Parliament; which 
came two days after the appointed day, but with no folemnity 
of Meffengcrs, or other ceremony, than inciofed to one of the 
3ecretaries to be prefented to the liing,in which they told him, 

"That they could not, for the prefent,-with the difcharge^* P^*f- 
** of the Truft repofed in them for the lafcty of the King and ^'*jii jS^ 
^'Kingdom^ yield to thofe Demands of his M^jefty : the rca- *^. i^4». 
'* fon why they took into their Cuftody the Towp of Hull^ the 
^^ Magazine, and Navy ; pafled the Ordinance of the Militia i 
''and made preparation of Arms; wasfor the fecurityof Reli- 
*• gion, the fafety of his Majcfty > Perlbn, of thq Kingdom, and 
^' Parliament ; all which they did fee in evident, and imminent 
"danger; from which when they ftiould be fecur'd, and that 
** the Forces of the Kingdom ftiould not be ufcd to thedeftru* 
**aion thereof, they /hould then be ready to withdraw tha 
'* Garrifon out o(Hull; to deliver the Magazine and Navy j 
^' and fettle the Militia, by Bill, in fuch a way as ftiould be ho- 
** nourable and fiife for his Majefty ; moft agreeable to the du- 
'' ty of Parliament; and efiedaal for the ^good of the King^ 
'^ dom; as they had profeftfed in their late Petition . And for Ad- 
'^ journing the Parliament^ they apprehended no reafon for his 
''Majefty to require it; nor fecurity for themfelvesto confent 
"to it. And as for that reaibn which his Majefl;y was pleaied 
-'to exprefs, they doubted not but the afu^tl place would be a^ 
•' fafc for his Royal Perfon, as. any other i confidering the full 
" Affurancc they had of the Loyalty, and Fidelitv of the City , 
"of LonfUn to nis Majefty; and the care whicn his Parlia- 
" ment would ever have to prevent any danger which his 
*' Majefty might juftiv apprehend ^ befides the miinifold con- ; 
*' veniences to be iiad there, beyond anyjother parts of the 
" Kingdom*. And as for the laying dpwo of Arms; when tho- 
^' caufes which moved them to provide for the defence of his * 
^' Majefty ,the Kingdom,andPacliament,ftiottldbe uken away, - 
'^ they ftiould very willingly, aad cheerfidly forbear any fur- 
'^her Preparations^ and lay down their Foice already raifed. 

Which Rej^cation, as thf y call'd it, to his Majclly's An- 
fw^^ they ordcr'd ^' To be Printed, and read in all Churches 
^'and Chappels ^ithin the Kingdpq ^SMlandA^d DojEnlnioii ^ 

M?fi?/'ft ^ . . >- ^^^ 
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And (b the War was now dendunc'd by their exprels 
Words againft his Majcfty ; as it had been Jong before in their 
Aftion^ ; and both Parties ftem'd to give over all thoughts of 
farther Treaties, and Overtures j and each prepared to make 
themfelves confiderable by the ftrength and power of fuch 
Forces as they could draw together. • 

I N London they intended nothing but the forming of their 
Army, and fuch other things of power, as were in order there- 
unto. To that purpofe, the Bill for the payment of Tonnage 
and Poundage being expir'd on the firft day of^uly, and they 
having fent another of the fame nature to the King for his con- 
fenc, for fix Months longei^ his Majefty, fince he faw that^ 
and all other Money properly belonging to him,violentIy taken 
from him, and imploy'd by chem againft him, refufed to give 
his Royal Aflent thereunto : Whereupon, without the leaft 
hasfitation (albeit it had been enaded this very Parliament, 
*' That wholoever fhouid prefume to pay, or receive that duty, 
•' after the expiration of the Ad,befbre the fame was regrantcd, 
'* to his Majefty With the confent of the Lords and Commons, 
''/hould be in a Praemunire ; which is the heavieft poni/b- 
ment inflided by Law, bat the l6fs of Life) thev appointed 
and ordcr'd by the Power of the twoHoufes(whicfi they call'd 
an Ordinance of Parliament) "That the fame duty (hould be 
"continu'd ; and declare that they would fave all Perfbns 
*'coacern'd, from i^ny Penality or Puniftiment whatfbever : 
By, which they now became poifeired of die Cuftoms, in 
their own right. 

Towards fuch, as any ways (though under the obliga- 
tion of Oaths or Offices )oppofed,or difcountenanccd what they 
went about, thiy proceeded with the moft extravagant fcve- 
rity that had been ever heard of; of which I (hall only men- 
tion twoinftances; the Firft, of the Lord Mayor of I^iirfM, 
S' Richard Gournej, a Citizen of great Wealth, Reputation, and 
Integrity; whom the Lords had, upon the complaint of the 
HouTc of Commons, before their fending the laft Petition to 
the King fof which his Mkjefty gave them a touch in his An- 
fwcr) committed to the Tower of London: for caufing the 
King's Proclamation againft the Militia, by vcrtue of his Ma- 
jefty 's Writ to him direAed, aitd according to the known duty 
of bis place, to be publickly Proclaimed. And fhortly after, 
that they might have a Man more compliant with their defigns 
to govern the City, notwithfbndlng that he infifted uoon kis 
Innocence, and made it appear that he was obliged by the 
Laws of the Land, the Cuftoms of the City, and the ConfUr 
tntion of his OfRce, and his Oath, to do whatfbever he had 
done : He was by their Lord/hips, in the prefencc of the Cdm- 
mons, adjudged "To be put out of his Office rfLord Mayor 
** of London ; to be attcrly in<»pabk of bearing Office in City 
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'^ or Kingdom, and of all Honour or Dignity ^ and to be im* 
**prifon'd, during the pleafurc of the two Hoofes of Parfia- 
^'ment. And, upon this fentence, Aldetmsux Penningtpn^ Co 
often before mention'd, was^ by the noiie and clamour of the 
Common People, againft the Cuftoms and Rules of Ele&ion, 
made Mayors and accordingly inftalled; and the true, old, 
worthy Mavor committed to the Tower oi London -y where, 
with notable courage and conllancy, he continu'd almoft to 
his death. 

T H B other Inftance, I think fit to mention, is that of Judge 
Mallet ; who^ as is before remember'd, was committed to thus 
Tower laft Lent, for having ieen a Petition prepared by the 
grand Jury of Kent, for the Countenance of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, and againft the impofition of the Militia by Ot^ 
dinance without the Royal AfTent. This Judge (being, this 
Summer Circuit, again Judge of AfHze for thofe Counties) fit-* 
ting at Maidjlone upon the great Aflize^ Ibme Members of the 
Houfe of Commons, under die Style and Title of a Committee 
of Parliament, came to the Bench $ and, producing ibme Votes, 
and Orders, and Declarations of one or bothHouies, "Re- 
'' quir'd him, in the name of the Parliament, to caufe thofe 
" Papers (being on the behalf of the Ordinance of the Militia, 
and againft the CommilSon of Array ) ^^To be read. He told 
them," That he fat there by virtue of his Majefty'sCommif^ 
*' (ions ; and that he was authorized to doany thing comjpriied 
"in thofe Commiflions; but he had no Authority to do any 
"thing elfe ; and therefore, there being no mention in either 
"of his Commii&ons, of thofe Papers, or tlie Publifbing any 
'^ thing of that nature, he could not, nor would not do it; and 
fb r finding lefs refped and fubmiiSon, than they expeded. 
both to thdir Perfbns and their Bufinefs, from the Learnecf 
Judge, and that the whole County, at leaft the prime Qentle- 
meq and the Grand Jury, which reprefentcd the County, con- 
temned both much more) this Committee return'd to theHoufe 
with great exclamations againft M' Juftice M4//^r, "As the 
"Fomenter and Proteftbr of a Malignant FaAion againft the 
^' Parliament. And, upon this Charge, a Troop of Horie was 
fent to attend an Officer; who came wiiji a Warrant /rom the 
Houfqs, or feme Committee (whereas Juftice Mallet, being 
an AfGftant of the Houfe of reers, could not regularly be 
fummon'd by any other Authority) to Kingfion in Snrr ejf^wxcrc 
the Judge was keeping the general Affizes for that County; 
and, to the unfpeakable Di/honour of the Publick Juftice of 
the Kingdom, and the Scandal of all Minifters or Lovers of 
Juftice, in that violent manner took the Judge from the Bench, 
and carried him Prifoner to Weflminfier ; from whence, by 
the two Houfes, he was committed to the Tower oi London i 
where he remain d for (he fpace of above two years, without 

ever 
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ever being charged- with any particular Crinae^ till lie was 
tedeem'd by his Majefty by the exchange oi-another^ whofe 
liberty they defir^d. 

B y thclc heighten'd Afts of Power and Terror, they quick* 
ly demonftrated, how unfecare it would be for any Man, at 
leaft not to concur with them. And, having a General^ Arms^ 
Money, and Men enough at their devotion, they eafiiy form'd 
an Army, publickiy dilpofing fuch Troops andR.egiments, as 
had been raifed for IreUnd, and, at one time, one hundred 
thoufand pounds of that Money, which, by KSt of Parliament, 
had been paid for that purpofe, towards the conftituting that 
Army, which was to be led againft their Lawful Soveraign. 
So that it was very evident, they would be in fuch an Equi- 
page within few Weeks, both with a Train of Artillery,Horfc 
and Foot, all taken, arm'd, fumi/h'd and fupplied out of his 
Majefty ^s ow n Ma^zines and Stores, that they had not reafon 
t<> rear any oppofition.. In the meao time, they declar'd, and 
publifli'd to the People, " That chcy railed that Army, only 
•* for the defence of the Parliament, the King's Perron,aiid the 
** Religion, Liberty, and Laws of the Kingdom, and of thofe, 
"who, for Their fakes, and fivthofe Ends, hadd^e/d their 
* Orders : That the King, by the inftigattou of evil Coun- 
**fellors, had raifed a great Army of Papifts i by which he 
*' intended to awe, and deflroy the Parliament; to introduce 
** Popery, and Tyranny : Of which intention, they feid, his 
•'requiring HuU^ his fending out Comraii&on^ of Array; 
•^belpeaking Arms and Ammunition beyond the Seas ( there 
** having been fomc brought to him by the Ship call'd the 
*' Providence) his declaring S' Jphn JFiothjim Tt^jtor ^ and 
^ the putting out the Earl of NarthumterUnd from being Lord 
*^ High- Admiral o( England; his removing the Earl of Pern- 
^'M^, Effex, H0lland, the Lord FuUiHg, and S^ Hemry Kaif, 
^from their feveral Places and Imployments; were fuificienc 
•'and ample evidences: And therefore, they conjur'd ail Men, 
*'to affift their General, the Earl of Effex. And, for their bet- 
ter and more fecret traofadion of all iuch Counfels, as were 
neceiTary to be enter'd upon, or followed, they -made a Com- 
mittee, of fomc choice Members of either Houfe, to intend 
the great bufineis of the Kingdom with reference to the Ar- 
my; who had Authority, without fomuch as communicating 
the matter to theHou(c,to imprifon Perlbns, feife upon their 
'Eftates; and many other Particulars, which the two Houfes, 
in full Parliament, had not the leaft Regular, Legal, Juftifiabie 
Authority to do. And for the better encouragement of Men 
to engage in the Service, the Lord Ktmbcltm^ and the five 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, formeriy accufed by his 
Majefty of High Treafbn, upon iblenm Debate, had (everal 
-Regiments conifer'd on tb^iDi ttid^ by their example^ many 

othe^ 
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other Members ofboth^^oules, fome upon their lownefi^ and 
decayednefs of their Fortunes, others to get name and repu- 
tation to be in the number of Reformers ( amongft whom 
ihey doubted not all Places of Honour, or Offices of profit^ 
would be beftow-d) moft upon the confidence, that all would 
be ended without a Blow, by the King's want of power to 
gather ftrength, dcfir'd and obtain'd Command of Horfe or 
Foot 3 their Quality making amends for their want of expe- 
rience, and their other defefts; which were repair'dby many 
good Officers both Englijb and Scvis ; the late Troubles having 
brought many of that tribe to Ltmdcn^ and the reputation 
olF the Earl o£ EJffx having drawn others, out of the Low- 
Countries, to engage in that Service. In the choice of which 
Officers, whilft they accufed tlie King of a purpofe to bring 
a Forreign Force, and of entertaining Papifts,they neither con- 
fider'd Nation nor Religion ; but cntertain'd all Strangers, 
and Forreigners, of what Religion foever, who dcfir'd to run 
their Fortune in the War. • 

On the other fide. Preparations were not made with equal 
expedition, and fuccefs by the King, towards a War : For, 
though he well underftood, and difcem'd, that he had nothing 
elfc to truft to, he was to encounter flrange Difficulties to do 
that. He was fo far from having Money to levy, or pay Sol- 
diers, that he was, at this very time, compell'd for very real 
want, to let fall all the Tables kept by his Officers of State in 
Court, by which fo many of all Qiialities fubfifled ; ' and the 
Prince, and Duke ofTork^ eat with his Majefty j which Table 
only was kept. And whoever knows the O)nftitution of a 
Court, well knows what indifpofitions naturally flow from 
thole declenfions; and how ill thofe Tempers beiar any dimi- 
nution of their own Interefts; and, being once indiipofed 
themfelves, how eafily they infcft others. And that which 
made the prefent want of Money the more intolerable, there 
was no vidble hbpe from whence ^pply could come, in any 
reafbnable time : And that which was a greater want than 
Money, which Men rather fear'd than found, there were no 
Arms; for, notwithftanding the fame of the great Store of 
Ammu/iition, brought in by that Ship, it confifbed only ia 
truth of Canon, Powder, and Bullet, with eight hunared 
Mufquets, which was all the King's Magazine. So that die 
haftning of Levies, which at that time was belicv'd would not 
prove difficult, would be to little purpofe, when they fhould 
continue unarmed. Bur that which troubled the King more 
than all thefe real incapacities of making War, was the temper 
and conftitution of his own Party j which was compounded^ 
for the moft part, in Court, Council, and Country, of Men. 
drawn to him by the impulfion of Confcience, and abhorring 
the unjuft andirr/egularproceetiings of the Parliament^ other* 

wife 
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wife unexperienced in Adion^^and unacquainted wi;h the 
Myftcries, and neceflary Policy of GSvernment j fevere ob- 
iervers of the Law, and as fcrupulous in all matters relating 
to it, ag the other pretended to be. All his Majeftv's Ancient 
Counfellors, and Servants ( except fbme few of lading Ho- 
nour, whom We /hall have occahon often to mention ) that 
they might redeem former overfigbts, or for other unworthy 
dcngns, being either publickly againft him in Lofuhn, or pri- 
vately difcrediting his Intereil and Adions, in his' own Ccmrt. 
ThefeMen ftili urg'd "The execution of the Law; that what 
"extravagancies focver the Parliament pradifed, the King's 
" obfervation of the Law would, in the end, fupprefs them ail. 
And, indeed, believ'd the raifing a War to be fo wicked a 
tbingy that they tfiought it impoifible the Parliament fliould 
intend it, even when they knew what they were doing. How- 
ever they concluded, " Tiiat he that wasmrwardeft in the pre- 
" paring an Army, would be firft odious to the People j bv the 
" affections of whom, the other would be eafily luppreft. 

This was the general receiv'd Doftrine ; and though it 
appcar'd plainly to others (of equal affedion to the Publick 
Peace ) how fatal thofe Concluiions, in that (enfe in which 
they were urged, muft prove to the whole Kingdom ; and 
how fbon the King muftoe irrecoverably loft, if he proceeded 
not more vigoroufly in his defence ; yet even tnofe Men 
durft not, in any form'd and publick Debate, declare them- 
ielves^ or fpeak that plain Englifh the State of Affairs requi- 
red; but fausfied themfelves with (peaking, what they thought 
neceffary, to the King in private; by which means the King 
wanted thofe firm, and fblid foundations of Counfel and Fore- 
fight, that were moft neceffary for bis condition: So that he 
could neither impait the true motives, and grounds of any im- 
portant Adion, nor difcover the utmoft of his Defigns. And 
lb he ftill feem'd (notwithftanding the greateft, and avow'd 
preparations o^the Enemv ) to intend nothing of Hoftility, 
but in order to the reduci^ ofJHuUi the benefit of which he 
hoped, would engage the Train'd-bands of that great County 
(which was the fole ftrength he yet drew thither) till he could 
bring other Forces thither, which might be fit for that, or 
any other Defign. * 

But there was another Reafbn of his Majefty's going to, 
and ftaying at Beverlj, than was underflood ; and, it may be, 
if it had been known, might have produc'd a better Efted; 
which I think neceffary to infert in this place. The Lord 
Digbjj whom we have mentioned before, in the firft difbrdcr, 
by which die King and Queen were driven from London, to 
have left EngUnd^ and to be after unreafonably accufed by the 
Houfe of Commons of High Treafon, had remained from 
that time in H^lUndi and, hearing the King's condition at 

Tork 
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Twkt to be fb much improv'd beyond what he left It €t Wtni- 
fir^ had^ with (bme G>inmands n-otn theQgeen, arrived there 
very privately, and ftay'd fbme days in a difguile at Tork^ rer ' 
vealin^ himfelf to very few friends^ and ibealdng with the 
King^ in h iccret a manner In the night, tnat no notice was 
taken of his being there; and, finding the King's Affairs not 
in fo good a pofture as he expeded, and conceiving it yet not 
fix for him to appear, reiolv'd to return again to the Queen, 
and to haften that provifion of Arms and Ammunition, with- 
out which it was.not poilible for the King to refift any violence 
that threatened him; and fo, in the fame Bark which brought 
him over, he went again to Sea for HoBand, with Wilmot^ 
Ajbhutnbdmj Pollard ^ and Berkley ^ who purpofely remova 
themfelves from Court, upon tlie clamour of the Parliament, 
till the King was ready to ufe their Service. They were not 
many hours at Sea, when they met the Providence (which We 
mention'd before ) with th« Ammunition, which was only 
wanted ; and, well knowing her, they agreed, " That Wllmot^ 
" Pollard, and Berkley, fhould return with the Ammunition to 
^'the King; and Dlgby, and Coll. AJhburnbam, /hould purfue 
" their former Intentions for Holland. But their Parties conti- 
nued fo long, diat the Parliament Ships, who had watched and 
chafed the Providence, came up to thenpi; and though the Ship 
efcapcd, and run on fhore, as was before mention'd, yet the 
Fly-boat,' in which the Lord Digbj \ip^ could not fb well get 
away ; bu t was taken by them, ana carried in with fo much the 
more triumph into Hull, that they had been difappointed of 
their greater Prize. Coll. AJbburnoam, though he was in great 
umbrage with the Parliament, and pne of tbofe Delinquents^ 
whom they reproached the King With, was {o well known to 
S*" 7ohn Hotham, with whom he flood in a good degree of fa- 
miliarity, that he could not diflemblc or conceal himfelf; but 
the Lord Digby, being in fo real a difguife, that his neareft 
friends would not cafily have known him, pretended to be a 
Frericb-mzn, whofe Language he fpoke excellently j and fcem'd 
to be fo Sea-fick, that he kept himfelf in the hole of theBark^ 
till they came to Hull-, and, in that time, difpofed of fiich 
Papers as were not fit to be perufed ^ and when he came on 
Shore, fo well counterfeited ficknefs,and want of health, that 
he cafily procured himfelf to be fent, under a Guard, to fbme 
obfoure corner for repofo ; whilfl Coll. Ajbbmnham, who was 
the only Prifoner they thought worth the looking after, was 
carefully carried to the Govcfnour ; who receiv'd him with 
as much Civility, as he could reafonably exped. TuUfA 

The Lord Digby, being by himfelf^, quickly coriiider'd oigbyv ' 
the defperatenefs of his condition: '^That it would not be|^-j^'^J 
• 'po/Ebte to conceal himfelf long, being fo well known to many aLhXm 
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^*who \^ere in thtPrmdencCy and thcGarrifbn quickly lyiow- 
"ihg whatfocVer Fas fpdken of in the Country: That he 
*'was, how unjuftly or unrcafonabiy foever, the moft odious 
** Man of the Kingaom to the Parliament; into whofe hands if 
" he ftiould then come, his Life would be; at leaftifi apparent 
*** hazard: and how to get himfelf out of that Labyrinth was 
very difficult, fince S"" fohn Hothdm was fo far from any incli- 
nation of kindnefs towards him, as he had own'd to CoH.jlJlh 
turnbaniy that he was in tlie number of his moft notorious 
Enemies. However, in this eminent extremity (as he is a Man 
of the greateft prefetice of mind, and the Icaft appalled upon 
danger, that I nave known ) he refolved not to eivc himfelf 
oteri and found means to make one of hisGuara, in broken 
Engiyhy which might well have become any Fff »^fc-man, un- 
derftand, "That he defifed to fpeak privately with the Gover- 
** nour i and that he would difcover iome Secrets of the King's, 
•'and Queen's to him, that woifld highly advance the Service 
*'of tflt Parliament. The fellow made hafte to let the Go- 
vernour know thefe good tidings ^ who underftanding Fr^^rA 
well, as fpeedily (cnt for the French-msLn^ who was brought 
before him in the prcfeilce^ of much company, and, without 
any diforder, gave fuch an account of himfelf, as they under- 
ftood him to have feeh much of the frm^fc Service (of which 
he fpoke very fluently) and to have come over recommended 
to the king for fbme Command, if he fhouid have occafion to 
ufe Soldiers; as, he faid, Peof)le abroad conceiv'd him likely 
to have. After he had entertain*d the company with fuch dil- 
courfe, there being pr efcnt fome Gentlemen, who came later 
ly out of France^ and fo being the more curious to adminifter 
queftions, he applied himfelf to the GoVernour; and told him, 
'* that if he might be admitted to privacy with him, he would 
'' difcover ibmewhat to him, which he Would not repent to 
"have known. The Governour who was a Man apt enough 
to fear his own fafety, but more apprehcnfive of the Jea- 
loufies which would attend him (for his eldeft Son, and iome 
others, were naore abfolutely confided in by the Parliament 
than himfelf, and were in truth but Spies over him) would 
not venture himfelf in another Room^ but drew him to- a 
great Window at a Convenient diftance from the company, 
and wiflied him 'To fay what he thought fit. The Lord Digbj^ 
finding he could not ootain more privacy, asked him, in En- 
gB/b, ** Whether he knew him ? .the other, (urprifed, told him, 
"iNl? ; Then, faid he, I fliall try whether I know S** ^difn Ho- 
^'tbami and whether he be in truth, the lame Man ofHo- 
*' nour, I have always, taken him to be: And, thereupon, told 
him who he was j and "That he hoped he was too much a Gen- 
*'tleman to deliver him up a facrincc to their rage and fixry, 

"who. 
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^*w!io, h* wen knew^ were his iiimlacable Enemi^- The 
other, being aftonIfliM, and fearing that theBy-gptl3ers would 
difcover him too (for, being now told whonc was, he won- 
dered be found it not out Himfclf) he defir'd him " To fay no 
*' more for the pfefertt i that he Aiould not be forry for the 
"truft he repofed in him, and fhould find him ;he fame Man 
•' he had thouglxt^bimj That he would find fometime,as foon 
*'as conveniently he might, to have more conference with 
" him. In the mean time, that he fhould content himfelf with 
**the ill accommodation he had, the amendment whereof 
*• would beget iiifpicion: and fo he called the Guard inftant- 
*'ly*to carry him way, and to have a very ftrid Eye upon 
**h!m 5 and, turning to the company, and being conicious to 
himfelf of the Trouble and Diforder in his G>untenance, told 
them, ** That the Vuneh^m^tn was a flirew'd Fellow, and under- 
*^ flood inore of the Queen's Counfds ^dDefigns, than a Man 
'^ would (ufpeft: That he had told' him that which the Par- 
" liament would be glad to know ; to whom prejfcntly he 
** would make a difpatch, though he had not yet fo clear in- 
'^ formations, as, b^ prefumM, he Aould have after two or 
•' three days : And fo departed to liis Chamber. 

lor was a wonderful influence, that? this Noble Perfbn*s 
Stars (which ufed^to lead him itito, and out of the greateft 
perplexities and dangers, throughout the whole courfe of his 
Life) had upon this* whole Affair, i^fftif^vi was, by his nature, 
and edncationr, a roiigh ilnd a rude Man; of ^reat covetoui^ 
hefs, of great pride, and great ambition 5 without axiy Bewels 
of good nature, or rtie kaftfenfe w touch of generofity; his 
parts were not quick and /harp, but compoied, and be judged 
well J Ire was a Matt of craft, and rtidte like to deceive, than 
to be coteen'd: Yety after aM this, this young Noble Man, 
known, and abliorr'd by him, for Ms^admirable feculty of Kt 
fimulation, had fo for prevaifd, and'fmpofed upon his fpirit, 
that he refblv'd to Praftke that Virtae, li^hich the other had 
Imputed to him, and not to fufier him to fall into thei^nds 
of bis Enectiies. He fent for him, the next day, ar an hotot 
when he was more vacant from attendantsyandobferversi and, 
at firft, told him his refolution ; ** That^ fince he had fo frankly 
*'put himfelf into his hands, he would not deceive his Trijft ; 
and wifh'd him^ ** To confider, in what way, and by vi'hat co- 
"lour, he flionld fo fet him atLiberev, that hemight,without 
"any other danger, arrive at the place where he would be. 
"For, he faid, he would not truft any Perfon living with the 
" Secret, and'leaftof all his Son; whom he mention'd v^kH 
all the bitternefs imaginable, ** As a Man of an 111 nature, and 
" furioufly addifted to the worft defigns the Parliament had, 
•'or couldliave^ and One that was more d^ended upon by 
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*' them^aHim(elf, ancUent thither only as a Spy upon him. 
From IilniMhe eoM^pon the dlfcoorte'' Of the timeS| and 
^^mifchief tBSH^ like to befall the whole Kingdom^ from 
'^ the diilerence between the King and the Parliament. Then 
lamented his own Fate, "That, being a Man of very different 
''Principles from thole who drove things to this extremity, 
''and oi entire affedion and duty to the King* he flioold now 
, ''be look'd upon as the chief ground, and cauie of the Civil 
" War which was to enfue, by his not opening the Ports, when 
"the King would have enter'd into the Town; Of which 
bufinels, and of all the circumilances attending it, he fpake 
at large ; and avow'd, " That the information fent him of the 
^ King's purpoie pre&ntly to hang him, was the true cauie of 
" his having proceeded in that manner. 

The Lora Dighj^ who knew well enough how to cultivate 
every period of (uch a Difcourfe, and how to work upon thofe 
Paifions which were moft predominant in him, jqyn'd with 
him in the fenfe of the Calamities, which were like to befall 
the Nation; which he bewail'd Pathetically; and, " That it 
"fhould be in the power of a handful of ill Men, corrupted 
" in their Affedions to the King, and againft Monarchy it 
" felf, to be able to involve him, and many others of his clear 
"intentions, in their dark Couniels, ana to engage them to 
" proiecute ends which they abhorr'd, and which muft deter- 
" mine in the ruine of all the undertakers. For, he told him, 
"that the King, in a (hort time, would reduce all his £ne- 
"mies : That the hearts of the People were already, in all 
*' places, aliened from them ; and that the Fleet was fb much 
" at the King's difpofal, that, as fbon as they (hould receive his 
" Orders, they would ^PP^i* in any place he app^nted : That 
" all the Princes in QmjUnd$m were concern a m the quarrel, 
" and would engage in it, as foon as they fhould be Invited to 
" it : And that ^e Prince of Or^n^^ was refolv'd to come over 
" in the head of his Army, and would take HfM in three days. 
All which ought, reafonably, to have been true in the Pia&ick, 
though it had very little ground in the Speculation. And when 
he had, by degrees, amufed and terrified him with this dif- 
courfe, he enlai^ed upon "The Honour and Gk>ry, that Man 
"would have, w1k> could be fo blefled, as to prevent this ter- 
"rible Confufion, that was in view: That King and People 
"would joyn in rewarding him with Honours, and Prcter- 
"ments of all kind; and that his Name would be derived to 
"Poflerity, as the Prcferver of his Country. He told him, 
" He was that Man, that could do all this; that, by delivering 
" up HuU to the King, he might extingui/h the War; and that 
"immediately a Peace would be eftablifii'd throughout the 
"Kingdom: That the world believ'd, that he had fome ere- 
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•* dit both with the King> and Queen ^ that he woald imploy 
** it all in his Service ; and if he wouia^'fte him this rite to 
*• begin upon, he ftiould find, that he wodMije much more 
^* {bllicitous for his Greatnels, and a full recompence for his 
'^ Merit, than he was now for his own fafety. All theie Ad- 
vertifements, and Refledions, were the fabjed of more than, 
one difcourfe ; for S^J$hn Hotham could not bear the variety, 
and harden of all thofe thoughts together; but within two 
days all things were adjufted between them. Hotham faid , 
** It would not become faiip, after fuch a refufal, to put tfie 
'^ Town into the King's hands ; nor could he undertake (if he 
** refolv'd ) to efFeft it ; the Town it felf being in no degree 
•' affefted to his Majefty's Service ; and the Train'd-bands, of 
"whicli the Garrifon wholly confifted, were under Officers 
'^apon whom he could not depend. But^ he faid. If the King 
^' would come before the Town, though but with one Regi- 
^'ment, and plant his Canon againft it, and make but one * 
''(hot, he (hould think hehaddifcharged hisTruft tothePar- 
'Miament, as far as he ought to do ; and that he would im^ 
" mediately then deliver up the Town 9 «which he made no 
'* doubt but that he /hould oe then able to do. And, on this 
errand, he was contented the Lord Digh fhonld go to the 
King, and be conduced out of the Town beyond the limits of 
danger; the Governour having told thofe Officers hetrufted 
moft, that "He would fend the Frendhmzn to Tarkj who, he 
^ was well afTured, would return to him again. He gave him 
likewife a note to a Widow, who liv'd in that City, at whofe 
Houfe he might lodge, and by whofe hands he might tranf-* 
mit any Letters to him. 

Wh E N he came to TSrri^ and after he had ^ke with the 
King, it was refblv'd, he (hould appear in his own likenefs, 
and wait upon die King in Publick, that it might be believed, 
that he hadTranfported himfelf from HcUand in the Ship that 
brought the Ammunition ; which was hardly yet come to Tork^ 
it being now about the time that M' ViUiers, iind S'John Pein 
fiington had been (ent away, and before the news came of their 
ill Succefs. This was the caufe of the fiidden March towards 
Hut, before there^^as a Souldier levied to make an AfTault, or 
maintain a Siege; which was fo much wonder'd at tlien, and 
fi> much cenfur'd afterwards. For afToon as his Majefly re-^ 
ceiv'd this afTurance, which he had (b much reafbn to depend 
upon, by the treatment the Lord £Hgbj had receiv'd, hf de- 
clared, "He would, upon fuch a day, go toBeverhy a place 
within four Miles of fM; and appointed three or Four Regi- 
ments of the Country, uiuler the Command of fuch Gentle^ 
men whofe AfFeftion was unoueflionable, to march tiiither, as 
d Guard to hh fctfrn i and likewife fent a little Train of Ar« 
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tillery, which might be.dbady for the Summons. When his 
Majefty was read^Mtlf fliis Equipage for his March, the Lord 
Utghj returnU>gain in his old difguife to HiAly to make fare 
that 4II things there might correfpond with the former obli- 
gation. A0aon as the King, and the whole Court (for none 
vfrM^m remained at Tvtk^ came to Bevnfy ( where they were all ac- 
iw^fe- commodated, which kept them fn>m being qaickly weary) and 
^eriy with the Train'd-bauds wer^ Ijkewife come thither, the General, 
hS 2!r ^^^ ^^^^ oiLindfej, firft took poffeffion of his Office ; a little 
troubled, and out of countenance, that he diould appear the 
General without an Army; and be engaged in an Enterprize, 
which.he could not imagine would fuccced. His Majefty or- 
der'd him to fend out ibme Officers, of which there was a good 
ftore^ to take a view of the Town , and of fach advantage 
ground, within diftance, upon which lie might raiie a Battery ; 
as if be meant on a fuddain to Aflault the place; which ap- 
pear'd no unreafbnable defign, if Acre were a gcKxl Party in 
the Town to depend upon. And.yet the General had no opi- 
nion, that his Army ot Train'd-bands would frankly expofe 
themfelves to fuch « n Attack ; Befides a greac number of Of- 
ficers, and Perfons^of Quality, who were aU well Horftd, and 
bad many Servants as well provided, the King had bis Troc^ 
of Guards (b conftituted, as hath been (aid before ; and there 
were few Horfe in HMy and thofe widiout Officers who un- 
derftood that kind of Service. So that it was no hard matter 
to take a very full view of the Town, by Riding to the very 
ports ; and about the U^alls ; nor, at Mi appearance^ was 
there any fliew of Hoftility from the Town upon their neareft 
approaches to it; but after they had made that vifit two or 
tnrce days together, they obferv'd that the Walk were better 
|4ann'd, and that there was every day an increafe of labourers 
repairing the Works ; and then they begun to Shoot, when 
jiny went within diftance of the Works, 
, At L this while S^J^bn H^bsm had tryed fome of his Of- 
ficers, in whofe particular AfFedion he had moftConfideace, 
how far they were like to be govem'd by him; and found 
them of a temper not to be rely'd upon^ His Son vras grown 
jealous of fome defign, and was C^ballinf with thofe who 
*ere moft notorious for their difafieftion to theGovernment ; 
^nd new Officers were fentdown, by the Parliament, to aflift 
In the defence of the Town, which, they thought, might pro- 
bably be attempted ; andf fupplies of Mc» had been taken in 
from thc.Ships, and had been fent thither fromA^loif, aTov^-n 
upon the fame Coaft, of eminent Dlfloyalty. So that,, when 
tJie Lord B\^ return d thither, he found a great Daoop upon 
the ipirit btthe Governour, and a (adne& of mind, that be 
h^d pro$e?4ed io f^r i of whicb h^s U:o:i9Btif I0|4« ^ 4)ehafle 
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he coi|ld to advercife the Kiog; but his Letters muft firft be 
fent tp.7br<^ before they could come to Beverly^ and, whcrf 
thev \yere receiv'd, they contained IlIU fcmewhat of hope, 
*' Tsiit befhould be atjc tp reftorehim to his former Courage, 
*^ anil, cohfirjn his k wlutloxi : So thait tjie King feem'd to defer 
any attempt, upon tfie topes of theEarj pfHollani'^ Meflage 
before naention'd, and, in the end, he w^s compellU to give 
over the defign, all hope from the 'Governoiir, growing dc- 
fperatq J whether fro^i ti.is want of ClQiirage,or want ofPowe^ 
to execute what he de6r*d, r^raains^ "ftiUixhcertain.. When 
S^ John Hothatn gave over ifurther thoughts of it, he Jirraifled 
both tfie Lord Digby and Coll. Apbm^nhM^ whom he had 
likewile detain 'd till theii^ as a Man of iifie in the executjpn of 
the defigp, with many profeflions of Duty to the King j and 
as the concealing thofe two Perfons, and afterwards releafing 
th?m, immediately increafed the jealoufy of tlie Parliament 
agairid him, fb it was the Principal Cauf^ aftetward^^ of the 
lofsof his Head/ .. 

'J' HE iting difinifled tl^e Train*d-bands, and fcturn'd with . 
his Court to 7>ri^, in {9 much lefs Credit than when he came 
from thence, as the entf ing into a W^r without Power, or 
Preparation to projGbcute it, was like tg produce. The incon- 
venieiice was the greater, becaufe the principal ^erjfons of 
Quality, of Court or Cpuntry, and the Officers had the kis 
reverence for the King's Condua,.'by'feeinjg.fuQh an Adioa 
enterU upon with fo LBt;le Rcafon, profecuted fo perfumao- 
rijy : All which i:eproaches his Majeity, thougl^t fitter to bear, 
than* to difcover the Motives' or Vis journey^ which were 
thetrlmown to few, nor, to this day^ ha.ye been.gubliflied. 

W » f ^f the King retu^n'd to Tcr\y exceedingly troubled at 
the latp March he had made, and all Men expreffing great iin- 
paticAC)? to be in Adion, . very many Pcdpii^ of Honour and 
Qi»^7> leaving attended long at Court, believing they might 
be more liieful to his Majefty's Servioe. in their own Countries, 
in teftraihingthedifaflTeiited fipm any Seditious Attempts, and 
difpofing the People in general to be conftant in their Loyalty, 
an Accident fell out, tbat.made it abfoluieljr ncceflary for the 
King to.dcclar^ theWar, and to enter upon it, before he was in 
any d^ee ripe for AiJioni which was, that. FortfmcutbTizdc^ii. go- 
dcclar^dfor the King, and refufed to fubjnit to the Parliament^ j^«^** 
which had thereupon. fent an Army under the Command ofmtnth, d$* 
S' tVUlUmiValUr, to reduce it. The relating hcav this. came,;^;"^/^^ 
to ^afj^, requires a large difcourfe, and. will adminiftct much 
variety, flot withput (omewhat of pleafure and wonder,, from 
the tenapetand fpirit of the Perfbn who conduced that Action j 
if it can be iaid to be ccviduded without any Condud, 

W«>avercinemb9«'d before, in the laft Year, the difcourfe 
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9? the bringing up the Army to Lond^g to awe thic Pariiaiiient, 
and the unfpeakable di/honour, and damage the King fuftain'd 
t)y that dlicourfe, how groundlefs foevcr it was ; all which 
was imputed to CoU. tSmng^ who^ by that means^ grew into 

i^reatReputacion with theParliament^asaMan ib irrecoverably 
oft at Court, that he would joyn with them in the tooft dc- 
(perate deiigns j yet he carried himielf with fo great dexterity, 
that, within few Months, he wrought upon the King and 
Queen to believe, that lie fo much r^ptnted that Fault, that 
he would redeem it by any Service j and to truft him to that 
degree, that the Queen, once, refolv'd, when the Tumults 
drove their Majefties firft from Lond$n, for her fccurity, to 
put her felf into tmfmmthy which was under his Govern- 
ment ; whilft his Majefty betook himfelf to the Northern 
parts s whi^h defien was no fboner over (if not before) than 
he, again, Ifitimated fb much of it to the Lord KimhUgn^ and 
that Party, that the^took all the Truft he had from Court, to 
proceed from the Confidence their M^jeftiei had of his Fa- 
ther's interefi in him ; wbofe Alfedlon and Zeal to their Ser- 
vice was ever moll indubitable : but afTured thcmfelves. He 
was their own, even againft his own Father. $o that he car- 
ried the matter fb, that, at the fame time, he received 3000I 
fro{P the Queen (which /he raifed by the file of her Plate, 
and fbme Jewels) to Fortify, and Vidua!, and Reinforce his 
Garrifbn,againflthe timeitfliould be neceflary to declare for 
the Kin^; and a good fbpply from the Parliament, for the 
payment of the Garrifon, that it might be kept the l>etter de- 
nted to Them, and to Ti^elr Service; All which he per- 
formed with that jidn? irabie d{f&ipulation, and rart confidence, 
that, when the Honfe of Commons was infbc'm'd by a Mem- 
ber, whofe Zeal and Affedion to them was as much valued 
as any Man% *' Tiut all his correfpondence in the County was 
^^ witli the moft Malignant Perfons; that of thofe, many fre- 
ducntiy refbrted to, and continued with him in the uarri- 
^Mon; that h? was Fortifying, and rafin^ of Batteries towards 
^^ the Land : And that, in his difcourfe, e(pecial!y in che (ea- 
^^ibns of his fooA Fellowfhip, he ufed to utter threats againft 
^';he parliament, and (harp ccnfiires of their Proceedihes, and 
upon fuch Informations (the Author whereof was well known 
to them, and of great Reputation: and liy'dfo near F#r0KMrfr, 
that he could not be miftaken, in the matter of fiift ) the 
Houfc fcnt for him, moft thinking he would refufe to comei 
Colonel Gmti^ came,ui>on the Sunraions,with that undaunted- 
nefs, that all ^louds c^diffa-ufl immediately v^iniffaed, fnfomucfa 
as 00 Man prefum'd to whif^r the Icadt jealoofy of him ; 
which fae^obferving, came to the Houfe of Conimon^, of 
^1^'ch he was a M^o^ber ^ and Itavin^ (ate 4 day or two pa- 
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tiendy, as if he expcdcd fomc Charge, in the end he ftood 
up, widi a Countenance full of Modetty, and yet nor without 
a mixture of Anger (as he could help himfelf with ail the 
infiiiuations of doubt, or fear, or ftiame, or fimplicity in his' 
face,,:that might ^^ain belief, to a greater degree than I cvei" 
faw any Man ; and could feem the moft confounded when ho 
was bcitprepar'd, and the mort out of Countenance when he 
was beft relolv'd, and to want words, and the habit of fpeak- 
ing, wlien they flow'd from no Man with greater power) and 
told them, ** That he had been lent for by them, upon fomc 
^information given againft him, and that^ though hcbeliev'd, 
** the Chaise being fo ridiculous, they might have re<;eiv'iL 
"by their own particular inquiry, £itisfaftion ; yet the dif^ 
** courfes that had been ufed, and his being fent for in tha^ , 
" manner, had begot fome Prejudice to him in his Reputation J 
" which if he coijld not preferve, he fliould be ids able to do 
** Them Service- and therefore defircd, that he might have 
*' leave though very unskilful, and unfit to fpeak, in io Wffc 
** and Judicious an Affembly) to prefent to them the (latc^nd 
** condition of that Place under his Command; and then he 
"doubted not but to give them full fatisfaftion in thofe par- 
" ticulars, which, poffibly, had made fomc impreflion in tneni 
**to his difadvantage: That he was far from taking it ill from 
'* thofe, who had given any information againft him; for, 
"what he had done^ and muft do, might give fome Umbra^ 
'^ to well afFeded Perions, who knew not the grounds and 
*• reafons, that induced him (b to do ; but that if any fuch Pcr- 
"fbn would, at any time, refort to him, he would clearly in- 
"form them of whatever Motives he had; and would be glad 
<* of their Advice, and Afliftance for the better doing thereof. 
Then he took notice, of everv particular that had been pub- 
lickly faid againil him, or privately wbilper*d, and gave (iich 
plaufible Anfiyers to the whole, intermingling (harp Taunts, 
and Scortis, to what had been feid of him, with pretty appli- 
cation of himfelf, and flattery to the Men that fpake it : Con- 
cluding, ^ That they well knew, in what efteem he Itood with 
"others : fo that if, by his ill Carriage, he fliould forfeit the 
"good opinion of that Hoafe, upon which he onty depended, 
"and to whofe Service he entirely devoted himself, he wercf 
** madder than his Friends took him to be, and muft be as un- 
** pitied in any mifery, that could befaH him, as his Enemies 
^' would be glad to fee iiim. With which, as innocently and 
unaSedediy tttter'd, asxan-be imagined, he got fo^eneral an 
Applaofe fr{»n the whole Houfe, that, not without Ibme little 
Apology for troubling him, "They defirVi him again to repair 
^*to his Government, and to fini/h thofe Works, which were 
f ^neceffary for the ftfety of the Place; and gratified him with 
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confenting toall the Proportions, be made in'thebebalf ofhis 
Garrifbn, and paid him a good Sum of Money for tiieir Ar- 
rears s with which, and being privately aiTured CwKich was in- 
deed refblv'd on) that he (hould be lieutenant Generalof their 
Horfe in their new Army, when it fliouid be foimd, he de- 
parted again to Portfmuib ; in the mean time, al&f ing his 
Majefty by thofe who were truft^d between theoi/ That he 
** would be fpeedily in a Pofture to make any fuch Declaration 
f ^ for his Service, as he ftiould be reauir'd j which he was forced 
to do fooner than he was proviidca for it, though not fooner 
than he had reafon to exped. v . * , . 

When the Levies for the Parliament Army were in good 
fbrwardnefs, and that Lord had received h|s CommifSion for 
Lieutenant General of the Horfe, he wrotf xo t^ Lord 
Ktmboltony who was his moft bo&m Fjriend, ai}d ^ Man very 
powerful, defjripg, " That he might not be c^u'4 ^o give his 
*'a.t tendance i^pon the Army, tilUf was ready to march ; . be- 
** caufe there were (o many thing^iq l;>e done, and perfeded, 
** for the iafety of that important Place, ihat he wasdedrous to 
'' be preient Uinjfelf at the work as long as was poifible^ In 
^'the mean time,' he had given xliredions to his Agent in Lmi* 
^^donj to prepaj^e all things for his. Equipage; fothat henpuld 
"be ready to gppe^, at any Rendezvous, upon a days warn- 
"ing. Though the Earl of £/rjc.did much dcfirc his Com- 
pany, and aiHibnce in the Coi^ncxLof War, and preparing the 
Articles, and forming the Diicipline for the Army, n^ having 
been more lately verTed in the Ordcjc and Rule of Marches^ 
. and the Providops neceflary, xSr convenient thereunto, tlian 
|iny Man then in (heir Service, and of greater Command than 
any Man but tf^e General; yet the Lord Kim^^oZr^li prevailed, 
that he might not be fent for, till things were riper for Adion, 
And, whenr that Lord did afterwaixis write to hio^ '^ That it 
^' was time he /hoald come ^way, he fent fuch new^ and tea- 
{bnable excufes, that they were not unfetisfied with his de- 
lay ; till he had multiplied thole excofes (o long,, that they 
begun ta fufped ; and thty no i^oner inclined to £iipicion, 
but they met with abundant Arguments to cheriihit.. His be- 
haviour and courfe of Life was very notorious taaU the Neigh- 
bours, nor was he at all referv 'd 40 bis Mictb^ afi4 pablick 
Di/couries, to conceal his opinion of the Parliament, and 
their Proceedings. So that, at laft, the Lord KifnM^M writ 
plainly to him, '' That he cool^ no longer excufe his abiCeoce 
*'from the Army, where he was piui^ wanted^ fi^ <bat» 1^ 
''he did not come to London by fiich a fhort day^ as he named, 
*' he found his Integrity would be doubted 3 and that many 
'' things were laid to his Charge, of which he (ionbted not 
'^^is Innocence i wi tt^erefor^ conjured tuw^ unwcdiately. 
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** to be at IVefimnfter; it being now to be no longer *defcrrci, 
^or put off. He writ a jolly Letter to that Lord, " That, the 
^' truth was, his Councijf advlfed him, that the Parliament did 
^'ooany things ^yhich were illegal^ and that he might incur 
^^rnuch dangef by obevim^all tneir Orders; that he had re* 
<^ceived the Command oHhat Garrifon from the King; and 
" that he durft not be abfent from it, without His leave : An^ 
concluded with fome good Couolel to the Lord. 

Th I s Declaration of the Goveynour. of a Place, which had 
the reputation of being the only Place of ftrength in£»^/4»(/,. 
and iituated upon the Sea^.put tnem into many apprebenfions ; 
and they loft no time in endeavouring to reduce it ; but, upoa 
the firft imderftanding his Refalution, S^lVlUiam Wallet was^ 
fent with a good part of the Army, fo to block it up, that> 
neitlier Men, nor Provifion, might be able to get in ; and^ 
fbme Ships were lent from the Fleet, to prevent any relief by 
Sea: and thele Advertifemcnts came to the King, aflbon aft 
he returned to Twk: - 

It gave no imall Reputation to bisMajefty's Af&irs, whe» 
there was fo great a damp upon the fpirits of Men, from the 
miiadvcntures at Beverly^ that fo notable a Place as tortf^ 
vmah had declared for him, in the very beginning of the 
War; and that fo good an Officer as Gcringy was rcturn'd ta 
his Duty, aod in the pofleflion of the Town : and the Kingy 
who was not furprifea with the matter, knowing well the Re^ 
folution of the Colonel, made no doubt, but that he was^ 
very well fupplied with all things, as he might well have 
been, to have given the Rebels work for three, or four Months, 
at the leaft. Whereupon, he forthwith publifh'd a Declaration, 
that had been long ready, in which he recapitulated all the 
Infolent, and ^pbellious Atlions the two Houfeshad com- 
mitted againft himf and declared them ^^To be guilty; and 
^' forbid all his Subjeds to yield any obedience to them : And, 
at the ikme time,* publifhed his Prodamation^ by which, he 
'^ Required ^ Men, who could bear Arms, to repair to him 
^'ac N§^^k4m, by the 2;'^ o( Augufi following; on which 
^May, he would fet up his Royal Sundard there, which aU 
^'good Subjeds were obliged to attend. At the fame time, he 
fent the Marqtu^ of Untfard to raife Forces in the Weft, or, 
at leaft, to reftrain rhoTe parts (where His Intereft, and Re- 
ptttatioo was greater than any Man s ) within the limits of 
t^ir Duty to the King, and from being corrupted, or pervert- 
ed by the Parliament; and with him went the Lord Seynmr, 
Jiis Brother j jdbe tord Paudet, B^an, Stawel, Coventry, Berkfr 
/f, Wmdhsm, azid fome other Gentlemen, of the prime Qua^^ 
Uty, and lotereft in the Wcftern parts; who were like to 
givf as gOQ4 $j(MnpIc& ia their Feri^as, and to ^ foUow'd by 
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as many Men^ as any fuch Number of Gentlemen in EngUnd^ 
could be. And from this Party, enlivened by the Power, and 
Reputation of the Marquis, the King was in hopes, that Fmt/- 
Moutb would be fliortiy relieved, and made the head Quirter 
to a goofl Army. When all this waiKione, he did all that was 
pofHble to be done, without Money, to iiaften his Levies of 
Horfe and Foot, and to prepare a Kgnt Train of Artillery ; that 
he might appear at Nmingham, at the day when the Standard 
was to be let up, with fuch a Body of Men, as might be, at 
the leaft a competent Guard to his Perfbn. 

Many were then of opinion, " That it had been more for 
^his Majefty's Benefit and Service, if the Standard had been 
** appointed to be fet up at nrkj and fo that the King had 
"ilaycl there, without moving further South, until he could 
•*have marched in the Head of an Army, and not to depend 
^'upon gatheririgan Arniy up In his March. All the Northern 
••Counties were, at prcfent, moft at his devotion; and ib it 
** would be moft ealy to raife Men there: New-CaftUvr^s 
^ the only Port in his obedience, and whither he had appoint- 
•'ed his Supplies of Arms, and Ammunition to be fent ; of 
^ which he had fb prefeot need, that all his Magazine, which 
•^was brought in the Providence, was already diftributcd to 
••thofefew Gentlemen, who had received CommiiEons, and 
^ were moft like fpeedily to raife their Regiments^ and it would 
•*be a very long, and might prove a very dangerous pailage 
•* to getthe fupplies, which wer^ daily Qxpeded, to be brought 
"with fccurity from New-C^ftUy when the King fliould be 
** advanced fo many days Journey beyond Tf^kz All which 
were verv important Confiderations, and ought to have pre- 
vailed i but the King's inclinations to be nearer London, and 
the expeftation he bad of great effefts from Pmfnunah, and 
the Weft, difpofed him to a wj^lingnefs to prefer Nbttingbam ; 
but that which determined the Point, was an apparent, and 
manifeftaveriton in the Tbfiby&irf Gentlemen, whofeaflfeftions 
were Icaft fufpeded, that his Majeftv fhould continue, and 
remain at Tivrlii "Which, they faid, the People apprehended, 
"would inevitably make that Country the feat ot the War : 
unskilfully imagining, that the War would be no where, but 
where the King's Army was ; and therefore they'fkcilitated all 
things, which might contribute to his remove from thence ; 
undertook, to provide Convoys for any Arms and Ammnni^ 
don from New-CdfiU; to haften the Levies in their own 
Country 5 and to borrow the Arms of fomc of the Train'd- 
bands; which was the beft expedient, that could be found 
out, to Arm the King's Troops, and had it's revcrfe in the 
ftiurmurs it produced, and in leaving the beft affeded Men» 
by b^in^ difarmVi^ 4t cheMeroyc^ their Snemios} who care^ 

fully 
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fuUjr kept their Weapons, that they might be ready to fight 
againft tae King. This caufed the refblution to be taken for 
Npttingbdm^ without enough weighing the objedions, wtiich^ 
upon the Entrance into great Adions, cannot be too much 
deliberated, though, in the Execution, they were beft fhut out. 
And it auickly appeared in thoie very Men, who prevaii'd 
moft in tnat Council; for, when the time drew on, in which 
his Majefty was to depart, and leave the G>untry, Ijien they 
remember 'd, *^That the Garrifbn oi Hull would be left as 
**a thorn in their fides, where there were well form'd, and. 
^'adive Troops, which might march over the Country with- 
«<out control, and come into Tnl^it felf without refiftance: 
^'That there were many difaffed^ Perfbns of Quality, and 
*' Intgreft in the Country, who, as foon as the King (hould be 
^^g(Mie, would appear amongft their Neighbours, and find a 
^' concurrence from them jn their worftdefigns; and that there 
^^were fbme places, fbme whole Corporations, fo notoriouily 
^'difaflfeded, eipeciallv in matters relating to the Church, 
*^ that they wanted only Condudors to carry them into Re- 
^bellion. 

Tu£SB, and the like refledions, made too late impreflions 
upon them; and Now, too much,, they magnified this Man's 
power, whom before they contemn'd ; and doubted that Man's 
Affedion, of wliich they were before fecure ^ and made a thou* 
iand Propofitions to ,the King this day, whereof they rejeded 
the greateft part to morrow; and, as the day approached 
nearer for the King's departure, their apprehenuons and irre* 
iblutions increa&d. In the end^ they were united in two Re* 
qnefts to the King; that^ ''He would commit the fiipreme 
^' Command of the Country, with reference to all Military A& 
'^ fairs, to the Earl of CiMiii^ri^i and qualify him, with a^ 
'' anaple Conuniffion, to that purpoie. The other, ^^ That his 
^'Majefty would command S^ Tbomdf GUmbdm to remaio 
^' witn them, to govern and command fuch Forces, as the Earl 
'^ of CumhifldHd ihould find necefifary for their defence. And 
this Proviiion being made by the King, they obliged tliem* 
felves tQ concur in making any preparations,and forming any 
Forces the Earl /hould icuuire. His Majefty, as willingly, gra* 
tified them in both their defires. The Earl oiCmbifUmd was 
a Man of great Honour and Integrity, who had all his Eftate 
in that .Country, and had lived moft amongft them, with very 
much acceptation, and aifedion from the Gentlemen, and tho 
Common People: but he was not, in any degree, adive, op / 
of a Martial temper ; and rather a Man more like not to have 
any Enemies, than to oblige any to be firmly, and reiblutely 
his Friends, or to purfiie Us Intereft : The great Fortune oi 
the Family was divided, and the greater p^rt of it carried away 

by 
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hf an Heir Female; and his Fatlier had {o wafted the re- 
ixuindei*^ that the Earl coald not live with that iuftre, nor 
draw fo great a de{>endance upon him^ as his Anceftors had 
done. In a word, he was a Man of Honour, and Popular 
cnoughln Peace^ but not endued with thofe parts which were 
neceflary for fuch a Seafon. S' ThmrnK Glemham was a Gendc- 
Tnanof a noble ExtnAkm, and a fair Fortune, though he had 
' ' much impaired it; he had fpcht many years, in Armies, be^ 
jond the Seas ; and he had been an Officer of very good efteem 
jn the King's Armies, and of G>ttrage, and Integrity nnque- 
fiionable ; but he was not of fo ftirring and adive a nature, as 
to be able to infufe Fire enough into the Flegmatkk ccxifti- 
tutions of that People, who did rather wifli to be Sp^frAators of 
, the War, than Parties in it ; and believ'd, if they did not pro- 
voke the other Party, they might all live <}uiedy together ; 
until S^JolmH9thdmy by his excurfions, and depredations out 
K>(Hully and their feditious Neighbours, by their laiiirredions, 
awaken'd them out of that PleafMt Dreatn. And then the 
greateft part of the Gentry of that Populous Country, and very 
many of the Common People, did behave themfelves with 
iignal Fidelitv, and Courage in the King's Service : Of all 
which Particulars, which deferve well to be remembered, and 
tranfmitted to Pofterity, there will be occasion to make men- 
tion, in the following DifcpurfeJ 

Y ET I cannot leave TM'i^ without the.mention of <Mie Par- 
ticular; which, in truths is a lively Inftance of the Spirit and 
Temper of that time, and was a &d Preface of all the misfbr- 
tunes which folio w'd. There were very few OentleHien, or 
Men of any Quality, in that large County, who were aftively 
or faftiouuy difaflfeded to his Majefty s and of thoie the Lord 
fdiffdx^ and his Son, S^ Thrnnas FMffdx, were the chief ; who 
were govecd'd by two or three, w inferioar Quality, more 
converfant with the People; who were as well known as 
^hey . AH thefe were in the County, at their Hotifes, within 
few mkscflh'kj and the King refolved, at bis going away, 
to have taken them all Prifeners, and to have pat them in 
lafe Cuftody ; by which, it was very probable, thole mifchiefs, 
that Ihortly after broke out, might have been prevented. But 
the GentlemcR of the County^ who were met together to con- 
fult for their own fecurity, hearing of this De%n, beibught 
hlsMaiefty "Not todo it; alledging; •« That he would,there- 
•* by, leave them in a worfe condition, by an A€t fo ungraci- 
^Otts, and unpopular; and that the difaffedi^d wouki be fo 
*' far from being weakened, that their ParSy would be increased 
"thereby; many really believing, that neither Father nor 
Son were cran(ported with over-vehement incHnations-to the 
Parliament J but would wilUogly fit ftiU, without btiegAftive 

on 
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on either fide j which no doubt, was a Policy, that many 
of thofe, who wi/hed well, defired and intended to be fare 
by. And fo his Majcfty left Tbri^, taking with him only two 
or three of inferio^rank (whereof one5r4^/ffofi was one; who 
were known to have been very adive in ftirring the People 
to Sedition 9 and yet upon fpme fpecious pretences, fomc 
very good Men were perfwaded, within few days, to procure 
the Liberty and Enlargmettt' even of thofe from his Majefty. 
So tickli/h were thofe times, and fo wary were all Men to 
advlfe, the King /hould do any. thing, which upon the ftrideft 
inquifitiori, might feem tofwerve' from the ftrift rule of the 
Law i believing, unreafonabiy, that thfe fofteft and gentlieft 
Remedies might be moft wholefomely applied to thole rough, 
and violent Difeafes. 

The Kiqg came to Notttnghsm two or three days before * 
the day he had' appointed to fet up the Standard ; having 
taken Lincoln in his way, and drawn fome Arms from the 
Train'd-ban4s of that Country' with him to Nottingham; from 
whepce, the iiext day, he went to take a view of his Horfe; 
whereof there' were feveral Troops well arm'd, and under 
good OflScers, to the number of feven or eight hundred Men; 
with which, being informed,. *'That there were fome Regi- 
**ments of Foot marching towards Coventry, by the Earl of 
" EJfex his Orders, he made hafte thither 5 tjaaking little 
doubt, but that he fhould be a|)le to giet thither before them, 
and fo to poflfefs himielf of that City j and he did get thither 
the day before they came ; but found, not only the Gates fliuc 
againft him, but fome of his Servants fhot, and wounded from 
the Walls : Nor could all his Meflages, and Summons pre- 
vail with the Mayor and Magiftrates, before there was any 
Garrifon there, to fuffer the King to enter into the City. So 
great an Intereft, and Reputation the Parliament had gotten 
over the AfFedionS of that People, whofe hearts were alie- 
nated from any reverence to the Government. 

Th« King could not remedy the Affront, but went that 
night to Stoneljy the Houfe then of S' Thomas Lee; where he 
was well receiv'd J and, the next day, his Body of Horfe, 
having a clear view, upon an open Campania, for five or i\X 
miles together, of the Enemies fmall Body of Foot, which 
confiileri not of above twelve hundred Men with one Troop 
of Horfe, which Marched with them over that plain, retired 
before them, without giving them one Charge; which was 
imputed to the ill condud oiWilmot^ who Commanded ; and 
had a colder Courage, than many who were under him. and 
who were of opinion, that they might have eafily defeated 
that Body of Foot :• Which would have been a very feafonable 
Vi&ory 5 would have put Coventry unqueftionably into the 

King's 
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King's hands, and fent him with a good Omen to the ietting 
up of his Standard. Whereas, that unhappv Retreat^ which 
looked like a Defeat, and the Rebellious benaviour of Orrn- 
frj^ made his Majelly's return to Nottingham very' Melancholy ; 
whither he return'd the very day the Standard was appointed 
to be let up. 
7%e i^ff/' According to the Proclamation, upon the twenty fifth 
Z^!!^1I^^^Y ^i A^g^fiy the Standard was ereded, about fix of the 
imghun, j^Clock in the evening of a very ftormy, and tempeftuous day. 
^- »j- The King himfelf, with a fmall train, rode to the top of the 
' *** CafiU HiU, Varnej the Knighc-Marfiial, who was Standard 
Bearer, carrying the Standard, which was then ereded, in 
that place , with little other Ceremony than the (bund of 
Drums, and Trumpets : Melancholy Men obferv'd many ill 
. Prefages about that time. There was not one Regiment of 
Foot yet brought thither, fo that the Train'd-bands, which 
the Sheriff had drawn together, were all the ftrength the King 
had for his Perfbn, and the Guard of the Standard. There 
appeared no Conflux of Men in obedience to the Proclama- 
tion y the Arms, and Aoununition were not vet come from 
Tork^, and a Geneftal Sadncfs cover'd the whole Town. The 
Standard was blown down, the fame night it had been let ap, 
by a very ftrong and unruly wind, and could not be fixed again 
in a day or two, till the tempeil was allayed. This was the 
Melancholy State of the King's Affairs, when the Standard 
was fet up.
